ſure. But alaſſe and woe, euen as ſo high a name cannot be 
comp2ehended in ſo baſe a knight as J am, ſo in ſhoꝛt time 
J haue loft the pꝛeheminence, and am dep2iued of all. Oh 
that my foꝛtune were ſo happie, that the conrſe of my natus 
rall life were come to concluſion, to make an end of this mp 
ſozrowful tozment,fo2 that liuing J might not fele 4 ſuffer 
ſo great milſoꝛtune. In ſaying theſe # many other woꝛdes, 
very doloꝛous fo hcare,this paſſicned knight remained a god 
while aſhamed of himſelf, with great repentance cf all Þ was 
paſt, wiſhed that he had neuer ben bo2ne,eſpectallie when 
p he called to remembꝛance what the Emperour Ahcandto 
with all the mightie kings and Pꝛinces of his Court would 
doe, when that in ſeeking of him he ſhoulbe net bee found, 
like wiſe when p they ſhall vnderſtand of his departure. Do 
conſideringhis owne ſhame, the repꝛoch would be impu⸗ 
ted to him foꝛ diſturbing the court, the ſtoꝛie leaueth him fo 
to declare what pafed in the Court of the Emperoꝛ Alican- 


dro, when his departure was knowen.

anie farther rep!ying,did ſaddle his hoꝛſe with a frice,+ lead 
hun out at a poſterne gate, on whom the knight of the Sun 
leapt with great lightnefſe,and ſo departed out of the great 
Citie, toke an vaknowen wate by a valle p, foꝛ that if as 
nie ſhould follow him, they ſhould not unde hun. So he tra⸗ 
nailed fo long by that vallep, that it bꝛought him vnto ma⸗ 
ny rockes and hilles which was at the fote of the mightie 
mountaine called Taurus, which is one of the largeſt in all 
the woꝛld, and entered into the ſaid mountaine at ſuch time 
as the Sun appeared, and foz that he found himlelſe wearie 
with the great trauaile that night, he determined there fo2 
to reſt himſelfe, ſuppoling that no man would come to ſeeks 
him in that place, wherewith he alighled, and pulled off his 
bozſe bꝛidle, and committed him vnto the greene field to fede 
at pleaſure. Then did he late himſelfe down vpon the greene 
hearbes, the which were ſo delightfull, that it peelded occaſi⸗ 
on vnto his affliq ed ſoꝛrow, to contemplate himſelfe in the 
highnelle e beautie of the JPanceſſe Claridiana, which caus 
ſed him foz fo tumble and tofle vpon the arenc graſſe with⸗ 
ont taking ante reſt, vcelding fo2th great ſighs, foꝛced by res 
pentance of all that was paſſed, 4 ſhedding many ſozrow- 
fall and bitter teares, the which diſtilled from the veines of 
bis heart, he ſpale as followeth. 

Oh cruell x falſe traitoz that J am, how doth it behoue 
me now to ſhun the companie of people, that do vnderſtand 
and know the occaſton of this miſhap, but to conclude 4 end 
this my ſozrowfull life amongſt the rocks. x mountaines, in 
the companie of bꝛute beaſts that doth not vnderſtand my 
diflotaltie and great treaſon. What was become of my rea⸗ 
ſon, and where was mine vnderftanding? Where did J loſe 
my wits and memoꝛie, that being blinded with follie, x fo2- 
getting my ſelfe, J (ſhould vſe ſo great treaſon againſt that 
roiall Pzincefſe Claridiana, whom J do honour 2 Oh cuill 
traitoꝛ that am, how can J be ſo bold foꝛ to mentio in my 
mouth the name of fo high e mightie a Pꝛinceſle, endowed 
with ſo great beautie and vertue, whom all that now line 
in the world doth not deſerue to lerue, much leſſe 3 wzetch

waie whereas the knight of the Sun had gone, and in many 
places they diſcduered the ſteps of his hoꝛſe, which ſeemed 
to be new troden, t followed the ſaine ſo long, till in the end 
they came vnto the place whereas they found him lying all 
along the-arene grafſe, with his face and eies wollen with 
weeping and ſeemed to bee ſo wear ie that he had no power 
to ariſe, but when they ſawe him, and were fullte ſatiſfied of 
knowing him, they were verie glad becauſc it was their fo2- 
tune to finde him, and pet not a little amazed fo ſe him in 
that trance. Then Oriſtedes came vnto him, and did awake 
him ſaying: Dir knight of the Sunne, my god Lo2d x verie 
friend, what vꝛgent cauſe hath moued you at ſuch time to de⸗ 
part from the Court of the Emperour. The Enight of the 
Dunne knowing them, was verie ſozrowfull fo2 that they 
had found him, and being ignozant what anſ were to make 
them, he kept ſilence , but in a great confuſion, imagining 
how he might ſeparate himſelfe out of their companie. Then 
they all thz& together , with great lone requeſted him fo 
ſhew them the canſe of his departure,x the occaſion of this 
perplexitie into the which he was bzonght : who determi⸗ 
ning to atuc them fo vnderſtand the whole effect therof, be- 
gan to declare to them as followeth. 

My god friends if heretofoꝛe you haue had ante experi⸗ 
ence in loue, then are yon not ignoꝛant, that his power is 
ſuch, that it doth depꝛiue men of all reaſon & vnderſtanding, 
in ſuch loꝛt, that they cannot feele noꝛ know anie thing, and 
eſpeciallie them that be confoꝛmable viito their amozous de⸗ 
fires and diſoꝛdinate appetites, which is the occaſion that we 
| haue app=rant beioze our cies, fo many thouſands of diſa⸗ 
| ſtres in this woꝛld, and lone the onelie cauſe thereof, and fo2 
to declare them, time doth not now ſerue: Euen ſo J beeing 
taken pꝛiſoner with the loue of the Pzincefſe Lindabrides, 
and blinde without anie diſcretion, had not ſo much reaſon 
fo2 to confider noꝛ fo allow moze than that which was con- 
foꝛmable vnto my wil and amoꝛous deſire, being bound vn⸗ 
fo all ingonnentences and perills reüſtant vnto my will, by 
the which J was bꝛought vnto the point, as you my Loꝛds

S . He next date being come, wherein ſhould be 
x WY celebtated the ſolempne marriage of the 
A nunightot the Sunne with the faire ÞP2in- 
L telle Lindabrides , The Emperour with 
18 N . N all thoſe mightie kings 4 Pꝛintes, toke the 
— bvantange of the moꝛning, a did apparel the- 
ſelues verie richlie, in ſuch excellent ſoꝛte, that it ſeemed all 
the riches of the woꝛld was there 1opned together, à fo2 that 
the knight of the Sun ſeemed to tarrie long in his chamber, 
the Troian Oriſtedes, # many other that did loue and beare 
him god will, did repaire vnto his lodging foz to ſeeke him, 
but when they came thether and found him not there, they 
were greatlie amazed, 4 the moꝛe, fo that there was none 
v could tel them antenewes of him, but ſearching fo2 his ar⸗ 
mour t hoꝛſe, and not finding them, thep Uraight wates vn⸗ 
derſtod that he was departed, This newes was publiſhed 
thꝛoughout the pallace, which bꝛought them all in a maze, at 
Which repoꝛt the hozſekeper that did ſaddle his hoꝛſe came 
befoze the Emperour, x told him of his departure, and what 
woꝛds he erpꝛeſled at that time, whereat the Emperoꝛ great⸗ 
lie meruailed (and entering into his cogitation ſome ſparke 
of luſpitid he ſtraight wates cõmanded many of his knights 
and Gentlemen, that they ſhould follow the quot of ſeking 
him, which commandement being publiſhed, there was with 
a trice moꝛe than ten thouſand knightes armed, + ſeparated 
themiciues diuerſe waies, ſome one waie, and ſome another, 
and amongſt them went Oriſtedes, with the two Pances of 
Cambray r Candaria, vnto whom it temed that the knight 
of the Sun would not follow noꝛ take anie knowen oꝛ bea⸗ 
ten waie, but rather towards the mountaines, the better to 
haue his trausile in ſecret. So being departed, they toke 
their waie towards the mount I auro by vnknowen waies, 
and foꝛtune did lo ſerue them, that they followed the right 
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fo biwerfany, who replied bpon him with lotingrequeſts- 
foz to returne againe vnto the Court of the Emperour, and: 
fo put all ſuch thonghtes out of his minde. Who bearing 
thoſe new replies, he aroſe vp vpon a ſodaine, and finding his 
ho ꝛſe at hand, without anie moꝛe tarrping pꝛeſently ber bei⸗ 
deled him, and with great lightnelle be the ns backe, 
ſap ing. if | 
My god Lo2des and friendes , J doe moſt heartelis de⸗ 
fire you that in this matter por will not impoꝛtune me a⸗ 
nie moꝛe, for that J will firſt conſent to die rather than ta 
accompliſh oꝛ fulfill pour requeſt; and reſt pou in the power 
of god foꝛtune, foꝛ J will depart. And in ſaying theſe woꝛds 
he ſet ſpurres vnto his hozſe , and like vnto the winde he 
ranne by a high and mtghtie hill. Oriſtedes when he ſawe 
the knight of the Sunne depart in that ſoꝛt, he ſet ſpurres to 
his hoꝛſe, and ſayd vnto his companians: By Loꝛdes, may 
it pleaſe you to carrie theſe newes vnto the Emperour Aly- 
eandro,foy that à wil not leaue the companie of the Unight 
of the Sunne, and therewith he koꝛted his pace after him ſo 
faſt, that in the end of an houre he ouertoke him at the top of 
the mount Tauro, whereas they found verie faire plaines 
and pleaſant Foꝛreſts, but when the knight of the Sunne 
ſawe him follow all alone, he was verie glad and tarried foz 
him, who certified him how that his compantons remained 
behinde, and how that he would not leane his companie, if 
it were his pleaſure to accept it. The knight of the Sunne 
gaue him great thankes, gratifping his god will, at which 
inſtant there was confirmed betweane the ſo great x perfect 
loue, that it endured vntil their deaths. Theſe two knights 
trauailed together many dates bppon the mightie moun⸗ 
taine, whereas they did not lacke of all ſoꝛtes of meates foz 
their diets in Caſtles and houſes which they found vppon 
the mountaine, whereas thts Hillozie doth leaue them, foz 
to retourne vnto thoſe two Pzinces that came with 
Otiſtedes, who remained in great confuſion with that which 
the knight of the Hunne and their companion had done, 
in ſuch ſozte that thep knew not what to ſais , But in

haue ſeene's dnderſtod, how that this night paſt was dila⸗ 
ted the marriage betwerne the Jzincelſe + me,foa the which 
J reteiued great griefe, but that mightte God 4 redeemer of 
all the woz1d,x maker of heauen and earth, who hath power 
ouer all things, againſt whoſe infinit power there is no reſi⸗ 
ſtance, by his great mercie did permit p al my coꝛpoꝛal ſenſes 
which were inchaunted, and pꝛiloners vnto the loue of the 
Pꝛinceſſe, was this night let free from all ſubiection, by the 
which J was awaked out of that blinde dꝛeame wherein 3 
leie, ſo that J did ſe and conſider the great errour that I did 
commit in taking the P2incelſe Lindabrides vnto my wife:

Alicandro,foz that they will not haue a Chꝛiſt ian knight foz 
their Lo2d and gotiernour, neither ſhould J be in ſecuritie 
amongſt ſo many Pagans, Beſides all this, the great griefe 
which the Emperour my father and all his ſubieas ſhall re⸗ 
ceiue, when they hall vnderſtand how that J am married 
in a ſtrange Country ſo far diſtant from his, with great rea⸗ 
fon they map all deſire 4 wiſh my death. Do mp verie god 
friends, J conſidering of this and manp other things which 
JF omit to declare, determined this night paſt to depart, be, 
cauſe J would not heape one errour vpon another, foꝛ 5 there 
is amendement in that which is paſt, ſo that 4 am fullie dep 
termined not to retourne ante moꝛe vnto the Court of the 
Emperour Alicandzo, and therefoze J deſire pou in my bes 
halfe, to declare vnte him, that J crane pardon at his handg, 
and to conſider the iuſt occaſions that moueth me not to ac, 
cept the high p2offer offered me, and how that in whatſocuc x 
place J ſhall become, he all alwates finde me his true and 
faithfull ſeruaunt . Theſe the knightes were verie 
much amazed at thele woꝛdes of the knight of the Dunne, 


and were verie ſoꝛrowlfull foz that which he had gſuen them

«tne heads (who were veric d:frons fo get honont) that 
vnto the Gods they ſhould doe creat bong and ſeruice, fo: 
to deſtroie that Emperour of Grecia, foz that ther Were 
Chꝛiſtians, and enimies vnto their lawe, and the better foz 
to attomplich the ſame,they did offer themſelues in perſon 
with their gods and vaſſals, with pꝛetente to iopne together 
the greateſt armie that euer was made in all the Woꝛld, and 
foꝛ that theſe poung Linights toke the vantage in ſpeaking 
firſt, others 3 wer ther pꝛeſent ( who had other things! in their 
thoughts) held their peace x almoſt perfoꝛce did conſent vnto 
all y which the Emperonr would doe, who being ſomewhat

concluffon they agreed together fo2 to depart, + af ſuch time 


as the night appzoched,they came vnto the mightie Citie of 
Naptaria, whereas they found the @mperour meruailoullie 
troubled, and all the whole Court in great alteration, But 
when they had declared all that the knight of the Sun had 
ſaid vnto them, his griefe was ſuch, that he toze the haire fr 
his head and beard, and ſmofe himſelfe vpon the face, that it 
was great pittte to behold how the great lone that befoꝛe he 
bare vnto him, is now thanged into moztall hate, 4 [ woze 
by his high Gods, that he would vtterite renounce and de⸗ 
nie them if he might not bee reuenged of that inturie which 
was done vnto him by the Knight of the Dunne, in which 
rage, hee ſtraight wales called together all thoſe mightie 
kings and noble men of his Court, vnto whom he did declare 
all which had paſſed,and made maniteft vnto them the great 
anger the which he reteiued, and ſayd that his honour cons 
foꝛmable vnto his eſtate, could not receine iuſt ſatilfagion, 
ercept the knight of the Sunne be taken pꝛiſoner, and pu⸗ 
nilhed acco2ding vnto his deſert, and fo2 the accomplithing 

thereof, hee knew no other remedie, but to iopne together a

that they were all oppꝛeſſed with ſo:row,andcould not ſpeak 
vnto her one woꝛd, but the paſſtoned pꝛinceſſe amongſt other 

lamentations, ſaid: O high ⁊ immoꝛtall Gods, let my ſoꝛow⸗ 
full complaints aſcend vnto your diuine maieſties, 3 let pour 
eares be pertakers of theſe my paſſions, ⁊ let theſe my gricfs 
be manifeſt beſoꝛe you,y with ſodain death J map be taken 
out of this world, 1 let not pour ſoueraigne pꝛouidence con⸗ 
ſent that J line anie longer, foꝛ to ſuffer ſo ſtrong repulſe of 
foꝛtune: Dh diſgrace ſo vnhappie,and foztune ſo terrible, J 
would J had died a thouſand deaths befoze J had knowen 
ſo great diſaſter, and who would not firft deſire to die, rather 
than fo liue 4 ſi ſo great euill:oh deſtinic,ſignes,+ planete, 
vnder whom J was bozne and ſubiect, with none could pou 
dſe your crueltie ſo much as you do with me, it had ben better 
that J had neuer ben boꝛne, than under ſo cruell conſtellati⸗ 
ons to maintain life but what do J ſaie,vnhappy that J am, 
foꝛ accoꝛding vnto my milkoꝛtune, and the greatncfle of my 
gricfe and ſo2row,the high Gods, who doth excede the ope⸗ 
rations celeſtialls, did make the knight of the Sunne of lo 
great valour, that my niſfo2tune thoulbe exceede the inllu⸗ 
ente of the ſignes and planets celeſtialls, aud in ſaying theſe 
woꝛdes, the faire P2inccfle fel into a ſound, and was ſo farre 
out of all remembꝛance, that her Ladies and Genttewomcn

Do 
that when their ed ton and other meate was roafted , ail 
theſe company of barbarous people did (et themſelues vpon 
the ground round about their vittailes, and began to teare 
it in pertes with their handes, and to eate with luſtie cou⸗ 
rages. The chiefe captaine of them, gaue vnto theſe knights 
of the Ueniſon fo2 their parte, who at that pꝛeſent made lit⸗ 
tle account of the great abundance tat they were wont to 
haue, at the Empercur Alicandro his table, and at the feaſts 
of the Emprour Trebatio, but fell vnto their vittailes with 
toth and naile: Pet that ſupper had coſt them very deere, il 
that the ſoueraigne creatoꝛ had not remembꝛed them. Fox 
that in the belt and chiefeſt time of their {upper, when mol 
contentment thele perfect friends receiued, two cf theſe bar⸗ 
barous Tartarians diſſembling to ſerue the reft , aroſe vp 
from their companie, and toke eche of them a mightie great 

and heauie clubbe, which thep vſed foꝛ their weapon, z very 
foftly without making any noyle, they came behinde p two 
knights, x with all their fozce + ſtrength of both their hands, 
they diſcharged their blowes vpon theſe two knights, Which 
— aſtoniſh ten, that they were out of all remenib2ance, x 

fell LINE fly to d ground, whercas they moned neither hand 
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nbt dilcetier neither taſi le no2 houſe, whether they might go 
to lodge themſelues, x being in ſuch aconſtiilation, as was 
very colde, ſo that the firſt part of the night they paſſed with 
great trouble, till ſuch tim as from far of they difronered a 

light of fier, which famed to be in a arcat and dieps valley, 
theythinking that it was made by ſeme thepherds that kept 
their ape there, being very glad, went theth erwardg. And 
when they came nigh vnto the place, they ſav that if was a 
companie of mozethen thirtie barbarous people of h coun⸗ 
trie, being of a high and large Nature, and either of them 
had but one eye, and that was in their koꝛeheads, as big as a 
mal looking glaſſe. They were al apparailed with the {king 
of bearcs,and of other beaſtes, ſitting round about a great 
fier which they had made, and ſome of them were rofting of 
certaine Ueniſon,and ok other beaſtes (which they had tas 
ken) vpon fpits of wad , Their talke which they had was 
verie barbarons and ſtrange, ſo that theſe knights could not 
vnderſtand them, foz it leemed to be a kinde of howling oz 
bleating : but when they came nigh vnto them, they were 
greatly amazed to ſe people ſo bzutith , x ſtated themſclues, 
not knowing what to ſay, Theſe barbarous monfers whe 
they ſaw them vpon the Hoꝛſe backes, and ſo richly armed, 
ſtraight waies one which ſemed to be the pꝛincipal amongtt 
them, began fo ſpeake in their barbarous tongue, making 
ſignes that they ſhould alight,+ come vnto the fire to warme

Let it be as pou doe commaund, ſaide Oriſtedes, 
ſceing that here is none to trouble vs:therwith theſe two 
god companions did ſette them ſelues downe, and did eate 
of the vittailes that was there, till they were ſatiſ fic, 
But pet they durſt not ſlepe all y night, fearing that thoſe 
Tartarians, which fled awate would bzing ſome other of 
their compantons # trouble them, ſo that they paſſed awvate 
that night in walking rounde about the fire, diſcourfing 
of that wherein they receued moſt content, alwaies haue⸗ 
ing an epe vnto the maine chaunce , leaſt any ſhould come 
vpon them on a fadatue .

won of the Pꝛince “ eridtan) he toke be A both his hands, 
and ſtroke ſuch a blow at him that ff! Llegext » that he cut 
him a ſander by the waſt, that the two partes fell the one 
from the other, dead to 5 orcdd, ther with he ſtroke at an 
other that was vnarming of Oriltedes „that his right arme 
with the whole quarter of the body he made klie to the earth, 
not ſtaying with that, but with great courage and kurie, he 
put himſelfe amongſt the thickeſt of them, wounding and 
killing all that he might faſten blows vpon: but theſe Mars 
tarians, recouering their clubbes, with loude crpings they 
did allault him on euerie ſyd , charging him with mightie 
and terrible e es „ Fare by. rcaton that they were cleane 
without armour, and this valiant and oute knight, in the 
heate of his furte, = ſhot {peac2 „bp kiling of ſome, and 
wounding of other fone , the reſt ranne awaie, fo2 feare 
of his moꝛtal blowes : ſo that not one of all theſe barbarous 
T rtarians did remaine in ſight. This being concluded, 
he was going towards his friend the Troyan Oriſtedcs, foz 
to ſuccour him, who at that inſtat was come vnto himſelfe, 
and with great courage and furie, he aroſe vp thinking th an 
bis cnanies hadde bene there füll: but loking about f 
then and leing lo manie ſlaine, and none in pzeſenee but 
the 
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alwaies wiſhing that p date were come that ſhe might ler 
him. And as the was one moꝛning in hir thãber at ſuch time 
as the Sunne did ſpꝛed abꝛoade her beames, out from the 
Ozient, vpon the whole Earth, ſhe addꝛeſſed her fate p̃ wap 
beholding the Sunne, x with a pittiful gh which pꝛocerded 
from the bottome of her heart, che ſald. Oh beames of the ſe- 
leſtial Febo, which commeth from p place wher as my heart 
is fired, Oh that J were now in thy celeſtiall courſe x mo⸗ 
uings, that I might euerie date ſ& hun whome you doe ſe E 
beholde. Oh that the diuine pꝛouidence were ſo pleaſed, that 
I might now haue ſome newes bꝛought from him, wheres 
with my ſoule ſhould receue no leſſe toy then the imnioꝛtal 
loules, which doe comfozt themſelues continuallte in thy di⸗ 
nine pzeſence, Oh that J were fullie certified, that he were 
now beholding the bꝛightneſſe of the Sunne with his cies, 
as J doe with mine, which thing alone would be ſome com- 
fozt, ⁊ giue me in part caſe of this great ſoꝛow the which 
J doe kerle, wherof his abſence is the onely occaſien. 

Oh you tnmſible and ſwift windes that commeth from the 
Dental Heauens, blow ſome comfozt info theſe mp epes,if 
that peraduenture with pour face you haue diſperſed abꝛoad 
any of his golden locks, Oh what comfozt x pleaſure ſhould 
it be vnto mer, ik that I were fully certiſted that you did en⸗ 


tounter with him. Oh pou cleare and reiplendant lights ce- 


leſtiall, whoſe courſe doth compaſſe round about the whole 
woꝛld, Oh that J had in one of you mine eyes fixed, that 3 
might with great caſe, behold the valour of my knight. 
How ( wift ſhould thoſe celeſtiall mouings fceme vnto mer 
at their departure, and how ſhoꝛt ſhould pour returne ſeme 


to the cantrarie. Dh happie countrie of the Scitas, that the 


valiant and woꝛthie dxdes of ſuch a knight doth deſerue to 


ſee, and happie Pꝛinteſſe that had ſo much power foz to ca- 
rie him out of my pꝛeſence. Oh Pzincefle of the Scitas, hoo 
manie daies, nights and haures, hail thou enioyed the fight 
ok the knight of the Sunne Sutfer now pacience, it that 


he doe depart from ther to come and ſer mer. Conſiver that 
God hath not created me of ſo baſe and vnſ&mely beautie 
C. an 
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the auctoꝛ doth omit foz to make bꝛiefe cõcluſion of this firff 
pat, but the Yiſtozie ſaith, that after great trauaile # frage 
aduentures which happened vnto them in this tourney : in 
the ende they came vnto the diſtroped Troy, whereof Ori- 
ſtedes was Lo2de , whereas they did repoſe and fake their 
reſtes many daies: In the ende whereof it was agreed be⸗ 
twirt &. ap to ſoiourne there any longer, but from thence 
barke theſelues fo: the Empi re of Grecia: they ſtraight. 
comannded to rig a ſhip that was in the poꝛt of Te. 
— to make her readie wel furniſhed with all things 
neceſſarie , wherein they determined to make their voiage. 
Do being all furniſhed and readie to depart, they put them 
ſelues within the ſhip , their ſailes were hoyſed,+ the mai⸗ 
er directed his ſhip towards Grecia, whereas the knight of 
the Sunne thought foz to finde the Pꝛinces Claridiana, has 
ning her beautie ſo pꝛinted within his bꝛeſt, that he thought 
euerie daie a whole pere, till he came vnto her pꝛeſence. 
Here the Hiſtoꝛie doth leaue theſe two companions lapling 
on the Sea, foꝛ to retourne to tell pou what happened to the 
Pꝛinces 9 time Þ ſhe remained in her empire of Trapiſoda.

| Ith no leſſe care then deſire fo2 to heare newes 
VV of the knight of the nme, remained this ſoue⸗ 
raigne Empꝛiſſe Claridiana , in her Empire of 
Trapifonda, which time ſeemed vnto her fo long, 

that ther entred into her heart no kinde of toy noz pleaſure, 
although ſhe did exerciſe her ſelfe in hunting, and feates of 
armes, pꝛoturing to put away þ penſiueneſſe of her thought, 
but nothing would ſerue , to put the remembꝛaunce of the 
knight of the Sunne one minute of an houre out of her 
minde. And there was nothing fo acceptable vnto her as ſos 
ee, the better to vſe her conceit in thinking — bats 
alwaies 
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Lindabrides, And ſo not happening vnto her anie thing in 
her journey that might diſturbe her: in the end of cerfayne 
dates after her departure from the gran Cataio, ſhe ariued 
at the Empire of Trapiſonda, and ſhe vnderſlanding howe 
that the Emperour was dead, and hoiv that her Lavie was 
crowned Empꝛeſſe of Irapiſonda, ſhe directed her tourney 
thetherwards,+ came thether at ſuch time as the Emp:eſſe 
was molt deſirous to heare newes of her knight, becauſe his 
tar ping was (0 long, thinking euerie dale to bee one whole 
pare. So when that Arcama came into the Citie,ſhe went 
ſtraight waies towards the roiall pallace, t entered in theres 
at, at ſuch time as the Cmpzeſſe was all alone in her clo⸗ 
ſct,occupted with no other thing, but with her continual an⸗ 
gutſy and ſozrowful thoughts, who being cerfefted ol her ſes 
litarineſſe, made no moꝛe adoe but entered into her cloſet, & 
. ſhut the doze after her, and comming befoꝛe the Empꝛeſſe, 
97 fell downe vpon her knees, and craued her handes to kiſſe 
5 them, with ſo great abundance ok teares that diſtilled from 
d her eies,that ſhe had not the power to ſpeake one woꝛd. The 
Empꝛeſſe (eing her on ſuch a ſodaine to enter in, ſhee was 
greatlie ameruailed,and went and embzaced her, ſaying. Ah 
Arcama, the true 4 faithful ſecretarie of all my ſecrets, what 
ſodaine comming is this of thine, that maketh me ſo much 
amazed and aſtonied. How is it that thou commeſt alone, 
and lefte the compan ie of him that thou wenteſt withall, 
where haſt thou left my knight, tell me whether be be come 
into this Countrie o2 not, fo that there is nothing in this 
woꝛld that at this pꝛeſent can giue me moze content 02 top 
vnto my hart:tell me out of hand ſome newes ol him, make 
no tarrping, ſoꝛ y euerie moment ſeemeth to me one whole 
verre of thy delating. The ſozrow and griefe the which Ar- 
cania had (fo2 thoſe heauie newes that ſhe ſhould giue vnto 
her Ladie)was ſuch that ſhe could doe no other thing but 
werpe, and was not able to ſpeake one woꝛd, the which being 
well conſidered by the Empꝛelſe Claridiana, it bzought her 
into the greateſt perplexitie and ſdzrow that euer ſher was 
in, in all her life,fuſpcting the cuill 1 that ſhe bzought, 
| v. fo; 
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but beleuing foꝛ truth P be had bene married to the pꝛinceſſe

amonatt all other ladies and damſells, but that J only de⸗ 
ſerue ; knight of moſt valiancie, amongſt all other knights. 
Oh that x were now fullie certified that the knight of the 
Sunne were departed out of thy pꝛeſence, there is nothing 
in all the woꝛld that could giue mee ſo great contentment. 
This and manie woꝛdes moze like in effect, did this Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe vtter, making her complaint, euerie moꝛning when 
the did ſee the Sunne to appeare in the Oꝛient, and at night 


when as ſhe ſaw the Bone and the Starres, where in ma⸗ 


nie times the did contemplate her ſclfe , immagenung that 


the Knight of the Sunne did like wiſe behold them. 


Like wiſe, manie times her immagination was occupied 
with ſuſpection, that the great beautie of the pꝛinceſſe Lin- 
ande with the coutinuall conuerſation hadde with the 
knight of the Sunne, ſhould be an occaſion by the foꝛce ther- 


of, to bꝛing him in ſuch taptiuitie, that foꝛgetting all other, 
he ſhould remaine in her pꝛeſence foꝛ euer. 


And hauing this in her remembꝛaunce, was the occaſion 


of great ſoꝛow, and to ſhed from her chꝛiſtalline epes great 


aboundance of teares, watering all her faire face and rubi⸗ 
cond chekes. Yet other wales to the contrarie, ſhe did com⸗ 
foꝛt her ſclfe , when that (he called to remembꝛaunce the 
woꝛd and p2omile that her knight had made vnto her, and 


ſaide within her ſelfe, that he could not be of ſo ſmall dif- 
tretion and lacke of reaſon and vnderſtanding, to foꝛget her 
foꝛ any other Ladie in all the woꝛld, and in eſpeciall, the 


Pꝛinceſſe being a Pagan, and he a Chaiſtian:ſo that in this 
and in other diuers and contrarie thoughts, did p Empzeſſe 
Claridiana octupie her ſelfe, loking euerie date when that 
Qc ſhould heare ſome newes from the knight of the Dunne, 
and of his returne. 

In all this time the Damſell Arcania, did not foꝛeſlolo 
her elfe, but with great care and halt, trauailed, with de⸗ 
ſire fo2 to come unto her Ladie the Pꝛinces Claridiana, to 
declare vnto her p whole courſe of p diſloialtie of y knight of 
b Sunne, as one Þ was ignoꝛant of all h ſucceded afterward, 


Lin- 
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Alas, what Gall J ſay , if any of all theſe miſ foꝛtunes, 
nauigating by Sea, oꝛ trauailing by land,hafh chaunſed vn⸗ 
to the flower of all Knighthod,that my Damſel Arcania, is 
afraide to vtter it, and hath no tongue to ſpeake, But alas, 
A ſuppoſe that none of all theſe perills hath chaunced vnta, 
bim,but conſidering that the wozld 1s great and wide , and. 
the knight of the Dunne hath trauailed thꝛough many coun⸗ 
tries ⁊ landes, and it cannot be otherwile but that be hath: 
had the ſight of many faire Ladies and damſels, that theyz 
pꝛeſence hath bene the occaſion to put me cleane out of his 
remembꝛaunce And wen there were no other but the pꝛin ⸗ 
ceſle Lindabtides, daughter vnto the Emperonr Alicandro, 
of the gran Tartaria, in whome the loueraigne creato2,hath 
beſtowed ſo great veautis 4 grace, 5ᷣ ſhe alone were ſufficiet” 
V her pꝛelẽce to cauſe p empꝛes Claridiana,to be ſozgotten. 
This faire Empꝛeſle ſwing theſe and many other woꝛds 
of great dolour, wherewith her thought was troubled, ſhe 
aune vnto her Damſel Arcania, and embꝛaſing her, ſatd. Ah 
my louing and faithful Arcania , make an ende and declare 
vnto inte this ſoꝛowfull newes, fo2 that thy delaying doth 
cauſe vnto me mo2tall ariefe , But Arcania durſl not de⸗ 
clare vnto her that ſozowful and heante newes,foz that ſhe 
knew the great griefe that would pzocede thereof; but pet 
(be was ſo much impoꝛtuned, that in the ende ſhe was con- 
ſtrained to vtter it, who began as followeth. | 
Ah my Ladie and Empzifſe,J would (if that God were 
ſo pleaſed) that this newes that J doe b2ing you , were of 
the death of the knight of the Sunne, how that the vnmer⸗ 
ciful waues of the Sea pad \wallowed him vpzoz elſe how 
that the ground had opened and he conſumed therein. Foz if 
that it had happened in this ſoꝛt, then ſhould pou haue no oc-'! 
caſion to cõplain of him. But alas, he is wel & in god health, 
wheras þ ſight of an other ladie hath made him captiue,y al 
pour loue foꝛgotten, that p recouerie is without reinedie, Foz 
after our departure out of Grecia, til we came to þ gran Ca- 
dio. h knight of h Dum neuer left þ pꝛinces Lindabrides;inſo 
much Þ her great beantie x cotinual couerſatiLwzought tuch 
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char che was ſo long in declaring them vnte her . And 
pauing not the heart fo ſafer any longer, but ſhedding great 
aboumcance of teares wherewith the did all to be bathe yer 
face,ſhe burſt out and ſaid, 

Oh high, mightie, and inmoztall God, creatoꝛ of all the 
woztide * What is this, that Arcania maketh ſo long delaie, 
n telling vnto mes her newes: if they be ante that apper⸗ 
taineth vnto my long hope deſired pleaſure, let me heare 
them. But oh vaine hope of men, how can any of vs line but 
in great feare, ſeeing that ſo many waies and times we are 
deceued by you, with ſodaine and vnloked fo2 doubts: Alas, 
what is he dead: he, that onely p hope that J had to ſe him; 
did luſtaine my Whole life? As all humaine creatures hath 
their humours, and there is none} liueth but euerp honre 
are ſubiea vnto a thouſand euills and mil foꝛ tunes, and the 
leaſt of then all ſuffiſeth to cauſe death. In the high Firmas 
ment is congeled Thunderboults againſte humaine crea⸗ 
tures, the waters doth ſ well by foꝛte of raine, the windes 
doth combat and cauſe carthquakes, the depthes of the Seas 
doe roare, by foꝛte that they doe receiue, and hopſe the ſhips 
At times, vp vnto the heauens, and ſtraight waies downe 
vnto the depth of the waters. The earth which ſermeth vn⸗ 
to vs to be in ſecuritie, is full of perills, vpon the face ther⸗ 
pf the terrible lightnings and thunderbolts hath their cours 
ſes . Likewiſe the dope and pzoformd Kiuers doth erceede 
their limits. Upon the earth is ouerthꝛowen and doth fall 
the mightie Pountaines and Rockes, wherein doth happen 
great diſcaſes, 1)ozſces doth make their courſe p one againſt 
the other, at whoſe encounters their riders be ouerthꝛowen: 
men trauailing quietly by the wap, vpon a ſedaine and vn⸗ 
loked fo2, are befet and ouerpꝛeſſed with theeues + robbers, 
The furious Tyger t cruell Lions, the huge Elephant and 
fearce Griffens, vamercifull dꝛagons and Baſiliſts, with a 
thouſand kinde of wilde beaſts # Serpents, that liueth vpon 
the earth, what moꝛtal man is he that is not afraide of the, 


as being the occaſion that they haue not their lines in ante 
ſecuritie ; 


Alas, 
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ter, then ſhe began fo ſaie as followeth, 

Oh high and loneraigne maieſtie,how is it that your di⸗ 
vine maieſl ie doth permit and ſuffer , that your Empꝛeſſe 
Claridiana ſhould receiue fo great freaſon,and eſpeciallie of 
him, whom in al the wozld ſhe beſt loued, Oh falſe and frat- 
tcrons knight, now am J kullie certefied of y occaſion of thy 
long farrping,and thy diſpiteſull woꝛdes and pꝛomiſes are 
manikeſt vnto me, as alſo who doth detaine ther: Dh knight 
of the Sunne, what miſt of darkneſſe hath daſeled thy epes, 
that the ſight of the pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides could ſo bleare and 
blot out of thy memoꝛie the figure of Claridiana , Be theſe 
ths effect of thy amoꝛous woꝛds Which thou vtteredſt vnto 
me comming by ſea from Lid:a, and the faincd teares that 
thou diddeſt impart with me. How oftentimes diddeſt thou 


deſire me ſoꝛ to receue the to be mine, x after p J offered my 


lelke fo be thine: conſider of thy pꝛomiſe made vnto mer, the 
which now thou halt vtterlie falſified and b2oken , If thou 
haddeſt well conſidered O thou tratto2)who J was, # how 
that my deſcit is without comparſion, thou wouldeſf neuer 
haue changed me fo2 ante other, and that which ſcemeth vn- 
to me to be without reaſon is, that thou haſt matched with 
one that is not of thy lawe and faith: Nhat was become 
of thy wits, and where was thy vnderſtanding, that thou 
diddeſt not ſ& and conſider, how much thou halk offended the 
ſoucraigne creatoz with that marriage, and how woꝛthie 
thou art of puniſhment, in committing of ſuch wꝛetched ſin, 
doe not now much meruaile, that thou halt not kept thy 
woꝛd and faith with me, when thou haſt not kept thy faith 
with the liuing God, neither doe J meruaile at the commit⸗ 
ting of lo great ſinne, foꝛ that not long ſince, thou fainedlie 
diddeſt take the name to be a Chꝛiſt ian, the which J doe ſuſ⸗ 
ped thou halt reicced and denied. And the better to bꝛing 
thy pupoſe to effed, thou doeſt publiſh thy ſelte to be a Pa⸗ 
gan. Oh that the wzath cf the diutne iuſtice might now ves 
ſtend vpon ther, and the burning lightnings and thunder en⸗ 
gendered in the high clowoes, might make reuengement on 
thee, foz thy great tniurie chewed , Oh get thy milfoztune 

bad 
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effect within his heart, that yon were cleane blotted ont of 
his remembꝛaunte, and the pꝛomiſe that he made vnto port 
cleane foꝛgotten:ſo p in the way of our trauaile, he did offer 
himſelfe whollie vnto her, intreating of lone, and made her 
p2omiſe that fo ſone as they ſhould come vnto the Gran 
Cataia, he would marrie her, the which pꝛomiſe, ſhe did acs 
cept, by reaſon whereof ſhe did make her defence , till ſuch 
time as they came vnto the court of the Emperour Alican- 
dro, where as they were with great pompe and maieſtie re- 
ceued. So the date of the marriage being appointed, all the 
nobles of the land were called and aſſembled together, and 
fo2 the ſpace of twentie dates that J was there, they gaue 
themſetues to no other thing but fo bankets and feaſting, foz 
the marriage of the Pꝛinceſle, whereas the knight of the 
Sunne did fo high and wonderfull feates of armes, that his 
fame will neuer be foꝛgotten in that countrie.

the armes of her Damſell Arcanie, whereas ſhe remained 
moze then one whole houre,befoze ſhe came againe vnto her 
ſelfe, in ſuch loꝛte, that Arcania who did helpe her, thought 
verelie that ſhe was dead altogether, and did repent her ſelle 
that euer ſhe did declare vnto her thoſe heauie newes , Jn : 
the ende, the P2mnces came againe ſomewhat vnto her ſelfe, 3 
who in moztall angnifh did peald out from her troubled I 
bzealt ſuch cruell ſighes,as though her life would follow al⸗

Laudonia, were tomfoꝛted with their ſodaine deathes:Coms- 
toꝛt pour ſeife with me, by p eil foꝛtunes of locaſta, whoſe 
mit faꝛtune; were ſuch as was not in the whole wozlde to 
be compared, vet map it not be compared vnto mine. Oh foꝛ⸗ 
tunate Eucuba, and ſoueraigne Qucne, who alonelp remat-

That cruell death,pumſhment,oz euill ſoztune, might bee 


confozmable vnto thy deſert, in committing lo great an er⸗ 
roꝛ. There is nothing that grieueth me ſo much, as 5 thou 
wert the floure of all knights, and being gone, there is not 
in all the woꝛld that is woꝛthie of my excellencie:æ although 
J am not married, pet doe J rematne a widow, z the grea⸗ 
ter my griefe, to ſw him p which J thought ſhould haue ben 
in hul band, in the power of another. Oh loꝛtune, how con- 
trarie haue vou bene vnto me, in that you haue giuen me fo 
great beautie and ſoueraigne dignitie , Ik thou haddeſt cre-

Jaſon, But who is there now in all the world, with whom

Trulie there is no compariſon to be made vnto mine: no 
not that of Deyamira, whom Hercules changed foꝛ Lole, noz 
that af Penelope foꝛ Vlyſſes, noꝛ of Phillis foꝛ Demophoon, 
Let not that be ſpoken of Io, that was conuerted by lupi- 
ter to a cowe, and pꝛeſented vnto Juno, and that of Biblis, 
that followed that cruell Cadmo. Neither may be compared 
that of I isbe and Priamus, noꝛ of the Qucne Dido that 
built Carthage, fo: Aeneas , Great reaſon had Gero foz to 
bewatle her welbeloued Leander, When ſhe (awe him dꝛow⸗ 
ned and laie vpon the landes of the huge riuer, but pet come 
foꝛt thy ſelfe with mee, koz that thy great dolour and ariefe 
ſhould Jreceiue foz glozie, if that J did lee the knight of the 
Sunne to die loz my loue, and with a greate deals mote 
ſpœde than Gero, would J beare him coinpanie in death. 
Comfozt thy ſelfe with me than Gotrevaz which was the oc⸗ 
caſton of his death that loued her bell.

pas all other knights in the wozlde , What man hath bene 
in the wozld ſo cruel! and peruerſt, as thou traifour, ) haſt 
bene vnto mer, ot truth none: no, not Iupiter, god of þ Gen- 
tiles, whome thou doſt woꝛſhip, that baniſhed dut of his 
kingdome his Father, the king Saturno. Neither that Pto- 
lomeo king of Egipt, that ewe his owne father x bꝛother, 
and in the ende, his wife Euridice, onelp fo2 the lone of his 
friendes, Oreſtes was not fo cruel that flew his mother Cu- 
temneſtra,no2 Nero foꝛ Appin noꝛ 2.5 er koꝛ Theſalo 
nica, noꝛ Theſeus foꝛ Hipolito , NO2 Phelipo fo; Demetrius, 
noꝛ Conſtantine perde of þ Romanes,foz his ſen Chri- 
ſippo, noꝛ Marco Cartaginenſe, that did crucifie his ſonne 
Cartalon, neither that Phaces king of Parcia, the moſt per⸗ 
uerſt of all kings, who flew Herodes his olde and aklliged 
father , with thirtie of his bꝛetheren, and his encly ſonne: 
no2 any whatſoener, that hath bene cruell in the Wozld, fo 
cruel as y knight of the Sunne hath bene vnto Claridianaz 
fo2 vnto them was giuen the death, and al ter ward thep felt 
nothing, ſo that their crueltie was but in laying of thein, 
but this is moꝛe crueltie vnto mee then the death, fo2 that 
from hence koꝛth, J (hall wiſh to die, becauſe J delerue not 
fo liue, foꝛ to fœle fo truell gricfe and paine. How tan J li⸗ 
uing, ſuffer one moment fo great dolour , to ſ& the knight 
of the Dunne in the power of an other Ladte . Oh that he 
were now in this countrie, ſurelp J would be Ap in bat⸗ 
taile with him, oꝛ elle his great diſlopaltie ſhould be reuen⸗ 
ged by mee.

loued, with fo great gloie, that it was al waies 
thought to be woꝛthie of ſo excellent Likewil 
Pꝛinceſle Oliuia, aithough ſhe was not as vet in quiet of the

Then foze 
tune who nener is content that men ſhouln remaine in one 
manner, but mingling ſoꝛrow with pleaſure, like vnto the 
whele of Amyl che turned about, in ſuch ſoꝛt, he did chem 
her lelte enimie vnto Roſiclecr, in the midſt of all his pleas 
ſures. j in a ſmali time he was dzinen withenk repentanc 
pf his ſing to yeeld vnto death. o that being his chip, with 
tho whale lierte ot the Peirce, entercd into the I wrreno 
Hat (act time as the one after the other ſailed with pꝛoſ⸗ 
heraus winde s. Out of the partes of the Leuant, there aroſe 
von a ſonaine fo migbtie a winde, and ww th io great fozces 
att was nat dnelie againſt them in taping the {wifte 
ourie of the ſhippes:; but alſa did mane the waters in ſuch 
ozte, foding the waues to ſ well and fo riſe of ſo greats

the-waig ta he moꝛe bꝛiefer, and with moꝛe ſecuritie. Likes 
wile ches cd bath-fola you;how-the inte Don Siluerie 
being waned with the telle al her 51whome: he thought 
e be his ſyouie, with a great number ol his kuights, 
in a great and mightie dete of chips, dyd {follows the quelt- 
of Roſicleer, bauing in his 2 amongſt other knights 
tha king :Qluerio.and the Rout Zoy lo and the tiuo worthie 
Painces;Bargandel and Lyriamangho, who with great lay 
and pleaſure, ſoꝛ that they knew-howe that their, . 
god friend was aliue, went in that Fleete, with determined 
purpoſe and god will moꝛe fog to aide and ſuccaur him, 
m__ ta doe him anie harme . Jn this ſozte did the ane and 


{ | d conſent, with ſo great iope and 
pieaſure — loꝛ that he carried in his compa⸗ 
4 his welbeloued Ladie, foꝛ whom her had paſſed ſo great 
trauailes and ſozrow, As it was to the contrarie grieuons 
and painfall vnto Don Siluerio, to ſ carried in the power 
herz the thing that in all the woꝛlde her belt loued. 
nthat the ſhippe wherein Rolicleer was, had 
e bauntage: in being ſo much befoꝛe the other Flerte. All 
the diligence of the Parriners, noz the greats deſire of 
the Pꝛinte was ſufficient fo2 to ouertake them, ſoꝛ that they 
were a great waie befoꝛe, which was the occaſion that with 
great anger he curſed the windes becauſe they did blow ſtik⸗ 
22 lifting vp his gies vnto heauen, chedding many teares 
e lapd. 
Oh diuine maicfite, how doe you permit that ſo greate 
koxc and iniurie ſhuld be done vntome,and that mylouing 
pouſe ſhould be carried awaie from me in this ſozt .

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and the water ranne vowne his chekes, calling fo remem⸗ 
bꝛance how many times that god knight had put his lyfe 
in aduenture fo? him,a nd how that he neuer came vnto that 
eſtate, whereby he might haue made him ſome parte of res 
compence foz the ſame , Ye went vnto him, and embzacing 
him with great lone, he ſaid, 

Oh mp god and perfect friend, how peruerſe and confras 
rie hath foꝛtune ſhewed her ſelfe vnto me, that ſo manye 
times my friendſhip hath put yon in daunger of your life, 
God doth know whether we ſhal be ſlaine o2 no in this con- 
flict, pet ĩurelie pour death ſhall be moze grievous vnto me 
than mine owne, To whom this god king Sacridoro with 
a valiant courage did aunſ were, ſaying : Py verie god 
friend, this is the greateſt gloꝛie that J can receiue, and the 
thing that J haue in moſt eſtimation, and ſceing that death 
is oꝛdained fo2 all moztall creatures, wherein may à better 
emploie the lame than in your ſeruice. Come on let vs goe 
and make defence that our enimies enter not vpon vs, let 
vs venture out lines, and offer it as a ſacrifice fo2 to accoms 
pliſh that which is due and doth appertaine fo our honours 
_ high eſtate. This god king had not ſo ſone ſpoken theſe 
wozd2s,but the knightes of the Pꝛince had grapled their 
ſhips together, and boꝛding the one the other, in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that they might well leape out of the one into the other, 
Don Siluerio actompanied with the moſt valiant knightes 
that were with him, with his l woꝛd in his hand x his ſherld 
on his arme, he put himſelfe foꝛmoſt of them all to the ſhip 
ſide, and with a loude voice he laide: O Roſicleer pteld thy 
ſelfe ſtraight waies vnto my curteſic, ⁊ ſurrender the pꝛiſe 
that thou hatt in thy power, ſoꝛ that foztune cannot ſo much 
fauour the, foꝛ to cſcape out of my handes . But Roſicleer 
being readie foz to reteiue them at the ſhippe ſide with his 
\w92d in his hand, anf wered neuer a wund, but ytelded him 
ſeife vnto foꝛtune. At that time the Painceſſe Ohuia by the 
unpo2tunitic and god diſcretion of her damletl Fidelia, put 
her lelfe vpon the pope ol the ſhip. in ſuch ſoꝛt, that ſhe might 
be ſeene of all * were there in the Flete, with a naked

vere not there — | dfo2 that there were in the cight 
ſhips moꝛe thantoure thouſand knights, Don Siluerio receis 
ued lo great ioy , foz to ſee by him the ſhippe of Roſicleer, 
as though he had bene made Lo2d ouer ali the wozid,x com⸗ 
manded ſtraight waics that all the whole Flirte ſhould ber 
put in oxver,the which was done, and began to aſſault the 
hip on euerie ſide with ſo great alarum, that it had ben ſuf/ 
ficient to haue terrified a great many ol moꝛe ſhips than they 
wcre , But when Roſicieer ſawe himſelfe compaſſed round 
about, and aſſalted with ſo many thips,he left the P2zincefſe 
Oliuia in a cabine in the pops, being the higheſt part of all 
the ſhip, in ſo great confuſion,that he thought ſhe wold haue 
died, and he with mo2e courage to die in the defence of his 
pꝛaie, than ame feare that he had of that great multitude of 
dis enimies, take vnto him his armour, and deſcended into 
the waſt ol the hippe, whereas her found the god king Sa- 
cridoro, all armed. with his [woe in his hands, in a rea⸗ 
incſſe fo make his defence, but when that he ſawe him, 
bis hart was ready to bzeak with the great griefe he recetued.

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had not been, who did comfoꝛt her in the beff wiſe thocould; 
But this valiont and woꝛthie Roſicleer key that they did 
in great haſt compaſſe his ſhippe round about fox to enter 
in, with ſo great ſtrength and courage as euer was ſeene i 
Unigbt, her beſturred himſelfe from the one part vnto the 
other delending the enter ie of his onumies with ſuch moꝛ⸗ 
tall blowes, that hee might account himſeife vnhappie that 
was Within the reach of his ( woꝛd, which N 
Qucene Iulia, and ſo noble a cutter, and he ſo valiant who 
flouriſhed ther with about him with ſocouragions aſtregihs 
as one which next vnto God hoped to ſet his lyſe at liber⸗ 
tie, foꝛ that. hie neuer ſtroke blowe, but that either he ſle w 
oꝛ ouerthzew a knight, ſo that all his aduerfaries were won⸗ 
derfullic amazed at hun, and not one amongſt them all that 
was ſo hardie, that dure come nigh the piars whereas oy 
Likewiſr that g. god hing on the other ſide did mer dai⸗ 
louſlie defend the enterie, and gaue them wel to vnderſtand 
by his terrible blowes, the great god will that he bare vnto 
Roſicleer, who dyd not eſteme to venture his life foz his 
god friend, and did ſo behaue himſelle amongſt his enimies, 
dealing ſuch moꝛtall blowes, that bee Jew and overthzow a 
great number of then, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that all thoſe which dpd 
beholde him, by reaſon they knew hum not, were greatlic as, 
mazed. 
At this time the th: wozthie Pintes, with the Ix; ing 
Alamades ſteing that it was high time foꝛ to ſuccour and fas 
uour 8 olicleer, With great lightnefſe they leaped into his 
Mip, and returned againſt Don Siluerio with their ( woꝛdes 
dꝛawen in their hands, aud ſayd: Enkoꝛce and courage thy 
ſelfe baliant knight. ſoꝛ we that be here are thy kriendes. 
And all together with a loude voice ſapd, Lartaria, Tartaria, 
Hungaria, Hungaria, Bohemia, Boh emia, Cornualia, Cornu- 
alia. Do when Roſicleer by the naming of their Countries 
did know them, be receiued great coniwo2t,amnd not having 
ſpace foꝛ to anſ were them he did no woꝛe but humble him⸗ 
ſelle, and fo2 that his ſheelde Da tune was Gienered 
Ut, and 
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fwod in her hand, and with a high voice that it might ber 
heard of all the people, ſhe ſa dz. 
Dall you knights that appertameth to the king Oliue- 
rio my father it there be anie in thele ſhippes, dor not ſhew 
pour ſelues at this pꝛeſont lo confrarie vnto me, but to ka⸗ 
nour and helpe the Grceke unte, foꝛ that many daies paſt 
J han? choſen him to be my naturall ſpouſe and huſband, 
and doe pou not conſent onto his dcath,to2 if you doe, Y doe 
heremakea vow vnto God, that at the very inſtant that he 
Gall receiae his death, with this (Word J will cleaue mine 
owns heart aſunder. At which woꝛds Don Siluerio made no 
Account, although it was a griefe vnto him to vnder ſtand 
the great lone that the boꝛe vnſo Rolicleer, by her onfward 
ſemblance,vet not withſtanding there were in that companie 
knights of the king Oliuetio that did retovce to heare thoſe 
Woꝛdes, foz to haue the better occaſion to helpe Rolicleer, 
without anie colour to attempt anie thing againſt the king 
their Loꝛd, amongſt whom was the valiant Zoylo, Bargan- 
del, Lyriamandro, and Almades of Cornwaile, all which did 
beare god will vnto Roſicleer, and were in the foꝛe part of 
the ſhip readie to giue the firſt aſſault vnto the erpecation 
of the reſt. At this time was Don Siluerio with thirtie of 
his knights entering into the chip of Roſicleer, who recet- 
ued them with ſuch moꝛtal blowes, that quicklie they ouer⸗ 
th:ew ſire of them dead info the water, and Don Siluerio 
had ben one of them, if that his inchaunted armour had not 
defended him, but pet fog all that, with his terrible blows he 
was lo terrified, that he withdzew himſelfe backe, and put 
his knights fozwards,and by reaſen that there were ſo mas 
ny of them, and euerie one did pꝛocure to enter into the 
ſiyppeof the two knightes, there was ſuch a noiſe amongſt 
them, that they could not one heare another. 

All this time was the Pꝛinteſſe Oliuia beholding the 


Kttaile, lamenting verie much to ſ& her Roſicleer in fo 
great perill, in ſuch grieuous wiſe, that it would haue mo⸗ 
ued anie man to compatſion to haue ſeene her, and with ve- 
rie anguith the had died there, if that her damſcll Fidelia 


had 
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their valiant hearts, making their defence in ſuch ſoꝛt, that 
their aduerſaries did not perceiue that anie wearincfſe were 
in them, ſo that the battaile at that inſtant was verie cruell 
and wonderfull, and the noiſe verie great which they made, 
in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the inhabitants of Cerdemia came foꝛth and 
did beholde that cruell and well foughten battaile, dꝛeadful⸗ 
lie beholding the ſea, how it was ſtained with bloud, ꝛ could 
not beleeue they ſhould be humane knightes that did defend 
themſelues (in their ſhip alone) againſt ſo many. At this 
time were the god friends of Roſicleer verie wearie with 
the oppꝛeſſing of ſo great a multitude of their contraries, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt that they could not lift vp their l wozds, at which 
time many knights of the Pꝛince Don Siluerio beganne ta 
enter their ſhip, ol the which Bramides was the firſt, with a 
great number of other valiant knights, who with great fu⸗ 
rie and ſents began to late vpon their aduerſaries, and ſay⸗ 
ing, Upon them, vpon them, loꝛ they be onercome, But whe 
Rolicleer heart thoſe woꝛdes, and ſawe no other thing but 
perdition. he began greater to lament y death of his friends 
moꝛe than his one, but that which vid grieue him moſt 
Was, that after fo many troubles & ſozrows the which he had 
paſſed for the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia, and had her in his power, al⸗ 
waics hoping at her hands to receine reward foz the ſame he 
Gould now be conſtrained therefo2e to die, and to leaue her 
in the power of another, hauing this in his remembꝛaunce, 
lifting vp his cies vnto heauen to al ke mercie of God foz 
his ſinnes, he ſawe his welbeloued miſtres in a ſound in the 
armes of Fidelia, as the which made no other reckoning but 
to die, the which did'cauſe vnto him ſo great dolour + ariefe, 
that it kindled in him moꝛtall wꝛath and ire, determined ko 
fell his life verie deere vnto them that ſo much deſired his 
death, wherewith hee toke his ſwo2d in both his handes, 
and ſtroke ſo terrible a blowe at the Captaine Bramides, vp⸗ 
pon the waſt, that cutt ing him in two peeces, he ouerthꝛew 
him dead fo the around, and therewith at other ſire blowes 
he flew other fire knightes, behauing himſelſe ſo amongeſt 
them, that they fled from him as from ny death, But he as 
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and bꝛoken all to peeces with the mightie blowes he had re, 
teiued, he toke his [wo2d in both his hands, and put himſelf 
amongſt hisaduerſaries,and did ſo great mernailes, that all 
that did beholde him wondered greatlie, and they which did 
not ſer them, akterward did thinke it a thing tmpoſſible,and 
in declaring of it, ver ie hard to be beleened, The thꝛee Pꝛin⸗ 
tes, with the king Alamades, all foure together did defend 
the entrie of the ſhippe, killing and wounding many of the 
knights of Luſitama, and like wiſe receiued many blowes en 
euerie fide, The number of their adverſaries were ſo ma⸗ 
np, that they were dꝛiuen into a meruations exſegent. But 
when that Don Siluerio ſawe that the foure knights were 
on his contrarie part, he reteiued great dolour and anguiſh 
at his heart, and with the great deſire that hee had to take 
reuengement of them all together, he encouraged and enfoꝛ⸗ 
ced his knights all that euer he could foꝛ to enter the ſhip and 
vanquich them, and by reaſon that there were ſo manp, and 
verie valiant knights, and continuallie entered in a freth, 
(although that Rolicleer and his friends did incredible won⸗ 
ders, pet in the ſpace of one houre after that the battaile was 
begun, they were put in a great extremitie) fo2 that Don 
Siluerio was verie wile, and his knight valtant and experi⸗ 
mented in the warres and battales, and did aſlalt their ſhip 
on eueris ſide with great ſtrength, ſo that there was not one 
ſo ſone ſlaine, but another entered into his rome ſtraight 
waies, in ſuch ſozte, that the other valiant knightes had no 
time foz to caſe themſelues, which was the occaſton,that in 
the end of two houres after that the battaile was begun, all 
the water round about the ſhippes was dyed red with the 
bloud of the dead knights of Lulitania,and the ſtrong armes 
of Roſicleer and his friends, (as of moztall men)beganne to 
ware wearie, and their foꝛce and ſtrength did abate, and they 
could endure no longer, pet their valiaunt and couragious 
heartes were pꝛompt and readie fo2 fo receive the death, and 
neuer maued countenance thereat , but determined there to 
die all together like valiant knightes, without peelding oz 
ſurrendering in anie point, but ampliſping their fozces with 

ä their 
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haue done it. And as he was with great altention behold⸗ 
ing them with great god will foꝛ to aide and helpe them. 
The knight of the Sunne did know him by the deuice ol his 
armour, although that they were all to be rated with blond, 
as alio hy the comelie pꝛopoꝛtion cf his bodie, therewith 
vypon a ſodaine with a loude voice he ſaid: O gad God, it 
ſemcth vnto me, that ponder knight ſhouldbe Roſicleer my 
bꝛother, oz els my fight doth deceiue me: Oh my god friend, 
no bo ſew fozth peur great bountts to de fend and ſaue the 
life of the perſon of him that Jloue beſt in all the woꝛlde. 
Come on let vs go, ſapd 2 tedes, 402 with verte od will 
wil offer my ſelfe in ame thing that doth appertaine vntg 
vou 02 to pour bꝛother. And imſaving theſe woꝛds, theſe t wo 
god friends did caule their ſhip to be grapled vnto the ſhip 
of Roſicleet, and with the ir \wozdes dꝛawen in their hands 
they leapt into the ſayd ſhip, and ſayd: Courage, courage, 
god knight, and take a god heart, here is tame brito thee 
thy bzother the knight or the Dunne. And chere withall tur⸗ 
ned againſt his aduerſaries, and made ſo great a ſlaughter 
amongſt them, that in a ſhoꝛt pace al the hatches of the ſhip 
laie full ot dead bodies, and the knights of Luſitania being 
greatlle amaſed at ſuch ſodaine and re nge ſuccour, they fied 
befozethem with all the ſperde they could into their owne 
ſhips, and in making ſach halt,many of them leaped ſhoꝛt x 
fell info the water, ſo that by this meanes their ſhippe was 
quicklie ridde of their enimies , But when that Roſicleer 
heard thoſe comfoztable woꝛds of his Wozthie bꝛother, and 
knew him as well by his wonderfall v wes giuen, as by 
the deuice of bis armour , what toy and pleaſure-might ber 
equal vnto his. J ſaie vnto vou, if was much moꝛe than it 
was, at that time when that he was ſuccoured by him in 
the Jland of Car” marte, fo2 that his death at that time 
ſhoulde not haue beene ſo grieuous vnto him, as at this pꝛe⸗ 
ant the death of his god and perfect friends, and hatung in 
his power the fayꝛe P2inceſſe Olma. And as one who hy 
the aide and ſuccour of his Bꝛother was in god hope to be 
ſet fre and at libertie of ſo rigozous and cruell a tracince, 
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me that Hat es en ithont anie care of his life, 
Hale — the battatle againſt the knightes ol 
Don Siluerio, fo that his friends could not doe anie thing in 
his defence they weare ſo wearie. And although the knights 
of Luſitania were valiant, and did charge him with many 
heauie blowes, that had bene ſufficient to haue cioue an an⸗ 
field in peeces, yet did he defend the entrie ol the (hip alone, 
foꝛ the ſpate of halfe an houre againſt all the tompanie, and 
had about him on cuery ſide a great number of dead bodies, 
chewing ſo great wonders among his aducrſarics., that it 
was ſcarce credible to the beholders. Wihereat Don Silue- 
rio reteiued great griefe to ſe ſo many of his knights ain, 
but pet he durſt not come nigh him himſelfe, but foꝛced his 
knights koꝛwards with repꝛoch, that it was a ſhame to him, 
that one alone knight ſhoulde make his defence lo long as 
gainft ſo many, Who hearing thoſe woꝛdes made no moze 
a doe, but put their lines in aduenture foz fo accomplith that 
which was their deaths, and therewith they leaped into the 
ſhip of Rolicleer,and charged him fo mach + with fo many 
terrible and heauie blowes, that it had not bene poſſible foz 
him to haue indured long, if that by the wonderfull myꝛacle 
of God he had not hene ſuccoure. 

Pau (hall vnderſtand that foꝛtune did ſerue him ſo wel, 
that the ſhip wherein was that valiant and wezthie knight 
of the Sunne, and that ſtout Onttcdes was tonſlrained by 
the fo2ce of the teme and tempeſt paſt, to enter into the 
fame poꝛt of Cerdenia, and entering in thereat, they Uraight 
waies did (ce the-erecution of that cruetl batfaile,and were 
greatlie amaſed to ſce ali the water fo ſtained with bleud, 
and how that one alone ſhip did make his detence againſt 
all the re: but when they (awe ſo few knightes did mains 
taine themſclues againſt fo great a muititude of their ents 
mies, the ir meruaile was the moze, and remained aſtonied 
foꝛ a great {pace to lg the incredible aas that Rolicleer pb, 
as one that was deſperate of his own life, which was with 

fo great courage, that il he had ſerne it with his owe eyes, 
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the Dunne, who as J haue heard many times, is the knight 
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holde all this that paſſed, with great ſozrowe and griefe of 


frarie vnfo him, and fo2 that hee knew not the knight of the 
Sunne, but ſawe with his cies the great wonders and va- 
tianf dzdes dane by him, he thought verilie that it was 
ſome diuell of hell that was come to aide and ſuccour Roſi- 
cleer, in ſeing the feare that his knights had of him, y there 
was not one that durſt appeare betoꝛe him, but ran awaie, 
ſo that he was without all hope of the victozie,which cauſed 
him with derpe ſighs to fate ; Ab Olwia,now JI fee that it ts 
not Gods will that thou ſhalt be mine, At which time Fide- 


lia had her in her armes in a ſound, and ſ&ing the god ſuc- 


teſle which happened vnto them, and how that foztane dyd 
che w her lelle fauourable, with ſuch diligence as the mini⸗ 
ftred vnto her, ſhe bzought her agame vnto her (elfe , and 
What is this my Ladie and miſtres, ariſe and comfozt 
pour ſeife,and beholde the great ſuccour(which God hauing 
compaſſion on vs)bath ſent vs in ſuch ſozt that the victozie 
is verie certaine on your knights behalfe. Then the P2in- 
ccſſe who was as one halfe dead, beholding the battaile, when 
ſhe ſawe that there was none ſo hardic that durſt abide be- 
foze Roſicleet and his companions, but ranne awaie from 
them as from their deaths, he recetued therewith great cons 
ſolation and cumfoꝛt, and had great hope of the vicozie,and 
being greatlie amazed at the high bountie of the Knight of 
the Sunne, ſhe aſked of her damſell Fidelia who that vali⸗ 
ant knight ſhould be? Ah my god Ladie and miſtres, ſayde 
Fidelia, in this thing onelie may you conſider of the god foz- 
tune of Rolicleer,foz accozding vnto the wo2des which her 
ſayd at his comming, he ould be his bzother the knight of 


that in all the wozlve is not his like, but the other that is 
come with him J know not, but his valiant demeanour doth 
ſhew that he is one of the beſt knights that J haue ſcene; At

At this time 
the knight of the Sunne could not make him ante anſ were, 
fo2 that he was ſo occupied amongſt his enimies, where hee 
did ſo great laughter, that there was none that durſt farrige 
befoꝛe him , Likewiſe the Troian did lo defend his partie, 
that it was wonderfull to beholde, at whom Rolicleer was 
greatlie amazed not knowing who that valiant and woꝛthie 
knight ſhould be. Then the king Sacridoro and the other 
Pꝛinces, when they ſawe that ſodain and ſoueraigne fatour 
which was come vnto them, x how that their entmies were 
bꝛought into a greater ſtraight than they were befoze, al⸗ 
though they were verie wearie and ouercome with labour, 
pet the ioy which they receiued did renue in them ſo great 
ſtrength, that they returned vpon their enimies, and flewe 
many of them with their terrible blowes, z the feare which 
the knights of Don Siluerio receiued by the great pzowefie 
of the knight of the Sunne and the Tropan was ſuch, that 
there was not one that durſt giue anie attempt, but with- 
dꝛew themleluss all that euer they could, foꝛ which cauſe O- 
riſtedes in compatue with the king Sacridoro, and the other 
Pꝛinces, remained in the ſhip as ſufficient fo: to defend the 
lame, and the twa bꝛethꝛen leapt into the ſhip of their eni⸗ 
mies, as in vie and contention the one of the other, they be⸗ 
gan to wound and to flate their enimies, and kept ſuch a fur 
amongſt them, in killing ſome and making other fome to fal 
into the water, andother ſome to run away foꝛ to ſane them 
ſelues, that in a ſmall time there remained in the ſhips none 
ko to make ante defence , Then Dou Siluerio who did bes

if it were their pleaſures he would go + ſpcak with her. g 
therewith they went vnto the cabin whereas ihe ]aincelle 
Ohuia t her damſell Fidelia were, who receiucd us leſſe top 
to ſe her knight fre and at liberye of that great perill and 
danger) than if the had ben made Ladie-oucr all the world. 

And the knight of the Sun and Oriſtedes Lexie much mere 
uailed at the great bountie 4 beautic of the Pꝛinteſſe, who 
ſeemed vnto them to be one of the faireft Damſels that was 
to be found in all the wozld, Then the knight of the Sunne 
Wold haue kiſſed her hands, but ſhe wold not conſent ther⸗ 
vnto, but did cmbzace him with as great loue as though hee 
had ben her awne naturall bzother the Pꝛince Edward, and 
the gaue vnto hum great thanks foz that which he did in her 
ſutcour. To whom the knight of the Sun anſwered, that 
not he alone doth owe that dutie, but alſo all the woꝛld in 
conſideration who ſhe was, ano that he gaue great thankes 
bnto almightie God, in that he did know her to be his ſoue⸗ 
raigne Ladie and ſiſter. Then the god Troyan Oriſtedes 
Went and offered to kille her handes, and peelded himſelfe 
Wholie vnto her grace. The Pꝛinceſſe did ſurrender vnto 
him thankes, and receiued great contentment to haue in her 
compante ſo high and valiant knights, Fo: with iuſt reaſon 
might be ſapd, that there was topned together all the boun- 
tie and pzowelle ol the whole wozld , So all together with 
great toy and pleaſure,they commanded their ſhippes to bs 
made in a readineſſe, and lapled together towardes the Ems 
pire of Grecia , And being at ſea, they met with a great 
und mightie ſhippe, wherein came the wozthie and valiant 
Pꝛince Clauerindo, who with the company of his vnkle Fla- 
mides,bzought with them the fare Pzinceſſe Lindaraza. 
And when they knew the one the other, there was great 
retoycing of all theyz partes , but in eſpetiallie, being

the aroſe by and put her ſelfe to beholde the'battayle ; the 
Which did not endure long, foꝛ that after that the two byes 
then had entered into their ſhip, they almoſt did yeld vn⸗ 
to them, finding not one that durſt abide their furie, foꝛ the 
which Don Siluerio fearing the encounter, and ſeeming. a 
thing impollible foꝛ his knights to haue the vicoꝛie, he des 
termined to depart, without all hope of god foztune, finding 
her at that time ſo contrarie in all points. So with great ſoz⸗ 
row and griefe he commanded his ſhip to be bngrapled fro 
the ſhip of Roſicleer, and the Pilots to hoiſe vp ſailes, and to 
— which was nothing grieuous vnto his knightes, 
maruai ted greatlie at the mightie valiantneſſe and ter⸗ 
rible Hlowes of their aduerſaries. The ſhip wherein was 
the knight or the Sun and Roſicleer remained, but the other 
leauen departed with ſuch people as were lot, there were 
llaine moꝛe than halfe of them that came in companie 
e 1 un Siluetio. Do when theſe tl

exe of their enimies, theo did emdzace one ano⸗ 


with great loue, and their ioy was ſuch, that they could 
ſcarce ſpeake. At this time tame vnto him Oriſtedes x the 
knight of the Dun declared vntd Rolicleer who he was, by 
whõ he was embzaced with great ioy pleaſure, but the gad 
Trapan was greatlie amazed at the great beautie of Noſi- 
cler, and how boiſtraus and ſtont he ſeemed; when that hee 
was hehalding the great wonders the which he did alone in 
the ſhip, which cauſed him to ſate within himſelfe, that not 
without great myſterie were theſe two bꝛethꝛen boꝛne and 
created with ſuch higb vountie, reſembling another ſo much. 
Then ſtraight wates came vnta them the the Pꝛinces, and 
J king of Cornuala, who were verie deũrdus to fre Roſicleer, 
As thoſe who ſuſtained great trauaile in his demand, he res 
ceiued the with great ioy, ĩ embꝛated them, peelding thanks 
102 the great pleaſure which they had done foz him at that 
pꝛeſent Then came vntg them the god king Sacridoro, whõ 
they did embꝛate, with great toy amongſt them all to merte 
together at that pꝛeſent, whereas they gaue one another to 


underſland what they had paſſed , and by what aduenture 
2 they 
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by reaſon that the date was farre ſpent and the night dꝛew 
on, they dvd inferre it till the next moꝛning when that the 
king Sacridoro went a land and did his meſſage, 


How the knight of the Sunne, Roſl cleer and the other 
Princes an knightes, with the Princeſſes Oliuia & Lin- 
daraza, went a land, and were meruailouſſie receiued by 

the Emperour Tre cbatio , and the Empreſſe Briana. 
Chap. . 


Hen the nert moꝛning was come, the god 
Ring Sacridoro went a land, being armed 
with his whole armour verie richlie, alonelp 
with one Squire, and entered into Conſtan- 
OW 4 tinople,who finding the Emperour Trebatio 
—— and the Empꝛelle Briana in the great hall 
together, without ante dolour he came in wheras they were, 
who when they ſawe him, receiued him with great top and 
pleaſure, as well foꝛ that he was ſo great a friend vnto their 
ſonne Roſicleer, as alſo becauſe they Hoped to heare ſ9me 
newes from him, the which they longed verie much foꝛ, koꝛ 
85 long time thep had not heard from him. Then the king 

ent to kiſſe the hands of the Emperour, who did embꝛace 
him with great loue, and laid: king Sacridoro, my verie god 
friend, you are heartelie welcome into this Countrie, foz 
with pour comming J doe receiue great toy and pleaſure. 
Therkoꝛe tel me what is become of pour greateſt friend Ro- 
ſicleer, foʒ that J meruaile greatlie that he is not come in 
pour companie, x Jam kullie perl waded that it is a great 
thing that ſhould deparf you a under. Then the king after 
that he had done his due reuerence, anl wered him and laid: 
Mighiie Emperour, J caine in the companie of Roticleer, 
and God fo2bidde that ſo long as J-line , J ſheulde lepa⸗ 
rate my ſelfe out of his tompanie, foy therewith J recetue 
moze honour and contentment , than with all the whole 
kingdome of Antiochia, the which J holde by his valpant 
wozthineſſe , And here J giue you to underſtaud (mot 
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giuen to vnderſtand by what ſtrange adventure the Pzince 
did bꝛing her, and of the god will which he had fo; to mar» 
rie with her. at ſuch time as they houldartue at the migh⸗ 
tie Citie of Conſtantwople, in the pꝛeſente of the Empe⸗ 
rour, the ioy of the bꝛethꝛen was the moꝛe, and they retei⸗ 
ued Lindaraxa with great loue, vnto whom the ſeemed to be 
in all points of great valour and ſhe lykewiſe with moze top 
and pleaſure than euer ſhe receiued befoze in all her life, 
went along with them, and gaue great thankes vnto God 
foꝛ that god foꝛtune ſhe had to meete them, Then ſhe embꝛa⸗ 
ted with great loue the P2incefſe Olwia , who with great 
toy dyd reteiue her, being either of them verie much amazed 
at the ſtrange beautie the one of the other, and verie gladde 
that they ſhould enter together into Grecia. So with great 
ioye and delight they ſailed on their voiage, and had ſo gal- 
lant conuerſation amongſt themſelues, that thep neuer felt 
the trauaile of the ſaa. There dyd the P2inces, Zoylo, Bar- 
gandel, and Lyriamandro vnderſtand of Roſicleer all his ads 
uentures, and what he had paſſed in them, after that he de⸗ 
parted out of England, who retceiued great pleaſure to heare 
him although to the contrarie they did complaine much of 
him, koꝛ that they taking ſo great paines in ſeeking of him, 
with great deſire of his compante , he woulde not diſcouer 
himſelfe vnto them. 

So palling the time with theſe and other ſuch like ſpoꝛts 
they failed towardes Grecia, and in few dates with pꝛolpe⸗ 
rous windes they artued at the pozt of Conſtanſtinople, and 
thinking it great reaſon befoꝛe that they did difimbarke the, 
ſelues, to giue the Emperour Tirebatio vndertanding of 
their ariuall, it was concluded and agreed amongſt them, 
that the king Sacridoro ſhould goe vnto Conſtantinople, foʒ 
that he knew the whole Diſcourſe of Roſicleer, and ſawe by 
erpertence the moſt part of his valiant woꝛthineſſe, that her 
might declare the fame vnto the Emperour and Emp;elle, 
and in what {ozf he doth bring with him the Pzincefſe Oli- 
ua and Claueruido, x Lindaraza,and how they arc all toge⸗ 
ther in the pozt of that Citiezreadic foz to come a thoze, and 
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were few oꝛ none that remained, but all went fo2th foꝛ to 
receue the. The Emperour went in the middeſt of all thoſe 
Pꝛinces and knightes , and by him the god Bing Sacri- 
doro, with ſo graue and ſeuere conntenance , that he dyd 
bery well manifelt his high eſtate. So when that they came 
vnto the ſea pozt,at the ſound of Trumpets + other kinds 
of inffruments , theſe pꝛinces did diſembarke themſelues a 
land. Roſicleer bꝛought by the hand his welbeloued pꝛinceſle 
Ola, who was of ſo great beautie, that all that did behold 
her were greatly amazed, ſo that there grew betwirt diuers 
great contention, whether that the beautie of the P2inces 
Claridiana did ercede the beautie of the pꝛinceſſe Lindabri- 
cles, but all in generall ſaid, that Roſicleer had great reaſon to 
put himſelfe in ſuch perill, foꝛ the loue of ſo faire a ladie. 
Then ſtraight wales came fo2th the faire Linda raza, whoſe 
beautie did wozke no leſſe admiration in the beholders, then 
the pꝛincelle, and was lead by that woꝛthie knight of the 
Sunne her bother, accöpanied with thoſe renowmed p2ins 
ces Clauarindo, Bargandel, and Liriamandro, likewiſe with 
the Tartarian Zoylo, and the god Tropan Oriltedes, and 
the valiant king Alamades of Coꝛnewaile, all the which 
came fo2th ſo ſemely and richly aryed, that it put in great 
avmiration all them that did behold them. 

Do when they all came befoze the Emperour (who re- 
ceucd great top and pleaſure to ſee his two woꝛthie lonnes x 
thoſe two lo excelent P ꝛinceſſes, he went 4 embzaſed them 
with great pleaſure + delight, but in eſpecial, the two faire 
Ladics,faping, am much moꝛe bound vnfoGed then any 
other man in the world, and to giue him greater thanks, ſoꝛ 
that he hath not alone bꝛoͤught mee to the fight and knows 
ledging ok my two fo valtant ſonnes, but alſo by them A 
haue recouered and obtained ſoz mp daughters, two ſo woz⸗ 
thie Pꝛinceſſes, as the like are not to be founde in all the 
woꝛld. How is it that by my deſert J am woꝛthie to ſ& in 
mine Empire of Grecia, ſo high and ſoueraigne beautics, 
as theſe wozthie peeres are, 

Then they did huͤble thẽlelues vpon their kners beloꝛe the 
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high renotomed pꝛinces) that your mightie valiant x moſt 
woꝛthie ſonnes, the knight of the Dunne and Roſicleer, arg 
in the poꝛt of this Citie, accompanied with wozthie + vali⸗ 
ant p2inces and knights, and doe bzing in their companic, 
the molt crcelent and faire pꝛinceſle Oliuia, daughter vntg 
the puiſant king Oliuerio, whome Rolicleer falling in lone 
with, did by foꝛce of his ſtrong arme, take out of the court of 
the king her father,and with one alone ſhippe (in the which 
we are come) made his defence at the ſea, againſt moze the 
ſire thonſand knights, x there did he ſhew vnto himagreat 
part of all that hav paſſed in that enferp2iſe , and of the 
great ſoꝛow which he receued foꝛ the woꝛthie knight of the 
Sunne and of Oriſtedes his friend, as alſo how by foztune 
at the ſea they met with the pꝛince Clauerindo,who bꝛought 
in his companie the faire Lindaraza, with her vnckle Pla- 
mides, with the whole diſcourſe how he b2otight her out of 
the caſtle, in ſuch ſoꝛt as he folde them at the ſea. But whe 
the Emperour and the Empꝛeſſe heard thele newes , they 
receued great iop and comfoꝛt thereat, 4 as thoſe who haue 
great experience in taſes of loue, did not greatly meruatle 
at that which Roſicleer did ſoꝛ the lone of Oliuia, likewiſe 
they receued content, foꝛ that he had accompliſhed his deſire, 
being fullie certified that the pꝛinceſſe ſhould inherit the 
kingdome of great Bꝛitaine, after the deceace of the king 
ber father, and hom that Noſicleer could not marrie with a 
damſell in all the wozld of moꝛe higher eſtate, Alſo theyz 
top did encreace at the newes of the comming of the knight 
of the Sunne. Then the Emperour and the Empzeſſe dyd 
render vnto the king Sacridoro great thankes , fo2 that he 
would come to bzing them ſo topfull newes, And the Em⸗ 
perdur did ſtraight waies tommaund his nobles and woz- 
thie pꝛinces 4 knights that were then pꝛeſent in his court, 
to be ing redinefſe foz to noe and reccue them, who in com⸗ 
panie with them all with great pomp + mateſtie, went fozth 
of the Citie with ſo great a froupe , that all thoſe wide and 
þ20adc fielbes were full of people, fo2 that when the com⸗ 
ming of theſe two pꝛinces were puvl.thed 4 knowen, there 
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foke their waie towards the mightie Citie ol Conſtantino- 
ple, accompanied with ſo many knightes and Citizens, that 
all the mightie wide and bꝛoade fields leemed to be conered 
with them. In this loꝛt they entered into the Citie with 
great maieſtie 4 pompe, Whereas was ſa meruatlous ſwat 
noiſe of all kindes of inſtruments and muſicke, that if was 
thought (that the entring of Cæſar into Rome after his great 
victo2te) was not equall vnto this, and paſſing though the 
ſtreetes of the Citie, the windowes were furniſhed with 
Ladies and damſels, who greatlie meruailed at the ſtrange 
and excellent beauties of Oliuia and Lindaraza, and p2aiſcy 
God of all partes foz ſceing that date, in the which the Em⸗ 
perour reteiued his ſo wozthie ſonnes, who bought lo great 
top, contentment, honour, and pleaſure vato that mightie 
Court. So when they came vnto the mightts pallace, Linda- 
raza was alighted from her Malkraie in the armes of the 
knight of the Sunne her bꝛother, and the faire Oliv! in the 
armes of the Emperour, who would not conſent that ame 
other ſhould doe it, and at their aſcending vp into the greate 
hall, there the Cmp2ecfle Briana accompanied with al her Las 
dies and Gentlewomen came loꝛth and did recelue the two 
Ladies, embꝛacing them with ſo great lone, as though they 
had bene her owne naturall dauhters , But when ſhe ſawe 
the great beautie and ſoueraigne grace of the Wꝛincelſe O- 
liuia, ſhe receiued within her elfe a meruailous great con⸗ 
tentment, and thanked Ood fo2 = god foꝛtune that Role 
cleer had ohtained foꝛ the retouering of her. Then the Pꝛin⸗ 
celſcs both of them did kncele Gn befoze the Empꝛelle, x 
Would haue kiſſed her hands, but ſhe would not conſent vn⸗ 
the lame, but cauſed them to ar ile, and with great loue thee 

tayde, Ah pꝛecious and dere daughters, What great pleaſure 
doth ny heart receiue, and how topfull bato we is this pour 
comming into this Countrie, and turning vato Olivia ſeg 
ſayd : How much am J bound vnto God, that in Jon g the 
name of a ſiſter in lawe, J doe inioy you fo2 my Daughter, 
Do paſſing betwirt them many amo2ous and louing com- 
municat ions, came vnto her the knight of the Sunne and 
„ti. Roliclegr 
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Emperour,and would hone kiſſed his handes, but the Em⸗ 
perour would not conicnt thcrebnto, but returned and dyd 
emb2ace them a new, e cauſed them to ariſe fro the ground, 
and then with exceeding iop and pleaſure he gaue entertain⸗ 
ment vnto his ſormes, and vnto thoſe high ÞP2inces and 
Unights, ſaping bnto Bargandel, Lyriamandio, Zoilo: now 
my verie god friends am 7 ſatil (fied „ſeeing that with ſo toy- 
full comming you wil requite me the euill newes the which 
vou gaue me in Conſtantinople, of the death of my lonne 
Roſicleer. 

In this ſhall pour highneſle ſce,ſaid Zoy lo, how far pour 
god foꝛtune doth extend, x the moꝛe to eſteeme the acknow⸗ 
ledging of pour ſonne, Foꝛtune wold firſt pꝛeſent befoꝛe you 
thoſe ſo ſodaine and heauie newes of great dolour, that abter 
when it ſhould be found vnto the contrarie, the top and plea⸗ 
ſure might be the moꝛe. Then the Emperour did embrace 
them all one after another, x receiued ſo great contentment 
to ſee thoſe ſo woꝛthie knights that bꝛought his ſonnes, that 
he neuer reſted, noꝛ could not bee ſatilfied in giuing thankes 
vnto almightie God, foꝛ cralting him vnto ſo high cſtate, 
Likewiſe they were no lefie amazed at the ſurpaſſing and 
gentle diſpoſition of the Cmperour, and the great maieſtie 
that hee dyd repꝛeſent in his perſon , they dpd beholde him 
with great attention, and ſayde within themſelues, that he 
Was Woꝛthie to bee Father of thole two My2ro2s of knight⸗ 
hode thꝛoughout all the wo2lde , And the Pꝛinceſles Ola 
and Lindarazarecetued meruailous greate contentment to 
ſce what great loue and humanitie he ſhewed vnfo all peo - 
ple, and what great iope and pleaſure he received of their 
comming. So after that ther had palſed much comuntcation, 
in this their firſt meeting then the other Pꝛinces Rodamar- 
te and Rodofeo, and other noble men that came in the com- 
pan'e ef p Emperour, went's welcommed their noble Pꝛin⸗ 
ces, who dyd embꝛace and receiue them with great top and 
loue. Thie AN done, the Cmperour and all the reſt moun⸗ 
ted 0pon their hoꝛies, and the two pꝛinceſſes vpon their pal- 
fraice 1 hich w ere! zonght thether toy the, wel garniſhed, 

twice 


mined ſtraight wates to depart toward Trapiſonda, at ſuch 
time as he ſaw that the Emperour his Father was moſt in 
quiet, and when that his departure ſhould lefſe grieue him, 
otherwiſe he would not foz all the world doe that Wherebp 
he ſhould reteiue ame diſpleaſure. Fo2 pou ſhall vnderſtand 
that this knight and Roſicleer his bꝛother, amongſt all other 
vertues with the which they were indued, this did ſurmount 
all the reſt, foꝛ that there was not a knight in all the wozld 
that better dyd lone their Father than theſe two, fo2 that 
thep did not alonelie ſerue and honour him, but the moꝛe fo 
exalt his maieſlie, not one of them in his pꝛeſence woulde 
make anie eſtimation of themſelues, but would that all ho⸗ 
nour and reuerence ſhould be giuen vnto him onlie, who foz 
the wozthineſle of his perſon dyd deſerue the ſame. So that 
the knight of the Sunne, fo2 not diſplcaſing him in his de⸗ 
parfure,did paſſe awaie his anguiſh and griekes as well as 
he could, thinking euerie houre a whole peere till ſuch time 
as he might ſee his Claridiana, This might be a ſpectacle vn⸗ 


fo all ſuch as hath Fathers, foꝛ to pzocure and doe as this 


knight did,fo2 to make equall his paſtimes and plcaſurcs 
vnto the troubles and neceſſifies of his Father, alwaies de⸗ 
ſtring and p2ocuring his honour moze than his owne , has 
uing befo2c his eyes neuer to haue quietneſſe noꝛ reſt, at 
ſuch time as his father is in ante trouble, fo2 that the gift of 
the father, although it be not pꝛofitable to his poſſeſſions, pet 
is her moſt excellent to giue counſaile, and p2ofitable vato 
the ſonne: and is neuer wel knowen till ſuch time as hee 18 
loſt , when that with many ſighs and teares it ought to bee 
bewailed. Who is he that would not ſceme'to be a god child 
vnto his parents, if he do well conſider how troubleſome his 
bꝛinging vp hath bene vnto them, and how that his life is 
but a burthen of anger and ſoꝛrowes, lonnes ol great grieke, 
ag continuall labour ⁊ timerons care 2 Dow many times are 
we the occaſion to make fruſtrate their deſires, x a breaking 
of their ſound llerpes faking awate their ſtomackes, 5 they 
cannot cate, and with our fained teares, diſturbe their pions 
ſures: How many ſodain feares + griefs cauſed by variance 
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Roſicleer fo kiſſe her hands, but ſhe dyd embꝛate them with 
ſo great loue, as vnto fo noble t woꝛthie perſons did apper⸗ 
taine. The gane ſhe entertainment vato all the other P2in- 
ces + knights, with ſo gallant grace à demeanoꝛ, that al were 
contented therwith, laid, that of ſo high + woꝛthp parents, 
reaſon is, that they ſhould bꝛing foꝛth ſo woꝛthie lonnes. So 
alter that they had ſpent a god while in theſe their greetings 
4 receiuings, they entered into a meruailous faire and great 
quadꝛan, where al theſe knights were vnarmed, t had giuen 
vnto them rich t pꝛecious robes to couer them, the which 
being done, with great iop they late downe to dinner, wher 
as they were ſerued with ſo great maieſtie, as did wel agree 
vnto their high eſtates. Thus with great delight vnto them 
all,they remained certaine daies making great triumphs,x 
exerciüng meruailous feates of armes, whereas the ſfout 
Tropan, the king Sacridoro, and the Tartarian Zoylo with 
the other woꝛthie Pꝛinces, gaue ſuch teſtimonie of their 
bountie, that from that time fozwardes they were cſtemed 
as their wozthinilſe did deſerue. In this time was Rolicleer 
in ſo great toy and pleaſure, as befoꝛe hee ſawe himſelfe in 
ſoꝛrow and ſadneſſe, fo he had his welbeloned Ohuia in his 
power, and that there was concluded t finiſhed all his cares 
and moztall griefs that he had receiued foz her cauſe, ſo that 
there was no pleaſure in all the wo2ld that might be com⸗ 
pared vnto his, wherewith he went as one from himſelfe, 
thinking himſelfe not woꝛthie to iniop ſo great gloꝛie. The 
22incelſe Oliuia likewiſe receiued no leſle contentment, foz 
calling to remembꝛance the great trauaile 4 afflictions that 
ſhe had ſuſfained and paſſed foz her welbeloued friend, 
and now ſeeing her ſelfe free and clere from them all, and 
put in ſo high eſtate, ſhe thought verilie that there was not 
a Ladle noꝛ Gentle woman in all the wozld ſo foztunate as 
ſhec, ſo that the toy of them both was without compariſon, 
which was cleane confrarte vnto the knight of the Sunne, 
fo that he found not there the Pꝛincelle Claridiana, her abs 
ſence cauſed vnto him great anguiſh and grielt. And beeing 
in ſuch ſozt, that her could not ſuffer noz abide it, he deter⸗ 
mined 
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moꝛe pꝛofitable vnto the ſonne than meekneſſe . It is a 


ſkrange thing to conſider, that a man can better ſucker the 
hardneſſe of a tyꝛannous maiſter, than of his owne Father, 
the Which although they be not ale wable, yet ſhould not they 
repzone their fathers, hut rather ſufter them. te reade that 
Alexinderdid never incurre ſo great repꝛoch as in that hee 
dyd not onelie rebuke his Father, but that hee was allo en⸗ 
3 receiued griefe at his crfollings, Waite men ſaie, 
hat there is no luperioꝛitie on the earth moꝛe iuſter than 
cy of the Father, noꝛ moꝛe honeſter ſubicction than that cf 
the fonne;therefo2e let eh ildꝛen honour their parents, #ſhew 
their due duties vnto them with reuerence: and not doing 
the lame, it is a iuſt ſentence that rebellious ſonnes doth ſuf- 
ker. Am this puniſhment is not ſo mall, but vnto him that 
ſuffereth, it leemeth verie much, fo? tHat there is nothing 
that doth ſo much afflia and toꝛment the minde of man, as 
an iniurious woꝛd ſpoken by a rebeltious thilde, And as by 
theſe two woꝛthie knights all childꝛen may take an enſam⸗ 
ple, ſo lyke wiſe there is to be noted, the great parte that is 
their fathers,as appeareth by this Emperour, that deſerued 
to be ſo effeemed and beloued with ſo great reuerente of his 
ſonnes, conſidering his excellent vertues, and the great loue 
that he bare vnto them, did conſtraine them foꝛ to loue him, 
and ſhew him humble reuerence. Alſo when that their ſons 
doe not pꝛoue to be god, then ought their Fathers to ſuffer 
and beare with them, til ſuch time as their childhod is paſt, 
then after as they doe increaſe, to cozrect their bnb2ideled 
nature, foꝛting them to leaue their vice, wherto they are in⸗ 
clined, and to learne to embyace eee 15 the Be. of 
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perour of Rome, did ſuffer and beare with their rebellyous 
ſonnes. Affricano dyd heartelie loue his ſonne, although in 
nothing he did reſemble him, but cleane tontrar ie to him in 
his verkues. Here we will leaue theſe admonitions vnto 
aunctent and olde men, who bath greater authoꝛitie to giue 
them. Neturning fo our Pyſtoꝛie, which ſaith, that the Em⸗ 
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of our actions, and many times the diſarace and death of the 
ſonpes, is caiiſe of the death of their mothers, And Þ which 
is moꝛe, manp with the oue rmuch pleaſure and toy receiued, 
to heare how that their childꝛen be aline, dieth ſodainlie, as 
it chanced vnto thole ee lame daie that ther returned 
vnto Rome, that dyd remaine and eſtaßped krom the loſſe of 
Traſimeno, when as ther awe their ſonne galiue, whereas 
befoze it was certified them that they were llaine, and ha⸗ 
ning no meaſure to elchue fo grea t and ſodaine iop, dpd die 
pꝛeſentlie therewith. Zherefo2e ſwing that the tone cf the 
parents is ſo great vnto their childꝛen, he is woꝛthy of great 
pt unichment that doth not honour them, and ſhall haue lelle 
reaſon to leaue vndone, that which is a common P2overbe, 
that the whole fault conſiſteth tn the Father, foꝛ that many 
times the hardneſſe of the F ather is p2ofifable vnto the 
ſonne, and alwaie the cocker ing of them ts hurtfull,becauſc 
we that be ſonnes and pouthkull, be alwaies ſtubburne, and 
m_ be mollified but by ſtubburnnelle, as many times it 
alleth out, that the pittiful Chyꝛurgion leaueth the wound 
5 cured, wherofdid arow the olde cuſtome that was vſcd 
amongſt the Romanes, that not alonelie Pꝛinces and Con - 
ſulles, vnfo whome was giuen the whole power oner'the 
common wealth ny ſuch as did offend, but alſo all per⸗ 
ticular fathers had niriſdictionouer their childꝛen, to puniſh 
them, and to put them in pꝛiſon, toꝛmenking them pea, and 
to put them to death. The ſcrueltie of Caſsio and Fuluio Wag 
much eſteemed in putting to nnd of their ſonnes, not fo2 
that they did hate them, but becauſe thep coulde not correct 
their cuſtomes. So that 90 605 ne muſt vnderſtand that the 
god Father muſt not lere who ſhonld cocker + make much 
of him,but one that may doe him god , And many thinges 
th ſeeme vnto the ſonne to be verie hard 4 terrible, which 
——_— vato the Father fo be verie p2ofitavle , Neither is 
be deceiued therein, fo2 that his affection is no . h palli⸗ 
£11,497 your th hath no moꝛe conſideration than that wh ich is 
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the firſe Booke. 


p:elſe Briana, collected into one boke, which did declare alt 


things perticularlie, as though he hav beene pꝛelent at tho 


boing:whereat the Emperour was meruailouſlie iopl be 


gaut vnto the wile man great t nes fo2 the ſame, do 
that the Emperour and all the ofFtN92inces and knamers 
that dpd reade thoſe wonders , meruailed greatlie wt 
ſtrange thinges which Noelle had paſſed, and were verie 
glad that all his trauailes 4 troubles foꝛ lone were bꝛought 
to ſo god an end , And fo2 that there was not witten, noz 
anic mencion made of the wonderful acts done by the knight 
of the Sunne „the Emperour dpd aſke of the wiſe man 
wherfoze they were koꝛgotten? Mho anl wered him in the 
pꝛeſence of all the nobles in the Court, that hee dyd leaue 
off the wꝛiting ol them, foꝛ that there was another greats 
wiſe man who had better intelligente thereof than her, and 
had the charge foz to wꝛite and put in memozte all things 
that toucheth the knight of the Sunne, and how that bekoꝛe 
long time doe paſſe they fhall ſe him in that Court, wha 
will diſcouer by wꝛiting fo many wonderfull and range 
ads, that neuer ſhall bee foꝛgotten ſo long as the wozlde en⸗ 
dureth. And although the mightie Emperour Trebatio and 
all that were with him, did not bnderffand who that viſe 
man ſhould be of whom he ſpake of, yet did the knight of the 
Dunne know that it was the wiſe Lyrgandeo, and was ve⸗ 
rie gladde to heare him ſaie that he would come vnto that 
Court, foꝛ that hee deüred much to ſer him, with his nephew 
king Florion, and did not foꝛget that which foꝛ him hee had 
done, and was verie deſirous to haue oppoztanitic to grati⸗ 
fie him foꝛ the ſame. But when the Pzince Claverindo had 
tolde vnto him the miſfo2tune at ſea that happened vnto the 
Punce Brandizel, his ſoꝛrow was ſo great, that many daies 
alter hee was verie heauie and ſadde, thinking verilie that 
his verie friend Brandizel had bene loft, But the wiſe Ar- 
temidoro who knew it to the contrarie, to put remedie to 
his ſozrowe , tolde him that her was ſafe and ſound, and in 
a place greatlie to his INNING bots hat ve Seeger 
ſe him verie ſhoꝛtlie. I 
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The third d part of 


perdur Trebatio and the Emp2cſſe Briana,receiued merual⸗ 
lous great iop, contentment, and pleaſure to ſc in their com⸗ 
panie their two fo valiant and obedient ſonnes, accompant- 
ed with ſo high and noblgggompante , Likewife they were 
toy ii} that the P2ince Claucrindo was lo deſirous tomars 


ric with the faire Lindaraza, and thereto aſked the god wil 


of the Emperoar and the Empꝛelle, who at the requeſt and 
deſire of the knight of the Sunne dyd graunt it vnto him, 
whereat Clauerindo reteiued great iope and pleaſure, and 
ſhewed himſelfe ver ie pleaſant and gallant fo2 the ſame, 
and wꝛote vnto the king Oriſtedes his father, that he would 
thinke well thereof, and to requeſt the Emperour Trebatio 
to thinke well of the ſame, 

Thus as the Court of that mightie Emperour was in 
great ioy and pleaſure, with this gallant companie , came 
thether at that pꝛeſent the wiſe Artemidoro , and being 
knowen who he was, he was mernatlouſite well-receined 
of the Emperour, and of thoſe Pzinces and Knights there 
pꝛeſent, but in eſpetiall of Roſicleer, who calling to remem⸗ 
bꝛance what he had lapd and done fo2 him, did beare him ſa 
great loue as vnto his naturall bꝛother. Heere did the wiſe 
Artemidoro aſke the Empꝛeſſe Briana, if ſhe did remem⸗ 
ber at ſuch time as he was firſt troubled with pattions,how 
that a Nymph out of the Fountaine of water, dyd giue her 
comfo2t and conſolation , giuing her to vnderſtand that it 
was done by his arte, and how if ſhee dyd call if well to re⸗ 
membꝛance (that next vnto God) ſher was by that conſola⸗ 
tion comfoꝛted at that pꝛeſent, who ſeeing that al that Which 
the wile man had ſayde was alreadie fulfilled and come to 
palle, ſhee knew not how foz to gratifie him foz ſo greate 
a benefite done vnto her: but hee was meruailcullie hos 
noured ofher,the Emperour,his lonnes, and of all that were 
there pꝛeſent. 

Then did ee (as one that dyd knowe it verie 
well) make man ifeſt all that had palled with Roſiclcer, from 
the time of his firit birth vnto that pꝛeſent, ioyntlie with 


all that which had paſſed by the Emperour with tze Em⸗ 
pꝛelle

woꝛld againſt the mightie ſhepheard, ſhal loſe their furious 


w2ath and betwirt them and thoſe of his flock,halbe mae 
creat friendſhip and very pJofitable. The the beare with the 


mightie he beare, ſhalbe taken pꝛiſoners by new emmies, x 
being deliuered by the ſtout ion, ſhalbe made friends with 
the mightie hepheard. And at the retueſt of the Lyon and 
Ltoneſſe, they ſhall come together, and of that ſoctetic hall 
p20cede one that the deedes paſt; ſhall make all moztalitte 
be koꝛgotten. Beare this in your minde,f02 as 3 haue fatde, 
ſa it ſhall come to paſſe. 

This Pꝛopheſie beeing wꝛitten by the wile Artetiidoro; 
the Emperour and all thoſe wo2thie Pzinces and knights 
did behold it. And as they vnderſtode verie little what it did 
ſigniſie, they were greatly amazed at the great vnder{an- 
ding of the wile man: and defired him to declare ſomewhat 
the meaning thereof, but he erculed himſelle, ſaping, that it 
was not giuen vnto him foꝛ to declare that which was to 
come, but to make manifett vnto them by figures: foꝛ that 
if it ſhould fall out to pꝛoue to the tontrarie, it would be the 
occaſion of great daunger, harme # perill. But pet notwith⸗ 
ſtanding all ſhal come to paſſe in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the time ſhal 
declare it, and make it moſt manifeſt. Theſe manp other 
things did this wiſe Artemidoro declare vnto them, that 
if they had not bene of noble courage, his pꝛ opheſies had put 


them in great wonder t feare. So they being in great tove, 


in and pleaſures in the mightie Citie of Conſtantie 
nople, (although to the contrarie great ſozow ł ariefe vnto 
the knight of the Sunne, foꝛ that the Empzeſſe Claridiana, 
his miſtreſle, was not there pꝛeſent) this Biſtoꝛie doth leaue 
them, till time doe ſerue,fo2 to tell you what Don Siluerio 
dpd, that returned onto great Byitaine, 


How the Prince Don Siluerio, without all hope of the reco- 
uery of the Princes Oliuia, her returne vnto great Britaine, 


and of all that was detent in the court of the King 
Ohucrio, Chap. 8. 
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Thi third fait of 


The knacht ol the Dunne gaue him great thankes: foz the 
fame, and the wife man in the meanc time that he was in 


the Court dyd wꝛite with his owne hand in the foze front 


of that mightie Pallace, in greate Letters, that all men 
mit reade it, a Pꝛopheũe, which ſapd as followeth. 
At luch time as the mightie thephcard hath belt kept x 
gathered together his flacke, chall come the bꝛaue and ſtout 
Lions with rauenous and hungrie wꝛath and betweenc her 
and the molf ſtout Lion, hall paſſe a verie cruell and peril- 
lous contention, and being put a ſunder by the mightie chep⸗ 
heard, the ſtout Lion ſhall fall at the roaring of the furious 
Lions, and foꝛ a long time ſhal loſe his name, till ſuch time 
as the roaring of the ſayd Lions doth awake him, and with 
her ſtrong armes raiſe him vp againe. At that time ſhal the 
mightie ſhepheard be ver ie heauie, and there ſhall come vps 
pon him the great ſhe Beare verie irefull, and in her com- 
panie ſo many Wolues and d2eadfaull Tygers, that ſhall 
make all che woꝛlde to wonder „ and the flocke of the 
mightie ſhepheard by them ſhall be ſcattered abꝛode, and the 
greene and lo wꝛed fields ſhall be turned into red coulour, 
and the earth ſhal ſeeme as though it had rained much bloud. 
The huge and mightie riuers ſhall burſt out of their courſe, 
and the wide and bꝛoade ſeas ſhall chaunge the coulour of 
theirpzofound- waters , ſhowing the great earthquake that 
chall tome Then afterward the date ſhall come, that the 
Dunne at none five ſhal be eclipſed, dong the greater part 
of his light and bꝛightnelte, at which verie inſtant, the migb⸗ 
tie ſhepheard Gall be in great care and perplexitie, and all 
his locke diſpearſed abꝛoade, and at the ꝓaint to be laſt, but 
Akaight wates tr San ſhal recnnerhis Whele baightngs; x 
the Lion bꝛounht by the flout Lions by her inunoztalggds 
hall recouer his loſt name, and by his comming, the mighs 
tie ſhepheurd ſhall gather together his god fiocke,aud/with 
io great courage hall returne vpon thoſe hungrie Wiolu g 
enen Tpgers; that they chau kil the mot part of them, 
aud thdtel duhit h ſhall reztarne,thatifize and leaue the Coun⸗ 
trie an And heere the Gtiffins that tame from the new 
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done by Roſicleer, were reuenged. Bo that ſtraight wil 


pꝛadiſe to fake reuengement. 


The Bing commaunded all the nobles of his Court to 


come together to a parle, being come together, he pat them 
in reinembꝛaunce of the death of his ſonne pꝛince Edward, 


how he was llaine by the Emperour I rebago, and then of 


the ſpoyling and car ping away of the Pzincefſe Oliuia, done 
by his ſonne Roſicleer: ſhewing and perl wading them by 
many reaſons , how much they were bound to pꝛoture re⸗ 
uengement ok that great iniurie. And although that there 
Here ſome to whome the determination of the king ſemed 

nothing god, pet in the ende they all concluded and agred, 
that all ſhould be done as he thought belt, and that out of 
hand they ſhould begin to mulfer and pꝛocure ſouldiers and 
men ok war to be made in a readineſſe, foz to palle the ſcas, 
and fo enter into Grecia. 

And although Don Siluerio had there with him manic 
knights of Luſitania, pet did he pꝛomiſe to retourne into his 
countr ie, and to bzing from that kingedome, and alſo out of 
Dpaine , a great number, foz that he that was Ringe of 
Spaine at that pꝛeſent, was a verie great friend vnto his 
father, and he was verie certaine that he would not denie to 
helpe and apde him with all the foꝛce and ſtrength he could 

ollible. 
F Me being willing fo put all things in ctfect , toke his 
leaue of the King and departed ſtraightwaies from great 
Bꝛzitaine, and put himſelfe vnto the rough and bopſterous 
Seas, taking his vopage towards Luſitania , Jn the meane 
time King Olmerio, did oꝛdaine and made in a redineſſe all 
the people that poſſible he could, and watt his letters vnto 
all kinges that were his friends,as well Chꝛiſtians as Pa- 
cans, geuing them to vnderſtande of the great injurte and 
wꝛong done vnto him, in murthering his onely ſonne and 
heire of his kingdome, and then his daughter to be ſtolen 


and caried away : requeſting of them all fanour poſſible, to

helpe him to take reuengement fo; the ſame ,

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it was agrered betwirt them both, that it ſhould be pu. 
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T he third part of 


Ld YC w:ath and anger was very great that 


all hope of reconerie of the pꝛinceſſe Olinia, 

>7{ by reaſon that the molt part of his knights 
were llaine, and ſhe remaining in the pow⸗ 
er of Roſicleer, the thing that he moſt lo⸗ 
ned in all the woꝛld, without any hope ok recouerie. And a⸗ 
gaine, ſceing that the pꝛintes his friends with the king Ala- 
mades, that went in his companie, became his enimies, and 
likewiſe remembꝛing the great furie and ſtoutneſle of them 
with whome he had the battaile, with great complaints we⸗ 
pings and lamentations, he bewayled his miſfo2tune, which 
was vnfo him ſo contrarie, and ſo fauourable vnto his ents 
mies. So in the ende of cerfaine dates after his departure, he 
ariued in great Bꝛitaine, and going a land he fent the king 
woꝛd of his ariuall, appareling himſelfe and all ſuch knights 
as came with him in black and mourning apparell, and ſo 
entered info the mightie Citie of London, whereas the king 
did receue him, to whome with great ſoꝛow and griefe he 
gaue the Bing to vnderſtande of all that had happened vnto 
him at the ſea. And becauſe at that pꝛeſent the rancour and 
mallice which he had againſt the Emperour T'rebatio, was 
great in him, foz the death of pꝛince Edward his ſenne, he 
was very glad that he had ſo god occaſion and opoztunitie 
to arme himſelfe againſt him, e therefoze did not onely com⸗ 
fozt p pꝛinte Don Silucrio to folow his popſoned enterpꝛiſe, 
to take reuengement againſt him, but did rather pzocure to 
kindle his wꝛath the moꝛe, in laping, that vnto them both it 
ſhould be a perpetual! diſhonour, if they did not pꝛocure the 
reuengement, the tuturie offered was ſo great, and that it 
were better foꝛ them to dye in the quarrell, then to liue in 
ſo great diſhonour foꝛ euer. 

Then the P2ince who defired no other thing, but verie 
topfull to ſce that the king was wholly of his minde and des 
termination, made a great Othe, that he would neuer take 
fo him wife in marriage, till ſuch time as that great iniurie 
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of the Dunne, that he ſhoulde not haue anie time noꝛ ſpace 


ſo god as foꝛ to traue reuengement of the Emperour her ka⸗ 
ther, ſoꝛ the iniurie done by the knight of the Sunne, which 
might be the occaſion that he with all his power ſhould paſſe 
into Grecia, and to carrie her with him thether to be crow⸗ 
ned Empꝛes of Grecia, ſeeming by thoſe meanes the knight 
of the Sanne ſhall be tonſtrained to doe perfo2ce, 5 befoze 
he wold not by his fra will, the which ſhe put in vze accoꝛ⸗ 
ding vnto her thought. And as many times the Emperour 
her father came into her cloſet to viſit comfoꝛt her ( where⸗ 
as the continuallie remained and neuer went abꝛode) vpon 
a date when that hee was fulleſt of griefe comfo2ting her, 
whoſe ſoꝛrow picked him to the verie heart, fo2 the greate 
loue he bare vnto her. The Pꝛinceſſe ſhedding many teares 
from her chꝛiſtaline eies, ſatd. 

It is loft labour, my Loꝛd and Father, foꝛ to comfoꝛt oꝛ 
giue ante conſolation vnto this vnhappie and vnfoztunate 
Damſell your Daughter, koꝛ that there is nothing that can 
remedie no2 helpe mee but onelie the death, the which if the 
high Gods were ſo pleaſed, were ſo nigh mer, that J could 
not make an end of this mp ſpeaking, foz that death were 
a great deale better vnto mee, than to line, foꝛ to frele and 
ſuffer ſo great an iniurie as that which the Unight ek the 
Sunne hath done againſt you and me, foz if you my Loꝛd 
would conſider thereof as is right and reaſen, you woulde 
leaue off coinſoꝛting of pour Daughter, and pron by all 
meanes that this our repꝛoch may be reacngcy, herewith 
if pꝛeſentlie J ſhoutd depart out of this wozid, J chould gee 
with conifozt, but of the immoꝛtall Gods J dce beſire that 
from their high Zh2one they will yelbe ſo: mc remenge⸗ 
ment, ſeing that pou doe ſo little eſteeme it. TVikat hond 
other Damſelles of baſe birth loke foꝛ, u hen that a Dam⸗ 
ſell of ſo high eſtate as: I am, and dweth parkictpate with 
the diuine Deitie of the hich Gods , aud being miured by 
one alone Unight,tcaungt fuide * that doch! retelue griefe 
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bat to conclude ;, ſome there were that fo2 verie friends 
=p and due, did ayde him. And other ſome foz the ill will 
they bare vnto the Greekes,of very ennie of their pꝛoſperi⸗ 
ties, dyd ayde and help him, and not oncly with their people, 
but With their owne pꝛoper perſons, came vnto the King 
Oliuerio, and there was ſo great haſt and diligence made in 
the erecufing#hercof, that many dates was not paſt, whan 
that in great 3S2ifaine there was topned together moze then 
one handzed and fiftie thouſand knights, where as the Bi⸗ 
ſtozie doth leaue them; putting all things in god oꝛder, as 
appertained vnto ſo valiant an enterpꝛiſe, foꝛ to tell you of 
other things that happened in the meane time. 


How that the Princeſſe Lindabrides did craue of her father 
the Emperour Alicandro, reuengement of the knight of 
the Sunne, and how the Emperour at her requeſt, did call 

a Parliament, and what happened in the ſame, Chap. 9. 


N great confaſton and alferation remained 
450 the whole Court of the Emperour Alican- 
e dro, foꝛ fo ſodaine departure of the knight 
ol the Bunne, but aboue all the reft , was 
$ e the fayze Pances Lindabrides , whoſe lpke 
was ſo full of fozow aud griefe, that manie 
times ſhe was at the point of death. and there was nothing 
that could comfoꝛt her, in ſeeing that p knight of the Sunne 
was departed and returned to his owne countrie, and was 
verie certaine, that if once he came into the pꝛelente of the 
pꝛintes Claridiana, it were paſt all remedie foꝛ him to haue 
her any moꝛe in his reinembꝛaunce, lo that ſhe might verie 
well abandon her lelfe of all hope, euer to ſ& him any moꝛe: 
the which was moꝛe bitter x gricuous vnto her, then death. 

And töſidering with her ſelfe by reaſon of the great loue ſhe 
bare vnfs him, that it ſhould be great tomkoꝛt vato her, and 
remedie foꝛ her grieke, if that ſhe did once againe returne in⸗ 
to Gretia, by what maner of meanes fo euer it was ſhe ca? 

red not, thinking by that meanes fo! to diſturbe the knight 
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the firſt Booke, 


in reuengement of this great inturte to mee done, J will de⸗ 
ſtroie the Cmperour Trebatio, and giue a cruell and diſho⸗ 
noured death vnto his wife and childꝛen and crowne the my 
daughter, foꝛ Empꝛeſle of that Empire. So with this con- 
cluſton, 4 without ſpeaking ante moe woꝛds, hee went foꝛth 
of her Cloſet, and calling together certaine ok his counſaile, 
he concluded that a Parliament ſhoulde ber pꝛoclaimed 
thꝛoughout all his kingdomes and dominions, commaun⸗ 
ding all Ringes, Pꝛinces, and Nobles of the ſame, to come 
vnto the layd Parliament in paine of death. Lykewiſe her 
did w2ite Letters of greate lone vnfo other Jlandes that 
were not lubiect bnto him, which were inhabited with Gys 
ants and furious people, requeſting them to come vnto his 
Court of Parliament . Among all, her wrote a Letter vn⸗ 
to Bradaman Campeon, who was returned into his Conn 
trie againe, the effec thereof was as tolloweth, 


Ran Campion, Lo2de of the Ozientall Jlandes that 

are in the Octian Sea, 3 doe belceue that it is manifeſ} 

vnto thee the iniurie done by the Grek.2 Pꝛince vnto 
our ſacred eſtate, and the great offence that hee did vnto the 
immoꝛtall Gods,therefoze now thou ſhalt vnderſtand that 
by the ver tue of that part of the diuine deitie that is in vs, 
it is concluded in dur diuine Conſiſtoꝛie, that oꝛder ſhoulde 
bee taken in ſuch ſoꝛte, that reuengement may be taken fa2 
the ſame, in ſuch ample wiſe , that the whole Empire of 
Grecia may bee deſtroyed dobone to the around, and not to 
leaue one ſtone vpon another, as a iuſt puniſhment koꝛ the 
offendours, and an example to all others, howe Ws ſhall 
offends againſt the diuine maieſtie. Fo2 the which end, to 
the erecuting of the lame, wur doe deſire that in this en⸗ 
terpziſe thy kauour mape bee the firſt, foꝛ that as the dining 
Gods haue created the ſo ſtrong and mightie oncr ont as 
boue all mo2tall creatures, fo lphewiſe art thou net la 12 
maintaine and defend their divine honours, and tap ae 
to make reuengement cf this ina ie which the C * E 
Pine hath done vnto vs.

_ ef her great w2ong , no2 anie that will take vpon him fo 
gun were the quarrell. UWitth great reaſon therefoze from 
this date fo2wardes, may your -vaſſalics and ſubieges take 
heart af grafſe,and bee bolde to rife vp againft pon, ſe ing 
that you will put vp ſuch an inturie and cull pꝛoffer, done 
againlt you by one 3 night, and an enimte vato pour 
lawe, and will ſuffer me that am pour Daughter to liue 
without reuengement. Pp Lozd and Father, J p2ate pou 
beholde and conſider pour high eſtate, which is luch, that all 
the kinges and Lo2dcs of the Oꝛient are obedient at pour 
tommandement and ſertitce , and doeth honour and reue⸗ 
rence you as a parent and kinſman vnto the tmmozfall 
Sods, and if now pon doe diſſemble this great iniurie which 
vnto you and me hath bene committed, without making 
cruell reuengement, you (hall neither ber feared noꝛ eſtee⸗ 
med, but had in lefle reputation than heeretofoꝛe you haue 
bene, and pour honour ouerthzowne from the thꝛone, which 
pour pꝛedeceſſours vntill this pꝛeſent date hath maintat- 
ned and vpholden. And that which ſermeth to ber wozlt of 
all, is, that the diuine pꝛouidence will ferle and acknow⸗ 
ledge part of this great iniurie, the which J do moſt earneſt⸗ 

le pꝛaie and deſire , that they doe not execute againſt you 
their w2ath , in that you haue neglected to take reuenge⸗ 
ment, #o2 this cauſe onelie hath the diuine Gods giuen vn⸗ 
to you this high eſtate, exalting and placing you aboue all 
other that are in the world, becauſe you ſhould execute iuſt⸗ 
lie Hare vpon the earth, as they haue oꝛdained in their di⸗ 
uine Conſtſtoꝛie. 

This faire Damſell had not ſo ſone concluded theſe her 
wo2d:s, when that the Emperour her Father vnderſtan⸗ 
ding the cect of her complaint, with great griefe and ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowe vnfo his heart, being full of anger and wꝛath, aroſe 
vp, and laide his hand vpon his head, as vpon a pꝛecious res 
like, and ſaid fheſe woꝛdes follo wing, 

Here J doe [weare vnko ther by this ſacred head, and 
by the diuine Deitie, that J doe pa articipate of the immoꝛ⸗ 
fall Gods, fo; to gee with all me power into Grecia, and 

in 
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be found in thoſe partes, and would neuer conſent that her 
ſhould pꝛoue of his mothers bealts, fo2 that he would his 
ſonne ſhould be the moꝛe fierce and ſtrong. In this ſoꝛt hee 
was nouriſhed, ſo that afterward it appeareth that the dou⸗ 
ble ſtrength and fterceneſſe of the Father and of his mother, 
was compꝛehended in him, with the aide of the milke that 
he ſucked, which did woꝛke luch effect in him, that when he 
came to twelue pores of age, he would go alone into the de⸗ 
ſerts x mountaines without anie armcur moꝛe than certain 
lodden ſkins hardned in the Dun, and would ſerkte out the 
ſtrong Lions and fierce Tygers, with other furious braſts, 
and all that euer he could take, he would teare them to peeces 
with his hands, as though they had bene poung and tender 
ids. Ve would cate no other meate in all the time ot bis 
hunting, but the milke of thoſe ſhe wild beaſts that he met 
withall, and ſometimes of the fleſh of the moſt kur ious beat 
that he killed, and that ſhould be rawe . But when that Hee 
grew vnto moze peres, he lekt of his hunting of wild beaſts, 
and fell to exerciüng himſelke in armour 4 feates of armes, 
in luch loꝛt, that his great foꝛce and ſtrength was veric dare 
vnto a great number, foꝛ that he would neuer heare reaſon 
in the triall of his ſtrength, as did become god and curte⸗ 
ous Knightes, but without anie occaſton in the worlde, her 
Would haue confenfion With all them that he met withall, 
beating armed, without ante feare, ik they were two, twen⸗ 
tie, 92 thirtic , with them ail ho woulde contend and kill 
them, tear ing them in pekces with fo great ccucltie, that hee 
was feared of all, could finde none that was able to make 
reſiſtance againſt him, although all the pcople of thoſe z⸗ 
lands were verie ſtout and couragious, and alnoT all Gp- 
ants. And {o2 that Nature dpd ſyzew her lelfe much kauou⸗ 
rable vnto Bramarant, the YyCo2ie ſapth that hee was net 
in ſtature of his bodie ſo high as his Father, bat her was 

as binge as anic Anight might ba, not being a Grant 
and of fo mightie, buge „ond great members, that what- 
locuer her lackcd in his height, her Bad 1t compꝛehended in 
his bignelle, and was ok {a great foꝛce and Arength, that

Merrein A do inlarge no karther, but abiding thy comming, 
v9) to haue thy opinion what were belt to be done herein. 
ritten in our ſacred Court, xc. 
hen that Bradaman had receined this Letter, in all 
his like he was not ſo glad and topinll, fo: that occaſton dpd 
ſo ſerue, that hee might execute! that great anger and wzath 
that he had conceined againſt the kmaht of the Dunne, be⸗ 
cauſe it was a great thame vnto bim that hee was onertome 
by him, and hee could not foꝛget that great imurie received, 
but had as much deſire to bee reuenged fo2 the lame. And 
you {hall vnderſtand that this Bradaman Had at that time a 
ſonne of twentie pieres olde, the moſt bꝛaueſt and ſterceſt 
treature that euer was ſeene by men: of whome thall be 
made moze mencion in this Yyftozte . Bradaman had not 
this ſonne bya faire Gentlewoman, but of the cruelleſt and 
furious in condition amongelt al women, foꝛ that after y by 
the mightie power of his perſon he came to bee Loꝛde ouer 
the Oꝛientall Jlands, which was a kinde of people which fo 
their fierceneſſe neuer beloꝛe could be bzonght in (ubtectton, 
he determined within himſelfe, to2 that he would not that 
that Segnioꝛie ſhould be loſt after his death) to pꝛocure to 
haue ſo valiant a ſonne, who foꝛ the Wo2toinelle of his per⸗ 
ſon ſhould be ſufficient to ſuſtaine that eſtate, as he did get 
it in his life time. And with this determination and defire, 
he made many ſacrifices vnto the Gods, deſiring them to 
giue him luch a ionne to bee his heire , of no leſſe foꝛce and 
ſtrength than he was fo2 the defence of thoſe kingdomes, 
At the ſame time there was in one of thoſe Jlandes a wo- 
man of ſo {tout and furious condition, x of fo great ſtrength, 
that with her owne handes thee llew a great number of aps 
ants, and other terrible and dꝛeadfull beaſts. Bradaman did 
know her, in ſuch loꝛte, that nature wozking in her by the 
will of the high Gods, ſhe was delinered of that furious 
and ficrce [onme and $7 ne him to name Bramarant , At 
whoſe girth Bradaman his Father Was verie iopfull, and 
can't d | him fog to ba no maden with the mike of Lions 
and! I ger 5 , änd ok! her karious vcall C85 uch as Were to 
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golde and pꝛetious tones, wherwith alter they were nn. 
he was ſo pꝛoude and furious, that her had neither feare n92 
dꝛeade of all the woꝛlde. Then Bradamian called befoze hun 
twelue kings, Captaines of his Jlandes, who were as the. 
Yylozie declareth great and mightie Gyants , and in the 
companie of them and his ſonne Bramarant tale his iour⸗ 
ney towards the Court ofthe Emperour Alycandro , Do 
when they came thether, they were of the Emperour mers 
vatlouſhe well receiued and entertained, as ol him that ſee⸗ 
med to haue great neede of their helpe. In the meane time Þ 
they there tarried, till all the whole hoaſt were iopned toge⸗ 
ther, Bramarant did many e mightie feates of armes, where⸗ 
in he gaue ful teſtimonie who he was, putting ſo great won⸗ 
der in all them that did behold him, that with great admi⸗ 
rat ion they ſapd, that the Gods did put vpon that knight all 
their powers and ſtrengths, foz the pu niſhment and deffruc- 
tion of the Chꝛiſtians. Wherewith the Emperour was ve⸗ 
rie iopfull, and did them all great honour, and it ſeemed vn⸗ 
to him, that if they alone with their people Could paſſe into 
Grecia, they were ſufficient to deitroye the whole Empire 
and power of the Chziſtians. 


How the Emperour Alicandro did conſult with the Nobles 
of his Court, about ther journey into Grecia, and what 
Bramarant did concerning the Cane, Chap. 10. 


2 Fter that the Parliament was pꝛoclaimed 
\ by the commandement of the Empercur A- 
Z licandro, there were feb) " nas aud Lo2des 
SF amongit the Pagans in Alia but came the⸗ 
„tber, and beeing all together in the arcate 
— Citie of Neptaya, the Emperour entered in⸗ 
to the Parliament houſe with all his whcle aſſemblie cf 
Rings, P2inces,and other noble men, whercas there was 
placed his Emperiall leate in his rome appointed, hanged 
round about with cloth of golde, and ſomewhat mo2e below 

as the places fo2 the reit made, of verie fine and huung 
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there was no equalitie in that of Milo, ok whom they ſlaie, 
that there was not his lyke in all the Whole world, fo: that 
be dyd things that med to ber incredible to all that dyd 
ſie them, and beſides his great Urength,be was fo ſwift and 
light, that he would overtake Lidns, and other wilde breaſts 
in the platine running after them , This young Bramatant 
ling himſcife to bir fo putſant and mightie aboue all 
others, was ſo fout and pꝛoude, that at ſuch time as he came 
to twentie pceres of ags, there was not one (if her were dil⸗ 
pleaſed with him) that durſt come into his pꝛeſence, ſo y in 
all thoſe Oꝛiental Jlandshe was feared,x moꝛe eftremed tha 
his Father, and was not content that they had him fo2 their 
Lo2d,but alſo would bee wozthipped of his as their pꝛinci⸗ 
pall God, and ſaid that al the Gods the which they did wo2- 
hippe, had no power otcr him, neither were they equall in 
valour. And Bradaman his Father ſceing him ſo feared and 
reuerenced of all, and how great and mightie his ſtrength 
x fierceneſſe was, was thereof excedinglie laddtopfull, be⸗ 
leeuing of a certaine, that it was not poſſible foꝛ him to loſe 
his kingdomes, hauing ſo valiant and ſfrong a ſonne. So at 
ſuch time as the Letter of the Emperour Alicandro came 
vnto his hands, there was pꝛeſent with him his ſonne Bra- 
marant, who when that her heard the Letter read, he toke a 
great defire fo2 to goe with them into Grecia, and thought 
the time long to ſee himſelfe on the tourney, and requelſed 
his Father that her might goo with him, koꝛ that her would 
that his mightie power Were manifeſt vnto al! the wozlde, 
Then Bradaman who deſired no other thing did graunt him 
liſence, and out of hand they entered heir iournep fowards 
the Court of the Emperour Alycandro , Pramarant cauſed 
to bee made fo2 himſelfe armour all of little bones of ſmall 
files that ore unde in thoie ſcas,of ſo great hardneſſe, that 
neither (woꝛd noꝛ ame other weapon could cut oꝛ bꝛeake it, 
if was of th e * „mating that the Pꝛinces Meridian hig 
armour was, wich afterward the knight of the Sunne 
bad, pet this of Meridian was moze finer and of greater 
fozxe , Dramarant canſed his armonr to bee garniſhed with 
> golde 
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Lindabrides our daughter, the which was almoſt concluded 
and celebzatcd, whether it was his euil hap,o2 vnhappie fozs 
tune, vpon a night he departed, and left our daughter flous 
ted, vs aſtonied x aſhamed , in recompence of the great ho⸗ 
nour that we dtd and ſhewed Unto him, All the which doth 
not grieue vs ſo much foꝛ our parte, fo2 the euill ſac done 
vnto vs as it doth koꝛ the great offence done therein vnto 
the immoꝛtall Sods, belteuing that a greater could not haue 
bene muented vpon the earth, noꝛ a thing moꝛe contrarie a- 
gainſt their diuine maieſtie. That Emperoꝛ, Ring, Prince, 
o Knight amongit moꝛtall men, that durſt be ſo bold as to 
refuſe oꝛ take vnto his wife the Punces Lindabrides, being 
ſuctellour, deſcending from the diuine ſtocke, but this onelie 
knight of the Sunne. Of truth and with great reaſon may 
the diuine Gods execute their w2ath vppon vs; if lo be that 
we doe not reuenge this great iniurie done vnto vs, and ol⸗ 
fence vnto their diuine maieſties: and with no leſſe reaſon 
their diuine iuſtice may fall vpon vou, ik that not onelp with 
pour ſubtects and gods) but alſo pour ſelues in perſon doe 
not pꝛocure to make this renengemet, A man ought to haue 
a reſpect vnto the griefes 4 offences done vnto themſelues, 
but much moꝛe the wꝛongs which are done againſt the high 
Gods. UWe doe well vnderſtand, that fox to fake reuenge⸗ 
ment of the knight of the Sun, it cannot be ſo eaſilie done, 
but it will colt vs many people and much treaſure, pea, and 
our owne perſons in the perfozmance thereof, but pet conſi⸗ 
Dering your mightie power, ſtrength, and valiant hearts, we 
doe belceue that it doth not aſtoniſh pou, neither do you feare 
to take vppon you this iournep, fo2 that greate delayes 
doth p2oceede of little pꝛudence, and feare, of great coward⸗ 
nelſe,but heroicall knightes, ſuch as doe pꝛocure to haue a 
fame in al the wo21d, with equal courage ought to offer their 
perſons in doubtinll attempts as well as in pꝛoſperous af- 
faires, 4 with like conſtancie to harden (hemſelues againſt 
afflicttons,as vnto delights + pleaſures . Ok cur owne part, 
we doe ſaie,y although our peeres doth require moze to fake 
reſt x caſe in our owne Countrie, than to trauaile into ano⸗ 
J v. cher, 
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 filner,whereas this mightie Emperour when he was ſef in 
his Emperiall ſeate(which was all of fine gold and p2ecious 
ſtones)and all the other kings and Lo2ds, euer ie one in his 
degree, which was ty the number of moꝛe khan one hundꝛeth, 
Gience being commanded, with great maieſtie of bis rotall 


perſon , he dyd pꝛonounte bato them theie wozdes fol- 
lowing. 


L Pall ſ\abiects true vaſſalls,and my verie friendes, im⸗ 

moꝛtal thanks J render vnto the high Goos, not onlie fo2 
that it hath pleaſed them to place me in this high and ſacred 
eſtate, in making mee Loꝛde oner ſo many Countries and 
innamerable riches, but alſo foꝛ that it hath pleaſed their di⸗ 
uine mateſties to conſent (which is a thing moꝛe to bee eſtee⸗ 
med than all the reſt chat amongſt ſo many mightie kings 
and noble Loꝛdes that are here pꝛelent, and lubiect vnto 
this ſacred Empire, there is not one amongſt you but hath 
beene{and J ſuppoſe will bee) lotall and faithfull, which is 
the thing that JIzinces ought to haue in greateſt pꝛice, foz 
that it is no leſſe perillous and danngerous vnto a Bing that 


* hath a peruerſe and an vnreaſonable fabiec, than fo2 a man 


of meaner 02 baſer ſoꝛte to haue a ſtrong and mightie ent- 
mie. So that now fo2 that J am fullie perſ waded and certe⸗ 
fied of the great fidelitie © truth that you haue alwaies vſcd 
vnto me. J haue requeſted pou al to come vnto this aſſembly 
t Court of Parliament, foz to communicate with you cou⸗ 
ching a matter whereof pou are not ignozant, not fo: that 
therein you chould do ought to accompliſh my will, but that 
pou ſhould aide and helpe me with pour god counſailes,fo2 
that in great and profound matters one mult pꝛopone, and 
many maſt determine J thinke it is not nedfull to make 
much relating thereof, becauſe if is well knowen vnto pon 
all, how the Kn ght of the Dume, and ſonne vnto the Em⸗ 
perdur Dt Grecia tame into this land, and was receiued & ens 
— fared by vs, with ſo great loue and god will, as though 
vad bene the une Meridian our fonne . Likewiſe how 
hat it Was on r plealure e to marrie hun vnto the 422incefſe 
Linda- 
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Uhen all thoſe that were pꝛeſent with the Emperonr 
had well heard the woꝛds that were ſpoken, and that concer⸗ 
ning the ſame he had aſked their counſatles, pet his deter⸗ 
mined purpoſe was fo? to paſſe into Grecia fo that ther was 
a:nzngt them ſome that were verie glad and ioykull fa the 
ſame, and other ſome that did not like of the iournep, as it is 
a naturall thing amongſt men, in like affatres to be of con- 
trarie opinions, The Emperour at that time did loke fo2 
their and were, but nothing was ſupplicd, fil ſuch time as they 
did all together defire the old king of Gedroſia in the name 
of them all to ant were vnto the Emperours pꝛopoſition, foꝛ 
that he was eſteemed in all thoſe kingdomes to be wiſe, and 
one that was well ſeene in the warres, and as it hath beene 
fold you in this Hyſtoꝛie, he was well ſeene in Aſtrologie, 
who being by them verie much impoꝛtuned, aroſe vp and 
fpalie as followeth. — 


The ſpeech which the olde king of Gedroſia made vnto the 
Emperor Alicandro before all thoſe high kings & no- 
bles concerning the paſlage of their ar- 

mie into Grecia, 


VI Oſt high and mightie Emperonr x our Loꝛd, J would 
1 verie faine excuſe my ſelfe to giue my iudgement, con⸗ 
ſidering this grieuous caſe, which pou haue declared 

vnto vs,foz that you haue it foꝛ cuſtome to al ke counſaile of 
your nobles in cauſes of impoꝛtaunte and things requiſite , 
And pet in the end laie they what they can, veelding their 
iudgements accoꝛding vnto reaſon, all things mult be done 
accoꝛding vnto your deſire 4 will, whether it be god oz bad, 
giuing to vnderſtand, that the counſaile which pou doe al ke 
of pour nobles x ſubiecs, is moꝛe to complie with them, than 
ame god will you haue to be counſailed. But pet fo2 all this, 
although J doe know, that my indgement in this caſe will 
bee as much as nothing, and will ber conceined to another 
intent x purpoſe contrarie vnto my meaning, pet will x de⸗ 
clare it, fo2 that heercafter you thall not complaine at arte 
time 
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ther;pet if it ſo be concluded that we ſhall-take this iournep 
vpon vs, ſo farre off, and ſo coſfite,wee will that vou doe no 
moꝛe therein, than you ſee vs to doe, as traualing by the 
waie, nauigating by Dea, elcgring our paſlage aſlaulting our 
enimies, in all theſe: wee will bee the firit, and not the laſf, 
To conclude, our verie god friends are deſirous to be reuen⸗ 
ged of this great iniurie done vnto vs by the knight of the 
Dun, z that you Wold not thinke(agreing hareto with vs) 
that theſe our white haires ſhall lacke god wil foz to palle 
into Grecia, foz that if once We come thether, wer hope in 
the immoꝛtall Gods, (not alonelie to bee reuenged of this 
inturp done onto vs) but alſo to make (ubica vnto our con⸗ 
ſecrated eſtate that whole Empire. And wee are fullie per⸗ 
\waded that the dinine pꝛouidence hath permitted this ofs 
fence fo be done, that we ſhould haue occaſion foꝛ to deſtroie 
the whole power of the Chꝛiſtians. Tie do not meane here⸗ 
by to bzing vnto pour remembꝛance, how oftentimes it haps 
pened in times paſt in this Countrie, the Emperoꝛs 4 Cap⸗ 
taines of Rome tame, not onlie to make reuengement of the 
iniuries t offences done vnto themſelues, but alſo foꝛ them 
that were their friends # ſubiects vnto p Empire of Rome, 
in executing whereof, they did neither reſpec the largeneſſe 
of their iournep, expenſes of their treaſures, neither the tra⸗ 
uaile of their perſons, ſo p their camps x armies were as c6- 
mon in Alia, as in Italie oꝛ Rome: ſo that in conſideration, 
if thoſe onelie foꝛ the honoz of their friends did little eſteme 
their long trauailes into thoſe Countries, wherefoꝛe ſhould 
we thinke it much, in reuenging of our owne iniurics, to 
paſſe into Grecia. Wee deſire the high Gods no ſuch cows 
ardneſſe may be found in pour noble minds, neither ſo manp 
mightie kings Pꝛinces as be here pꝛeſent to conſent to the 
tontrarie, but y this great iniurie ſhould be reuenged. Now 
ſeeing that we haue declared vnto you the occaſion of calling 
vou together unto this our court of Parliament, we do deſire 
you {o let vs haue your iudgements vpon this that tre haue 
pꝛoponed, hoping fo haue it in ſo ample loꝛt as alw es wer 
haue receiued at your hands,

aliue into pour owne countrie,how much moꝛe the victozie 
againſt the Greckes is ſo vncertaine, and as yon may make 
iuſt accompt thereof, although you think it to the contrarie, 
without any conſideration of peruerle foꝛtune, which map 
ſo fall out, that they ſhall remaine at libertie, and pou decei⸗ 
ued: although the hoſt of men which you map carie, wil be 
a great multitude, mightic and ſtrong, pet many times it 
falleth out, that the greateſt hoſt is oucrcome by the leller, 
as if happened vnfo Xerxes, and vnto Darius, and a great 
number moꝛe, who with hoſts of innumerable companie of 
people were deſtroped and ouercome. Likewiſe befoze that 
this ſhall come in effect, if pou doe well conftder,and haue 
an epe into the great angers and moleſtacions, pꝛeſumpti⸗ 
ons, alterations, and tontrarietiee, which doth happen daplie 
in theſe mightie hoſtes. J beleue that you will think it bet⸗ 
ter to remaine and liue at home in pour owne countrie, then 
to paſſe into Grecia with ſo mightie an hoſt, fo that there 
is no iniuries no2 cruelties that may be compared vnto the 
condicions of men of warre. And theſe which yon do think 
to be your owne,tt map fo fall out, that foꝛ a little occaſion, 
thep will change their copie, and perhaps betray # ſel them, 
ſo that of knights and ſubiects , they map become thy eni⸗ 
mies. Behold and conſizer of that great and mightie Alex- 
ander, who in his time accompted himſelfe of no lefle eſtate 
then you doe now at this p2eſent, pet that which ali his ents 
mies could not conciude and bꝛing to paſſe, was finiſhed by 
his owne knights, in killing him by popſon. Af you wil that 
I ſhall declare vnto you many other examples by Empes 
rours of Rome: beholde who llew Pertinax , and the two 
Max+1mos,father and ſonne, Baluino, Maximo, Probo, Gtaci- 
ano,t V alcntiniano,the leaſt of all theſe were god 4 valiant 
men, and pet llaine by the hands of thoſe of their hoſt. Like⸗ 
wiſe J will declare the great perills and mil toꝛtunes that 
happeneth at the lea, by p which vou muſt ok necellitie paſſe 
this pour great multitude of people, J would it were not 
my foꝛtune to f peake, but could extuſe my ſelle, foz that it 
5 well knowen vato all men, how readie ß mightte Windes 
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time of the olde king of Gedroſia, in that he did not aduiſe 
pou in time that you might pꝛoue pour foztune . And here 
J pꝛoteſt befoze the immoztall Gods, that this which J doe 
pꝛetend to ſate vnto you,is not ſo much fo2 the feare 4 dꝛead 
the which J haue of the Greekes,as it is fo2 the great loue # 
god wil which J do beare vnto pou and to al our Tountrie. 
J would not {moſt mightie Lo2d) that you ſhuld put ſo great 
confidence t truſt in this pour puiſant # high eſtate,thinking 
therewith to be verie firme and ſure, voide of the lubicction 
of vncertaine and immutable foꝛtune, and neuer to llide oz 
fall from the high thꝛone in which pou are exalted, if pou do 
belceue this to be true. There are many things paſt in this 
wo2ld long ſince of mightie Pꝛinces, that if you will enter 
info iudgement of them rightlie, as you ought foꝛ to doe,yen 
ſhall plainlie ſe and perceiue that it is all falſe and contra⸗ 
rie, as a ſpectacle of many Cæſars Romanes, in which time 
paſt were Loꝛds and rulers ouer al! the world as Iulius Ca. 
far, Caio, Caligula, Nero, Claudio, Galba, Oton, Vitelio, 
Danneizag Comodo, Pertinax, Baſiano, Macrino, Helio- 
gabilo, Beluſiano, Valcriano, Galiego, Probo, Iuliano, Ba- 
uio, Conltantio, Valente, Graciano, V alentiniano, and an 
infinit number moze, which hath beene overth2owen krom 
the imperiall thꝛone in the which Foztune did cxalt them, 
and no other occaſion to the lame, but that all humane 
things hath no ſecuritie noꝛ firmneſſe, and har that is cx- 
alted and ſet in the higheſt of the whale of moucable Foꝛ⸗ 
tune, the ſame is molt apt and readieſt fo fall. And in this 
thing pou map beleue me, that lake how much the humane 
poiver doth ſurmount, ſo much is the Empire oꝛ what cſtate 
lo euer it be, ſubiec vnto foꝛtunc, and all the great fire laden 
with wood, is charged with the mightie windes in the high⸗ 
eſt partes: euen fo likewiſe (moſt inightie Emperour) 
this eſtate is not ſo high, but it hath with it great perill, 

ſo that you ne&de not to goe and ſeeke other daungers in 
ſtrange Countries {o farre from this, that when it (hal fall 
out, all thing to ſucceede and bee pꝛolperous onto you , pet 
hall it be great meruaile, if you doe relurne backe againe 
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e it map be your lot befoꝛe any other, foꝛ that your enimies 
7 (as vpon the pꝛintipall ſtaie ef your hoſt ) will ſcke to p20, 
4 cure your death. How ſodainlie 4 vnloked foꝛ may you mert 
1 with the knight of the Sun he that was hare in pour court. 
at which tune pou would willingly giue all that now you do 
polleſle, foꝛ to be as farre diſtant from him as you ate at this 
pꝛeſent. Ok truth accoꝛding vnto his furie 4 great woꝛthi⸗ 
nelle, bꝛauerie t ſtoutneſſe, the which experience hath ſhew⸗ 
ed me, by the incredible wings done in ſight of al men in this 
5 court, ſurelie I ſhuld thinke no ſecuritie in my life although 
4 4 were in the middeſt of pour great # mighty holt, if J were 
5 certaine that he were againſt me in the field, And herre J do 
5 deſire # pꝛaie the almightie 4 immoꝛtall Gods, to ſaue 4 keep 
a the from his furious hands, foꝛ ſurelie mp heart voth trem⸗ 
© ble fo heare you ſaie that you will goc and ſeeke him to con⸗ 
fend with him. Herre is now in pꝛeſence Rodaran king of 
+ Atabia, and the king of Media, who hath pꝛoued the experi⸗ 
1 ence of his mightie blowes . J doe deſire your highneſſe to 
by al ke of them, ik they haue anie god will to returne and pꝛoue 
them againe, as alſo if Rodaran be in the ſame opinion that 
55 he was befoꝛe he went into Grecia. Therefoze O high and 
5 mightie Emperour, conſerue and maintaine this ſoueraigne 
35 eſtate into the which the high and immoꝛtall Gods hath er⸗ 
5 alted pou, and leaue off this enterpꝛiſe, fo2 to goe and ſ&ke 
perilles and daungers in other ſtraunge Countries, foz 
that innumerable bee the mil foztunes that wee are dap⸗ 
lie lubied vnto. And you ſhall not doe little foꝛ to conſerue 
and kerpe that which vou doe now poſſeſſe , Wiſe men in 
times paſt dyd not thinke it to bee done with caſe ( who 
ſayde)that it was great trauaile to ſuffer pꝛoſperitie, and 
that it was neceſſarie to learne to ſuffer, hauing Foꝛtune at 
will;foz that it is moze difficult to gouerne himſelfe there- 
with, than in aduerſitie. 

Vere therefoꝛe J thinke not amiſle fo ſtats my talke, 
fo2 that in this which J haue (ayde you maye verie well 
viderſfand my indgement, not onelie that you Goulde 
retratnc from executing your will, but alſo that you ſhould 
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are to augment perills,the mightie , greate and vnmercikull 


waues, the hidden rockes vnder the water, the continuall 
tempeſts and whirle windes . Tl hat is that ſo ſtrong, that 
the power of the heauens and the ſea doe not rent and teare 
all to peetes, and carrie awaie by ſodaine ſtoꝛmes and tems 
peſts of the windes, and there ſoꝛe it is ſaid that the going to 
the ſea is eaſie, but the comming from the ſea is perillous, 
but putting all the periils and daungers a parte, and that 
Fo2tune wil ſhew her ſelfe fauourable vnto you in all theſe 
affaires, and that with pzoſperous windes and times pou 
are entered into the Empire of Grecia, pet J would port 
ſhould conſider andknowe, how doubtfull is the vigozie at 
that pꝛeſent, foꝛ that in all thinges hope is doabtfull, and 
much moꝛe in great warres and confentions.Uerie pꝛudent 
and well experimented in armes was hee that ſaide, that 
there is nothing that hath his ende moze vncertaine than 
the warre, and that it is karre better a certaine and ſure 
peate, than the hoped victoꝛie One thing all you may be⸗ 
leeue of a certaine, that verie few o2 none entereth into bats 
taile without hope of vicozie,but yet conſider if it bee not a 
thing that hath often happened, the loſle of the ouercome to 
be leſle than of the ouertõmers. How many times doth men 
goe vnto the warres in hope to haue the vicozic, and to the 
contrarie,remaines onercome,and that which is woꝛſt, they 
remaine dead in the field, ſo that they returne not backe as 
gaine to their houſes oucrcome,no2 with vicozic , And pet 
will J ſay mo2e in contradiction of pour hope, that if you did 
know of a verie certaintie and truth, that the vicozie ſhould 
be on your parts againſt the Greekes, pet foꝛ all that J will 
not let to giue you counſaile fo2 to remainc in quiot at home 
in pour owne Countrie,foz as the vico2is is alwaies doubt⸗ 
full, euen ſo many times it is ſoꝛrowfull a bloudie, + is not 
got with caſe,that which is ſought with peril! of their lines, 
# derelie (old 5 is bought with bloud,s moꝛe derer, if it coſt 
their lines , Ae haue leene many times an holt to haue the 
vict92ie, 4 pet their general ſlaine in the battatle, 3 this is 
without all doubt, p ſome ſhal be Caine on your part, + poſſis 
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This doch p2ocede of couragious hearts, and any thing 
elle to the cõtrarie, is of towardnelle, and although J haue 
ſpent my youth in exerciſe of armee, moꝛe then in reading 
of Philoſophte : pet doe J know that he that is fearefull can 
giue no god counſell foꝛ the warres, neither he that is ti⸗ 
merous doe any god act therein. And J am fully perſwas 
vcd that Alexander had not bene Loꝛd ouer all the world, 
if ther had ben any ſparke of cowardneſſe within his heart, 
neither ſhould Agamemnon haue deſtroped Trop, noꝛ Ha- 
nibal, Sagunto, noꝛ Cartago, noz Numancia the Affricano, 
if they had followed the counſell that thou haſt now giuen 
vnto the Emperour. Beleue mee, that as commonly foꝛtune 
doth few her ſelke fauourable vnto thoſe that be generous 
and valiant of minde,cuen ſo vnto cowards 4 weake peo⸗ 
ple,feare is an ill pꝛognoſtitation, as it was of that Flami- 
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neo in Traſimeno, and of Craſlo in Cannas, and of Pom- 


peo in Teſſala. To conclude, foꝛ that the Emperour our 
Loꝛd doth in theſe actions that which is nedeful and requi- 
ſit,he mult not follow the iudgements of fwles + cowardlie 
Philoſophers, but take the counſel! of them that be ſtout, 
valiant, and couragious knights, vnto them ſhould be com⸗ 
mitted matters of Juſtice, t vnto vs the ſkate of the wars, 
Foz my part, J doe ſay,that if the Emperour will paſſe in⸗ 
to Grecia, J will ſerue him with my owne perſon ; + this 
knight of the Dunne (of whome the king of Gedroſia bath 
ſo much feare) J wilbe bound fo app2chend him, z to b2ing 
him pꝛiſoner befoze his pꝛeſence, that he may take reuenge⸗ 
met of him at his pleaſure,yea,if he were a ſerond lupiter, 
pet ſhould he not be lo mightie as to cleare him ſclfe out cf 
my hands. 

Do when that Bramarant had concluded theſe Weng, he 
fat himſelfe downe againe in his place. There was pzeſcnt 
at that time one Graco, ſonne vnto the king of Gedroha,a 
young knight, verp valtant and gallant, and Very nigh kin 
vnto many kings that were there in that Court:who ſeing 
with what iniurious woes his father fic king was in⸗ 
tccafed,areſe vp from his Teate and ſaid,as follaweth, -

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ſeperate and blot it cleane out of pour thought and minde,x 
neuer moꝛe remember it. Foz that if the knight of the Hun 
had done vnto you any inurie (as hetherto he hath not, foꝛ 
that poſſible he wolld not actept at pour handes the thing 
which he thought Humſeife not woꝛthie of ) it were much 
better ſoꝛ you to pardon the lame, then to ſ&ke reuenge⸗ 
ment. Foꝛ an iniurie done vnto ſo mightie a pꝛinte as you 
are, it is a mall ſatiſfadion the death of one knight, æ there 
is no fo2gettulneTe ſo generous and noble, as is of him that 
hath offended, 

This olde king of Gedroſta,had not as pet fully concluded 
theſe woꝛds (with pꝛetence to goe foꝛwards with his talk) 
whan that, that furious youth, Bramarant aroſe vp vpon his 
fete, from the place where as he ſafe nerf vnto Bradaman 
his father, with ſo pꝛeful a ſemblant, which put great won⸗ 
der in all them that dyd behold him, he began to laie theſe 
Woꝛdes following. 

With great paine and grieke haue J ſuffered the con- 
tluſton of theſe thy woꝛds, thou light and folich king of 
Gedroſia, doſt thou think that in ſuch ſoꝛt ſhould be entrea⸗ 
ted the ble of armes amongſt knights, as pou (who doe call 
pour ſclues Philoſophers) doth vie them in pour ſcolrs x 
vniuerſities.Doſt thou think that the varictic in their tau⸗ 
ſes muſt of foꝛce follow one rule, as pou doe imagine, 02 is 
your vnderſtäding fo ſimple to conceue that, the iudgemtts 
and ſtrength of men ſhould be equall, and that there ſhould 
not ſome be moꝛe ſtronger and couragious then other. 
Thy conntell were god and pꝛofitable foꝛ a king that were 
foliſh , anda coward , as thou arte, but not foꝛ fo mightie a 
p24tce as ihe Emperour is. What feare oz inconuentence 
may that be, to be ſuſticient to wit Hd24! iv him fron his will, 
although if were fo2 to conquere þ while w92id, how much 
moꝛe foꝛ to deſtroy the Empire of Grecia. Bp the immoꝛ⸗ 
tall gods J doe [weare, that if we doe goe thether, J alone 
doe thenke foz to deſcrop all the Greekes, although they teme 
ſw2th altogether in the frelde to battaile againſt me, neither 
well J fo; all their fazce and ſtrength, ſtep one fote backe. 

This 
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Brad man, with whoſe helpe, net one 5 was in that great 
hall, which was againſt his lonne, had not rematncd line, 
if that the Empercur in great haſt had not ardſe on, Pi if's 
ting himſelle in the middeſt amongſt them, inbo mo; with 
pꝛapings, deſires, and [werte woꝛdes, then with rigoꝛcus 
tcommaundement, did put them in peace, quteting of Pra- 
daman and Bramarant, whoſe eyes were lie lparkes et ſi⸗ 
er, with great furie and wꝛath they receurd , Che peace 
was quickly toncluded amongſt them, koꝛ that feare which 

they reteiued was luch, that cuerx one thought it beit te be 

his friend. 

So when that the Emperour hade quieted ell this tu⸗ 
mult, he began to reply a newe , touching tha which vas 
foze he had laide: and the furie and foꝛce of Brada an ano 
Bramarant was ſuch, in pꝛoturing that the votage (32 Gre, 


cta ſhould be accepted , that ſome foꝛ feare and dꝛeaue that 


they had of thein, and other ſome foꝛ that they thonght wel 
thercok. In the ende, they did conclude, that the ieurneie 
ſhould go fo2 wards, 

Then after certaine daies that thep remained in tha 
Court, all thoſe Kings and mightie Loꝛds departed to their 
owne Countries, ſoz to oꝛdaine and mathe ein a teadtnelle, 
all ſuch people as they would carrie with them, unts the 
warres, But fit? befoꝛe their departure it was concluded 
amonaſt them, that at a certaine dap appointe the v (cud 
all! nate with their people at the poꝛt of Tendon, wheres 
as the Empcrour hadde commaunded foz that time to be 
made in a readinelle, a mightie great and innumerabie nas 
tate of Shippes, foꝛ to carrie their intghite armie inta Ore⸗ 

id: and being all occupied in theſe affatres, the Hi⸗ 
ſtozic daeth leaue them, till tyme ſerue, (cz to 
tell you of other things that p⸗ cd 
in the Court of the Emperour

Bramarant,1f thou werte fo valiant in thy diedes, as thou 
art diſconrteons in thy woꝛdes, then would not J think 
much bat thaa wouldeſt accopliſh ali this which thou haſt 
ſaid againſt ihe Oreies ; but 3 hope in the high and im⸗ 
moꝛtal gods, that if we cos thether , thou ſhalt meete with 
one alone amongſt all the reit, that wil make the is: to 
know, that thy pꝛide is moꝛe then thy 3 wil reuenge 
the iniurie Which thy woꝛds hath done vato my father, 
This valiant Graco had not Fully concluded th cle Woꝛds, 
hen that the fierce Bramarant kindled in wꝛath, with a 
diueliſh furie,arole by from 5!s leate, and went wy bim, 
tlaſping him with one of his handes by the arm © lifting 
him vp in the apꝛe (without hauung any power this 1 YOUndg 
knight to withſtand it) he th2ew him out of the wi indow 
of that great hall, and laide, herein ſhalt 1 [ix wyether 
my dades be tonfirmable to my woꝛds oꝛ not And foꝛ that 
the windowes were verie high from the ground, this vn 
foztanate Graco fell with his head downewards, where as 
he was flaine, which was ſo great ſoꝛow and griefe vnta 
his father, that he withed the mil foꝛtune had d chat mced vn⸗ 
to hun and not vnto his ſonne. This king was mightie z 
plant, and had many kings in that court hieſent, Wi zich 
were his kinlemen, who ſeeing t that which was done by 
ramarant, foꝛ that they had no armour, (neither could they 
be ſuffered to enter to that court of parliament with ame) 
they  Attoget! her aroſe vp and went towards him, thinking 
to haut thꝛobon him out of the ſame window, that he thꝛebo 
out Graco, but their determination fell out contrarie: fo: 
although that they were moꝛe then twentie, 4 Bramarant 
hab net ger armour 00s [woꝛd, pet with both his hands he 
tone $172 of the that came ficſt vnto him, lifting them vp 
in the avec he thꝛew them againſt a Wall that was guer 
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ſelke with her pꝛetious fight, buf yet calling to remembꝛance 
his diſloialtte paſt, it ſeemed vnto him that hee was voide

of all deſert, and coulde nol imagine howe her might ercuſe 


himſelfe to come into her pꝛeſence. So all the whole Court 
being in their contrartetie of thoughtes and diſpoſitions, 
vpon a daie beeing all together in a faire hall of the migh- 
tie pallace,after that dinner was done, they ſawe entering 
in at the gate a knight all armed wth blacke Steele, which 
was of ſo greate fineneſſe, that it ſa med to be chꝛiſtaline 
glaſle, he was of a gallant ſtature and well made, and of fo 
gentle diſpoſition, that it cauſed great admiration in all them 
that beheld him, his helme was on his head, and the beauer 
down, ſo 5 none could [re his face, he bzought leading by the 
hand a verie faire Ladie, with a rich crowne vpon her head, 
and after them came other two Damiells, the one cf them 
bare the traine of the Ladi , and the other bꝛought the ſheets 
of the Knight, which was ewiſe of blacke ſtale, all appa⸗ 
railed in blacke, ſeeming ts bee mourners . Sa when they 
entered into the hall there vas great ſilence, then the Lavie 
which had the Crowne vpan her head, without doing anie 
reuerence, ſaide 

Whois he amongel? pou that is called the night 
of the Sunne: Ye bets there pꝛelent, aroſe vp and 
laid: Faire Ladie, what is pour demaund? Heere J am he 
that you do al ke foz, In god time, ſapd the Ladie, and A ant 
verie gladde that J haue found you herre, althougb our cont 
ming can turne no godneſle vnto thee. Thou ſhalt vnder⸗ 
ſtand that J am Media, daughter vnto that Raiartes, whonr 
thou traiterouſtie and falſelie didſt kill in Babilonia, whoſe 
ffrength as thou doeſt well know, was no leſſe than dünne, 
noꝛ could not be llaine by humane bands, except it were by 
great traſon and falſehod. J remained a damſell and cf ter» 
ber preres at the tune of his death, and by reaſon that my 
beautie was lich as thou doeſt lee, there dyd not lacke ma⸗ 
ny Princes and Unightes that dyd requeſt mee in marrp⸗ 
age, from Whence J did defend and excuſe my ſelke toz that

4 IAth great content x iope, did this Hiſtoꝛie leaue 
VWVVbe Emperour Trebatio, and the Einpzefſle Bri- 
ana, foꝛ that thep had with them their exelent + 
woꝛthie ſonnes, accompanied with thoſe high a 
woꝛthie Peinces, who were no leſſe glad and iopful, foꝛ that 
they were in that Court, as well foz the great fr tcndſhip 
which they had with the Greckes „ds fo2 the affable con- 
uerſation that they had with the god Emperour T rebatto, 
who ſeemed onto then to be the moſt exelenteſt + nobleſt 
Loꝛd that ener they had ſene 02 knowen. But pet aboue all 
the reſt, the ioye and pleaſure that thoſe lopall louers Roſi- 
cleet, and Oliuia receiued, did far ſurmount: who being at 
quiet, reſting themſelues, of thoſe great troubles & moztall 
unguiſhes, the which the one foz the other receiued, that ve⸗ 
relic they did ſerme to recreate theſelncs with all ſoueraine 
gloꝛie, and vnſpeakeable iope. 

The pꝛinceſſe Oliuia, receiued ſo great contentment fog 
that ſhe had with her Roſicleer her lone, and alſo to (& the 
great maieſtie 4 highneſſe of the Emperour, with the great 
loue and god will which he bare vnto her, that 1. a ſhoꝛt 
time ſhe had cleane foꝛgotten great Bꝛitaine, and the court 
of the king Oliucrio, her father, and was neuer ſatil ſied in 
giuing thankes vnto almightie God, ſoꝛ that he had bzought 
her vnto ſo high eſtate. 

Tho knight of the Dunne was he alone that liued not 
ko his contentment, neither receiued any iope noꝛ pleaſure, 
in ſeeing Himiclic abſent from his Ladie the Empꝛeſſe Cla- 
ricliana, all pati ies 7 plealures that were there oꝛdeined, 
were vato hum great anguiſh and artefc, thinking himſclfe 
to be alwaies in darkneſſe, denſiue, and imagining when 

he dare ſhould be that he might reiopce and comfozt him⸗ 
(cle 
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mand me ſome other thing wherein J miaht do pou ſermee, 
that ſhoulde moꝛe import the ſatilfagion of the auger 
which vou haue concciwed againſt me, the which J woulde 
accompliſh with a better will, than fo enter into battaiſe 
with your knight, foz if it ſhould lo fall out that 3 ſhould get 
the victoꝛie ouer him, pet muſt J needes ſerue pon, but ſows 
ing it is ſo, that you doe demand of mee the death of pour 
father, I cannot but muſt needs make my defence, foꝛ that J 
flew him not by treaſon oꝛ falſchove, but as J actuſtome to 
doe, in equall battaile and oꝛderlie lawe of knighthod,ther- 
foꝛe from this time J doe accept the battaile, and anic other 
thing that ſhall be demanded. - 

This beeing ſayd,the Ladie aunſwered fo2 her knight, 
accepting the lame, then they foke their handes kogether in 
ſigne of gages to the battaile, which beeing done, the ffranue 
knight departed from thence with the Ladie by the hand,gi; 
uing them to vnderftand that hee would abide the knight of 
the Sunne, in the place appointed fo2 their combac „ who 
ſtraight wates toke his leaue of the Emperour his Father, 
and went vnto his chamber to arme himſelfe. Jn the meang 
time that the knight of the Dunne was arming himlelke, 
the Prince Clauerindo did declare vnfo all them that were 
in the great hall, how Raiartes was father vnto Medea, and 
in what loꝛt the knight of the Sunne flew him, as one that 
knew the cffcd thereof verie Well, foz that hee was pꝛeſent 
and dyd ſx the whole battaile . Do when the knight of the 
Sunne was armed with his rich and Trong armonr, that 
was ſometimes the Pzince Nicridians (as this Pyltozie 
hath tolde vou, which dyd not a little ſtand him in ſed that 
date, bœing atcompanied with his Brother Koſicleer , and 
all the troupe of thole valiant knightes, hee deſcended from 
the Pallace, and went Whereas the ſtraunge knighe wag, 
tarrping his comming, mounted vppon a mightie caurter, 
with lo gallant pꝛopoꝛtion and ſemblance, that he emed to 
be one of the belt knights that ener he had ſeene, and woun⸗ 
ting vpon his inightte hoꝛſe Cornerino , who Was all trap⸗ 
ped with cloth of golde full of pzecicus ſcones, with a

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folempne oath and vowe, neuer to marrie with anie knight 
but with him that firlt of all ſhal make me reuengement loꝛ 
the death of my father. And fo2 that the fame of thy arcate 
bountie is ſo blowne throughout the wo2id , J haue found 
none v is deſirous tomarrie with me with, fo great a charge, 
but this alone knight, Who by foztunc arined at the Jland of 
Zardo, Whereas J am gourt aclic, who falling in lone with 
my great beautie, did binde himietfe to come and make bats 
taile with the, and giue mee renengement fo2 the death of 
my Father, the which J do ſo much deſire, and I ſ&ing with 
my owne eies the great bountie and valour of this knight, 
in a certaine contention which her had with certame knights 
of mine, reteiued great contentment fo2 to come with him, 
and accoꝛding vnto the great wonders that J haue ſeene 
him doe, I ſuppoſe that there is not a knight in all the woꝛld 
that 1s equall vato him, lo that the reuengement of the 
death of my Father, I haue it fo certaine as though it were 
alreadie done. This is our demaund Knight of the Sunne, 

and the occaſion of our comming hether, and to knowe whp 
this my Knight doth not ſpeake vnto you, ts fo2 that be ts 
a ſtraunger veric farre from this Countrie , and cannot 
ſpeake no2 vnderſtand ante Oreeke.

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ſet ſpurres vnto their courſers, and raune the one agaynſt 
the other with great impetudus foꝛce, the wiftneile of their 
hoꝛſes was ſuch, that quicklie they met together, and made 
ſo ftrong incounters, that bp reaſon their armour was ſo 
excellent, that the ſharpe point of their Speares coulde not 
enter , their ſtaues were ſhieuered all to peeces, and they 
palſed the one by the other io vpꝛight and well ſetteled, as 
though they had not receiued anie encounter at all, but tur- 
ned their hoꝛſes about in the aire, and came the one againſt 
the other with their \wo2des in their handes, and began 
to late on ſuch vnreaſonable blowes, that their ſheeldes (al⸗ 
though they were of fine ſtale) were quricklie bꝛoken all 
fo pceces, and their guilt matles were fcattered vppon the 
ground, and with the farte of their blowes, there p2oceeded 
ſo many ſparkes of fire, that it ſcemed that they burned, and 
the ſound of their armour rang lyke an eccho, throughout 


the whole Citie. Bering moe than one whole houre oners 


pace, that theſe two valiant Kmghtes beganne their com⸗ 
vat, pet in ſuch loꝛt dyd they ſo double their ſtrong blowes, 
as though they dyd but as then begin, and no vantage was 
ws owen of either parte, but either of them beganne to feele 
the great ſtrength of his aducrſarie . And the knight of the 
Dunne, who was meruailous full of w2 2ath, fo2 that one a⸗ 
lone knight did endure ſo long againſt him in that combat, 
in the pꝛelente of his Father and mother and thoſe highe 
Punces and knightes, ſayde within himſelke, that he nes

bone that this knight was of a high ſtature he was therwith 
ſo well pꝛopoꝛtioned of his bodie, that when her mounted 
vpon his hoꝛſe beeing armed, there was not a thing of moꝛe 
wonder to be ſee1:e , and all they that did beholde hun were 
greatlie amazed,whole pꝛeſence alonelie did declare that he 
ſhould be a knight of great foꝛce and frength, So after that 
he had moued his courler once about the place, the Emperour 
and the Empꝛeſſe, with al the reſt of the Court, being at the 
windowes and battlements of the mightie pallace, and al the 
whole plate ful of people. Then the ſtrange knight began to 
moue his mightie courſer with fo gallant diſpoſition and fu⸗ 
rie, that all men did iudge him to be a knight of great foꝛce 
and ſtrength, and ſayd that in his ſemblance he did reſemble 
much to Rolicleer, who ſhewed no leſſe gallant pꝛopoꝛtion 
and grate than the Knight of the Sunne.

So it ſæemeth vnto mee, ſapd the 
god Tropan Or! tedes, and J doe not loke foꝛ an ende of 
this battayie till it ber almoſt night, at ſuch tune as the 
date dꝛaweth to an end, till that tune the furte of the knight 
of the Sunne doth not beginne to kindle, The bountie of 
this woꝛthie 122ince is ſd ſtraunge, that the moꝛe the bat- 
taple doth indure, and the ſtronger her is aſſauited,it ſeemeth 
that o s fa2ce and rength docth the moze increaſe. hen 
that if riltedes had ended theſe wo2res,, all the whole place 
5 in quiet and dattentiue, waiting fo2 the rigoꝛous bats 
t. vie that ſhoulde __ made waa FR khoic two nightce,

force, but with renued ſtrength hee fo charged the knight 
of the Sunne, that many times hee was without all hope of 
the vicoꝛie. 

In this ſoꝛte the batfayle remained in ballaunce almoſt 
all the date without knowing ante vauntage betwirt them, 
till ſuch time as the Sunne had left his ozifcnt , and the

Medea did neuer ſeace requiring the Empꝛelle of lone , cs 
fering her ſelle to be her wife, and laid, that ſhe would take 
her to be her huſband, without any other conlderation, and 
that it was not her will that Che ſhould returne anp moe 
to combat with the knight ol p Sunne: at the which words 
the Empꝛeſſe would haue laughed very much, if the great 
griefe which ſhe had receued in her heart, would haue cons 
ſented to the ſame, but by reaſon that one wape her minde 
was occupied, in conſidering what ſhe was of her ſelfe, and 
to be foꝛgotten foꝛ an other damſell. And agatne calling to 
remembzꝛance in what eſtate the knight of the Sunne re⸗ 
mained at their departure ont of Conſſantinople, ſhe was 
ſo full of anguiſh, ſoꝛou and griefe, that ſhe little minded 
the amoꝛous woꝛds Þ Medea ſpake vnto her, neither could 
the wꝛath and anger that ſhe conceiued againſt the knight 
of the Sunne, doe ſo much, but that p lone which was pꝛin⸗ 
ted within her heart could doe much moꝛe, and cauſed her to 
repent her ſelfe fo2 that which ſhe had done, and to receiue 
great griefe fo2 p eſtate in the which ſhe had left the knight 
of the Sunne. Like wiſe in that ſhe had pꝛoued his michtte 
koꝛce and courage, her lone did lo double and increaſe, that 
the thought verelp that there was not in the whole world 
but he alone that dyd deferac her to be his wife, Which was 
the occaſion that her griefe was moꝛe, by reaſon that ſhe 
was without all hope. And it is to be belcued, as the wiſe 
Lirgaideo ſaith, that there was neuer ſoꝛow of a damſel foz 
loue, eguall vnto this of the ropall Empꝛelle Claridiana, fo; 
that ſhe ſeeing her ſelte to be without compariſon, as well 
in beautie 4 faireneſſe, as in all other graces which ſhould 
be in a gentlewoman, likewiſe in bloud and highnes, none 
did paſſe her:and ſxing that a knight, whome ſhe did lone 
with all her heart, and with whome ſhe alonelp might mars 
rie, conſirmable vnto her highnelle, and he receiuing her foz 
his owne, and now to haue foꝛgotten her and changed her 
foꝛ an other of meaner eſtate, And againe ſeeing that there 
remained not in all the wozid a Pzinco no2 knight that is 
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into the caſtell where as Medea was, who retetued her vez 
rie courteouſlp, and ſhewed her the occaſion wherefoze her 
knights laboured ſo much fo2 to take her pꝛiſoner. Then ſhe 
who at that pꝛeſent deſired no other thing but to be reue- 
ged on the knight of the Sunne, ſtraight waies ſayde , that 
il ſhe hadde knowen thereof befo2e , ſhe would neuer haue 
maintained that contencion againſt her knightes, fo that 
the likewiſe came fw2th of her countrie to lake the knight 
of the Sunne, with the like demaund foꝛ a certaine anger 
and ariefe conceived againſt him. But when that Medea 
heard that, with ſo great iope and pleaſure as euer ſhe re- 
teiued in all her life, ſſe embꝛaced the Empꝛelle and reque⸗ 
lled him to pull of his helme, who at the great requeſt and 
impoꝛtaunce of her, did pull it of . And foz that ſhe hap her 
rubicond haire knit vp in a call of golde, Vicdea did beleue 
verelp that the was a knight, x was with the ſodaine üght 
of her ſo ſtroke with loue r pꝛiſoner thereto, that the could 
not refraine but muſt needes diſcouer the ſame vnto her, x 
pꝛomiſed to marrie with him, if he made reuengement on 
the knight of the Dunne : the which ſeemed vnto the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe to be a god occaſion and coulour foꝛ her to enter into 
Grecia, and to defic the knight of the Sunne, ſhe would not 
diſconer her ſelfe vnfo Medea, but did diſſemble with her, 
ſaying , that the did her great pleaſure therein, and would 
ſtraight wates depart foz Grecia. But Medea, who was 
meruailouſip in laue with her, and loth to leaue her, ſapd, 
that ſhe would beare her companie, fo2 that ſhe would be 
pꝛelent to ſæ her make the battaile with the knight of the 
Dunne. The Empꝛeſle was verie glad thereof, and betwirt 
them was appointed the time of their departure. Bo after 
that ſhe had remained ther two dates, they went to ſra and 
ariued in Grecia , and came onto the citie of Conſtaptino- 
ple, in the oꝛder as you heard befoze, In the meang time 
that they Were in the kozreſt, after the battatle made with 
the knight of the Dunne, Medea Wag ſtill deceiued, belees 
uing that the Empꝛelle had bene a knight, and fo2 that they 
ſhould remain there all that night, after they had ſypped, 
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him why he did arme himſelſe, but the knight of the Bun 
made them no aunſ were, but made haſt to be armed, Zhen 
they ſering that he made no acconipt of their demand, went 
and did helpe hm till that he was whollp armed, the which 
being done, he commaunded Binzano 10 go and make his 
hoꝛſe in a readineſſe, and fo bzing him fh the gate $5 
the pallate, who ſeeing his Loꝛd with ſo Kiens a ſernblans; 
durſt not aſke him any other quefion, but ligne aq to2ch, 
and went and made his hoꝛſe in a redineſſe, and when they 
were ſadled and bꝛpdled and brought to the pallace gate, 
the knight of the Hunne deſcended gut oe his chanber, but 
when he ſaw the hozſe of his (quires alio in gread ingtie, he 
aſked Biniano wherefo2c he had ſadſeu moe honſe Lk U — 
owne, who aunſwered him and lade, that t was 0 de 
with him.

fayd this bigge knight? UWherefoze wouldeſt then knowe 


this,ſapd the knight of the Sunne? J would know this, ſayd 
the other, ſoꝛ that J come from a farre Countrie in his de⸗ 
mand, foꝛ to kill him. The knight of the Sun was fo farre 
dut of oꝛder and angrie, that it grieued him nothing to heare 
him ſaie ſo, x therefoze he fatd ; Tell mer who thou art, and 
What is the occaſion that thou wilt kil him, foꝛ that J am he 
that in this woꝛld doth molt deſire the death of this knight, 
and if thou doeſt tell mee this which J doe al ke the, 3 wil 


fell ther where thou ſhalf finde this knight of the Sunne, 


and not farre from this place thou ſhalt meete with him. 
Then the great knight who was glad of theſe newes ſapd: 
Thou ſhalt vnderſtand that J am called Brandimardo, and 
ſonne to Affricano that was king of Media, he that the 
knight of the Sunne flew in Babylon, and J am come foꝛ no 
other thing into this Countrie, but to reuenge the death ol 
my Father, and trauailing towardes the mightie Citie of 
Conl tantinople, there were certaine nights which did mil⸗ 
vſe mer, and hauing battatle with them, of ſeauen that were 
together J flew foure, and the other thꝛer fled, and harbour ed 
themſelues in this wilderneſſe, 4 J following them loft my 
waie, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that J haue beene foure dayes wandering 
herein without eating ante other thing than ſuch wilde 
fruites as theſe trees doth peld , This is the whole refolu- 
tion of thy demaund , therefoze tell mee now that 
thou pꝛomiſedſt vnto me, fo2 that J ſhall receiue ſo greate

equall battaple being defled by him firſt , ſo that thou noz 
none other hath ame reaſon foz to demaund bis death at my 

bandes. 
Oh immozfall Sods(ſapd Brandimardo) what great tur- 
keſie is this that pour diuine —_— hath ſhewed vnta 
uu. 
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*rcuſe me, but now ſeeing that it is ſo, that J ain abhoꝛred 
ol my Ladie, I will not kill my ſelfe, foꝛ the lafcgard of my 
ſoule lpke afaithfull Chꝛiſtian, but J will thether whereas 
none ſhall know noꝛ heare ame newes of me whether 7 bee 
aliue oꝛ dead, vea, there wheras the bꝛute beaſts cannot liue, 
foz that ſo falſe and diſloiall a man as J am deſerueth not 
to line, whereas they do receiue comfozt of the Sun and the 
{| weefneffe of the atre, 

Do ſaying theſe and many other things, this god knight 

trauatled, being verie furious, not deſiring anie other thing, 
but wherein it might colt him his life , And as he trauailed 
a ſpace in this ſoꝛt, and being entered a god waie into the 
wildernelle, loking befoꝛe him that waie which his hoꝛſe 
carried him, he ſawe come foꝛth out of a narrow path, from 
amongſt a buſhment of thicke trees, a mightie bigge knight, 
mounted vpon a mightie hoꝛſe, all armed in blacke armour, 
ſo bigge membꝛed, that he lacked little fo be a Gyauf, and 
as hee dꝛew nigh vnto him , hee ſawe that har carrped his 
beauer lift vp, and that he was of ſo furious ſemblaunce, 
and bꝛaue countenaunce, and by his bigge fature and well 
p20po2tiened members, hee ſeemed to ber veric valiant, 
and ſ&ing him come in this manner, he ſayde within him⸗ 
ſelle. 
Oh that my foꝛtune were ſuch, that this whom J now 
mectc, were that Milo , oz that mightie Hercules, o2 ſome 
other of no leſſe fo2ce, ſtrength, and valiantncſſe than they, 
that might ſo toꝛment my ſtrength in ſuch ſoꝛte, that this 
mo bodie ſo diflstal,might remaine in theſe fieldes fo2 ſode, 
vnto the bꝛute beaſts:but iny ſoule into the place of caſe in 
eternali gloꝛie, foꝛ whome it was created, 

In ſaying theſe wo2des , this bigge knight mernailing 
verie much at the bꝛaue and gentle diſpoſition of thy knight 
of the Sunne, dyd ſtaie his mightie hoꝛſe and beholding him 
ha ſayd : Tell meer Unight, wh = by foꝛtune of the court 
of the Emperour T :cvatio? Jam, fapde the knight of the 
Sunne: Then tell me, it thou — from thente, ik there 
remaineth a knight that is called the knight of the Sunne, 


ſapd 
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moſt vallanteſt x ſtrongeſt that was to ber kound in all the 
Pagan Countrie, 4 ap if {cerned afterward vato the knight 
of the Sunne he was of greater foꝛce and ſtrength rt 1s 
Father, and was of 1 . dexter itie in battalle. Ale with 
this he was verie fur tous and Tout, that at ſuch time as he 
was angrie, there was none lo har die as durſt abide befozꝛe 
him, although they were a thouſand knightes, yet he feared 
not them foꝛ that he was lo valiant and hardie, who ſceing 
that his aducrſaric wold not make battaile with the \ wo2d, 
becauſe he would not haue that vauntage, he ſheathed his 
(woꝛd againe, and went vnto that great Ohe whereas the 
knight of the Sun had rent off his bzanch , be ſet both bis 
handes vato another of no leſſe greatneſle than his, and 
renting it off with great facilitie, as one of great ſtrength, 
after that her had dꝛelled and righted it in the beſt manner 
he could, with great furie he went againſt the Unight of the 
Sunne, who was abiding his comming, at which mating, 
they did the one charge vpon the other with ſo grant furte 

that befoꝛe hath not bene ſeꝛene a battaile in ſuch oꝛder and 
of ſo vnviuall weapons, ſo well koͤughten, foꝛ p their blowes 
Were verie thicke, and ſtroke with outragious ſuric, in ſuch 
ſoꝛte that there was none that did behold them but had great 
feare and dꝛeade onelie in the ſight of their blowes. In this 
ſoꝛt they endured moꝛe than one houre, and neuer teated, 
charging one another that it was wonderkull to behold, and 
no aduantage knowen of either part, pet were they arcatly

did he neuer pꝛoue the like in all points, as was conſpꝛehen⸗ 


ded in hin Which was befoze him, r that not wü ut great 
realon he was ſo pꝛaiſed and eralted amengel ail the as 
gans, pet notwithlanding or his perſon he Was ot F672 and 


furious, that not one point of his courage dyd fal lim in 
that battatle , but he did in ſuch ſozte infozce himtelle and 
charge the knight ot the Sunne, that hee gaue him verie — 
to vnderſtand, that it was conuenient to vſe the vtterm not

me this daie, in that 7 baue met with this knight, which ig 


the thing — { haue moſt deſired in this — An Din aka 3 
ing theſe woꝛds he put dawne his beau; r, and hauing neue 
a ſpeare, foꝛ that he b2ake his with the lcauen knights that 
beſoꝛe he dig combat With, hee dꝛelw out a verieheauvic and 
bꝛoade word, aud fayd vnto the Knight of the Sun: Come 
on and let vs begin the }fo2 that J am determined 
not to depart from hence till luch time as one cf vs both re- 
maine heere dead in this wilderneſle Then the knight of 
the Sunne beeing determined not to make battaple with 
him with his word, foꝛ that be had ſtroken therewith the 
Empꝛeſſe Clandianahts miſtres, ſuppoſing that there was 
no knight woꝛthie to recetue anie blowes therewith, her 
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went vnto an ouer-growen Oke, whoſe bzanches were very 
bigge, he (ct both his handes vnto a bꝛanch thercof,aind dyd 
teare it as though it had bene a great willow, and cutting off 0 
the (mal bꝛanches, and reteining it with his hands, he made J 


thereof a'gallant club full of knots, and of lo great waight, 
that ſome other knight had inough to doe to lift it from the 
ground. But Brandimardo ſeeing that her wouldenter with 
him in battaile,not knowing What ſhould moue him theres 
vnto, hauing other weapon, he ſayd: Enight of the Sunne, 
Wherkoꝛe haue you done this, hauing at thy girdle al wo2be 
It ſcemeth vnto me that thou haddeſt rather make thy bats 
katle with battes like a baſe Countrie man, than with thy 
word, as becomnieth a god knight. Zhen the knight of the 
Sunne ſapd: Thou halt underſtand Pranchmardo, that 4 
do refuſe to make batfaile with my ſwoꝛd foꝛ no other thing 
but this, foz that few dares paſt ( without ante knowiedge 
thereof) I made battaile with a damſell who is of high eſtate 
and veſert, conſidering that J did strike and oppzelle her 
kherewith, there is no moztall knight that is woꝛthie torc⸗ 
teiue anie blowe there with, and hare {do tell ther, that fir ſt 
J woulde conſent to be to2ne in preces than ts vntheath 
it fo ſtrike thee, This Brandimardo Was a poung üönight, 
und at luth tune as his Father Attricano was llaine, hee had 
not retemed the ozder of lnighthode, and was one of the 
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and his hoꝛſe carried him about the field: but Brandimar- 
do dyd not iong gloꝛie in giuing this blowe, fo2 that the 
knight of the Sunne came ſtraight wapes againe vnto his 
remembzaunce, abandoned with wꝛath and ire, he retur⸗ 
ned his hoꝛſe with great furic,and with both his handes hen 
ſtroke him fo furious a blowe vppon the his healme, that her 


made it flie from his head a greate waie from him, and gaue 


a ſound lyke a Bell, and his mightie bat fell to the ground 
all to ſhieuered, Brandimardo remaining fo aſtoniſhed and 
from himſelfe, as though her had beene dead, and laie a longs 
vppon his hozſe necke, voiding from his mouth, noſe, and 
eyes great abundaunce of bloud, his hoꝛſe being toꝛmented 
with the foꝛte thereof, dyd carrie his maiſter into the woods 
amongeſt the thicke trees, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that not making anie 
ſtaping, he ranne moꝛe than two miles with him befoze that 
euer Brandimardo tame againe bnto himſelfe . Then the 
knight of the Sunne ſceing him in that caſe, dyd leaue him, 
without making ante account thereof, but fozthwith lette 
ſpurres bnto his hoꝛſe, and rode tozwardes on his iournep, 
ſaping bnfo himſelfe. 

Ah that 3 had met with Brandimardo at ſome other time 
than now, then would J haue made moꝛe account of him, and 
woulde haue done him moꝛe honour than J dyd at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, foꝛ that he ſemeth vnto me to be a meruailous god and 
valiant knight. But what account can hee make ol another, 
that eſteemeth not his owne lyfe? In this ſoꝛte trauailed the 
knight of the Sunne foure dates in that wilderneſſe, where - 
ſoeuer his hoꝛſe woulde carrie him, and not by his gouern⸗ 
ment, maintaining himſelke with ſuch wilde fruit as were 
there nouriſhed. no moze than lag ſufficient to nouriſh nas 
ture, becauſe hee would not kill himſelſe deſperatlie. It was 
one houre after the battaile was ended bekoꝛe that the ſtaut 
Brandimardo came againe vnto himſelfe, who finding Hints 
ſelfe alone and without his healme, his noie and face a!l 
- fwelled,and his cares fall of blaud , hee ſtraight wapes fell 
into reckoning in what perplexitie and miſerie ho ws 

bought, then like a mad man, ſuxious, and from hunſelle, hee

of his courage, and the two Squires that were pꝛeſent dyd 

fremble fo2 verie feare to fee with what great ſurie theſe two 
- dpd make their terrible combat, but both theſe knightes ber⸗ 
ing verie full of wzath and anger becauſe the battaile endu⸗ 
red ſo long betwirt them, thep ffretched themſelues vppon 
their ſtiroppes, and toke their knotted battes in both theyz 
handes, and ſtroke each other ſuch terrible blowes vppon 
their healmes, that all aſtonped they both fell downe vppon 
their hoꝛſes neckes fozwardes, and their battes being bꝛo⸗ 
ken al to pæces flew into the atre and made a terrible noiſe, 
but when theſe noble warriours came vnto their remem⸗ 
bꝛauntes and found themſelues without weapon, either of 
them lapde handes vppon his adnerſarie, and dpd embꝛace 
other with ſo great ſtrength, that it ſeemed their bꝛeaſts and 
backes would mete together, if thepꝛ god armour had not 
defended the ſame. In this ſoꝛte they were w2aſtling the 
one with the other a god while without anie aduauntage, 
ſo that in concluſion they were conftrained to ſeparate them⸗ 
ſelues, and with greate furte either of them ranne vnto a 
mightie Ohe, and laying holde on bigger bꝛanches than be⸗ 
fo2e they had, with great \wiftneſſe they toze them off, and 
dꝛeſſing them in the beſt wiſe they could, they returned vn⸗ 
to their foꝛmer battaile, ſtriking the one vppon the other ſo 
ſtrong and mightie blowes, that all the wide and great wil⸗ 
derneſſe dyd ſound at the furie ol them. But pet this ſecond 
battaile dvd indure but a while, fo2 that although that 
Brandi rardo was verie valiant, and ſhewed himſelle to ber 
erceding ſtout and furious, vet the knight of the Sunne 
being w2athfull and kindled in ire, at his terrible blowes 
there was no reſiſtance to bee made,fo2 that he ſtroke them 
in ſuch oꝛder and ſo thicke, that this ſtout Brandimardo dyd 
plainlie ſe that his ſtrength dyd increaſe, and repentes 
himſelfe that euer her came from ſo farre Countries to haue 
contention with him, vet netwithſtanding becanſe he would 
vauntage himſelfe of his great ſtrength, he rayſed himſelle 
in his ſtiroppes, and with both his handes her firoke ſi h a 
blowe at the knight of the Dunne, that hee aſtonied him, 
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ferne, whole Frange counten thee, tauſed great laughter 

vnto the Einperour and all thoſe wozth'e ꝛinces, and to 
the confrarie, great feare and dꝛeav vnto the Empꝛelle, the 
pꝛintelle Oliuia and Lindaraza, and Unto all the reſt of the 
Ladies and dainſclis that were there pꝛeſent, foꝛ that his 
lauage tountenaunce was ver ie terrible to behold. Then 


the ſtrange gentlewoman mak:tg great reverece vnto the 


Cmperour, ſaid as followeth, 
E that doth rule and gouerne the high Veauens and 
Earth, ſaue and increaſe thy high eſtate, moſt mightte 
Emp erowr Trebatio: the wile Lirgandeo, the king 
Florion of Perſia, (who greatly deſireth to ſtrue ther) as 
well fo: the highncſle of thy perſon,as foꝛ the great friends 
ſhip that they haue with thy ſonne the knight of the Sun, 
doe (end greeting, and doe kiſſe thy cmpertall handes , and 
doth moſt hartely requeſf the by me, that you would take 
and accept them as your owne ſabiecs , foꝛ that thou ſhalt 
finde 9 alwates faithfull and lopall vnfo the death:and 
beſides all this, y wiſe Lirgandeo doth ſend the this pack⸗ 
et of letters, bp the which, as one that hath atchiued by his 
wiſedome, the acknowledging of things foꝛ to come, doth 
giue thee aduiſement of ſome that is requiſite and voth ac⸗ 
compliſi verie much thy honour , as ſhall appeare by the 
ſame. And in ſaping theſe woꝛdes, the gentlewoman kner⸗ 
led downe befoze the Emperour, and killing his hands ſhe 
deliuered vnto him the letters. Then the Emperour with 
great loue did cauſe her to ariſe, and toke the letters and 
gaue them vnto his ſonne Roſicleer fo; to reade them, who 
did open them and reade them, that all that were pꝛeſent, 
might heare it, the contents were as followeth, 
Igh and mightie Emperour ef Grecia, although 
Hu my | letters be ſtrange and new vnto thee , pet 
is it no new thing, inthe god wil whith J haue to 
ſerne thee , fo2 that aboue all P2zinces in the wozld 
thou doeſt deſerue the ſame, as alſo fo2 the great dutie and 
feruice in which we are bound vnto thy ſonne , doeth con- 
ſtraine vs to acknowledge thee to be our Lozd, and fo giue

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did hlaſpheme againſt his Gods, and againſt all their pow⸗ 
ers, ſoꝛ that they had ſhewed themſelues fo contrarie againſt 
bim, and returning to ſreke his heaune, the Vyſtozie doth 
leaue him and the knight of the Hunne, oz fo tell you what 
paſled in this time in the Court of the Emperour 1 revatio, 


How in the Court of the Emperour Trebatio was found 
lacking the Knight of the Sunne, and being all veric fad 
and forrowful}, there came Letters from the v vide Lyr- 
gandco, which made them all amazed, Chap. 13. 


. E night being pa in which the knight 
En * I ok the Sunne departed, earlie in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning the nert daic, the Emperour Treba- 
1 Fi tio with his ſonne Roſicleer, accompanied 
with thoſe wozthie Princes and Unightes, 
went vnto his chamber foz to ſe him, but 
when they hart not finde him his armonur,no2 his qQUICLS, 
they were all verie ſoꝛt ie loꝛ his lodaine departure, pet wer 
they glad becauſe he was eſcaped and void of pcrill ; but the 
Emperour commaunded ſtraight wates that many knights 
ſhould goe forth and ſelte him, as allo the ſtraunge knight, 
fo; that he was verie ſozrowrull that he departed in ſuch 
ſoꝛt without knowing hum,becanſe he ſhewedhimfelfe to be 
a vakant and wozthte knight , So by reaſon of the depar⸗ 
ture of the knight of the Sunne „thep were all that date in 
ſufgence, being all together in a quadꝛan that was in the 
Sunn hal, after that dinner was done, there entered in at the 
z of the pallace,a Gentlewoman of veric ſtrange attire, 
ee unto that Counfric,and after her entered a ſauage 
Gpant,Hterce and terrible to re ede anie other ap⸗ 
pareil oz ar wont but a veric thicke and buſhie haire wheres 
with he was coucrev, with two nos b ones lpke a Bull un 
his doeh eden ind à great tatle behinde him like an Oxe, who 
brought vpon his ſhonlder a cheſt faſt locked, and made no 
mdze A 55 ath 18 enkerun {i {inks t the batt put ( T1 fit downe on 
eg rund, and fo io departe DA Func 1 1; 5 e Wag neuer moze 
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This Vetter being read by Roſicleer, it tauſed in them 
ſome alteration, ſaue onelie in the Emperour IJrebatio, 
and in him that did reade it, fo2 the which thep neuer mo⸗ 


ued ſemblance, neither did appeare in their faces that they © 


recetued ane trouble thereat , although the Letter did im⸗ 
poꝛt much matter of great impoꝛtance, becauſe in cqual ſoꝛt 
they could ſufter both aduerſitie and p2ofperitie, This bees 
ing done, the Gentlewoman did ffraight waies open the 
coffer that the ſauage bꝛought in, t toke. out thereof a lule 
of armour all red, of ſo fine a coulour and glittering ſterle, 
that all the peeces thereof ſeemed as though they had beene 
made of fine Rubies, and vpon the creaſt of the helme was 
there a crowne of verie pꝛecious and rich ſtoneg, that guue 
them verte wei to vnderſtand lo whom it was. And when 
ſhe had talen it all out, ſher turnediher ſelfe vnto the Em⸗ 
perour and ſaide: This armour the wife Lyrgandeo doth 
lend vnto ther, foꝛ that conſidering. the great vain 4 
perilles that are oꝛdained againſt ther, her hath nothing at 
this pꝛeſent to ſend thee, that Thall bee moꝛe p2ofitable; and 
her doth deſire thee that thou wilt put on no other arnionr 
but this, foꝛ that hee hath made it with his owne handes, 
and vſ\ed therein all his knowledge, onelie fo2 the ſafegard 
of thy perſon. The Emperour T'rcbatio was verie gladte 
and topfull of that armour the which the 'Gentlewoman 
bꝛought him, but much moꝛe of the god aduiſe and wars 
ning the which the wiſe Lyrgandeo dyd wꝛite him, as from 
his god and perfect friend, and knew not how to cratifie ſo 
great friendſhip t god wil as the wiſe man did ſhew vnto 
him. Then thoſe mightie Pꝛinces x woꝛthie knights which 
were there pꝛeſent, ſapde vnto the Emperour, that it was 
god he ſhould vnderſtand in putting remedie to pꝛeuent 
that which the wiſe man did giue him warning ol, k ts put 
all the people of his Empite in a readineſſe that he bee not 
taken tardie, and alſo fo w2ife bnto his *iendes fo2 their 
aide and helpe all that was poſſible © Do amongeſt then 
all, the firſt that aroſe vppe was the Pance Clauerm- 
do , and offered himſelfe to departe out of hande into 
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the connſell as vnto gur verie gd. friend , The hearts of 
valiant and ſtout barons, there is nothing lufficient to di⸗ 


turbe them, and thereroꝛe in few wopds J will ſhew ther 
— fie cauſe wherefo:e J doe Waite vnto thee, Thon ſhalt vn⸗ 


derſtande god Emperor, that alf the Pagans of the Oꝛi⸗ 
ent are riſen vp againſt thee, and in a ſhoꝛt time there will 
bezopned tagether ſo great an armie, that thoſe of Darius x 
Xerxes, altogether were not ſo manie, and the chiele Caps 
tains and generail of them all is, the Emperour Alicandro, 
father vnto the Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides, Emperour of the 
Tartarians, king of the Scitas,and E929 ouer the oztentall 
region „ Who ag thy moꝛtall enimie will paſſe into Grecia, 
with determination and gad Will foꝛ to deſtroy the . He 
hath in his companis ſowmanie Tout and valiantknightes u 
other of mightie ſtature, that it (hail ve requiſite, thy 72 
power and valiant courage, with the Arde and helpe of all 

hy friends. On the other fade doth ariſe the Oetidentall re⸗ 
gions, Who with great and mightie armies, ſhall fill all the 
Grecian fieldes againſt thee , but kane a god heart in all 
things, and make thy ſelfe readie, fo2 that theſe mightie 
things ars not oꝛdained foz baſe ſtomacks, but loꝛ the migh⸗ 
tie and generous as thou art. Neither doth the vaitantneſſe 
of the heart ſhew it ſelle fo much, as it doth in receiuing the 
terrible blowes of Foztune, who alwaies ſhoweth it ſelfe 
wolt-contrarie, at ſuch. time as he is cralted vnto the highs 
eſt of her whele And koꝛ that all that euer J can declare vn⸗ 
ta ther in this mattor is ſpoken o ar in a Paopt ;eſic, which the 
wiſe Artemidoro Wit pd 5 5 foꝛe front of t his pa ace, 3 Wil 
inlarge ns farther, but ape,that all ſhallcome to paſeas it 
is ther wꝛilten. Alla my nephew! king Flor ion and J,wilbe 
toztly in Grecia, with ſo much people as, poſſible we map, 
and take you no ſazow and griefe fo the departure ot the 
knight oi the mne, Lag though manie daics han paſſe 
befo2e you ſe him, pet the time will ceme, that his ſight 
chalbe ino22 acceptable viito. thy royatl pet (0, then at this 
pꝛeſent , wherewith. J Onan in ume thy Cuperial 
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Then the god king Sacridoro at ſuch time as hee ſhoulde 
depart towards his Countrie, hee went to take his leaue cf 
his great friend Roſicleer, who as vnto the beſt friende hee 
had in the woꝛlde, did embꝛate him, and not without thed- 
ding of many teares,he ſapd. 

Ah my god friends, J had thought that all my etui ſoꝛ⸗ 
tunes had bene concluded, that you might haue gone, as 15 
great reaſon,to haue taken pour reſt and cate, whercas you 
haue bene ſo long loked foz of that wozthic Qutene Ori- 
ſelua, but now ſ mp foꝛtune to be ſuch, that when a wan 
doth thinke himſelfe to bee at moſt quietnelle and ale, then 
doth ſhe beginne a new to giue meer troubles, lo that now 
J haue moꝛe neede of pour helpe and aide than heeretofgꝛe, 
defiring of God to gratifie you fo the ſame, fo2 that of my 
ſelfe Jam not able, and h& doth well knowe hot-orics 
uous it is to me as now to leaue peur compan! e, but non 
conſidering the ſtate of all thinges, it is not requiſite that 
JF ſhould be abſent one date from the Court. Then the 
god king Sacridoro with great lone dyd embꝛace Koſicleer, 
and ſapd. 

My god Lo:de, in nothing can foztune ew her rife 
moꝛe fauourable vnto me, than to offer occaſion wherein 3 
may imploie the god will that J haue fo ſerue you , onelie 
to paie parte of that wherein J am ſo greatlie bound onto 
vou, and theſe which you doe call mil koꝛtunes, are vnto mer 
god and happie fo2tunes , as well to haue occaſion not to 
loſe pour coinpante ſo ſone, which is ſo acceptable vnto me, 
as alio the moꝛe foꝛ the extolling of your foꝛtune: and my 
god Loꝛde, you ought not ſo greatlie to mernaile that 
thinges ſhould ſo fall out to make por carefull, and put pour 
friendes to trouble, fo2 that beeing pour Jratyer aind bꝛo⸗ 
ther and you of {o great highnelle, of pure foꝛc you ſhoulde 
ſhew your ſelfe ſtout againſt enuie, and enimie viito them 
of the woꝛlde, ſoꝛ that the moſt higheſt Pine N are moze 
aſſaulted of the windes than the other lowe iris, and the 
higheit mountaines moꝛe ſubieg vnto the thundering and 
tempeits that are conicaled in the Clowdes. Thus theſs 
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the kingdome of Fraunce, and to bꝛing from thence all the 


people that euer he could make. Then ftraightwates aroſe 


vp the god king Sacridoro, and ſaid as much: and after him 
K Bargindel of Bohemia, and the two pꝛinces Rodomarte and 
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Rodofeo, and many other mo that were there pꝛeſent, and 
ſubiect vnto the Emperour, Whome altogether did offer vn⸗ 
to him apde, with their owne perſons, and with all the peo⸗ 
ple that they might well bꝛing out of their countries. 
Here the valiant Tartarian Zoylo , could not offer anie 
ayde oꝛ helpe vnto the Emperour, ſoꝛ that he was certaine 
and ſure, that the king his father, and all his people would 
not be againſt the Emperour Alicandro, neither could not 
that woꝛthy Oriſtedes, fo2 that the people of that deſtroyed 
Trop, were verie fewe, neither could not the king Alama- 
des, foꝛ that hiak ingdome of Coꝛnc wall, was in great Bri- 
taine , Likewiſe the P2ince Liriamandro, foꝛ that he was 
fullte certiſted, that his Father the King of Hungaria, 
came in the fauour of the king Oluerio, againſt the Eni⸗ 
perour Trebatio, but yet all foure of them did offer to apde 
hun with their perſons , pzomiſing neuer to faile him, ſo 
long as like did laſt. At which friendly offer, the Emperour 
Trebatio, receiued fo great iope ⁊ pleaſure fo ſ& with what 
god. will they did offer themſelues, that his iope did much 
moze ſurmount the anger that he receued, when he heard 
the newes ient him by the wiſe Lirgandeo , and gaue vnto 
his ſonne Koſicleer, the charge in aunſ wering of the wiſe 
man, grotitping hun very much fo2 his god aduice, as alſo 
for the ayde of his perſon and people, as he wꝛote vnto him. 
o Roſicleer, toke the charge vppon him foz to diſpat h the 
Damſell, vnto whome the Empꝛelle his Bother gaue mas 
np rich and pꝛecious iewells. And he w2ote bnto the wiſe 
man a letter, in the name of the Empercur, ſuch a one, that 
be receued great pleaſure in the ſight thereot. So after that 
this Daͤmlell was departed from the Citie, within fews 
dayes after the pꝛince Claucrindo depar teh foꝛ France, and 
Bargandel foz Bohemia, ànd the other pꝛinees cuerp one in⸗ 
2 his owne countcie. I 


Then 
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came vnto the ſea fide, whoſe foꝛtune was ſuch, that at the 
ſame inſtant there was come a land out of a boat certa ine 
Mariners p tame to ſeeke freſh water fo2 a ſhip that was at 
the ſea a god waie from the land, in the weich ſhip was to 
the number of thirfic knights that came from the Jland of 
Candia, and were bound bnto Mifia, which is now called 
] ranttluania,bnto certaine triumphs and feaſts that were 
there oꝛdained, and as the Mariners were returning ſoꝛ to 
imbarke themſelues,the knight of the Sun did requeſt them 
to receiue him into their boate, foꝛ ̊ it ſtod him greatlic vp⸗ 
pon to palle into p Country. The Mariners ſceing him ok ſg 
gentle diſpoſition + wel armed. hey durſt not lay to the con⸗ 
trarie, but ſaid they were verie well content therewith. So 
this god knight did alight from his hoꝛ e, ⁊ allo his ſquireg, 
and entered into the boate with their hoꝛſes, the which being 
done, the Pariners began to row with great fo2ce tili ſuch 
lime as they tame vnto the ſhip, whereas thep Were verie 
well receiued of the knights, foꝛ ÿ the tomlinelle ef his pers 
ſon, iopntlie with the ſtrange riches cf his inchanted arn oe, 
cauſcd all them that did beholde him to haue him in great 
eſtimat ion, and to give him the honour that he deſerued, zut 
when that he did lift vp the beauer of his helme, tlep were 
all meruailouſlie amazed to fee how nature had wꝛought lo 
great perfection in his face, Besides all this, in his counte⸗ 
nance be ſhewed ſo great grauitie and ſtoutnelle, that as 
de was tail and verie well made, that there was not ene, 
as the wiſe Arte midoto fapth, that euer dyd (re hun, but his 
heart did alter, and wared timerous. And this W as ie of 
the excellenteſt vertues that was in this Umght, that hee 
neuer {awe knight in the face, although he were a ftraun⸗ 
ger, oꝛ other wife knowen that he would der de oꝛ make aue 
euill account of him, and this vertue did increaſe in him 
from his pouth, till inch time as he came vnto the perfect- 
neſle of his ſtrength, which was at ſuch time as he had bats 
kaile with that out and valiaunt Bramarant, as (hall bee 
ſhewed pon in the ſequrcale of this Yyſtozic , (oz vntpll 
that time, his foꝛce and urength, as allo the bignetle of his 
Ic(f, members 
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and many other thinges paſſed be tweene theſe two god 
and perfect friendes, till ſuch times as with many teares 
they toke their leaue the one of the other. So after that the 
king Sacridoro had taken his leaue of the Emperour, the 
Efmnp:eſſc,and of all the reit of his friends, hee departed out 
of the mightie Citie of Conſtantinople, and comming to the 
ſea ſide, he dyd embarke himſelke in a god ſhippe, and made 
ſaile towards the kingdome of Antiochia, and Roſicleer res 
mained in great ſolitarineſſe foz lacke of his compame,foz 
that the lone which hee bare vnto him was verie greate, 
who ſ&ing how much it did touch him, that which thoulde 
happen, although his father the Emperour I revatio, with 
great diltgence did vnderſtand in the pꝛouiding of all things 
neceſſarie. He likewiſe on the other part did all that cuer he 
could fo2 to iopne together the armie, and in wziting vnta 
his friends, giuing them to vnderſtand of the great nede 
that he had of them , But the abſence of the knight of the 
Sunne was vnto him verie grieuous, foꝛ that he would not 
that at that time he ſhould bee abſent from the Court, and 
fo2 to tel you what paſſed with him, the Hyſtozie doth leaue 
the other (ill time. 


How the knight of the Sunne came forth 3 wildernes 
of Grecia, and ſailing by ſea, was by a mightie ſtorme 
carried vnto the ſolitarie land, whereas was the diuelliſh 
Fauno, Chap.14, 


V Ith great ſozrow + gricfe did this Hiſtoꝛie leaue 
the knight of the Dun, trauailing through that 
wide, long, 4 thicke wildernelle of Grecia, after 

. that he had made the battaile with Brandimardo, 
in the which he trauailed many daies, and could neuer find 
the waie dut, in which tune there ha ppened vnto him manp 
great and notable aduentures, the which the authoz doth 
mw to rehearſe, ſoꝛ to make ſhoꝛt this firit part. Do after 

79d ſohile that the knight of the & unne 140 trauailed in 
ty it wildzracile alone with his two Dauires, in the end he 
came 
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and refreſh themſelues fo2 that they were out of quiet with 
the ſtoꝛme paſſed, but the Parriners knowing the Jland, 
haled iackes abo2d,and ran of from the land all that euer 
they could, crying out t ſaying, they would not go thether, 
foz that it was the Aland of the diuell, called the ſolitarie J- 
— how that if they went thether they ſhould all die 
the death. 

When the knights of Candia heard theſe woꝛdes, they 
were all greatlie amazed, fo2 they hadde heard befo2e time 
verie much of that Jland. But the knight of the Sun who 
was inclined by his valiant heart to attempt high 4 migh⸗ 
tie things, with great deſtre foz to ſce what it vas that they 
ſo greatlie feared, he aſked of the Pariners wherefoꝛe they 
called that the Aland of the Diuell, and whp they feared ſo 
much the death if they ſhould go thether⸗ And althongh alt 
the knights that were there pꝛeſent had heard verie much of 
the great perill and daunger of that Jland , pet there was 
none that could declare the certaintie thercof, but an olde 
Pilot that came as paſſenger in the ſame ſhippe, who had 
heard the whole truth thereof by certaine men which lefte 
the lapd Jland in reſpec of the great daunger, and he ſ&ing 
that the knight of the Sunne had great deſire to knowe the 
myſterie therof,in the pꝛeſence of all the knights that were 
there pꝛeſent, began fo declare the ſame as followeth, 


Ou ſhall vnderſfand{gentle Knight) that this Jlands 
was called in times paſt, the Jlande of Artimaga , fo2 
that it was gouerned by a woman ſo called „Who was 

ſo abhominable and euill, that neuer the Ipke Was ſane 
noꝛ heard of amongſt women, foꝛ that after ſhe came vnto 
the age of fiftcene peeres vntill the time of her death, which 
was moꝛe than thirtie yeeres , che neuer belcer!- d in God 
but in the diucil, and there was no date that paſſed oner 
her head, but ſhe lawe the diuell in the figure of a man, and 
had talke and conuerſation with her, as though he had bene 
her hul band, and ſhe did euerie daie twice humble her ſelfe 
J. iii. vnto 
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were all defirons to doe there a land / to; to eaſe 
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members did datlie increaſe , So hauing verie ov enters 
fainment by the knightes that were in the ſhippe, one of 
them aſked him of whence her was, and he ſapde, that her 
was of Grecia, and fo? that he ſapde no moꝛe vnto them, 
there was not one of them that aſked him ante other queſti⸗ 
an, although it ſeemed vnto them by his ſemblance,that there 
was ſome thing that did trouble and grieue him verie much 
be was ſo heauie. Thus they trauailed two dates together 
with pꝛoſperous Windes, paſling awaie the time in the beſt 1 
manner her could, but the third daie there aroſe a greate 
toꝛment in lo terrible ſoꝛte, that the ſhippe wherein they 3 
were was in great perill to bee loſt , The windes dyd in⸗ 
creaſe euerie moment moꝛe and moꝛe, in ſuch furious (ot, 
that all the cunning of the mariners did not ſerne fo2 the go⸗ ! 
uernment of the ſhip,buf were dziuen of necellitie fo2 to E 
veelde her vnto the curteſie of the winde and ſeas, dꝛiuing 
whereſocuer it pleaſed them. In this ſozt were they tum⸗ 
bled and foſſed with that tempeſt all that date and the night 
Yollowing, without anie ſemblaunce of calmenelle, and lo⸗ 
ked euerie minute loꝛ to bee cat awaie, which put greate 
feare amongeſt them all, ſauing vnto the knight of the Sun, 
who ſeeing the Sea ſo troubled, and the mightie wanes cats 
ſed by thoſe terrible windes, fighting one with another, he 
was not alonelie without all freare , but alſo dpd lyke Well 
thereof, and if was agre&able vnfo his minde, as vnto one 
that was wearie of his owne Ipfe, but the nert date follows 
ing, at ſuch time as they were without all hope to eſcape 
that danger, koꝛtune dyd lo ſerue them, that the ſtoꝛme be⸗ 
ganne to all wage, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that the Mariners might 
gouerne their ſhippe, but they found that they were put a 
great waie le ward from the place whether as they were de⸗ 
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diſcouered a farre off an Jland, and out of the middeſt there⸗ 
ol they might perteiue aſcend vp into the aire at times great 
flames and ſparkes of fire, with a terrible darke and thicke 
ſmoake, as though they hadde beene burning of ſome dꝛie 
things , And when they came nigh vnto the lame Jlande, 
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which the reteiued at her heart, foꝛ lacke thereof, Then the 

deteitfull diuell, full of pollicie,+ enimis vnto all humaine 
generatid, hauing great deſire to bꝛing vnto ende that euill 
foꝛtuned woman, the moꝛe ſurer to make his pꝛay vpon her 
ſoule, bethought Himlelfe of a meruailous eu and ſayde, 
that vnto that time he would not ronſent that ſhe ſhould 


haue any generation, in conſideration that ſhe loued him ſe 


wel, he wold not that the ſhould conceiue by anie humaine 
creature, but onelie by him, and that he determined to Iyg 
with her, certifping that ſhe ſhould fallte perſuade her ſelſe 
that p ſonne that ſhould be boꝛne of her, ſhould be the moſt 
ſtrongeſt that ſhould be formd in all the world, and in reſ⸗ 
ped — ber loue, that Jland ſhould be (poken of in rall the 
woud, 

Theſe woꝛds of the e dluell, cauled ſo great lope; a plea⸗ 
ſure in Artimaga, that as one front her (clie the fell downa 
pꝛoſtrate at his fete and killed them, fo2 that great bencftt 
offered vnto her, and with great impoꝛtunaſie ſhe deſtred 
him ſtraight wap to put it in vꝛe. Then the diuell hauing 
no other determination but onely to deceiue her, ſaide: thou 
ſhalt vnderſtande Artmaga that there is not giuen vnta 
mee ſo much power, ſoꝛ to know the noꝛ no humaine wo⸗ 
man, in the foꝛme of a rationall man, but in ſome other ſt⸗ 
gure and foꝛme of a wilde beaſt that is furious and won⸗ 
derkull, the which is onely fa2 to ſhew the difference that 1g 
betwirt our great power, and that of men And again, that 
which ſhalbe begotten by mee, to be of much moꝛe koꝛce and

When that Artimaga heardhim ſay theſe woꝛdes, with 
the great iope Which the reteiued, ſhe was voide of all (are, 
and (aide vnto him, that the ſhould recejue great contonts 
ment and pleaſure therein, although he came in the malt 
vglielt end fearefulleſt koꝛme that might be. 

Do the diuell fell at agrœiment with her, that vpon a 
certatne day ſhe ſhould goe into a Parke that was in that 
lande, being full of meruailong great and thicke trees, 
x" the did manie tines goe a hunting) and that he 
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And did wozthip him. The father and mother of 
Artimaga were veric euill and peruerſe, æ being 102ds 
and gouernoürs of this Jland at their death, they leſt this 
Artimaga df the age of ten veres, little moꝛe oꝛ leſſe, and foꝛ 
that there was no heire male at their deceaſe, ſhe was foꝛth⸗ 
with accepted fo2 LTadie and gouer nelle or the whole land, 
who when the ſawe that ſhe was abſolute of her ſelle, and 
all in her dilpoſition, he gaue her ſeife ſo much vnto all the 
enils and vices of this woꝛzlde, that ſoz her abhominable 
fangs. and wickednelſe, Ood dyd permit that when this 
Attimaga came vnto the age of fiftœne perres, ſhes was de⸗ 
ceiued with the dicell,and would neuer conſent vnto mar⸗ 
riage, foꝛ that ſhe would not ſubmit her ſelfe vnder the obe⸗ 
dience of her hul band, but pet the had moze than thirtis 
gallants at her commaundement, and had a great delight to 
chaunge euerie pore ſo manp moze, and with the greate 
conuerſation that ſhe had continuallie with the diuell, he 
came to bee ſo wiſe and cunning in the art Bagicke, that 
there was none in all her tune, although her were neuer ſo 
cunning, that might bee compared vnto her. Sher vicd ſo 
many and diuerſe loztes of inchauntmentes, that all thoſe 
of the Jland dyd feare her vene much, and although her abs 
hominable and yo2rible liſe lcemed verte euill vato them 
all, pet durſt thep doe no other thing, but to obey her foz 
their Ladie and gouerneſſe. It ſo fell ont that this cur⸗ 
fed woman was neuer brought to bedde, noꝛ neuer was 
with childe, although (in conſideration thercof many times 
{hx woulde not fo2 the ſpace of two 02 thꝛœ moneths to⸗ 
gether vſe the compamie but onelie of one man, foz the 
Which tHe receined great ſozrowe and gricte at her ver pe 
heart, in ſ&ing that ſhee coulde not haue anie iſſue of her 
bodie that might ſucceede her in the Lozdlhippe of that J⸗ 
lande, and many times when ſhe was in companie with 
the Diuell, ſhe dyd complayne verie much thereof, pꝛap⸗ 
ing him earneſtlie with greate deuotion to doe lo much tos 
her, that ſhe might haue a ſonne, with whom ſhe might com. 
ſozt her ſelle, and put ſong remedic vaio the great * 
Which 
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©o0d,foz her ſinnes and abhominable deſire, he was concets 
ned by that diuelliſh Fauno,in ſuch ſezt,that ſhe remapned 
with child. Then ſhe returned againe vnto her houſe, and 
the diuell carried the monſter vnto the place from whence 
he bꝛought him, and in the end of th2& moneths ſhe felt her 
ſelfe with child, foꝛ the which ſhe receined ſo great top and 
confentment as euer ſhe did in all her life,belecuing of a ter⸗ 
taintie that the ſonne that ſhoulde be boꝛne of her, lhoulde 
ba the moſt ſtrongeſt and mightieſt in ail the wozld, and 
neuer ceaſed giuing thankes vnto the diuell, foꝛ that he was 
the authoꝛ and father thereof. But in conſideration that his 
oꝛiginall is euill, and hath no other deſire no2 delight but 
to deceiue all humane generation: euen ſo all his wozkes 
and derdes cannot be but euill, and in great daunger # pꝛe⸗ 
iudice vnto our ſoules. So the time was expired z the houre 
come that Artimaga ſhould be deliuered, and ſhe was ſo big, 
bꝛoade, and \ welled, that ſhe could not moue her ſelfe from 
one place vnto another, in ſuch loꝛt, that all that dyd ſee her 
were greatlie amazed, foꝛ that ſhe ſeemed to be foure times 
ſo bigge as ſhe was befoze, and by reaſon that the fruit of 
her cohabitation was defozmed, monſtrous, and dinelliſh, 
they had no hope of anie naturall birth by oꝛdinarie courſe, 
but rent and toꝛe the bellie and entrailes of the mother, 
wherewith thee dyed and yeelded her ſoule vnto him whom 
ſhe ſo much beleued and woꝛſhipped, and the childe came 
foꝛth, the molt hoꝛribleſt and terribleſt creature that euer 
nature foꝛmed. This childe was ſcarce out of his mothers 
wombe, when that with a diuelliſh furie he toze in paces 
all that ener were befo2e him, and ran out of the does and 
toke the field, deſtroping and killing all that euer hee met 
withall, and neuer ceaſed till he came vnto the Parke and 
wade wheras he was begotten, and there he remained cer⸗ 
taine dapes, and neuer came foꝛth till hee was growen to a 
vigger ſtature, although then when he was boꝛne, he was 
as bigge as reaſonable I ion. He had not remained full halle 


Aa pere in theſe woves, but he increaſed lo much, that he ſer⸗ 
med to be as bigge as an Elephant, his fozme and figurd 
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would there tarrie her comming , Then the diuell fo2 to 
accompliſh and bꝛing to paſſe that which he had pꝛomiſed, 
went vnts the deſarts of Aftnica,4 out from the moſt high⸗ 
eſt and aſpar parts of all the mount Atlas, he bꝛought fo2th 
a monſtrous beaſt called Fauno,the moſt terribleſt amongſt 
all beaſts, and they (ate that by reaſon of the great abhomi⸗ 
nation vſed in times paſt by men, hauing copulation with 
monſtrous beaſtes, did ſo alter humane nature, that in pꝛo⸗ 
ceſſe of time it concluded in this (0 terrible and monſtrous 
beaſt; the faſhion and fozme thereof was as J will declare 
vnto you: Vis bodie was as biage as a great bull, in fozme 
and ſhape Ipke a Lion, with his fate full of rugged haire, 
and the clawes of his fete as bigge as twice a mans finger, 
and a ſpan long, his bꝛeaſt as big as of a hoꝛſe, and necked 
like an Elephant, and from that part bpward both head and 
face like a man, with a long beard of hard and thicke haire, 
but the head was verie bigge, and out of the middeſt of his 
ꝛzꝛehead came fozth an hozne as big as a mans arme and as 
long, whoſe fozce was ſuch, as alſo in his armes, that there 
was no beaſt ſo furious and ſterce, that was able to indure 
belfoꝛe him. Almightie God ſhewed great fauour vnto man⸗ 
kinde, fo2 that of theſe beaſtes there are but a few in the 
wozlv,and they are not to be found but on the higheſt parte 
of the mount Atlas, which ts all deſert and no inhabitation, 
fo2 if thep were whereas there is people, one of theſe beaſts 
alone were ſufficient fo2 fo deſtroie a whole kingdome. Do 
the dinet finding out this monſtrous beaſt, he entered with⸗ 
in him, and bꝛought him vnto this Aland, and tarried with⸗ 
in the Parke till the comming or Artimaga at the houre 
appointed, who with the greate deſire that the had to cons 
teiue by the diuel,betraced no tin but kept her houre,and 
although ſhe had great aſtoniſhment at the fierceneſſe and 
terrible ſemblance of that monſter, pet fo2 all that it did not 
abate her tourage, beleuing of a certaintie that it was the 
diuell, and foz that the dinell was within the monſter, ha 
ſpake by the mouth of p Fauno all that was requiſite, To 
tonclude, be deceiued Armmaga » and by the permiſſion of 
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vnto them to be one of the ſtraungeſt that euer happened in 
all the woꝛld, pet the ſtraungeneſſe thereof was not ſo ters 
rible vnto all the reſt of the hearers, as it gaue great deüre 
vnto the valiant ⁊ woꝛthie knight of the Sun to go a land 
at that Jland, and to goe and ſecke out that pollelled Fauno, 
fo2 that the hearing thereof did not cauſe anie feare oꝛ dꝛead 
in his couragious heart, as he Wyo loꝛ ſuch like attempts (a⸗ 
bone all other font kitghts) was created, x did litie effeernc 
the venturing of his like, whereas the honcur and gloꝛie of 
ſuch woꝛthineſſe is put in aduenture, and in eſpeciall in that 
time abhoꝛring hiuiſelke in conſideration of his fact, he was 
ſo furious and delperate, that he neither feared noꝛ dꝛeaded 
the entrie into hell, much leffe the Fland , Thus he bering 
fullie determined to goe a land, called vnto him Aurelio 
and Biniano his ſqutrez,and calling them apart, in ſhedding 
many ſalt teares which ranne down his graue countenance, 
he ſayd theſe woꝛdes. 

My god friends, God doth know what great griefe it is 
vnto me foꝛ to declare this which J haue fo ſaie, and what 
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fozrow J doe fle at my heart befoꝛe J doe vtter it, not ſo 


much fo2 that it doth touch me (although my milfoꝛtune a- 
boue al other in the woꝛld is moſt ffrangeſt ) as it is foꝛ that 
J doe ſ&,at ſuch time as J ſhould doe ſome thing foꝛ vou, x 
to giue you reward foꝛ your great god ſeruice done vnto 
me, à am conſtrained to abandon and leane you alone with⸗ 
out any hope euer to ſee you moꝛe, this is the thing that doth 
ſo grieue me, iopntlie to conſider how my loſſe will bee la⸗ 
mented of my father and mother, my bꝛother, and all my 
friends, that to declare it my tongue doth faile mee. Ah my 
god friends, pou ſhall vnderſtand that my departure out 
of Conſtantinople was foz no other intent but fo2 to leaue 
the wozlde, and fo2 to goe whereas J might ſhoꝛten mp 
bates, and thether whereas it might not bee knowen vn- 
to anie whether J be aliue 02 dead, foz that my cntli foz- 
tune is ſuch, that it doeth not atcompliſh mee fo2 to line 
anie longer here amongeſt men, and in conſideratton 


herreof( J dyd at our departure) ſo much requeſt you that 
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was much moꝛe hoꝛrible than that or his father although he 
did reſemble him verie much, and beſides all this, he had a 
whole legion of diuels within his bodie, who in a figure of 
armed men, many times come fo2th at his hozrible mouth, 
and did great harme whereas thep went, ſo that foꝛ this oc⸗ 
taſion he is called the diuellich oꝛ poſſeſſed Fauno, So after⸗ 
ward when that he was come vnto his full ſtrength, which 
was within halfe a pere, he left the wods,+ went thꝛough⸗ 
out all the Jland, ⁊ did io much harme, that he left none a⸗ 
live where he became, ſome llaine, and other ſome hearing 
the repozt of his crueltie, ſled awaie, ſo p the Jland is lefte 
deſolate, and no inhabitants therin, neither anie other lining 
thing. So all thoſe ÿ haue ante notice of this Jland, doe not 
onelie refuſe to land vppon it, but alſo they dare not come 
nigh it with their ſhips, fo2 that many times this poſſeſſed 
Fauno hath ben ſeenc enter into the ſea a great ſtones caſt, 
when that anie ſhip oz barke were nigh the ſhyoꝛe, and if that 
by milfoꝛtune thoſe vnhappie trauailers doe fall into his 
hands, there is none that eſcapeth with their liues, fo: that 
with the hoꝛne that he hath in his foꝛehead, at one only blow 
he teareth a ſhip in perces, then after with his strong armes 
and vnmercikull teeth he rents 4 teares in peces all that is 
bekoꝛe him, and there is no ſtrength of man, noꝛ armour ſo 
ſtrong, that can withſtand his furie,fo2 that his hoarie (kite 
is of ſo great hardnes,y it is not poſſivie loꝛ anie Weapon to 
enter it. This is p occaſion gentle knight / this Jland is ſo 
much ſpoken ok, and fo feareful vnto all ſailers that paſſcth 
this Waie, and why it is called the Jland of the diuell, and 
that fire which we doe lee, with that thicize ſmoake that aſs 
cendeth into the aire, is all that which pꝛoctedeth out of the 
terrible and hoꝛrible mouth of that diuelliſh Fauno, foꝛ that 
it is full of infernall diuells. By this you may iudge what 
the monſter ſhould be, that thzoweth from him ſuch won⸗ 
derkull and terrible infections, 

This woꝛthie knight of the Sun at this diſcourſe of the 
olde Pilot was greatly amazed, and lo were all the knights 
of Candia that came in the ſame ſhip,the which thing ſeemed 
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quietneſle, and pleaſure , Do my will is, that after J am 
departed,you go with theſe knights vnfo Tranſiluania, and 
from thence to returne into Grecia, and there to tſtablyſh 
pour ſelues with the Emperour my father, without giuing 
him to vnderſtand ok anie thing that hath happened vnto 
me, ſince my departure out of the mightie Citie of Conſtan- 
tinople,but ſaie that you loſt me in the wilderneſle of Gre- 
cia, and remaine with him, foꝛ that J am ſure that hie and 
my bꝛother Roſicleer will doe as much fo2 you, as though 
J were there my ſelfe: and ik at ante time by foꝛtune you 
doe merte with the Empꝛeſle Claridiana , you ſhall ſape 
vnto her, that at ſuch time as J departed from you, J lekt 
pour companie, foꝛ that J went out of the woꝛlde, becauſe 
that in liuing J ſhoulde not ber odious vato her, no2 cauſe 
her anie moꝛe anger, and of one thing the ſhall bee ſure, that 
ſo long as (hee liueth, ſhe ſhall neuer haue ante newes 
of me. 

When the knight of the Sunne had lapd theſe woꝛdes, 
theſe two his god Squires did weepe ſo bitterlie, thar they 
had no power to ſpeak in a god ſpace, in the end they caught 
him by the armour, and held him faff, ſaying : Oh our god 
Loꝛd, wherefoze is it you pleaſure fo2 to leaue vs in fo great 
ſoꝛrow and care, and to cauſe your father and mother, bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen, and friendes, alwaics to liue in great heauineſſe and 
griefe. Ahat great griefe is this that you haue concetned, 
which 1s the occaſion that you doe deſire the death: What 
greater euill may happen bnto the world, than to haue the 
lacke, æ ſuſtaine the loſſe of ſuch a knight as thou art? Cons 
ſider our god Loꝛd, that if you doe perfoꝛme this which pon 
ſaie you will, pon doe not alonclie loſe pour life, but alſo 
Pour ſoule, foꝛ in concluſion, it is a deſperate death. Foꝛ the 
ioue of God( our god Lo2d) let not ſuch things paſſe once 
into pour thought, foꝛ that no man in all the woꝛld can ima⸗ 
gine a thing of a woꝛſer determination, and herrein pou 
Hall alſo laſe both bodie and ſoule, and (hall be the occaſion 
of the death of the Emperdour Trebatio pour father, and of 
the Empꝛeſſe Briana pour mother, foz as they doe loue your 

moze

vdu ſhould haue remained with the Emperour my Father, 
foz that he and my bꝛother Rolicleer might reward pon fo2 
the great leruice done vnto me , fo2 that J am not able to 
doe it, and being at that time ſo much impoꝛtuned by pon, 
that by anie meanes J could not leaue your companie, but 
now the time is come that my ſozrowtull deſtinie hath per⸗ 
mitted, that from this daie fozwardes J am conſtrained to 
leaue pou, and to make reckoning that of you noꝛ of my fa⸗ 
ther and bꝛother J was neuer knowen. The occaſion therof 
J will not declare vnto pou, foꝛ that alonelie my hart ( who 
doth ſuffer the inconuenience) ſhal know it. But thus much 
I will ſaie vnto vou, that if the perill in loſing of my ſoule 
did not diſturbe me, J haue ſufficient cauſe to giue my ſelfe 
a thouſand deaths with my owne handes, and fo2 that my 
life is ſo heauie and grieuous vnto me, and that my fozce £ 
ſtrength 1s not ſufficient foꝛ to ſuffer the ſame,J am deter⸗ 
mined fo2 to go a land on this Jland of þ Fauno, and there 
to end my vnhappie daies, and if it ſo fall out, foꝛtune to be 
fauourable vnto me, in that J do duercome and kil the mon⸗ 
ſter, J (hall doe great ſeruice vnto God, in taking out of the 
woꝛld a thing ſo fierce and abhominable, then afterwarde 
ſhall that Jland be verte ſolifarte and fit foz my purpoſe, 
where J meane to end iny ſoꝛrowlull dates, And if my foꝛ⸗ 
tune be fuch that J die in the power of the F auno, (as ſure 
J am that F owe a death)then ſhall J there pate the death 
that is due vnto this my mozfall bodie, and the debt that 
is due vnto this bnhappie and troubleſome woztd , Theres 
foze my god friends, I doe moſt heartelie deſire you, fo the 
great god lone which you dyd al waies beare vnto me, that 
at this pꝛeſent you will ſhew it to be moꝛe than herefofoze, 
and to be confozmable vnto my wili,and to thinke well of 
this my pꝛetente, and to haue patience, and perl wade with 
vour ſelues in this my departure, and to comfozt pour ſelues 
in that it is a great griefe vnto me foꝛ to leaue yon, and to 
tonclude, the lpfe of man is byiefe and ſhoꝛt, and fult of mi⸗ 
ſerie and anguiſh, and J pꝛaie and beſeech the vniuerſall cre⸗ 
ato;,that we may in the other world with moze iop, quiet⸗ 
nelle, 
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umazed thereat, and thought him to be a deſperate knight, 
and one that was wearie of his life, that wold give attempt 
to ſo ſtrange aduenture, hauing heard the wonderfull thing 
that the oide Pilot had tolde them of that Jland, who ber⸗ 
ing there pꝛeſent, z ſaw with what determination, he wold 

goe vnto the Fland,and with what efficacte he dyd demand 

the ſkiffe foz to goe a land, befoze them all hee ſapde theſe 

Wo02des. 

I greatlie meruaile at you (Sir knight) hauing heard 
che wonderfull things that J haue tolde vnto you of this Fs 
land of the dinell, and pet you haue ſo great will to go the⸗ 
ther, of truth J cannot iudge that it doth pꝛoctede of anie 
ſtrength o2 couragious heart, but of ſome deſperation that 
pou haue with you , Wherebp port doe abbo2zre pour owne 
life, fo; that ſtout and conragions Barons doe neuer put 
their lines in aduenture, but whereas they haue hope to get 
honour and vigoꝛie, but that man which doth put himſelfe 
there wheras he doth aduenture no other honour, but to die 
the death, it may be wel ſaid Þ it is moze of deſperatid, than 
of foꝛce 02 courage. What account doe you make of pour 
obne frength? I ſaie, i it be equall with that of Hercules, 
t that of Thebano, pet were it not ſufficient to eſcape from 
the hands of that poſſeſſed Fauno, ik once you goe a land, and 
if is well knowen that all the people of the Jland coulde 
not make ante defence againſt him, although there were as 
mongſt the moe than the thouſand knights,beſides other 
common people verie ſtout and clubbiſh, and pet will pou 
take vpon you alone the enterp2iſe , lurelie it is a plaine 
thing to vnderſtand, that you will Kill pour ſelfe, fo2 that 
pot will put pour ſelfe in that aduenture, whereas it is im⸗ 
poſſible to ſaue pour life, the which is a thing moſt abhoꝛ⸗ 
red befoze God, and this pꝛoceedeth onelie of the lacke of 
wiſedome, weakneſle, and want of patience,and to the cons 
trar ie, each one where wiſedome remaineth with equal hart 
and valiant courage doth ſuffer all humane troubles,+ not 
fo! euerie little trouble, doth ſtraight waies abhoꝛre them⸗ 
ſelues, and ſo from a little euill fall into another far greater, 
What

mo2e than themſelues, they will die with verie anger and 
griefe,whon they hall heare of your pcrdition,4 vnto none 
it wil be lo grieuous as vnto the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, who 
is the occaũon of all this your ſoꝛzrow. hat ſhall we dog 
(vnhappie as we are) when that wee ſhall finde our ſelues 
all alone without your companic? How can we returne vn⸗ 
to Grecia, when that the ſublets doth lacke their ſo greats 
eſteemed P2ince? Mith what ſemblance oz countenance can 
we come in the pꝛeſence of pour Father, not daring to de- 
clare the lofſe and death of his ſonne? Dught not we greak⸗ 
lie to be ſoꝛrowfull to thinke how our hearts muſt be hard⸗ 
ned, that when pour b2other and friends ſhall demaund 
of newes of pou, and we kmolwing the cencluſton, dare not 
be ſo hardie as to viter it? What is he that can ſuffer ſo 
great griefe, oꝛ d llemble ſo great ſozrow? God fo2bid that 
euer anie ſuch thing ſhoulde bee permitted, wee will firſt 
conſent to bee dꝛowned in this deep ſea, than to returne ins 
to Grecia without your companie. And if pou doe ſtill cons 
tend to goe a land on that Jland o? the diuelliſh Fauno, we 
will goe with you and beare you companie, fo2 that wee 
ſhall thinke our deaths happie to loſe them with yours,and 
had rather iopntly to die with you, than to liue one moment 
in this wozide foz to lament and fle the griefe of pour 
death. 

Theſe and many other thinges in effed, ſapd theſe ge 
Squires, ſhedding many ſalt teares fo2 to withdzawe = 
Loꝛd the knight of the Sunne from his determination, but 
all did pꝛofit nothing (foꝛ although it was great anguich and 
moztall griefe vato him fo2 to depait frem them) yet was 
he lo firme in his determination to accompliſh that which 
he had ſaid,that if all the whole wozld han bene there pꝛe⸗ 
ſent foꝛ to diff wade him, yet had they not ben ſufficient foꝛ 
to withdzawe him from the doing thereof, And therewithail 
he requeſted the Partners to launch ont their (kiffe on the 
water, But whor the Mariners and all thoſe kmghtes of 
Candia did vnderſtand his determination, and ſawe how 
pitticullie his Squites did weepe foz himzthey were greatly 
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to tauſe you fo be Wearte + abhoꝛre pour owne life;nepther 
to goe and put your ſelfe into the handes of that diuelliſh 
Fauno, whereas pon doe aduenture no other thing but mars 
tirdome to pour bodie, and perpetual tondemnation fo your 
ſoule. Let the Loꝛd diſpoſe of thy bodte accoꝛding vntd his 
will, feeing he made it, there is no reaſon to the contrarie, 
doe not pꝛocure to deffrote the Caſtle, whereas thou latedlh 
neither ſtone noꝛ timber, and no other thing is thine but 
onelie the coumpaian: Doe not abzidge God of that work, 
whereas he did not onelie create the fleſh, but alſo bont s. 
bloud;am ſpirit; And it ſeemeth vnto melas it is moſt true) 
that there is no other Loꝛd oner celeſtiall and ferreffriall 
things, but he that made all things? Well then, ſceing that 
of our ſelues we are nothing, but all xs of Cod, and coms 
meth from him, wherfoze doe we humane creatures thinks 
that we may liberallie doe all things vnto our diſtretions ? 
Curteous Anight, if you haue ante fozrowe and griefe, pol⸗ 
ſible God doth it to pꝛoue vou, the which although it ber 
now troubleſome vnto you, map yet ſo fall oat, that anos 
ther time it will ber pꝛofitable, and if it bee inkollerable, it 
tannat endure long, tarrie the voice of the Loꝛd, ſoꝛ that hee 
will call pou, and make no aunſ were befoze her call you, foꝛ 
that it is determined not onelie the date but the houre of thy 
end, the which thou oughteſt not to abꝛeuiate and cut off, 
fo2 that thou art not able to dilate it, foꝛ it is impoſſible. 
There hath bane ſome that hath taken it before their 
time, thinking therebp to elchue a little bꝛieke and momen⸗ 
tarie trouble, and dꝛowned themſelues in that which ne⸗ 
uer ſhall haue end. A mightie Ring oz Lode leaueth in a 
Cattle oz foztreſſe a lieuetenant to garde and kope the 


ſame, who thinketh that her doth commit great treaſon ta 


depart from thente without liſence of his Loꝛde. Why 


that the ſoule doth againſt the king ol heauen, koꝛ to depart 


trom the bodie, _— be pat it to be his liefetenant and 


Ele rade thatt there was neuer wile man b did fo bull a 
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then ſhalt wer not thinke that the treaſon is farre greater 
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That other thing haue youu in al this world that maketh 
a man moꝛe to abhoꝛre and hate himſelfe and his owne life 
than afflicttons and troubles? And it is manifeſt vnto vs, as 
it is ſpoken by the wiſe, that troubles appertaineth onelte 
vnto men. Likewiſe that holie and afflicted lob ſatth, that 
fo: trauailes and troubles man was boꝛne, but thoſe which 
haue no patience noꝛ ſtrength foꝛ to ſuffer aduerſities, thin⸗ 
keth(that al things that doth not fal out acco2ding vnto their 
deſire and appetite) that they haue iuſt occaſton to deſire and 
pꝛocure the death, and vpon the ſodaine they are in ſuch a 
rage, that fo2 eucrie light thing they doe not onelie anger 
themſelues againſt foꝛtune, but alſo againſt themlelues, and 
that which is woꝛſt of all, they are out of patience with God 
that dyd create them, vſing againlt him woz2des ok greats 
abhomination, as though that if God did not all things vn- 
to their willes, then doth he them great iniurie, but vntg 
them that bee wiſe, what ſtate ſo euer God doth ſend them, 
they accept it in god part, if it bee with pꝛoſperitie and top 
they accept it with a god will, and if it bee ſadde and ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowfull, thep ſuffer it with patience , and when that with 
the occaſions they cannot bee merrie, then doe they comfoꝛt 
themſelues with patience, foꝛ that there is nothing ſo coms 
foꝛtable and pleaſant as is patience: therewith heauie and 
ſoꝛrobofull heartes are made glad and iopfull, wꝛonges are 
bꝛought to perfection, it mpllificth hard hearts, x do mitigate 
difficultneſſe, aſpar things it maketh plaine, and ceaſeth all 
quarrels and ſodaine motions, and finallie there is nothing 
of moꝛe quietnes and comfozt than is the lite of the patient. 
Theſe wrepinges , thele complaintes, thele clowdes and 
ſtoꝛmes, that cauſeth the weake barke of car humane lyfe 
to bee daſhed and bꝛoken in peeces againſt the rockes, pꝛo⸗ 
ccedeth of no other thing bu? of the kollie and impatience of 
men. So that (gentle Knight) if pon dpd ſuffer with pati⸗ 
ence the troubles and afflicions of this life (conſidering 
that in the end there cannot be found a thing moze coms 
mon amongeſt men) then ſhoulde no peruerſe foꝛztune, al⸗ 
though it dpd neuer (@ ſtronglie aſſault you , be able 
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i death, and the ſame life is the path wale therevntd, and wa 
ought to feare death moꝛe than to be boꝛne, and we ought 
1 to flie-from the death, yet both of them niaketh nature per» 
fect , and nothing of necellitie doeth accompante Nature 
| which ought tobe feared, and he that doth abhoꝛre and feats 
things naturall, it followeth that he ſhould likewiſe rare x 
: abhozre nature, which was the occaſion of life z to be bone, 
; (ſauing if you thinke that in part you ought to pꝛaiſe, and in 
. part to deſpiſe and abhozre)but all men of ſmall diſcretion 
x doe feare death, and J doe not meruaile thereat,fo2 that all 
: their felicities is in their bodies, the which without al doubt 
i doth end with death, and with great reaſon they doe fears 
; that, which they eſteeme as their chiele delight, fox that hu⸗ 
1 mane nature is ſuch, that it wil not refiſe noꝛ lacke their fes 
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] meth of his bodie,tnomoze than of an ruib member, and hath 
] all his deſire ſet vppontheimmoztalitie of the lcule, who 
3 when it departeth krom the bodie;maketh no mode account, 
but as one that in the moꝛning departeth from an heauie * 

comberſome lodging where he remained all night. Ir man 
i dꝛeade death, feare is not to be blamod, fo that the ſoule is 
; immoꝛtall x cannot die, but the bodie onelie:ts it nota mans 
dutie to haue care of his enimie, and if he keare it pꝛoccedeth 
1 of follie,but yet it is moꝛe fœliſhneſte foꝛ to deſire the thing 
I the which he cannot obtain, z to put from him that which is 
: impoſſible to leaue. All creatures bozne,as wel as thoſe that 
| are to be boꝛne, although there de a great diuerſitie of liuing 
4 tot their deaths, pet to die is naturall vnto them dH. Nihat 
I do vou thinke fo flie from that which your kathers + grand- 
; fathers,x their pꝛedeceſloꝛs, yea, Amperours x kings could 
i neuer eſcape: let vs turne our backesall that cuer we tan frõ 
I death, auoide the perils thereof, pet in the end it ſhall haps 
pen vnto vs, as vntd him that ſlmattcth his cies at the blow 
ofhis enimie, ſuffering the gricte thereof becauſe he would 
not ſee it. And whereas pou ſaie, that it is god fo2 me to 
liue longer, and not to pꝛocure my death befoze my time, 
J te vato ou that there is none 2 befkoze his _

kack, as dyd Cato in killing of himſelfe, foꝛ that her woulde 
not loke Cæſar in the face. Let not fo much bee ſpoken of 
pon (gentle knight) it will ſeme much woꝛſe, becauſe pou 
are a Chꝛiſtian, and it is a thing pꝛohibited and foꝛbidden 
by God, wheras he ſaith, Thou ſhalt not kill. Why ſhould 
wee then kill our felucs? Likewiſe hee doth bidde vs lone 
our neighbours as our owne ſelues. Zherefoze haue a god 
confidence and truſt in all thing, faz that it is not the part 
of a ſtout champion; but to beare a god countenaunce vn⸗ 
ta the double face of foztune, and to the contr arie, a wo⸗ 
mans heart that doth yeloc fo2 feare. Therefoze touching 
this matter (gentle knight) J wil ſaie no moꝛe, foz that vn- 
to them that hath a better vnderſtanding than J haue, A 
bane ſapd nothing but to put you in remembꝛance. Likes 
wile it is needfull,fo2 that if vou haue your wittes occupi⸗ 


ſuch ſoꝛte, that vou cannot diſcerne thinges at hand. With 
this the olde Pilot concluded his talke, and although the 
knight of the Sunne at that time was in better plight to 
fight againſt fiftie knightes, than to take counſaile of one 
man, pet-fo2 all that he dyd conceiue well of the woꝛdes ol 
the Datrone, as of him that was indued with no leſſe wiſes 
dome and vnder ſtanding, than with fozce and ſtrength, 
and fo2 that his determination was ſa firme to accompliſh 
his deſire, and againe the knightes that were there pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, as alſo the Pilot ſhoulde not iudge him to be an impa⸗ 
tient man and one of linall dileretion, her ſaid theſe wozds 
fatiowing, 

If ſo beer that the life ot man might be perpefnall and 
ture foz euer, as immoꝛ tall, and the ſoule to die, then with 
great reaſon ought we to cheriſh and make much ol our bo⸗ 
dies and ſlie lrom all ſuch perills as might giue an octaſion 
vnto death, foꝛ that her that ſhould: ſo die, might certainlie 
account himſelfe vnhappie, fo: wheras betoze hee was ſoms 
thing, he ſhould be conuerted into nothing. But as it is a 
thing naturali to be boꝛne and to die (as wile men ſaith) that 
vr ontering into the ne with life, is the beginnitig 4 

; death, 
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ed in paſſions, the ſame doth blinde the vnderſtanding, in 
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by his concubine, did raue in ſuch lot, that he thought it the 
beſt remedie to kill himſelfe with a knife: with what great 
god will would the Emperour Adriano ſuffered himlelke 
to haue bene toꝛne in preces of a furious Lion, if his people 
would haue luffered him, rather then haue abidden that ter⸗ 
rible ſickneſſe whereof he dyed. Many other mo as is Wels 
knowen, did hope fo die of their naturall deathes, and yet in 
the ende they died of verie deſperate and cruell deathes, and 


poſſible befoꝛe they eſchewed farre wozſe . And you wha 


doth gine coũſell foz to flic from death, J would you would 
tell mee how farre you are from it pour ſelfe, of trueth if 
pou doe conſider verie well, pou ſhall finde that there is 
but a thin bozde betwirt you and death: and not yet two 
daies pat when that you thought the honre was come. Oh 
falſe and foliſh woꝛld of men, that flpeth with great dili⸗ 
cence from one little perill on the land, in reſiſting wher⸗ 
of, there is no hononr to be gotten) x vet putteth not doubt 
to put themſelues vnto thele deepe ſeas, wheras their lies 
18 i the conrteſtc of the windes to onerthzow them, and or 
the terrible waues to dꝛowne them, they flic fram one foils 
on the land, and putteth their liues in foure farre wo. ſe vp⸗ 
pon the ſeas, in a ſhippe that is alſwaies mouing, the mari⸗ 
ners neuer in one accoꝛd, the water that neuer Kadeth ſtill, 
and the winde that neuer reltcth , 

What Dꝛagon oꝛ furie is vpon the land that doth feare 
vs mo2e then vpon the lea, whereas it is well knowen an 
innumcrable ſozt of men hath bene dꝛowned. There is no 
furie noꝛ wilde beaſt vpon the lande, but that it is poſſible 
by the loꝛte and ſtrength of man, to make dekente and reſi⸗ 
ſtance:but vpon þ ſea, if vou iopne together all 5 trengthes 
of the moſt valianteſt men in all the wozlde, vet are they 
not able to make any reſiſtãce againſt one ſtoꝛme oꝛ tẽpeſt, 
but if they pleaſe they may make thꝛuſts with their ſpeares 
into the water, and frike with their { wozdes againſt the 
windes, And now ſeeing that ther is all theſe perills en the 
ſea, wherefoꝛe mp god friend, doe you not take the counſel 
foz your ſelfc,the which you doe giue vnto mer: What doe

god, and ſome th2owne from the toppe of a mountaine, ſome 
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fo2 that all men dieth not at one time, and as wiſe men 
ſaie euerie one hath his time appointed, the which being 
accompliſhed; he concludeth his fine, and foꝛ that wer haue 
nat ſo much liſence to call time backe agame, neither to 

tate of neceſlitie wee mult pꝛatcede feꝛwards, No man can 
die but at his time appointed. ſauing i hee take the time foꝛ 
him, that himſelfe hath alligned, and not byhim that doth 
ailigne nature and foꝛtune . It is a [mall matter touching 
the immoꝛtalitie of the ſoule, ſome to line four e ſcoꝛe pres, 
and other fo line eight yeres,the time being paſt, it ſemeth 
the one to ber no moe than the other. Men doe deceiue 
temſelucs in manp thinges , but in eſpertel! concer nung 
their death ! not foꝛ that all men doe thinke to die) but be⸗ 
cauſe they hope the time will ber long, ſerming to be farre 
of, that which one waie by the bꝛiefneſſe of life, and (wikt⸗ 

neſle of time. and another waie by the fo2ce of foꝛtune, and 
by the diuerſities of humane chaunces, being alwaies at 
hand . Death vnto a voung man ſhould neuer ſæme grie⸗ 
uous, although he made reckoning of no other gadneſle, fog 
abiding the time of auncient yeres, there pꝛocedeth theres 
of nothing but ſadneile and milertes. The poung man doth 
well knowe what he hath paſſed in his tune, but pet he kno⸗ 
weth not what he ſhall paſſe if that he endure long. In this 
true ll and inconſtant kingdome of Foꝛtune, be that firit 
dpeth, doeth deceiue and mocke his fellowe Pou will now 
ſaie vnto me, that ſœing that death is neceſſarie and of foꝛce, 
it Mere better to abide the time of naturail death, than to 
goe and receiue it of that diueiliſh Fauno. Then pou might 
well late, if that J were certaine thereof, that the death that 
I ſhoulde die, ſhoulde ber moꝛe happie than foꝛtunate, but 
whoſoeuer doth knowe it, fo2 that many a one haue hoped 
to die in their beddes, when thatafterward they were han⸗ 


toꝛzne with Lions, and ſome caten with wilde Boꝛes, pra, 
that kurtpidles, the light of al great pollicy next vnto Homer, 
Was truellie tozne inpaces with dogges. Likewiſe Lu- 
crecio inte of g by deinkes that were giuen him 
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vs, the famcr doth trouble vs with heate , doggeg doth bite 
vs, Spiders doth poiſon vs, Gnats doth p2icic bs , Flies 
both ouerp2efie vs, Serpeits doth feare vs, and aboue ail, 
traͤuailes and cares doth over watch vs, none can goe with 
ſecuritic vpon p earth,fo2 y euerp pace men doth fine ſtones 
to ſtumble at, bꝛidges wherof they fall, bꝛokes wheras they 
are dꝛowned, hills fro whence they tüble e be onerthꝛowne, 
thunder cracks p maketh them afraide, derpe Snowes that 
doth ſtay their paſſage , + thunder bolts that doch kill them. 
And now ſceing that both land and ſea be all full of peritls, 
and whether ſo euer we doe flie, death will overtake vs, J 
will ſap no moꝛe onto pou, but that Jam determined to noe 
a land on the Jland of the Fauno,fo2 J hab rather die wher 
ag J doc aduenture to get honoꝛ, (making my defence with 
my lwoꝛd in my hand like a knight) then to be dzowned in 
the Sea, oz tokepe my bed with ſickneſſe:therekoꝛe my god 
friends J doe deſire you to hoyſe out your bote on y water, 
and pꝛocure no further to diſturbe mee in this my pꝛetence, 
foz that Iwill not let to accompliſh this my defire,fo2 any 
thing that is in all the woꝛld, and theſe my ſ\quires J pꝛay 
vou to carrie them with pou, and not to let them to folow 
mer, neither to giue the any ſhip oꝛ bote, foꝛ 5 their deathes 
ſhalbe vnto mee much moꝛe grenous then mine oo ne. 
Uerie autentiue were ail the knights of Candia, and the 
olde pilot, vnto all that which the knight of the Sunne had 
ſaid, by the which they iudged him to be diſcreeic + wiſe , & 
by the vtter ing ok his woꝛds as alſo in his ſemblance, they 
iudged him to be valiant, wherein he Gewed lo great gra⸗ 
nitie of his perſon, that ther was not one amongſt them all 
that durſt ſpeak any moꝛe vato him in ß matter, neither to 
diſturbe him of his will z determined purpoſe, foꝛ that ther 
was not any that could {ay any thing vato hun, but that he 
vuderſtode it better then thep:pet they ſteing the perill he 
put dimlelſt in, they — greued verie m rh thereat, in {ach 
ſoꝛte, that with their wrepings they cool Id ſcare ſpeake, 
but in efpcctall his two Squires, who hauing heard all 
his ſpeache, and tawe the retolute determ ination ol ther; 
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vou thinke that it is not moꝛe poſſible ſoꝛ mce faz to ouer⸗ 
tome the diueliſh Eauno, then you to haue Þ victozic of two 
ſo terrible Clements, as is the water and winde. Finallie, 
ko conclude, when that man thinketh hunleſfe moft kartheſt 
from death, it is then nigheſt at hande: therekoꝛe barons 
that be ſtout and couragious, in nothing they ſhould keare 
the death, wheras they doe venter themſelues to get honoꝛ, 
and not to apart themſeiues krom perills and dangers, foz 
that they be al wales readie at hand, and in the ende when 
that it ſhal pleaſe God that they (hal die, it is no other thing 
but a cler ing of the ſoule out of this miſerable captiuitieſ 
pꝛiſon, and to leaue this troubleſome + wearie wozld, where 
in 7 doe ſ& that there is no pleaſure, without ſodaine miſs 
thiuoulneſle, no peace without diſcozd, no lone withont lul⸗ 
pition, no eaſe without feare, no aboundance without lacke, 
noꝛ no eſtate without complaints, all doth werpe, all doeth 
ſigh, all doth complaine , all doth ſhꝛike and ſobbe, and all 
things doth ende. J ſe none that liueth content, J ſ& no⸗ 
thing that is firme and fable, J ſee all in confuſton + tolled 
byſide downe, as wel in things liuing, as inſenſible, as wel 
the bꝛute beaſtes as reaſonable creatures, the high 4 migh⸗ 
tie towers be toꝛne and rent with thunderboults, walles 
be onerthzowen with Canon ſhot, great flouds doth carrie 
away Cities and townes, Tres be caten with wozmes, x 
the greene toꝛne with the Grafſchoppers, Timber doth rot 
and moulder away, the bꝛute and wilde beaſtes doth fight 
one with an other, betwerne the Dwnce and the Lion there 
is great contencion, and the Kinoceront with the Crocadil, 
the Egle with the Eſtridge, the Elephant with the Minos 
tauro, and one man with an other, and that which is wozlk, 
women againſt men : beſides all thele, the continual wars 
and contencions that is amongſt vs, fo2 that we haue the 
perills of death continuallie beloꝛe cur eyes. What a num⸗ 
ber of things there is that doth put vs in great ieperdie, 
th2caten vs cuerie moment, vnto death: the earth doeth 
open againſt vs, the water doth dꝛolon vs, v fier doth burne 
vs, the atic doth dillẽper v2, the winter doth runne thzough 
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fo fe bꝛeake him of his purpoſe, but all would not ſcrue, 
and he ſeeing that his tarrying did him no pꝛoſtt, he went 
vnto the ſhippes fide, and with a light heart he leapt into 
the boate, and taking the oares in his handes, he began to 
rowe towards the Jlanve, leauing ſo great ſoꝛow & griefe 
amonaſt all them that were in the ſhippe, that there was 
not one ol them but wept bitte rlie to ſ& him depart in that 
ſoꝛte, as one deſperate to reteiue a cruel! death, and being 
a knight that ſeemed vnto them all not to haue his lyke in 
all the world, pet all the griefe which they receiued, was 
nothing vnto that of his ſqmres, when they ſawe their 
{o2de depart, who like deſperate men would haue thzowne 
themſelues into the ſea,if thoſe knights had not lette them, 
and ſemed vnto them to be true and loyal vnto their loꝛd, 
and of a god dilpoſition, ſo with the great care that they 
of them, they did kepe them from deſtroping thiſclues. 
er this god knight was departed, within a ſhoꝛte 
ſpace ge arined at the Jland,and thoſe of the ſhip loſt ſight 
of him: but there were ſome of the ſhippe that ſaide that it 
were god fo tarrie ther a few daies, foꝛ to ſee what ſhould 
become of him, to whome the pilot ſaide, that it was great 
follie ſo to doe, foꝛ two cauſes, the one fo2 that he was cer⸗ 
taine, ſo ſone as the knight ſhould come a land with a trice 
he ſhould be to2ne all to pzeces by that diueliſh Fauno, ſo 
that it were loft labour to abyde ante moꝛe newes of him, 
and the other, fo2 that all they ſhould be in great perill of 
their liues,if that the Fauno ſhould diſcouer the ſhippe, and 
befo:e that we could doe anie thing foz to ſaile from him, 
he would oucrtake vs, and giue vs all cruell deathes, as he 
hath done to manie others heretofoꝛe. Jn concluſion, at theſe 
woꝛds, the knights conſented not to fate, but fo departe, 
and acco2ding vnto the great feare which they recceued, they 
thought they tarried fo lang, but the two ſquires when they 
ſaw that they departed,and caryed them in their companie, 
leauing their Loꝛd in ſe great perill, it cannot be declared 
the great complaints that they made, requeſting p knights 
and pylot,foz to carrie them vnto the Jlande, wherewath 
U. v. they 
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Þ.92d, did beate their heads againſt the ſhippes ſides, and 
gaue ſuch ſhꝛickes and cries, as though they had bene cut of 

their wits, and although the knight of the Dunne did com⸗ 
foꝛt them, with many l werte + louung words, pet all would 
not ſerue, foꝛ the moꝛe he ſpake vnto them, the moꝛe did in⸗ 
creaſe their ſoꝛow and griefe. Then he ſaing that all which 
he did, did little pꝛofit to goe with their god wills, x how 5 
the longer he ſtaied, the woꝛſe it was, he deſtred the mari⸗ 
ners to hoiſe the boate into the ſea, who were not willing 
therevnto, the which being by him perceiued, as ene which 
had as great fozco 4 ffrength as anie man in all the world, 
be toke the boate in both his hands, and without the helpe 
of ante other, he hoiſed it into the ſea, and cauſed his hoꝛſe 
to be put therein, the which being done, he would haue tas 
ken his leaue of the all, but his ſquires when they ſaw that 
he would depart, they gaue ſuch ſhꝛickes and cries, that it 
ſeemed the noyſe to reach vnto the heauens, and fell downe 
at his fete, ſhedding ſo mante teares, that it was great com⸗ 
paſſion to behold the, deſiring him that he would not leaue 
them in ſo great heauineſſe, and foz that if was ſo manifeſt 
that he went to loſe his life, that he would take the in his 
companie, foꝛ to dye with him, foꝛ p his like was no longer 
then he abode in their companie . They complained verie 
much of him foꝛ paying the with ſach reward, after ſo long 
tune, that they had lerued him: but the griefe of this god 
knight was ſuch,foz his two ſquires, that with the great 
aboundance of teares that fell from his epes, he could ſcant 
ſpeake vnto them one woꝛde: eſpectallie, conſidering with 
what infencion he departed. which was neuer to ſ& them as 
gaine in all his life, neither returne ante moꝛe into Grecia, 
foz that he was determined if God did giue him victozic as 
gainſt the Fauno to remaine in that ſolitarie Jlande , and 
there to ende his daies: But koꝛ that he loued his ſquires 
veric well, and lizewile knowing the great loue that they 
bare vnto him, his heart was readie to burſt in pœtes fo: 
fo apart himſelke from them. Likewiſe all thoſe knights of 
Candia,and 5 olde pilot, did labour all that euer they could, 


foz 
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fo be put in memoꝛie, all that happened with this baliant 
and happie knight, foꝛ one way the wafer ſtode in his cies, 
and his heart was readre to bꝛeake with fo:ow,nriefe and 
pittie, to lee his Squires remaine fo ſozowfull and without 
all conifoꝛt, x an other waie, acknowledging in what peril 
| he was of his life in that tourney, and how he went fo put 
| himſelfe in the greateſt perpleritte that euer was man, he 
: remembꝛed and armed himlelte with fo great Hardineſſe x 
conrage,that he thought the time long till he did ſer that di⸗ 
ueliſh Fauno, When that he came a lande, he ſawe that all 
the Jland was plaine, and verie kragarant and kreſh, reple⸗ 
niſhed with greene Trees , although there appeared manie 
buildings the which were deſtroped and kallen downe fo the 
ground, in ſich ſoꝛte, that it well appeared that the people 
that there dweiled to be diueliſh and abhominable. And as 
he was beholding b countrie which ſcemed to be verie god 
and fcrtill, he ſtraight waies diſcouered where the diuelich 
Fauno Wag, yet was he not nigh him but a great waye ok, 
neither did he ſe him, but that which p2oceeded from him, 
which was an infernall fier, which famed to reach vp vnta 
the Dbies with ſo great a nos s though it had thundꝛed, 
(and as p wiſe Lirgandeo 3 P! there was no humane 
heart of fo ſufficient courage ſæke aut fo terrible and 
wonderfull attempt, as was! that wozthie ⁊ valiant 
knight) in whoſe heart neuer d any feare , but with fo 
; valiant and couragious a ſton determined to ſeeke that 
14 miſhapen and infernall bealt;:.;.tof ſo manie legions of di⸗ 
And fo2 that he would not that there ſhonld remaine 
any thing that might carrie him out from that Jlande, hee 
dꝛew the bote that brought him thether a lande, and with 
one of the oarcs with the which he rowed,he bꝛoke it all to 
peetes, and ſcaltered them abꝛoade alongſt the water ſyde, 
that the fozce of the waues might carrie awate the perces. 
But befoze he departed from that place where he arined, 
he fell downe vppon his knees, and with manie ſoꝛowful 
9 W. 0 * teares, which ranne downe his ou in 
ang 
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they ſhould receiue great contentment, and be iopkull, but 
all their requeſtes were in vaine, fo2 that they would not 
tonſent that they ſhould dye lo delperate a death, as alſo foꝛ 
the great pert!! which ſhould be onto them all, they would 
not conſent 0 0, wherewith theſe god ſquires were 
ſo deiperate, that if time had ferued them therevnto , they 
would haue thꝛowen themſelues into the ſca,and by C wim⸗ 
ming as well as they could, they would haue gon to the Is 
land of the Fauno; but the knights cauſed them to be kept 
in the hippe, and put into a cabin and locked the do2 bs and 
caryed them in their compan ic, till in the ende of certo: 
dates they ariued at Lranſiluama, whereas they did diem, 
barke themſclues and went a und, but the Squ res Were 
fo leane & ſo feeble, fo2 that they would not cate anne hing, 
and againe by ſhedding of ſo mame teares, that th 
fcarce ſtand vpon their feete , 

And now to returne to the knight of the Sunne 
ſtozie maketh no moze mencion of them, but w 
came vnto I ranſiluania after that they had remati::- 
two daies lo: to refreſh and ſtrengthen themſelue. 
ſought an other ſhippe, where in they returned to! 
Ilande of the diueliſh Fauno, with determined god 
there to dye wich their Loꝛde, in which tournep they u Were 
taken pꝛiſoners, ſo that they could not accompliſh 1 de⸗ 
fire, as thalbe declared vnto you in the pꝛocelle of this Hi⸗ 
Uozic,

acqttainted with this my daungerons attempt, with the 


which J am beſtead, fo2 that (&ing that my foꝛtune hath 
not giuen place in my life time to doe yon ante ſeruice, it 
map be that the acknowledgeing of my death might do vou 
god, foꝛ that J am fullie certefied pou! take great pleaſure 
therein. Oh that my foztune and cruell deſtinie had per⸗ 
mitted, that in the battaile the which you made with me in 
Conſtantmople, J had bene ſlaine, ſure it had ben a crowne 
of martpꝛdome onto me, koꝛ to haue receined the death by 
vour ſoueraigne hands. But alaſſe, in this doe J know that 
my mil koꝛtune is great, and in the end cannot be denied of 
this glozie, to knowe that you take pleature in my death, 
foz that taking ſo great paines fo2 to giue it mee with your 
owne handes, J cannot belceue that in ſo ſhoꝛt ſpace por 
haue repented pou, And ſeeing/god Ladie)that it is ſo that 
pou deſire ſo much my death, let not god permit that againſt 
pour will 7 line ante longer in this world. Oh Pꝛinteſſe 
Lindabrides, how iopfull will it be vnto you to heare of my 
death, knowing that che alonly was the occaſion foꝛ whom 
4 foꝛgot the great loue that J bare vnto pou, and verifie the 
ſentence to be iuſt, and accoꝛding vnto my deſert to be ab⸗ 
hoꝛred of her, foꝛ whoſe ſake J foꝛgot pou, and wozthie to 
rectine the punithment of her that was the occalion to lcaue 
ſo high and ſouersigne 8 Ladie , But what doe J ſaie? 4 
did neither leaue her noꝛ foꝛget her, and is no other thing

O ſoueraigne treatoꝛ, both of heauen and earth, without 
whoſe god will there is no diuell that hath any power, 
neither without it can men, fowles, noꝛ bꝛute beaſtes line 
vpon the face of the earth, noꝛ be ſuſfained noꝛ gouerned, 
without it the Clements would be confounded , 4 the hea⸗ 
nens loſe their conrſe and naturall mouings. The earth 
would quake, and the high and mightie mountaines would 
fall: The waters of the Seas would ouer flow the lande, 
and no liuing thing ſhould finde where to be ſuſtained, but 
thou by thy infinit godneſſe and mercie, doeſt oꝛdaine and 
ſuſtaine all, not foz that it is to the neceſlarie, but foz the 
pꝛofit of man. Therefoꝛe ſceing that thou doeſt vſe ſo great 
pittie and mercte with them, here Loꝛde J doe deſire ther, 
that in this perillous danger, thou wouldeſt not leaue me, 
and if J haue anie deſire herein to gette the vico2y,it is not 
foz anie honoꝛ noꝛ vaine gloꝛie that J hope to maintaine

Oh my gad hozfe , what a great griefe it if vnto m& 
fo2 to leaue the, not fo2 that I haue ned of thee from hence» 
foꝛth, but onelie fo2 that I would it were knowen the great 
god ſeruice which thou haſt done vnto me, that thou ſheul⸗ 
deft be intreated, dꝛelted, 1 cured as thou doeſt deſerne . If 
that Alexander of Macedon did make fo goꝛgious a foinbs 
fo; his hoꝛſe, to burte him when he was dead, x commanded 
a citic to be called after his name, J ſhould haue greater rea⸗ 
fon to hono thee being thou aliue £4 his dead, much better 
than euer bis was, Auguſtus made a graue foꝛ his hoꝛſe bes 
ing dead, foꝛ 9 he would not that the foules of the aire thuld 
eate his fleſh, Dido Iulio did conſecrate in the Temple of 
Venus, the image of his hoꝛſe made in marble fone, Antho. 
nio- Vero made the image ot his hoꝛſe being aliue in gold: 
and now J hauing done nothing foz ther being farre better 
than euer anie of thoſe were, what cen J doe but ſet ther at 
libertic whereas thou maiſt take the pleaſure of the fieldes 
as other beaſts do,therfoze go thy Waies gwd hozſe,foz thou 
art the laſt companie that J doe leaue in this wozld, _ - 

In ſaying theſe woꝛds he dꝛaue hun krom him foz fo de⸗ 
parte, but it was great meruaile to ſæ the nature of this 
ho2ſe,fo2 although he was loſe and at libertie without anit 
incomberante, vat wold he not depart, but dꝛew nigher and 
nigher his maiſter, and trembled meruatlouſite with all his 
bodie,x the moꝛe he did pꝛocure to dzine him awaie,p moꝛe 
he did appꝛoch vnto him, trembling as with keare, then the 
knight of the Sunne knew not what to do, foꝛ one waie the 
great perill of his hoꝛſe if that the diuelliſh Fauno ſhould ſ& 
him, x another waie he could by no meanes d2ine him away 
foz ante thing he could do, but in the end he bethought hints 
lelfe, if he left him there loſe, poſſible when he did ſce the 
diuelliſh Eauno, he Would runne awaie, and therewith her 
left him, and began to trauaile a fote into the Jland, and 
as he paſſed thꝛough a companie of great and oucrgrowen 
Dkes, he remembꝛed himſelle of the battatle which her had 
with Brandimardo in the wildcrnefſe of Grecia, x how that 
be made the ſame with a club made of a bzanch he ou cf 
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Oh mp god b2other Roſicleer, oh how much is the ſozrow 
that 1 doe now feele,fo2 that J ſo quicklie do apart my ſelfe 
dut of your companie, and a great griefe to conüder, howe 
ſozrowfull the newes will be vnto you when that you ſhall 
heare that J am out of this woꝛld. Ah my god bꝛother, vou 
that are the flower of all knighthod, comfoꝛt our father and 
mother that are ſo mentioned amongeſt all Nations, foz 
whereas pou are in perſon,my pꝛeſente will not be thought 
vpon. Dh my verie god and perkec friends Oriſtedes, Bran- 
dizel,and Claueryndo, the Lozd doth knowe how much it 
doth gricue me,to ſee my ſelfe ſeparated from pour tompa⸗ 
nie fo2 euer, but alaſſe what ſhall J doe, ſeeing that foztune 
will that J ſhall ſhew my ſelfe vnto you and all the wozld 
in this condition. And now J doe deſire you neuer moꝛe to 
ſeeke mee, fo2 that in bzicfe J ſhall out of this wozlde, 
Take fo2 your friend my Brother Roſicleer in my place, 
as well fo2 that of your owne perſons is meritozious, as 
fo2 the great god will which alwaies 4 did beare vnto pon, 
her J am ſure will be vnto you a verie god and perfect 
kriend. 

Theſe and many other things ſpake this god knight, in 
Gedding ſo many teares, and vttering ſo many ſighes, that 
whoſoeuer had heard them (although his heart had bene {a 
hard as anie Diamond) pet could he not haue refrained but 
wept therat. And as he would haue put himſelſe in the wap 
to goe toward that diuelliſh Fauno, he bethought humlelle 
how and in What ſoꝛt he might make battaile with him, and 
it it ſeemed that if foꝛtune ſhuld ſhe bo her ſelfe in anie thing 
kauourable vnto him, it ſhould be to make the battaile better 

on fat than on hoꝛzſebacke, x now acco2ding vnto his defers 
mination, whether he did liue oz die, he had no moꝛe neede of 
his hoꝛſe Cornermo, ther foꝛe he determined to let hm loſe, 
£ go at his fre liberty, in retompence of his god ſeruice done 
vnto hun, and becauſe he might moꝛe at his plaſare take his 
repaſt of the field à go whether he liſt, he pulled off his bꝛi⸗ 
dle and ſaddle, and (ct him at libertie, the which was done 
with ſhedding many teares, ſaping. 
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neuer the woꝛſe . (Jn this, ſaith the wiſe Lyrgandeo, that 
this knight had the greateſt foꝛce 4 ſtrength that euer hns 
mane creature had befoꝛe oꝛ after him, and an evident token 
to conſider, in fo ſmal time he ſhould cut # bꝛeake to perces 
ſuch a rocke as that was, the which no humane foꝛce was 
able to doe it, but he onlie) then this god knight ſeeing that 
all that euer he could doe was not ſufficient to bꝛeake that 
wozd( although he made it many times to double # bow the 
point vnto the hilt he determined to leaue it there, and foꝛ 
that after ward it ſhuld be the better eſteemed of him whoſe 
foztune it ſhould be to finde it, in the higheſt part of a pai 
of that rocke that remained, with the point of his l woꝛd her 
engraued in Greerke vearſe theſe wozdes following, 

F hereafter in ante time if chanceth ante knight to finde 

this [wo2d, you ſhal vnderſtand that it is the knight of the 

Suns, ſonne vnto the Emperour | rebatio, who comming 
to this Jland in thevemaund x4 ſeeking out of the diuelliſh 
Fauno foꝛ to battatle with him,+ becauſe he would not haue 
the ſaid \ wo2d defiled on him, he left it, x wold not carrie it 
with him, x loꝛ that after his death he would it Gould not 
come into the power of ante other, he did pꝛocure to bꝛeake 
if vpon this rocke, the which was cut and bzoken therewith 
in ſich ſoꝛt as you finde it, and yet the l woꝛd could not be 
b1oken,therefo2e J deſire thee, whoſe foꝛtune it is to find it, 
neuer to ſtrike oꝛ wound anie therewith, becauſe his ow⸗ 
ner in the time ol his greateſt neceſſitie did leaue the ſame, 
in conſideration that he ſtroke therewith the moſt higheſt 
and ſoneraignteſt Ladie and Damſell that euer was boꝛne 
amonalt humane creatures. 

Thus when the knight of the Sun had engrauen theſe 
woꝛdes, he put the ſ woꝛd into the rich ſcabbard,x hanged it 
girdle all of gold vpon the laid rocke, and twke his knots 
ted club vpon his ſhoniver 2 began to go foꝛwards his way 
4 god pate, his hoꝛſe followed after him a god waie off. In 
this ſoꝛt the knight trauailed, 4x did diſcouer from a far the 
fire that pꝛoceeded out at the mouth of this diuel lich Fauno, 


ne he might diſcerne » was, Do halfe an 3 
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from a trie, foꝛ that he would not ſtrike him with v worde 
where with he dyd make the battaile with the Empꝛeſſe 
Claridiana, and calling this to remembꝛance, with great fu⸗ 
rie he {ard vnto himſelle. 

God fo2bidde that the l woꝛd wherewith J did ſtrike ſo 
high and loueraigne a Ladie , ſhould now be tefiled in the 
bloud of ſo foulc + infernall a monſter. And in ſaping theſe 
woꝛdes, with great furie and foꝛce he laide holde with both 
his handes vpon a great and knotted bꝛanch of one of thoſe 
Okes, and toꝛe it from the bodie of the tree, and trimming it 
in the beſt manner he could, he laid it vpon his ſhoulder, the 
which was ſo great and heauie, that manp other knightes 
ſhould lacke ſtrength to lift it vp from the ground. And as he 
trauailed in this ſoꝛt, he thought within himſelle, that if her 
ſhould be ſlaine in that battatle, that then his god worde 
ſhould remaine in the fielde, and then afterward it might 
ſo fall out, that in time that Jland might againe ber peo⸗ 

pled, then coulde it not be otherwiſe, but that l woꝛde maſk 
— to the hand al ſome knight, wherewith he might ſhed 
the bloud of others, and foz that he would not doe ſo greate 
iniurie vnto ſo pꝛecious a Ladie, hee determined firſt foz to 
bzeak it all to pœces, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that afterward none might 
p2ofit himſelfe therewith, Then conſidering how a in what 
manner he might execute his determination fo bzcake the 
{ wo2d in peetes, he ſawe by him a little rocke the height ol 
a man, although it were farre bigger, and of verp hard ſtone, 
and thinking thereon to bꝛeak it to perces, he dꝛew out that 
fine \wo2Þ,4 laide vpon that rocke lo many ſtrong blowes, 
that it ſeemed to burne with the great quantitie of fire that 
few out thereof, but by reaſon of his great amdnefſe , fo? 
that it was one of the beſt that was to be found'/tn all the 
woꝛld, all the ſtrength that he had, neither the barvneſſle cr 
the rocke was ſufficient to bꝛeake it, it was the l wozd the 
which he had of the P2ince Meridian , whereat this woz 
thie Y2ince was in lo great furie and wꝛath, that with deu⸗ 
ble ſtrength he aſſaulted againe the rocke, and in a ſhoꝛt 
| {pace he did cut and bzeake it all to pœces, and the woꝛde

bout, charged hun with ſo many heauie x terrible blowess 
that th: times they made him to ſtoup with knees x hands 
do ons fo the ground, but commending himſclfe vnto al⸗ 
mightie Ood with his heart, he likewiſe charged them with 
ſo terrible blowes with his knotteo club, that in a mal ſpace 
he made them to ſhꝛike x ho dogs When they are hurt, 


and not being able to ſuffer at fozce and ſtrength of 
eben nansenen as the other did iyey returned in great halt 
I ate from whencs they came and altogether thep 


eld + thentelucs into the mouth of that diucllich Fauno, 
who at this tune (as one that did awake ont of his lcepe) 
turned about and ſtretched himſelfe, gnaſhing and grinding 
his vnmercikull teeth, ſtretching out his eruell nailes both 
on handes and ferte, and bꝛiſtted vp his haire wherewith he 
was couered, as doth the wilde Boare when that he is cha⸗ 
ſed with dogges, he did allo increale the fire that proceeded 
from his mouth, making it to fume vp into the Clowdes, 
whoſe ſparkles ſcattered abꝛoade, as doth in the Smithes 
foꝛge, at ſuch time as blowing he thꝛoweth ſand into his 
fire, and after a while that he had thus rouſed himlelfe, hee 
aroſe from the ground whereas he was laide, and loked to⸗ 
wards the place wheras the knight of the Dunne was, with 
ſuch terrible eies, that at none daies they did ſhew as much 
light as doth two tozches in the night, there was not to bee 
ſcene in all toe woꝛld a thing of greater meruaile and fierce⸗ 
nelle and the wiſe Lyrgandeo (who did ſee this monſter afs 
ter that he was llain \faith,that he luypoſcth that there was 
no humane creature that had ſo much courage as once to be⸗ 
holde and loke vpon this internal monſter, who late on a 
grene place which was betwirt amountaine and a water 
b:olic” that ranne kefoze hun, but when that hee had ſine 
the knight of the Sunne, her gave a mightie leape into the 
aire, and paſſed therewith cer the broke with fo terrible 
a naAlc, that it feemed all the cle Jlande wonlde haue 
ſunke, and therewith hee went tewat des the knight, and 
bare his head verie lowe fo2 to ſtrike him with his Home, 
(as doth the Bull agaiuſt the furious Maſtiefe) thinking 
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after that he departed from the racke, with the large pace in 
his going, he came Within an arow chet of the place wheras 
the Fanno was, from wWhence he diſtonered the wonderful + 
miſhapen figure of that monſter, whole foꝛce x furtouſneſſe, 
no humane creature Was able to diſcerne, but that which 
made this knight meruaile moſt, was to ſe come fo2th at the 
mouth of this beaſt, with the fire 4 ſmoake, ſo infinit acom⸗ 
panie of diuels in the ſhape of armed men, p it ſamed all the 
diuels in helt to be iopned there together, of them he ſawe 
tomming towards him a buchment, which ſeemed to the 
number of two hundꝛeth, making lo great a noiſe, as though 
the whole Jland would haue ſunke, his god bozſe Corne- 
rino till that time did follow him, but at that great noile he 
returned backe againe like vnto a whirle winde, vnto the 
place from whence he came, æ although p infer nal companie 
came againſt him with ſo great fozce, pet this valiant and 
couragious knight did diſmaie nothing ther eat, but with an 
trefull ſemblance he larged his pace towardes them foz to 
wozke his furte on them, who when they came vnto him, did 
firſt aſtalt him with infernall viſions, t then did late vpon 
him with their ſhod clubs 4 pꝛon maſes,fo thicke x terrible 
blowes, p it ſcemed to be the koꝛege Vulcan, but this valt- 
ant knight taking his club in bot h his bands began v With ſo 
great furie to beſturre himſelfe amongſt them, that all that 
euer was befoze him be invem to the ground,t by reas 


x terrible blowes,he — verie — att full, r did redouble 
bis furious blowes, in ſich ſoꝛt y in a ſhoꝛt time  tnfernal 
companie began fo flie x returne vnto the place fr6 whence 
they tame, making luch houlings g (h2zikes, p it would haue 
feared ante man to haue heard them. This infernall campa⸗ 
nie had ſcarce returned, when there came foꝛth at his mouth 

nother legion of tuvls;lach as p $x were, allarmed with 
males of pꝛon in their hands, ⁊ did reſemble giants, came 
towards the god uüntght, mauing a greater noiſe than it doth 
wheat thundzeth t thꝛoweth cut ſome thunderbelt a when 
they came vuto hun, the v alfaited 4 compaſſed hun round ae 
| bout, 


ate, 


tx 
Net 
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and roared and houled with ſo great noiſe, that in ten miles 
tompaſſe it might be heard, but little pjofit was this vnto 
the knight, foꝛ when the Fauno found himſelſe without his 
hoꝛne he vſed a new meanes ( and no leffe perillons than 
the other to aſſault the knight, and pꝛocured by all meanee 
fo: to catch him bet wirt his big and ſtrong armes, and 
ſharpe nailes, thꝛowing out at mouth greate flames of 
fire, as though his bodie had b. tull of gunpeuder; Wheres 
with his god knight had ben burnt to aſhes with that in⸗ 
fernal ure, ik it had not ben fo2 that god armour(which was 
of Meridian)the which had a meruailous pꝛopertie, and it 
Was this, p thoſe great x ſmall bones wherof it was made, 
were ertreame cold, x made great refiſfaiice againſt the fire. 
Like wiſe his helme was garniſhed ful of verie fine rubice, 
and thofe(as ſaith the wiſe Lirgandeo) doth reſiſt the oucr⸗ 
much foꝛce and ſtrength of the fire,in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he was 
not much troubled ther with, vet foꝛ all y the ſoultring heat 
Was luch, p if it had ben ante other knight of leſſe ſtrength, 
he could not haue ſuffered it, ſo as this diuelliſh Fauro la- 
bonred by al meanes poſſible to ger this knight befwirt his 
armes:euen ſo did he with all lightneſſe 5 might be, pꝛocure 
to defend 4 keepe himſelfe out of his clawes , many limes 
ffriking him with his mightie club vpon p dekeꝛmed bodie, 
but it did him no moꝛe harme chan if he had ſtroke vyon a 
rock, yet had he a great aduantage of him, foꝛ out of his foꝛe⸗

head from whence he ſtroke his hoꝛne, there iNucd great a⸗ 


bundance of bloud, which ran downe oner his eies, + frou- 
bled him very much, but by reaſon Fhee had within hin fg 
many legions of diuels the which did aide + helpe him, that 
this god knight tould not make his defence in fo god order; 
but that he was caught betwirt his big and hairie armes, 
which was of fo great irength that he tould not imagine a 
thing of greater £0200, 4 mere much how that with his 

nailes he was not rent 4 fone'd! {fo peces,but here at this 
pꝛeſent, might the knight of the Dunne eſteeme his god ar⸗ 
mour of great pꝛice, as of the beit that were to be found in 
all the whole wozld, fo; althengh the fozce 4 ſtrength of that 
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therewith fo2 fo wound him, ik he had faſfned that blow he 
had ſtroke him all to pœces, but this couragious knight, 
who was as light and nimble, as harvie 4 bolo, with a light 
leape clered himſelfe of that perillous encounter, without 
doing him ante other har me, but that he thought he ſhoulde 
haue ben burnt with that” fire that he thꝛein out of his 
mouth, and as this ine uno did paſſe fo2zwards with 
the haſtineſſe of his run. h the knight of the ©1111 "ay 
no time foꝛ to ſtrike him, who was not ſcarce v 

when that with another unvetuous courſe he retu ©, 
pon him, and the fire and moake that he cait out befoꝛe him 
was of ſo great abundauncc, ac allo the great furie of the 
beaſt, that this valtant night had no time no2 ſpace foz 
to clcere himſelfe from that encounter, but it fell out verie 
well with him, that his hozne chaunced betwirt his arme 
and his left de, and dyd him no other harme, but with his 
head het gaue him ſo ſtrong an encounter, that hauing no 
power to (uſtaine himſelfe, he fell back wardes vnto the 
earth, and paſſing over him, her was meruailoullie tozmens 
ted as well with the blow ol the fall, as with the fire which 
dyd ſcalde him verie much. And ſurelte till that time this 
god knight neuer lawe himſelte in ſo great perplexitie, but 
by reaſon that hee was of lo greate magnanumtitie in all 
thinges, his courage dyd increale, ſo that without anie whit 
of feare and dꝛeade, he aroſe vp againe with great lyaht- 
nelſe „being verie kurious and _ ie wit! , himle ke, fo that 


firmed him elfe verie — and fol ie _ dubbe laſt in 
both his handes, abiding when that he ſhoulde retourne a⸗ 
fate vpon hun with his accuſtomed furte, he putting him 
ſelfe with great pallicte on the one ide, at luch time as her 
ſhould paſſe by, the beaſt milling his purpoſe, he ſfroke him 
ſuch a blowe with his cilubbe vpon his $o2ne with ſo great 
furir foꝛce, and trength, | that he bzakgtt from the ſcull,and 
it fell downe to the ground. Great was the paine and grieſe 
that this mfernall hauno felt by that terrible blowe,and it 
could not ber imagined the figreenelie that ha as then vicd, 
and 
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fime as this infernall Fauno would hane riſen bp, he with 
all his foꝛce dyd ſtrike Him ſuch a blow bpon the head, that 
by reaſon that befoꝛe his ſcull was trazed, he now did beate 
it into his bꝛaines, and made them to runne abꝛode, wheres 
with this diuelliſh Fauno fell altogether to the ground, and 
ſhaked with all his bodie, and ſcrawling with hands # fete 
he made the earth to flie from him a great waie with tha 
pangs of death. This monſter was not ſo ſone fallen down, 
but all that infernall crue that were within his bellie be⸗ 
gan to come foꝛth at his mouth, with ſo great quantitie of 
fire, that thep ſeemed all to burne therewith and vpon a ſos 
daine, (the Sunne which ſhined as then verie clerre) was as 
though it had ben couered with a cloude, and all the heauen 
was ſo darkned, that throughout all that Jland it ſeemed as 
though it had ben night, and therewithall it thundzed and 
lightned in ſuch terrible ſoꝛt, as though heauen and earth 
would haue ſunke, and ther appeared vnto this god knight 
many inkernal viſions, in as hoꝛrible maner as might be, all 
full of lire, in ſuch ſoꝛt, p although it was as darke as night, 
pet there appeared a meruailous and an innumerable num⸗ 
ber of the lp light as fireb2ands, that he thought verily that 
all the diuels of hell had ben there iopned together. In this 
ſo2t they continued a while, and then vpon a ſodatne he ſaw 
together a mightie legion of diuells in a buſhment, who 
bꝛought in the midſt amögſt them a naked woman, whom 
they toꝛmented in as truell ſoꝛt as might bee imagined, ſhe 
gaue great and pittifull ſhꝛikes, and tomplained in ſuch ſozt, 
that the knight well vnderſtod ſhe ſhould be the wiſe Ar- 
timaga, who was brought thether by thoſe diuells wheres 
as her ſonne late dead, and as thep carried her round abort 
the place, ſome of them did ſtrike her with firebꝛandes, that 
euerie blowe ſeemed to bucne her vnto the guts, and other 
ſome dyd Whip her fo cruellie, that eueric gpꝛke dyd make 
the bloud to ſpꝛiug out of her bodie, and ſhe with greats 
ſhꝛikes and cryes (that ſeemed to bee heard vnto the hea⸗ 
uens) ſapd. 
Dh Artimaga, turſed be the date + hour that thy father e 
I. ili. mother 
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infernalt Fauno was ſufficient to deſtroie a whole armie of 
ſouldiours, pet lacked he ſtrength foꝛ to bꝛeak o2 buckle one 
pace of all that armour, ⁊ his ſtrong and ſharpe natles that 
could teare in preces a ſtith of ſtœle, could not enter into this 
armour, ſo that this Fauno carried him from one place vnto 
another, and did him no moꝛe harme, but that which he res 
cctued by the heat of the fire, foꝛ as he carried him nigh vn⸗ 
to his mouth, he thought verilie to haue bene burned, but p 
which the knight of y Sun was molt grieued at, was, that 
be helde him ſo faſt betwirt his armes, that he had no po⸗ 
wer to put foꝛth his armes, neither to vſe his own strength. 
In this ſoꝛt the monſter car ied him vp 4 down a god while, 
till at the laſt the knight felt that he might firme his feet on 
the ground, at which time he ſtretched his legs, made ſo 
firong reſiſtance againſt the Fauno, that he made him ſom⸗ 
what to recoile, whereat giuing a haſtic t ſtrong turne, hee 
wꝛong himſelfe out of his clawes, & with great lightnelle 
toke againe his club (the which was fallen from him) 4 as 
the Fauno with great impetuoſitie returned vpon him, hes 
was in a readineneſſe with his bat in both his hands abi⸗ 
ding his cõming, but befoze he app2oched nigh him, he ſtroke 
him ſo terrible a blow with his club vpon his head, that al⸗ 
though his ſcull was moze harder than a ſtith, pet he made 
him to tumble on the earth moꝛe than halfe amazed, + befoze 
he could recouer himſelfe fo2 to riſe vp, he redoubled another 
blow, and ſtroke him in the ſame place, that he made hun to 
iopne "oth head +4 bꝛeaſt vnto the ground cleane out of re⸗ 
memb2ance,at which time there was ſo timerous a noiſe of 
ſhꝛikings + howlings which thoſe infernall diuells made, 
comming foꝛth of his mouth, ſhewing ſuch ill favoured fis 
gures æ miſhapen viſions, that no humane creature p ſhuld 
bchold it, but would haue rece iued great feare 4 dꝛeade, but 
this knight the flower of all other, if all hel had riſen againſt 
him (with the fauour of almightie Bod, vpon whom he did 
call) would not haue feared them, ſo that he was not onclie 
without dꝛeade, but allo with a greater fozce and ſtrength 
than befoze, he lift vp his heauie linotted club, and at ſuch 

time 
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Then after that he had vewed him a while, he went 


and vewed all the land, and founde it to be ſolitar ie, and 
not one left in all the whole compaſſe, wheras befoꝛe it was 
meruailoullp repleniched with all maner of beaſtes, and as 
then not one remaining, ſoꝛ that this infernall Fauno, had 
eaten + deſtroied them. Like wile he found y all the cdifices 
and buildings Were duerthꝛowen with weather, and bꝛo⸗ 
ken downe , which lemed beloze tune to be mcruationfly 
welt peopled, Where at he receiuod great griefe, and moued 
vnto great compaſſion, to vnder ſtande that foꝛ the ſinne of 
one woman there ſhould come ſo much harme and damage 
vnto that Jland, Ve law [kewile that it was replenifhed 
with many Treas full of diners ſozfs cf fruite, as well fox 
the Summer as fo2 the Winter, and ſuch as he might ves 
rie wel ſuſtaine his life, without dying deſperatelp foꝛ hun⸗ 
ger. So when 1 he had very well peruſed all theſe things, 
be recetued great contentment, fo2 that the place ſemco 
onto hun verie neccffarie and aparant fo2 him to liue out 
of the wozld,and there to ende his dates, Wherefoꝛe he dyd 
determine to remaine there, and fo2 the deffece of raine and 
oꝛmes, he thought it god to make himſelfe a cottage foꝛ 
his continuall habitation, to kepe him ſelfe from the furie 
thereof, and that farther within the Jlande, foz that the 
ſtinke and euill ſanour of the dead Fauno ſhould not trou⸗ 
ble him, but firſt befoꝛe he would begin to put this in pꝛofe, 
be thought if god to leaue ſome remembꝛance, where the 
infernall Fauno was fatne,fo2 that if it ſhould ſo fall out, 
in time to come, the 7!and to be peopled againe, the inha⸗ 
bitants thereof might know and vnderſtand who had lame 
him, and as a man that as then had no moꝛe nerde noꝛ nes 
ceſſitie of his armour, he lapde them downe by the Fauno, 
vpon a great ſtone, where vpon he wꝛote with the point of 
his dagger in Greeke,theſe woꝛdes following, 


This is the diuiliſti and infernall Fauno, the diuells ſonne, 
and begotten on Artimas; 0 and ſlaine by the nig it of the 
Sunne, Pa of Grecia, who being deteimined to © RO the 


L. v. world, 
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mother begot the, and the day wherein thou wert bo: ne. L 
curſed be that day wherein the diuel did deceine ther, and the 
day that firſt thou didſt put thy truſt and contivoce in him, 
theſe be his pꝛomiſes, and this inkernal kruite 1s that whi ch 
he pꝛomiſed ther, this is he that J ſo much veftred,by whom 
JF and all this Jland chould be ſo much ſpoken of, al hath 
fallen out to be true, foꝛ 0 — ſonne which was bome of 
me, did pꝛoue to be ſach , that the remembꝛaunce of him 
hall not be foꝛgatten, ſo long as the world endureth, 
Theſe and other toch wo2ds vttered this Artunaga, in the 
time that theſe diuells carrped her round about, where as 
her ſonne lap with continual toꝛments of — it moticd 
the god knight (that did — all this) vnto great com⸗ 
paſſion. So after a while that this endured, it wa. — to ligh⸗ 
ten and thunder much moꝛe then betoze, in Which terrible 
noyſe, all this infernal compante began to vaniſh awap, and 
all thoſe diuells that bꝛaͤught Artimaga likewiſe returned, 
neuer ccaſing in toꝛmenting hir one minute of an houre. 
So when they were all vaniched and departed, the dap be⸗ 
gan to cleere vp, ⁊ the Sunne to ſhine as bꝛight as befoze, 
and was nothing ſenc in all the J land, but this god knight 
ſtanding by: the Fauno , who was altogethe - ſtat rke dead, 
— Comerino his god ho2ſe being ſcared with that great 

opſe of thunder, ranne and put himſelke into the lea, wher 
— he remained ſwimining vp and downe, till all was paſt 
and gon, and then he came a land againe : after that all this 
was finished, the knight of the Dunne knerled downe vpon 
the ground, and gaue great thankes vnto aunightie God, 
fo2 the vide Which he had giuen vnto him, and finding 
himſelfe all ſowltering hot with the fire of the Fauno, he 
pulled of his armour, and with the water of the bꝛoke he 
did refreſh himſelke in dzinking thereof, and waſhing his 
bodie, this being done, he returned to behoid the Fauno, 
whereas he lay dead, nd * ling him, he began a now to 
e at his wonderful and miſſhapen . thought 
it a ching impollibſe that nature ſhaulbd bzing fozth lo mens 
trous a creature, 


Then 
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patiente might haue bene accounted equall vnto the. Iyfe 
of ſainfs, But oh Lo2d, how mightie is thy fozce, foz that 
bnto him that dyd tame the moſt ſtrong 4 kurtous beaſtes 
that was to be found vpon the earth, and he that did abate 
the courage and pꝛide of the moſt valianteſt knightes and 
mightie Giants that were fo be founde in all the world, 
neither all the legions of infernall diuells were ſufficient 
fo abate his courage , and put him in any feare, pet with 
one alonely diſfayour of his loue and miſtrelle, was ouer⸗ 
come and ouerthꝛowen, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he did abhoꝛre his 
armour and his owne life, foꝛgot his parents, bꝛother, and 
friends , and toke + choſe vnto himſclfe this ſolitarie and 
ſtraight lyfe , with determined god will there to ende his 
dayes, without ſ&ing any other lining thing, but onelp his 
hoꝛſe, who many times did patle that way wheras he was, 
where this Hiſkozie doth leaue him, foꝛ to tel of e Ne 
that happened in the meane time. 


What the Empreſſe Claridiana did after that the nie 
of the Sunne was departed from Conſtantinople, 
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Ith great ſoꝛow and griefe this Hiſtozie dyd 
leaue the Cmpzeſſe Claridiana, in the companie 
of Medea, daughter vnto-Raiartes, by whome 
ſhe was continuallie required of loue, as ſhe that 
was meruailous faire, which was the occaſion that her lone 
was the moꝛe feruent and kindled in her, till ſuch time as 
the Empꝛeſle (being verie defirous to leaue her compante, 
the better to complaine her ſelfe ) put her out of all doubt 
and declared bnto her who ſhe was, at which ſodayne and 
ſtrange diſcouerie, Medea was arcatly diſcomfozted and as 
ſhamed, and after certaine dayes that ſhe there remayned, 
in the ende ſhe returned into her owne- countrie , en. 
the was Empzclle,

world,would ende his daies in this ſolitarie ande: this was 
his armour , the which he doth leaue heare in ſigne and to- 
ken that it was the laſt victorie that he made in his life time. 

Then when that this was done;he went from that place 
a god mile farther , and came where as he founde a verte 
faire and freſh fountaine vnder the ſide of a little groue, ful 
of huge and great Trees, the which place ſeemed ver ie god 
and conuenient foz his determined purpoſe, he ſtated there, 
and after that he had dꝛonk of the water of that fountaine, 
the which was very cleane and cleare, he determined under 
thoſe trees to make himſelfe a little cottage of boghes,wher 
in he might harbour himſelfe at ſuch time as it was fowle 
and contagious wether, Then he toꝛe and rent from thoſe 
trees , bꝛaunches and boughes, wherewith he made him a 
little cottage, greatly vnto his contentment, and at the en⸗ 
trie thereof he ſet a trolle ſo high as himſelfe, and kneling 
downe befoꝛe it, he lift vp the eyes of his heart vnto heauen 
and ſaide as followeth. 


O Lozd the creafo2 and maker of all things, thou which 
doſt permit to be crucified vpon a crofſe (as this is) foz 
to redeeme all humaine linage, here J doe deſire thee to giue 
vnto mee foꝛce and ſtrength to ſuffer with pacience here to 
ende my daies, in thy holy ſeruice, and to be heartelie ſoꝛie 
foꝛ my ſinnes: euen as thou diddeſt giue vnto thoſe holie 
Fathers, (Who foꝛ to clere themſelues from the craftes and 
deceifes of this wicked wo2lde) went and lined in the des 
ſerts. And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes and other lpke, (not 
without ſhedding of many teares) he remained on his kners 
a god while pꝛoſtrating himſelfe on the ground. 

In this ſozt liued this woꝛthie knight many daies, not 
cating ante other thing but wilde fruites, and dꝛonke of the 
wafer of that fountaine, becauſe he would not deſpcratclte 
deſtrop himlelfe: he luſtained himſelfe with ſuch hearbes 
and kruites, as were in the Jland, which was in fo ſtrange 
and ſtraight maner, that if the zeale which moued him

rour Alicandro to make thts warre againlt the Cmperour 
Trebatio,(as we all doe wel vnderſtãd) hath bene þ knight 
of the Sunne, fo2 at ſuch time as he went with the P2ins 
ceſſe Lindabrides vnto the Gran Tartaria, at his comming 
thether, the Emperour and kings of his eſtate, whan they 
VUnderſtode that he Had overcome the P2ince Meridian, 
were willing that he ſhould marrie with her, as it was 02s 
dained in their demaund, the knight of the Sunne not bees 
ing willing therevnts, af ſuch time as they thought p mary 
riage and all thinges to be fullie concluded without ante 
interruption.

Thus iftcy thafrthe- Empꝛelle had traunited in the Couns 
trie of O reria certaine dates, with the compante 4 dams 
fcis;the determined to returne vata Con! — ople, with as 
nother ſkrange ſoꝛt of armour, whereby ſhe micht not bee 
Knowenercin Lirgandeo ſaith, that he knew not whether 
itiwvas to returne to make battaile againe with her knight, 
oꝛ whether it was foꝛced by loue that ſhe bare vnto him as 
it is a thing naturall amongſt louers, that when they haue 
an occaſion moze to hate than otherwiſe, then doth lous 
moꝛe increaſe in thein, and although ſhe deſtred to haue and 
take reuenge ment of the knight of the Sunne, pet it was 
vnto her a groat ariefe to be abſent from hm one houre:the 
damſells of the Empꝛeſſe carried alwales with them choiſe 
of armour and apparell, ſo leauing that armour which thee

that then the Empe roꝛ his father and he weuld rere iue him 
to their friend. Therewith the damſell doing her dutie with 
reuerence, departed from him, and 2 — the Em⸗ 
pꝛelſt, declared vnto her all that which Koßielcer had lolde 
her, the which lacked nothing vnto p which the other knight 
had aduertiſed her.

which being heard by Clar om iana, ſhe tom maunded her ſhiy 
to be grapled vnto thoſe two, where by the might be kullie 
certified what it ſhould be, and the found that there was a 
knight of a verie bigge bodie and well armed, and in his 
companie other tenne which ſeemed to be his vaſſalls x ſub- 
iects, that came in one of the two ſhippes, and by fozce made 
1 conqueſt of the other ſhippe, 1 flew diuers that came ther⸗ 
in, and toke pꝛiſoner the pꝛincipal that was amonalt them, 
with a very faire damſell, x other th2ce ladies that were in 
her compante , whome they had in their armes foꝛ to put 
them into their owne ſhippe. And theſe ladies ſeeing them⸗ 
ſelues to be carryed in that foꝛcible ſoꝛt, began to giue great 
chꝛikes and cryes, lamenting in ſuch loꝛt, ſhedding manie 
teares, that it moued the ꝛinceſſe Claridiana vnto great 
compaſſion. And as ſhe would haue demanded of that bigge 
knight (who ſeemed to be the chiefeſf amongſt them) what 
ſhould be the occaſion of that their great lamentation , he 
ſtraight waies came againſt her, putting him to the ſhippes 
ſid? and willed her to yelde her ſelfe pꝛiſoner: ſoft ſaid the, 
we arc not yet come vnto that, but tell mee wherekfoꝛe doſt 
thou appꝛehend them, as thy pꝛiſoners. Then the great 
knight aun Wered, with great wꝛath and anger, the migh⸗ 
tie Cleonidas ſhould ſeme to haue great ſpace + leaſure, 
if that at cucry ones demaund he ſhould ſtape foz to giue 
him an accompt wherefoꝛe he doth appꝛehend and take his 
pꝛay. Thau ſhalt vnderſtand that Jam a ſea rouer, and J 
neuer as vet met with ſhippe that J could ouercome, but 3 
did takt it, and dpd app2chend all that were therein, and ik 
they be Chꝛiſtians, J doe ſell them vnto the Wagans, and 
make them llaues, and if they be Pagans, A doe ſell them 
bnto the Chziſtians x make them likewiſe flanes, ſo that 
Jam friend to none of them both, and in all the poꝛts and 
hauens of the Mediterraneo fea , they are in confeveraſie, 
league, and friendſhip with mer, and doe luffer mee in great 
quietneſſe to viake ſale and the beſt of my marchandiſe , 
And J doe tell the? , that J doe moꝛe erteme and haue in 
Ircater pzice , this damſell which this dave J haue taken, 
M. l. en 
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and point che had loft v knight of the Sunne: this thought 
was not ſo ſone canũdered of, but ſtraight wates ſhe put it 
in vꝛe, and departed lrom thence, and twke her iouruey tos 
wards Lropiſionda, f comming vnto the ſea ſide, ſhe with 
ber Damſelis embarked themlelues in a god ſhippe, and 
made ſaile towards her owne Empire, not without great 
ſoꝛrow and griefe, tu ſ that her knight was departed from 
the tourt of the Emperour Lrebatio there was no newes 
heard of him ſince the time that he made the batfaite with 
her, which gaue her to vnderſtande that that ſhould be the 
ruſt occaſion of his departing, as one deſperate, foꝛ that vn⸗ 
knowne he made that combat, he would departe thether 
whereas they ſhould neuer moꝛe heare any newes of him, 
at this time was abated p great anger that ſhe had againſt 
him, and her ſelfe was determined to goe and ſerke him, if 
that her damſell Arcania did not fullie ſatiſ fie her of that 
confuſed hope that ſhe had. Mith theſe x other like thoughts 
they ſayled foure dates with faire winde and wether, in the 
ende whereof there aroſe à great and furious tempeſt, by 
foxce whereof the god ſhip was put in great hazard fo be 
loſt, if God foꝛ his tnfinit mercie and godneſſe had not deli⸗ 
uered them, and hauing no gouernement in the ſhippe by 
fozce of that great tempeſt, thep were dꝛiuen to ſea, a great 
way diſtant from the place, whereas they deſired to noe, and 
the ſtoꝛme endured thꝛe dates and thꝛœ nights without as 
ny teaſing, but cauſed the teas to ariſe vp in fo furious ſo2t,, 
that the mar riners could doe no god therein, but peerlded 
themſelues and the ſhippe vnto the mercte. of the wyndes, 
ſeas, and foztune, who in the ende, leemed to ſhew her ſelfe 
fauourable. The fourth dap they were launched into the 
great and fire poꝛt of the kingedome of Balauchia, wherein 
thep ſaw other two ſhippes p were dxuen thether by fozcs 
of the ſame ſtozme, and by the contour of the ſangine was 
tcr;the ſaw the contluſion of a great batfaile that was bes 
twirt the people of the ſaide two ſhippes, uke wiſe ſhe ſawe 
in the ſhippes that there was dead knights, and heard the 
ſhakes and lamentable crycs of Ladies and Damſels: the

with a cruell and deſperate death he reteiued his paiment a 
lande ſoz all his entit vas done: like wiſe that Diondes 
who was alſo a rouer in the Lenant ſcas, ⁊ of great power 
in the time of Alexander and. Darius, yet in the ende, was 
taken pꝛiſoner, aud puniched fo2 his enili dedes by Alex- 
ander. Alſo Eſtilcon was a famous rouer, vet was he taken 

nd put to death by king Demetrius. But pet moꝛe famous 
was that valiant and woꝛthie Febano, Who with one hun⸗ 
dꝛeth Gallies and thirtie great ſhippes, was ſerued by all 
the kings of the Leuant, and was feared of all them that 
dwelt towards the Ponent yet in the ende he was laken 
pꝛiloner by king Cirus, and in one houre he had his reward 
foꝛ all the euills that he had done in all his time. The rouer 
Militas, with Curreo, which were both in p time of the firſt 
Dioniſius the Siracuſian, the one deſtroped Sicilia, and the 
other did rob 4 ſpople all Aſia, but after ᷣ they had vſed this 
trade p ſpace of xxx.vceres by ſea, in y end, the rauer Miilitas 
was taken pꝛiloner by them of the Rodes, and when that 
he Was bꝛought into the place of execution, he did aduaunce 
and retovce in hinſeife , koꝛ that with his owne pꝛoper 
hands, he hadde cut of the heads of fiue hundꝛeth men, and 

thꝛew fortie into the Dea, and thirtie thonſande were lating 
in baltaule. with dis Oalltes, and in the ende, was executed 
by them of the Nodes, atcoꝛding vnto his deſerts, This and 
many het moe, which J couid rehearſe, were famous ro- 
uers, vet When the ir houre Was come ok their ſoꝛowfull de⸗ 
ſtinie, they were rewarded fo2 their ſinne and wickednelſe, 
and neuer imioped the ritches that they had ſtollen. Theres 
foe J doe e Cleonidas, that thou in all thy actions, 
being ſo conloꝛmable, that the Jullice which happened vnto 
them, cannot ve lacking vnto thee . Conſider from whence 
thou commeſt,and what thou haſt bene, and then IJ hope in 
God that thou wilt lcaue of to be a rouer, oꝛ elſe thou wilt 
goe to receiue the reward of all the harmes Which thou hail 
done in this Woꝛld, _ the diuel of hell, who is authoꝛ and 
guide ot 1 ag tha 

Then, Clconidas — p pꝛinces Clariciana bitter theſe 
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then any pꝛiſe that euer J made in all the dapes ol my life, 
fo2 that hope to make a pꝛeſent of her vnto a mightie pas 
gan Low, who will giue me fo2 her, all that euer 3 wil de⸗ 
maund. And now ſeeing J haue tolo thee that which ths!

diddeſt requeſt to know , doe now out of hand that which 
is my plealure, koꝛ that the ritchnefle of thy armour , and 
thy gentle diſpoſttion, doth g'ue mee to vnderſtande, that 
thou wilt be vnto mee as pꝛecious a p2tloner,as euer came 
to mee ſince J vled the lea. 

Pou ſhal vnderſtand that all was trueth which in this 
{I\nftone hath bene declared, foz that this rouer was called 
Cleonidas, and with great reaſon he take to hunſclfe this 
name, fo2 that he was no Icffe a rouer then that famous 
Cleonidas, Which was in the time of king Tolomco, who 
did take the king, and commanded him to be glyſtred 92 
bored with bagges of ſcalding ople, foꝛ that he dyd the lpke 
vnto all ſuch as he dpd take. This was called the lecond 
Cleonidas , he continued moꝛe then filtene yeres-vpon the 
Seas, and neuer went a land, but toke and robbed all that 
euer he met with all, and vſed no other office but as afoze is 
declared. Ye went not alone with one ſhippe as he was 
at that pꝛeſent, but alwates had with him moꝛe then twen⸗ 
tie, that were ver ie god, and fo2tifcd with all neceſſar ies 
and people, but by foꝛtune of a great tempeſt, they were 
ſcattered ab2oade, and ſeperated the one from the other into 
diuers parts, and his lhip alone chaunced into that pozte, 
whereas he met with the other ſhippe, and made his pziſe, 
as befoꝛe hath bene tolde vnto pou. 

Then Claridiana, when he heard of the euill lpfe of this 
rouer, and how without all ſhame he did boaſt and aduance 
him ſelfe of his ill doing, ſhe was very glad and iopfull foz 
that it was her foꝛtune to come thether at that time, and 

za wing out her lwoꝛd, ſhe ſapde theſe woꝛds following, 


"NALL to remembꝛaunce Cleonides, that an other of 
0 thy name, and aunſwerable vnto thy conditions, 
a | . 204 aa 171 $41 . 61. 4% 
who had a greater power at the Sea then thou haſt, 
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Then the knights of Cleonidas, which were to the number 
of ten, when they ſawe their Captaine headleſſe,they altos 
nether aſſaulted Claridiana , charging her with thicke and 
ſtrong blowes, but ſhe receiued them in lo gallant and va⸗ 
liant ſo2t,that in a ſhoꝛt ſpace ſhe flew fine of them, and the 
other ſeeing her moꝛtall blowes dyd peeld themſelues, and 
traued pardon fo2 their lines . In this ſoꝛt did this famous 
rouer end his daies, God permitting that he ſhould be with⸗ 
out the aide and ſuccour of the reſt of the Nauic foꝛ that hee 
whom all the coaſts of the tea feared, ſhuld receiue his death 
and be ſlaine by the handes of a Damſell. Thus he being 
dead and his knightes yelded , ſtraight waies Claridiana 
tommaunded fo be ſet at libertie all thoſe pꝛiſoners that hee 
had taken, the which being done, there came beloꝛe her pꝛe⸗ 
ſenting themſelues a damſel who was very faire, x brought 
by a p2incipall knight that was taken pꝛiſoner at that ins 
ſtant by Cleonidas, and both of them gaue her great thankes 
fo2 the woꝛthineſſe ſhe vſed in ſlaping of their enimie, and 
meruailed verie much at her great bountie and baltantnes, 
The, Empꝛelle receiued them verte curteoullie, and al ken 
of them who they were, and of what Countrie: Wlherevnto 
the damſell anſ wered,ſaping., 

Pou ſhall vnderſtand woꝛthie knight) that this knight 
and J are both of the confincs of Sarmaſia, and J am Ladie 
duer ſire Caſtles of mine owne the which be verie frong 
and gd, all ſcituated in one great and freſh vallep, and this 
knight is Lo2d oner other thꝛ Caſtles, round about mine, 
and being overcome with my beautie, fell in loue with mee, 
and would haue taken me fo2 his wife, J liked wel of him, 
but there was one thing that did diſturbe me, and hindered 
the accompliſhing of his defire, which was, that J had ſome 
ſuſpition that he bare great god wil and loue vato a Dams 
ſell that is verie faire, and Ladie oner another little valley, 
Which is verie faire and pleaſant, and till ſuch time as J 
was fullte certefied of this doubt, J wold neuer conſent vn⸗ 
to his requeſt, foꝛ the which, ſeeing that there was no oꝛder 
howe and which waie J might entirelie (atiſfte my ſelfe.

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Woꝛdes with ſo great boldneſſe and courage, buͤrſt out in a 
great laughter and ſaide, Now of my faith knight, 3 tell 
ther, that J never knew a moꝛe fliſh man then thou arte, 
that in this ſoꝛt doeſt thꝛeaten Cleomdas, and telleth him 
Hiſtoꝛies of Rouers, as though that he were leſſe in fo2ce 
and ſtrength then Vionedes , and thy ſelke of moꝛe power 
then euer was Alexander. Stay a while, and J will make 
thee to vnderſtand and know ho J am, and likewiſe will 
trach ther to know to whome thou (peakeſt : and in ſaptng 
theſe woꝛds, he dꝛew out his \ww2d,x went againſt Clari- 
diana, then there began betweene them a very ficrce + cruel 
battaile, t they layed the one vpon the other ſuch ſtrong x 
heauie blowes,that in ſho2t ſpace their ſhields were hewed 
# bꝛoken in perces, ⁊ all thoſe that beheld the, were greatly 
amazed, at their great fo2ce t ſtoutnelle, and it ſeemed vnto 
them that they were two of p bꝛaueſt x ſtrongeſt knights 
that euer befoze they had ſcene. This battaile was ſo rigo⸗ 
rous, that in a ſhoꝛt ſpace Cleonides began to feele # know 
the high bountie of his aduerſarie, as he that neuer in all his 
life, met with anie that did charge him fo ſtrongly, neither 
bꝛought him into the like extremitie, and the moꝛe he ſtri⸗ 
ned againſt her, the moze he felte the waight and kurie of 
her blowes. 
This battaile endured betwirte them moze then a whole 
houre from the beginning, at which time the royall Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe Claridiaua was moꝛe frelher 4 fought moze ſtronger 
then at the beginning, and Cleonidas began to war werie 
and faint,and would very kaine haue had the apde + ſuccour 
of his knights :; but the Empꝛelle perceiuing it,fearing all 
that might happen, did lo inkoꝛte her telfe , p ſtriking the 
mightie blowes at him on his healme, all in one place, in 
great halt the one after the other, ſhe made him to fall foz⸗ 
Ward vpon his hands to the around, and befo2e that he had 
any time to recoucr himlelſe againe, the ſtroke him fo ter⸗ 
ible a blow betwiene the goꝛget and his helme, that the 
ſtroke : cut: oh his head cleanc from the bodie, {a that they 
fell bo together downs io the ground.

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When that Claridiana vnderſtode verie well the aduen⸗ 
ture of the caue, ſhe ſtraight wales had a great deſire tp gee 
thether, as well to ſc a thing of ſo greate meruaile, as alſo 
foꝛ that it ſeemed that by that meanes ſhe might come vnto 
the knowledge of that ſhe deſtred ſo much fo knowe of the 
knight of the Sunne. And ſhe ſaid vnto the damſell and 
vnto the knight, that ſhe would goe and beare them tompa⸗ 
nie, onelie foꝛ to ſw that meruailous caue of Artidon, whers 
at they were verie gladde and iopfull, thinking their tours 
ney to bee made with moꝛe ſecuritie , And therewith they 
all went a ſhoare together, and beganne to trauaple by 
lande, and palling by the ſkirt of the kingdome of Bala- 
chia, thep entered into Ruſsia,and trauailing towardes the 
caue of Artidon, the Hyſtoꝛie docth leaue them fo2 to tell 
pou of the Pagans , that in all this time were muſte⸗ 
ring and gathering together of their people oe to goe to⸗ 
wards Grecia, 


How the great and mightie armie of the Emperour Alican- 

dro were ioyned together in the port of Tenedon,and of 
diuerſe varieties of people that there were 1oynea to go in- 
to Grecia. Chap. iy. 


N all this time was not idle the great and 
1} N mightie Emmperour Alycandro, foꝛ that after 
I bc had concluded vpon the voiage into Gre- 

| cia, he made ſo great ſpeed in the toyning and 

8 gathering together ok his people, that in a 

— —cqhoꝛt time al his Captaines had in a readi⸗ 
nelle what hee ſhoulde haue on his charge Yitewiſe ſuch 
kinges as were his ſubiectes hauing the charge foz to 
iopne and gather fogether in their kingdomes,all the people 
that poſſible they coulde, ſo that they obſert:ev the time aps 
pointed, and met in the ingdome of Phrigia , Whercas 
is the great and mightie Po; zt of Tenedon. The number 
of people were inlnit that were there iopned together ol dts 
uerle nations, ſo confraitc the one wy the other, chat if ſermed 
P. liti, Ä all 
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There was a concluſion conſerted betwirt bs both, that we 
ſhould goe together info the kingdome of Ruſsi2, vnto the 
cans of the wiſe Artidon, who doth ank were a full concluſi⸗ 
on vnto all that is demanded of him, and doth knowe the le⸗ 
cret of all heartes, and what they doe deſire, although they 
doe dillemble and keve it neuer fo ſecret. So this lerming 
vnto vs the beſt remedie, wee traight waies gaue oꝛder foz 
the ſame, the which being in a readinefſc, wer embarked our 
ſelues in this ſhippe, and departed , bainging with vs to 
the number ol twelue knightes to beare vs companie, and 
beeing by foztune put into this poꝛt, our miſhappe woulde 
that wer ſhoulde meete- with this rouer Cleonidas , who 
raight waies with his knights dpd iopne in battaile with 
vs, and hauing ſlaine the moſt part of thoſe that came with 
vs, this knight being ſo loꝛe oppꝛeſſed with them, in the 
end was taken pꝛiſoner with me and theſe women that 
tame with mee, acco2ding as you Sir knight, dpd finde vs, 
This is all that J can declare fo2 aunſ were vnto pour de⸗ 
maund, and the occaſion whereioze wer departed out of our 
Countrie. 

The Empzeſſe Claridiana reiopted verie much at the nod 
diſcourſe of the damſell,and meruailed not a little of that 
which the heard told of the caue of Artidon, and as one that 
deſired no other thing, to the intent ſhe might bee fullie cers 
tefied of her knight, hx requeſted the Ladie once agapne 
to certeſie her of that caue,and to giue her to vnderſtande, 
what is the reaſon that they that Aa in Houlde knowe 
all that they demaunded. Then Eliſea, (foz fo the Damſell 
Was called) who knew verie well the whole aduenture of 
that caue, declared it vnto her peticularlie in ſuch ozder as 
it was and paſſed, ſaying that the layde Artidon was the 
wiſeſt that was in all his time, and hetherto could neuer bee 
found the like, he div inchaunt that caue in ſuch ſoꝛt, that all 
perſons may knowe what they will deſire, and this was of 
a verie truth, fo that ſhe bath bene certefted by them 
that haue bene at the lame place, and there made tha 
p2wk2, 
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the king of the Suſpivs, the king of the Maſsgetas, the king 


of the Corſitas, the king of the Pariſteos, ſhe king of the Ri- 


faces,p king of p Mardos, Alſo the king of Arcania, the king 
of Yuoria,the king of Armema, and all the Nations of the 
riuer Ganges and of the mount Tauro . Alſo the king of 
Trapabona,and the king of Aegypt, and the king of Aetli- 
opia,and the Pꝛince of Candona, and the olde king of Ge- 
dtoſia, onelie foꝛ to ſeœ himſelfe renenged on the Emperour 
Alycandio who did not eſtæme, but ſet at naught his coun- 
ſaile, and alſo of Bramarant, who ſleſw the god knight Gra- 
co his fonne , To conclude, there tame theſe x many other 
nations mo, which he let paſſe foz to auoid tedtouſneſſe;bnt 
pet one thing in all this great armie, is as greatiy to be la⸗ 
mented as noted, and that is, being there topned together 
moꝛe than the third part of all the woꝛld, yet was there not 
amongſt ſo many thonſands of people, not one that dyd be⸗ 
leeue in God, noꝛ obſerned his la wes, foꝛ that they were all 
Sentiles:ſome woꝛſhipped Eſtatuas, f other ſome the ſtars, 
and there were many amongſt them that did woꝛſhip verie 
foule beaſts, and foꝛ their pꝛintipall Gods Dren and dogs, 
à very lamentable thing, vet God did permit r luffer it foz 
the great and abhominable ſinnes of man. Thus when 
that all theſe people were in a readineſle, the greate Nauie 
wherein they ſhoulde be imbarked was affembled altoge⸗ 
ther, the which fleet was ſo great, p it touered from the pozt 
Tenedon, à great part of the Egean ſea, and all the Helleſ- 
ponto vnto the Proponte, and it was not to bee meruailed, 
that ſo great and mightie a fleefe of ſhippes ſhould be tops 
ned fogether,fo2 that manꝑ dayes befoze the Emperour A- 
{candro canfed all the maiſters and ſhipping that was tg 
be found in all the coaftes of Aſia to bee bzought thether, 
{o that in a ſhoꝛt ſpace after that they were iopned toge⸗ 
ther, this mightie Flerte was furniſhed with all kindes of 
vicnalls and other necellaries, abiding winde and weather 
foꝛ to depart, the which when that it came, they boyſed their 
ſalles, and began to take their iournep towardes Grecia, 
with ſo great a noiſe of diuerſe kindes and ſoꝛtes of inſtru⸗ 
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all the people in the whole wozld to be there aſſembled, and 
if euerie Nation had not ben diuided and leparated the one 
from the other in verie good 92der, they ſhould not the one 
haue vnderſtode the other, which Would haue bene the oc⸗ 
caſion of a great tonſuſion amongeſt them, by reaſon of the 
diuerſttie of their ſpxches, And foz that the wife Lyrgandeo 
would declare (ome of the Nations that were hore met in 
this mightie armie (which was the greateſt that euer was 
made in all the woꝛld) as he that knew it verie wel, he hath 
named ſame of them in this Hpſtozie, and ſaith, that there 
came firſt thether the Emperour Alycandro, King & Koꝛde 
auer the all, who bꝛought with him fiftte thouſand knights 
of Tartaria, and thirtie thouſand knightes of the Scitas, and 
twentie thouſand of the Oꝛientall Indias,he bꝛought in his 
companie the faire Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides , foz to crowne 
her Empꝛeſſe of Grecia, who came with no (mall confent- 
anent,fo2 that it ſeemed vnto her by that oꝛder, ſh&@ might 
with great facilitie haue in her compante the knight of the 
Dunne. There came alſo the mightie and wozthie Gyant, 
Bradaman Campeon Lo2d of the D2ienfall Jlandes, who 
bꝛought in his companie that moſt valiant and pꝛoud youth 
Bramarant with two thouſand of his Opants, all mounted 
vpon Elephants, fo that in thoſe Countries they doe vſe 
them fo2 their neceſſities,as in other places they doe hozſes, 
Alſo the king of Scras with twentie thouſand on hozſeback, 
all warlike people and gallant ſouldiers. Alſo the Pꝛince of 
Cambray,and tn his companie other fiue kings of the Me- 
dias, With an infinite number of people. Alſo the Ring of 
the Palibotos, who(as it is affirmed by many authoꝛs and 

uters)that at all times when he pleaſeth, he bꝛingeth in⸗ 
to the field one hundꝛed thouſand fote men of warre, and 

thirtto thouſand on hoꝛzſebacke, ⁊ eight thouſand Elephants. 
Alfa the ſtout Rodaran king of Arabia, and with him the 
. Carmana, with each of them fiue thouſand knights, 
Thether came the kipg of Melia, the king of the Paros, the 
Hing of the Arrianos the king of the of ancaros,the king ok the 
Paricanos,tho king ofthe Baltros, the king of the Sugianos, 
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ner ko that houre her coulde heare ante nelves ef him, 
his heart gaue him that he lhould not heare of hem fo quick⸗ 
lie, foꝛ the which her was veric ſadde and heanie, although 
his valiant heart and courage was of ſo great fozee , that 


her diſſembled his ſozrowe , and ſhewed ſo pleaſant and 


topfull a countenaunce onto all people, that of none it was 
perceived . And in all thts time that they were awaiting 
the comming of the Pagans , hee no2 his ſonne Roſicleer 
were not idle, but alwayes pꝛocured fo foꝛtiſie and ſtren⸗ 
then the Citie with armour, armes, and victualles, in a⸗ 
mending the walles, and trimming the gates, cauſing the 
fleldes to bie made cleane fo diſturbing of themſt lues. So 
that this god Emperour was alwates occupied, and readie 
at all pointes, as he who loked fo2 againſt him, the greateſt 
power and mightieſt armie that euer was ſeene, Yeere the 
Hyſtozie doth leave fo ſpeake of him, and returne to ſpeake 
of the create and r- Harte wat er ee in 
England.

oſſible , Do that Don Siluerio was not contented with 
uch knightes as her conlde take out of the Aingdome of 
Luſitania, but alſo he went vnto the king Zenodoro, who 
was at that pꝛeſent king and Loꝛde — the Gatos in 
_ 0 ha were the richeſt and mightpelt people 2 
ere 
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ments, that euerie Nation bꝛought, that it was a wonder 
to heare. Ss in this their tourney the Hyſtozie doth leaue 
them till time doth lerue. 


How the Emperour Trebatio had newes of the comming 
of tlie Pagans,and how he made all things in readmeſle 
to receiue them, © Ch jap. 18. 


the Emperour Trebatio was aduertiſed 
7 Y Jo the comming of the Pagars befoze they 
\=& Y departed out of their Countrie, eucn ſo had 
v _ TC: 7 be intelligence by certaine ſcouts à meſſens 
sers, at ſuch time as they were ioyned toges 
ther, and imbarked in the Pozt of the Je- 
1 holn that they were all at the Sea, at which time 
the Emperour was readie and had all things in god oꝛder, 
although there were not come vnto him the aide and helps 
that He loked foz from many other places, but yet of his 
owne Countries. and other kingdomes ſabiec vnfo his 
Empire, he had iopned together one hundꝛeth and iwentis 
thoulands of verie god knightes and choſen men, lo beſides 
al Grecia, ther was ſubiecq vato his Empire the! kingdome 
of Maccdoma, and the kingdome of Epuo, and the kings 
dome of Arcadia, all Ciſilia was his and Italia, Pannomay 
Dalm aſia, Dardania, Hungaria, Bitania, Jueuia, Sastonts the 
Jlandes Ciclades, Creta, and Rhodas, and many other J⸗ 
landes which 1 leaue in the Lirreno Sea, whoſe gouern⸗ 
ment is by mightie Pꝛinces, all ſubiectes vato the Empire, 
and are at the com maundement el the Cmperaur at all 
unes, when that hee will call them vnto the warres. Do 
that t! be Emperour Trebatig was in a readincſle as well 
with all thele people, as alio with theſe valiant and woz⸗ 
thie Enightes which were at that time in the Court, and 
others Which her [oh ed ſoz cuerie daic. „ and allhough her 
receiued greate ſozrowe and grief? fo2 the abſence of his 
ſonne the knight of the Sunne, in the. time of ſo great ne - 
cellitie, and fo2 that it was long lince his departure, and ne⸗

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ſufficient fo2 fo conquere the whole compaſſe of the world, 
fo2 that ſince the arte of Pauigation was firſte inuented, 
there was neuer ſo puiſant and mightie a lecte ſine on ths 
ſeas, loꝛ the firſt onſet of them did couer the greateſt parte 
of the Proponto , beſides thoſe that remained fo2 fo paſĩe 

the ſtraights into Egeo. | 
Upon a dape earety in the moꝛning at ſuch time as the 
Sunne began fo ſpꝛed abꝛoade his beames vpon the earth, 
this great and puilant flecte of ſhippes was ſo nighe vnto 
the lande, that they were diſconered by them ok Conſtanti- 
nople, that dyd abide their comming, who were not a little 
amazed when that they ſaw the ſeas couered with ſo great 
and innumerable companie cf ſhippes, and it ſcemed bnfo 
them that there could not remaine any moꝛe people in all 
Alia, that was of any accompt, but that they were come in 
that fleete, and with the great iope and contentment that 
they receiued fo2 the diſconerie of the lande, there was ſo 
great a noyſe of diners kindes of inſtruments, that it ſ&- 
med all the world to iopne together, as at the daye of the 
vniuerſall iudgement. They that came foꝛmoſt and firſt to 
the lande, was the king of Media,t the king of the Partos, 
who with an infinit number of ſmall Piniſes and boates 
made foꝛ the purpoſe, began to put a land a great multitude 
of their people p came in their great ſhippes, wherein they 
vled great diligence,and made all haſt poſſible, becauſe they 
would not diſturbe, but giue place vnto them that followed 
after, Being a land, and not pet put in god oꝛder, neither 
had they taken a ſhoꝛe their hoꝛſe and munition, When that 
by the commaundement of the Emperour Trebatio, there 
iſlued out of the mightie citie of Conſtantinople the pꝛince 
Rodomarte, atmed with very god and ſure armour, and in 
his company ten thouſand knights likewiſe very well ar⸗ 
med, and went towards the ſea ſide , who with ſo valiant 
courage and furious foꝛte, did put themſelues in the middet 
amongſt the Pagans that were landed a ſho2e, that they 
flew many of them, # many they duerthꝛew to the ground 
very ſoꝛe wonnded, ſo that there were very fewe of thenr 
but 
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were to be ſounde in all Chꝛiſtendome) who fo2 that they 
were neighbours and friends , he gaue bnto him twentie 
thouſands knights all very god and well armed, z amongſt 
them there were ſome young knights of the Godos, who 
foꝛ fo ſhow fo:th the woꝛthineſſe of their perſons, thought 
it god to goe foꝛth in theſe warres, and dpd vſe themſciues 
very valiantlp, as tall be declared vnto pou in the pꝛoceſſo 
of this Biſtozie. 

With theſe and other thirtie thouſand moze that Don 
Siluerio brought out of his countr ie, which made to p num⸗ 
ber of fiftie thouſand very god ſouldiers, he went to great 
Bꝛzitaige: and at his ariuall thether, the king Oliuerio had 
in a redineſſe other fiftie thouſand choſen men out from as 
mongſt ali other Eingedomes that were ſubieg vnto him, 
as Scotland, Jicland, Wales , and Coznewall, and other 
mightie Lo2des of Almaine, ſo that there was topned toge- 
ther in great Bꝛitaine, one hund2eth thouſad fighting men, 
Likewiſe , he receiued letters from the king of Hungaria, 
that he had in a redineſſe foꝛ his comming , koꝛtie thouſand 
knights, verp god and cholen men, and well armed in all 
points: this he had beſides others of great number, which 
would mate him by the wap, the which did giue courage r 
ſtomacke vnto king Olinerio, not alonelp to aſſalt the Em- 
peroꝛ IT rebatio, but alſo to conquer a great part of b wozld, 
o making his fleets in a redinelle, and all other neceſlaries 
neꝛdefull fo2 ſuch an enterpꝛiſe, the hiſtoꝛie doth leue them, 
and retourne vnto the Emperour Alicand:o,

the barbarous Nations did ſaile and nauigate with 
pzoſperous. winde and wether, towards Grecia, with

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was no one that belonged onto thei that durſt abide their 
pꝛeſence, ſoꝛ that they were appointed fo2 fo come in þ mid⸗ 


butt of all that great fte in the garde F compame of the + 


Emperour Alicandro, and tcp ſteing ſo manp ſhippes be⸗ 
foze chem, (the which ould firſt diſembarke) and thep ſo 
farre f;om y ſhoꝛe whereto they could not by ante meanes 
ſend anie of their men foꝛ to aide 7 helpe the Hagans that 
were in battaile and oppꝛelled by the Chꝛiſtians, were rea⸗ 
die to teare themſelues in peetes with anger and griefe, and 
commanded the marriners, that they ſhould with all ſaites 
bearing,rulh thzough the thickeſt of ail the ficefe, with alt 
ſperde pollible fo2 to come firſt to the ſhoꝛe:and foꝛ that the 
pallage was verie perilous foz to paſſe thꝛough, where as 
o manie chippes were at an anker in the poꝛt, the pplot 
did withdꝛaw himſelfe in all ß euer he could, not to paſſe 
fo wards, the which being perceived by the ſtout Brama- 
rant, his anger was fo great, that he had againſt tbe pplot, 
that he twke him by the herles and thꝛew him headlong 
into the ſea, and ſaid, goe thy wates whereas thou ſhalt loſe 
all the feare and dꝛead that thou haſt of the Sea, foꝛ that 


marriners ought not to haue ante moze feare at the Sean, 


then knights on the land: and there vpon he foke the go⸗ 
uernement of the ſhippe to himſclfe , who with ſtretched 
ſailes, thꝛuſt himſelfe amongſt the thickeſt of the fleet, with 
ſo great furie, that all pplots pꝛocured to let flip their cas 
bles foꝛ to giue waie vnto him that he might paſſe, and by 
reaſon of his firſt courſe, there were ſome ſhippes that had 
not ſo much time, receiued the wzacke, and ſunke into the 
Ded. 

Thus by fo2ce haſting to the ſhoꝛeward, launching ont 
the chippe boate, both the father and ſonne went to gether, 
and there were ſo great a number of them and their barkes 
at the ſca ſide, diſcharging of ſouldiers, that they could not 
gette to the ſhoꝛe, and they not minding to ſtape fo2 ante 
furnes oꝛ degrees , made no moꝛe a doe but leapt from one 
doate vnto an other, foꝛ to recouer the lande, and pet were 
they fo2ced foꝛ to leape into the water "Y to the kngs befo2g 

they 
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but were ſoꝛie, that they were the firlk that came a lande: 
but by reaſon tat they were verpe mame in number and 
confinu; Up they did diſembarke moze and moze, they re- 
turned vpon the Orcekes,fo that be twirt b em there began 
a mightie and terrible battaule, foz that the Medianes and 
Partes, Were ſfoutc and valiant men, and were all well ar⸗ 
med, and defended well themſclues . Likewiſe, the Grekes 
were all choſen knights, and the great courage the which 
they receiued by the hearing of their valiant captaine, dyd 
cauſe them to put the Pagans in fo great extremitie, that 
of foꝛce tber retpꝛed towards the ſea, in which time there 
Was ſo great halt in that mightie ficcte, fo2 to uy wes ke 
themſelucs a land, that all was in an vpꝛoze, and lo great a 
nopſe that the one could neither heare no: badent Sk the 
other, tiil ſuch time as the Emperour Al:canaro , (with 
great anger, fo2 that he could not with his people goe and 
avde them that were a land) commaunded that they ſhould 
all retire back, and that euerie nation in his oꝛder as he a⸗ 
rined, ſhould diſembarke themirtues,the Wich! being oba N 
ed, [traight waics there went a land the Scl 8 10S, Att D 
the Gandaros, Who when they iopnod with tt e other that 
were befoꝛe a land, were ſo mand in numb * Oralics 
vegan to loſe ground, and to retire towards the citie. The 
Emperour ſeeing that, commaunded to ilſue fꝛth v Pꝛinte 
of Dalmacia, and 5 Dꝛince of the Rodes with fiftene thous 
and knights, who centred into the vattaile with is kurious 
pꝛe, that in killing 4 llaping many of p Pagans,they made 
them to loſe that which beloꝛe they had gotten of the field, 
and to retire backe vnto the lea fide, There might pou ſ& 
tld Pꝛintes do ſo great actes, that they were all embꝛued 
with blond of their enimies. Likewiſe the king of Media 
t of the Partes,t other tings,p2ances,t captaines of the pas 
gang, were all a great defence vato their knights, fo2 that 
LUCY Were of Ares * f OL Gh itaturc aff their pere ns, ver ie 
valiant, ſtrong and ſtoute, which cauſed great deftruction as 
mongſt the Chꝛiſtians. $1 rali this tine was Pradaman and 
Bramarant his ſonne, ſo angrie, furious 4 outragious, y there 


was 
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them, in which time the two Pytaces had ſpace foz to reco- 
uer againe their hoꝛſes, and with great anger and griefe foz 
that miſfoztune that happened vnto them, they put them⸗ 
le lues amonalt the Pagans, requiting on them the inturte 
done by the other two, determining not to return anie moꝛe 
to pꝛoue themiclues vpon the two Pagans that had cuer⸗ 
thꝛowen them, becauſe they lawe that they coulde get buf 
little honour at their hands, In this time the Grackes re⸗ 
tired backe all that euer they could, and loſt a great part of. 
the field, ſo that the reſt of the Pagan flirte had rome and 
ſpace inongh fo2 to diſembarke themſciues,ſo p all the fields 
were peopled with the Pagan hoft, The which the Empe⸗ 
rour 1 rebatio perteiuing, he ſtraight waics commanded the 
Pꝛince of Dardania and the king of Eſclauonia, p thep with 
twentie thouſand knights ſhould iſſue out into the battaile, 
and do ſo much, that by foꝛte they might make the Wagans 
fo2 to retire, onelie fo2 that they ſhould not thinke Grecia lo 
be ſo ill pꝛouided of knights and defence « Then theſe two 
Captaines who were verie valiant and ſtaut knights, with 
thole knights that the Cmperour had commanded, depar⸗ 
ted out bf the citie, and paſſing two great fields that were 
hetwerne the Pagan hoſt and them, they came vnto the bat⸗ 
tale, and ſeeing that the Grectans retired and Were like to 
loſe the vidozie, With all the foꝛce and farte posible, they 
enfred all together into the battatle, and llew manp of their 
enimies, and got againe the field the which beloꝛe they had 
Loft, made the Pagans to retire vnto p ſea ſide, although 
they were a great number moꝛe, then there were of the 
Grekes , and contiizvally did diſembarke moze and moze, 
all atongſt the coaſt, ſome armed, and other ſome tarrping 
foꝛ theyꝛ armour and hoꝛſe, pet fo2 all this it dyd well ap⸗ 
peare that thoſe which came from the citic a kreſh, had not - 
felt the great power and inſernall furie of theſe bane Pas 
gans, the father 4 the lonne, who With great caſe did bat⸗ 
kaple with the reſt, but quickly thep felt their mozfail and 
wonderfull blowes, which cauſed them to loſe a great part 
of their bzauerie, g lemed that thoſe two were ſufficient fo2 
Hu, to 
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they could get a ſhoꝛe, who when they found themſelues 
vpon the firme lande, t againſt them a number of Greckes 
that dyd diſturbe their diſembarking , they did in ſuche 
ſoꝛt beginne to beſturre themſelues amongſt them, that in 
a ſhozte time with their wonderkull and terrible blowes, 
they dpd ſo intreate them, that of very fozce they were con⸗ 
ſtrained fo retire, fo2 that ticy neuer firoke blow, but that 
they lie w oꝛ ouerthꝛew a knight to the ground, that by their 
mightie foꝛce, they had place foꝛ to dil barke the reſt a land. 
And in this ſoꝛt being a fote as they were, they put them⸗ 
ſelues into the middeſt of the battaile, by whoſe comming, 
many Greekes loſt their lines, and they tarrped the flower 
of the vigoꝛie, fo: that whereas they went, there was not 
one that ſaw their terrible blowes, but did five away befo2e 
them, as from the death: ſo that by reaſon hereof,p Greekes 
loſt a great parte of the field, and rety2ed themlelues toy 
wards the citie, the which being perceiued by the captains, 
they did intourage and animate them all that euer they 
could, foz to holde their owne , and fo remaine in the field, 
but thep reſpecting the two Paganes and ſaw that they 
were the onelp occaſion of their retpꝛing, and ſigne of de- 
ſtruc ion, the two P2inces Radamarte and Rodateo,toke to 
them two bigge and ſtrong ſtaues, and ſetting ſpurres to 
their Hoꝛſes, with ſo great furte as poſſible was, the one 
made his encoũter againſt Bradaman, and the other againſt 
Pramarant, who although they were on fate, pet foz all that 
by reaſon of the greatnelle and mightinelle of their perſons, 
were ſcene aboue all the reſt: but it fell not out well with 

theſe two Pꝛintes, foꝛ although they made their encounter 
— ſtrongly, and bzake their ſtaues, pet did they them no 
harme, neither made any motion ok moning thereat, but 
paſſing by they rok either of the ſuch a blow at his enimie 
with ſo great furie, on their walles, that they ouerthzew the 
to the earth, and if their armour had not bene verie god, 
they had parted them a ſunder in the middeſt. Foꝛthwith 
theſe furious Pagas paſſed foꝛwards foꝛ to put themſelues 
in the thickeſt of the 3 led meruailoullp befoze 


them, 
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With great furie entred theſe ſire woꝛthie knights, into 
the battaile, and ſo valiatly beſturred themſelues, that vn- 
to the reſt of the Cranes they gaue new fo2ce and courage 
to returne vnto the fight, and great wonder vnto the Pas 
gans to ſe their bꝛauerie, with great anger they put them⸗ 
ſelues amongſt their enimies, ouerthꝛowing and killing all 
that euer was in their waies, in ſuch ſoꝛt that they left all 
the field, (whereas they went) full of dead bodies, 2 there 
was not one, although he were neuer ſo ſtout, that durſt a⸗ 
byde befoze them, but in eſpeciall, that woꝛthie Roficleer, 
who had the foꝛehand, dyd charge his enimies with lo great 
and furious blowes, that the Emperour Alicandro,x other 
Pagan kniges that dyd behold them out of the triumphant 
Chariot did think verely p it was the knight of the Sunne, 
fo2 that in his gallant pꝛopoꝛcion, and mightineſſe of bodie, 
he did reſemble him verie much. And their bloud wared 
tolde in their bodies to ſ& how he did cut their knights a- 
funder in the middeſt, and ſome clone downe vnto the ger⸗ 
delſted: likewiſe they were greatly amazed at the oufe 
Tropan that rode by him, who ouerthꝛew 4 flew with his 
{w02d,ail that euer he could reach, and dyd in this day make 
aparant vnto ail people, the valiant diſcent from whence he 
did pꝛoccede. Alſo that valiant Tartarian, did here ſhew the 
great lone that he bare vnto Roſicleer, foz Whoſe ſake, he 
foꝛſoke his owne natiue countrie,+ flew ſo many of thoſe 
barbarous people, that he was all imbzewed with þ bloud 
of themy,the lpke dyd the two Pꝛinces and the king, that if 
they had not bene appzoued knightes, thep could not haue 
followed Roſicleer, by reaſon he put himſelke with fo great 
furie qmmongeſt the Pagans: but what dpd profit all this 
that they dyd, foꝛ although on that part whereas thcy were 
they got the better hand, pet in all other parts of the bats 
taile the Greckes ed away and ot the feld, by reaſon ok 
the two fur! EYE Pa; ant ; Br. id, zaman and Br. $1147 alle, Who 
did ſuch din eliſh v wonder s, hat ther was none that could tel 
What to make of en a 
There ca ne a Srake kn night b ko Rohcleer, detlaring 4 
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to deſtrop them all, who with verie bꝛoade and heauie fans 
chins, dyd put themſelues amongT the Gree!:cs,fome thep 
cut a ſunder by the waſtes, and otherſome they cloue down 
fo their bꝛeaſtes, and otherſome vnto the ſaddle, and made 
Ar cat ſlaughter in ſuch ſoꝛt, that amongſt the Greekes, ther 
was not one knight although he were neuer fo valiant x 
ſtoute, that durſt abpde bekoze them, but ranne away from 
tte place whereas they ſaw them come, thinking them to be 
moꝛe like diuels ok bell, then knights. At this time yp Em⸗ 
perour Alicandro was come a ſhoze, and moũted vpon a tri⸗ 
umphant Chariot, ſuch a one as the pꝛinceſſe Lindavrides 
bꝛought:out of the which he did behold all that paſſev in the 
battaile, and was verie topfull foz to ſee the great wonders 
which Bradaman Campion, and his ſonne dpd, and ſemed 
vnto him that they t wo alone were ſufficient foꝛ to deſtroy 
a whole armie, and he ſaw that by their foꝛce, the Greekes 
began to loſe ground, although euerie one of them did ve⸗ 
rie wel, by the great incouraging of their captaines. At this 
time the god knight Roſicleer (finding himſelfe agreued) 
would not detaine himſelfe any longer in the citie, ⁊ ſeing 
that the battaile was meruailouſlp moned, he armed him⸗ 
ſelfe with his ſtrong, rich, and gliſtering armour , And als 
though the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia, and the Emmpꝛiſſe Briana his 
mother did all that they could foz to diſturbe his going, pet 
dyd it p2ofit the very little, foz that in taking liſence of the 
Emperour his father, he iſſued out of the citie, accompanied 
with thoſe valiant knights, the Troian Oriſtedes, the Tar⸗ 
tarian Zoylo, the two pzinces Bargandel and Liriamandro, 
and the king Alamades, all theſe ſire together without cars 
rying any other people in their companie , but onely cer⸗ 
taine ſquires fo2 fo carrie their ſpeares. Jn this ſoꝛt went 
towards the battaile a gallope with their hozſe and accoz⸗ 
ding as they were of gallant pꝛopoꝛcions, and verp well ar⸗ 
med, thep gaue contentment vnto all that dyd behold them, 
and the eutring of theſe knights into the battaile , fell out 
euel vnto a great number, foꝛ that in this day a great num⸗ 
ber of the pagans loſt their liues by their hands, 
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and impetuoſitie, that he ſeemed a whirle wind returned vp⸗ 
pon the gran Campeon,and made ſo ſtrong an encounter in 
the middeſt of his bꝛeaſt, that neither moꝛe noz leſſe as his 
ſonne, he fell with his backe on the ground, and therwith he 
and his friend pꝛeſled foꝛwards, making great laughter as 
mongſt the Pagans. But when that the Emperour Aly- 
candro [awe thoſe two moſt valiant Pagans (in whom he 
had ſo great confivece)to be ouerthꝛobon by one alone knight, 
he thought verilte to die in that place with verie anger, and 
complained againſt the Gods, foꝛ that they did giue vnto one 
knight ſo great fozce and ſtrength, and moze, being a Ch2ts 
ſtian, But his anger and griefe did ſtraight waies increaſe 
the mo2e,fo2 that the olde king of Gedroſia who was with 
him, and as one that receiued no griefe at ante euill py ſhould 

happan vnto the Pagans, ſaid. | 
Pou lhall vnderſtand mightie Emperonr ) that ponder 
knight who hath put you in ſo great admiration is not the 
knight of the Sunne, as pou doe thinke, foꝛ that as pet he is 
not come foꝛth vnto the battaile, but this is a bꝛother of his, 
ahd ſuch a one, that when that he doth iopne with the other, 
there is not people inough in all this thy mightie armie ſuk⸗ 
fictent foꝛ to kill them, The Emperour did verie well vn⸗ 
derſtand the intention of the king of Gedroſia, and meruai⸗ 
ling greatlie at that which he had ſayd, he did diſſemble at 
that pꝛeſent, and returned to beholde the battaile, to ſ& the 
concluſton thereof. It cannot be heere declared the great ans 
ger and diuelliſh furie which the two Pagans, Father and 
ſonne receiued, to ſee themſclues ſo ouerthꝛowen by one a⸗ 
lone knight in the pzefence of all the whole Campe, which 
cauſed them to do ſuch things, fo ſtrike fo terrible blowes, 
that they ſemed to be diuells of hell. And they ſeeing that 
they could not by ante meanes followe and onertake that 
knight which had ouerthꝛowen them, foꝛ that they were on 
fote,they ſtraight wales commanded that in great haſt their 
hozies ſhould be bꝛought vnto them, ſo they bꝛought vnts 
Bradaman a mightie Elephant whereon he did vſe to ride, 
fo; that there was no hozſe that could beare him, and vnto 
N. ili. Brama- 
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miſchiefe the which thoſe two Pagans did, who hearing 
the ſame, turned aboute his hoꝛſe, and went fowardes that 
place whereas they were acompanied with their kreindes: 
and he had not gon farre when that a karre of he ſaw them. 
fo: that Bradaman being on fte, was higher then any man 
on hoꝛſebacke from the bꝛeſt vpwards, and Bramarant was 
equal on fie with the hoꝛſemen, and theſe two Yagans 
were all to be raped with bloud, and the place whereas they 
were fall of dead bodies round about them, pꝛocur ing con⸗ 
finually to pzefſe foꝛewards in the battaile , all that cer 
they could, foꝛ fo over take them that fled away befoze the 
The which being ſerne by Koſicleer, his valiant and ceuras 
gious heart could not ſuffer it, but foke in his hand p big⸗ 
— ſpeare that he could finde, erping out vnto the knights 
fo: to giue him wap: he lpke vnto a whirle winde, made 
towards Bramarant, at which nopſe all the Pagans and 
Ortekes gaue way kor to behold that encounter, then this 
furious Pagan When that he ſawe him comming, with his 
bꝛoade faucheon in his hand, did abide him, and ikode (till, 
thinking him to be one as the other knights were, but this 
god knight made his encounter in the middeſt of his bꝛoad 
and great bꝛealt, with ſo great foꝛce and ſtrength, (that al- 
though he was accuſtomed not to make any mouing fo2 a- 
ny encounter that was made againſt him) pet at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent he was ouerthꝛowen and fell backwards to the ground, 
that he thought verelp all his bones had bene b2oken, at 
whoſe fall there was lo great a nopſe, as though a tower 
had fallen downe, the which fall troubled him ſo much, that 
almoſt with griefe he could ſcarce ryſe againe. At which 
encounter all thoſe that dyd behold it, were greatly amazed, 
fo; the Pagans thaugh t verelp, that there was no humarne 
fo:ce that was av! e fo make the like. But much moze was 
the wonder of y pꝛoud pagan, koꝛ that he thought that all the 


power of thoſe kalſe rs! in Whome he beletced, were not of

ſelues, and did beholde them, and were greatlie amazed that 
ſo much power and foꝛce ſhoulde be in humane creatures. 
No leſſe woꝛth foꝛ to be loked on at that pꝛeſent, was the 
mightie battaile that paſſed betwirt the ſtout Bramarant & 
the two god knights, the Tartarian à the Tropan, fo that 
Bradaman was the ſtrongeſt that was to be found amonalt 
all the Gyanfs in the whole world at that time. Likewiſe 
the two knights were the beſt that were to be found in all 
that great hoaſt, next vnto Roſicleer and Bramarant, which 
Was the occaſion that the battaile which was bet wirt them 
was the moꝛe rigozous, ſoꝛ that the ſtout Tartarian ſtroke 
Bradaman ſuch terrible blowes on the one ſide, that he aſto⸗ 
nied him, and the valiaunt Tropan ſo charged him on the 
other ſide, that he made the bloud to runne out both at his 
noſe and mouth, pet foꝛ all that the mightie Pagan did not 
diſmatc himſelfe, but was ſo couragious, that cuerie blowe 
that her faſtned on his enimies, did make them to double 
their bodies in their ſaddles , and many times to loſe their 
remembꝛance, and if they had not bene both againſt him 
together, either of them alone ſhould haue paſſed verie euill. 
Thus after that this battaile had endured betweene them 
the ſpace of halfe an houre, the night dꝛew on, and then was 
there diſembarked a land lo great and infinite a compante 
of Pagans, that the Grakes could not ſuffer them, but were 
conſtrained to retire, the which Rolicleer ſeœing, and conſi⸗ 
dering the great periil that might happen vnto them, foz to 
remune there alone and ſo farre from their companie,p2es 
ſently left Bramarant with whom he did combat, and called 
vnto his friends, who did the like, ſo that in choꝛt ſpace with 


their light and (wilt courſes, thep put themſelnes amonaly 
the Greekes,and returning backe in verie god order, they 
got into the cific, the which was no grieke vnto the Yagans, 
although the Tran Campeon and Bramarant remained ve⸗ 
rie angrie and furious, koꝛ that thep could net be reuenged 
on thoſe. knightes that dyd lo much abaſe them. And by 
reaſon that the night dꝛew on a pace, the Cmperour Alv- 
candro commaunded his Tents to be. pitched , and all 
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Bramarant the mightieſt hoꝛſe of bodie that euer was ſerne, 
foꝛ that he was engendered by a hoꝛſe and a ſhe Elephant. 
hen that theſe two were mounted oz the cuil of many 
they put themſelues into the battaile, killing and ſlaping alt 
that euer they met withall, till luch time as they had diſco- 
uered the woꝛthie knight Rolicleer in the companie of his 
god friends, + foꝛ that Bramarant did ſhew him ſelfe of grea⸗ 
ter foꝛce than his father, by the mightie and moꝛtall blowes 
Which he ſtroke, Roſicleer would take with him the conten⸗ 
tion, and the Tropan Oriſtedes with the ſtout Zoylo, went 
againſt Bradaman, ſo that betwene them there began a ter⸗ 
rible battaile, that all thoſe that might ſee them, foꝛgot fo 
fight, and ſtod to behold them, ⁊ ſeemed that in all their lines 
they neuer ſawe the like, foꝛ that they tudgod to be iopned 
together there, all the foꝛte and ſtrength in the woꝛeld, there 
did the god knight Roſicleer fœle the great foꝛce and furte 
of the Pagan, and it ſeemed vnto him that ha was the bꝛa⸗ 
neſt and moſt ſtrongeſt that euer he pꝛoued in all his life , 
Likewiſe the ſtout Bramarant did knowe his high bountie 
and valiant fo2ce,fo2 feeling the mightie blowes which her 
ffroke on him, and ſeeing the little harme that his blowe did 
vnto the knight, with an angrie courage he blalphemed a⸗ 
gainſt the heanens,and againſt the carth, and redeubled his 
blowes with ſo great furie, that if the armour of Rolictcer 
had not ben exceeding god, euerie blow of them had ben ſuf⸗ 
ficient fo2 to haue clonen him a ſunder in the middelt, and 
vet fo2 all that he many times aſtonied him, x bought hint 
ſo karre out of remembꝛauncc, that he fell foꝛwards on his 
ſaddle bow and embzaced his hoꝛſe necke, pet notwithckan⸗ 
ding this font Pagan did not much adnance himſelfe of his 
baltanfncfe,foz h this wozthie Crake being kindled with 
ire, did with nioztal courage ſo charge him in ſuch ſa2t,that 
his teeth did bꝛeake the one againſt the other, by the fo2ce of 
his blowes, that great abundance of bloud ranne out at his 
mouth, and many times he was fo amazed, pb he was readie 
to fal from his hozſe, ſo that betwirt them the battaile grew 
ſo terrible, that all thoſe that were in the field foꝛgot them⸗ 
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god Emperdur Trebatio hearkened to no other thing but 
to ſend to his knights from one place bnto another, in the 
demand and ſceking of the knight of the Sunne, and when 
that he could not heare ante newes by them, hee was verie 
fad and ſoꝛrowkull foꝛ the ſame, as well fo2 the ſuſpition hee 
had of ſome miſ foꝛtune that might happen vnto him, as als 
ſo foꝛ the great lacke ol his aide and helpe that they might 
haue in that time of neccſſitic. The Pzinceſſe Lyndabrides 
like wiſe in the time of theſe eight dates of truce, was infoꝛ⸗ 
med by tertaine Greekes, how that the knight of the Sunne 
was ablent from the Court, and that many dates ſince. they 
neuer could heare ante newes of him, fo2 the which newes 
che was meruailoullie ſad and heauie, foꝛ that ſhe was de⸗ 
termined to enter into Conſtantinople, that vnder coulonr 
to ſpeake with the Emp2effe Briana, ſhe might ſ& him, who 
was the onclie occaſion of her comming out of her Countrp, 
and it ſeemed vnto her that in onelie ſ&ing of him, her hart 
ſhould receiue great comfoꝛt # eaſe, and ſhe had great hope, 
(onelie fo2 fo eſchue the great warres that were oꝛdained a⸗ 
cainſt them) that they would thinke it the beſt that he ſhuld 
be her huſband , but when that ſh& ſawe that all fell out 
contrarie to that which ſhe thought, ſhe beganne a new to 
grieue her ſelfe,and to feele her mil foꝛtune, whereas the Bp- 
ſtozie doth leaue her, to tel o? all that happened afterwards. 


Of che great ſuccour that came to the Emperour Trebatio, 


and of 2 cruel! battaile that the Chriſtians had with the 
Pagans, Chap,2, | 


le att daie of the fruce that was put be- 

7 tweene the two Emperoꝛs, ariued in Gre- 
cia the Pꝛince Claueryndo, who came in 
aide and ſuccour of the Emperour Treba- 
4 2K 9: tio, with twentie thouſand knightes, of the 
ec pꝛopoꝛtioned and armed, that were at 
3 that time ioyned together in Grecia, and they diſimbarked 


themſelues in the nicht of all the Pagans, and entered into 
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that night they had inough to doe fo diſimbarke the reff of 
the people that came in that flexte. But when that the next 
moꝛning was come, thep might ſee all the field of Grecia ſo 
repleniſhed with barbarous people, that neuer belo2e that 
time was ſeene ſo many people in one armie, there was (a 
many that they could not be numbꝛed, to know how many 
they were, but that they might diſcerne euerie Ration was 
diuided by themſelues, and knowen the one from the other. 
Likewiſe to ſe the great difference they had the one from 
the other in their tents, the faſhion of their armour, the di⸗ 
uerſities of ſpeches, and the contrartefie of their cuſtomes 
and manners, that no man whatſoeuer he were that ſhould 
bane ſeene them, but woulde haue meruailed, and receiued 
great admiration, the Cmperiai tent of the Emperour was 
all wzought with gold and ſiluer, full of an inmmite number 
of fine, pꝛtious, and gliſtering ſtones , and was of ſo hugs 
higneſſe, that a thouſand armed knights might walke ther 
in, Within the ſame tent was the Emperiall ſeate of the 
Emperour, and round about it the ſeates of all the other 
kings his vaſſals, in ſuch oꝛder placed, as it was in the em- 
periall hall of his pallate, and round about the ſame Tent 
was placed the fenfs of the Tartarians and of the Scitas, 
with an infimt number of tents and pauillions belonging 
onto them. In like oꝛder was placed the tents of the other 
kings his vaſſals,cuerte one in his degree , Theſe Pagans 
were eight daies, and had inough to do fo fozteſie their tents 
and trenches, in which time the Greekes gaue no attempt as 
gainſt the Pagans, fo2 that the Cmperour Alycandro dyd 
ſend and aſked truce of the Cimperour T rebatio fog eight 
daies, the which was foz no other thing, but onelie that the 
Grekes might frœlie enter into their campe foꝛ to ſr diſ⸗ 
terne their mightie power, and ſo they did, foꝛ in the ſpace 
of that eight daies, the Greekes did no other thing but goe 
and come into the camp and hoaſt of the Pagans, and were 
greatlie amazed to ſ& ſo 1nany and ſo different Nations iop⸗ 
ned together, and ſo conſoꝛmable fo2 to obey and accompliſh 
the commandement of their Loꝛd. Like wiſe in this time the 
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of pour father and Conntfrie,ſhew pour ſelfe row as euer 
heeretofoze pon haue beene, r let no froubles noꝛ trauailcs 
ouertome pou, no: wearineſſe enter into pour bones, ſoꝛ ſœ⸗ 
ing that Sod hath created and made you fo baltanf * woꝛ⸗ 
thie, let the honour of pour inightte 4 valiant attempts aps 
peare in pour high knighthod,and pou map wel make this 
account, that if you goe thzough with this enterpꝛile, pou 
haue conquered all the woꝛld from the Oꝛient vnto the De- 
ctdent(beſide the (mall companie that is on your part) thep 
be all againſt you, & this much J can tell you of the knight 
of the Sun your bꝛother, that ſince his departure frö hence, 
he hath not bene greatlie at his caſe, foꝛ that he bath paſſed 
greater perils # dangers tha you can paſſe in theſe wars,x 
it doth not behone vs fo ſpeak any moꝛe of him, foꝛ Þ of foꝛce 
he muſt paſſe the froubles the which his deſtinie hath oꝛdai⸗ 
ned foꝛ him Herre did Roſicleer grafific very much the wiſe 
man fo2 that which he had ſapd vnto him, and after thanks 
giuing, he laid, that hauing him on his ſide, there was no- 
thing v he did feare. At this inſtant came thether ſiue thou⸗ 
ſand knights from the kingdome of Theſlalia, and in their 
tompanie came the faire Qucne Arquiroſa , who after 5 
ſhe vnderſtod that Roſicleer(by whome ſhe recouered her 
kingdome) was ſonne vnto the Emperoꝛ Trebatio,ſhe was 
not content to ſend to him of her knightes, but ſhe her ſelfe 
would come in perſon vnto Conſtantinople, as wel fo: to ſe 
Roſicleer, as alſo becauſe the hoped to receiue ⁊ take a huſ- 
band at his appointment. The Emperoꝛ x Noſicleer thought 
great friendſhip of the comming of this aide, by whom ag 
alſo by the Empꝛeſle the Qneene was recetned with great 
honour. All theſe were ioyned together in the mightie Citie 
of Conſtantinople, whereas the Emperoꝛ found of the one x 
of the other . fonre ſcoꝛe thouſand knights, ſo ; if there 
were not iopned together fo many of their aduerſar ies, they 
pad ben ſufficient to haue conquered al the Whole wozld, pet 
was there of the 13agans foure foꝛ one,+ amongſt the there 


were the mot bꝛaueſt 2 ſtouteſt giants 5 were to be found 


in all the wo ld, foꝛ y the Emperour Alicandro ſent foꝛ the 
| from 
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Conſtantinople, at whoſs comming the Emperour Treba- 
tio receiued as great toy and pleaſure, as the Emperour A- 
ly candro ſozrow and griefe, ſoꝛ that thoſe knights came in 
the time ok their truce, and his will was to the contrarie, 
fo: that he would haue giuen them a recompentibus befoꝛe 
their entering into Conſtantinople, but ſtraight waies his 
griefe began to double, fo2 that within one houre after ari⸗ 
ued there the god king Sacridoro with eight thouſand of his 
owne knights, and in his companie came the Pzince Don 
Lucindo, with great deſire fo2 to ſhew the god wilt that he 
boze bnto Rolicleer,all the which came a ſhoꝛe in the face of 
all the Pagans, paſled thzough thr great field, and ſo ente⸗ 
red into e e eee they were receiued of the 
Emperour Trebatio # Rolicleer, with that loue and friends 
ſhip as was alwates betwirt them, Likewiſe the laſt date 
of the truce lacked not the comming of the god and valy- 
ant king Florion, and in his compante the wiſe Lyrgandeo 
and his ſonne, the ſtout Brandizel, who met with him at 
the Sea, by the induſtrie and wiſedome of the wiſc man, 

and in his cempanie twentie thonſand knights, who came 
to paie the greate debt in the which ha was bound vnto 
the knight of the Sunne, and at their entrie into Conſtan- 
tinople they were receiued of the Emperour and of the Em⸗ 
pꝛelle, as ſuch perſons as they were deſerued, who knew not 
how to gratifie the great paines and trauaile which they 
had taken, in comming from fa farre Countries tofanour, 
ſuccour, and helpe them. Herre the king Florion and the wile 
Lyrgandeo began a new foꝛ to declare vnto thein,how 4 in 
What ſoꝛt the young Gentleman of the Sunne was found, 
and how he was neuriſhedand bzought bp into his compa 
nie, till ſuch time as he departed from them , Wihereat the 
Emperour and the Empꝛeſſe receiued great contentment to 
heare it told, Then the wiſe man turned vnto Roſteteer g 
did einbꝛace him with great loue and lapd: Sceing that it 
is ſo(woꝛthie Prince) that the culll foztune of pour bother 
is fallen out ſo contrarie, that he is now abſcnt out of this 
Countrie,and you alone dae remaine the thiely and defence,

battaile vnto his enimies, who were likewiſe in a redineffe, 
and verie deſirous they dyd abide their comming,thinking 
it long to ſee them in their clouches, but in efpectall thoſe 
two farious Pagans the gran Campion and Bramarant, 
vnto whome ß eight dates of truce ſeemed to be eight pæres 
accoꝛding vnto the great deſire Which they had to be reuen⸗ 


ged on thoſe knights which had lo ſhamed them in the firſt 


battaile , who ſo ſore as thep lawe ante people begin to 
come foꝛth out of the citie to enter the field, put themſelues 
hefoꝛe all the whole armie, foꝛ that they would be the ftrſf 
that ſhould enter into the battaile. So he that came the foꝛ⸗ 
molt of the Greekes, was that gBd knight Roſicleer , and 
next vnfo him the ſfonte Oriltedes, with the god king Sa. 
ctidoro, with them twentie thouſande of Greeke knights, 
Who vpon a lodaine, did ſet vpon a great buſhment ok Pa⸗ 
gaus that toke the foꝛe krunt of the hoſt, in the which was 
moꝛe then foꝛtie thouſad knights of the Seras 4 of p Medos, 
who had foz their captains p king of Seras, the king of the 
Medos, both of the which were young men and verie va- 
liant knightes, and in their compame came Bradaman and 
Bramarant, in the foze ward, the one mounted vpon his E⸗ 
lephant, and the other vpon his mightie hoꝛſe, and either of 
them a ſpcare in his hand ſo great, that it ſemed the maſt 
-of a ſhip, who pꝛicked befoze their company,and made great 
halt towarvs the Greekes. Then came there foꝛth to receue 
them Roficleer and his god compamions, in luch ſoꝛt, that he 
made his encounter with Bramarant, and the god Tropam 
with the king Sacridoro, made their encounter with Bra- 
daman, ſo that all ſtue together made ſo ſtrong + mightie 
an encounter, that the noiſe thereof made a terrible found 
thꝛoughout all thoſe bꝛoade and wide fields, as though ſome 
thunder bolt had fallen when their Speares were broken, 
they remaining all ürme in their ſaddles paſed the one by 
the other fozwards, # neuer Tated til! they put themſelues 
in the kace of their enimies, and with ſo great fur ie they en⸗ 


tered amongſt them, that they couered the fields with dead 


knights,and the dul that aroſe into the aire did ceuer all 
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from the Jlands of the kartheſt part of the Ocean ſeas,and 
Bradaman Campeon b2ought with him two thouſand, that 
he toke out of the Oꝛiental Jlands, ſo that all theſe were cf 
ſo furious and ſtout a Nation, that the Emperour Trebatio 
had herre great nerde of the aide and help of almightie God, 
All this aide and ſuccour afoꝛeſaid entered into Conſtanti- 
nople in the face of the Cinperour Alycandro and all his, 
wherat he was wonderkull wzathfull,as well foz their com - 
ming to aide their enimies, as alſo fo2 that they entered in 
the time of their fruce, ſo that hee and all that were with 
him had great god will foꝛ fo diſturbe them of their entrie 
into the Citie, and [ woze that after their truce was ended, 
if there came ante moze aide & ſuccour, that firſt they would 
put them all vnto the \wozd, rather than conſent that they 
ould enter into Conſtantinople, foz that he might better 
deale with them abzoade in the field than in the Citie, and 
from that date foꝛwardes the Emperour Alycandro com- 
manded that there Ghould be put ſpies and ſcontes in all plas 
tes, foꝛ to aduertiſe them i there came ante moꝛe ſuccour 
vnto the Greekes,the which was no ſmal harme vnto them 
{as ſhall be tolde you hereafter in this Yyſkozie ) but God 
who is the authoꝛ of al godneſſe, did ſo oꝛdaine, that by their 
owne ſpies and ſcoutes they came to pardition x were loſt, 
fo that hee would not that his Chꝛiſtian people ſhould re⸗ 
cetue ſo much harme as was oꝛzdained foz them by thepz 
emmies. 


Of the ſecond battaile which the Greekes had with the Pa- 
gans, and of the notable acts that were done in the ſame,

in ſuch ſoꝛt that his owne fleſh and bones dyd ake, z it ſce- 144 

med that the other was all on fyer, with the great quantt- Welt 

fie of ſparkes that he made tlie out of his fine fozged armoz, EY 
Likewiſe, was no lefſe rigoꝛous, the bꝛaue + font battaile Wo i 

the which Bradaman Campion, had with the two valianf 1 
knights, fo2 that the Gran Campion, next vnto his ſonne 1 
Bramarant, was the moſt mightieſt and ſtrongeſt that was 1; 1897 8 
in all the whole Oꝛient, whome the ſtout Troyan and the e 
valiant Ning Sacridoro, together, dyd ſo ſtronglie char ge #1 15 


with their blowes , that it could not be better executed, if 
that he hadde bene aſſauted by the two wozthte T royans, 
Hectonand Troylus. In this ſozt was theſe two ſo ſtoute 
captains matched with their contraries, i the other knights 
and fouldters did all that ener they could foz to dꝛiue thepz 
enimies out of the field, but by reaſon that on the Pagans 
part, there was that ſtout and valiant knight Rodaran, the 
Ring of Media, and the Bing of Seras, and on the contrarie 
part, there was none foꝛ to make reſiſtance vnto thoſe, they 
made great ſlaughter vpon the Greekes, by reaſon whereof, 
as alſo fo2 that there were twiſe lo many of the Pagans as 
thep were, they began to retpꝛe, & to loſe ground, the which 
being perteiued by the Emperour Trebatio, he would not 
detaine himſelfe any longer in the Citie, but taking in his 
companie thoſe high and mightie Pzinces the king Florion 
and Brandizcl his ſonne , the Tartarian Zoylo,Bargandel, 
| Liciamendro, with Don Lucindo, other mightie pzinces 

And 
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the whole hoſte that they could ſcarce ſee one another, and 
the hoꝛſe ran maſterleſſe about the field which was a ſhow 
how manie they had ouerthꝛowne in that their firſt entrie: 
At this time thoſe two kurpous Wagans being ſomewhat 
wery in killing of their aduerſaries, retourned back fo ſeeke 
put them who had iuſted with them, and thep (awe them 
in the mideſt of their aduerlaries 4 enpmies all to beraped 
with bloud „ kylltng and ouerthꝛowing all that they could 
meete with all, and when they came nighe vnto them, 
Bramarant went againſt Rolicleer,and Bradaman againſt 
his two companions, ſo that betwirt them there began ſuch 
a battatle , that many 5 were there dpd leaue of their figh⸗ 
ting,onely to behold them, fo2 that their blowes which they 
did ſtrike, did make them all to wonder, and there was no 
man that did zchold them, but receiued great feare + dꝛead. 
Here in this conflict might be leene how necellarie is the 
armour, vnto god knights, ſuch as are made and foꝛged by 
maiſters of Arte Pagicke, foꝛ if they were not foꝛged, with 
their compoſitions + ſubiections, accoꝛding vnto Arte, then 
were the belt knightes in all the woꝛlde as readie and ag 
ſubiect fo be clouen in p middeſt vnto their waſts, by ö ter⸗ 
rible blowes of theſe monſters, as any other ſimple wzetch 
and feble perſon, foꝛ whan their armour is not god, mand 
times in the breaking they loſe an arme and ſome other 
iopnt, oꝛ reteiue ſome great wound, whan that at all times 
at their neede they ſhall not finde a Surgeon fo care 4 heale 
them. Thereſoꝛe ſuch as were god knights in thoſe baycs, 
and deſired fo put themſelues in mightie perills 4 dangers, 
did mo2e pꝛocure to get their armour made by arte, then to 
get a kingedome and in this ſoꝛt they did defend themſcluces 
the one from the other, aduring their owne perlons in ſuch 
ſozt, that all the condition of their battailes did depend in 
their great foꝛce and ſtregth, and in him that moſt mighte⸗ 
ly and wozthely with derteritie did rike and deliuer his 
blowes , So that in this conflict, although the blowes of 
Bramarant were wonderkull and terrible, pet dpd Roficleer 
recęiue ⁊ abide them on the fineneſte of his armour, which 


were 
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he fumbled fo the ground: likewiſe-with another blows 
with his ſwoꝛd he cloue the head of another king of the Ni 
dias, which had his healme moꝛe furniſhed with golde and 
pꝛecious ſtones, than of ſtrength. In this ſoꝛt he paſſed into 
the battaile doing ſuch meruailes, that whereas he paſſed 
they all made him rome and gaue waie. Zhen the Empe⸗ 
rour Alicandro who ſaw all that paſſed from his trium phant 
Chariot, ſapd vnto many kings that were with him. Mith⸗ 
out all doubt this is the knight of the Sun, and new come 
into the battaile, and of truth his power is verie great, and 
he would giue hs the repulſe, if there were not lo infinit a 
number of knights in this my armie to make reſiffaunce. 
Tarrie a while (ſapd the olde king of Gedroſia) foꝛ that is 
not the knight of the Sun as pou do ſaie, but it is the Em⸗ 
peronr Trebatio his Father, who when that he himſelfe in 
the middeſt betwixt his ſonnes, and accompanied with that 
buſhments of knights which now are with him, he wil not 
feare all the whole wozld,if they were ali together againſt 
him. At this time who ſo had ſeene the great laughter which 
that valiant Florion 4 his ſonne Brandizel did, as alſo the 
Pyince Clauerindo with the Tartarian Zoylo, and all the 
other pꝛecious and wozthie knights,furely they would haue 
ſaide, that by experience of the great flaughter which they 
did, they had ben ſufficient to haue deſtroied a great armie, 
that although the Pagans were almoſt twice fo many as 
they were, pet by their occaſts thep loft continually ground, 
and if there had not beene amongſt them one Bradaman and 
one Bramarant that did incourage them, thep ſhoulde haue 
had inough to doe to haue defended themſciues from them 
with whom theß were lo earneſt in battatle withal, foꝛ that 
it was god two houres ſince they firſt began fight, and at 
that time there was no moꝛe aduantage to be knowen thay 
at their firit beginning, at the which theſe bzane Pagans 
were (0 furious, that it ſeemed that they thꝛew out ſmoake 
from the beaucrs of their healmes , and beeing verie deſt⸗ 
rous to ſatiſſte their hungrie wzath with the bloud of the 
others, Bramarant dyd leaue Roſicleer with whome he dyd 
O. combat, 
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The third tart of 
and knights the moſt pꝛintipal of all his court, he iſſued ont 
ok the citie, and had with him thirtie thouſand knights ve⸗ 
rie god and choſen men, and ho entred into p battaile with 
great furie, deuming themlelues into two parts, that what 
with killing, wounding, and flaping, thep oppꝛeſſed ſo much 
their enimies, that they forced the Pagans to retpze into 
their trenches, whereas the Greekes in following of them, 
oherthzew many tenfs, buf ſtraight waics ther came fo2th 
egainlt them moze then fiftte thoulande Pagans with va⸗ 
liant and ſtout capfaines , # made their encounter with the 
other that came vppon them a freſh, in ſuch loꝛte, that the 
battaile was renewed and wared verie bloudie. Vere was 
to be ſeene yp great meruailes done by the Emperour Tre- 
batio, in diſtroping and killing all that was befoze him, foz 
ſome he cut a ſunder in the middeſt, and other their armes, 
and other their heads, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that who ſoener had ſene 
him with that impetious furie, they could not haue iudged 
him, but to be either his ſonne Roſicleer,02 p knight of the 
Sunne, and in his mightie dredes, he did demonſtrate, that 
there was not a Chꝛiſtian pꝛince that with moꝛe realon did 
deſerue to beare the name to be father of ſo excelent ſonnes. 
He did not content himſelfe to kil 4 deſttop meane knights, 
hut did ſceke out the pzincipall captaines, knowing them 
by the richneſſe of their armour, he would aſſalt them, ma⸗ 
king rekoning, that in ouerctomming them, he ouerlaped the 
Whole fate and fo2ce of the battaile, and there with he met 
With the king of the Seras, and knowing him, by a riche 
On of Gold and pꝛecious ſtones which he had vpon his 
helme he toke a ſpeare from one of his knighta, and ranne 
af him therewith, making his encounter in the middeſt of 
his bꝛeſt, that the ſpear? pcarſed though his bodie, and he 
fell dead to the ground , this being done he made an other 
1 ter againſt the lung of the Balibotros (Who receiued 
little benefit of his thirtic thouſand knights, and eight thous 
ſand Elephants, which he bzought out of his countrie) foz 
that at one thꝛuſt with a ſprare, his heart was clonen A 
(under, and the Head appeared all bloudie at his backe, and 


he 
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and on the Emperour Trebatio his ſide there were a great 
number, and it ſeemed bnto the Pagans that the iSre&kes 
got much ground on them The Emperour Alicandro 
ſraight wates tommaunded the two thouſand Gpan des cf 
Bradaman fo2 to enter into the battaile, who obeied his coms 
mandement with ſo great impetuoſitie and furie, that n:34- 
ny of their aduerfaries they ſlew and oneath:ew vnto the 
ground. At this pꝛeſent were to be ſeene the great meruailes 
done by Rolicleer, and by all the other woꝛthie Pzinces and 
knightes , who being iopned together with the number of 
one thouſand of their knightes, did put themſelues to make 
reſiſtance againſt all thoſe Gpants, and with their ſtrong 
and wozthy armes did reſiſt that impetuous companie, who 
were ſufficient fo put them all to flight. Herre did the ont 
Oriſtedes verie well ſhew his manhode, and the valiant & 
woꝛthie Claverindo,the Tartarian Zoilo, and the king Sa- 
cridoro, the Pꝛinte Don Lucindo, Liriamandro, & Bargan- 
del, the king Alamades, Rodamarte Rodafeo, euerie one of 
theſe did fo much, that the reader thereof map coniecture of 
their great bountie,but yet in the end by reaſon that the Pa⸗ 
gans were double as manp as thep, and againe thoſe two 
dincils the Father and the ſonne, againſt whom there was 
ſmall reſiſtante to be made, foꝛ that thele woꝛthie and eſtee⸗ 
med knights of Grecia had inough to doe to make reſiſtance 
againſt the giants of Campion, which was the occaſion that 
all his people when the night dꝛew on began to retire and 
to loſe ground alittle and little, the which being conſidered 
of by the Emperour I rebatio, and fearing the great perill 
that might havyen buto his people, he ſade vnto Rodaran, 
that if he thought god fo leaue off their battaile 4 contentts 
en vntill the next daie, foꝛ that as then it was verie late, he 
would. Then Rodaran hauing that offer, as one Þ deſired no 
other thing, withdꝛew himſeife, z the Crnpercur perceiuing 
the night at hand, blew a rich hoꝛne of Juoꝛie that her had 
at his neck, the which being knowen by his people, thep bes 
gan to withdꝛaw themſelves and fo retire towards the Ci⸗ 
tie, the like did the Pagans retire towardes their trenches, 
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combat, and like a diuell of hell he put himſelfe into the 
battaile, deſtroping and killing all that euer he met with, 
ſo that befoꝛe him her made a bꝛoade lane, and ſapd within 
pimſelfe, that Roſicleer was verie valiant and ſtrong, and 
could not belcue that the knight of the Sunne had ſo much 
ſcrength, but pet ik that he might haue him in place where⸗ 
as they might haue moꝛe rome, and time foz to finich their 
combat, hee would be wholie reuenged of him accozding vn- 
to his will and deſire. Likewiſe at that time Bradaman hig 
Father, with his word in both his hands ſtroke ſo ſtrong 
a blow at the god Tropan vpon his helme, that being all 
amazed and from himſelfe, his hoꝛſe carried him round as 
bout the field, and turning himſclfe about, hee ſtroke ano- 
ther blow at the king Sacridoro, that he fell backwardes 
vpon his hoꝛſe crouper, and had fallen to the ground, if that 
he had not beene ſuccoured by the Grakes,and without mas 
king ame mo2e account of them, her put himſelfe into the 
battaile after his ſonne, and being both together, they made 
ſo great laughter, that all did flie from that part whereas 
thep went. It dyd not much grieve Roſicleer no2 his com- 
panions to ſi themſelues ſeparated from thoſe diuells, pet 
with great faric they put themſelues into the battaile, kil⸗ 
ling and ouerthꝛowing all that euer came into their waie, 
in ſich ſoꝛte, that it went cull with a great number, foz 
that they were ſeparated from the battaile which they had 
With thoſe ſtout Pagans, 

At this lime the Emperour Trebatio met with that 
ffrong knight Rodaran king of Arabia, and knowing him 
by the demce of his armour, with greate anger that her had 
againtt him fez the freaſfon hee vſed, her made fowardes 
him, and fo2 that Rodaran was one of the valtanteſt Pa⸗ 
gans that was in all the whole armie)it was the occaſion 
that betwirt them there began a ſtout and bꝛaue battaile, 
that many had inough to doe lo behold them, and the reſt of 
the daie was almolt ſpent befoze that they were parted as 
ſunder, and 02 becauſe there were at that pꝛeſent in the 
battayic few pꝛincipall Lintghtes in parte of the Pagans, 
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alone knight had almoſt all that daie maintained the field as 
gainſt him, that he would not come in the pꝛeſence of the 
Emperour Alycandro, till ſuch time as he in-perſon came 
vnto his tent, and taking both father x ſonne by the hands, 
he carried them both vnto his tent, whertas he did them ſo 
much honour as vnto his owne perfon , awd p2ayſed verie 
much the mernatlous deeds the which he did that daie, be⸗ 
cauſe he would giue them contentment, foꝛ that in the great 
fozce and ſtrength of theſe two, the Craperour hen better 
confidence than in all the king ann Captaines gz gher in 
all his whole armie. The. e aht hee did in ute ups 
per in his Emperiall Tent. ot: zincipall amongſt 
them, whereas thep were togeti;s With great iop, pleaſure, 
and paſtimes, although it grie c them verie much the 
death of their kings which the Emperour Trebatio flew, 
and there was not one amongſt them al! that was ſo har⸗ 
die as to pꝛaiſe the high derdes of knighehe de the which 
were done by Roſicleer, the Emperour reba o, and the 
other woꝛthie knightes their aduerſari2s ( »f ivhome they 
were greatlie amazed)foz that they woe it gin? anie ot⸗ 
caſton of anger vnto Bradaman amd Bran 44ant that were 
pꝛeſent, who in the time that they were at iupper ſo frow⸗ 
ned, and ſhewed ſo ill fauoured a countenance # fierce ſem⸗ 
blance,that it canſed feare in all them that did behold them, 
At this time the Greekes were entered into the Citie, 
and being all lodged,enerie one acco2ding vnto his calling, 
they all ſupped with the Emperour in his mightie pallace, 
whereas they had inough fo2 to declare of the mightie pow ⸗ 
er ok the two Pagans, and of the wonders which they dyd 
in the battaile, which was the occaſion that of new they felt 
the lacke of the knight of the Sunne, in ſaping,that he and 
bis bꝛother Roſicleer were ſuffitient foꝛ to make reſiſtance 
againſt thoſe furious beaſts, who had made ſo great langh- 
ter amongſt the Greekes, So that night palled, and the next 

daie in the moꝛning the dead bodies that appeared in the 
field were of ſo great quantitie, that they were conftrained, 
by reaſon of the euill ſauonr that did pꝛoceede from them, to 
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fating onelie Bradaman and Bramarant his ſonne, who was 
ſo fleſhed in killing and Raping and ſhedding of bloud, that 
be followed the Greekes almoit vnto the Citie befoze thep 
would retire, neither at that time woulde thep haue retur⸗ 
ned, but that the valiant Roſicleer with all thoſe wozthte 
knights returned vpon them, ſo that betwirt them there be⸗ 
can a terrible and crueli battaile, fo: that Bramarant ſtroke 
ſuch cruell blowes at the ſtout Oriſtedes and the Tartarian 
Zoylo, that with two alonelic ſtrokes her amazed and lefte 
them without remembꝛaunce, and made the bloud to gulh 
out at their mouths and noſes, at which ſeaſon came Bran- 
dizel and ſtroke him ſuch an ouerthwart blowe vppon his 
healme, that he depꝛiued him of his ight,4 made him ſome⸗ 
what aſtonied, but Brandizel departed not boaſting of this 
blow, fo2 that Bramarant turning himſelfe about with bis 
( woꝛd in both his handes ſo ſaluted him, that he had fallen 
fo the ground if that he had not embzaced himſelfe with his 
Ae necke, 

In like manner Bradaman intreated the ffrong Florion 
and Clauerindo,foz that at two blowes he left them with- 
out remembꝛance, at which inſtant came Rolicleer with the 
god Emperoꝛ I rebatio,and with them the king Sacridoro, 
E in ſuch ſoꝛt they began fo deale their blowes vpon thoſe 
furious Pagans and knights that were in their compante, 
that it ſeemed to be no other thing but a Smiths fo2ne,foz 
that the great noiſe of their blowes were heard thꝛoughout 
the whole armie, and although it was night, pet there repai⸗ 
red an infinit nuniber of Pagans to aide and help them, but 
vet foz all that they would not abide, ſeeing how ſtronglie 
they were aſſaulted and laide on, vppon a ſodaine they let 
ſpurs vnto their mighfic hozfe and Elephant, and ranne 
th:zongh the rout of knights like a whirle winde, and went 
towards their owne campe as dtuells that came new out of 
hell, merting by the ware mo2e than one hund2eth thouſand 
Pagans that came to helpe them, and besing night, they all 
returned vnto their trenches 8 Bramarant was 
ſo karre out of charitie and angrie becaule that one 
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we together many knichtes and (azournet's fo: 
ſhown 1:de aud helpe of the Cmperour Trebatio, whereby he 
Inderſtode how the Emperour Alycandro was comming 
into Grecia with all his power, and meruailing verie much 
thereat, her abode the time to heare of his ariuall, foꝛ to goe 
and ſer him, foz t“ t nad a great deſire here vnto, and fo» 
that the king of ! .cedo. ia and the Pꝛince went vnto ( 
{tantinople with "ch pe e as they had toyned to ger, 
the Pꝛince Meridia. the pꝛinceſſe had moo .ppoztunts 
tie fo; to talk together, ſo that in the end h eaſon that they 
loued one another exceedinglie, it vw .- agreed and tonclu⸗ 
ded betwirt them, that the D © ſhould pꝛiuilie in the 
night take her awaie out ok Fathers pallace, and carris 
ger vnto the campe oft“ n zerour his Father, ſo that firſt 
e ſheuld giue a „ aunt vnto her his faith to marrie her 
(nd take A his wife, This being concluded in a night 
Teo mn & tn marks fith under hee fmRe 
da windowe whity vp«t.s into a giutduy eu of her 
Aber, and hauing Palfrates all in a readinefſe,hetoke 
er and a damlell that knew all her ſecrets, and carried them 
Vaie, ane uuailed ſo much the ſame night, that when 
je daie came, Hey had put themſelues verie facre into the 
 oildernefſe of Gr.+a, whereas they were ſure not to ber 
und, by reaſon that it nas ſo great, and ſo thicke of trees 
i manp places.

Pou ſhall vnderſtand that the Pꝛinte Meridian was one 
of the moſt noted Bnightes that was amongſt all the Pas 
gans, who foz the loue of the Pzinceſls Floralindia turned 
Chꝛiſlian, and dyd after ſuch valyant d&ves of Knighthod, 
that hw alone deſc rued a Hyſtozie to bee wꝛitten, but now 
that which is requiſite at this pꝛeſent is, that in the time 
that ha was in ihe kingdome of Macedonia doing many 
notable thinges in the ſeruice of the Pꝛincelle Floralindia, 
who ſgewed him great tangur,at which time they dyd mu⸗ 
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The like thought his aduerſaric , fo: vou ſhall vudetffand 
that this tout and valiant knight was Brandimardo, wha 
bad trauarled many dates in thoſe wods and wilderneſſe, 
in the demand of the knight of the Dunne, fo to conclude 
with him this battaile,and by foztune he met that date with 
the foure knights that fled awaie from him, $ were therues 
that ranged in that wilderneſſe,two of them he had ſlatne, 
and the other two he chaſed at ſuch time as hie met with

charge which doeſt giue of thy ſelfe is reaſonable, and ther⸗ 
foꝛe there is no iuſt tauſe wherefoze we ſhould pꝛoſecute as 
nie farther our battaile, J will be thy friend, it ſo bee thou 
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fret ſhadowe vbnder a companie of thicke trees, full of kra⸗ 
grant and \wete flowers) they (awe come towardes them 
running with their hoꝛſes as faſt as poſſible they could two 
knights, and following after them one alone knight of a ves 
rie bigge ſtature and mounted on a great hoꝛſe, with his 
(wo2d dꝛawen in his hand, and overtaking one of them, her 
ſtroke him ſuch a blowe vppon bis helme, that be clone his 
head in two peeces,+ duerthꝛew him vnto the ground dead, 
and the other knight with the great feare he had, went vnto 
the P2ince Meridian, and ſcing him of ſo gallant diſpoſi⸗ 
tion and well armed, he ſapd. 

Ah Sir Kmighe, ſane and defend mee from this traito2, 
who hath flaine the reſt of my compamons, and would alſo 
ſlate me. Zhen the PÞ2zince who was indued with all vers 
tue, dꝛew out his (wo2d,ant put himſelfe befoze that mighs 
tie knight that followed the other, and ſatde , Sir Unight, 
ſtand and keepe pour ſelfe alofe, and let vs vnderſtand the 
occaſion wherefoꝛe pou will in this ſoꝛte kill this knight 2 
Then the great knight ſapde: Tarrie and J will quicklis 
make ther account of this which thou doeit demaund. And 
therewithall he ſtroke him with his (worde in both his 
handes ſuch a blow vpon his helme, that he daſcled his ſight, 
and made hum to bow fozwards vpon his ſaddle bow. Pet 
he boaſted not uruch of the kriking of the ſame, foꝛ that the

Then Meridian who had heard great repozt and mens 
tion of his Father, was verie gladde of his meeting, and 
embꝛacing the one the other, they remapned great friendeg, 
and a concluſion was made bet wirt them fo2 to depart to⸗ 
gether vnto the Emperonr Alycandro his campe,at whoſe 
comming there was great toy and pleaſure. This they put

the which occaſion the Emperour Alicandro Was verie an- 
grie, and determined to giue them battaile in the field, be⸗ 

fo:e they ſhould haue anie time oꝛ leaſure foꝛ to recouer the 
entrie of the Citie, thinking they had come in the alde and 

ſuccour of the Emperour Trebatio , The king Antipatro 

comming in the demand, as pou haue heard, when that hee 
came vnto the mountaine, went vnto the top thereof foꝛ to 

diſcouer the whole armie that was comming, t was great- 
lie amazed to (re ſuch a multitude of gallant knightes, but 

when that he ſawe Roticleer come that wate, who ſ&med 

that he came from the hoaſt, with all the ſpede he coulde he 

deſcended from the mountaine, and at the fote thereof her 
did abide till ſuch time as Roiicleer ſhould paſſe by, who did 
falute him verie curteouſtte,and the king ſaid, Cell mee ſir 
night, are you of that great armie that is here befoze 2 3 

am thereof(ſayd Roſicleer) but wherefoze doc you aſke mg 
that queſtion? J doe al ke, (ſaid the king) becauſe J wounlde 
know 
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Conſtantinople, the Emperour T rebatio had advertiſement 
of the fame, "Who ſeeing that almoſt all the whole wozlde 
was riſen vp againſt him, he pꝛaied vnto God to be his aide 
and ſnccour,and that he would not permit that in ſuch ſo2t 
the Chꝛiſtian Countrie ſhonld be deſtroted , Then the god 
knight Rolicleer ſecing his Father in ſo great diſtreſſe, and 
he himſelfe verie deſirous to knowe what people they were 
that were come from great Britaine , hee went fo2th of the 
Citie all armed with new armour, which was bꝛought and 
giuen him by the wiſe Lirgandeo, mounted on a verie god 
hoꝛſe, with his ſpeare in his hand, alonelie with one Squire 
which did beare him tompanie, and went towards the hoaſt 
of the king Oluerio,4 when he came within a mile wherc- 
as they laie, he went vppon a little mountaine which was 
nigh vnto the high wate,from the which by reaſon that they 
marched fo: wards vpon plaine ground, he mißt fro thence 
diſcouer and ſe all the whole armie of the king Oliuerio, 
and part of the hoaſt of the Pagans,and ſeeing ſo gallant a 
companie of armed knights, and ſo many Enfignes with red 
troſſes, to make warre againſt Chꝛiſtians, the one agaynſt 
the other, he reteiued great ſoꝛrowe and griefe at his heart, 
ſeming that all Chꝛiſtendome was then at the point to be 
loſt, and pꝛaied vnto God from the bottome of his heart that 
he would not loke vpon the finnes of the Chꝛiſtians, but in 
that great extremitie to defend them with his owne hands. 
Thus he being in this Oꝛation, he ſawe come a farre off to- 
wards that place a kinght, with his galloping like vnto a 
poſt, and ſ&mcd that he came from the armie of the Pa⸗ 
gans. Then he failing info reckoning what it might be (as 
he that was of a rare and quicke vnderftanding ) ſtraight 
waies he deſcended from the mountaine whereas he was. 
and paſſed to the other ſide,in ſuch ſozt,that þ knight might 
not ſ& him, and ranne with his hozſe all that euer he could 
towards the hoſt of the king Oluerio, ſo that he was a god 
waie off from the mountaine, and ſeeing himſelfe a god 
diſtance from the knight, he turned his hoꝛſe about, and lit⸗ 
tle and little he trauailed, dilembling as though hee had

they made their encounter in ſuch ſozt,that he ſheeuered his 
ſpeare all to peeces vpon the hard harneis of Roſicleer, with s 
gut doing vnto him anie harme at all, noꝛ moucd him in the 
Saddle, moꝛe than if he had encountered againſt an harde 
Rocke , but Roſicleer made his encounter in ſuch ſozte, 
that he puſhed hun out of his ſaddle,making him flte info the 
Aire,and fell on his backe to the grounde a great wate from 
his hoꝛſe, and as Roſicleer woulde haue retourned againe 
vpon him, her found that hee was verie cuill intreated with 
that encounter and fall, ſo that he coulde not ariſe from the 
ground without greate paine and griefe, and was ſo aſha⸗ 
med of that which had happened, that he had no tongue fo: 
to ſpeake one wo2d. 

Then Rolicleer ſaid: Sir knight, ariſe bp and fake thy 
hoꝛſe, and goe thy waics vnto the Cmperour Alycandro thy 
Loꝛde, and declare vnto him all that which hath happened 
bnto ther, and alſo tell him how that there is in this armie 
{o great and infinite a number of knightes,that with their 
belpe. the Cmperour Trebatio will verie ſhoztlic dzine all 
the Pagans out of his Countrie, 

The king Antipatro was verie glad toſ& himlelfe at li⸗ 
bertie,fo2 that he thought verily he would haue carried him 
awaic pꝛiſoner. Do without determining of himſelfe anie 
longer, hee toke his leaue of Roſicleer, and mounting vp- 
pon his hoꝛſe, with all the (pode pollible he could, he retur⸗ 
ned vnto his companie, and comming beto:e the Emperour 
Alycandro (who was in his tent with a great number of 
kings and Pꝛinces) befoze them all he declared what had 
happened vnto him with the chꝛiſtian knight, and although 
it was a griefe vnto them fo2 the aide © ſuccour which they 
thought was come vnto the Emperour Trebatio, vet could 
they not let but fo laugh at that which had happened vnta 
the king Antipatro, 

Then ſtraight waies the Emperour wich the conſent and 
agreement at all the pꝛincipalls that were ther pꝛeſent, com⸗ 
manded y they ſhoulb put in oꝛder their battaile agatnlt the, 
Which they thought were come in fauoz of their enumies, fo 

that 
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knowe what people and Nation they are, and lohat is the 
occaſion of their comming hether.All thoſe that pon ſee there 
comming(layd Roſicleer) be Chꝛiſtians, and their comming 
is foꝛ to defend Chriſtendome , fo; that there are ſo many 
Pagans arined in Grecia. Then the king Antipatro hea⸗ 
ring theſe wozdes, not knowing who it was with whome 
he talked and demaunded that queſtion, ſapd: Knight, thou 
ſhalt vnderſtand that the Cmperour Alycandro mp Lo2de 
hath ſent mee to knowe perticularlie what people thoſe be, 
and fo2 that 3 will not ſtaie foꝛ to knowe it at thy handes 
in that oꝛder, J thinke it beſt that J carrie the pꝛiſoner with 
me,and then thou maiſt declare it better vnto him, and 
aunſ were him vnto all that ſhall bee demaunded of thee, 
Wherebp he ſhall bee full ie cerfeffed of his requeſt, therefoꝛe 
tome and goe with mee out of hande, ik thou doeſt not deter⸗ 
mine firſt to pꝛoue the great fozce of my encounter, and the 
{ wift tourſe of mp hozſe. 

It is follie(fſayd Roticleer) of him that is at libertie, to 
become bondman vnto another, befoꝛe hee firſt pꝛoue a cas 
rerehaung Speares in our handes , therefo:e let vs be⸗ 
ginne,and hee that is firſt puſged vnto the ground, let him 
remaine pꝛiſoner vnto him that keepeth himſelfe in his 
Saddle. 

Jam thereof verie well confent(fayd the Pagan with a 
gallant courage) but pet J woulde not that by the encoun⸗ 
ter which J hall giue vnto the, that thou ſhouldeſt be hurt 
oꝛ retceiue ante harme, whereby J could not carrie the with 
mw pꝛiſoner . J commit my ſeike bnto fo; * lapde Ro- 

ſicleer / but if it ſhould ſo happen it weuld bee the wozſe foz 
mie. Wihercwtth both of them tourned = their hoꝛ⸗ 
ſes, Who were verie fierce and \wift,ond when thep hadde 
taken the vauntage of the ground as they theught beſt, with 
great fur ie, and like vnto a whirle winde they came the one 
againſt the other, the Pagan king with great bꝛaucr ie flou⸗ 
riſhed with his Speare, thinking verilie to ſ& his aduer⸗ 
farte on the ground, but yet his great p2ide fell out confrorie 
unto his expectation, foz that in the middeſt of bis courſe, 


they 
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This being done, the Emperour would not oꝛdaine ante 
moꝛe battailes, foꝛ that thoſe which were oꝛdained, ſerued 
ſufficient fo2 to maintaine the battaile all that dape: and 
being in a readineſſe, they remained, waiting till ſuch time 
as they did appeare in ſight with their Enũgnes, foz to [ct 
vpon them, thinking them to be their enimies. 

Now lette vs declare what Roſicleer did in the meane 
time, who was verie deſirous to goe fozwards with his 
pꝛetente, after that he had made the contencion with the 
king Antipatro he ſtraight waies aſcended vp againe that 
mounfaine whereas he was befoze, he had not bene long 
there, when that he deſconered to tome krom that great ar⸗ 
mie of the king Oliuerio foute knights in maner of poſtes, 
who came bekoꝛe the reſt foz fo diſcouer the enimie: but 
when he ſaw them ſomewhat farre of from the armte , and 
nigh vnto the place where as he was, he deſcended from the 
mountaine,and put himſelſe in the high wap, and trauailed 
foꝛwards til ſuch time as he met with them, Who ſering him 
they went towards him, and demaunded of him if he were 
of that countr ie, J am ſaide he, but wherefoze do por al ke 
me this queſtion, we doe aſke ther this (ſaid one of them) 
foꝛ fo know how manie miles it is from hence vnto Cone 
ſtantinople, and to know in what eſtate remaines the Em⸗ 
perour TI rebatio, where he hath aduiſe of our comming 02 
not,therefoze knight aduertile vs the trueth thereof, if thou 
wilt not be our pꝛiſoner. To whome Roliclecr aunſwered 
and ſaide, as followeth. 

Ok tructh Jam very well content fo cortific pou of this 
that you doe demaund of mee, foꝛ that it is not a thing de⸗ 
greffing from knighthod, bat that J map veric well do it 
toithout anie compuilion : Yon ſhall viderftand that from 
this place vnto Conſtant] ;nople you haue two miles, and 
touching the ellate of the Emperour, knowok truth that 
he is all in a redineſſe and tarrping pour comming in the 
lleld, with no lelle mighlie and puiſſant an armie, then this 
Which pour Lo2d the Bing Olnerto, doth bring with him, 
an be peu allured of this, that when pou hall come nigh 

12.1, with 
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chat in fift&ne daies befoie they of the Citie neuer cams 
koꝛth, and they withaut were in deſpaire, becauſe it was at 
the will of them that were within to come foꝛth when they 
thought beit, but in eſpecial thoſe two furious Pagans Bra- 
daman and Bramarant, who were verie hungrie, and deſi⸗ 
rous foꝛ to ſhedde humane bloud , Likewiſe thoſe valiant 
knights, Meridiun, Brandimardo, Rodaran, and the king of 
Media, and other that were verie ſtout thor pꝛeſent, thought 
the time long till ſuch tune as they might giue a ſhew ok 
their great bountie and ſtrength there was in that campe to 
the number of fiftie pꝛintipall knights, ſich as might well 
be laid to be the flower of all the Pagans, and belides them 
there were fo infinit a number of verie furious and ffout 
Pagans, that there remained but a few moꝛe in all the J- 
lands of the Ocian ſea, and amongſt them ther was twelue 
kings, ſubiects and vaſſals vnto the gran Campeon, x other 
twelue mightie Loꝛdes of other Jlandes that were \ ubiec 
onto the Cmperour, with whom the Emperour Alycandro 
thought that there was no humane koꝛce in all the whole 
world that might be compared vnto them. Thus being put 
in a readineſſe and god oz der thoſe which ſhould goe fozth 
vnto the battaile, the gran Campeon and his ſonne Brama- 
rant twke the foꝛe ward, and had in their company the twelue 
giant kinges, with all thoſe that they bꝛought out of their 
Countries, beſides thole , thep carried foztic thouſaud 
knights of the Tartarians, and nert vnto them followed 
Rodaran king of Arabia, and the tout king * he 
king of the Partes,and the king of the Attricanos, Candatos, 
and iaricanos,all the other which wer verie valiant 4 rout, 
they alle carried with them other fiftie thouſand Pagans 
of other Nations, The third battaue was icad aun gcuer⸗ 
ned by that moit valiant P2ince Meridian, who carried in 
his companie that ſtout Brandimardo,t the ꝛince of Can- 
datia with twelue Gyants verie bigge, furious, and terrible 
to beholde, which went onelie with him koꝛ the ſafegard of 


his perſon, d carried allo t.ztie thouſand imghtes of the 
Scitas, 
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tgile, and hauing aduite of the ſame , they marched on the 
faſter, till ſuch time as the fozewards of either part, was 
within a crol bow ſhot, the one from the other, which might 
be about two of the clocke in the after none. All this time 
was Roſicleer beholding what palled, vpon a littell hill, 
Where at he reteued great contentment, thinking the tyme 
long to ſe them together by the eares in battaile, his deſire 
Was not long delated, foz as thoſe two furious Pagans, 
Bradaman and Bramarant caine befoꝛe all the reſt, thinking 
the time long to ſee themſelues amongſt their entmies,they 
pꝛeſſed fozwards towards them with fo great kurie, that it 
ſemed the earth to hake, And although their furtous coun⸗ 
tenauntes was ſufficient to put in feare ante god knight 
that did behold thein, pet thoſe two valiant brothers, Don 
Claros and Arcalus, putting themſelues befoze all their 
compante, went fozth to mecte them, and in the face of both 
armies, they made their encounters verie ftronaty, Brada- 
man, who did encounter with Don Claros, loſt his ſtirr UPS 
and declined ſein ewhat vpon his Elephant, and Don Cla- 
ros emb2ated himſelfe with his hozſenecke , and ſpurring 
fozwards his ho: e, he ſetled himlelke againe, æ paſſed foꝛ⸗ 
wards withont falling Bramaraut was encountered by 
Arcalus vpon che vizar of his helme, that the ſporkes of 
fier flew out in great abundance, and — baife amazed 
with that blow, it made him to loſe his encounter Which ho 
made with 11s adacriaric. 

85 ein this loꝛte they paſſed all fore of them, without 
anp fall [29,5 the two bꝛethꝛen were highlo commended by 
Rol cleer, that d pd with great contentment behalde them, 
and allo of the Pagans that were there pꝛeſent, foz that 
they had made io ffrong and valiant refittance againſt the 
ſurie of thoſe two Pagans , the which fell out cuell, foꝛ a 
great number, the little p2ofit that they had by this encouu⸗ 
ter: foꝛ being full of great courage, and encenced with ans 
ger, in a ſho2t ſpace they furniſhed the wide and bꝛoade 
neldes full of dead bodies of their enimtes, not (ſparing any 
degree, that they dyed all the gralſe with bloud of the great 
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Thethird part of 
within a mile of the cific of Conſtantinople, he will mate 
with you in the way with all his people, and giue you a ves 
rie terrible and rigoꝛous battaile. The foure knights were 
verie much amazed at this which Roſicleer had told them, 
foz that they thought verely that the Emperour had * 
bene in fo great readineſſe, and without any moe worde 

thep left him, and returned from whence they came, ko: 10 
giue aduice vnto the king, how that his enimies were in 
a redineſſe and would merte him in the wap and giue him 
battaile. So when they came bekoꝛe him, and gaue him to 
vnderſtand of all that had paſſed, he ſtraight waies coir - 
maunded to put all his owne armie in a redineſſe, fo2 as 
they were gallant and well armed knights, if was a tolie 
thing to behold + he made then repetition of his armie, and 
denided them in foure parts, the foꝛefront he gaue vnto the 
cconernemet of the two knights of Dpane, vein x bꝛethꝛen, 
and were of the pꝛincipall houſe of the Goos, they were 

both very valiant, the one of them was called ew n Claros, 
and the other Arcalus,and there comming vnio thele wars 
onelp fo2 to pꝛoue themſelues, and gine to uvnderſtand vn⸗ 
to the world, their grea 8 | 

Theſe two carrped with them fo 

twentie thouſa nd of them — of $ 5 
twentie thouſand of Don Siluerio, and in their companie 

went fo the number of fwent! K nighls of the Godos, wha 
did not a litt 0 in this battaile. The ſecond batt; die Was gi⸗ 
Ucn vato the gouernement of Don Siluetio, ith, other koz⸗ 
tie thouſand nights „and with him went the Princes of 
England, Ireland, x Dcotland:the third battalle had a pains 
cipall knight of Hungaria, vu ith 2 all p knights of that king⸗ 
daule. “ 41d! the fourth and rereward, the king had, with ai 

th e hig # D inces ok his kingdome, and the reſt of all the 
pe 0 ple that re remained . Then that thep were all dintden 
and ſeperatedi 1 foure battatiies, and in awd oꝛder and rea⸗ 
dineſſe, thep began fo march fo2wards by little and little, 
tin i wh ume as the ſcoutes as well of the one par fe, as of 
the other, had diſcoucred the armies, which came to the bats 
taille, 
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dꝛetheren ſhould euill haue eſcaped their hands,but being 
iopned together their battaile was moꝛe equall then bekoꝛe 
and better fought: pet all dyd p2ofit verpe little the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians foꝛ the getting of the field, foꝛ that the buſhment of 
thoſe Oꝛientall Gpants, made ſo great laughter amongſt 
them, that they were not able to make any reſiſtance, but to 
receiue truel death. On the other fide was thoſe infernal pa⸗ 
gans, father 4 ſonne Bradaman and Bramarant killing and 
Uaping with great crueltie, all that euer they could reach 
with their words, they made (ſo great deſtruction , that it 
ſxemed there were not people enough inp camps foꝛ to hold 
them play that dape, which was the occaſion that within 
halke an houre after that the battaile was begon, the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians began ta loſe ground, and to retyꝛe towards their ar⸗ 
mie, and in ſome place they were not content to retpꝛe lit- 
tle and little, but turned their backes and ranne away all 
that euer they could, in eſpecial, there whereas was Brada- 
man and Bramarant and the reſt of the other Gyants, who 
were ſufficient foꝛ to deſtrop a whole ariate . Then when 
that Don Siluario ſawe that the Chꝛiſtians loft ground, he 
{kraicht vaies commaunded p all thoſe of his charge ſhould 
march fozwards, who ſtraight waies with great fierceneſſe 
put themſelues into the battaile, at whoſe entrie, many of 
the Pagans loſt their lines , and the Chziſtians began to 
get ground againe: but ſtraight waies that mightie knight 
Rodaran, and the king of Media, andthe other kings that 
Were with him, put themſelues ſozwards with their peo⸗ 
ple, and when they came. vnto the battaile (by reaſon that 
they were ſo many,and their captaines ſo valiant) they did 
make great taughter vpon their enimtes, and fo conclude, 
the power of their enimies was lo great, that they made the 
Chriſtians to runne awaye almoſt round about the ficlde, 
in ſuch ſo2t,that the valiant knights of Spaine, could not 
ſuccour them, foꝛ that they were encloſcd in battailing with 
the Spants, and had enough to doe te defende them ſelues 
from them. Then ftraight vpon that, came in the knights of 
Mungaria, at whoſe entrie, the battaile was renewed and 
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deffruction they made on their aduerſaries, and in ſuch ſozt 
they beſturred themſelucs amongli them, that all that did 
ſee them indged them to be diuelles of hell, foꝛ that they cut 
knights aſunder in the waſt , flaſhing and cutting all that 
euer thep tould reach, and ſome they cloue from the head 
downe vnto the girdell, with the which their aduerſarics 
receiued ſo great feare, that they fled befoze them as ſhcepe 
befoze wolues, on the contrarie part the two bꝛethꝛen dyd 
ſuch maruailes and wonders vpon the Paganes, that their 
deedes were to be noted that day: there withal the firſt two 
battailes were iopned together, which was as gallant a 
ſight to be ſeene as euer was, the bꝛauerie of the knightes 
was ſuch, foꝛ that in the fozefront came the twelue kinges 
Oiantes, with the two thouſand that came with them from 
their Jlands, againſt whome there went to receiue them, 
twelue knights of the Godos, who ſeeing them lo great and 
huge vpon the Elephants, made their encounter in ſuch ſozt, 
that the one and the other were ouerthꝛoben to the ground: 
likewiſe,all þ reſt made their encounters, lo that in a mo⸗ 
ment, there were moꝛe then ten thouſand onerthzowen,and 
their hoꝛſes roming about the ficlde , fighting one with an 
other, ſo that betwirt them there was a new battaile be- 
gunne: here in thts conflict, did the knights of Spaine ſhow 
their great balour, foꝛ that there was none that did make 
their refiſtance with ſo great foꝛce againſt thoſe Gyants, 
killing fome of them,and reccuing their owne deathes with 
great courage. In this battaile Don Claros flew one of the 
twelue knights of Bradaman, with a ſpeare that he thzuſt 
thzough and thꝛough his bodice, with a fozcible and (krong 
encounter, 

And Arcalus flewe an other with the ſtrength of his 
arme, in tozmenting him with his terrible blowes vppon 
the head, which was the occaſion that they were in great 
perill of death, if that the valiaunt knights of Spaine had 
not come in time to haue ſuccoꝛed them, foꝛ that a great 
number of thoſe monſters had compaſſed them about, who 
were mightie and verie ſtrong, lo that thoſe two valiant 
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To conclude, the dap paſſed awaie, and there remained no 
moꝛe but one houre of the Sunne ſetting, when that the 
battaile was in equall ſoꝛte, and the one got no ground of 
the other, but followed their entrelle, the one killing the 
other, without all pittie, at which time the fourth armie of 
the Pagans entred, which were many in number, and ere 
tred with ſo great furie into the battaile, that thoſe of the 
king Oliuerio, not being able to ſuffer their foꝛce, began to 
{ole ground: The which being perceiued by Roſiclcer, that 
by no meanes they could not, but be onercome and diſpers 
ſed, (as one that was a god knight + verie pittifull) would 
vſe charitie with them, foꝛ that the king Oliuerio, was Fa⸗ 
ther vnto the pꝛinceſſe Olwia, as alſo fo2 fo ſaue the liues 
of ſo many Chꝛiſtians, which loked foꝛ no other but death 
that daie, and hauing befoze ſent aduice of all that had paſ- 


led vnto the Emperour Trebatio, by his page, he then del⸗ 


tended from that hill, and ſo faſt as his hoꝛſe could runne, 
he went vnto Conſtantinople, whereas he found the Em⸗ 
perour his father, with all his knights ina readinelle to goe 
fozth, if ne de ſheuld require. And at his comming thether, 
he declared vnto him in what point and eſtate the battaile 
remained, and in the ende he ſaide, that conſidering in how 
much he was bound onto the king Oliuerio, and the great 
loue that he bare vnto thole chꝛiſtians that came with him, 
dyd conſtraine him that with all the power poſſible that he 
could make, foꝛ to goe and ſuccour hun, foꝛ to ſane the king 
Oliueno from death, and a great number of valiant and 
woꝛthie knights that were at the point to be llaine. Then 
the Emperour who was no leſſe endued with ercelent vers 
tues then his — wered him as kolloweth. 
That he ſhould oꝛdaine and doe all at his owne will and 
pleaſure, koz that therein he ſhould receiue great content⸗ 
ment. 
At which words Luismandro, Burg andel, and the Ring 
Alamades, wert verie glad æ io plul, loꝛ what locuer damage 
02 harme (you'd happen n vnto king Ohue: *. ld be great 
ſoꝛob and gricte vnto him, and thep dvd all pꝛaiſe 4 greatly 
D. tn. alow 
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began fo get ground, and had put them to the fople, if that 
the third armie of the Bagans had not ſtepped fo2wards, 
in the which came that woꝛthie pꝛince Meridian , and the 
ſtout knight Brandimardo, Who entred info þ battaile with 
fo great furie, that that dap was wonderfull vnto the Chats 
ſtians, and knew not how and in what ſozt the Emperour 
Trebatio, ſhould haue ſo great a power of knights and gy⸗ 
ants, except thep ſhould come out of Perſia, fo; that they 
knew and bnderfiode, that all that countrie were in great 
friendſhip with the knight of the Sunne, and mante there 
were that repented themſelues of their comming into Gre- 
cia, in eſpeciall Don Siluerio, when he ſaw ſo great deſtruc⸗ 
tion amongſt his men, and the ficld ſo full of dead bodies, 
the teares fell from his epes, with the great ſozow x griefe 
which he receiued at his heart, and accuſed himſelfe of the 
euill counſell which he gaue vnto the king Oliuero , 

When that two howers was paſſed ſince the beginning 
of the battaile, all the people of his part began to retire, foz 
that they could not ſuffer the great furie of the Pagans, ſo 
that of verie foꝛce and neceſſitie, it did accompliſh the king 
Olmerio, fo enter into battaile with all thoſe knights that 
remained on his charge, who were manie in number, and 
verie god. And although the Pagans were Loꝛdes of the 
field, pet at their comming they loſt all that euer they had 
got befoꝛe, and the battaile renewed and better foͤught, and 
the field ſo fall of dead bodies, that the lining eonld ſcarce 
paſſe foꝛ them. 

Mere was fo be noted, the diueliſhneſſe of Bramarant, 
and his father, and the high knighthod of Meridian, and of 
Brandimardo, and of that ſtout knight Rodaran, and of the 
king of Media, that it might be ſaide they were ſepulchzes 
vnto the Chꝛiſtians: which was not a litle griefe vnto Rog 
icleer, (who from that little hill did behold all that paſſed) 
foꝛ to ſe ſo much Chꝛiſtian bloud ſo ſpilt and ſhed , with 
thoſe heatheniſh Pagans , although he thought all might 
be well ſuffered, fo2 to eſchue a greater inconuenience that 
(vnto the contrarte) nught happen vnto Chziltendome , 

To 
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though they had bene dead, and the other two were ſo wea⸗ 
rie, that their deathes were at hand. And as he bꝛew nigh 
vnto them, he ſaw that one of the two knights that deken⸗ 
ded themſelues was the king Oltuerio, and the other Don 
Siluetio, whome he might very wel know by their armour, 
and tokens which they had, when he law them ſirſt enter 
into the battaile , and thoſs who had compaſſed them about 
was the king of Bartos, and the king of the Arrianos, and 
had crownes of golde vpon their healmes, with moze then 
fiftte knights that were about thoſe two knights, and none 
nigh foz to ſuccour and take their parts. The which being 
ſcene bp Roſicleer, with great furie, he put himſelfe amongſt 
thoſe compante of Pagans, killing and overth2owing all 
that was in his wape, and with his ſwoꝛd in his hand her 
came whereas the two kings were, and ſtroke one of them 
ſuch a blowe vppon his righte ſhoulder, that the whole 
arme with part of his backe he ouerthzew to the ground, 
and ſtroke the other ſuch an other blow vpon the head, that 
cleaning the Crowne of gold and the Yealme, he cut him 
downe to the th2oate , ſo that theſe two kings fell downe 
dead to the ground, and their hoꝛſes which were verie god, 
remained without maiſters, And foz that the king Oliue- 
rio, and Þ Pꝛinte might haue leaſure to mount vpon thoſe 
hoꝛſes, Rolicleer began fo charge them with ſo many # ter⸗ 
rible blowes, that the moſt part of them that were there tos 
gether, he lew with his owne handes, and the reſt which 
remained, foꝛ feare of death, ranne awap, but the king and 
the pꝛince were ſo wearie, that they had no power to mount 
vpon thoſe hoꝛſes, foꝛ the which Roſicleer alighted with a 
trice, and toke the king in his armes with fo great eaſe; as 
i he had bene a childe, and ſet him vpon his owne hoꝛſe, 
ſaying, take and receiue this ſeruice of Roſtcleer, in token 
ok a great deale mo2e that he doth deſire fo lerue you, the 
which being laide, he retourned vnto Don Siluerio, and in 
the lame oꝛder as he did vnto the king, he ſet him vpon one 
of the hoꝛſes of the Pagan kings, and he with a trice moun⸗ 
{ed vpon p other, ſtriking moztal blowes vpon his enimies, 
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atow the great tourage of Roſicker, Then ffraight waies 
and in great haſt, iſlued out of the citie the Cmperonur Tre. 
batio, and carryed in his companie all that valiant crue of 
knights, with thirtie thouſand other knights, all Greekes, 
galopping with their hoꝛzſes, keping very god arap and 02- 
der, they came into the fie de whereas the battaile was, and 
when they ſaw that all the campe of the king Olluerio wer 
diſperſed and out of all oꝛder and aray , running ſome one 
wap, ond ſome an other wap, and all thoſe wozthy pꝛinces 
of the whole heaſf, were compaſſed round about with they? 
enimies, and put in great icoperdie, and at the point fo2 to 
loſe their liues, without any hope of ayde and ſuccour fo: 
to deliuer them At which time the Emperour Trebitio, 
r all thoſe valiant knights that came with him, with great 
furie and foꝛce, put themſelues in the middeſt amongſt the 
Pagans, that again the whole field was couered with dead 
bodies, and it ſeemed that all the farte of the world came 
there together, foꝛ on the one part went Rolicleer, the king 
Sacridoro, the Tartarian Zoylo, Bargandel, Liriamandro, 
and other valiant and woꝛthie knights, that all they found 
befoꝛe them, they lew and onerthzew to the ground: and on 
the other fide went the god Emperour Trebatio, and with 
him the ſtout Florion, the Pzince Brandizel, Clauerindo, 
and the valiant and ſtrong Oriſtedes, and the god knight 
Flamides, makiug fo great flaughter on their enimies, that 
they were all dyed in bloud. And the deſire which the god 
knight Rolicleer, had to kill Pagans, that they which were 
with him, were not able to kepe him companie; but all a⸗ 
lone he pꝛeſſed fo2wards and put himſelfe amongſt his eni⸗ 
mies, doing ſuch wonders, that ther Was not one that could 
reſiſt him. And as he pꝛeſlſed thus foꝛ wards, he came where 
as he ſaw a great ninnber of Pagan knights gathered to⸗ 
gether in maner of a ring, and had in the middeſt amongſt 
them, fine knights all on fote , verie valiantly defending 
thenſcl1cs with their (words in their hands, but their ads 
ucrſaries were ſo manic that charged them, that befoze his 
face, the cf tho'e knights fell downe vnto the ground, as 
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enimies, that the Pagans bagan to lofe ground by little and 
little. And as the wozthie Roſicleer, went diſcouering and 
ranging thzoughout the battaile, he by foꝛtune met with 
the Gran Campion, who was all alone, ſlaping and killing 
all that ever was befoze him, g comming vnto him he ſtroke 
hun fo cruell and ſtrong a blow vpon the waſt,that he had 
varted him in two perces, if it had not bene foꝛ his god ar⸗ 
mor, which was ſuch, that his god word could not enter 
into it, pet ſoꝛ all that, the blow did ſo bꝛuſe and cruſh his 
bones and fleſh, in ſach ſoꝛt, that Bradaman felt that blow 
not to be like vnto the blowes giuen by other knightes, 
which was the occaſion that with great furie he turned 
himſelfe about, and repaide the ſame with an other like, 
vppon his ſhoulder, that he had ouerthꝛowen him to the 
ground, if p he had not embꝛaled himſelfe about his hozſe 
necke: then began theſe two to ſkrike the one vpon 5 other 
very ſtronglp, and the battaile betwirt them endured till 
the cloſing vp of the night, when that they could not know 
the one from the other: then the Pagans began to with- 
dꝛaw themſelues a part, and theſe two knights were con⸗ 
trained to part theſelues, but Bradaman, went away with 
ſo great anger ⁊ wꝛath, that one alone knight ſhould make 
him ſo ſtrong reſiſtance, that no one of all his men durſt 
come into his pꝛeſence. 

At this time came moe then one hundꝛeth thouſands 
Pagans, which the Emperour Alicandro, did ſend a freſh, 
after that it was tolde him that much people had 1Nued out 
of Conſtantinople, but their comming was to little pur⸗ 
poſe, fo2 that it was night, all the troupes of the Pagans 
Were retpꝛed, and meeting the one with the other, they re⸗ 
turned vnto their trenches, there to take their caſe vntill 
the dap following, fo2 that they ment to encounter with 
their enimies with a freſh ſupplie. 

Then the Empcrour T rebatio, foz fo retire all his peo- 


ple,dyd ſound his hoꝛne, the which he alwates carrved with 


him, like a god Captaine, (at the time of warre) at which 


found, all the Greckes aſſembled together, and leaning a 
part 


le 
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he departed from that place,leauing the king Olinerio,and 
Don Siluerio, verie greatly amazed at that which he hadde 
done foꝛ them, and how he ſhewed himſelfe to be on their 
part. Alſo they were verie glad and iopful to ſee themſelues 
deliuered krom the death Which thep thought verelie there 
to haue receiued. 

At that time the king Olmerio, remembꝛed the wozdes 
Which the wiſe Artemidoro, had ſapd onto him, when that 
in London he carrped bnto him the gentleman Roſicleer, 
fo) to be an armed knight at his hands, which was, that the 
time ſhould come, that he ſhould moꝛe eſteeme to haue him 
by his ſide, then any thing in all y whole wozld, the which 
wo2des were there accompliſhed, in that he clerely deliue⸗ 
red him from death. From that place the king t the pꝛince 
Don Siluerio,dtd behold the battaile, and were verie much 
amazed to ſe how the Chꝛiſtians had the better hand of the 
battaile, and that ther were ſo manp and ſo god knights in 
their kaudur, apde, and ſuccour. 

At this time the battaile was ſo iopned and knit koge⸗ 
ther, that if the night had not bene ſo nigh at hand, it ſemed 
that their determination was all to be ſlaine at that inſtät, 
foz that, althongh on the part of the Emperour Trebatio, 
there were ſo valiant and wozthie knights that were able 
foꝛ to ouercome a mightie armie, pet on the other part was 
thoſe two Pagans, Bradaman Campion, and Bramarant, 
that dpd ſo great deſtruction on their aducrſarics,that it ſe⸗ 
med that there remained not one befoze them whereas they 
went ; on the other rs fer thoſe furtous and Valiant 
ünights! Merid:: an, and Pra ardo, with the tw elue G Po 
mw 8 * their gärd an ug ay in 6 ſo many of their eni⸗ 
mies, that thep were all ſtained in bleud, and made great 
Ny whereas they went, Likewiſe there was that Tout 
knight Rodaran, and the king of Media, with other 3 
kings and knights 3b. gms, which did great harme bppen 
their ad nerſaries: and al though thoſe dyd ſa Wozthelp on 

heir parts, | 0 likewiſe did thoſe baliant knigbts on p part 
ol the god Tinperour I rcvatio , fo much har me on the ir 
emmies,

(AE foz that which had palled with the hoſt of 
the king Ol:uerio,and the Pagans, and all 
people did allow the great poleſie of Roſi- 
cleer, Which he bled in cauſing the to ioyne 
| the one againſt the other in battaile, which 
was not a little p2ofit vnto them, foz by that meanes his 
enimies were leſſened moze then one hundꝛeth thouſand. 
The next day following after the batfatie, when that both 
the hoſts, that of the Emperour Alicandro, and that of the 
king Oliuerio, were both in ſight of the Citie of Conſtanti- 
nople, being none fide paſt , Roſicleer had a great deſire to 
goe fozwards with that which he had determined, which 
was fo pꝛocure friendſhip with the king Oliuerio,onely fo: 
the great god will which he bare vnto his welbeloued 
pꝛinteſſe Oliuia, 4 alſo fo2 that in the which he was bound 
vnto him, koꝛ the great friendſhip receiued at ſuch time as 
he was in great Bꝛitaine. And with this determination, 
he did apparell himſelfe with the ritcheſt garments and 
robes that was poſible,x likewiſe the pꝛinceſſe Olnna the 
Nuene Arquiroſa, in the moſt gallanteſt maner that they 
could. Then after that he had conference with the Empe⸗ 
rour his father, giueing him to vnderſtand what was his 
determination to doe, he ſtraight wates cauſed the pzinceſ- 
(es to be mounted vpon verie gallant and well dꝛeſled pal⸗ 
kries, and mounted himſelfe vppon a mightie + great hoꝛſe. 
| | any 
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part the king Oliuerio andall his people in god oꝛder, he res 
tourned vnto the Citie with all that noble crew of knight⸗ 
had, whereas they were receiued with great ioye and plea⸗ 
lure of the Empꝛeſſe Briana, and of the faire Oliuia , who 
did not a little reiopce when that the vnderfiod what Ro- 
ſicleer had done foꝛ the king her father , and it ſeemed vnto 
her that it was a gov meane to obtaine friendſhip , which 
was at that time, the thing that the molt deſircd,and to the 
contrarte , it was a great aricfc æ coꝛaſiue vnto h er ck, 

that betweene the king Oluerio and her ſpouſe Roficl cleer, 
ſhould paſſe any contention o2 cuil wil, Thus leaumg them 
the Diſtozie doth returne onto the king Oliuerio, who gas 
thering his people together, found that he lacked moze then 
the halle of thoſe he bzought into Grecia: likewiſe, he com⸗ 
maunded great fiers to be made, at the light whereof he 
pitched his tents, and made his trenches verie nigh vnto 
the cifie ok Conſtantinople, whereas it was giuen him to 
vnderſtand that all the people with whome his armie had 
the battaile with, were Pagans; and were come into Gre- 
cia againſt the Emperour Jrebatio, and of the great power 
that the Emperour Alicandro had there, and how foz that 
he thought that they were come thether in fauour of the 
Grerkes, he ſent out his knights foꝛ to nine them battaile, 
But when that king Oliuerio and Don Siluerio vnderſtod 
the trueth thereof, with verie anger and fretting,they were 
duercome, and requeſted the death, fo2 that on the one part 
they ſaw the molt part of their knights deſtroped, and the 
power of the Pagans deminiſhed, the which if that it had 
not ſo fallen out, the reuengement of the Emperour Tre- 

batio, had bene verie certaine, But that which greued them 
molt, was that which Roſicleer did fo2 them, and how much 
they were bound vnfo him, fo2 delluering of them from 
death, and it ſamed vnto them to be ſuch a byt to withdzaw 
them from their! wills and defires to make their reuenge⸗ 
ment, determined befoze thep came fo2th out of their owne 
countries, h o with great confuſion and verie penſiue , in 
thinking What was belt to be done, they paged away that 


night 
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at by them of the campe when they came nigh vnto then, 
and not knowing the pꝛetence of their commung they could 


doe nothing but behold them, and abyde the time fo under 


ſtand the effect of their comming. 
hen they were come vnto the camp, they aſked which 
was the tent of the king Oliuero, and being ſhewed by a 
knight that was there, they neuer reſted no2 ſtaied till they 
came vnto it, at which time the king ſhas within, actompa⸗ 
nied with the pꝛinte of Luſitania, and with the other pꝛin⸗ 
ces of Scotland and Ireland, conſulting what were beſt to 
be done in their affaires: but when they ſaw them # knew 
Roſicleer, and the Pꝛinteſle Olinia, all apparailed after ſo 
gallant a ſozf,they were wonderiiily amazed, and were li⸗ 
lent to heare what ſhould be their demand. pp: was no 
mouing amongſt them till ſuch time as Roſicl cer, delcen⸗ 
bed from his hozſe, who ſtraight waieg alighted þ pꝛinceſle 
Oliuia, and the qucene Arquiroſa, and taking them both by 
the hands they enfred into the tent, then the king and all 
that were with him did ariſe from their ſeates, and dpd la⸗ 
lute the one the other, with luch cour teſie as appertained 
vnto ſo high perſons:and although that Don Siluerio, was 
greatly amazed and his bloud did riſe when that he ſaw the 
pꝛinteſſe Oliuia, pet when that he ſaw her in the power of 
Roſicleer, and confidering the great reaſon ſhe had there vn⸗ 
to, he dyd not let to haue a great regard vnto the Qucene 
Ar quiroſa, and likeo very well of her, and ſaid with in him⸗ 
ſelfe, that nert vnto the pꝛinceſſe Oliuia, ſhe Was the faireſt 
gentle woman that euer he law in all his life, and greatlie 
deſired to know what ſhe ſhould be. His deſire was quickly 
accompliſhed, foꝛ that Roſicleer puttingHimſelfe befoze the 
king, hauing the pꝛinces # the Qutene by their hands, ſaid. 
[439 king of great Britaine, J will not call pon migh⸗ 
tie, (fo2 that accoꝛding vnto the opinion of wiſe men) 
there is none amongſt ..io2tall men can attaine to ſg 
gloꝛious a name, ſauing alonely he may call himſelfe migh⸗ 
tie, that is Lozde and gouernour ouer men, andhath the 
power of all foztunes , he at whoſe will the Yeauens doth 
moug 
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and put himſelfe in the middeſt betwerne them. And bee- 
ing in this maner, in the great and wide court, whereas the 
Emperour and the Empꝛelſe with all thoſe valiant kings, 
P2inces,and knights, did behold them, and a new they be⸗ 
gan to meruaile to behold their great beauties and gallant 
viſpoſittons . And as it hath bene declared vnto you befoꝛe 
in this. Viſtoꝛie , that Roficleer Was of a high ſtature, and 
well pꝛopoꝛcioned of his bodie accoꝛding vnto his height, 
fo2 that continually vnto that time, he did encreaſe daplie 
moꝛe t moꝛe, as well in the one as in the other, and iopnt⸗ 
ly with this his face was perfect and well pꝛopozcioned, 
verie white and faire, and of a merrie couutenaunce, and 
there was none that did behold him, but had a great delight 
to ſer him: he was at that time apparailed in a Jacket of 
cloth of golde, garniſhed round about with a great number 
of pꝛecious ſtones, and a hat vpon his head after the Greeke 
— ns of verie fine Rubies and Diamonds, and car⸗ 
ved no amber Weapon with him but that pꝛecious (worde 

of the Aucene Iulia, at his girdle, which was ſuteable vnto 
the apparel} he ware, fo2 that the ſcabbert was garniſhed 
with gold And pꝛecious ſtones, he was mounted vpon a big 
and luſtie hoꝛſe, all bape, ſauing he was full of black ſpots, 
Which breame him verie well, and being in this maner on 
boꝛſe backe, he ſemed in height to be a Gpant, and in beau⸗ 
tie and fairenelle, Narciſlus, On the other part was the 
Wuinteſſe Oli, with Arquiroſa, ſo faire and richlie appa⸗ 
railed, that it was verie range to behold , and Roficlecr, 
being in the middeſt betwirt them, there could not a moꝛe 
Callanter fight be (rene of ih perſons , So im this oder 
£32p tee their leaue of the Cum rour ⁊ of the Eimpzeſſe, 
and departed gut of that mightie patias, being aecompants 
£9 with all thoſe mightie and valiant}; H inces and knights, 
till ſuch time as they came into the fielde out of the Citie, 
— at the regue ſt of Roſielcer the p all teicurued back 
againe, and they the alone went toward the campe of the 
king Oliuerio, being verie much lokedat of al the people 


of the citie, and with no lelſe admiration. they were loked 
af 
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will giue you fo vnderſtand, that ik you doe well conſtder 
and loke into all theſe things paſſed, then ſhould pon verie 
manikeſtlie and cleerelie ſe, that it is not fo2 anie iniurie 
towards vou, but that the diuine pꝛouidence hath oꝛdained 


the ſame foꝛ to euitate and cut off the great griefe and innu⸗ 


merable euils that were loked koꝛ betwerns my father and 
ou, foꝛ ſceing that the harme was committed, there was 
no other meanes foꝛ to recouer and make friendſhip againe, 
bnt onelie by this marriage bet wirt vs, by the which my 
father doth claime of you kindꝛed, and you may reteiue mee 
as your owne naturall ſonne, and ſceing that this hath ben 
oꝛdained by the diuine pꝛouidente, who is he that ſhonlde 
grant me this inclination, to haue fo great a deſire as J had 
foꝛ to goe into great Britame, being in ſuch delightes, iope, 
and pleaſure, vnder the wings of the Empꝛeſſe mp mother? 
Conft2er with how much honour, (you nat knowing mee 
J reteiued the oꝛder of knighthod at your hands, and how 


fayourable Foꝛtune did alwaies ſhew her ſelke vnto mee 


in pour Court? What fozce could be ſo great, that did cons 
ſtraine mp will, and the will of this pꝛecious Pꝛinceſſe, ſo 
perfectic to loue the one other, in ſuch ſoꝛt that there is no- 
thing in all the woꝛld that may ber compared there vato: In 
what heart may be compꝛehended fo great ſingularitie (no, 
that although there were heere pꝛeſent thoſe ther woꝛthie 
and famous Captaines, loſue, Dauid, and ludas Machabeus, 


and with them theſe thꝛiee Pagans, Hector, Tulius Cæſar, 


and Alexander)tf it doth not come of the diinne pꝛouidente, 
neither without it could there be anie ſuch fozce compꝛehen⸗ 
ded in me, and in my companion, fo? to giue the enterpeiſe 
of ſuch an attempt with fo great boldneſſe, foꝛ to take away 
out of pour power the Pꝛinceſſe Oliua, and what wee paſs 
ſed at the ſea to deliuer and defend her? Herre is the Pzince 
of Luſitania who found himſelfe pꝛeſent at the ſpoꝛt, and can 
ſaie that the reſiſtance was not made by anie humane fozce 
and ſtrength, fo; that being but fine knights, we alone did 
defend dur ſelues ſo long time againſt ſo great a flecte of 
chips and men, Likewiſe her can declare of the great miſe⸗ 
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moue, the windes doth blow , the waters of the ſea doth a⸗ 
riſe and rage,and by him the earth with all beaſts x plants 
are ſuſtained: Here {doe giue yon the name of high, fo2 
that ſ&ing your ſelfe in what eſfate you are in, you may 
know how perilous and flipper it is, and howp readie you 
are and open vnto the thundering blowes of koztune. Pa 
ny things doth men begin and put tn vꝛe, who cannot bzing 
it to paſſe as they would, and accoꝛding vnto their mindes, 
but in the ende it ümſheth cleane contrarie vnto their ex⸗ 
pectation , and this pꝛocedeth onely foz that it is in they2 
hands to begin them, and in the power of God to giue the 
concluſion vnto his pleaſure , Dur hearts be valiant and 
touragious, foꝛ to attempt againſt all the whole woz1ld,and 
doe not conſider and ſ& that humaine fo2ce ts ſo feeble and 
weake,that one little and hidden euill, doth ouercome it, ond 
whafſoeuer blow of foztune doth ouerthzow if . This we 
ought to haue alwaies in our remembzaunce , becauſe we 
ſhould not put our ſelucs in difficult things, foꝛ that if after⸗ 
wards it doth not fall cut accoꝛding vnto our mindes, then 
ſhould we not haue any occaſion foz to be angrie, neither 
reaſon foz fo complaine vs of ſoztune, fo2 that the whole 
fault is in our ſclues , and with moꝛe reaſon we may be 
angerp with our lelues. Pou doe well vnder ſtand hob that 
the Pꝛince Edward pour ſonne with, foztie thouſand god 
knights of great Bꝛitaine, came into Hungaria, with what 
intent J doe not iudge, but accoꝛding as it was notoꝛious 
and mantfcff vnto all, he came ſoꝛ to deſtrop the Cmperour 
mp father, 4 fo2 to make the king of Hungaria Lozd ouer 
all Grecia, and foꝛ that this was an attempt as vniuſt as 
difficult, it was in his hands to begin the ſame , but in the 
hands of him that hath power ouer all, to conclude the ende 
accozding bnto his will. If the Emperour my kather was 
to be blamcd herein, iudge you, and then ſee if there be anie 
reaſon foꝛ him to make reſtitut id, to whome foztune would 
ſeme fanourable : but now let that goe, fo2 that 3 doe be⸗ 
leeue pou are certificd , And touching the marriage which 
7 niade with the pzincclle Oli without pour liſence, J 
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be both Chziſtians, and it is the thing that our ſaniour Je⸗ 
ſus Chꝛiſt dyd leaue moſt in charge vnto his Diſciples. 
And ik there ſeemeth vnto pou anie fault to bee in the Em⸗ 
perour my Father, oz that J and the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia haue 
offended your Maieſtie in anic thing, apart and put awate 
from pour heart all anger and wzath,fo2 that pou doe bn- 
derſtand, that the moſt nobleſt manner of reuengement is 
to foꝛgiue, and how that there is nothing ſo inconuenient 
and hurtfull vnto man as is wzath and anger, foz that it 
doth pꝛoper lie appertaine vnto furious beaſtes, and not vn⸗ 
to men, but vnto ſuch as bee moſt cruell and furious, and to 
the contrarie there is nothing moꝛe conuenient vnto man 
than is merkneſle and mercte , and much better and moꝛe 
honour it is fo foꝛget iniuries, than to reuenge them, and 
there is not a moꝛe nobler and generous foꝛgetting, than is 
in the offente, which was attributed vnto the pzince of Caps 
taines, foꝛ that he did pꝛaiſe himſelke, that hee did neuer fo2s 
get anie thing but offences done. The pleaſure in taking 
reuengement doth paſſe awaie in a moment, and the ioy # 
pleaſure in ſhewing mercie endureth foꝛ cuer. There is no⸗ 
thing ſo neceſlarie amongeſt men, no2 ought to be moze 
cominon than to foꝛgiue, fo; that there is none but hath 
neede of mertie, ſeeing that the Sunne mult (ine vpon him, 
the earth luſtaine him, and all creatures mult bꝛing foꝛth. 
The winde mult haue his courſe, the clowdes mut poure 
out their waters, the Sars muſt haue their influence, the 
heauens mult moue, and the waues of the ſea mult ber in 
quiet, and not to ouerwhelme the earth when they are in 
a rage and higher than if, and to conclude,all things of the 
gouernment of this wo2lde doth ve Percie , and be necel⸗ 
far ie foꝛ the conſeruation of humane life, and mercie cannot 
be lacking in him, oꝛ at leaſt wates map not, that cannot 
ſuſtaine himſelfe one iote without it, and that which is 
moꝛe, there is not one but that hee ſinneth, fo that her can⸗ 
not, but hee needes mull deſire mercte foꝛ his ſinnes and of- 
fences. What is he that can ſalue and make whole the 
wounded conſcicuces of humane Ir Wig ik the wzath 
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le in the aide and ſacconr that came vnto vs in that great 
extremitie. J will not here inlarge noꝛ pꝛoceede anie far⸗ 
ther in theſe matters, neither wold haue ſaid ſo much, but 
anelie becauſe pou chall vnderſtand that all doth pꝛotcede 
from aboue, and that it is Gods will, that this marriage be⸗ 
twirt me and the Pꝛinceſſe ſhall be the occaſion foꝛ to cui⸗ 
tate and take awaie all theſe inconueniences which arc lo⸗ 
ked foꝛ, and likewiſe to remedie and make attonement fo2 
all that is paſt, x do pou not thinke that this wil bee an cul 
meane fo2 things paſt, beſides, as now the doing thercof can⸗ 
not be reſtrained, and many times, as haretofoze hath fal- 
len out, their ſonnes in lawe to be as p2ofitable to their Fa⸗ 
thers in lawe, as are their owne naturall ſonnes. As to 
aſke the queſtion of Cæſar Auguſtus,and her will fate that 
there was neuer ſonne ſo true and truſtie vnto his Father, 
as was vnto him Marcus Agrippa his ſonne in law. Like⸗ 
wiſe conſider of Antonius Pius who had fo: his ſonne in 
lawe Marcus Aurelius, who vſed fo great fidelitie with him 
all the dates of his life, which was fo2 the ſpace of twen⸗ 
tie and thꝛeꝛ pres, that fo: his great fidelitie and continuall 
diligence, hee did not alonelie deſerue to ber beloued of him, 
and to haue his Daughter, but as his owne naturall ſonne 
he dyd ſucceede him in the Empire . So that by theſe and 
many other examples that might be declared, you mape 
plainelie ſee what a werte lpice of friendſhippe and per 
fect kind2ed { is that which commeth by the Sunne in lawe, 
and in eſpeciail this, that from the beginning vnto the end, 
it appeareth to ber gouerned by the diuine pꝛouidence, ſo 
that thereby there is no other hk to be loked foꝛ, but vn⸗ 


fo you great god, and Ferie profitable fo2 all your kings 
dome. And that which now I ill deſire of yon is no other 
thing, but your pleſugefogopſider how that al theſe things 
are oꝛdained by him, who hafh the rule 1 gonernment of al, 
and being fullie perl waded therein, foꝛ to ioyne & confirme 
pour will vato his will, and to pꝛocure 4 doe no other thing 
but that which is agreeable vnto his pleaſure, which is te 
confirme a peace betwirt you and my Father, foz that pou

foze Don Siluerio tonſider # (& if you can like of this offer; 
fo2 that there be few damſels, oꝛ not one, af this time fo ba 
found in the wozld with whom pou may be better married 
withall than her, Now haue you vnderſtd the effect of our 
comming,and here J doe deſire you both raight wales to 
giue me pour anſ were, 

The king Oliuerio was verie attentiue vnto all 5 was 
ſpoken by Roſicleer, and one waie he liked veris wel ok their 
intent, and it ſemed vnto him that all things were placed 
in verie god oꝛder, ard another waie, che gallant pꝛelente of 
Roſicleer With the faire Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia ſeœmed to force & 
tonſtraine his heart to like verie well of the one + to laue 
the other, as his owne naturall childꝛen, and ſ&tng them 
with ſo great humilitie befoꝛe him, Roſicleer being fo high 
a Pꝛinte, hauing confidence y in his great bountie he came 
to aſ ke him pardon x foꝛgiueneſſe, not miſtruſting his high⸗ 
nelle, the teares guſhing out at his eies with the great lone 
he bare vnto either of them, z calling to f nce that 
by him he was deliuered from death the daie befobc, e that 
ik it had not bene koꝛ him he had been dame and al. his peo⸗ 
ple deſtroied, and ſeeing the great clemencte that both Fas 
ther and ſonne vſed with him he comming to deſtroie them 
in his Countrie) he found it great reaſon to bſe the lame 
with them, and to foꝛget the death of Batice Edward, foz 
that God had giuen vnto him in his place that valyannt 
inte and knight. Thus haning his minde occupied in 
theſe and other things, hee remained a god while without 
en wering them, loking alwaies when Yon Siluerio wold

heauens, therefoꝛe it ts neceſſarie moſt wozthie King) that 
you doc foꝛgiue, and refraine the ire of pour heart, fo; other⸗ 
wiſe with tuft reaſon you cannot al ke of God pardon, when 
that you will not vſe pardon with pour daughter and ſonne 
in lawe. Beware, take hede,and helpe pour ſelfe from that 
which is wzitten, That man doth kepe wzath and ire a- 
againſt man, and both doth ſecke vnto God foz Phyſicke, 
Pou are wiſe and diſcreete,therefoze you ſhall vnderſtand, 
that all this which J haue ſaid vnto you, is onelp to put pou 
in remembꝛaunce, that the paſſioned minde can neither ler 
noꝛ diſcerne things karre noꝛ nigh hand. And as concerning 
Don Siluerio, A haue committed nothing againſt him wher⸗ 
in J am bound to make fatilfaction, neither hæ to pardon 
me, foꝛ if pou haue pꝛomiſed vnto him the P2ztacefſe Olin a 
fo wife, firſt befoꝛe that ſhe choſe ine fo2 her huſband, God 
and my god foꝛtune hath giuen her vnto mee, fo that her 
hath not to complaine hnnſclfe but of foꝛtune, that woulde 
not be fauourable vnto him foꝛ to recouer her, ſo that 3 veg 
not take from him her that ſhould haue bene his wife, but 
J hauc taken out of pour and his power, the ſame whome 
Sod did pꝛomiſe and 02daine to giue me fb; wife. Notwiths 
anding fo2 all this, J euer hadde Don Siluerio foz my 
friend, and befoꝛe that thele things feil out in this oꝛder, x 
beleened that he hab mee in the ſame p2ofeſſton, 3 do greats 
lie deſire that this friendſhippe may pꝛoca de and goe foꝛ⸗ 
wards, and if ſo be that ame lacke oꝛ fault hath beene cf a⸗

of Noſicleer, in his life he neuer reteiued greater toy x con- 
tentment, in ſceing that without ante demand oꝛ al king, he 
offered vnto him fo high a Ladie and damſell foꝛ wife, z had 
cleane foꝛgotten all the anger and wzath that he had bekoze 
conteiued and taken againſt Roſicleer, with the kriendſhip 
receiued of hum the date bekoꝛe in deliuering of them from 
death. So perceiuing that the king would not anſ were in 
anie reſpect till ſuch time as he had vttered his minde, her 
1 theſe woꝛdes following.

2oue all foztune hath 
ſhewed her [cls {auourable and pꝛoſperous, foꝛ whoſocuer 
doth conſider the highneſte of your eſtate, ſha! | platnhie ſi x 
perceiue that there is none that tommeth nigh vnto pou, x 
fo: wozthtneſſe,none cquail , and to conſider of pour hich 
knichthod, they (hall ſer that it is without compariſon,and 
almolt aboue nature, likewiſe conſidering how pꝛoſperous 
all things hath fallen out en peur part, they will not onelie 
ſaie that foztune 1s faudable vnto pou, but alſo that you 
haue her at commande ment lo do al things at pour pleaſure, 
and ſceing that you haue ſo manp and high things on 1 your 
ſide, what enimie is there that will reſiſt pou, oꝛ friend that 
will loſe pour kriendſhip. The wiſe man caith.that there 
arc thꝛee things which ought to be feared ; the waues of the 
ſca,the thũderbolts of the hcauens z the furious wild beallg 
on the carth ; but pet abouc all things (he ſaith)onaht to bee 
feared, the enimie pꝛoſperous ⁊ foztunable,fo2 that he which 
doth not nauigate at the Sea, is out of all daunger of the 
waues, and he that keepeth his houſe, is out of the danger of 
wilde beaſts, and the thunderbolts verie ſeldome ſtrikath, 
but from the pꝛoſperous entnte , there is none that can aps 
parte himlelſe, neither can he linde ante place whether. to 

runne, 


them in great eſtimation, did offer vnto them the like, and 
eſteemed them fo2 the moſt ſtouteſt and valianteſt knights 
that were in all the armie . Thus after that they had bene 
together in theſe ceremonies, receiuing the one the other a 
god while, thep all mounted vpon their hoꝛſes, and the pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Olitia andthe Qurene Arquirola a vpon their palfrates, 
and toke their waie towards the Citie of Conllantmople, 
the Pꝛince Don Siluerio lead the Aucne Aiquuoſa by the 
bꝛidle, with whom he vled many louc krickes and amoꝛous 
diſcourſes, and &o& like wiſe ani wered him with a gallant 
grace and * demeandur giuing thankes onto al; 
mightie God, fo2 tat ſo wozthie a P2ince had giuen Him 


vato her kor to be her hul band, and receiued great cont tent⸗ 


ment. They had not long trauailed in this oꝛder towards 


the Citie, but they ſawe a farre off come out of the Citie a 
great companie & gallant and gliſtering kniahtes comming 
towardes them, it was the Emperour T revatio arcompas 
nied with all his nobles and valiant knighfes, who beeing 
aduertiſed by a iage of Roſicleers of all that paſſed, and of 
their comming towardes the Citie, iſſued out fo meet them, 
and when they came nigh the one vnto the other, the king 
and all thoſe that were with hun, were greatlie amazed at 
the gallant and gentle diſpofition of the Emperour, and of 
all thoſe wo2thie Princes and kitghtes that came with 
him, and ſayd that all the flower and woꝛthineſſe of knight⸗ 
0d in the woꝛld was there iopned together. Then raighe 
Waies the Emperour went towardes the king Oluerio, 
ad the one recctued the other with ſo great loue, and with 
ſuch erceeding tourteſic, as commonlie is vſcd betwirt (a 
high perſons, and at that inſtant was there confirmed bes 
twixt them ſach and ſo great friendſhip, that neuer after ſa 
long as they lined was ſeparated, Then the Emperour re⸗ 
ceiued the other knightes with ſo gallant grate and demea⸗ 
nour, that they all receiued great contentment at the ſight 
of him, but moſt eſpectallie the king Oliuero that was tal⸗ 
king with Bargandel, Lytiamandro, and the Tartarian Zoi- 


io, and the king Alamades, Who all together went and kil⸗

Honld raigne fo great ingratitude againſt his ſoueraigne 
maieſtie, and to let you vnderſtand and know the great curs 
teſie that he hath ſhewed vnto me, in giuing mee ſo god 
foꝛtune, as by his owne handes is come vnto me fo pꝛeci⸗ 
ons childꝛen, here J doe receiue you, and J doe lone por, 
and Will not haue, neither do J loke foꝛ ante other content⸗ 
ment in all the woꝛld. The almightie Cod doth know, and 
be is a god Witnefſe therevnto, that J came not fo2th ont 
of great Britaine with fo great a multitude of knightes foꝛ

Therewith came all the reſt of the woꝛthie 
E Hine and Knichtes, (ſuch as knew him in greate Bri— 
ine, ) md talked with him, who neuer foꝛgot the greate 
riendchippe that was betwixt them. Lykewiſe the 
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Hoſes of Spaine fog the valtant deedes which they ſawe 
im bo: in the bat! tale 5 by alſo fo2 the greate fame which 
thep hu heard of | him, with ercceding awd will came and 
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offered tuyrnigelies ko bet c e bis intends, Then her who had 
them 
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it, and could not verie well at their eaſe be lodged, it Bas a⸗ 
greed betwene the Emperour and the king Oluerio that 
à trench ſhonld be made without in the field nigh vnto the 
walls of the Citie, and there fo pitch their tents, whereas 
ſhould be all the whole armie of the king Olwerio, and the 
halfe of all the Cmperovrs knights. Thus accozving, vito 
their concluſion it was commanded to be done, which was 
a gallant and roiall thing to behold, it Was ſtronglie fo2te- 
fied with deepe ditches and barres at the entrie, ſo that they 
were as — within that trench as though they had bene 
within the Citie. In this ſoꝛt they were lodged in fight the 
one of the other, x betwirt the trenches of the Pagans x the 
Chꝛiſtians there was a mightie, great t bzoad field, where⸗ 
as they might at their caſe make their battaileg.

=. were ſome amongſt them that did not let 
fo; fo pralle the high knighthod of the Emperour Treba- 
tio, and of his knightes, amongſt whome the olde king Ge⸗ 
droſia did pꝛaiſe thein moꝛe than anie other, foꝛ to pꝛouoke 
Bramarant to anger, vnto whome he alwaies bare ill will, 


after that her had ſlaine his ſonne the young man 3

fed his handes,crauing pardon of all that was paſſed. Then 
he with great loue did embꝛace them all, pardoning all the 
rancour and euill will that he had againſt them, and it ſer⸗ 
med verie well vnto him, in v they had chewed themſclues 
ſo faithfull, and had accompliſhed all that they ought, could 
doe no leſſe but beare the like to them againe. So from 
thence they all returned vnto the Citie, but when $ep came 
bato the mightie Pallace, the king and all thoſe that came 
with him, were in great admiration to ſee and behold vpon 
the foꝛe front of the ſame all y whole Biſtoꝛies of the knight 
of the Sunne, and ſaid that by his figure he reſembled ve⸗ 
rie much Roſicleer, which was verte true, fo2 that there 
was no moꝛe difference bctwirt them, but that the knight 
of the Sunne was ſomewhat in his face moꝛe furious, and 
mo2e fatter of his bodie, but of one ſtature, i in all other pꝛo⸗ 
po2tions of their bodies were all one, and reſembled one as

as Roſicleer ſhould be married, and Claverinclo,with other 
mo P;zinces and knights that did abide the ſame daie, Then 
the nert date being come, fo2 that the Citie was meruailouſ⸗ 
lie peſtered with the great number ot people that were in

Likc- 
wiſe there were other of no lefſe valour and vaitant cou⸗ 
rage than they, who foꝛ that they woulde make marufeſt 
their great and mightie power, woulde alſo enter into the 
challenge, and there were of thoſe ſuper- val iant knights, the 
ſcrong and ſtout Meridian and Brandimardo, who had be- 
fo:e either of them pꝛoued by crpertence the fozce of the 
GOrcekes, and knew verie well the generoſitie of their harts, 
which was the occaſion that they would not make the chal⸗ 
lenge but againſt other two, foꝛ that they knew it was but 
a follie to charge thẽſelues w ante moe,becauſe the Greekes 
ſhould not haue the vauntage, x againe, in the battaile paſt, 
they lawe ſuch knightes, that gave them inough to do to de⸗ 
fend themſelues , Then ſtraight waies aroſe vp that valp⸗ 
ant Pagan Rodaran king of Arabia, x after him the ſtrong 
king of Media,aud with them the king of Trapobana, who 
was a meruailous ſtrong knight, and of ſo bigge bodie, that 
ber ſeemed to bee a Gyant,he was called Zoroaſtes, all the 
which ſaid that they would enter into the challenge, and at 
that time if that the Emperour Alycandro had not diſtur⸗ 
bed them, there were a great number that would haue ente⸗ 
red thereinto, eſpeciallie the kings and Gyants that were 
there pꝛelent, who had a great deſire foz to ſhew themſelues. 
Thus this challenge being concluded amongſt them, it was 
conſented to ſend foꝛ meſlenger vnto the Emperdur Tre- 
batio the king of the Gandaros,a young and valiant knight,

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To the which ther needed not muth matter, ſoꝛ that ſtraight 
waies this ſtout and furious Pagan aroſe vp with ſo fferce 
femblance,that it fearcd all them that did beholde him, and 
ſayd thele wozdes. 


He heartes of towards and baſe men doe feare ſinall 
things, and receiueth great admiration, the which doth 
pꝛocecde becanſe they are but fo2 little matters: all 
that doth ſurmount them doth ſerme vnto them mon⸗ 
ſtrous, and almoſt abcne nature, and by their great cowards

The Emperour who verſe well vaderſtove the greale 
pꝛide ol the Pagans, at the requeſt of them all, anſwered 
as followeth. 

Ok truth (Bing) the power of theſe two Pagans, Brada- 
man and Bramarant , is verie great, but pet their pꝛide is 
much moꝛe as it ſmeth vnto me, foz that they are not con⸗ 
tent to challenge other two knightes, but will that they be 
eight, it doth well appcare, that although they haue pzoucd 
the fozce and ſtrength of ſome of theſe knights, yet doe they 
not knowe the valiantneſſe of their hearts. Thou ſhalt re⸗ 
turne vato the Emperour thy Lo2d,and declare vnto him 
and vnto them that ſent theo hether , that J haue heard thy 
Emballage, and the anſwere of theſe knightes is, that to 
moꝛrob at their houre appointed they (hall finde vs armed 
in the field no moze but one to one, as is the vſe and cuſtome 
amongeſt vs, and this vauntage which they doe offer vnto 
vs, wer doe releaſe and pardon them of the ſame, and giue 
them thankes, and in all things touching the truce, let it bee 
done as he wil command it, foꝛ J ſhal receiue great content⸗ 
ment therein. 

With this anſ were the king would haue departed, but 
firſt he deſired to know the names of thoſe knights p would 
go out vnto the battaile, and called to haue a ſight of them,

the Pzinces Bargandel, Liriamandro, ard Rodamart e,ove- 
rie oue af theſe requeſted the Emperou to nene t 1 
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"who at the commaundement of the Emperour Alycandro 
Craight waies departed, being verie richlie armed, with a 
trowne of golde vpon his head in token that he was a king. 
When that he came vnto y trenches of the Chꝛiſtians, laps 
ing that hee was a mellenger, they dyd let him paſſe till her 
entered into the mightie Citie, and then was carried bnts 
the ropall Pallace , whereas he alighted from his hozſe, 
and leauing him with a page that came with him he moun⸗ 
ted into the great hall, whereas he found the Emperour ac⸗ 
töpanied with all his Pꝛinces noble men,t valiant knights 
in great tounſaile foꝛ to giue battaile vnto the Pagans, but 
when the Pagan king entered, they all held their peace, 
tarried to ſ& what was his demand, who without doing any 
reuerence, ſaid. 
* Hou ſhalt vnderſtand Emperour Trebatio) that q am a 
meſſenger of the diuine and conſecrated Emperour Ali- 
candiro Loꝛd of the mightie Aſia, who doth ſend me vnto thee 
to giue thee to vnderſtand, that certaine knights of his camp 
being verie deſirous fo pꝛoue their ſtrengthes with thy 
knights, hath oꝛdained a thallenge, and to be vſed x oꝛdained 
in this ſoꝛt, that the gran Campeon, Loꝛd of the Oziental 3. 
lands, t his ſonne Bramarant, doth challenge eight knights 
of the pꝛincipalleſt and ſtouteſt that are to be found in all 
thy hoaſt,and they two wil maintaine the battaile againſt 
them all, like lwiſe our pꝛecious and moſt renowmed P2ince 
Meridian, and the ſtout Brandimardo, and Rodaran king of 
Arabia, With the king of Media, and the mightie Zoroattes 
king of Traprobana, doe challenge as many moze cf thy 
knights as they be to tome fozth and battaile with them. At 
theſe doe ſate, that to mozrow being paſt, they will pꝛeſent 
themſelues in the middeſt of this great field, with their koꝛ⸗ 
ſes and armour , and abide the comming of thote that will 
come foꝛth againſt them, and the Emperour wy Lon faith, 
fo2 that all people with their caſe at their wils may behold 
what ſhal paſſe in this battaile he concludeth a truce fo2 two 
daics, in the which time all ſuch of our tam pe as are diſpo⸗ 
ſed, without armour may kree lie enter into the Citie, x thole 
of 


the firſt Bovke,. 


eyes, and many times he was moued fo buckle with them, 
but conſidering the pꝛeſence of the Emperenr,(with whom 
he had great friendſhip) and againe fo2 that he was vnar⸗ 
med fearing the great number that would ouercharge him, 
he rekrained himſelke 5 and kept his furious wꝛath, in his 
heart,fo2 to reuenge p ſame, when that time would ſeruc, 
And although that many that were there bad great dzcad 
to ſee Bramarant ſo furious and angrie, fo2 his cpes lighte⸗ 
ned like burning toꝛches, yet the two valiant and wozthtie 
knights, Meridian, and Brandimardo, made no rekonihg 
thereof,fo2 that either of them were of as valiant a courage 
as he, and as ſtoute. 

Then Craight waies ther aroſe vp many other knights 
that would be in the battaile,liftene to fiftene: amongſt all,

at the requeſt of the Emperour, (altheugh his will was to 
the contrar ie) was the gran Campion, and the two wozthie 
pꝛinces Meridian and Branbimardo,and the Court Rodaran, 
the king of Media, Zoroaſtes king of Taprobana, the pꝛince 
of Cambray,the king of the Gandaros,that was the meſſen⸗ 
ger, and the p2ince of Aegipt, all theſe were verie ſtout ? 
valiant knights, and foꝛ to make vp the number of fiffene, 


the Emperour commaunded that fire of the moſt ftrongett 


giants that were to be found in all the whole armic,ſhould 


goe with them, thep Were all bꝛetheren and Loꝛds ef the 
Jlandes Diamantinas , and are ſo called becauſe there are 
found in them moe Diamonds then in any other part of 
all the whole wozlde : they were all ſonnes vnto the gran 
T hition , the moſt famous giant that was in all Alla, — 
koz the great friendſhip that their father hadde with the 
Emperour, they came fo2 to ſerue him in thoſe warres, 
with a great number of their owne knights. When that it 
was fully oꝛdained and concluded who ſhould goe forth in 
this challenge: the king ol the Gandaros ſtraight waies de⸗ 
parted, and went to carie the aunſ were vnto the Emperoꝛ 
Trebatio, whereas the Miſtoꝛie doth leaue them tili time 
ſerueth foz fo tell you of the faire Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, Who 
went in the demaund of the cane of the wile Artidon, 
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The third part of 
Tem vnto the batfaile, who ſwing that they were ſo many 
and ſo woꝛthie, it ſeemed vnto him that it ſhould be a great 
debaſing of their honours to choſe ſome + leaue other ſome, 
which cauſed him to oꝛdaine the matter in ſuch ſo2te,that 
none ſhould remaine diſconfent , Where vpon he ſayd vnto 
the Pagan king, that koꝛſomuch as there were lo manie 
ſtout and valtant knightes in their armies, that they ſhould 
let the battaile of challenge 4 defiance be, fifteene to fifteene, 
then ſhall it be better and the moꝛe to bee loked on , Zhen 
the Pagan king ſaid that he would returne with that meſs 
ſage vnto the Emperoꝛ his Loꝛd, and befoꝛe night he would 
bꝛing him ank were thereok, x taking in writing the names 
ok the fifteene knightes, he departed out of the Citie, and res 
turned vnta his campe, and finding the Emperour in his 
tent, accompanied with his nobles, in the pꝛeſence of them 
all did declare the anſ were that he brought, the which was 
ſtraight waies accepted of them all, ſauing of Bramarant, 
who knowing that there ſhould come fozth againft him but 
one alone knight, he rekuſed fo be in that battaile, and ſapde: 
Let not the Gods permit that J go fo2th vnto the challenge 
againſt one alone knight info the field, fo2 that the bictozic 
that ſhould growe therebp, ſhould be moze vnto his ſhame 
than to his honc ur. Wat Wyn that ercelient, vonant, and 
couragions knight Median — þ hun {alc lo, he could not 
refralne hunſelfe but to raie S f froth Bramarant, others as 
god as chou art, hath gone fozth and doe gor kozth vnto the 
pateaie one fo one, and it doth well appeare, that thou haſt 
not experimented the foꝛee and ſtrengthokthe Grekes, fog 
if thou diddeſt knowe hem ſo welt as 7, thy greate pride 
would nat be ſo areatiagatnft them We the which kkewiſe 
(fayd the Tout! BrafdiArdO t there is ene that J know and 
pꝛeued mp ſelke with dim, if thou diddeſt enter with him 
into battaile, bekoze two houres Were finiſhed hee wonlde 
mate ther to [weate d;oppes ot bloud,and to loſe the moſt 
part of thy bꝛauerie. 
At whoſe wozdes this bꝛaue Pagan receiued ſo greate 
ire and wzath, that ſparkles of fire ſa med to llie out at his 
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done by Roſicleer, and of all that had happened vnto him 
in that Caue, the which being well vnderſtode by the roꝛall 
Pꝛinces, and greatly wondered at thoſe woꝛthie actes, not 
without ſhedding of a few teares which trickled done her 
rubicall checke s, ſayde. Oh high and happie Emperour e- 
batio; in how much art thou bound vnto God, that out ok 
thy noble lopnes, hath come ſweth thoſe, that hath filled all 
the whole wozlde with the fame of their wonderfull and 
immoztall derdes: Oh that my deſtinie would permit, and 
my foꝛtune be. fo fauourable, that our blouds might iopne 
together, that ſome part of thoſe woꝛthie deeds of thy polle⸗ 
ritie, might be allotted in mee. Therctoze come that come 
will, foz that J cannot per! wade with my ſelle, that from 
the delcent of ſo cleere and woꝛthie a ſtock, map be compꝛe⸗ 
hended fo blind a iudgement, but that they doe A 
the great valour of my deſert. And in ſaping theſe woꝛd 

ſhe went fozwardes, and Elizea, and her knight fol lac 
her, and went all to gether vp the ſtaires into the galleries, 
whereas a new they began fo meruale at the Erongencfle 
of that wozke, as alſo at the delightfull gardaines and 02- 
chards which they ſawe out at certaine windowes: alter a 
While that they had well peruſed the ſame, they pꝛeceded 
fozwards, with the great deſire which the Jo, unces Cla- 
ridliana, had to ſ& her ſeife with the wiſe man, the neuer Cs 
ſted fill Che came vnto the doꝛes of i ning ſtele that were 
ſhutte, which was the entrie info the inchaunted hall, but 
fo ſone as the had lapd hand on thein fo2 to open them, they 
ſtꝛaight waies opened of themſelnes with fo great a nopſe, 
that all mightie wozke ſeermed as though it woulde haue 
lonke, when the ropall Dꝛinces enfrcd in thereat, wheres 
as ſhe ſaw the high and rich thꝛone, and thereon the wiſe 
Artidon, with his bꝛeaſt all open, ſhewing fo2th his heart 
which was a verte pitifull and lamentable thing to behold, 
at which time there chaunced a great meruaile , the which 
was neuer ſzene beefoze , but at luche time as Roſiceer, 
entred into that inchaunted quadꝛan , (and it was) that 
un the royall Pzinces beganne to enter in at the hall 
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How the Empreſſe Claridiana came vnto the caue 


of Artidon,and what happened there. 
, 20ugh the mightie kingdome of Ruſsia, in the 
companie of Elizea, and her knight, thinking the 

time verie long till ſhe came thether, foꝛ to know the trueth 
of that which had bzonght her into ſo great care and heaui⸗ 
nelle: the Caue was greatly mencioned in all thoſe parts, 
and by reaſon of the great halt that they made, within few 
daies after that they had entred into the kingdome of Kul- 
ſia, they attained to the caue, but when they came vnto the 
entrie thereok, thep were greatly amazed to fee the wonder⸗ 
full fire that came foꝛth thereat , which ſeemed to be ſome 
tnfernall thing. But when they had read thoſe letters and 
vnderſtode the p2opertie of the fire, they ſtraight wates en- 
fred in thereat, but gaue the pꝛeheminente of the firlt en⸗ 
trie vnfo the ropali Empꝛelle, fo aiter that they had palled 
the narrow lanc,they came into a faire great ceurt, wheres 
as they were ſtrangely amazed, as wel at the greatneſſe the 
which ſemed to be in that great wozkzas ailo at the migh⸗ 
tie foꝛce Which the bull freined to ſhow, being faſtned vnto 
the piller, (who in that oꝛder as they ſaw him) began to 
giue ſuch terrible and wonderfull bꝛapings, that alt that 
miahtie woꝛke feemed to ſhake thereat . And if it had not 
bene foz the P2inces, who dyd animate and comkoꝛt them, 
Elizen, and her knight had retonrned backe againe ; with 
the great feare the which they receiued, after a while that 
they had beholden the great fierceneſſe of the Bull, ſodain⸗ 
ly caſting their eyes aſtde vpon an other wal almoſt right 
ag unſt the lame, the which was vonder the gallerie of the 
pallate, they (av grauen in the ſame, verie naturallie, the 
Whole biltozte of the mightie and perillous bat tales there, 
done 
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Ith great deũre to come vnto the Cane of Arti- 
don, trauailed the ropall Empꝛeſſe Claridiana, 
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Apolomo Thianeo, deparfed from Rome, and trauailed 
though all Aſia, ſapled thꝛough the Riner Nilus, ſuſtamed 
the told of the mount Caucaſusgſufferedthe great heat of the 
mountaine Rifeos, and croſſed ouer the whole countries of 
the Maſagetas , till ſuch time as he centred into the great 
India, and all this trauaile and pilgrimage was foz to (i 
and communicate , with the fainons wiſe Giarcas , Yew 
much moꝛe would thoſe haue paſſed greater trauailes, fo: 
to haue ſeenc thoſe his meruailous woꝛkes, ik that in their 
daies and times thy ſcience and great wiſedome had bene 
manifeſt. J cannot ſay that this is the onelp caulſe of my 
comming fo2 to fee thee , as it is manikeſt vnto the, vet J 
doe ſap, that if there were no other occaſion, this ſhouid ber 
ſufficient foꝛ to come and ſee thee, The great care which hath 
ben the occaſion of my comming hether, (although J doe 
belcue that thon doeſt know it) pet will J declare it vnto 
thee, fo2 that he that loued ſo faithfully and firmely in his 
time, will not meruaile at any fozce whatſoeuer it be that 
lone doth vpon humaine hearts. J lone the knight of the 
Sunne aboue all other things in this wozld, ſo that if my 
foztune and cull deſtenie doe permit that he take an other 
to be his wife, J deſire to know the trueth thereof, foz that 
I may remember my ſelfe , & take oꝛder what is belt to be 
done. It hath bene told mee that he is made ſure vnto the 
p2inceſſe Lindabrides , and that he loued her with all his 
heart, therefoze (foꝛ that there is nothing hid from thee) 4 
doe deſire thee fo2 to tell me if it be true, and put me out 
of all doubt,foz whatſoener that thon (half tell mc, J ſhall 
bcieene it to be true, and confoꝛmable therevnto J wil take 
ozder with imp ſelfe what is beſt to be done. 

This being ſaide, the ropall pꝛinces held her peace, abp⸗ 
ding the anſ were which ſhould be pꝛonounted by the wiſe 
man, who as then opened his eyes which befoze were ſhut, 
and ſaide as followeth. 

0 F trueth, ſoueraigne Lady and Empꝛelle, foꝛ that your 
highneſce both verie weil emplop, the great traue ne the 
which vou haue paſev in this pour long tourney,onely foꝛ 
N. iii. the 
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dozes; there began ſo l werte and peaceable Muſicke, that it 
rauiſhed all the hearers of their ſences, and they lemed as 
though they had bene tranſpoꝛted info an other woꝛld, and 
Elizea and her knights (who were without) at the werte 
melodie thereof, were likewiſe rauiſhed, and it ſeemed vnte 
them fo be (ome celeſtiall noyſe , they would not pꝛeſume 
to enter into that inchaunted hall, till ſuch time as the pꝛin⸗ 
ces came fozth , foz that they might haue ſpace fo2 to al ke 
and know that which was their deſire, After that the pꝛin⸗ 
ces had a while beholden the great wonders and ſtraunge 
things of that inchaunted quadꝛan, the ſtraight waies con- 
cetued, that the Werte Puſicke was made, which was the 
occaſion that from that time,ſhe had a better hope then che 
had befoꝛe, of a god reſolution of that ſhe ſo long deſtred, fo; 
wheras with ſuch Buſtcke ſhe was receiucd,ſhe hoped her 
an\ were at her departing foꝛth, could not be but verie god 
So with the great deſtre ſhe hadde fo talke with the wiſc 
Attidon, after a little while that ſhe had there ſtated, ſhe 
mounted vp the ſiluer ſtaires » carryed her bnto the thꝛone 
whereas ſhaking with all parts of her bodie, foz the ſozows 
full oz heauie newes which the loked to receiue, the plaſt 
her ſelfe befoꝛe the wile man: who being in obedience of her 
ſoucraigne maieſtie, did ſomewhat decline his head, whercat 
the pꝛinces received great adiniration, then ſtze humbling 
her ſelfe vnto him, ſaide theſe wozds following. 


DE mightie and famous Aitidon, the high fame of 
MI che great + wonderlull meruailes, hath bꝛought me 
info theſe ſtrange countries, fo farre of from mine:and 
if it doe ſo fall out that J carrie from hence no moze then 
J haue bꝛought, pet (hall 3 think my trauaile well beſtow⸗ 
ed, aud my ſelfe verie well rewarded, in that J haue ſcene 
and vnderſtod thy great wiſedome, ſoꝛ as Plato the Philo⸗ 
ſopher ſaith , foꝛ to ſe and know a wiſe man, a man ought 
foꝛ to tranaile thꝛoughout all the whole world, which was 
the occaſion that many times, he paſſed from Athens vnto 
Ficilia, foz fo ſæ his friend the wile and pzudent Focion , 
Apolo- 
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of the diuelich Fauno, where (as one deſirous to dye and 
receiue the death) he went a ſhoꝛe, and had a meruailous 
battaile with two legions of inſernall diuels, and after- 
ward with the dincliſh Fauno, wherein happened verie 
Urange things, as is apparant if you pleaſe to goe thethes 
to ſex , where you ſhall finde him all alone, without anic 
other companie, moꝛe then his hoꝛſe, neither is there in all 
the Jland any other beaſt oz foule. 

There doth he leade and paſſe the moſt ſharpeſt and aſs 
pereſt life that euer was holden by man, with deſüre there 


Armour. All this he doth koꝛ pour occaſion, and por are in a 
great fault befoze God, if you doc not finde remedie in the 
recouering of him againe, fo2 that by pour occaſion there 
doth languiſh and dpe, the Left and woꝛthieſt knight in all 
the whole wozld , and one that doth loue pou better then 
any thing therein: therefoze it doth accompliſh your highs 
neſſe out of hand to goe and ſer him, foꝛ it is ſo that if your 
ſuccour doe ſtay long, it may ſo fall out that after he ſhall 
haue no nede thereof, foz that at this pꝛeſent his life is in 
great perill. 

In concluding of theſe woꝛds, the wiſe Artidon cloſed 
his epes againe, 2 did put himſelfe as he was befo2e, with⸗ 
out aunſwering oz ſpeaking any wozd, leaning the ropall 
pꝛintes one way with ſo great top and pleaſure, that ſhe al⸗ 
moſt knew not her ſelfe, her comfo2t was ſo great, and an 
other wap with great ſozow , repenting her ſelfe of that 
which the hadde done againſt the moſt wozthie knight 
of the Sunne, and blamed her ſelke verie much, in that 
ſhe ſawe not any further pꝛofe of his dilloyaltie, and giuing 
him lo malicious and euill reward, fo2 the great god loue 
and often perills which he aduentured foꝛ her ſake, and dyd 
thinke the tyme very long, till he departed fo to haue res 
medie fo2 his cuil. 

Poꝛcouer, ſhe toke her leaue of the wile man, a he made 
the like in declining his herd at her departure, this ſoue⸗ 
caigne Pꝛinces was not lo lone departed out of the inchan⸗ 
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the light of thoſe mp woꝛkes: much moze map I thinke 
theſe my trauailes better imployed, the which J had in mas 
king of them. J being now gratificd with fo high a reward, 
in that you are come foꝛ to ſee them. And J dee notz mer⸗ 
uaile, that loue hath had ſo great power fo2 to ouercome 
pour hichnelle, fo that alwaics againſt the molt higheſt x 
molt woꝛthieſt of courage, there doth he vſc the greateſt 
fozce, but in eſpeciall with the knight of the Sunne, foz 
that his foꝛtune and deſt inie doth pꝛomiſe him vnto pou,as 
 bato her that in all the whole world voth beſt deſerue him, 
and foꝛ you alone is he kept and defended , And touching 
the trueth of this which you haue demaunded of mee, I tell 
vou, that the knight of the Sunne was neuer made ſure 
vnto the pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides , neither hath he hadde anp 
mo2e to doe with her then he hath had with pon, although 
the great and mightie Emperour Alicandro her father dyd 
giue her to him foꝛ wife, and left vnto him his high + migh⸗ 
tie Empire of Tartaria, with an infinite number of other 
kingedomes, with the which he ſhould be made the mighti⸗ 
eſt p2inceand loꝛd in all the whole woꝛld. And foz that he 
would not receiue her and all the reſt, cleane contrarie vne 
to his will, ſecretly in the night he departed and left the 
gran Cataio almoſt diirract of their wits, with great defire 
ſoꝛ to cnioye the fight of pour ſoueraigntie, the which tune 
he thought long, and after he came to be ar Ron = , and 
had that rigozous battaile b vith" pou , the which contencion 
Was fo cruelt vnto him, aktert hat he knew pou, that deſpes 
rate and wearte of his life, he would goe ſeke his death, to 
clre himſcife out of this wozlde . Do he departed out of 
Conſtantmople; and went into the wülderneſſe of Grecia, 
whereas he had battaile with one of the molt valianteſt 
and ſtouteſt Pagans that was in all the Paganiſme, and 
pet in all that rigozous battaile, he would neuer ſtrike him 
with his [woꝛde, oz that he hadde Unitten pou With the 
ſame . 
And from thence he departed and went to ſea, whereas 
by a rough x great tempe ü 10 vas dziuen vita the Jland 
of 
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would that they might nauigate with the moꝛe fo2ce , all 
the which ſhe thought to be verie littie , her defire was fo 
great foꝛ to ſe the knight of the Sunne, Who fo; her ſake, 
had put himſelfe in ſo ſtraight a life. Being in the cabbin 
of the ſhippe all alone, ſhe fell downe on her knees, lifting bp 
her cies and heart vnto heauen, ſhedding great abundancs 
of teares that ran downe her chꝛiſtalline chakes, ſhe ſayds 

as followeth. 
O Creatoꝛ of all things, both celeſtiall and terreſtrial, 
by whoſe will and power the heauens doth moue, the 
ſtarres doth giue their light, the Sunne the and the Pons 
doth giue light vpon the earth, and the earth doth ſuſtane all 
beaſtes, the waues of the derpe and pꝛolound ſeas doth (wel 
and abate againe, the wyndes doth rage and become calme, 
and all things are obedient vnto therzhere I doc defire and 
craue of thy diuine maieſtie and great clemencte, that the 
fozce of this inuiüble windes, being gouerned by thy will) 
fo direct the full courſe of this my hippe, th2ough thele 
deepe cas, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that in a ſhoꝛt time J may artue af 
I land of p diucliſh Fauno, wheras I map make fatiſfaci5 
and recompence of that great euill and w2ong the which 1 
haue committed againit the knight of the Dunne. Permik 
(O Lozd) that J may receiuc the reward of this my greaf 
offence, and not he that is without fault. Oh god knight, if 
that J had had the eyes of my vnderfanving open, no occa⸗ 
ſion no2 newes had bene fuffictent foꝛ to haue perl waded 
mee, that in a knight of ſo perfect crcelencie (moꝛe then in 
any other man) ſhould remaine fo great treaſon : how is it 
poſſible that in fo noble and woꝛthie a perſon, ſhould be bꝛo⸗ 
ken, the faith # pꝛomiſe which he made vnto mer zol krueth 
no, fo2 his amo: dus wozds, and pꝛolound fighes the which 
he vttered bnto me, he neuer pꝛetended to make ſo cuill a 
conctuſion of. Oh vnfoztunate that Jam, how was 4 decei⸗ 
ned, and how lightly was J moned to doe that which I 
dyd, what reaſon oꝛ cauſe was there, to conſtraine mee ta 
lap hands vpon my knight, ond to employ all my fozce vp⸗ 
pon him, ſtriking him with my 5 woꝛd, to pꝛocure his me 
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fed quadꝛan, but the werte Puſicke ceaſed , and ſtraight 
waies, Elzca and her knight entred in, and when they were 
mounted whercas the wiſe man was, there they knew all 
that they defi on knight was her true and faithſull lo⸗ 
uer, ſo that Elizea departed from thence with great contents 
ment and ſatiſfied of his lopaltie, thep were not lo lone des 
parted out of the inchaunted hall, but the ſtæle dozes were 
(hat with a great nopſe. Do the pꝛinces and the reſt went 
into the galaries and de ſended into the great court, but ſtai⸗ 
ed not there long, the tove and contentment of the peinceſſe 
was ſuch: but being foꝛth of that wonderiull and miracu⸗ 
lous caue, they tone their iournep towards the pozt wheres 
as they came a es e. And at their comming thether , the 
pꝛinces would haue info2med her * fe where the vlande of 
the D auno Las, ſhe found many that did giue her 
fo vnderſtande cf the wonderfull th JUNGS oft that Jland, bp 
reaſon of the great fame that was (P2240 av20ade thereof,

Theſe and many other things ſayd the ropall P2inces, 
and ſhe had not fullte concluded theſe her wo2ds, when that

jopall friend, then had it ben apparant to haue bene bele- 
ned, and no lacke of underſtanding, but that J alone was 
ſhe that deſerued to be his ſpouſe, and alone the whole con⸗ 
clufion of his triumphant iope. 

And if that J had well conſidered of all thoſe things, 
What great trauailes, ſighes, ſobbes and feares,heates and 
coldes, had Jeuitated and cut of , But alas what ſhall 3 
ſape, fo2 that true louers in lewe things doe chaunce of the 
right, but in a great number doth erre, ſodaine chaunces x 
iealous thoughts may be compared vnto the water of this 
ſea, being toſſed with the ſurging waues and bluſter ing 
Windes. 

Louers docth belcue all things, foz that lone is full of 
dꝛead, and that which is contrarie vnto his deſire, he voth 
ligh tlie belcue, and vnto that which atueth iope and plea⸗ 
ſure he giueth lender credit, and this happencth molt in 
Women, foz that thep are moꝛe light and moucavle in their 
actions, which cauſeth vs to giue ſoner credit vnto varia⸗ 
ble and contrarie things. 

Ah god knight, although that there ought fo be in mee 
great ſhame to come into thy p2eſence , pet the great and 
perfect loue which J doe beare vnto thee, ought to be eſte⸗ 
med in 1n02e,my deſire is to be in thy p2eſence, whereas thy 
Light tha be as toyfull vnto mee, and lightſome to my vn⸗ 
derſtanding, as the Sunne is vnto all moztall creatures, 
who vic light doth beautifie the one and the ſtarres, and all 


the caimpalle of the Firmament, as alſo the Whole face of 
the Carty ,

out of that great ſtoꝛme and tempeſt:and being ſomewhat 
wearie of the ſea, the Peinceſle determined fo go a ſhoe, 
as well fo: to ſ& the fertileneſſe of the Jlande, as. alſe fo: 
that her heart did giue her that by the hande and will of 
God, all thoſe things were o2dained, 

Then Lraight wales che diſembarked her ſelfe , and 
commannded her damſells to tarrie in the Chippe till the 
returned backe againe, ſo that ali alone with her hoꝛſe and 
armour,ſhe went a ſhoꝛe. And being a land ſhe was great⸗ 
ly amazed, to lee the countrie ſo plaine and no habitat ian 
therein, ſhe found it vopde of all people, and the foundati⸗ 
on of certaine houſes , which in times paſt had bene there 
builded, but now ouerthꝛowen and fallen downe with the 
wether , She ſalo that the Jland was very freſh x greene, 
and full of trees,but not a beaſt noꝛ bird ſhe could ſer in all 
the Jland, but as an vapeopled and deſert place, and being 
very much amazed at all this, ſhe tould not iudge otherwiſe 
but that ſhould be the Jland of the diucliſh Fauno , coniec- 
turing of all things, as hath bene tolde her befo2e , of that 
Fland : it dyd plainely appeare, that it was in all thinges 
confozmable vnto that which ſhe hadde heard declared by 
the mouth of ofhers, 

And being in this freublev thought, ſhe ſaw vppon the 
ſea fide ſomewhat aparted from the place wheras ſhe was, 
a boate bꝛoken all to peces, (the which was the boate that 

bꝛought the knight of the Sunne thether, and he bꝛake it all 
fo peeces,becanſe he would haue nothing to carie him from 
thence) but when ſhe came nigh vnto it, ſhe ſaw the pꝛints 
of the blowes, which gaue her plainly to vnderſtand, how

intreated with the wether, raine, and duff, yet might cher 
well perceiue that they were of eſtimation, and verie rich,

And J am fully perfWwaded Lozd, that if if were thy will 
that I ſhould die befoze that J doe fe p knight of the Sun, 
it were not needefull the fozce of the Elements, no2 the 
nopſe of ſo great thundering and lightening foz to kill mee, 
fo; alonelp thy will is ſufficient fo2 to ſinke this my ſhtp 
downe fo the center of the ſea. And againe, if if be thy wil 
that J ſhalbe ſaued,then wherefoze ould J feare foꝛtunes 
tempeſtes, oz the fozce of the great and furious wanues:the 
god Pzophet was in greater peril, when that he was \ was 
lowed vp by the mightie whale, and the mightie Apoſtle in 
the deapth of the ſea, and fo2 that if was thy will fo2 fo de⸗ 
liner them, thoſe perills did littie trouble them. The w2ath 
and pꝛe of Eſau did little p2ofif againſt Iacob, no2 that of 
the Chaldes againſt Abraham, noz that of Pharao againſt 
thy people, no2 that of Holophernus againft Iudith, no: 
that of the Lyons againſt Daniel, and little can this fem- 
peſt hurt me, ik it be thy will oz fo ſane and deliver mer 
as thon diddeſt deliuer them , Do in ſaping theſe word 

the ropall Pꝛinces it ſeemed vnto her that the — en⸗ 
creaſed moꝛe and moꝛe, and ſo dyd all chat day t the night 
following, without any hope of calmencſle : The nert day 
in the moꝛning, whether it was by the will of God,fo? that 
his plcaſure was that the fronbles 4 ſozowes of the knig - 
of the Dunne ſhould haue ende, o: whet! cr it was by art 
of the wiſe Lirgandeo, F know not, hut the ſhippe with that 
tozment was ariued at the ſolitarie Jland, whereas hap- 
pened vnto the ropall Pꝛinces, as ſhalbe tolde pou in the 
next Chapter kollowing.

pete, that thou art to be eſtermed of all th. 
woꝛld : and neither thy maiſter noꝛ thy ſelfe doth deſerne 
to dwell in deſerts. But alas what ſhall J ſape, J am He 
ueraigne creatoꝛ of all the woꝛlde, that it fall not ont, that 
J am the occaſton of his death, fo2 ik it be ſo that J haue 
ben þ authoꝛ and chiele inſtrument of his death, J will al⸗ 
ſo with theſe my handes be reuenged on mp lelfe with cru⸗ 
ell death, and neuer depart from out of this Jlande, but 
make it my ſepulture, fo2 that one countrie Mall poſſeſſe 
the bones of vs bothe, ſo ſhall we remaine in death toge⸗ 
ther, although that cruel! Foꝛtune and my euill deſtimes 
would not permit and ſuffer that in our liues we could en⸗ 
iope the one the other , In ſaping theſe woꝛds to her ſelfe, 
the Pzinces pꝛocured fo2 fo take the hoꝛſe, ſomewhat foꝛ fo 
comfozt her ſcife with his compante, foz that the knight of 
the Sunne manie times dyd ryde him, but by no meanes 
ſhe could not doe it, foꝛ that the hoꝛſe was fierce and coura⸗ 
gious , and would not ſuffer himſelfe to be taken of ante 
other but of his maiſter the knight of the @unne , whome 
he dpd viſit manie times, and fedde dinerſe and ſand2ie

ſo cutte and ſgeuered fo peeces , but yet ſuch was his foꝛce 
and ſtrength of his arme, and the godneſſe of his ſwozde, 
and vppon the toppe of the ſame , ſhee ſawe where hunge 
the rich lwoꝛd of the knight of the Sunne, with the ſcab 
bard and the hangers, which were wꝛought and embzode⸗ 
red with gold, and ſet with pꝛecious ſtones:and knowing it 
ver ie well ſhe was at that pꝛeſent moꝛe aſfonied # amazed 
then ſhe was befoze , and comming nigh vnto it, ſhe reade

ſet full of pꝛecious ones, which cauſed her Uraight waies 
to ſuſpea, that it ſhould be the ſaddle and trapping of Cor- 
nerino,fo2-tcat many times ſhe. had ſeene the knight of the 
Dunne with them, and he wan them ok the Paince Meri- 
dun. Ihen that ſhe ſaw this, with a trice the lept from 
her hoꝛſe, and the better to latiſſie her ſelfe, the toke the 
trappings in her hands, and wipte of the duſt that was on 
them, then did ſhe perfectly know them to be the knights of 
the Sunne, koz that in all her life ſhe neuer ſaw the like, 
neither was there any pꝛince in all the whole wozld that 
had tze lite: the ſiaht whereof, dyd fo trouble and amaze 
her, that fi e Was in a dumpe with great meruaile, 3knew 
not what to ſays, neither whether the ſhould reiopce, oz be 
ſazowfull, foꝛ that one way ſhe ſaw plainely that to be the 
Jlande whereas the knight of the Sunne ariued, and an 
other waye,thoſe tokens, with the wonderfull things which 
ſhe hadde heard of that diueliſh Fauno,did put her in great 
feare that he was ſlaine, and it \{xmed vnto her a thing im⸗ 
poſſible, that any humaine creature could bzing in ſubieai⸗ 
on ſo diueliſh and miſſhapen a beaſt. 

Being in this thought, fo2 feare and griele of the wozſt, 


ſe ſhed ſo manie teares, that they ranne trickling downe 


her faire checkes, that the was all to be bathed in them: ſo 
after a while that ſhe had bene there, ſhe mounted againe 
vpon her hoꝛſe, and went fozewards , but (he had not gone 
farre from that place, when as ſhe ſaw the god hoꝛſe Cor- 
nerino, who was lofe ar Vat his libertie in the flelde, who 


like a wilde beaſt came running fowardes her like vnto a 


Whirle winde, leapeng and fril king in the ay2e,and neighed 
as though he reccued great iope and comfoz at the compa⸗ 
nie of the other hoꝛſe, as ene that maine dayes beſoze had 
bene there all alone , but when the Pꝛinces ſawe him and 
knew him verie well, he thought verilie that her heart 
would haue burſt with fozrgw-, Where with her eres burlt 
out with teares, and haning no power to ſpeake one woꝛd, 
ſhe ſapde with in her ſelle, Oh gd hozſe how is it, that thy 

maiſter

ſmall reuenge foꝛ fo great an euill committed koꝛ the death 
of ſo high and ercellent a Pꝛince cannot be reuenged by my 
death, 

In ſaying theſe woꝛds and other moꝛe of great dolour, 
griefe, and in ſhedding great abundance of teares, ſhe ouer⸗ 
wept her ſelfe, and was verte deſtrous fo pzoceede fo2wards 
to knowe what was become of the knight of the Sunne, 
leauing the \wo2de hanging whereas ſhre kound it, ſhee 
departed from thence, and as ſhe trauailed foꝛ a great ſpace 
with a ſodaine feare that came ouer her heart in ſuch ſozte, 
that all her members ſhaked, that ſhe coulde not almoſt go 
foʒwardes, ſtill mil doubting the ſucceſſe of the knight of the 
Sunne. a | 

Then after a while hauing not franatled the full quan- 
titie of a mile, a great wate befoꝛe ſhe came whereas the 
Fauno was fliine,ſhe ſawe from a farre off the great bulke 
of the monſtrous and puſ-ſhapen bodic, which ſeemed to be 
a great houſe ouerthꝛowen, it was lo great, and imagining 
what it ſhould bee, ſhee went that waie, but when the came 
there ſher was ſtraunglie amazed to ler the inkernall figure 
of that miſhapen beaſt, and pet mo2e hoꝛrible and wonders 
full it was than heretofoze it hath bene tolde pou, fog that

great lopaltie and reuerence that he had vnto her, inlomuch 
that he had ſtroke her with his \ſwoz2d , pet in the time of 


that great necellitie, he left the ſame, becauſe he would not 


defile it with any other bloud , An other, in the great and 
foneraigne foꝛce and courage which he had, foz to goe fight 
with that diueliſh Fauno, without any \wozd, The third, 
in the great and incredible ſtrength which he had, fo; to cut 
and cleaue that cragged and hard Rock , ſheuering of ſuch 
greate pæœces, as verie plaincly it might be ſcene, that eue⸗ 
rie ſheuer was a blow with the [word: all the which bee⸗ 
ing by her conſidered, the great top and pleaſure which ſhe 
ſhould receine in acknowledging the great lopaltie of her 
knight, was tourned into great anguiſh and griefe, in ſeing 
the rewarde he receined at her hands in recompence of the 
great lone & fidelitie he had bozne vnto her.

Theſe and many other thinges ſpake the Pꝛinceſſe, 
tozmenting her ſelfe with exceeding greate anguiſh and 
griefe. Then in the end of halle an houre that he was there, 
hee remembꝛed how that the wiſe Artidon had tolde her, 
that ſhe ſhould finde him in that Zland, pet ſhe doubted bes 
rie much Of his lile, to tee all that we! jddde ſtene befoꝛe, 
although hy 50 at remembrance {He? concct! icd lame hape. 
Eike wile hoe 8 Viito her remembꝛance, that hee ſapde 
that ſhee ſho — make haſt in his demaun d, foꝛ that it might 
fo fall out, that is coin fozt might come to late, dy rcalot! 
that he was bꝛought into lo great perlt and daanger ok his 
{vfe, Which doubt brought DEF mio lo gre ate ion, that 
her heart fapled her, and it {cement bat! cher had nerther 
koꝛce noꝛ ſtrength ſufficient foꝛ to pꝛoctede anie farther fo2- 
Wardes, but as thi dyd verie well beholbr that diuelliſhe 
and infernatl Fauno, to ige hoo that rigozous battaile was 
ended, ſhe fawe the greate and wonderku 10 ho? nc that was 
3 If from his head, and his lcull bꝛeken all to peces, 
and his great and mightie clubbe lying there ebp, wherebp 
ſhe dpd underſtand howe and alter what manner he was 
lane, and giuing a greate and deepe ſigh the ſapde as kol⸗ 
loweth. 

Oh excellent knight, howe woꝛthie are thy derdes to bee 
publiſhed throughout all the woꝛlde, and with great reaſon 
the deedes of all other Knightes ought to bee put to ſilence, 
and neuer mo2e to bæ tpoken ol, foꝛ the woꝛthinelſle of thy 
derds being fo excellent as they are, ſo manie, and of ſo great

This is the diuelliſh Fauno, ſonne vnto hy diuell, be⸗ 
gotten of Artimaga, who was ſlaine by the knight of the 
Sunne, Y2ince of Grecia, Who being determined to leaue 
the world, would conclude and end his daies in this lolita⸗ 
rie Iland, this was his armour , the which he doth leaue 
here in ſigne of the laſt victozie that hee concluded in his 
life time. 

Uhen the Pꝛinceſſe had concluded the reading of * 
lines, tha lacked but a little to conclude here nde,fo2 that 
by thoſe woꝛdes (hee conceiued that the knight of the Hun 
was dead, eſpectallie when ſhe loked about on cucric ſide, 
and could s no other ligne noꝛ token of him, thee conteau⸗ 
red euill in ber owne imagination and hauing not ſo much 
fozce and ſtrength fo2 fo ſuffer that moꝛtall grieſe, in great 
rage and — 2 er heart, ſhe embꝛaced her lelf with the 
armour and layd, 


J god K mght,w hat is becom 01 in the 
2 thou haſt left thy excellent and 15 ecious armour, God 
hath created thee of lo gret magnamitie abo ue all a 
kmahtes in the worlde, tos to leads: thy Lite in the defarts 
like vato bꝛute b cats, and if it bee to that 3 Jam in faultan ind

moneths betiveene,as ſaith the wife Lyrgandea, in which 
time he paſſed his life with ſozrowes and complaints; fighs 
and ſobs, all the daie long, e in the night time to ſlrpe vpon 
the hard ground, although foz to withdꝛawe himſelfe in the 


time of water and raine, and from the heate of the Sunne, 


he made a cottage touered with boughs, compaſſed round 
about with a fountaine, ſcituated vnder a companie of thick 
trees, this place was a great waie ſeparated from that wher⸗ 
as the Fauno was flaine, fo that by reaſon that the Pꝛin⸗ 


ceſſe was a fot, as yet ſhe was not tome vnto that place, but 
in all the tune that this god knight was there, he neuer 


cate ame other thing but ſuch wilde fruits and rotes as he 
found in the Jland, ſo that with great hardnelſe he did ſu⸗ 
ffaine his life, by which meanes as alſo fo; the great heaui⸗ 
nelle and griefe which hee had taken in his heart, he wa 

bꝛought verie lowe, t wared icane and wan, in ſuch ſoꝛt, 
that Whoſoeuer had (ne him ſhuld not haue kacwen him, 
all the which he lufered with great patience, and determi⸗ 


ned in that fozte to ende his daies, hee was byeught verie 


weake and fable, and could not long haue indured ik reme⸗ 


die had not tome in time, neither cauld he. haus luftered io 


ſtraight and wearte a life, if ge had not bene of a god condi⸗ 

ion and ſtrong ol nature. There was not in all the Jland 
anie perſon fo2 to comfoꝛt him, neither anic lining thing ta 
recreate his Underſtanding, but onelte his god hoꝛſe Cor- 
nerino, Which many times came that wate and ledde beſoꝛe 
him, who one waie gaue him ſome comkoꝛt when hee ſawe 
him, and another wate he did double his gricke, in calling to 
remembꝛante the great and woꝛrthie dirdcs of knighttode 
t gat he did with him. Likewiſe the remembꝛaunce of his 
friends turned him to great ſoꝛrow, as the Cinperonr Pre- 
batio his father, and the roiall Empꝛeſſe Briana his mother, 
his god bꝛother Rolicleer, and of all the reſt of his friends, 
and he found himſelke verte ſolitarie without their com⸗ 
panie, but by rcaſon that the griefe was much moꝛe which 
he pꝛinted in his heart, in conſider ing the miluking and cuil 
loue of the Painceſſe Claridiana, there was nothing ſuffici⸗ 
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admiration,and diſpearſed abzoade in ſo many Countries, 
that thep cannot be ſ&ene, neither be hearde of, and thoſe 
which doth not ſee them, how can they beleene them? Pere 
J doe deſire the bniugrſail creato2,that now , neyther in 
the times to come they may not bee foxcotten,. 

After that this ropall Pꝛinceſſe had ſapde theſe wo2des 
in the p2aiſc of her knight, ſhe departed from thence, and 
began fo goe and to ſ&ke him, and fo2 that ſhe could not 
find? him there aboutes, ſhe woulde haue mounted vppon 
her hoꝛſe to ſeeke farther into the Jland, but it fell out, whe⸗ 
ther it was with the feare of the Fauno, oz foz to goe with 
the hozſe Cornermo, bp ante meancs ſhe could not take her 
ho2ſc,but he fied from that place with ſo great \ wiftneſſe, 
that in a ſhoꝛt ſpace the Þ2incelle loſt the ſight of him, foꝛ 
the which ſhe receiued great griefe., ſo by foꝛce ſhee was 
conſtrained a fte to goe and ſ&ke her knight, the which 
He dyd on euerie ſide, buf coulde finde no mention of him, 
which cauſed in her great ſuſpition to thinke verilie that 
he was dead, ſo that many times ſhe ſtaied, and was fo treu⸗

top and pleaſure ſhould haue enfred into her bꝛeſt, although 
to the contratie when as ſhe ſawe that god knight, the lows 
er of all the knighthode in the woꝛlde, to be lo leaue aid 
Wanne, and put into ſo aſper and ſtraight life, ſhoe ſhedde 
great abundannce of teares which ranne dow ne her faire 
face, wherwith ſhe was fo bathed, that when ſhe came nigh 
vnto him, ſhe remained a pꝛetie while as in contemplation, 
and could not ſatiſſie her ſelfe in beholding him, foꝛ although

nance, although it were leane and Wanne, did web forth the 
gallant perfection wꝛought therein by nature. Foz as the 
wiſe Lvrgandeo ſàpth, and as it hath bene declared in mas 
ny places of this Hyſtoꝛie, the pꝛopoꝛtion of his bodte , her 
ſaith that he had a long vilage, almoſt a ſpanne and a halfe 
long, beſides his beard, which at this time was ſomewhat 
growen, a bꝛoade foꝛehead and bigge ei es, his eye bꝛowes 
compaſſing like an arke, and atmolt a hande bꝛeadth from 
point to point, his noſe was ſomewhat ſharpe, a lyttle 
mouth, and his lippes verie redde , hee was of a gallant ſtas 
ture, which was about eight forte long, and is ſufficient fo: 
a Spant, and all his members ſo well p2op92tioncd, that it 
ſeemed Nature dyd ſtraine her ſelfe, and indued him with 
all araces . Thereloꝛe becauſe hee was fo bigge and well 
made in cuerie part, with that greate maieſtie in bis coun⸗ 
tenaunce as he late along vppon the grafſe, that ſure it was 
a ſtraunge thing to beholde , and the Pꝛincelle dyd neuer 
vntil that daie ſee him in apparaile that it better pleaſe her, 
and giue her greater tontentment, which was the occaſi- 
on that ſhe remained there a god while beholding of him 
as one greatlie aſtoniſhed , and it ſeemed vnt9 her that his

enk, neither that raging and ſolifarie life which her ſuffes 

red, foꝛ to cauſe him once to change his minde foꝛ to departs 

from that place, foꝛ that many times he ſaid vnto himſelke, 

ſeing that the P2inceſſe Claridiana deſired his death, and 

that the pꝛocured to giue it him with her owe handes, her 

deſired to lite no longer in this world, at leaſt waies not in 
place Where he might be ſcene of people. 

Thus in the end of all this time that hee was there, it 
chaunced the finall daie of all his troubles fo bee verie hot 
and ſoultering, and being. paſſed a great parte of the ſame, 
he went fo2th of the cottage whereas hee was, and went 
and put htimlelfe vnder the ſhadow of a companie of thiche 
trees, whereas the wafer of the fountaine paſſed by with a 
[ wiff courſe, the place was verie pleaſant and delectable, 
and being ſitten downe vpon the greene grafſe,and the pit- 
tering leaues vpon thoſe greene trees ber ing moued with a

Let it ſuffice ther (Loue) this great diſ⸗ 
fauour that J haue recetued at thy hands, and let it content 
ther in that J was of the world, and now thou haſt baniſh⸗ 
ed me into this ſolitarie J land, and doe not now giue mer 
anie new kindes of fo2zment , in making me belcue in 
dꝛeames, that the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana my miſtres toxty 
come to ſeeke me, and to ſet me at libertie of this exile to the 
which J am committed: How ts it poſitble that ſhee ſhould 
haue anie care, ſoꝛ row, oꝛ griefe ouer me, ſhe lifting vp the 
[word with her rigoꝛous arme fo2 to kill me, and agame, 
ſo high and ſoueraigne a Ladie ſhoulde come and ſerke a 
knight ſo vnfozfunate and abaſed as Jam: It map well 
be ſaid that if is a dꝛeame, being a thing ſo variable and out 
of all conſert, and J doe now well vnderſtand, that it is a 
new pꝛoturation of lone to call vnto my remembzaunce, 
ſetting befoze mine eies that high and ſoueraigne gloꝛp, that 
after being deceiued, and finding my ſelfe fruſtrate and not 
woꝛthie thereof, it map be the occaſion that my ſozrow and 
ariefe maye the moze augment , But now(Loue) vſe thy 
will againſt me, and let foꝛtune ſhew me as much crueltie 
as ſhe can, fo: that the crueltie of the one noꝛ the tyꝛannie 
of the other is lufficient foꝛ to make me to leauc off and not 
fo2 fo loue the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana my Ladie 1 Piſtres, 
and louing her, fo2 to ſuffer # abide anie kinde of tozment 

hatſoencr foꝛ her ſake, foꝛ that the daie will come that the 
life ſhall leaue this moꝛtall bodie, x the burning fire which 
continuallie flameth ſhall ceaſe his kurie. 

In ſaping thele woꝛdes, the knight of the Sunne expꝛel⸗ 
ſed ſo great ſoꝛrow, thꝛowing from him ſuch pꝛokound ſighs, 
that the Pꝛinceſle did verie well vnderſtande the greate 
griefe that he had at his heart, and thought it not at that 
time perillous to giue vpon a ſodaine knowledge of her bes 
ing there, ſoꝛ that he could not ſuſter ante longer to hide her

bing heimlelke from one part vntg another, With moꝛtall 
Or tefe and raging anguiſh he lad. 

Oh loue.how 15 1t that thou art new become leſſe pitti⸗ 
full and moꝛe crueli than ante kurie, and moꝛe ſtronger and 
terrible than ante of the elements? All things created hath 
b urn one kinde cf death, but agaunſt moꝛtal inen thou haſt lo 
mand and fo different kinde of tozments,fo2 to cauſe them 
a1 die, as fiere t 's difference in the diuerſitie of thy tho ughts 
and d Arc Wouter reli God were ſo pleaſed, that ſome of them 
mit ght make 7 a in end and ſeparate this ſoule from this my 
rowlul and heaute bodie, foz that it might be cleero from 

this

and vou not to vſc if, you ſhall vnderſtand that Cod did not 
giue it vnto you fo2 pour ſelfe alone, but alſo foꝛ to defend 
and ſuccour all ſuch as hath nerde thereof, Lykewitle it 
cannot bee without grieuous offending of the almightie 
God, to cauſe vnto pour parents ſo great ſozrow and grieke, 
alonelie foz pour abſence, which is noleſſe artefe vnto them 
than the death, and fo2 my parte here J doe aduertiſe pou, 
that if pou doe not out of hande departe from hence in my 
companie, that J wil remaine herre with pou and beare port 
companie, and will not departe from hence till that death 
doth conclude and make an ende of one of vs o2 both toges 
ther. 

The Knight of the Sunne was greatlie amazed as well 
at the gentle diſpoſttton of the Pꝛinceſſe, as alſo at the great 
bountie and carteſie which ſhe offered vnto him, and be⸗ 
[eyed verilie, as well in the riches of his armour, as in all 
other thinges, that her ſhoulde be (ome knight of higher 
eſtate, and bee ing verie deſirous to gratifle his woꝛdes, her 
ſapde. 

Sir knight, J doe giue you great thankes foz this your 
curteſie and great god will which you doe offer vnto mee, 
and J woulde if it were Gods will that my foztune might 
bee ſuch, that J were able to doe you anie leruite 02 pleas 
ſure, but my foztune hath bene ſo contrarie , and my eupll 
deſtinie hath bzought me vnto this eſtate, that J cannot 
affoꝛde my ſelfe to leade ame other lyfe than this which 3 
doe now leade, neither haue J remaining in mee fo much 
power and libertie foz to accompliſh ame thing ok this 
which you haue ſpoken vnto ince off, fo2 that accoꝛding vn⸗ 
to the greate fire wherewith Jam tozmented, J haue not 
anie moꝛe hope of iny like, neither haue J ante moꝛe certaine 
continuance than the flame that in hait conſumeth a candle, 
and he that hath his end ſo nigh at hande,to what purpoſe, 
(J p2aie you.) ſhould he goe and ſeeke his owne naturall 
Countrie,foz to die there, fo: that it is death to leaue both 
both the one other, and as wile men haue lapde, That vn⸗ 
to man there is no Countrie pzoper, but all the whole 

Wo; 
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and little ſhe pulled done the beauer of her helme, in ſuch 
ſoꝛt that he could not know her, and began to goe towards 
him, making a noiſe with her going that the knight ol the 
Sunne heard it and loking about to ſee what it was, he was 
greatlie amazed fo ſee that knight there a fete, and one of a 
gallant diſpoſttion and well armed, wherwithall he ſtraight 
waics aroſe vp vpon his ferte and did abide hiscomming, 
then the ꝛuncelle, changing her voice all that ſhe could, ſa⸗ 
luted him ſaping. 

God defend and kerpe thee noble and famous knight, foꝛ 
that as Jvnderſtand, and acco2ding vnto the things which 
J haue ſcene in this Jland, pou ſhould be the knight of the 
Dunne, who hath ſlaine the diuelliſh Fauno. So ths Loꝛde 
increaſe in you gentilitie and woꝛthineſſe, Sir Unight, (he 
ant wered truth it is that Jam the knight whom pou haue 
named, and meruaile greatite to ſ& you in this place, fo: 
tyat many daics palk there hath not landed at this Jlande 
anie other perion but J alone, J doe verilie beleene it (ſapde 
the Pꝛincelle) foꝛ that this was not a Countrie that anie 
other ſhould enter in of lefſe bountie 4 valiant foꝛce than 5 
of yours,fo2 that there is none other in al the whole world 
amongſt humane creatures, but onelie pou, that was ſuffi⸗ 
tient foꝛ to clœre and ſet at libertie the entrie into this J.

knowing the loue that you beare vnto her fo bee perfect and 
fotall,and if it fall out not to be ſuch (belene mee) fo; that 
I knowe thus much of women, that firſt they will conſent 
themſelues to die burning in amoꝛous fires, than fo 
make anie ſhew of lone vnto them that they thinke to haue 
their thoughtes occupied in other partes, and ſo farre fo2th 
as I can ſe they haue great reaſon, foꝛ that the heart of a 
man being ſet vpon moꝛe than one, there is none that hath 
ante parte in him, neither can his loue with ante ber per⸗ 
fect, the Which pou mape verie well iudge by pour ſelfe, in 
thinking of that which you would do, if ſo bee that pou did 
ſc: this to bee in her whome vou at this pzeſent doe fo ear⸗ 
neftlic lone. 

Ah god knight, ſapde the knight of the Sunne, this is 
the hidden fire wherewith J am ſcoꝛched, and that where- 
with the bones of this my moztall bodie doth conſume, 
This is that which hath me pꝛiſoner and hath inchaunted 
me, and that to whom all mp fozce and ſtrength is yelded, 
without hauing ante other thing in mee to make ante reſi⸗ 
ſtance, but to doe that which her deſired, and ſuffer with a 
god will all ſuch paines and fozmentes as he giueth mer, 
eſterming much of the wound, making poiſon to bee ſauou-

occaſion of all this pour ſozow and ariefe, 7 am here come 


in p2eſence to make a meanes fo2 the fame , and to traue 
pardon at your hands foz all that is paſt, foꝛ if J haue cem⸗ 
mitted any offence, belene mer, it was by khe our rech 
loue which J did beare vou, and your froubles and ſoꝛowes 
hath grieued mer as much, and gone as nigh. my heart, 
as mine hath bene vnto pou, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that if God of his 
infinit mercie and godneſſe had not permitted mee to linde 
vou here, ok tructh J doe fell you, that J would neuer haue 


departed from hence aline , koꝛ that J was determined to 
ende my dapes, leading the molt ſtricett 4 (20wfnll life 
that might be immagined, tn recompente of my great crro2, 
In the meane time that the Pꝛinces ſpake theſe woꝛds, the 


knight of the Sunne receiued ſo great iope and pleaſute, in 


ſceinghim in the pꝛeſence of his fo de ſired miſtrelle, that he 
embꝛaſed her, excuſing himſcife with ſuch amozous x wert 


wo2ds, that he thought himſelte tranſpoꝛted into an other 


wo21d, and knew not whether he was in heauen oꝛ on the 
earth. And comming vnto himſelke after that he had recei⸗ 
ued that curteſie at her hands, knwling downe bes 92e her, 
he toke and kiſſed her lilie white hande perfoꝛce, recciuung 
therebp moꝛe gloꝛie, then if he had bene made Loꝛd oner all 


the woꝛld. Then the P2inces a new, did embꝛace him, and 
almoſt by foꝛte, dyd cauſe him to ariſe, faping,your highnes 
(woꝛthie Pꝛince) doth not conſent, that you vie with anie ö 
this courteſie, much lelle with me, that am whollie yours, * 


Then the god knight laid, ah miſtreſſe, as you are all one⸗ 
lp ſhe in all the woꝛld (nert vnto God) that may ſhew me 


tour teſie, ſo haue you now this my moꝛ tall bodie glad, ioy⸗ 


full, and happie: Fam not onely bound vnto pou to kiſſe 
pour hands, but if ſo be that the great fone which 1 beare 
vnto you doe not deſerue if, then is nor my high eſtate ſufs 
ficient that J deſer ue to eniope ſo great courteſie, and heere 
in J doe receine ſo great gloꝛie, that if continnallye J map 
eniop pour pꝛeſente, with a verie god will J would fo2- 
get all highnes and ropall eſtates and line and leade my 
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which ſeemed fo be ſkaines of golde ſpꝛead abꝛode bpon her 
ſhoulders, of ſo great length, that it reached vnto the ground, 
and ſhewed foꝛth that faire face with ſo great ſtrangeneſſe 
and maieſtie, that there was nothing in the woꝛlde that 
might be compared therevnto, and the moꝛe her beautie 
ſhewed foz that ſhe was hot in trauailing a kote, by rea⸗ 
ſon whereof her contour was in her face, and it ſeemed in 
the middeſt of her white cheeks to be two fragrant red Ros 
ſes, her faire and rowling eies gliſtered like vnto two verie 
fine and greate Emerodes, glittering with a greene cleeres 
neſſe, in ſo pꝛofound wiſe, that in them it might be natural⸗ 
lie ſapd, whoſoeuer did beholde them, to bee conuerted into 
ſtones, foꝛ that all humane bnderſtandinga they did amaze 
and leaue as aſtonied. But to conclude, the ſoueraigne P2ins 
celle in all pointes ſecmed rather io bee a dinine thing than 
humane but the knight of the Sunne, who with great atten⸗ 
tion was loking towardes that place whereas thee tolde 
him that ſher was comming, had not as pet ſeene the Pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe in that oꝛder, till within a while after, ſeeing that her 
could ſc no bodie comming, hee tourned his head about foz 
to aſke the Knight where hee hadde ſxne and lefte her, 
but when he ſawe her healme off, and knewe her by her 
fapꝛe fate, it cannot bee ſapoe and tolde what that wozthie 
knight at that inſtant felt within himſelfe, but remapnod 
wondecfuilte amazed, and meruailing moꝛe than anie man 
m the wo2lde, without ante power to ſpeake one worde, 
neither moued he anie eie lidde, but ode fill beholding 
that ſeraphicall face, out of the which he receined ſo many 
dazeling ſightes and glittering eleereneſſe, as though he had 
coutinuallie loked vpon the Sunne in the moꝛning, at ſuch 
time as he ſpꝛeadeth his golden beames abꝛoade vpon the 
earth. 

Then the ropall Pꝛinteſſe ſeeing him in that greate 
perplexitie, with the exceeding iope and pleaſure ſhee recei⸗ 
. clafping him about the necke, and embzacing him, ſhes 
apde. 

Juſt, true, and god knight, ſeing that J am ſhe& alone 

that 
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the pꝛintes did giue the knight of the Sunne to bnder fand 
the occaſion why and wherefo2e, ſhe made battaile with 
him, and how much ſoꝛow and gricfe the ſapition thereof 
dyd cauſe vnto her, and how and in what {2t ſhe was put 
out of all doubt concerning the ſame . Likewiſe ſhe kolde 
him of all the great pzeparatton to the warres which, was 
made in Grecia, at her departure, and how ſhe vaverſtode 
that all the whole Paganiſme,and a great part of Chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome, came againlt the emperour Trebatio, fo2 which cauſe 


be dyd put himſelfe in a redineſle to receiue them, and was 
verie ſad and ſoꝛowfull foꝛ his abſence: all which when the 


knight of the Sunne vnderſtod, he ſtraight waies had a 
great deſire to be in Grecia, ſæming that in time of lo great 
neceſſitie, there was no reaſon that he ſhould be abſent, in 
eſpetiali foꝛ that the chiefeſt occaſion and greateſt part of 
thoſe warres were fo? his lake, 

Being in this communication, thep could not be cerfiffs 
ed the one to heare the other, they aw comming towarves 
them two damſells, vpon two palfrates , whome the pein⸗ 
ces dyd ſtraight wapes know to be her Damſeltg, whome 
ſhe left in the ſhippe, and being areatly amazeb that the 
pꝛintes faryed ſo long and not retourned, came a land, and 
went in her demaunde, with great ſozow and heauines, 
becauſe they could not finde her: but when thep ſawe her 
and knew the knight of the Sunne, thep were wonderkul⸗ 
ly glad, as well fo2 the iope which thepꝛ miſtreſle receined 
therein, as allo fo2 the ſtrange things which they had ſeene 
in that Jland , And ſurely they were verte ſad, thinking 
that the knight of the Sunne hadde bene dead, becauſe be 
had not bene heard of a long time. 

- When theſe two Damſells came vnto them, they left x 
ceafed their amoꝛus communication, and receiued them ve- 
rie courteoufly, P2eſently vppon the greene graſſe they dyd

J would to God (replyed the P2inces) that with cur 
hono2s and emperial ſtates, we might accompliſh the ſame, 
leading our liues here together in this ſolitarie Jland, fo: 
that foz my pleaſure and contentment, Jrequeſt no other 
thing, but onely the enioping of your companie , in place 
whereas Jmight not be deſturbed one minute of an houre, 
but foz that foꝛtune hath exalted vs vnto ſo high eſtate, and 
that God hath not created vs with fo great callings, onelp 
to ſcrue our ſelues, but we muſt (as we are bound) accom⸗ 
pliſh and perfoꝛme our dutics to our ſublets, and goe and 
ſuſtaine our emperiall eſtates, and in eſpecially pou, ha- 
uing ſo excelent parentage , you are the moꝛe bound foz to 
goe and ſee them, and to take from them by pour pzcſence, 
the great and long heauineſſe which they haue receiued by 
pour ablence . 

Then the god knight ſaide , Miſtreſſe, J doe reccine ſo 
great iope and contentment of heart, onelp in beholding of 
vau, that as the happie ſaints vnto whome the lofle of pas 
rents, noꝛ any woꝛldly thing can cauſe them to fecle anig 
patne,ſozow,and griefe: euen ſo J being in your pꝛelence, 
there is no abſence , noꝛ any other thing, that can gine oz 
cauſe vnto mee, ſo20w and griefe , but pet foꝛ all this, vſe 
you pour will and diſcretion,foz that J haue no will, but 
whereas is yours, 

Theſe and many other mo amoꝛous woꝛds paſſed bees 
twirt theſe two true and perfect louers , and pet could net- 
ther of them manifeſt entirely, the great iope and pleaſure 
the which they recewed at their hearts, After a while that 
they had paſſed the time in this their iopfull meeting, they 
ſate themſelues downe vpon yp grene graſſe, in the ſhadow 
vnder thoſe huge and mightie trers, whereas with [werte 
woꝛds, + ſtill moꝛe amoꝛous then eloquent, thep diſcourſed 
the one with the other, of all thinges that hadde happened 
vnto them, ünte their departure out of — ind

of the knight of the f Dunne, and there wi bw 

rous to ſ& the battaile t that was a Wot ited fl 

to the ende to behold the Emperonr T — bis'f the er. 
and Roſicleer, his bꝛother, ſhe requeſted the Emperour All 
candro, to carie her fo2 to'ſre it, who foz to pleaſe her, xecei 
ued great contentment, and commaunded the triumppant 
Chariot of Juoꝛ ie, to be made in a teadinc ſle, the which be⸗ 
ing done, the faire pꝛinteſle mounted into it, ⁊ in her com 
pante were moꝛe then thirtie damſels, all verie faire and 
richly apparailed, and amongſt them was the pꝛinceſſe Fo- 
ralindia, ſpouſe voto the pꝛince Meridian,4 the wile quer ne 
Iuha, and other quenes and ladies which the punces Lin- 
dabrides had bzought in her companie, ali mounted into 
that triumphant Chariot, and twelue furious gyants,with 
their great and ſteelie males in their hands, feꝛ their garde 
and keeping, who plaſt themſclues rounde about them. 

So with great nopſe and ſound of trumpets and Muſicke, 
twelue hoꝛſes began fo dꝛaw fo2wardes the Chariot, and 
carped it nigh vnto the place, whereas the battaile ſhould 
be made, hard vppon the hoſt of the Pugans, in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that thep were backed with them. Then rnigbt wales the 
Omperour Alicandro, the better ſoz to ſte the battaile, com⸗ 
maunded an other triumphant Chariot, like vnto that of 
the p:inceſſe,to be bꝛought, and therein to place his impcs 
riall ſeate of golde, with all the ſeates of the other kinges 
round about it, in ſuch oꝛder, as they were in his Tent, the 
Chariot was dzawen with foure Elephants verie great, 
who had ſtrength enough fo2 to dꝛaw a tower. And when 
they tame Whereas the battaile ſhould be made, they plaſt 
it hard vnto that of the pꝛinteſle. Then the Emperdur Ali- 
candro, and thoſe kings his vaſſatles , whocame thether a 
ho2ſeback, alighted from them, and mounted into the Chas 


riot, and placed themſeluts euerie one in his ſeate. The

was thaunſed, ſo that he ſeemed an other maner dt man, and 
chewed the true and perked perfeaion in coulour and pꝛe⸗ 
ſente, the which nature had wꝛought in him. And the P2in- 
tes foꝛ to ſ& him in that ſoꝛt, was ſo glad ⁊᷑ ioyful, that ther 
was no pleaſure that might be compared vnto hers. After 
that they had eaten x well refreſhed themſelnes, the knight 
or the Sunne ſeeing his god hoꝛſe Cornerino in tompanie 
with that or the Pꝛinceſſe, he lured, and ſtraight wales he 
came vnto him, foꝛ that he had vſed him therevnto, ſo he 
foke him, and after that, that of the Pꝛinces, and being both 
deſtrous to depart from thence, they toke each other by the 
hande and went vnto the place whereas the knight of the 
Sunne had left his god armoar , ⁊ there he armed himſelfc 
agame with them, being holpen by the pꝛinces, foꝛ that her 
Damſells, with the great feare which they had of the diue⸗ 
liſh Fauno, the which was dead, durſt not come nigh them. 
And the knight of the Sunne, ſeeing him ſo fauoured and 
holpen by the hands of his Ladie and miſtreſle, was in that 

taſe that he knew not — he was in heauen oꝛ vppon 
the earth, and being in this gloꝛie, readie koꝛ to depart out 
of the ſolitarie Jland, the Viſtozte doth. leaue them, till time

rie bigge and richlie armed, the Ladyes had ingugh to doe 
to beholde them, but molt elpeciallie the Empꝛeſſe! Srianay

laͤce dy veyclde them, as ti ey that bad their iopes, in that 
companie, coulde neuer aparte their eies from them and 
with greate deuotion they pꝛayrd vnto almightie God foz 
to laue and defende them from the handes of their c 
mies. 

In this ſoꝛte went this noble Cmpereur and bet nights 
into the fielde, euerie one of them with his Spears, in bis 


hunde; accompanied with a gallant crewe of, moſte woze 
thie knightes, which was a godlie fight to behol3e ; but 


vet the teares trickled downe the chokes of that high and 
Wozthie Emperour Trebatio and his valpant ſonne Ro- 
cleer, betauſe they wanted in their companie at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent the wozthie knight of the Sunne, as wel foz iyat ba 
ſhould bee at that time a great ſtaie vnte them in the 

flict,as allo ſoꝛ that of long time pail they had not heard as 
nie newes of him. Likewiſe all the reſt of thole his friends 
fapde, that if they had — 28 in their companie, they

knights which u were of their part, wer: £ - readie earmed, 
and mounted vpon their hozfes with their lpeares in their 
— the conuning of their aduerſarieg z when they 
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being — with *. — 7 everie one 'e with 
his crowne of gold vpon his head, and he with his Empe⸗ 
riall Scepter in his hand, did publiſh there his great pow⸗ 
vr and matettic;and about thoſe two Chariots were placed 
all the reſt of the other people fo to ſee the battaile, and ſe» 
cretlie the Emperdur commanded fwentie thonſand Tar⸗ 
tarians to be armed fo2 the garde of the battaile , Thus 
when all was in a readineſſe , it was high none, at which 


time the Emperour Trebatio with the reſt of his knightes 


Were ali armed, and bering readie foz fo departe into the 
ffel 


;they went and toke their leaue of the Empꝛelſe Bria- 
na, and of the reit of the Ladies and Gentlewonien , who 
With many teares did commend them vnfo God, and the 
ſoꝛrowe an» griefe which they recetued fo ſer them departe 
vVnto lo crucll a battaile was ſuch, that they could not de⸗ 
parte from them, neither would they let them goe, till ſuch 
time as the Emperour almoſt by force went out of the great 
hall, then ſtraight waies all the reſt followed after hum, and 
being inounted vpon light and god hoꝛſes, with twentie 
thouſand Greekes for to kcepe the flelde, they went out of 
the Citie, and ſurelte it was a gallant and ſtraunge ſight to 
beholde, ko; that the fiftcene Bnightes went by themſelnes 
{omewhat aparted from the others, and becauſe they were 
= mightie }3zinces aud woithie Knightes, they were all 
rmed with verie ſtrong and rich armour, boꝛdered aboute 
with golde and pꝛecious ſtones, likewiſe the trappings of 
their hoꝛſes was — of cloth of Golde verie ſumptuous, 
with gallant bunches of keathers on their foꝛeheades of dis 
uer ſe coulours. — woꝛthie Emperour Trebatio rode in 
che middeſt of chem all, and Was armed in redde armour, 
pd which the wife Lyrgando hadve ſent him befoze , the 
hirh were made of is clecre mettall, that they ſeemed to be 
all of fine Nubies, he carried no crowne vpon his head, foz 
that hr dyd neuer actuſtome the ſame in battailes, ſaying 
that there was no niede bf a Crowne, whereas they ſhould 
moze pꝛalite themſelues of their fozce and a - 
E 


dges command rumpets fo found, in ſigne and 
L ataile + : andal thle kaigh Its latte fpurres vnto 
their light hoꝛſes, who ranne with ſo great foꝛce and furie, 
that al the earth whereas hey were, feemed to fremble, + 
when they came to make their entounter, the nopſe was (© 
reat of their ſhenered ſpeares, as though they had Not ol 
it 02dinance:and ſurely in many dayes befoze , in that 
itrte was there not ſcene the like encounter, of ſomany 
voꝛthie and valiant knights, the god Emperour T rebatio 
made his enceunter againlt that valiant Pagan Rodaran, 
whoſe encounter was ſich, that they ſhenered their ſpeares 
in ſmall peeces,and paſſed the one by the other, but by the 
ozce thereof, Rodaran loft his ſtirrups, and the raynes of 
his bꝛidle fell out of his hand, and tomplatned very much ol 
hat encounter. The like dyd the two moſt valiant Pꝛin⸗ 
ces Meridian and Brandimardo, making their encounters 
with their two ſtrong and ſfout aduerſaries, Clauerindo, 
2 Oriſtedes, they paſſed all foure, the one by the other, in 
allant maacr , ſheue ring their ſpeares into ſmall pœces, 
but no vauntage perceiued of the one part noꝛ of the other, 
in this their encounter. Then the ſire ſonnes of the gran 
— made their encounter againſte thoſe ſire valtant 
knights that came againſt them, and the ſtrength was 2 
great which they vſed in their encounters, that if their ar⸗ 
mour had not bene ver ie god, all twelue together had bene 
thꝛuſt thꝛough and thꝛough, but by reaſon that the foꝛce of 
their armour was a deſence againſt the ſharpneſle of theyz 
ſpeare poynts, there was no moꝛe harme » but the one 
and the other with theirhozſe betwirt their leggs foundꝛed 
wards to the ground, but {trai ght ayes they recoue⸗ 
red againe and began their battaile with their f wo2ds, Che 
ke dyd the ſtout king Florion, and the ung of Mc d 
the foure pzinces Bargandel, and Liriamandra, Don Silue= 
rio, and Rodamarte, who made their encounter againſt their 
aduer ſaries, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that without mouing in their ſad⸗

Againſt the toute Raga 
tan king of Arabia the Gmperour T rebatio , Againſt the 
king of Media, the couragious Florion, foꝛ that it was giv 
uen him to vnderſtand, that he was a valiant knight 
Againſt Zoroaſtes, king of Trprobana, was plated Bargan- 
del. Againſt the pꝛinte of Cambray, Liriamandro, Againſt 
the king of the Gandaros, Don Siluerio. Againſt the pꝛince 
of Aegipt, Rodomarte , Againſt the fire molt valiant Gys 
ants, fonnes vnto the gran I hiteon, was placed the pꝛince 
Brandtel, the king Sactidoro, the Tartarif Zoylo,the font 
knight Flamides with the valiant knights of Spaine, Don 
Claros,and Arcalus, who geco ding vnto the great ſtrength 
and power that was in the Gta7:ts', had neede of no ſmall 
courage and valour fo: to counteruaile with them , And of 
teucth you map belcue, that befo:e that the battaile was 
*!Taited, there was not two among that great number of 
thoulands of Pagans, that was in the whole Campe, but 
hught ſurely the victozie to be on their part, foꝛ that the 
ſictene agã knights, nert vnto Bramarant,was the — 
fo2e? and r ength of all the Magans. 


Boeing all in a readineſſe, and the people in quie

handes, there ſhall be no ſnffictencie in his greate fozce bee 
it either humane 02 diuine,foz to withdꝛaw me to giue him 
Then the Father with no leſſe furic and branencſlc 
than his ſonne aroſe vp from the ground, pꝛoclaim ing no 
leſſe inturies againſt their falſe Gods, foꝛ that in ſuch ſozte 
they ſhewed themſelues ſo contrarte againſt them, and 
therewith hee dꝛew out a mightie greate and heauie kau⸗ 
chon which her hadde, and with a haſtie pace her went a⸗ 
gainſt Rolicleer, thinking in a ſhoꝛt ſpace to hew him to 
partes with his variable and moz2tall blowes, but there was 
thꝛee thinges in this battaile cleane contrarie, which was 
the occaſion that be coulde not execute his furious and an- 
grie deſire the one, the great lightneſſe that Roſicleer had, 
that beeing on fote his Brother the knight of the Sunne 
had no aduauntage on him, ſo that it was a great meruaile. 
fo2 the gran Campion to faſten a blowe vppon him in anie 
reſpec, the other was the finenelle of his armeur , which 
was made by the wiſe Artemidoro of {a great valour, that 
no humane foꝛce, noꝛ edge of ànie (wozd was ſufficient foꝛ 
fo cut 02 buckle them, the third was the great derteritie and 
ſtrength wherewith Roſicleer did ſtrike him, and ſo thicke, 
that he did not let him reſt one minute of an honre, nepther 
gaue him anie aduauntage foꝛ to pzofit himſelfe of his great 
ſtrength, and although that Roſicleer had theſe the things 
on his parte foꝛ to make his defence againſt his aduerſarte, 
pet tould hee not with lo great caſe get of him the vico2ie, 
fo2 that Bradaman after that he bad the attaile with the 
knight of the Sunne,dyd alwayes after arme hmſelfe with 
verie ſtrong and inchaunted armour, and it was ſo exceeding 
god, that the god woꝛde of the Qucene lulia was not as

But now hearken and be attendant, howe that the « 
— as bigge as a tower vpon bis Etept hant made hi 
encounter with that ſtrong and mightie knight Rofideet, 
who lyke vnto a whirle winde with all the furic of his 
mightie hoꝛſe Rondarte came againſt him, and in the mids 
belt of his courſe made ſo ſtrong an encounter, that although 
their Dpeares could not pearce their fine armours, pet the 
ffout Rolicleer being aſtonied by the fo2ce of that encouns 
ter, loſt the raines ok his bꝛidle out of his hande, and if het 
had not well aied humſelfe by the pommell of the ſaddle, 
it could not haue beene other wiſe, but of foꝛce he muſt haue 
fallen vnto the ground, but firming and ſtaping hunſclfe 
verie ſtronglic, he paſſed fozwardes on, greatlie toꝛmented 
therewith, but this gran Campion reteiued ſo ſtrong an 
encounter of Roſicleer that his mightie loꝛce was not ſuk⸗ 
ficient fo2 to holde him, but doubled his backe in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that hee fell ouer the crouper of his Elephant vato the 
ground. If the fay2ze Pincelſle Olivia (who dyd ſee and 
beholde all that paſſed from the windowes of the Pallate) 
eceiued ame iop and pieature at that gallant and fironne 
encounter „J repoꝛte mee Vnto pour iudgement, and on the 
contrarie, thenricfe and anger which bis fonre Drama 
ſuſteined, to ſee his mightie and — nt Father by the en⸗ 
tounter of one alone knight to be ourrtb2owen bntd the 
ground, and haunng no patience in bu nſelle, neyther coulde 
his couragtous heart ſafer him to he ſilent, but in a rage he 
vurſt out and ſaid.

dzed at, was his valiant courage, of whome naturally bis 
ſonnes had receiued the like. And the Emperor Alicandro, 
and all thoſe kings which were with him, that dyd beholde 
him, and knew him, being greatly amazed, ſaid, that be was 
one of the moſt valianteſt knights in all the whote woꝛld, 
and one that was moſt fierceſt in battatle , Then the olbe 
king of Gedroſia, ſapde, Mp fleth and my bones trenible, 
when J doe thinke of that J ſhall ſee this Emperour doe in 
the field againſt vs, he being in the middeft betwene both 
his ſonnes, and it ſeemeth vnto nue, that there is no ſecuri⸗ 
tie, whereby from the furie of their armes, we cannot make 
any defence-: and this god knightes that we haue on our 
part, vehold how many there is to the confraric, who doeth 
make reſiſtance and detaine them, till the other doth deſtroy 
theſe miſerable people. At which woꝛds all thoſe mightie 
kings that were in the triumphant Chariot, laughed verie 
— „and imputed them vnto the great keare and little 

dꝛce the which the king had, foꝛ that he was olve , But pet 
— bappened after ward, that they did fele and know that 
the woꝛds which he ſpake, pꝛocerded moze of wiſedome and 
vnderſtanding, then ok feare. 

Likewile,it was a thing woꝛthie to be ſene, the furious 
and well foughten battaile, that was betwirt the ſonnes of 
the Gran Thiteon, and the ſire knights their aduerſaries, 
fo2 acco2ding as they were all ſtrong and valiant, it were 
enough to doe in this Chapter, onely fo declare of their vas 
liantneſſe, foꝛ the foꝛce of the Gyants was wonderfull „and 
they ſtroke their blowes with ſo great fir'e, that either of 
them was ſuffictent to cleaue an armed «iiight downe to 
to the waſt, but pet they contended with ſuch knights who 
knew verie well how to reſiſt their great firengthes , and 
made them to \ weate dꝛoppes of blond, fo2 that they hadde 
amongſt them that mightie and ſtrong knight Brandizel, 
who by reaſon that he was verie bigge of bodie and of great 
foꝛce, and hot in courage, bꝛought his aduerſarie in a great 
perplexitie, and all his armour bzoken and vnbuckled, al⸗ 


though they were a finger thicke, and this was the eldeſt of 
the 


was very well fought and in Meat doubt, and put great 
aviniration in the Emperour Alicandto, ⁊ in all them that 
dyd behold the, In all this time dpd the other knights make 
their combat verie ffrongly, ſome a fote and ſome a hoꝛſe⸗ 
backe, the which was a thing woꝛthie to behold, to ler what 
terrible blowes were ffroken,the bꝛeaking of ſhield es,cut- 
ting of harnelle, vnmailing of goziefs , making the fire to 
flye out of their ſteely heaimes and harnefſe , of ſo great as 
boundance , that it was ſtrange fo beholde: ſo that the bats 
taile was fo ſtrong and well foughten of every part, that 
one whole houre was paſſed,and there was no adnanntane 
knowen no ſcne of any part, amongſt them, and the « great 
valiantneſſe of either of them was ſuch, that they did de⸗ 
ſerue particulerlie their woꝛthineſſe to be declared, but by 
reaſon that there were ſo many together, and mingled the 
one with the other, they could not deſerne the wozthineſls 
that they did. Amongſt them all their blowes were terrible, 
but in eſpectall thoſe valiant P2zinces Meridian, and Claue- 
rindo, who with ſo great furie did ſtrike their blowes , tha 
many times they were both aſtonied, and either of them 
were greatly amazed at the great frength of his aducrſary, 
and the pꝛince Meridian ſaid, that the knight in his blowes 
reſembled the knight of the Hunne. Likewiſe thoſe ſtout 
and valiant knights Brandimardo and Oniſtedes. with no 
leſſe fur ie and re doubled biowes, did charge their aduerſa⸗ 
res, and put great admiration in all them that did beholde 
{be battaile, who ſaide, that they twaine were two ol the 
ſtouteſt knight gat were in all the woꝛid. It was no leſſe 
wozthie of bchv.vtng the great contecion that was betwirt 
the god Einperour | rcbario, and the ſtout king of Arabia 
Rodaran;whofe blowes were of o great fozre,that they wer 
heard a great wap of,and being an houre paſt ſince the bats 
taile began, the ſtrong Pagan was greatly amazed at the 
great fozce and ſtrength of the Emperour, and ſayd within 
himlelte , that if was impoſſible fo2 him to get any honour 
in that eruell battaile, fo2 that continuallie the. fozce and 
üghtnelle of his aduerlarie encreaſed and a thing to be won⸗ 
dered 
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lacked but one finger bzedth of eight fofe high, which bas 
a gallant ſtature, pet befoze the Gran Campion, he ſamed 
nothing, foꝛ that he was almoſt fiftene fote high, neuerthe⸗ 
lelle the blowes of the one and of the other was cquall in 
furiouſneſſe, foꝛ that Roſicleet, did fo charge with his furt- 
dus blowes Bradaman, that although be rould not cut his 
armour, pet dyd he all to toꝛment and bꝛuſe his fleſh and 
bones, and with mo2e lightneſſe then was compꝛehended in 
him, he made him to beſturre himſelfe and turne about on 
the one ſide and on the other: the like dyd Bradaman, vnto 
him, fo2 although that Roſicleer, dyd laue and defend him⸗ 
ſcife from the moſt parte of his blowes, by his great nin» 
bleneſſe and lightneſſe, pet fo2 all that, when be falkened a 
blow vpon him, he made him to ſtope both with knees and 
hands to the grounde: and the armour of Roſicleer, dyd 
make ſuch a ſound, as though it had bene a bell, and out of 
both their armours there flewe ſo great quantitie of ſparks 
of fler, as though they ſhould be burned in them. 

In this ſoꝛte the battaile betwirt them continued moꝛe 
then two houres, in which time ſome of thoſe Ladies that 
dyd behold them from the mightie pallace of the Emperoꝛ 
Trebatio, were not much at quiet and eaſe at their hearts, 
foꝛ that the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia , ſeeing her ſpouſe and lopall 
louer to combat ſo terriblie with that furious Pagan and 
monſter, her face began to be wan and pale, and the bloud 
waxed colde within her bodte , ſo that ſhe fell downe in a 
ſound amongſt the Ladies: in the like perpleritic was the 
royail Empꝛeſſe Briana, foꝛ her huſband and ſonne, and the 
faire Pzinces Lindaraza,fo her louing and faithfull ſpouſe 
Clauerindo, and the like hadde that faire Ladie Arqui- 
roſa, foz Don Siluerio. 

Furthermoze you ſhall vnderſtand, that after two hou- 
res was paſſed from the firſke beginning of the battaile, 
and that thzre was not one of thoſe wozthie championg 
that hadde anie will o2 deſire (as it ſeemed) to reſt them⸗ 
ſclues , then the god Emperour Trebatio, being verp de⸗ 
ſirdus to make a final ende concluſion of his battaile, with 
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the ſire bꝛetheren, with whome he combatted,and the moſt 
valianteſt and ſtrongeſt : on the other ſide did combat, thoſe 
two valiant warrio2s the king Sacridoro , and the woꝛthie 
Tartarian Zovlo, and behaued themſclucs in ſuch ſozte in 
their baftaile , that they gane them verie well to vnder⸗ 
and, who they were. Likewiſe, with no leſſe couragious 
foꝛte, thoſe two molt valiant knights, Don Claros, and Ar- 
calus, did oppꝛeſſe with their mightie blowes, the two Gi⸗ 
ants their aduerſaries, in ſuch ſozt, that in the ſpace of one 
houre, they bꝛought them in that caſe, that the victoꝛie appea⸗ 
red to be theirs , and fo2 that thoſe two knightes were not 
knowne, they were greatly amazed there at, foz their highe 
and ſtrange bountie. 

The god knight Flamides, did make battaile, with the 
pounger b2other of the ſixe Giants, and although the bat- 
taile befwirt them was well foughten and verie perilons, 
vet foꝛ all that by reaſon that his armour was excelent god, 
and he verie light and ſfoute , he had the vauntage of his 
aduerſarie. Allo the valiant king Florion, and the king of 
Media, made their battatie with mightie + furious blowes, 
but befo2e that one houre was paſt of the battaile, it was 
well knowen that the king Florion, was the valianter of 
both. At this time the foure pꝛinces had ſo entreated their 
aduerſaries, that they were verie wearie and faint , and 
they likewiſe were well mopled, ſoꝛ that thep had receiued 
great and mightie blawes of them, ſoz they were fironge, 
ſtoute, and valiant. 

Thus in this ſoꝛt was this crucl battaile betwirt them 
all the beſt fought that euer was ſeene, betwirt ſo manic 
kniahts,fo2 that all thoic that dyd behold them, hadde their 
cares dcafened, with the confinuall ſounde of the hard and 
thicke blowes, that were ſtroke amongſt them, and there 
could not haue bene a greater nople , if there hadde bene a 
hundzeth Sinithes teget! her wozking and Eriking vppon 
their anncils , 

Likewiſe in this tune it was a meruailous thing to ſ& 
and beholde Roliclcet, with Bradaman „that although her 


lacked 


the firſt Bookes. 745 


Who as the other befo2e did cut off their handes, of all the 
which the Emperour Alycandro rectiued great ſozrow and 
grieke, and the like did all the Pagans, and they repented 
them verie much in making of that challenge. Then Roda- 
matte toke the Pzince of Aegypt pꝛiſoner, foꝛ being verie 
wegrie and ferble, of his owne god will he did yeld himſelik 
to be pꝛiſoner, ſo likewiſe the valtant knight Flamides dyd 
fo:ce ſo much vpon the poungeſt bꝛother the Gyant, that in 
the end he was Caine as the reſt, ſo that all the generation 
of the gran Thiteon was laine in that battaile. It was 
not long alter that the king Florion ouerthꝛew the king of 
Media at his fœte and pulled off his healme, helping him 
to ariſe from the grounde, he foke him pꝛiſoner, and put 
themſelues on the one ſide, and dyd beholde the battaile of 
the other three that remained, the which at that time 
were ſo entangled and furious, that all thoſe that dpd bes 
holde them were put in great admiration, meruailing great⸗ 
lie how they could ſuffer fo great 43 long trauatle, and make 
anie defence from fo terrible and cruell blowes which Were 
giuen of all partes. 
Thoſe which remained were thoſe pꝛecious and valiant 
" kaightes Meridian and Claueryndo, aud the mightie Troi⸗ 
' an and Brandimardo, who in foꝛce aud der teritie were lo 
equall, that almoſt there was not ante one chat could know 
anie aduauntage to ber of either parte, and being nowe 
moꝛe than thꝛe houres linte they irt beganne the battaile, 
and both partes agreeing therevnto, they ceaſed [02 to take 
bꝛeath, and fo caſe themſelues, in the which time they dpd 
beholde the great contention that was betwirt that valiant 
and wozthie knight Roficleer, and the Nout Pagan Brada- 
man the which was condigne and wozthie to be ſeene, fox 
that without al oꝛder and meaſnre they firoke their blawes, 
with ſo great foꝛce, that all the fleids and the mightie Citie 
rong with the great noiſe of their battaile. All this time 
vid the faire and pꝛecious Pzincelfe Lyndabrides from ber 
triumphant Chariot beholde Rofidecr and the Cmperonr 
Tabea foz that both of them did reſemble verie much 
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the vffermolt of all his foꝛce, he rapſed himſelfe in his ſtyz⸗ 
rups, with his word in both his hands, x thercwith ſtroke 
ſo ſrong and terrible a blow vpon the healme of the ffout 
pagan Rodaran, the which byreaſon that it was ſomewhat 
crazed , with that battaile, as alſo with other battailes be⸗ 
fo2e : he altogether vnbuckled from his head, and bzeaking 
his (kull (by the fo2ce thereof all fo peeces) He onerthzew 
him froin his hoꝛſe dead to the ground, and ſapd, Now (hal 
if be ſoene if thou canſt deliuer thy ſcife from my handes, 
and what can profit ther, the ſubteltie 4 deſceit of the queene 
of Carmania, The which being concluded he withd2ew him 
ſelfe a part, and did behold the battaile of the other knights, 
whereat all that were on his part recetncd great pleaſure 
and contentment, but tn eſpectall,the Empꝛes Briana, who 
knew not where ſhe was, with the great iope and pleaſure 
ſhe receiued. But the ſoꝛow and griefe of the Pagans was 
very great, but in eſpectal the Emperour Alicandro , who 
had Rodaran in great eſtimation, foꝛ that he was one of the 
ſtrongeſt knights that was in all the whole Paganiſme, as 
ok trueth he was ſo. But pet the griefe of his heart did not 
herein ende, fo2 that the wozthie pꝛince Brandizel, at that 
inſtant ouerthꝛew at his fete the Gyant with whome her 
had his batfaile , who was the eldeſt of the ſire bꝛethꝛen, 
wherewith he vnlal cd his healme and cut of his head. And 
it was not long after when that the two valiant bzetheen; 
Don Claros, and Arcalus, did the lpke with their aduerſa⸗ 
1178, Which were the ſecond and third brothers, and were 
the molt fierceſt and ſtrongeſt of them all, and they withs 
dꝛelo themiclues apart, and dpd beheld the battatle of them 
that! remained. 

Then ſtraight wapes, Bargandeh, dyd ouertome the va⸗ 
liant King of * pT roban 45 and a+ Hamandro 3 made foꝛ to 
B the Pꝛince of Cambray , and within a little while 

on Siluerio, dyd cut of the head of the toute king of the 
Gar datos, and not long after the king Sacridoro, and the 
Tar tarian Zoylo, duerthꝛew thepꝛ aduer ſaries to the earth, 
who were the fourth and fift bꝛetheren, of the Graunts 


who 


and fayde that it ſhould be as her woulde haue it. ſo that be ⸗ 
twirt them the battaile was ſeparated. At this Claueryr 
do and Oriſtedes, being retourned a newe vnto their bat⸗ 
taile wared faint and wearte, by reaſon that all the after 
none they did not anie other thing but giue and retoiue a" 
great number of terrible and cruelt blowes, the appꝛoch⸗ 
ing ok the night dyd nothing grieue them, and when they 
ſawe the battaile betwirt Roſicleer and Bradamari to be ſe⸗ 
parated, they ſtraight waies withdzewe themſelues backe, 
and lifting vp the beauers of their healmes, they reqneſted 
their aducrfaries that the battaile might ceaſe betwirt them 
fo2 that date, Who were ſo dutragious and anarte becauſe 
they could not ouercome them, that thep would not depart. 
from thence vntill ſuch time as the baftaiie were conclu⸗ 
ded, but they ſereing that it was night, and howe that they 
were verie ſoꝛe bzuſed and wearie, thep conide doe no leſſe 
but withdꝛawe themlelues, anduüfted vp their beauers to 
receiue aire, ſo that the battell was wholy ſcparated betwirt 
them. Then ſtraight waies there was made a great noiſe 
of inſtrumentes, that all the whole feldes Were filled with 
the ſound, in ſuch lozte, that one coulde not heare ano⸗ 
ther. | 
Thon the Emperour Trebatic being accompanied with 
thoſe noble knighfcs of his parte, went to ſpeaze Unto the 
faire Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides, ur onto her his Citie 
and mightie pallace for her lodging, ſoꝛ all the time that the 
ſhoulde remaine in Grecia, and thee with no Iſle god will 
than if it had bene the Emperour Alvcandro gaue him 
intertainment, and ſurrendered great thanzes fo2 his large 
p2offor vnts her, Then the Einperour Alvcaucko beeing ac⸗ 
tompanied with all thoſe mightie kitins and vaſſals, deſcen⸗ 
bed from his triumphant Chariot, and came and talked with 
the Emperour Trebatio and his knightes, and the one re⸗ 
ceined the other with ſuch cur teſie as was requiſite between 
u high eſtates Then after awhile = they had calls 
tdgether vor ie kriendlie, the Emperour Aly candro did gipe 
vnto the Emperdur Trebatio great thankes , fo2 the gd 
Wat, intertain⸗ 
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the knight of the Dunne, ſhe reioyted greatlie to ſ& them, 
although another wate her heart was verie ſadde and ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowfull,fo2 that ſhe did not ſ& the knight of the Sunne a⸗ 
mongſt them, and ſhee imagined within her ſelke that hee 
ſhould be in Trapiſond with the pztncelſe Claridiana( which 
went vnto her veric heart,) and other waies ſhe did argue 
within her ſelfe that her ſhould not ber in 1 rapiſond, fo2 if 
he ſhould bee there, it were not poſſtble but that her ſhoulde 
vnderſtand the great necellitie that his Father had of him, 
and hauing knowledge thereof, there is no eſtate that ſhould 
cauſe him to bee abſent lo long, but that he woulde haue 
come thether loꝛ to haue holpen hun. Thus hauing theſe 
and many other ſuch like thoughtes and cogitations in her 
minde cauſed onelie by loue, ſhee did beholde the battailo, the 
which at this time ſcemed to bee moꝛe kindled and on 
konght than at the —— oa gaue ſigne and token that 
as that night the victozie was doubtkull, fo: that it — but 
almolt none — — battatle began, an now it was al⸗ 

moſt night, at oP: time there was moꝛe doubt of the vic⸗ 
toꝛie than at the beginning, and all wared wearie to behold 

them, and pet in the em appeared not ame manner ſhow of 
trauaile c2 wearineſſe, although all the date beloꝛe they did 
no other thing but laie loade the one bppon the other, but 
when that Roſicleer ſawe that it dꝛew towards night, he 
was ſo oreatite aſhamed in that he could not ouercome his 
enimie, that a new he beganne to late vppon him with all 
bis fozce and ſtrength, but Bradaman was of fo great 
ſtrength, and ſtroke his blowes ſo terrible, that all his care 
and thought was in vaine , and beo ht him many tunes 
vnto the point fo2 to lole the vicoziz, yet at the laſt, having 
thi times reffed themſelues, the gran Campion with ves 
rie wear inelle 3 we himſelfe aparte, and lifting vp 
the beauer of his healme, hee requeſted Roſicleer that the 
battaile might remaine as it did till the next daie, foꝛ that 
it was late, and coitioe not ber concluded except it were in 
the night, who ſoꝛ that her was no lelle wear ie and out of 
wpeath than her, dyd lykewiſe withdzawe himſelfe backe, 
ang 
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at ſuch time as was concluded the battaile of the challenge 
paſt, but as one that was verte deſirous to be retienges fo2 
the lame, he determined in great ſecret to depart out of the 
campe,and to ſend and call them into a ſecret place, wiere- 
as he might make battaile with them, and none to be pꝛe⸗ 
ſent fo2 lo parte 02 ſeparate them, and as he determined, ſo 
he put it in vꝛe, foꝛ that in a moꝛning befoze the bꝛeane of 
daie,at ſuch time as the people of all the whole campe were 
molt at reſt, in as ſecrete wile as was polſible, being ar⸗ 
med with his ſtrong armour, and mounted vpon his great 
hoꝛſe, he departed out of the campe with alonelie one man 
that he carried with him, and being verie deſirous to finde a 
ſecret place to accompliſh his deſire, he neuer reſted till bee 
came vnto the ſkirt of the wilderncſle of Grecia, whereas 
he finding it a place fit foꝛ his purpole to accomplich his be⸗ 
ſire, ſtaied, and from thence ſent his man that he bꝛought 
with him, vato Meridian and Brandunutdo, fo; to ging them 
to vnderffand how that he did tarrie there fo2 them, who 
when he came backe againe vnto the campe, went rcight 
vnto the tent of the P2ince , whereas he tound them both 
together, foꝛ that they were great friends after ſuch time as 
they battailed together the one with the other, and there hee 
declared vnto them the meſſage that he bꝛought from Bra- 
marant, who when they heard it, were of fo vallaunt a cot 
rage, that they were nothing troubled thercat, but rather it 
ſeemed to be a great ſhame vnto them to goc together, bæ⸗ 
ing their aduerſarie but one alone „lo that betwirt them 
there arew a contention who ſhould go firſt, but in the end 
foz that they could not conclude that point, and neither of 
them would be the laſt, it fell out that they muſt goe toge⸗ 
ther, and accoꝛding vnto the great foꝛce and ſtrength of that 
woꝛthie Pagan their aduerſarte that did abide their coms 
ming, afterwarde it did not repent them of their ſo going. 
Thus thele two friendes being armed with their rich and 
ſtrong armour , without giuing ante knowledge vnto the 
Emperour 92 ante other perſon whether they went, depar⸗ 
ted out of the campe, and being guided by the man who 
U. iu. zought 
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- inferfainment which he gaue vnto his daughter foꝛ the time 
that ſhe was in his Court. It was then verie late, ſo that 
the Emperour Trebatio and all his knightes did take their 
leaue of him, offer ing their Citie at their commandement, 
and ſo returned, whereas they were receiued of all thoſe 
Ladies and Gentlewonien, with that top and pleaſure as 
reaſon required fo: to ſ them returne ſafe and ſound freun 
ſa terrible a battaile as they had maintained all that after 
none befo2e,and euerie one recetued the pꝛaiſe as his valy- 
ant deedes deſerued: and to the contrarte, the Pagans re⸗ 
mained verie ſadde, ſozrowfull, and angrie, fo2 the god 
knights that were ſlaine on their partes, and Meridien and 
Brandimardo were greatlie amazed, in that the Emperour 
T rebatio had on his part ſo woꝛthie and valiant knightes, 
and pꝛaiſed in eſpeciall Rolicleer , fo2 that he indured and 
maintained battaile ſo long with the gran Campion. Then 
the Emperour Alycandro commanded ſtraight wates,that 
the dead bodies of all them that were llaine in that chal- 
lenge ſhoulde bee burnt,and the duff of them to bee put in 
veſſciles of golde, and ſo carried into their owne Coun⸗ 
tries. 

In this ſoꝛt thep paſſed awaie that night, and other two 
dates, wherein was done nothing neither of the one parte 
noꝛ of the other, till the third daie, in the which happened all 
that which ſhall bee declared vnto you in the next Chapter 
following, 


How the proude Pagan Bramarant beeing angrie at the

with a gallant demeanour , and bp2ight in their ſaddles; 
but they had not gone foꝛwardes many paces, When that 
they tourned about their hoꝛſes, with their (V:02des reas 
die dꝛawen in their handes, and iopning together in ſuch 
ſoꝛte that they might ſtrike the one the other, they ffroke 
at each other ſuch crue! blowes, that they clone then ſhields 
in perces, and the pointes of their { ww2ds defcended downe 
vpon their healmes with fo greate furie, that greate abun⸗ 
daunce of fire flew ont of either of them, then thep ftroke 
each other another blowe, with ſo great furie, that they de⸗ 
clined their hades downe vnto their bꝛeaſtes, and then Bra- 
marant did verie well feele that the fozce and ſtrength of 
Meridian was verie much, and he likewiſe on the other 
fide gaue him to vnder ſtand that his blowes were wonders 
tull, and that it was requiüte with greate care to deſcends 
himſelfe from them, loꝛ the which Meridian with a grea⸗ 
ter courage dyd late vppon and charge his aduer lar ie, and 
with all lightnelle pollible did cleere Himiclie krom his 
blowes. 

In this ſozte they executed their battaile moꝛe than 
halfe an houre, making fo greate a noiſe, that thre miles 
comp: alte un that wülderneſle the ſound of their great blowes 
were heurde. Thus they continued koꝛ the ſpace of moze 
than thꝛee quarters of an houre in their vattatle, wi thaut as 
nie point of aduaunt tage betweene them. Then Meridian 
With both his handes ſtroke ſuch a blowe vppon the healms 
of Bramarant, that he toke his remembꝛaunce from him, 
an) without ante kling his hoꝛſe carrped him round a- 
bout the fielde. But this mightie Pagan ſtraight wales 
came againe vnto himſelke, and with greate kurie ſetting 
ſpurres vnto his hoꝛſe, he retourned vpon Meridian, and 
with an infernall furte ſtroke ſo terrible a blowe vppon 
the healme of that wo2thie and valiant Prince, that af it 
had not bene ſo god as it was, he had clouen him downe 
vnto the waſte, but pet foꝛ ali that, hee made the bloud to 
guſh out both at hig eyes and nole in great rear and 
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dꝛought the meſlage, in a ſhoꝛt time came vnto the wilder s 
nelle of Grecia, and not hauing trauailed long therein, they 
kound Bramarant a fte from his hozſe , lying along vnder 
the ſhadowe of certaine trees a fleepe , fo2 that the Sunne 
was verie hot, and he laide his head vppon his healme, and 
ſept ſo ſoundlie, that: although they came vnto hun making 
a great noiſe, pet could he not awake, vntill ſuch time as 
Brandimardo with his Speare ſtroke him a little blowe 
bppon the bꝛeaſt, wherewith this mightie Pagan awaked, 
and ſ&ing his aduerſaries befoze him, as one amazed arcſe 
vp, and put his helme vpon his head, and with a trice leapt 
vpon his hoꝛſe whom he had there at hand tied vnto a tree, 

and toke his Dpcare in his hand 
Meridian feeling him in that caſe, ſapde: Bramarant, what 
is it that pou would haue with vs, we are now come he⸗ 
ther at thy challenge? That Which J will haue, ant wered 
hee with greate pride, is fo make por both vnderlland toy 
gether, that my koꝛce is much moꝛe than the fo2ce of all the 
knightes of Grecia, and to reuenge tbe Woꝛdes that you 
ſapde vnto in betoze the Emperour Alycandro, and thoſe 

hat were with hum. | 
Unto pꝛoude and arrogant perſons, aul wered Meridi- 
an, a little occaſion is ſufficient {02 to cauſe contention and 
ſtrike, ok little effect oꝛ pꝛofite, and leſle neteſiarie 02 nad⸗ 
full, but ſeeing that it is ſo, that thou haſt ſo god a will 
foꝛ to haue battaile with vba, let vs ſtraight waies come to⸗ 
gether, and J hope in the high Gods that either of vs both 
will giue thee inongh to vnderſtande. And in laping theſe 
Woꝛdes, wich his Speare in a readineſſe in his hande, he ads 
dꝛelked himſel 2 vnto the courte, and defi red Brandimardo 
that hee it; agg nat aide noꝛ helpe him, fo2 ante thing 
\nhatiocacr that hee ſhonlve ſee paſle in the battaile , Thus 
PBramarant b&ng ina readineſſe, they both ſet ſpurs vnto 
their hoꝛſes, and made their encounter together with great 
fur te, and fo: that they were both of verie greate foꝛce and 
AKreugth, they ſheruered their Speares all to peeces, and 
without doing anie moze haͤrme, palled the one by the other 
with

rill that mighte tome vnto his Loꝛd, foꝛ that he was aſſaul- 
fed with fo ſtrong and valiant knightes, ſtraight waies af- 
ter that he ſawe the battaile begunne, retourned vato the 
campe , and ſecretlie declared vnfo the gran Campion all 
that paſſed, who ſtraight waies without anie ſtaping armed 
himſelfe with his ſtrong armour , and mounting vppon a 
mightie Elephant deparfed out from the armie, and gave 
none fo vnderſtand whether he went, but all men thought 
that he went fo recrcate himſelfe in the Countrie, as the 
others were gone. Then taking his waie towards the wil⸗ 
derneſſe, by reaſon of the great pace of the Elephant, in a 
ſhoꝛt ſpace he came thether, but pet two miles god befoꝛe he 
came vnto the place of their combat, be heard the great noiſe 
the which they incide with their terrible blowes, which gaue 
ſuch a found thꝛongh the wedes and valletes, a 

compante of perces of Oꝛdinance had be c ſhot off, and fol⸗ 
lowing the ſound, by aime he came vnto the place, hee was 
not as pet come vnto the place of the battaile by a god 
ſtones calf, when that he ſaw comming towards him on the 
one ſide in great haſt a knight of a bigge ſtature and great 
members, who ſeemed to be a gyant, mounted vpon a great 
hoꝛſe verie well armed, and his Speare in his hand, and as 
it appeared by his haſtie comming, he was allured thether 
by the noiſe of the battaile betweene the three knights, but 
when he ſawe the gran Campion, he neuer reſted till her 
tame vnto him, and ſapd. 

Whether art thou iourneping this waie Bradaman? 
Then he verie angrie becauſe the knight was ſo bolde to 
aſke him whether he went, wold not anſ were him becauſe 
he would not be deteined, till ſuch time as he lawe in what 
{tate the battaile was betwirt the thꝛeꝛr knights, but letting 
ſpurres vnto his Elephant, he rode on, and this big knight 
followed him till they came wheras the battaile was made, 
and ſawe that it was the beſt fought battaile that euer they 
had ſeene in all their liues, fo2 that the two Pꝛinces Meri- 
dian and Brandimardo were verie valiant knights, and of 
great foꝛce and ſtrength, and charged Bramarant with their 

U. v. mightie 
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him about the field as though he had bene dead, and haning 
no power fo make reſiſtance againſt his vnbꝛideled wzath, 
he went after him with great villanie, foz to ſtrike him a⸗ 
nother blowe befoꝛe that he ſhould come vnto himſelfe, the 
which being perceiued by that ſtout knight Brandimardo, 
with great furie he ſet ſpurres vnto his hoꝛſe, and befoze 
that Bramarant had ſpace fo2 fo ſtrike Meridian, h ouer⸗ 
toke him, and ſtroke him ſuch a blowe with his ſwoꝛde in 
both his handes vpon the right ſhoulder, that he had ouer⸗ 
thzowne him vnto the around, if that he had not embꝛaced 
himſelfe with his hoꝛſe necke. Then the furious Pagan 
ſting himſelfe fo intreated fraight waics letled himſelfe in 
his ſaddle, and returned and ſtroke ſuch a blowe at Bran- 
dimardo vpon his healme , that he thought verilie his teeth 
had bene all bꝛoken in his head with beating one agapnſt 
another, his head was ſo ouerladen, and almoſt from himſelf 
the raines of his bꝛidle fell out of his hand, z his hozſe ran 
awaie with him, at which time the valtant P2ince Meridi- 
an was come againe vnto himſelfe, and was verie ſozric fo: 
that Brandimardo was come foꝛ to helpe him, but with ve⸗ 
rie great w2ath and angrie courage he returned vpon Bra- 
marant, his aduerſarie did the like, as alſo Brambimardo,ſo 
that betweene thꝛer the battatle was ſo well fought, that it 
was a ſtrange thing fo behold. But now let vs leaue them 
fo2 to tell what happened after this. 

Pou ſhall vnderſtand that by and by alter that theſe thꝛer 
valiant knights were departed out of the campe, by manp 
they were found lacking, pet there was not one that knew 
wherefoꝛe they went, neither did they imagine that betwirt 
them there ſhould bee ante deſtance, ſo that the Emperour 
Alycandro and all the reſt were without anie care oꝛ ſuſs 
pition of that matter, but thonght verilie that they had ben 
gone all tho vpon ſome aduenture which was offered vn⸗ 
to them in that Countrie . Likewiſe the great valour that 
was in all the th:re,dibaſſure them to be without ante care 
of whatſocucy peril might happen vnto them, but that man 
whoime Bramarant carried with him, fearing the great pe⸗ 

rill 
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two made in their tontention, left off their toimbat, and dyd 
behold the other, and were greatlie amazed to ſ& with what 
great furie and fozce they executed their blowesthe one vp⸗ 

pon the other, the gran Campion they knew , but not the 
— knight, pet they had him in eſtimation of a woꝛthie 
kmght,and were verie deſirous to know who he was, foz 
that they could not imagine whom he ſhould be, ſo mighte⸗ 
lie did he behaue himſelke . Thus after a while that they 
beheld the battaile of the two, beeing verie deſirous for to 
conclude and make an end of theirs, they beganne a new to 
charge the one the other ſo ſtronglie, that it ſemed they 
were moꝛe fierce and furions at that time than they were 
at the beginning. And being in this angrie and doubtfull 
battatle, the Yyitozic doth leaue the one and the other, fo: 
tell yon of the knight of the Sunne, who with the Pzins 
teſſe Claridiana remained in the ſolitarie Jland. 


How the knight of the Sunne and the Princeſſe Claridiana 
after that chey were departed from the ſolitarie Iland, did 
deliuer their Pages and the knightes of Candia from

> 282. woutde haue lead their liues, cleane voide 
of al care and thought of their high and ropall eſtates, if 
they might haue been free of the great bondage in the which 
they were bound, but hauing a great reſpec foꝛ fo accom- 
pliſh their duties, the lame date that they met together, and 
gov + the one the other, they departed out from the Jland, 
and embarked themſelues in the Pꝛinceſſe ſhip, and hauing 


a faire winde and pꝛoſperous, with great toy they "_ 5 
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mightie blowes, verie thicke and tronglie,in ſuch ſozt,that 
if he had not bene of fo great valour and ſozce as he was, be 
could not haue pꝛeuailed againſt them. But this furious 
Pagan was ſo bꝛaue and couragious, that he eſtœmed in 
nothing their mightie blows, but repaied them with others 
of ſo great tkrength, that many times her made them fo a- 
ſtonied, that they were dꝛiuen to ſuſtaine themſelues by 
heir addle bowes and hozfe neckes to kepe themſelues 
from falling, but by reaſon that they were two of great vas 
lour, they aiwaies put him in great perplexitie, which cau⸗ 
ſed his anger and wꝛath the mo2e to increaſe.

Then the f: Norge Pagan! Bran Narant, and the two knights that 
dis battaile with him, with the great noiſe that the other

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the knight of the Sunne who heard and ſawe all that paſs 
fed, without dzawing anie \ wo2d, ſtroke him with his ar⸗ 
med fiſt ſuch a blowe vppon the head , that he buckled his 
helme into hes bzaines,and ouerthzew him deadat his feet. 
Then all the reſt greatlie amazed at that blow, dꝛew their 
Cwo2ds and leapt altogether into their ſhip, and beganne to 
char ge them with their blowes in the beft wiſe they could, 
but theſe two who in the like conflicts were verie well ex⸗ 
perimented, dꝛew out their fine and flaſhing \ wo2ds,and ſe 
beſturred themſelues, that with a few blows they llew fire 
of themzx the other which remained, making a great noiſe 
leapt againe into their ſhips, out of the which came ſtraight 
wates fozth moꝛe than thirfie other nights, who ſer med to

them great loue, and foz that ſhe would not be knowen of 
the other, ſhe did not raiſe bp her beauer, buf commaunded 
that it ſhoulde not be knowen who ſhe was Then the 
knights of Candia and the auncient Pilot came and kiſſed 
the hands of the knight of the Dunne, gining him arcatc

that woꝛthie # famous dev ſhould be manifeſt vnto all the 
woꝛld, they commanded the Fauno to be ſkinned oꝛ flaied, 
filled the (kinne kull of ſtraw, and ſo carried it vnto many 
Countries,

made againſt the furie of thoſe two knights, knerled downe 
betoze them, and craued pardon foꝛ their liues. Then they 
who were redie to accompliſh their requeſts, did grant them 
their deſires, and vnderſtanding the truth hol they were 
rouers, i how that they had many pꝛiſoners in their ſhips, 
they commannded them to bꝛing them fo2th befoze them 
Then they obeving their tommandement, carried them into 
certaine bigge cabbines in their ſhips, whercas they found 
many men and women with chaines and boltes of pꝛon, 
and amongſt them the knight of the Sunne knew his god 
Pages Binnano and Aurelio, and the twentie knightes of 
Candia that were in his companie.

koze our deaths this excellent and woꝛthy pꝛince our 1,020, 
Lyc Knight of the Dunne recciuied them with great! our, 
and raiied themlromthe ground,ta ping: Py god friends,

Ooe and kt ethe handes ofmy Las 
die and miltres the Painceſde Ch arödiana, — next vnta 
God hath deliuered me from death, They hearing the lame, 
meruailed 
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himſelle wfth ſome other ſtrong armour, which the pꝛinces 
hadde,packed in fardels, the which her damſels car ped al⸗ 
wapes with her,foz to chaunge at all times at her pleaſure, 
becauſe ſhe would not be knowne, This thing they ſtraight 
waies put in vꝛe, and the knight of the Sunne vnarmed 
himlelle of that god armour that was of the Pzince Mert- 
dian, and gaue them vnto the danſells of the pꝛinces, foꝛ fo 
put them info their kardels, and he armed himſelfe with 
others, the which was all Aſure,and full of ſtarres of gold, 
and garniſhed abaut full of fine pꝛecious Stones, and in 
ſtrength and godneſſe, nothing infertour vato his owne, foꝛ 
that they were made bp the wiſeſt men that were to be 
found in all the Empire of Lrapiſonda, and although they 
were made fo2 the pꝛinces, pet were they fit foꝛ the knight 
of the Sunne, fo2 that in ſtature they were almoſt cquall, 


but pet the knight ol the Dunne was moze fuller of ũeſghe 


then ſhe was, although ſhe was mectclic reaſonable in all 
parts, 

Being thus armed as you haue heard, he toke a bigge 
and light hoꝛſe, one of them that the Damſels bzought,and: 
left his owne to be lead alongſt by the reines, and cuucred 
his hoꝛne that he had on his fo2ebcad, becauſe he ſhould not 
be knowne , Likewiſe,the pzinces being armed with other 
ſtrong a b21ight armour, both of them to gether with great 
ioye and plcalurc, toe their tourney towards the mightie 
citie of Con!tantivople, And the lecond dape after their de⸗ 
parture from the poꝛt, theß entred into the wilderneſſe of 
Orecia, wherein they hadde not trauailed fully two miles, 
but they heard a great and continuall nopſe, which ronge 
and ſounded throughout all the wilderneſle, and it ſemen 
vnto them to be the noiſe of ſome ſtrong and well fonghfen 
battaile o2 combat on hozſebacke, And being verie deſirous 
to. know what it ſhould bee, they amended their hozſe pace, 
and rade that wape from. whence they thought the nopſe 
ſhould come, In the ende of a god houre that they had tra⸗ 
uailed, the noyſe bꝛought them vnto the place whereas the 
Gran Campion and his aduerſarie made their combat on 
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Conntries,cauſing great admiration vnto all thoſe that did 
ſe it, in the end they carried it vnfo Grecia, as in the euent 
of this Hyſtozie ſhall be told you, - 
When the knights of Candia vnderſfod all that they de⸗ 
fired they gaue the knight of the Sunne to vnderſtand how 
that fifteene daies pat, as they were all together nauigating 
towards Candia, thep met at the ſea with that roauer, and 
after a long time that they had made battaile with them, by 
reaſon that thep were manp, they were conſtrained to yeld 
and be their pꝛiſoners, and how that long befoze that, they 
had taken his Pages, and they returned backe againe foz to 
ſeke the ſolitarie zland in his demand, and there to die in 
his companie. Thus after a while that they had bene with 
him, and giuen him to vnderſtand of al that had paſſed with 
them, ſaping, that he had a tourney in hand with his com⸗ 
panion,that he could not by ante meanes excuſe, and ſo com⸗ 
mitted them to God and god foꝛtune, and cave them the 
ſhips ofthe roauers, and all the riches that was in them, 
which was a great quantitie, foꝛ the which they gaue him 
great thankes and kiſied his handes, taking their leaue of 
him, although with a better will they woulde haue gone 
with him in his compante . And being departed they twke 
their iournep fowardes the ſolitarie Jland, hauing inough 
to do all their liues after fo2 to tel of the knight of the Sun. 
Then he with the dzinceſſe, embarked themſelues into 
their owone ſhip, and hauing the winde pꝛoſperous, with all 
ſailes bearing, thep ſailed towardes the Empire of Grecia, 
and not being troubled with contrarte winds, neither with 
ſtoꝛmes no: teimpelts, in a ſhoꝛt ſpace they ariued in a pozt 
the which was but two dates tourney from Conſtantinople, 
Whereas they vnderſtod of the great multitude of Pagans 
that were entered into Grecia, and in what ſkate the wars 
were in, then they gaue great thankes vnto almightie God, 
and departed from thence, and fo2 that the kniaht of the 
Sunne would not be knowen, till ſuch time as he had done 
ſome valiant act woꝛthie to be noted, they agreꝛd he ſhould 
leaue his armour and his hozſe that he had, and to arme 
himſelke 
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EN the knight of the Sunne without knowing Meri- 
dian or Brandimardo, made alle for them with *

& Ith great deſire foꝛ to know thoſe two woz- 
thie and valiant knights, Meridian 4 Bran- 
57 I dimardo, with the mightie Pagan Brama- 
N rant, was the knight of the Sunne and the 
Punceſſe beholding the ſtrong and rigoꝛcus 
1 e that was betwirt them and they ſ&- 
med 1055 Pa to be the maſt ſtrongeſt x valtanteil knights 
that euer they ſawe in all their liues, and foz that her was 
fullie perl waded that he who made the combat with the 
gran Campion was Roſicleer, ſo likewiſe he thought that it 
could not be other wiſe, but thoſe who dyd combat with Bra- 
marant muſt nds be of his compante , and poſſible to bee 
thoſe two P2inces Brandizel and Clauery 10,02 that migh- 
tie Tropan Onltedes,foz that they did reſemble verie much 
thoſe knights. 

Then the wozthie knight of the Sunne being berie 
deſirous fo2 to make peace and quiet neſle betwirt them, foꝛ 
that they were all valiant and ſtrong knights, as alſa fo2 to 
know who Bramarant was, left the Pzinceſſe and went un⸗ 
to them, and putting himlelfe betwirt them, he ſayde.; Sir 
knights, 3 ſhall receiue it in great curteſie, i that at my re⸗ 

queſt you will leaue off this battaile betwirt pou, fo: that it 
is à great griefe vnto me to ſe ſuch wozthie and valiant 
knightes as vou are, contend to kill one another, Without 
hauing anie iuſt occaſion therebnto, Then the tive woꝛ⸗ 
thie Princes N leridian and Brandimaido ſœing the gentle 
dilpoſition of the knight of the Sun, z the great curteſie her 
ved in his woꝛdes, ſtraight wales withdzew themſelues a 
part, in laping that they were verie well content at his 
requelt ſo fog to doe, foꝛ that as then they themſelues knew 
K. ii. not 
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the one ſide, and on the other fide the font Bramarant, with 
Brandimardo and Meridian, and foꝛ that the knight of the 
Sunne knewe none of all thoſe knightes ; but onelie the 
gran Campion, which was by his great and huge bignelle, 
they all greatlie meruailed to ſœ that ſtrong and rigoꝛous 
battaile that was betwernne them, and coulde not imagine 
who that valiant Pagan Bramarant ſhould be, foꝛ that vn⸗ 
to his remembꝛance he had not ſcene a knight of lo bigge a 
ſtature, and one that ſtroke lo terrible blowes, neither could 
he fall into the reckoning of thoſe ſtout and valiant knights 
Meridian and Brandimardo ,who fo ſtronglie div charge 
their aduerſarie, and made ſo great reſiſfaunce againſt the 
farie of that Pagan . On the other parte they greatlie bes 
held the gran Campion and his aduerſarie, and as they 
were beholding the ſingular diſpoſition of the knight, and 
the high bountie Wherewith hee made his combat with 
Bradaman,he [awe that it could bee no other but his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Roſicleer, and greatlie reioyced to ſee with what cou⸗ 
rage and mightie foꝛce hee made his combat, as alſo in what 
feeble ſtate he had bꝛought him, and there they ſtaied a god 
while to beholde them, and the Paiacefſe Claridiana ſapde 
within her ſelfe, that ouer and above all knights that were 
in the wo2ld, God had created the ſonnes of the Emperour 
T revatio to bee moſt mightieſt, and with great reaſon they 
beſcrued to beare the pꝛaiſe aboue all other, fo2 that they: 
high knighthode and meruatlous feates of armes were 
without compariſon . Truth it was, fo2 that knight which 
at that time combatted with Bradaman was Rolicleer, who 
being aduertiſed by a knight howe that he ſawe the Gran 
Campion depart out of the Campe, he hauing a great defire 
to make an end ok their fozmer battaile begunne, verie ſes 
cretlic(withoat giuing ante knowledge vnto the Emperour 
Trebatio, went foꝛth of the Citie, and rode fo falt vpon his 
bozſe Rondarte, that her onertoke Bradaman, as bath bene 
tolde pon befoze.

ſe how ffrongly Bramarant,dps combat with him, who al⸗ 
though moꝛe then two honres befoꝛe he hadde marinfainey 
battaile againſt the other two knights, pet at this time ther 
appered no point of wearines in him but rather he ſhetocd 
nen fo be moꝛe bꝛauer 4 furtons then at h beginning. 
Then after when that the knight of the Summe began 
fo be kindled in wꝛath and that his pꝛe increaſed, was the 
baftaile wozthie to be loled on, to ſee what he did therein, 
fo that his terrible blowes were ſuch, that euerie one of 
cht was ſufficient foꝛ to haue clouen an armed knight from 
toppe to toe, i they had not bene defended by their inchaun⸗ 
ted armour : great aboundante of ſparkes of fire ficw out 
of their armour, and flew vp a great way in the ay2e, be 
foze they loſt their light, and with the great noyſe which 
they made in ſtriking they2 blowes,all that wilder nelle did 
ring there with, and Meridian and Brandimardo that were 
talking together, could ſcarce hears the one the other, but 
had their cares nummed with the nopſe thereof, 
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not fo2 what canſe they dyd make that battaile . But this 
pꝛoude and fierce Pagan Bramarant , who was verie furi⸗ 
dus and w2athfull , with a great deſire to reuenge himſelfe 
vpon them, with a pꝛoude diſdatnefall and ho2ſe voyce, 
foming at the month, ſapde: Knight get thee away ſtraight 
wales from that place, and ſo that thou ſpe at; oft no moe 
vnto mee of that matter, foꝛ if thou doſt, J doe \ weare onto 
ther, that in concluding of the battaile with theſe two, 3 wt! 
begin it with ther, and then thou ſhalf quickly pay mee this 
anger and griefe which thou haſte giuen mee. And as the 
knight of the Sunne did reply in requeſting him againe fo 
accompliſh his requeſt , He verie furious and angerie, lift 
bp his heauie [word, and ſtroke him (ach a blow vpon the 
healme, that he daſeled the ſight of his eyes, and ſaide, now 
come pon all the againſt me, fo; J will reuenge my (cle 
on you all, 
Then the knight of the Sunne, who receiucd not 
lo much grieke in receiuing that blow, as in the diſcourteſie 
of Bramarant, in dzawing out his god ſwoꝛd ſapde here 3 
doe pꝛomiſe the pꝛoude and diſcourtedus knight, that this 
which thou woulde ſt not accompliſh noꝛ doe at my requeſt, 
this mp moztall batfaile ſhall make ther to doe by force, 
and concluding theſe woꝛds, he tourned vnto the other two 
knights, deſtring them to let him deale alone with him. But 
they fo2 that they did not know him, and had felt by erpe- 
rience,the mightie power of Bramarant, would not conſent 
therevnto , fo2 that they thought it a thing impoſſible , foz 
him to make defence againſt that mightie and fierce Pagan 
halle a quarter of an houre. Fut pet in the ende, he did ſo 
much impoꝛtune them, that they were conltrained there⸗ 
unto, with condition that they ſhould faccour him, when 
that they did ſee that he ode in anie nede of either of their 
helpes. 

Here was the ſtout Pagan Bramarant greatly amazen 
fo ſee how that knight durſt venter to combat with hiui 
Alone, and ta refalc the ayde of the other two god knights, 
could not immagine who it ſhould be, but iudged rather that

And as yet he hadde not 
well righted himſelfec in the ſaddle, when that this ſtronge 
Jagar ſtroke him an other blow ouerthwart the healme, 

eled the ſight of his eyes, and it lacked little to 
pine him of his remembzaunce , 

Then this valiant knight ſeeing himſelfe ſo entreated of 
bis enimie, being all kindeled in wzath, rapſed himſeife in 
his ſtirruppes, and with his \wo2d in both his handes, dyd 
ſtrike ſuch a furious blow at this tout and diueliſh pagan, 
vpon his enchanted healme,thet being depꝛined of his ſight 
and remembzaunce,he declpned backewards ſo much, that 
bis head almoſt touched his hozſe buttockes, in ſuch ſoꝛte, 
that if he hadde not ſtraight wayes come fo his remem- 
bꝛance, and with all the ſtrength of his legges and bodie,

As he that New Hercules, was very little, who was he 
that had the vico21e in all things.

Then Roſicleer meruailing greatlie at that knight, fo;

Ather foure knights comming fowardes him, he likewiſe 
went towards them, and received them with great courte⸗ 
fie, fo: that he knew both Meridian and Brandimardo, by 
reaſon their faces was diſcouered. And foz that he had them 
in eſtimation to be no leſſe vertuous then woꝛthie and oa- 
liant knights, he lift vp the bener of his healme, and diſco- 
uered himſelfe vnto them, ſaying, By god Lo2ds , J doe 
verely bel&ue , that the battaile the which pou hadde with 
Bramarant, onaht mo2e to be attributed vnto his great 
p2ide,then of any miſuſing committed of your parts againſt 
him, fo2 that it is not in pour conditions. 

Then Meridian and Brandimardo, reteiued bim verie 
courteoullp and retopſcd verie much in knowing him, and 
Meridian ſapde: Wozthp p2ince, J doe giue great thankes 
onto all our gods, foꝛ that they haue giuen mee to Know ſo 
great woꝛthineſſe, as this dap J haue (ene in vou, and in 
this woꝛthie and valtant knight. And J pꝛomiſe pou the 
occaſion of our battaile was fo? a very light matter, foꝛ that 
vnto pꝛende and hautie perſons a little thing is enough to 
bꝛing them out of quiet There dvd he declare vnto them all 
that cuer hadde paſſed bctwirt them till ſuch time as that 
knight came thether, and put Bramarant in that eſtate as 
vou haue heard. All this time dyd the knight of the Sunne 
bchold Rolicleer, his b2other, and reioyſed very much to lee 
him lo god, rong, and valiant, and if if had not bene, be⸗ 
cauſe he would not anger noꝛ giue any diſconfentment vn⸗ 
to the pꝛinces, he would haue ginen him ſelfe to be knowen 
vnto him, his iope and pleaſure was ſo great, but becauſe it 
was the pꝛinces will, not at that pꝛeſent to be knowen, it 
was dilſembled, although that Roſicleer, and the other pꝛin⸗ 
ces dyd deſire it verie much, who being greatly amazed, at 
the mightie and gallant diſpoſition of both of them, could 
not be perf waded to the contrarye , but that one of them 
ſhould be the knight of the Sunne. 

At this time the knight began fo appꝛoch, and the pꝛin⸗ 
ces lapde that it was tune fo2 them all fo2 to retourne, thep 
vnto their campe, and the other vnto the citie. 


And 
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at this pꝛeſent he lacked french fo: to defend himſelfe 
from one alt ne knight, of a great deale leſſe ſtature than he 
was of, who with one alonelie blow he flew him, and dyd 
abate his peide, the which many thouſands of Gpants could 
not'voe {Likewiſe moꝛtall men doe thinke, and doe boaſt 
themſelnes moꝛe of vertue, than of valiantneſſe oꝛ ſtrength, 
foꝛ that alone the foꝛte of the ſoule, in that which recetucth 
no ſtrength cannot be ouercome, neither hath foꝛtune ante 
power againſt it, and as it is placed in the loule, it hath no 
nerde ot ante coꝛpoꝛall ſtrength, and accoꝛding vnto the ſays 
ing of the wiſe Lyrgandeo and Artemidoro, they were not 
ſo much moued, by the high knighthod and moztall conflics 
of theie two ſo woꝛthie Princes, foz to write this mightie 
Vyſtoꝛie, as they were by their great vertues, and ortellen⸗ 
tie of courage and gallant demeanours , the which in all 
their life times did ſhine in them, foꝛ which cauſe ( laie they 
they were moꝛe eſteemed and had greater tame, than fo2 the 
great fozce and ſtrength which they had, and alwates they 
did eſkeme themſelues, and delighted moze in vertue than 
in their ſtrength, and therefoze theſe wiſe men ſate, that if 
this mightie Bypſtozie be pleaſant and delightfull v * the 
readers, ſo ſhall it be no icſſe profitable vnto them, that 
with great care and diligence will note and conſider well, 
how theſe knightes were giuen vnto vertue all their Iyfe 
times. 

Thus as it is verie pꝛofitable and neceſſarie for the fa, 
king out of anic woꝛke to haue a patterne beſoꝛe him, euen 
ſo likewiſe it is no leſſe neceſfarie and p2ofifable vnto hi im 
chat will ame himſelfe fo vertue, the _> patterne oz ex⸗ 
alnple of verfurs , in eſpeciall of theſe lo high and wozthto 
Pꝛinces in whom by realon of their hig 6 eſtates, their ver⸗ 
tue and bountie doch ſhine the cleerer. But now fo returne 
to our matter. 

The Moſtoꝛie ſaith, that when the gran C ampion was 
dead, Roſiclcer dyd make c. cane his (W ode, and put if bp 
into his ſheath, giuing infinite thankes vnto almightie God 
fo; that vidozie permitted vndo him, and when he ſawe the

Campion, dead in the wilderneſſe, their ioye and pleaſure 
dyd rcbonble in them all, ſckewiſe when that he told them 
of the battaple, which the wrange knight Had made with 
Bramarant, thep Were greatiy amazed, and cculd not im⸗ 
magine what knight he Could be cf fo great power and 
foꝛte, except it were the knight of the Dunne, who of long 
time they neuer heard any ncwes ok:pet they thought ve⸗ 
rely that if it were he, he would not kape him ſelfe lecret, 
fo that the Emperour and all the reſt remained in a con- 
fuſion, aud payed vnto God, that it might be the knight of 
the Sunne, fo2 that haning him with them, they ſhould 
thinke themſelues in great ſecuritie of the mightie power 
of the Pagans, ſurely they receiued great griefe fo2 his ab- 
ſence, although the god Cmperour dyd make no ſhew ther⸗ 
of, pet dyd there neuer enter any mirth info his heart, ſince 
bis departure out of the tourt, and in eſpecial foꝛ that he had 
lent many knights into diners parts, foꝛ to ſerke him, but 
yet could he neuer heare any newes ok him: and now was 
his minde full of fuſpectton that it ſhould be he, that made 
the battaple with Bramarant. Then raight waies, he ſent 
vnto the two knights two Tentes, verie ritch of gold and 
ſilke, with bedding verie god foꝛ them and foꝛ their damſels 
and ſquires,and all other things which he thought nerdeful 
and neceſſarie foꝛ them, and lent the king of Macedonia, in 
his behalfe vnto them, with them that carrped the Tentes, 
When that he came into the field, he ſtraight wapes mette 
with them, to whome the king dyd pꝛeſent that which was 
ſent, and ſapde that the Emperour did ſend them great tom⸗ 
mendations, ſaping, that if it were their pleaſares fo2 to en⸗ 
ter into the Citie and take their lodging, he ſhould receiue 
great pleaſure and contentment therein, foz that there he 
could better giue them ſuch honour as vnto ſo god knights 
bath appertatne:the which they receiued with great thanks, 
and ſent him woꝛd that they did kifſe his Empenall hands 
fo; the great conrtefte ſhewed vnto them. hen that the 
king was departed, the ſquires of the knight of the Sunne 
and the damſels, did arme and raiſe vp their Tents, ſom⸗

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And as they ſaide, it was concluded, and they all departed 
together from that place:and when that they came nigh vn⸗ 
to their campe, Meridian and Brandimardo, dyd take their 
leaue of Rolicleer, and of the knight of the Sunne, giuing 
then great thankes,foz that which they had done foz them, 
offering vnto them great courteſie. 

Then that they were departed, Roiicleer,dyd aſke the 
knight of the Sunne and the pꝛinces, ik it were their pleas 
{ure fo2 to goe and take their lodging with him in the citie 
and pallace of his Father the Emperour, who will take 
great iope and pleaſure foz to honour ſuch knights as they 
Were, within his owne pallace. Zhen they aunſ wered him 
with great courteſie, giuing him thankes fo2 his gentle cf- 
fer, but deſired him at that time that he would pardon them, 
and heareafter they ſhall haue better opoztunitie of tüme 
fo2 to goe and kifſe the handes of the Cmperonr , but firſt 
their determination was, fo2 to doe hum ſome ſeruice in 
thoſe warres: and how that with this pꝛetence,thep tame 
foꝛth of their countries, the Which is verie farre,and a great 
wap out of Grecia, foꝛ which occaſſon they came vnp2ont- 
ded of things necefſarte to their perlons, requeſting him to 
pleaſure them ſo much as to fend them a Tent, foꝛ to lodge 
themſclacs, and their ſquires : whereat Roficlee: was Wo 
rie glad, fo: that they would be of thetr par t, and koꝛ to 
ſend them ont of hand, the Tent, he tote his laue of them, 
leauing them in the field, harde by the other campe, he en⸗ 
tred into the Citie and went vnto the ropall pallace, wher - 
as he founde the Emperour, and all the other high pꝛinces, 
in a great alteration , determining to; to arme themſelues 
fo2 to goe and lake hun, fo2 that they could not be are any 
nelves of him, where he was become, miſtruſting that ſome

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| but when they ſaw him enter in, tlep were all veric 
glad and 10P ſull, but in ct peci Il che Enaperoy ir, Who * 
f hi: n where he hadde ge ben 19 44 zen he in the! eſence of them 
all declare d What had happened unko him ſince bi 5 depar⸗ 
ture out of the citie. Bat when he (aid that he lelt the Gran 
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bzanch from the ſame he made thereof a huge and knottie 
clubbe, and taking it in both his handes he let ſpurres vn⸗ 
to his hoꝛ ſe, and with ſo great furie that it ſeemed a whirle 
Winde, he returned vnto the place from whence hee came, 
in the demaund and ſeeking out of the knighles that habde 
made battaile with him, ſ wear ing chat he would not legue 
one of them aliue, but when he came vnto the place where⸗ 

as the battaile was made, and found none other but the 
gran Campion his Father dead, lying along vppon the 
ground all to bee rayed with his owne bloud, ihece was ng 
compariſon to bee made with the wꝛath of lo famiched a 
Lion, neither that of the firce Tyger, when that they haue 
loſt their whelpes, as vnto the fur ie and wꝛath of that ſtout 
am diueinch Pagan , when that he ſawe his Father to 
lie in that ſozte dead, his Wzath, courage, and furte was 
ſuch, that he lemed rather to bee an infernall vineil; than a 
knight, ye might haue accounted himſelke Unhappie, that 
ſhould haue palled by him at that pꝛelſent, ſoꝛ at that time 
he would haue combatted with all the legions of inkernall 
diuells, and not finving vppon whom he might execute his 
furious w2ath, heute vp his cies Unto heauen, and lapde 
thus. 

Oh falſe and traiterdus Gods, enimics bnfo mp generous 
and natur all blond, all pou together haue bone confederate

And in ſaying 
theſe wozds,be likt vphis bene arid great cutting [word, t 
with it in both his hands, he ſtroke this god knight luch a 
blowe vpon his helme, that it made hun to dechne his head 
downe to his bꝛeaſt, and the are flew out thereof, as out ci 
a flint ſtone, but the knight of the Hunne reainced him that 
blow with both his hands, and ſtroke him luch a one vpon;

he had not imbꝛaced himſelfe with his hoꝛſe necke, then bes 
gan the one to late vpon the other verie ſtrenglie, with fg

There were 
ſome in the Campe which ſing the great deſtruction that 
hee made, ranne onto the Citie, and gaue aduertiſement vn⸗ 
to the Emperour I rebatio of all that paſſed, who out of 
bands with all the other wozthie Princes and knightes, 
made themlelues in a readineſſe fog to goe fo2th and make 
reſiſtance againſt that pꝛeude Dagan . At this time fo: 
thatithe great vpꝛoare and tumult that was in the Campe 
was verie well heard by the Wo2thie knight of the Dunne 
and the Pꝛinceſle Clarichiana, who were ſomewhat aparted 
and ſeparated from the reſt, and verie deſlrous fo2 to know 
what it ſyould bee, with a trice they cauſed themlelues to be 
armed with t heir rich and ſtrong armour, and mounting 
vpon their bo2ſes, they rode fozthwith towardes the place 
whereas they heard the noile of the battaile,but when they 
came whereas Bramarant Was, they were wonderkullie a⸗ 
mazed at the great furie 4 wzath of the Nagan, and ſuppo⸗

Then after that they had battatled together 
moꝛe than the fpace of one houre, this furious and fierce Na⸗ 
gan ſapd within himſelfe, that his aduerſaiis was fa ſtrong 
and fur ious, that he could not iudge to the conttat ie but that 
he muſt needs be ſome infernal diuell, oꝛ that Pluto Pꝛince 
of dinells. And moze than this, J am compaſſed about with 
ſo many and god knights, that when lo euer 7 get the vie⸗ 
to2ic of this battaile, à hall aue inough to doe with them,

battaile, and thether whereas the moſt people were gathe⸗ 
red together, and when they came thether , they ſawe that 
fierce Pagan and the knight of the Dunne, how they be- 
haued themſelues in their batfatle , and by reaſon that it 
was night, and their blowes ſtrong and great, Wherewith 
great abutidancezof fire flew ont of their armours, it was a 
ſtrange and wonderfull thing fo beholde,ſo that the Empe⸗ 
rour and all thoſe that came with him meruailed greatlie 
at the ſtrong and mightie fo:ce of them both. Then when 
this tout Pagan ſawe himſelfe compaſſed rounde about 
with ſo many people, and knew that the Emperour and all 
the reſt of thoſe pꝛecious and wozthie knightes that came 
with him were there pꝛeſent, he ſawe that as then it was 
verie nedfvll foꝛ him to ve all his whole fo2ce t ſtrength, 
and bering deſirous in their pꝛeſence to ſhew fozth all his 
greate and mightie power „her charged the knight of the 
Sunne with terrible and heauie blowes , reuenging and 
blaſpheming a rainſt himſelfe, and thus he lapd within his 
heart. 

Oh lupiter, if it bee ſo that thou art he that doth combat 
with mee, J doe deſire thee to tell mee, foꝛ that if thou be he, 
here J doe pꝛomiſe to acknowledge the to he a God, and 
J will honour thæ as thou doeſt deſerue and J doe at this 
pꝛeſent confeſſe that thy power is great. 

And when hee had ſayd theſe woꝛdes, and ſawe that the 
fo: ce and ſtrength of his adnerſarie dyd ſtül increaſe, her 
was erie furious and wꝛathfull againſt himſelfe, and ſayd: 
Oh baſe and vile knight Bramarant , wherefoze Houldelt 
thou acknowledge him to be a God, although he were the 
fame lupiter, hauing foꝛce and ſtrength inough, not onelie 
fo: £0 defend thy ſelfe from him, but alſo fox ta · deſtroie and 
tate © ut all thole faile and traiterous Gods, And in ſaying 


theſe

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that the Gods ſhould come and reuenge themſelues if that 


they were agrieued Mith the which Bramarant did put 
the whole campe in an vpꝛoꝛe, and inany ripaired vnto the 


plate whereas he went, and although he did raſe and de⸗ 
rote all their Idols, pet there was not one that was lo har⸗ 
dit oz durſt make anie defence agamſt him, till ſuch time 
as he came vnto Meridian, who entered in battaile v7 
him, and would haue perſeuered in the lam e, that the Em 
perour Alvcandro, accompanicÞ 41th all thoſe kinges and 


mightie pzinces had not tome, and put peace betwerne them, 


appeaſing the great furie of Bramarant with faire woes, 


N03 to retourne vnto the knight of the Sunne, that re- 


mained in the Campe of the Chziſtians, the Byſto⸗ 
rie ſaith. that the great deſire which the Emperour Trebatio 
and Roſicleet, and al the other woꝛthie Pzinces and knights 
had, foꝛ to know who the knight of the Sunne was, and his 
companion, they would not depart from them till ſuch time 
as the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana by great impoꝛtunation did pul 
off her-hebme,and went vnto the knight of the Sunne and 
pulled off his, and returned vnto the Cmperour and ſayde : 
My god Loꝛd let pour highneſſe behold, if that contentment 
and ſatiſfaction be not made of all the tumult and trauaile 
Which hath bene cauſed vnto you this night, by this knight 
and that Pagan which is runne awate, But when that the 
Emperdur and all thoſe knights did know them, it cannot 
be rehearſed the great iop, mirth, and pleaſure that they all 
receiued, fo: that there was not one amongſt them all, that 
deſired anie thing ſo much as to heare newes of the knight 
of the Dunne. 

Then the Emperour ſayde : Faire and woꝛthie Þ zin- 
ceſſe, J was alwaies fullie perſwaded with my ſelfe, that 
pour ſoueraigne highnefſe could not let but come and ſuc⸗ 
cour vs, and put vs all in great ſecuritie. Then the knight 
of the Sunne came fo2 to kille the handes of the Empe⸗ 
rour, who receiued him with that great lcuc that he alwates 
bare vnto him , Then ſtraight waies came fo2th the king 
Florion, and with him the wiſe Lyrgando,and ſapd vntd the 

P. b. Empe⸗ 
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this forif Pagan had not bꝛagged no! aduanced Himſelfe of 
this blow if that he had karried a littte longer, fo2 that the 
aht of the Sunne came ſfraight waies againe to him⸗ 
elfe and ſetled hümſelfe in his faddle, and attoꝛding vnto 
dwzath ehe which he had, it could not be other⸗ 
Wile'but his unt were te bor verie perilldus, but hee woulde 
nok abide the ſame; foꝛ that he hadde not ſo ſone giuen the 
blows/When that he turned his hoꝛte about and (ct ſpurrrs 
vnto his ſides, and with great fur ie he put himſelfe into the 
thickelf of alt the people that were beholding the battarlo; 
and Athor A were ver ie clofe together the better to be⸗ 
holde all- hat paſſed;he verie guicklie made a great ©bjod? 
waie, what with killing and wounding, he onerthꝛew ma⸗ 
vy with his worde, and with an infernall foꝛce he thiuſt 
himſelfe in the middeſt of all the campe, killing and Naying 
all that euer he met with, ſo that there was none that durſt 
tome befoꝛe him, and although the knight othe Sunne + 
all thoſe woꝛthie Pꝛintes would hate followed him yet by 
ante meanes they could not, by reaton of the great number 
ef people that were ioyned together for to ſee the battaile. ſo 
that firſt Bramarant eſcaped out of the campe : but when be 
ſawe himſcife cleere of them he ſet Pryrres vnto hig hoꝛſe, 
and made him runne like a whirle winde kowards his own 
tampe, and without ſpeaking vato the Emperonr Alycan- 
dro he wentivnts his owne Dent, but when that he came 
tether calling to remembꝛance how that he left the Gran 
Campion his Father dead, the anger and w2ath the which 
he recetued was fo great, that it repented and grieued him 
verie much; ſoz that he was departed and come from the 
battle. t being veric defirons to execute his irefull wꝛath 
vpon ſoine thing, with great courage he went out of his 
Went, ard he alone went through ll the whole campe of 
Tb fand, ſceking ont all the Idols the which they woꝛ⸗ 
fo: Nd, at dall that euer he found he bꝛake them to preces, 
aud thee wwthorrt to fe ground. Many there were that found 
Fial 1m that ho dex jan dd rebuke him verie much foꝛ dos 
ing that akiurte, but che an! wered them no other thing, but

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ay woꝛdes of great love , Then the knight of the Sunne 
went foz to kiſſe the hands of his mother, who did embꝛace 
bim,and kiſſed him on the cherke, ſaying : Dh my welbelo- 
ned ſonne, foꝛ this pour comming J doe giue thankes bnto 
this roiatl Pzinceſſe , and if it had not bene fo2 her, your 
pardon at my handes had failed, in that 


', Jane foꝛgotten 
vs ſo long time. Thele and many other odes of great 
loue, ſaid the Empꝛeſle vnto her ſonne, and vnto the P in⸗ 
ceſſe, the which this Hyſtoꝛie doth let paſſe vntolde foz to a- 
noide tediouſneſſe, and telleth of no moꝛe, but how that all 
the reſt of the night that remained, they paſſed awaie with 
mirth and paſtimes, whereas the king Plorion and the wiſe 
Lyrgandco could not ſatiſfie themſelues in beholding the 
knight of the Sunne, meruailing greatlie to ſe him lo much 
growen, as well in bodie as in the reſt, ſince he departed 
from them out of Perſia, and here began! he fo fell of many 
things that paſſedas well with the one as with the other, 
but when he came fo tell of the ſolitarie Tlande, and of ail 
that paſſed there, they were wonderkullie amazed, and cue - 
uerie one did double their awd willes and lone which befoze 
they bare vnto the knight of the Sunne. At this time came 
the king Oliucrio, with thoſe of great Britaine,F thoſe woz - 
thic knights of Spaine fo2 to ſpeake with the knight of the 
Dunne, who would haue kiſſed the kinges handes, but her 
would not conſent thervnto,but ſaid : Moꝛthie Paince,foz 
well emploied J doe account my comming into this Coun⸗ 
trie,fo2 » I haue ſcene the magnanimitie of all bountie and 
kaireneſle of a knight, compꝛehended in pour perſon , To 
whom the knight of the Sun ant wered: Pp god Lo2d,how 
# in what ſoꝛt ſo euer J am, J am readie at pour commans 
dement to ſerue pou, in as ample manner as my bꝛother 
Rolicleer, fo that it is our dutie viito your highneſle x great 
valour. In like ſoꝛt he gaue intertainment vnto all the reit 
of thoſe woꝛthie knights, who merua!!c to heare tolde the 
great wonders cf the knight of the Sunne, as alſo to ſe his 
mightie and ſoueraigne pꝛopoꝛtion and grace, with p great 
maieſtie of his euere countenance, wherin only was ſutficiẽt 
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Emperoꝛ. Loꝛd, let your highneſſe gine vs part of the ſight 
of this knight, whom we haue all deſired fo much to know, 
and therwith they embꝛaced him many times, as they that 
entirelie and with all their harts did loue him. Then thoſe 
gend and perfect friends of his, Claueryndo and Brandizel, 
and that god Tropan, as all the reſt of the other woꝛrthie 
knights. It cannot be rehearſed the great mirth that all of 
them receiued, as alſo the woꝛthie things that paſſed at that 
merting, eſpeciallie with the rotall Pzinceſſe Claridiana, foz 
that all did receine her with that dutie and curte ſie as was 
due vnto ſo high a Pꝛinceſſe. Then was there complaints 
made, foz that they till that time woulde not make them⸗ 
ſelues to be knowen, as allo fo2 that they were abſent ſo 
long out of the Countrie.Whereto the wiſe Lyrgandeo res 
plied, requeſting them to let that demaund paſſe fo2 that 
tume, becauſe to giue them to bnderſtand thereof, it will 
aſke a great time, and how that he had it all wꝛitten, and 
when tune did ſerue he woulde ſhew it vnto them, foꝛlo⸗ 
much as they were thinges wozthic to be knowen x publi- 
ſhed. | 

After they had paſſed theſe and many other things be- 
twirt them, they all together went and returned into the 
Citie, and the king Sacridoro went befo2e to carrie newes 
vnto the Empꝛelle Briana of the comming of the knight of 
the Dunne, and vnto alt the reſt of the Ladies and Gen⸗ 
tle women that were there with her, who were meruatlous 
gladde and ioyfull at thoſe ne wes, but molt eſpeciallie the 
mpꝛeſle, who alwapes was verie lad and ſozrowkull, af⸗ 
ter that the knight of the Sunne was departed from the 
Court. Then at the ſodaine noiſe of theſe newes, great pꝛe⸗ 
paration was made, and an innumcerable compante of Toz⸗ 
ches was light, that it ſec med in the Citie to be none daie, 
and all the ſtrates were full of people fo2 to ſe their god 
Pꝛince, then af th citric into the emperiall Pallace, the 
Emppeſſe accompanics With all thoſe Ladies and Oentle⸗ 
women, came fo2th foz to receiue them, whereas bet werne 
the Empꝛelle and the rotall Pzinceſſe Claridiana paſſed may

J ceined great wy and pleaſure, foꝛ that it was pubs q' 
- likelie knowen vnto them the cemming of the | 
knight ofthe Sunnc and the Pꝛinceſſe Claridia- 
na, ſo that the newes thereof was carried into the Campe 
of the Pagans, which was ſoꝛrowful ne vnto all them, 
eſpeciallie when they vnderſtode of the veath of the Gran 
Campion, and how that their valiant and woꝛthie knightes 1 
did euerie date decreaſe and ware fewer in numder on their 4 
part, and how that on the part of the Emperour Trebatio, | 
they dyd increaſe encrie date moꝛe moꝛe, pet was all this * 
nothing in compariſon onto that griefe which the fayze [3 
Pꝛinceſle Lyndabrides felt, when the vnderſtode how that 3 
the knight of the Sunne, in companie with the Pꝛinceſſe 1 
Claridiana, was come into Conſtantinople, vnder ſtanding 4 
verilie that he was continuall ie with her in pꝛeſence all the } 
time that he was abſent out of Grecia, and how that he had 1 
taken her to be his wife. It cannot bee here rehearſed the 7 
areacgricfeand erceding anguiſh the which ſhe felt with- 
in her ſelfe, in luch ſoꝛt. that many times ſhee was readie to 
die therewith, and putting her lelfe in a cloſet by it ſelfe in 
her tent, ſhe dyd nothing but werp, complaining againſt her 
ſclfe and foztune,and after that many contrarie thoughtes 
had occupied her minde and ſenſes, fighting one againſt an 
other, without finding ante comkozt 02 caſe in thinking of

F the diuine Gods and my cruell deſtinie had permitted, 
that as J am conſtrained to loue thee, I might e had ſo 
much libertie fo2 to foꝛget ther, then had not 3 retarned a⸗ 
gains into Grecia, neither had conſented that the Cinperdz 
my 
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foz to publiſh + declare who he was, ſo that after hey wers 
departed into their owne Countries, they had tnough to do 
all the dates of their life; fo2 to teil of the meruailous and 
ſtrange things that they ſaw in Grecia, as well of the Gre⸗ 
cian knights, as of ſhe without compariſon in brautie, faire⸗ 
neſle, gentle d nour, and grace, the ꝛinceſſe Clariclia- 
na, who of th perour and of the Empꝛeſſe, and of att 
people, was molt eſtæmed, and had in reputation abone all 
the reſt. But when they vnderſtode that they hoped ſhes 
ſhould be lpouſe vnto the knight of the Sunne, with areas 
ter loue and god will they did ſerue and Honour her of all 
parties, and (he likewiſe did the like vnto them , and wag 
not a little ainazed at the great beautie of the Pꝛinceſſe Oli- 
uia, who leeined vnto them to be one of the faireſt Gentle⸗ 
women that euer they had ſene,nert vnto the woꝛthie and 
faire Pʒinceſſe Lyndabrides , Who ſeemed to them to bee a 
pearle in excellencie. So from that time foꝛ wards the two 
P2incefſes Oliuia and Claridiana did beare god will and 
loue one to another wonder kullte, ſo p with great reaſom all 
thoſe that did beholde and ſee them together might laie, that 
thep did deierue to be ſpoulſes vnto thoſe two bꝛethzen the 
knight of the Sunne and Roſicleer, as vnto the beſt knights 
in all the world. 

Here was giuen to vnderſtand vnto the knight of the 
Dunne all that had paſſed in the battailes, and many other 
things moze . In this (o2t they paſſed awaie the night till 
the next dale, in the which happened as ſhall be declared vn⸗ 
to you in this Chapter following,

into this Countrie foz to be reuenged of thee,foz that it had 
bene a ſufficient reuengement and ſatiſfaction vnto mee, 
fo to leaue the, and not to thinke that J was ſhe that was 
of ther fozgoiten, but to leaue thee as one vnwozthie of my 
great beautie, nat deſcruing to iniop mp emperiall and cons 
ſecrated eſtate. Wut oh my euill foꝛtune and miſhap, which 
tauled mee ſo firmlie to laue and beare thee god wili, that 
there remaineth no part within me, but it is palded fo bee 
all thine, neither haue J ſo much power as fo: to put thee 
one moment out of my remembꝛance . J knowe not what 
cruell and vniuſt lawe is this of Loue, fo the moze that 
thou diddeſt vnderſfand and know that AJ did loue thee, thou 
haddeſt the greater libertie fo2 to fozget me, and the moze 
that thou wert cruell and foꝛgetkull of mee, the moꝛe did my 
lone and god will increaſe towardes the . J am aduerti⸗ 
ſed that thou and thc Empꝛeſle Claridiana are tome toge⸗ 
ther to Conſtantinople, the campanie of fo woꝛthie a Dams 
ſell is not to be left, — is there anie reaſon to ſpeake

So in taking her leaue of 
her, ſhe depar ted towards the Citie of Conſtantinople, and 
when He came vnio the mightie pallace, the aſked foz the 
lodging of the knight of the Sun, and being certefted therof 
the went thether and entering in, ſhe found him not there, 
foꝛ that he was gone vnto the Emperour, but vet ſhe found 
there a young man by whom ſhe ſent him woꝛd that there 
was a damſell tarrping foꝛ him at his lodging, who being⸗ 
eth vnto him a meſſage. He then ſo ſone as he heard there⸗ 
of, did take his lcaue of the Emperour and departed with 
the poung man, but when he came whereas the damſell 
did abide his tomming, he was greatly amazed to ſe her,roz 
that by and by he knew her to be one belonging vnto the 
Þ2incetie Lyndabrides, where withall his hart ſeemed foz to 
turne vpüde dome within his bꝛeaſt, accoꝛding vnto the 
great alteration that he felt within hunſelfe, but hee was 
troubied agreat deale moꝛe when that the dan ſell deluured 
the Letter, and laid that it came from her Ladie + Piſtres, 
and being in a great confuſion, with a pale and wan coulour 
he receiued the Letter, # opening it he read the whole con- 
tents thereof, In the meane time that he was reading the 
ſame, the damſel that bꝛought it did verie much behold him, 
foꝛ ſo ſhe was commanded by her Ladie, to ſœ that if by his 
gutward ſemblance he made ame ligne of ſozrow,at which 
time allhis whole members lhakev,by the which the dam⸗ 
ſell did verie well vnderſtand that he was not a little trou⸗ 
bled in the concluding and reading of the ſame, koꝛ that his 
pes were (ful full of tearcs , with great pittic, which her 
conceiued by the woꝛdes of that Letter, and her who had 
great and foꝛce, courage fo2 to cumbat with the moſt furi⸗ 
dus, fierce, and -b2auelk knightes and gpantes in all the 
woꝛlde, had not now anie heart fo2 to diſfemble the greate 
pane and ſozroive mantfeſted by that Letter, that the faire 
Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides receiued.

not to conſent that J ch all doe it: the one is, that they who 
haue boꝛne the io much cod will, and loued the as J haue 
done, it is not god foꝛ fo ttilarge much with anger, foꝛ that 
vttering with paſſion, cauſeth fox to ſaie that, which after 
doth repent them: the other, fo: whereas doth lack tone and 
god will,many times bꝛiele reaſons doth ſeeme large and 
pꝛolixious: the third is,fo2 that I doe know that all what⸗ 
ſoeuer J ſhall wzite vnto thee, thon wilt ſtoppe thy cares 
thereat, ſo that all my wzitirig ſhall be in vaine, and theres 
foze J am determined fo bee quiet and holde mp peace, 
and conclude with this, that either the bones of this ſozrow⸗ 
full and vnfoꝛtunate Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides ſhall remaine 
in Grecia, oꝛ elſe to take of the cruell reuengement befo:e 
ſhe doth depart from hence, and ſwing that thou wert ſo har⸗ 
die and bold fo2 fo offend the diuine maieſtie, make thy ſelfe 
readie foꝛ to receiue the paine and puniſhment foꝛ the ſame, 
fo2 that it cannot be other wiſe, but that the immoꝛtall Gods 
will haue a regard vnto this my great inturie, and fo2 the 
part of kindꝛed that belongeth vnto them, will puniſh thee

In the meane time that this faire Pꝛinceſſe was w2ts 
ting of this Letter, at euerie woꝛd her eyes ranne downe 
with water,andher anguiſh and ariefe which ſhe felt was 
lo great, that many times befoꝛe ſhe coulde conclude the 
wꝛiting ok her Letter, ſhe fell in a found , In the end when 
it was concluded, ſhe called a damſell vnto her, (in whome 
ſhe had great confidence and truſt) and gaue vnto her the 
Letter, ſaping, that incontinent ſhe ſhould vepart vnto the 
Citie of Conſtantinople, and in the ſetreteſt wiſe that peſ⸗ 
fible was, h& ſhould giue that Letter vnto the night of

And againe, you that doe pꝛeſume to del⸗ 
cend from the high oꝛiginall of the high Gods, vnto whome 
pou ſhall doe great imurie, if that you doe iopne iſſue and 
bloud with a kught that is contrarie vnto pour lawe and

How the ſtout and furious Pagan Bramarant ouerthrew 
and deſtroyed all the Idolls in the Campe, and how the 
Emperour Alycandro for to appeaſe him, cauſed to be 
brought with great honor the bodie of the gran Cam- 
pion that was in the wilderneſſe of Grecia, and what: 
happened ouer and aboue this,

de great wꝛath andfufie was ſo creeeding 
28 of that pꝛoude and barbarous ſonne ok the 

2 gran Campion fo2 the death of his Father, 
that there was not rome inough fo; him in 
5 all that mightie campe of the Pagans, but 
, he ranne vp and downe from one place to 
another, lite vntoa mad man, oꝛ one from himſclfe, crying 
out, making a great and terrible noiſe, caſting vp his firie 
cies vnto the heauene, blaſpheming and defieng his Gods, 
vttering woꝛdes of great repꝛoch and anger, thinking theres 
by to pꝛouoke them vVnto w2ath, to cauſe them to deſcends 
vpon the earth againſt him, where he might execute his 
Wzath vpon them. As he was wholie ignoꝛant of the im⸗ 
moꝛtall paines, which thoſe falſe Gods (in whom the Pa⸗ 
gans do belcue and wozſhip)bath in hell, and foꝛ that in no 
place he could take ante reſt oꝛ be in quiet, hee went into all 
the Tents of the Campe, whereas he found many Idolles 
verie rich and of great pꝛice, whome her ouerthꝛew and 
tut in peeces with his word, and left not one ſtanding, nei⸗ 
ther was there auie king oꝛ knight of ſo great hardineſſe, 
that durſtanake ante reſiſtance againſt him, but onelie thoſe: 
two mightte and valiant knightes, the P2ince Meridian 


and Brandanardo, who with a verie god will woulde haue 


daunted the pꝛide of that pzoude and inſolent Pagan, ik the 


Emperour had not diſturbed them, w requeſting them 
Aa. iin. nat 
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ſaie that vou wꝛite to me baicte,ſo2 that you will nok wiite 
to me with anger, wherein J recewe great curteſic,fo2 that 
being as am, ſo much yours , it ſhould grieue mee veric 
much that pou ſhould ſpeake againſt me woꝛdes of greate 
cholar. And in that which pou doe ſaie, that whereas loue 
doth lack, vour bztef reaſons wil leeme vnto me pꝛoltxious, 
and that you knowe to all thinges J will make my cares 
deale, if it were a thing poſſible without pꝛeiudiee foz to open 
theſe my entrailes, faz to ſhew vnto you my heart, where⸗ 
in you might plainelie ſo, how pon are deceiued, foꝛ that 
there is nothing in all the wozld that doth delight mer moꝛe 
than in the receit of your Letter, and in reading of the ſame, 
ſo that if it were a thing poſſible, J would it ſhould neuer 
conclude. Bou doe conclude in pour Letter, that you neuer 
will depart out of Crecia, till ſuch time as pou haue of me 
rcuengement.J would verie faine know in what oꝛder von 
Would haue it, becauſe J would execute it mp ſelfe, and if 
it be pour pleaſure and commandement that J put my ſelt 
in your power, giue me ſtraight waies fo vnderſtand theres 
ef, and J will be as readie to obey, as poi fo; to command 
mer, and J do not much eſteeme that loue, if you thinke that 
with my death pou ſhould remaine ſatilfied, with the which 
I conclude, kiſſing pour emperiall hands, 
The kmoht of the Sunne. 


In the nicane time fhat this faire P2inceſſe was rea⸗ 
ding the Letter, ſhe ſhed ſo many teares from her faire cics, 
that ſhe was all to be ſpꝛinkled therwith, and when the had 
concluded the reading thercof,all her members failed her, 
and her heart was ouercome,+ her amoꝛous paſſions were 
moe kindled with the lowing woꝛdes that he wrote vnte 
her. But w he law cleerelie that the knight of the un 
did diſcouer ths loue that he bare vnto the Pꝛinceſſe Clari- 
diana, and that her ſuſpition fell out to be true, ſhe remai⸗ 
ned as one dead, and knew not what to la:e noz to doe, but 
to complaine of her Gods and of loztune, and it is to bele⸗ 
ug, that ber lyfe had not endured long, if that ſhe bad not 


bene

which he made # ſhewe as though he would haue ſtroken 
Bramarant vpon the head, as thoſe which had no moꝛe pow- 
er but onelie fo2 to put in feare with thoſe his viſages and 
ſemblances, ſo that alone with the ſight of hun there was 
not one in all that Tent but dyd tremble and was afraide, 
thinking verilie that they ſhould be deſtroied fo2 that which 
Bramarant had done. But this pꝛoude Barbarian who fea- 
red not all that infernall tompanie, with nomoze dꝛeade 
than if it had bene a weake and feble damſell, he did abide 
his comming, and as this veſtigell oꝛ diuell did make a pꝛo⸗ 
fer to ſtrike him with his male, the Pagan ftroke a terrt- 
ble blow at him with his lwoꝛd, and thinking to haue clo⸗ 
uen hun a ſunder in the middeſt, hee ſtroke at nothing but 
at the aire, fo2 that the veſtigell as a fancie conſumed a⸗ 
wwaie, and was no moze ſerne in the Tent , But the Em⸗ 
perour and all thoſe that were with him were verie ſozrte 
fo; that which Bramarant had done, & miſtruſted that there 
would happen vnto them great euill and miſfo2tune foꝛ the 
ſame, pet foꝛ all that there was not one amongeſt them all 
that durſt retourne againſt him in the quarrell of their 
Gods, but one Meridian and Brandimardo, who beta iſe they 
would not anger the Emperour were in quict, wherewith 
Bramarant went out of the tent with great furie. Then the 
Cmperour thought within himſelfe that it were god ſom⸗ 
What to appeaſe his fur ie,) fo2 to ſend foꝛ the bodie of the 
gran Campion, which late dead in the wilderneſle of Gre- 
cia, and to burie hun with that honoꝛ and ſolempnitie as is 
vſed in their Countrie: euen ſo as he thought he put it in 
vꝛe, and ſtraight wates commaunded that thirtie crowned 
kings, the moſt pꝛincipalleſt of all the armie, ſhould put on 
mourning apparell, and cauſe him to be laide vpon a bare, 
and lo bought vnto the Campe, and commanded to accom- 
panie them ten thouſand armed knightes, and all thoſe Gy⸗ 
ants that came from the Oꝛientali Jlands, that were ſub⸗ 
ect vnto Bramarant ſhoulde goe with them , And in this 
{o2te theſe thirtie kings with all their compante- departed, 
acco2dinng vnto the vſe and manner of their Count which 
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not to returne fo renue anie moꝛe their confention and ans 
ger, ſo that finding not one that durſt make anie reſiſtance 
Againſt him, the pꝛide of this furious and fierce Pagan Bra- 
marant encrealed ſo much, that he neuer ſtayed till that her 
tame into the Emperiall Tent of the Emperour Alycan- 
dro, within the Which was a verie greate and rich ſtaturc 
of golde full of pzectons ſtones, dedicated vnto the God lu- 
piter, the which was made by the diuells arte, in ſuch ſoz, 
that the Diuell was within the ſame , and ſpake by the 
mouth of that Jdoll;decetving thoſe wicked and miſcrable 
Pagans, who with great reverence and dutie did pꝛoſtrate 
themſelues vnto the ground and wozſhipped him, it was 
ſet vppon a verie rich Alter, whereas none durſt be ſo bold 
As come nigh vnto it, except certaine Pꝛieſtes, which were 
conſecrated foz to doe lacr ifice vnto him dailie . Beides 
this, the Cinpcrour Aly candro had in many places round 
about his great Tent many other Jdolles, whome her dyd 
wozſhip and all his ſubieds, and being that daie in his great 
Tent, accompanied with all thoſe mightie kings and L 02ds 
of his whole Campe, oꝛdaining toz to cue battaile vnto the 
Emperour Trebatio, this mightie Pagan armed with his 
ſtrong armout, mounted vpon his mightic hoꝛſe, entered in⸗ 
to the Tent, and when her lawe the ſtature of the God lu- 
piter vppon the Alter, as ſone as he was entered in, hee 
went towards the ſame, and in dꝛawing out his | wozd ha 
ſapd. 

Now Will J ſx if the power of that Chꝛiſtian Knight 
ber mo2e than thine, And in {ſaying theſe woꝛdes he ſtroke 
him ſuch a right downe blowe,that although it were made 
of maſſie golde, yet he cloue it downe to his bꝛeaſt, and fal⸗ 
liag one pace from another, there was ſodainlie hearde a 
great and timerous thunder clappe , wherewith it ſemed 
that the heauens woulde haue rent a ſunder, and in the 
middeſt of the great Tent was (ene a veſtigell oz ſpirite 
ſo dꝛeadfull and hozrible to beholde , that it ſeemed to bee 
ſom? tnfernall viſion, caſting out fire at his noſe and epes, 
and iu both his handes he had a great maſe of pzon, with the 

which 
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rableſt burping that could be. With theſe and many other 
thinges moe which the Emperour Alvcandro tommaunded 


to bie done fo2 the Gian Campion, making great lamentas 
tion fo his death. Bramarant was ſomewhat appeaſed, and 


loſt great part of that outragious furie and vzath which he 


had conceiued, and vnderſtode and pꝛocured no other thing 
but onelie how and by what meanes he might make terri⸗ 
ble and cracll reuengement foz the death of his welbeloued 
Father. 

Then after rerfaine daies were paſt of the truce which 
was taken with the Grerkes, they beganne of all partes to 
pꝛepare and make themſelues in a readineſſe againſt the 
battaile that was determined and was thought to be of both 
partes the bꝛaueſt and moſt cruelleſt and bloudie that 
euer was ſeene vpon the earth, foꝛ that the Emperour Aly- 
candro had commanded, that the firſt date that the Orœkes 
ſhould tome foꝛth fo2 to giue them battaile, that all the peo⸗ 
ple of their Campe ſhoulde pꝛoccede againſt them, foꝛ that 
they wold at once conclude that enterpꝛiſe, and not to leaue 
their aduerſaries anie foꝛce and ſtrength at all, fo to return 
againe vnto the fielde, koꝛ although there were many bat- 
tailes betwirt them, as the Yyſtozie hath ſhewed pon, pet 
there went not foꝛth the third parte of the people that was 
there with them which were ſo many in number, that there 
might well ber made of them three mightie armies, and of 
truth there was neuer ſ&re in all Alia noꝛ Europa ſo mas 
ny and (a val pant, ſtout , and wo2thie knightes gathered 
together, as were at that pꝛeſent in the fields of Conſtanti- 
nople. 

Nob let vs leaue the Pagans in readineſſe foꝛ the bat- 
tile to come, and let vs returne vnto the Greeks that were 
in the migbtie Citie of Conſtantinople, 


What the Greekes did, and hoy the king Liſeo and the faire 
Queene Radamira came to aide the Empetour Frebatio, 
and what happened beſides, Chap.37% 
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was a ſtrange thing to ſe, & when they came into the wil⸗ 
dernes, they ſtraight waies found the bodie of Þ gran Cam- 
pion, which was begun to bee eaten with the fowles, and 
alter that they all foꝛ a while had made great lamentation 
and bewailed his death, thoſe kings (ſoꝛ to doc him moꝛe hos 
nour) did balme him, and then laid him vpon a Bere which 
thep bꝛought with them, that was verie rich, and couered 
with a faire cloth of Tiſſue, and fo carried him towards the 
Campe, whereas he was receiued with great honour, by the 
Emperour and all thoſe mightie Princes that were with 
him, who went foꝛth and met with them a god mile off. 
The manner which they vſed fo2 to giue his ſepulchze with 
moze honour (accozding vnto the vſe of their Conntric) 
Was, that they laide the dead coꝛſe vpon a verie bꝛoade and 
ſmath marble ſtone all white, whereas they burned and 
onſumed the bodie all to aſhes, and in the meane time that 
hee was a burning, all the pꝛincipalleſt of the whole arm ie, 
were placed round about the fire, all couered wich robes of 
Dackcloth, ſo long, that eit traded bppon the ground, and 
made great ſoꝛrow and lamentation, and pꝛaied vnto their 
Gods to receiue him into their tompanie, in which time all 
the pꝛaiers which his ſonne Bramarant made, was no other 
but blaſpheming againſt all the Elements, and againſt na- 
ture, fo that they had power fo2 to tonſume and bur ne the 
bodie of the Gran Campion his Father. Thus when that 
the bodie was all conſumed and burned , the aſhes remai⸗ 
ning vpon the Parble ſtone, the which was taken and put 
in verie rich veſſells of golde, where vnto they put water 
and ſtirred it tegether, and put the veſlells vpon a fatre Was 
ble. Then the Tmperour Aiycandro (the moze to honour 
the Gran Campion) beganne ftrit-toz to dzinke of the ſame 
mixture, and after him Bramarant, and after them in o2der 
all thoſe Kings, Princes, and woztble Knightes that were 
in the Campe, till ſuchtime as they-ieft no mention of the 
water and aſhes, ſo the mightieſt Loꝛds that were in all the 
Waganiſme, made their bodies the ſepulchꝛe of that mightp 
Pagan, and this they had amongſt them faz the moſt —

Whereat the king Oliverto receiued no ſmall gloꝛie and con- 
tentment, ſoz ; it ſcemed vnto him, ß with no other Jzince 
in all the woꝛld he could not haue married his Daughter lo 
highlie and woꝛthilie as he had married her, neither coulde 
ſhe haue bene eralted to no higher eſtate . So that he 2+ all 
thoſe that came with him from great Britaine were wonder⸗ 
fullie amazed fo ſe the mightineſſe of the Emperoz 1 reva- 
tio, t the highneſſe of his Court, ſo furniſhed with a greate 
number of wo2thic Princes and valiant kinghteg, as ailo 
with fo many faire and precious damſells, that of truth it 
might be ſpoken, that there was neuer ſeene fo great high⸗ 
nefe and maieſtie in the court of ame Patrice befuze ; time. 
And the Pagans that came foꝛth of Perla with the king 
Florion, meruatiled arcatiie to ſee the oꝛders of the Court cf 
Grecia, fo: by the ſacrifices ⁊ ceremonics of the Chꝛiſtians, 
(fo2 that they did ler and behold them euerie daie, to be done 
with great lumptnouſnelle + renerence) they were partlie 
inckned to thin ke well of the lawe and faith of Jeſt Ch21T 
true Gad and m an, and truelte although there were many 
that died fo this zone wy ich tt e kn aht of the Sunne had 
wich the 13 :incecile Lyndabrides) vet grew there not fo little 
eiten : Koguls ol thele fa 110Us wars, but that by occaſion of 
ame many ſonles of thols Pagans were laued,fo2 that 
the £ c 1s tiof one int ung out of Perſia but turned all 
Ch: zülttlans. Likewiſe the valiant and woꝛthie Pꝛince of 
Fraunce in this time did reiqpce himſelfe with his loue, the 
faire Dꝛiucc ie Lindaraza, as two that loued together creees 
ding! ie. The like did all the other Pꝛinces that had their 

Milkreſſes there in the Court, as the Yzince Don Siluerio 
with! his ime the Queene Arquiroſa, and Rodomarte and 
Rodofco with their Ladies, and as all thele receiued great 
e to the contrarie, Bargandel, Liniamandro, the king 
Sacndoro and Brandizel were verie ſozrowfull fo2 the ab⸗ 
ence of their Ladies, although the great god wil which they 
had fo2 to ſerue the Emperoꝛ Trebatio in thoſe Warres, did 
witi;;ate the great aricfe which othcrwiſe they ſhend haue 
tecciued fog their louers. 
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T was a thing of great wonder bnfo the 
Crakes, to ſee themſelues cloſed within 
the Citie, and ſo compallcd about in their 
obne fields, foꝛ their enimies were ſo great 
and infinit a number of Pagans , that if 
might well be ſapd, that they had againſt 
them all the Whole fo2ce of the world, foz there were in the 
field an infinite number of barbarons people, of different 
and diuerſe Nations, and the molt part pꝛoude and terrible 
Gpants, that the like Were neuer leene in all the wozld, but 
God of his godneſſe created ſuch heartes in that mightie 
Cmperour Trebatio and in his Woꝛthie pꝛoienie, as alſo 
in thoſe high Pzinces, and tout, woꝛthie, à valtant knights 
that were in his companie, that not one lie they were with⸗ 
out all feare and dꝛeade, but alſo had great fozce and cou⸗ 
rage foꝛ to deſtroie and ouercome all thole that had compaſ- 
led them about, and there were few 02 none amongſt them 
but receiued great contentment to be there at that pꝛeſent, 
fo) that the Emperour I revatio (ſœing with him his ſon g 
and ſo many woꝛthie Pꝛinces 4 knights) recciued ſo great 
iop and pleature,that he thought himſelke to be the moſt hap- 
pieſt and foꝛtunateſt Pꝛince in all the wozid , And of the 
knight of the Sun, t of the faire and ſoueraigne Empꝛelſe 
of I rapiſonda,it may wel be ſaid that ther was neuer la ne 
two hearts with ſo great contenfment, foꝛ that hauing one 
the other in pꝛeſence, either of them thought themſelues in 
1 1 pou muſk vnderſtand that in all this time 
the kmaht of the Sun could neuer being to effect h1s deſire 
with the rotall Pzinceffe,fo2 ſhe was of fo high a courage y 
the knight of the Sun neuer durſt in heart caule her to re⸗ 
cetue ante anger, neither woulde tHee conſent to anie hing 
that was againſt her honour,the which the had alwaies be⸗ 
foꝛe her eies moꝛe than an ie damſell in her time. Mith no 
leſſe top than they, und thoſe two karthlull and perfect lo⸗ 
uers, the faire Pꝛinctſte (11012 and Roficleer, who being in 
pꝛeſence together, thought themſelucs clere of all ſoꝛrowes 
and griefes the which the ene had luſtained fs2 the other, 


Whercat 
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knight of the Sun and thoſe that came with him had giuen 
them their welcome, they toke their waie towards Con- 
{tantinople,x pafſed by the camp of the Pagans in ſight cf 
them all, who did behold them, z offered them no harme noz 
diſcurteſie, fo; that there was a fruce betwirt them. Then 
they came vnto the Citie, the Cmperour and the Cinp2cs, 
and all thoſe Ladies and Gentlewomen that were with her 
recetued great top 4 loued their new gueſts, gratifteng very 
much their comming. And beere pou ſhall vn dertland that 
at this pꝛeſent that wozthie and valiant Tartarian Zoylo, 
when he ſawe the Zune Radamta was kaken in loue 
with her, with great god will foꝛ to take her to be his wife 
and ſpouſe, if that ſhe were fo content therewith, and front 
that date foꝛwardes he did pzocure by all meanes ta giuc 
her knowledge thereof, and ſhe when ſhe was aduertiſed £ 
knew hun to be ſo valiant a knight and high a Pꝛince, ſhe 
toke great pleaſure in his ſeruice. So by reaſon that the 
time dꝛew nigh of the generall batfaile , with great dili⸗ 
gence the Emperour and all thoſe woꝛthie knights minded 
no other thing but to viſite their people, commandiiig that 
they ſhould be pꝛouided of god armeur ⁊ ok all other things 
necelrarie foz the battatle, as they that made account, that 

hep had all that remained in the world againlt the. Likes 
loiſe on the other part in the tape of the Pagans they did 
as much, fo2 in all the dates and time of their fruce, they 
bnderſtode no other thing but to make all things in a res 
dinefſe againt the date appointed, being determined ations 
geſt themſelues to goe fo2th all the whole Campe vnto 
the batfaile,fo2 that they would at that time make an end 
and deſtroie all the Creckes, and ſtraight waves enter inta 
the mightie Citie of Conſtantinople, and ſo remaine Loꝛds 
ouer all the whole Empire, Thus after this ſozte they 
paſſed awate the dates of the fruce, and after wardes there 
happened manpother things, as w_ be tolde you in this 
Chapter following.

certaine daies in this determination, and ocrupied my wits 
in other diuerſe and variable things,being fullie perl wa⸗ 
ded that my vnderſtanding was not ſufficient foz to des 
clare and make manifeſt ſo high and wozthie things: foz 
one waie the mightinelſle of theſe two Emperozs did make 
mer to wonder, foz that to bring in ſubtection the whole 
vniuerſall wozld they lacked nothing, and another waie, J 
did greatlie meruaile, that the great number of ſo manye 
wozthie and valpant knightes „who acco2dine vnto their 
great valour ſhewed in the le fo to come, ot either of 
them might be made a perticular Hyſtoꝛie. But when that 
it commeth to my remembzance,that I ſhall finde that ſhi⸗ 
ning Alphebo in the ſame battaile, In then tongue five, 
and my wittes troubled, to thinke that J doe put my ſelke 
fo2 fo declare his deedes , fo2 although J had ſo manye and 
mo2e cies than Argos, yet were they not ſaicient fo2 to 
beholde them. UWho lykewiſe ſhould beholde the other ſon 
of Trebatio, and the ſonne of the gran Campion, ſhall finde 
that their aces are not wozthie of anie leſle memos 
rie. 

J knowe not whether you doe remember oz not, the 
names of thoſe two valiant Pagans, Meridian and Brandi- 
mardo, that onelie in hearing them named the carth docth 
tremble, as much moꝛe ſhall be done by their equalls, the 
Pꝛince of traunce and the mightie Troyan , Let not be 
foꝛgotten the mightie Cmperour of Grecia, with all the

chaunge the conlour of c!'* great ed of Egeo into Fuxino, 
In teſtimonie whereof , at ſuch fine as the dale ſhoulde 
breake, the ſame daie of the battaile all the whole region 

of the aire ſeemed to bee on fire , with great abundaunce of 
lightnings, actompanied with ſo many and dꝛeadkull thun 

der clappes, that all the celefftall mouinges ſeemedfo hate 
fallen vpon the earth, and at ſuch time as the daie dyd ſom⸗ 
what appeare, the dew that was wonted to fall from hea⸗ 

uen in the moꝛnings, appeared to be of red blond, wherwith 
al the grafſe and flowers in the fieldes of Grecia was laden, 
L ikewiſe there were that ſawe, that whereas the ſhining 
ſtarres alwayes at the bꝛeake of date dyd vanich and take 
their leaue, that now at that inffant many Comets of fire 

dyd fall from heauen into the campe of the Pagans , and 
did as much harme as though they had bene thunderbolts 
amongeſt them. And at ſuch time as the Sunne ſhoulde 
ſhew her lelle, they ſawe plainlie how that it had loſt his 
rubitond couldur, and was chaunged into the contour of 

bloud, but after that this earthquake and ſtoꝛme of lighte⸗ 
ning and thunder was paſt, pet there appeared not one 
clowoe iwall the whole region and compaſſe of the aire, and 

the daie was verte obſcure and darke , by reaſon of the ſoꝛ⸗ 

rowfull and vnaccuſtomed cculcur the Dunne ſhewed. 

The carth quaked an P embled verie terribhe, which was 

the occaſion that many cdifices dpd fall and were ouer- 

thꝛowen ddwne,and Hy high mountaines dpd linke and 

were cenſumed, fo that with the one and with the other all 

the people were greatlie amazed, and there was not one, 

(although her were neuer ſo v Hliantand ſtr ong) but at thoſe 

ſignes and tokens receitied both feare and dꝛeade, ſaning 

onelie that ſuperbious Dagan, the ſonne vnto the gran 
Campion, Who ſaide within himſelfe and ſpake it plainlie 

that the heavens andthe earth dyd ſhew thole ſignes , in 
token of the great abundance ot bloud that ſhould be ſhedde 
that ſame date, fos the rouenge ment of the death of his Fa⸗ 
ther vaud thought it long ſuch time as the battaple 
Bb. ii. was

IJ kno\ve nat what you v0 thinke of this, you that doe reade 
this Þyſtozic, but J faz my parte when that J doe thinke 
of things of ſo great woꝛtchinelſle, my memoꝛie and wittes 
doth faile mee, And J am fullie certefied, that if pou did ſee 
this great battaile concluded,all the Yylkozies that hecreto⸗ 
foze you haue read and ſcrne, treating! of loue and of wars, 
if that they were laide befoze this, you woulde account 
them as nothing. 

J will not contend ame far ther herein with reaſons, but 
certefie pou, that J being determined to ſfaie here and pꝛo⸗ 
ceede no karther, vet fo2 all that, as the wearied hoꝛſe being 
fozced by the ſharpe pꝛicking ſpurre to bee quicke in his 
courſe: euen ſo the ouermuch affection the which J haue 
vnto thoſe high and wozthie Dames and valiant Knights, 
doth conſtraine me to pꝛoceede foꝛwardes, till ſuch time 
as I doe conclude the firſt parte of this mightie Dyſkozie, 
and in that my weake and wearied vnderſtanding cannot 
tömpꝛehend, let my affection ſupplie the ſame , the which 
hath mountedmy wittes fo high, that although with great 
trauaile, pet haue J franſlated that which J thought neuer 
fo compꝛehend, ſerking it out of greate N from the 
oꝛiginall wutten by the Wilke Artemidoro, who being I hol⸗ 
pen by the wile Lyrgandco and the Pagitian (pl rife lc te 
it in Waiting, attoꝛding as hereafter you ſhall hcarg decla⸗ 
Led. 


At ſuch time as the date appꝛoched of that heauie and 
ſoꝛrowfull time (wherein was fought that gencrall and 
bloudic battaile, in which was concluded the expedition of 
new Rome ) was ſence great wonders and tokens terrible 
to beholde, and lufficient fo2 to ferrifie the heartes of thoſe 
valiant and ſtout warriours, foz that the heauens and the 
earth did manifeſt the erceving great griefe which they 
felt of that moꝛtall deſtrudion, and it ſamed verilie vnto 
them that the end of the woꝛlde 'was at hande, by manifeſt 
takens which were ſcene that dale, [oz that there was ne⸗ 
uer lo great multitude of people ne Caine in one date, as 
appeared at kterward bp the greats ſkrea mes of blond Which

Claridiana, foꝛ that they being together p one foꝛ the other, 
would fozce themſelues to woꝛke the greater wonders, and 
on the otherſide, he placed with them, his great friend Ori- 
{tides, that valiant Tropan, fo that they the being fenes 
ther, they were ſufficient foz to put feare and dꝛead in all 
the whole Pagan hoaſf, 

The lecond battaile, he dyd commend vnto that vatiant 
and woꝛthie Rolicleer, (called by an other name, the knight 


of Cupid) who dyd ſo great Wonders that day, that fo long 


as the w92id doth endure, his fame will be mencioned kber⸗ 


in, he gaue with him in company,his very god friends the 


Tartarian Zoylo, and the king Sacridoro, with twentie 


thouſaud Greeke knights, of great courage, who followed 


3 his brother. 

The third battaile he gaue onto that mighfte king Flo- 
ron, with all his knightes that he bought with him out 
of Perſia, and other tenne thouſand of his owne people, and 
in his tom panie that valiant pꝛinte Brand wel, being father 
and ſenne, that made great deffraction amongſt the Pa⸗ 
gans that dap. 


The fourth battaile he gaue bito the woꝛthie pꝛince of 
Franſia, aud vnto the king of Lidia, with all the vert that 


they brought out of their countries. 

The fift battaile he gaue vnto the gonernment of the 
Ring Olnerio,and Vnfo the punceof Lulitania, with all the 
veople that came out of great Bꝛitaine, and in this battaile 
went thoſe two wozthie punces Bargandel, and Liriaman- 
dio, with other woꝛthie peinces and valiant knights that 
belenged vnte the king Oliuerio, 

The ſirt battaile the Emperour Trebatio, toke vnto 
himſelle with all the reſt of the knightes that remained, 
Which were to the number of thꝛe froze thontand knights, 
There went ta this battaile in compante with the Ein yes 
rour, the king of ſYaccdoma, the two pꝛintes of Dalr:, 
and l[ ran{iluania, with the two galant pzinces Rodoma arte, 
and Rodofteo,and the two moſt valiant 4 worthie ku lahts, 
2000 * and Arcalus, Who in this dape dyd not a little 
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was begunne, and their companions iapned together, that 
111 he might execute his moꝛtall fur ie, but it was not long af- 
1 ter that his deſire was accompliſhed, fo2 that, that woꝛthie 
11 and valiant Emperour Tt rebatio ſeeing that the date was 
come of the battaile, verie earlie in the moꝛning at the daie : 
bꝛeake, was in the ficld accompanied with all thoſe valy- L 
ant and woꝛthie knights, putting in ozder all his people in ws 
the belt manner they could, fo2 to execute their battaile, 
and although they dyd ſee thoſe wondertuli ſignes and to- 

kens, which cauſed them to haue ſome feare and dꝛeade, 

pet fo2 all that, the god Emperour neuer once abated anie 

whit of his valiant courage, but had great hope and confis 

dence in the onelie liuung God, that he with his mightie 

hand and outſtretched arme woulde defend the whole (ate 

of Chꝛiſtendome, and did continuallie in his heart call vp⸗ 

pon God,requeſting him of his intinite mercie and god⸗ 

neſſe foz to graunt vnto him the victo2ic in that battaile, 

and not to permit that that woztyte crew of Knighthode 

Gould bee vanquiſhed and loſt in that battaile , and did 

confeſſe and acknowledge that his great power and all that 

mightie Campe was in effec as much as nothing, if that 

be of his beneuolence dyd not aide and ſuccour hun. Theſe 

and ſuch like things ſapd the god Emperour in his heart, 

and neuer reſted in going irom one place to another, putting 

his people in god ozder , with a Tipftaffe in his bande, 

ipke a valiant and expert Captaine , wherein there was 

not one that dyd palle him, neither in his owne Campe noz 

in the whole Campe of the Pagans was there anie dyd lo 

Well. 

The firſt battalle that he oꝛdained was of the Grekes, 

ſaping, that in the defence of their Countrie it was greate 

rcaſon that they ſhoulde haue the fozeward, wherein there 

was fotire and twentie thouſand knightes, all verie well 

armed, and exceding expert, and committed the charge 

and gouernment thereof vnto that valyant and wozthie 

Alphebo,the lyght of all. Chinalrie and knighthode , and 
put in his companie that 'wozthic and ropall Pzincefſs 
Clauidia-

them Whome they loved moꝛe then themſelues, they re⸗ 
ceiued great ſoꝛow and dꝛead at their hearts, which cauſed 
them to ſhed many teareg, and to pꝛay vnto God fo; the 
victoꝛie from the bottome of their hearts, 
Naos let vs leaue them, and tell of the agans, who 
were o many in number, that all the night paſt, with god 
part of the moꝛning they hadde enough to doe ſoꝛ fo ſet all 
things in god order and in a redineſſe fo2 the appointed 
ba ttaile. 

The firſt battaile oꝛdained by the CEmperour Alicandro, 
he gaue vnto the rule and gouernement of that pꝛoude pas 
gan Bramarant, Who like onto an hungerp Lpon oz wolke, 
Wold be the ürſt, and he had with him fiftie thouſand hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, the moſt furious and flerſeſt that was to be found in 
all the whole campe , amongſt whome he carycd all thoſe 
giants that his father the Gran Campion, had bzonabt out 
of his owne countries, u hich Were moꝛe then one thouſand 
and all mounted bppor Clephants, who with certaine en⸗ 
gens that they v2ought with them, made them to be verie 
ſwifte, Bramarant hadde with him in that batfaile all the 
Einges of the Oꝛientali Jlandes, who as pou haue heard, 
were little inferour vato gpants, and were the mall ſtrong⸗ 
eſt and ſfonteit that was in all the whole J lands, and he⸗ 


ing this bꝛaue Barhacan in the middeſt amongſt thein, he 
thought verciy that all the whole world (if they had bene 


th n together were net able to make teſtſtante againſt him. 
The ſecond battaile was gouerued by thoſe two mitſh- 


fic Wand! 1s Meridian and Brandimardo, „ho hadbe With 


them thꝛee ſcoꝛc thouſand hoꝛſemen, all of the Gran Tar- 


taria, mei mailotiſipy well armed, elthough the moſt vart of 


them were armed with the hard kinnes of wilde beaſtes: 
there were un this battaile, twentie bꝛaue and furious Gp, 
Kits, whereof twelue of the moſt furious and ill fanszed, 


had no other charge, but to Rerpe the peridn of the wozthie / 


Paince dexidian ,. 


The thirdo battaile was murn vato the charge of the 
hg! Orlan, and the king , 1 iderto, who were two migitie 
Wb. uit. and 
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eralt the honour of the Godos of Spame. There went allo 
with the Cmperour,thoſe two god knights rlamides, and 
Florinaldes, who were great friends vnto the knight of the 
Sunne. Allo, there went with him thoſe foure bz gee 
ſonnes vato the 2 gran T orcato, with that ſtout Rogelio, who 
were ſo conragtons, that there were fewe in ail the whole 
armie that were moꝛe valianter then they, being tu: young 
pouthes. 

There went alſo with him, the King of Bohemia , and 
many other mightie Loꝛds, belonging vnto the Emperour 
of Grecia, whoſe names be not here rehearſed, foꝛ to auoia 
tediouſnelle. So that this mightie Emperour badde about 
him ſuch a compaiue of valiant and wozthy knights, and of 
high eſtate, that neuer the like was ſeene, who little and lit⸗ 
le in the oꝛder aboue mentioned, dyd begin to fill thoſe fields 
and plaines, that it was a thing woꝛthie to be ſerne, ſo great 
number of wo2thie and valiant knights to be iopned toge⸗ 
ther, although they law befoꝛe their eies, put in god oꝛder 
their enimties and occaſtons of the great deſtrudion loked 
foꝛ, as alſo thoſe fcarefull lignes and tokens Which the hea⸗ 
nens and the carth dyd ſhew vnto them, the which was a 

thing of great wonder and dꝛead to behold,in eſpectall,foz 
thoſe Ladies and gentlewomen that were in Conſtantino- 
ple, wh o ſcœuig their hul bandes and child zen to depart in 
that (02t, their clamoꝛs and crpes lamed to aſſend vnto the 
heauens. And in the mighlie citie of Conſtantinople , there 
was ſane no other ching but olde men, women and chil⸗ 
dꝛen, who Went bare {of & bare legged, thꝛough the ſtrates 
from one church vnto an other, pꝛaping vnto God to graunt 
the vigtozie on their parts, and to defend his chꝛiſtian flack. 

At this time was the Empꝛeſſe Briana, and the fayze pꝛin⸗ 
celle Oluna, with the beautifull Linderaza, the Qucene Ra- 
danira, and Arquiroſa,a nd many other ino verie faire and 
Þcautifuil Ladies and gentlewomen, mounted vp into a 
high tower of the mightie pallace, from whence they might 
at their eaſe , bilcouer and ſee all the whole armies, but 
when chep lawe lo great a nuntitude of infidells, againſt 


them

and therefore he was called furious. 

This Organte, the Emperour toke a var and gaue vn⸗ 
to him fiftene thauſand knights cholen out cf all the whole 
armie, x ſapd, that they (ſhould put themſelues into a thicke 
wor, which was ſomewhat on the one ſide apart whereas 
the battaile ould be fought, and they ſhould not goe foꝛth 
from thence,neither ſthew themſelues, noꝛ be ſa ne, till ſuch 
time as he dyd ſend them woꝛd What they ſhould doe So 
when that Organte the furious, was departed, the Empe⸗ 
rour toke vnto bimſelfe the ſirt and laſt battaile, with the 
reſt of all his people, which were as many as were oꝛdai⸗ 
ned be'o2e,in all the flag battatles,Ye had in his companie 
many kings and mightie Loꝛzdes, who eſteemed themſelues 
to be verte toute and valiant knights. 

Now all pou that doe reade the Hiſtoꝛie of this batfaile, 
confiver that neuer betoze pou haue read, to be ſcene iopned 
together in one field , ſo great a number ok barbarous and 
ſtonte people. And likewiſe, what ſhould be the hearts of 
thole Orcckee, who with fo great god will doth march to⸗ 
Wards the battaile, hauing ſo great a muititude of enmes 
againſt them. 

Now let vs returne to tell pou of the firſt battailes that 
was gouernes by the knight of the Dunne and Bramarant, 
who marching little and tiffle, the one againſt the other: 
This furions barbarian inp middeſt betwirt two of theſe 

gyvant kings that went with him, they marched a pace be- 
foe all the reſt of the campe,and put themſt lues in the face 
of their enimies, abiding to ſe if that any of the p2incipaleſt 
knights and molt valiantcſf, would come to receine them. 
The which being ſcene by the ropall pꝛinces Clatidiana, ſhe 
tourned her feife Onto the knight of the Sunne, and ſdyde, 
Vauing ſlo god end tryed knights by mee, 7 will not let ta 
pꝛoue my ſpeare with one of ponder three which arc come 
toꝛth bekoze the reſt, although accoꝛding vnto their great- 
nelle, they ſeme rather to ve dinells then knights, 4 thoſe 
ſpexres which they b2ing with them, may well ler ue fo; 
e of Barkes. Lade any DP. N fayd the knight of 
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and ſtrong lip had in their compante all the people 
of Arabia, Carmania, and Pahbottos, fo2 that their goucrs 
ners were flaine in the battaile paſt, all the which were to 
the number of moꝛe then thzce (coze thouſand, but pet verie 
ill armed and nothing expert. 

The fourth battaile was giuen vnto the pꝛince of Came 
bray, Who as you haue heard, was a young knight, but ve⸗ 
rp valiant: Ye had in his companie thꝛe kings of the In- 
dia, Who were verie ficrce giants and ſtoute, and carrped 
With them in charge foure ſcoze and tenne thouſand hoꝛſe⸗ 
men, but not all mounted vpon hozies, but on other wilde 
beaſtes , that were verie light and \ witt, and ſtraunge ta 
be {rene in that conntrie, 

The fift batfaile was gtnen vnto the king Balardo, 
Lozde of all the Seras, who was merualouſlp eſta med as 
nong all the Pagans, and (carcÞ, as well foz his great 
V2aucrie and fierceneſſe, as that he was a mightie Loꝛd and 
of great power and firength, he hadde in his companie fine 
Erg, with all their people, Which were to the number ok 
moe then faure ſcoze thouland, he had alſo with hum five 
gvants, who being in the foe front of the battaile , ſemed 
aboue all the rett like Into towers, 

The Einperour Ahcandro, had foꝛ the gard and keeping 
ok his perſon, twelue gpants, t the molt flerceſt and milſha⸗ 
pen that could be found in all the whole Paganiſme, whe 
neuer were out of his p2eſence x compante, dap no2 night, 
ſo p the Emperoar,by reaion of their great fozce4 ſtrength, 
dps actompt himlelſe in great ſecuritie. 

Me was meraatioufiy feared of all his ſubiects, fo that 
whs lo euer diſo:dered himſcife at any time in his p2eſece, 
(althongh he were a king 02 mightie Lo:d) ſtraight waies 

thole nulſhapen giants with battell ares of fine ſlerle Which 
thep alwales had in their hands dpd hew them all to pes 
tes. The molt pzinctpall and fkrongett amongſt them all, 
was called Organte the kurious, he was all full of hate his 
—Svpdie guer, and had ſa fierce and terrible a countenaunce, 


That there was none that dyd behold him, but was akraide, 
and

Dunne (retourning from his'conrſe) toke her by the arme 
and dpd helpe her to ſtay her ſelfe, and was greatly ama- 
zed at the ſtrong encounter which ſhe made, foꝛ that (he had 
with her great ſtrength thꝛuſt her ſpeare through the bas 
die of that Gyant , and therewith ouerthzew him to tho 
ground, whereas he laye without moning either of hande 
02 fote , 

Oriſtedes, made his encennter with the other Binge, 
who was called Leopardo, and dpd ſo valiantlie herein, 
that he dyd verie well make apparant the high pꝛogenitie 
from whence he dyd deſcend, fo2 being verie ſtrongip en- 
countered with that Giant, which made him to loſe the 
raines of his b2idle and his ſtirruppes, and to embꝛace him 
ſelke with his hoꝛſe necke: pet dyd he make his iuſt with 
fo great fo2ce and ſfrength that he ouerthꝛew him and his 
Tlephant downe fo the ground,one vpon an other, and by 
reaſon of the great waight of the fall which dyd bꝛuſe him 
ſa ſoꝛe, that he could neuer artie , but dyed pzeſentlye in 
the place whereas he lave. 

Now at ſuch time as thele encounters were made bes 
terne the ſire knights, the two firſt battailes were topncd 
together, whereas was ſo great a. number flaine on the one 
part and on the other, that the litung could not paſſe but 
vpon the dead bodies: and by reaſon of the great duſt that 
dvd ariſe amonglt them, they could ſcarce ſ& any other 
thing, but the great number of ho2ies and Clephants, that 
'ranne loſe out from the thickeſt of the pꝛeacc . And ſure 
it was a moſt pitifull and lamentable thing lo heare the 
great ſhꝛickes and crycs of thole that were hurt and map⸗ 
med, foꝛ without all doubt manie a thouſand of them might 
haue bene cured and daue lined,if they could have bene by 
anie canes holpen to ariſe and come fozth , but by reaſory 
of the great peace and multitude, they oped a miſerable 
death under the Hozle keete. 

But who ſo euer hadde ſeene at that pꝛelent the knight 
of the Sunne in pꝛelente of his miſtreſſe the princes Clari- 
diana, hob y in a {mal time be querthzew + ew more then

the Dunne, J ſhould haue bene bettercontented if that peu 
had remained in the citie, and from thence to have beheld 
vs, and not ſoꝛ to haue come to take all this trauaile ; but 
ſcing that it was your pleaſure fo2 to doe vs this high tour⸗ 
teſie, let vs goe whether pour pleaſure is to tommaund vs, 
toꝛ that, J doe moꝛe eſt me your fauour and helpe, then all 
the fircaigth of this mightie armie, ſo that x if there ſhould 
come againſt mee all the whole infernall compant c,hautng 
you in pꝛeſence, J would not ict to afſaite them. J will not 
ce Ws the third (laid the god Tropan) foꝛ hauing ſuch 
worthte perions to) my compantons, I am fully aſlured of 
the geld And there with theic thꝛee went fozth for to merte 
the thee Pagans, that came fw2th againſt thein, ſo that all 
ſixe made their encounters together, and their kurie was lo 
great which they had in their ſwift courſe, that they made 
the earth to tremble a god way from them. 

The firſt encounter (by reaſon of the [wift courſe of 
Cornermo) was made by the two mightie and ſtout war⸗ 
riers the knight of the Sunne and Þramarant, and by reaz 
ſun that either of them did put ouer much fozce to their en⸗ 
counters, their ſpcares which lermed fo be maſtee, were ſhes 
uered all to pætes, and the ſplinters ficw into the apꝛe, and 
both of them fell backwards vpon tt eic hoꝛſe croupers,and 
d paſſed the one by the other, but traight wates they, rinhs 
ted vp them ſelues againe in their laddels, e either of them 
thought to haue made his encounter againſt ſome rock, fo; 
that they thought by their trengthes to haue ouerthzowen 
a tower tothe ground, ſuch was the valiantnelſe of thoſg 
Wosthie Knights. 

The ropall JPances made her encounter With one ok 
thoſe Hinges called Belhgro, who made his encounter (0 
ſtronglp, that the point of the ſpeare wu moze then halle 
the ſtaſte bad palled $008 uah her bodie if that her inchaun⸗ 
ted armour had not made rcullance a gainſt the foꝛce theres 
o, and yet (02 all th; t, ge loſt the raines out of her hande, 
and $i ſtirrup ö and a god while the could not ſettle her 
ſcife againe in her laddle, till luch time as the knight of the

the other fide the Pagans loſt and had the woꝛſt. In this 


ſozt the battaile mingled together, and on both parts was 


done great ſlaughter, till ſuch time as they iopned with the 


ſecond battiles . But theſe wozthie knightes ſering howe 
their people were ouercome and fled befoze their enimies, 
and the great deſtruction that was done vppon them, they 
turned abont their hozſes fo2 to reſcue them, and the knight 
of the Sunne pꝛocured to come to that place whereas Bra- 
marant was, and when that he came thether, one of thoſe 
Gyants that was with him, ſtroke ſo terrible a blowe at 
the Pꝛinceſle Claridiana,vpon her helme,y it made hereies 
fo ſparkle with fire, and againe if that the had not embzaced 
her ſelfe about her hoꝛſe necke, ſhe had falne to the ground, 
But this Pagan dyd not aduannce himlclfe of that blow, 
foz that beeing ſeene by the knight of the Sunne, who was 
all kindled in ire, with a mightte courage he raiſed him- 
ſelfe in his firops,and ſtroke him ſuch a blowe vppon his 
left ſhoulder, with ſo great fur ie and fozce,that he clone him 
downe to the ſaddle bol, in {ach ſozte that he fell downe to 
the ground in two paces , with ſo great wonder vnto all 
them that (awe that terrible blow, that they could not pers 
{wade with themlelues that he ſhuld be a hum ne knight, 
and the ropall Pzincelfe who verie well ſawe the executi⸗ 
on of that blow, was verie glad and toyfull af her heart, foz 
that ſhe had ſo nigh her ſo valiant aide and ſuccour,and bes 
ing almoſt aſhamed to ſe her ſelfs ſo euili intreated befoꝛe 
hin, ſhe toke her (Wwozd in both her hands, and ſtroke ſuch 
a blow at another of the Gyants, (who had his l woꝛd in 
the aire all aloft readie fo2 to diſcharge it vpon her) that ſhe 
cut both his arines a ſunder, that his hands, \ wo2d and all 
fell to the ground, and the gyant ranne awate and put him⸗ 
lelfe in the middeſt of the battaule,roaring and houling like 
a Bull. From that time the wozthie Alphebo and the roi⸗ 
all Pzinceſle ſo behaued themſelues in the thickeſt amongſt 
their enimies, that what with killing and wounding all 
that euer they could reach, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they were great- 
lie ſeared of their aduerlaries. At this time the god Troi⸗

thirtie of thole giant knights that came with Bramarant, 
ſome of them he cutte off their armes, other he clone their 
heads, and otherſeme he cleue down to their bzeafts,in ſach 
ſoꝛt, that in fo ſmall time there was neuer ſeene ſo great a 
ſlaughter done by one alone knight. And the ropall Jo zin⸗ 
tes with Oriſtedes, who folle ed him, manp tunes did with 

dꝛaw themlelues from fighting fo2 to beholde the mernal⸗ 

ugilous actes that he dyd, and the fight thereof dyd lo alter 
them, that the blond within their bodies lamed to ware 
colde, to ſee the terrible and moꝛtal blowes Which he ſtroke: 
and although thep foz their parts dvd kill and oucrthzow 
all that came befoze them, vet bad they enough to doe to ſo⸗ 
1993 him, bis furte was fo great, whe rewith he put himſelfe 
amongſt his enimies, and his ſouldiers that dpd behold he 
wonders which thoſe thy dpd, toke merna! lous courage 

hemſelues in ſuch ſozte, that in a little time the battatle 
had bene over tome, if it had not bene foz that ſtrong Wi 
font Bramarant, who played þ diuell amongſt the Grecke

killing all that cuer he could reach with his long T b; bat de 
ct? — iw 02D, aca int the which they could make no mie 'L 
reſiſtance then againſt a thunder boite , 

This daye was the death of the Gran Campion, bnto 
many verie deare and (o:owfull, toy that his lonne fo? to 
mane crack! reuengement fo2 the ſame, with furious wꝛath 
aud maꝛztall anger, doth deſtroy + cuerthzow all that tcem⸗ 
meth befoze him, wherewith he dofh increaſe the ſtreames 
of Ae in the fielde, that it flowed with great aboundance. 
The kings likewiſe of the D:1enfal Jlands, ſuch as remai⸗ 
ned, dyd healpe him verie much in this llaughter, fo: that 
they were great = nts and defozmecd, the people fied as 
way beſo2e ibem. s from the! luc! Lor hell, Lic ewiſc, ell the 
reſt of the pe on £ wy came with the gran Cam pron frem 
thoſe Jlands , by reaſon tha — dyd lurmount in Fature 
and bianeſſe,the peovle of Grecia, and moe in number, dyd 
ill and deſkroy manic of them, and in that plate whereas 
they went, they had the better hand, ſo that p battaile was 
in batlance, loz that en the ons ſive the Gra kes luſt, and on

he was honourablie receiued, and gaue great comfo2t vnto 
all thoſe Ladies and Gentlewomen, The knight of the Sun 
returned againe into the battaile wheras he left the valiant 
Oriſtedes, and found that the ſtout Pagan had onerthzow-s 
en him vpon his hozſe crouper all aſtonied and amazed, and 
as the Pagan would haue ſtroke him againe, the knight of 
the Sunne put himſelfe befoze him, and lapde: Mith mer 
Bramarant thou diddeſt begin the battaile, ther ſoꝛe conciude 
itz with me befoꝛe thou makeſt ante farther contention with 


this knight. And in laying theſe woꝛdes he ſtroke him ſuch 


an auerthwart blow vpon the helme, that it formed hee had 
bene all on fire, with the burning ſparkes and flames of fire 
that flew out thercof,and the tozce was fo great, that if ha 
had not embꝛaced himſelfe with his hoꝛſe necke, he had fal- 
len downe fo the ground. Then this furious Pagan righted 
bp himſelfe againe, blaſpheming againſt the heauens and a- 
gainſt them that gaue ſo much power vnto nature, foꝛ to cre⸗ 
ate a knight of ſo great faꝛce and ſtrength , and therewith 
went againſt him, and began to charge hun with ſuch terri⸗ 
ble blowes. that if it had bene ſome hard Marble rocke, in a 
tho2t ſpace he had b2oke it all peces, but yet the god armoz 
of the knight of the Sun was of lo great foꝛce, that it mold 
haue made refiſtance againſt a farre greater ſtrength than 
his, by reaſon of the fineneſſe of the bones of thoſe little fi- 
ſhes, which were found in the froſen ſea, as you haue heard 
befo2e, wherewith the armour of the knight of the Sunne, 
ag alio that of the Pagan were made, whereby we map lor 
and vnderſtand, how great and ſtrange be the ſecrets of na⸗ 
ture, that in ſo little bones nouriſhed in the water, ſhoulde 
make moꝛe greater and fironger reſiſtance than anie pꝛon 
oz ſtele, ſo that theſe two woꝛthie warridurs being in ſuch 
ſecuritie by reaſon of their armour, did execute the kurie of 
their great ſtrengthes , and laide ſo cruellie the one vppon 
the other, thal it was a wonder to beholde them, and many 
nigh vnto them left of their owne fighting fo to beholde 
2 meruailing greatlie at their terrible and melt cruch 
attaile, 
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The third part of 


un was not idle, but all fo be raicd with the blond of them 
that he had ſlaine, and at one terrible thꝛuſt which he thiew 
at one of the Gyan! kings, hee paſſed his \ wo2d through his 
bodie, ſo that ho fell downe dead to the ground. But when 
that Bramarant lawe the great deſtruction the Which theſe 
thꝛee knightes made amongſt his people, he rowled his 
eies in his head as though fire would flie out of them, and 
with great wꝛath he came towardes the knight of the Sun, 
(fo2 that it ſeemed vnto him that he was the knight that 
ſtroke the moꝛtalleſt blowes of all the reſt) and when hee 
came bnto him, he ffroke him ſuch a terrible and ouer⸗ 
thwart blowe vppon his healme, that he made the ſparkes 
of fire to flie out a great waie off, and with the foꝛce theres 
of it dazeled his cies, and did ſome what aſtoniſh him, and 
this infernall Pagan had not ſo ſane ſtroke this blowe, but 
that her ſtroke another at the Pꝛinceſſe with ſo great furie, 
that it might well bee ſaide, that next vnto God, her in⸗ 
chaunted armout dpd laue herlyfe , fo2 that his greate cuf- 
ting lWoꝛde coulde not cut no2 enter into them, pet koꝛ all 
that her bꝛake them and made the peces to flie a great wate 
ok, ſo that ali her one ſide was vnarmed and lefte naked, 
Then the ſtout Tropan ſeeing his compantons lo euill ins 
treated, foꝛcing himſelfe with arcat courage, ſtroke ſuch a 
blowe at Bramarant vpon his healme, that he amazed him 
in ſuch loꝛt, that his (wozd fell out of his handes, and hung 
by the wut band, che which blowe made this ſtout and 
pꝛoude Dagan to knowe that this knight was of noble 
bloud and courage, Then the knight of the Sunne, when 
that he ſaboc his Ladie vnarmed, he went vnto her and re⸗ 
queſted her to depart out of the battaile to auoide the great 
daunger and perill in the which ſher was brought koz lacke 
of her armour, And therewith he left Oriſſedes in conten⸗ 
tion with Bramarant, and went with the Punceſſe to ſet her 
free out of the battatle, and did ſo much befwene them both, 
that que tlie they cle red themlelues out of the pꝛeaſe, and bes 
ing lee thereof, the ropall Pꝛinceſſe (with great grieke foz 
to depart rem her knight returned vnto tho Title, whereas 


ſhe

bis hoꝛſe crouper, and he ſtaied hunſclfe ſo ſtronglie, that hee 
fell not, but paſſed along being greatlie amazed at the great 
agililie of gis enimie py Pꝛince, who in the ſame tncoynter 
loſt one of his ſtirops, and therewith put bimſcelſe into the 
battaile, hauing his aduerlarie in great eſtimation, but her 
that had the belt lucke in thele their encounters, was the 
valpant ZTartarian, who mertilg this pꝛonde icucn, ſtrik⸗ 
king him in the miodeſt of the bꝛeaſt, he thꝛuſt his Speare 
thꝛough his bodie, that it appeared at his backe, and ouer⸗ 
thꝛew him dead to the ground. Mith that encounter hee 
luke vnle had falten to the ground, if there he had not embꝛa⸗ 
ced himſelke with his hozſe necke. When that theſe encoun⸗ 
ters were finiched, the two batftaties iopned togelher, and 
the noile was ſo great which they made at the hꝛeaking of 
their Speares, that the mountaines and hilles ſcemed to 
ſhake therewith, and the great ſlaughter that was on both 
partes was meruatlous great , But when that Roticlcer 
with that gallant courage(as he was wont to haue did put 
himſelfe in the middeſt of the gard of MeriQian , Who (as 
pou haue heard) to be twelue ſtrong Spantes, he did that 
Which neuer befoze time of aunctent people was the lyke 
heard of, he aſlaulted theim in ſuch ſozte, that ene of them 
hee cut off his right arme, wherewith he did gouerne his 
great and mightie cutting {wo2d, fo that he was maimed, 
and another he cloue his heart alunder with a thꝛuſt he 
thꝛew at him, he had nat at that time ſcarte pulled out his 
(49022 flomthe gpants bodie, Veen that two of thoſe which 
rem uned, with their great and ſtoke hatchets, gaue epther 
o them a blowe the one after the other, vppon his rich and 
pꝛectous healmce, but it was foꝛged by that wiſe Artemido- 
mbp bis Pagicall art, ſo that it might well be ſapde, that 
t Hucdbis iple, 102 that theie War pe edge hatchets tould 
not enter ame. moꝛe into it, han if thep had ba ne made of 
mgechut vet faz at chat, he blowes were erceding ſtrong 
and neaule, that it drpuurd him of his vnderdanding, and 
mane dun se: 40 falt 402 warves vppon þs ſabdte bolue, 
203 UL, any

Nob here let vs leaue them fo2 a while in this their 
eonfention, Wherein either of them had inough to dee to de⸗ 
fend themleluer, and alſo the valiant Tropan, who was ins 
tangled with a ont Grant in battaile, and had great carg 
foꝛ to cleere himſelfe from him, and let vs tel of that inclite 
and generdus knight Roſiclcer, that had the charge of the 
ſecond battaile, who when he ſawe the other battaile ſo in⸗ 
tangled, with great deſire that he had to ſ& himſelf amongſt 
his enimies, he and his two friends, the king Sacridoro and 
the Tartarian Zoilo, did put themſelues befoze their camp, 
and ſetting ſpurres vnto their hoꝛſes , went againſt them 
that came in the lecond battaile, who likewiſe did moue 
themſelues toreceiue them. There came in their foze front 
the Pꝛinte Meridian, and the font and ſtrong Pagan Bran- 
dimardo, and with them a king of the Indias, called A bi- 
10,4 young knight and verte pꝛoude, theſe thre came as 
gainſt Roſicleer and his companions, and in the middeſt bes 
twene the two battatles they made their encounter in 
this ſoꝛt. 

Rolicleer and Brandimardo made their encounter the 
one againſt the other, and ſheruered their ſpeares in pæ⸗ 
tes, palſling along without receiuing anie harme, but Bran- 
dimardo being greatlie amazed at the ſtrength of his ad⸗ 
uerſarie, ſapd within himlelke: Dut of all doubt this is her 
that did combat with Bramarant in the wilderneſſe of Gre« 
cia, oꝛ elle it is he that (ew the gran Campion his Father, 
fo2 that J tan. ot belœue e, that in anie other knight ſhoulde 
be ſo great mw and ſtrength. The like dyd Roſicleer thinke 
of Brandimardo, whoſe encounter ſa med to be equall vnto 
thoſe of the knight of the Dunne, and ſayde within him⸗ 
(cite, | 

Oh that Cod were lo pleaſed that this valiant Pagan 
Were a Thy: zan, lo; ſurclie it thuld artene me ver te much 
that ſuch a Knight would perich. Then the ſtrong k ing © Ja- 
caro and che Paine Meridi an made their cncounte; 
in ſuch le loꝛt, that heir ſpcares were hauered ali to 3 _ 
but £1 be Lit 4 © DECEHNED ( a färre baclie, that his J rad touch ( 
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the Pꝛinte laide his aduerſarie alongein the ffeld dead, and 
the ſfoutking Lifco thꝛuſt the Pzince of Cambray quer the 
trouper of his hozſe, Alſo the king Olmerio and the. Pin- 
ces, Bargandel and Liriamandro, Don Siluerio, and the king 

Alamades, made thetr encounters againſt the king Batare 
do, and his compantons,and there had like fo have bene a 
meruailous miſfoꝛtunc, foꝛ that Ly namandro and the furt- 
dus king Balardo fell both of them to the grunde, and in 
great peril befoꝛe they c oulde retouer themictues againe. 
Bargandel made his encounter with one of thole kinges of 


the Indias, with lo great furie, that the point Of his Speare 


appeared at his backe. Don Suuerio and the king dydoucrs 
thꝛow other two, but vnhappie were they that made their 
encounters with the frac Opants that came with the king 
Balardo , fo2 that they were all oucrthzowen dead to the 
aronnd,ſauing the king Alamades, who by reaſon of his god 
armour could not receiue ante hurt, pet fo2 all that he laie 
vpon the ground moze than an houre, cleane frem himſclf, 
defoꝛe he could come againe to his remembꝛance. So in con⸗ 
tluſion of theſe encounters, thele woꝛthie knights dyd put 
themlelues into the battatle, at whoſe centric the laughter 
was ſo great, that the little bzokes were made mightie ri⸗ 
uers with the abundance of bloud that was there ſhed, x foz 
to declare perticularlie the mightie dads + wonderfull aas 
done by Roliclecrat wer requiſite to haue an hundzeth thous 
ſand cies foz to behold them, Likewiſe the woꝛthines done 
by all that valiant compante,as the Tartarian Zoylo, the 
king Sacridoro,Brandizel,and Clauermdoghits very friends, 
with all the reſt of that gallant companie,as the Yyſtozig 
hath ſhewed vnto you, On the other part goeth thoſe furious 
Pagans Meridian and Brandimardo, the king Balardo, and 
the other miſhapen Opants, all to be raſed with blond, and 
killing and deſtroying all that commeth befo2e them. At 
this tune the god Emperour I rebatio could no longer abide 
no ſuffer, ſæing his people in fo great travaile, but com⸗ 
manded intontinentlie to found a great and infinite num⸗ 
ber of Trumpettes and other intkruments of warre , 
Cc. ii, and 
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and his hoꝛſe carried him about the field, but all fell out fo; 
the beſt, foꝛ that the Opants hauing no moꝛe care to garde 
the perſon of the Pꝛince, foꝛ that he had put himſelfe in the 
thickeſt amongſt his emmies, he and Brandimardo ma-— 
king ſuch deſtruction and ſlaughter amongeſt them , chat 
whereas they went they left all the ground full of dead bo⸗ 
dies. But when Rolicleer came àgaine vnto himſelfe, and 
ſawe that the Gyants were gone, hee put himſelke into the 
thickeſt of them that were next him with greate furic, de⸗ 
ffroping and ouerthꝛowing all that was in the Wale, ſo that 
it was an vnhappie daie fo2 him that once pꝛoued his 
(wozd. 

Not long after when that the third battaile ſawe the 
battailes ſo intangled, they marched on a pace fo2 to iopne 
together, and foꝛ that there might be ſpace inough for cucrig 
one to haue his fill of fighting, marched for wardes ſtraight 
wales the fourth and fift battaile, fo: that there were ſuch 
knights amongſt them, whoſe ſtomacks were lo great, that 
they could not refraine themſelues one: minute of an houre, 
in ſering that others were executing their kuries, and they 
to be idle, ſo that in a verie ſhoꝛt ſpace there were fo many 
dead bodies in the field, thatzothe liuing could not palle but 
vpon them, and whereas ſo many people were iopned toges 
ther, it could not be but ſome encounters mult bee made fo? 
tobe noted abouc the reſt , As that wozthie king Florion 
and the valiant Pꝛince his fonne,made their encounters as 
gainſt the king Orlan. and the king I riderio, whoſe en⸗ 
counters were ſuch, that the Punce ouerthꝛew the firlt dead 
to the ground, and although her was ſfoinewhat aſtonped 
at that encounter, pet he kept his ſaddle, and paſſed fo2s 
wards on, and the king. Florion oucrthzew Triderio from 
his Elephant, whereon he was mounted, in ſuch ſozte, that 
with great gricfe he could not ariſe acaine , Likewiſe the 
valtant and wozthie P2zince Claueryndo, with one of thoſe 
Goants that came with the Pzince of Cambray, did make 
their encounters the one againſt the other, in ſuch ſozt,that 

the 
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bꝛoke them all to perces, and the anger and courage cf cy* 
ther of them was ſo great, becauſe they could haue no victo- 
rie, that they left one another, and put themiclues into the 
battaile, whereas they New and auerthꝛew to the ground, 
and concred the fields with dead bodies, as the Mower with 
his Sith couereth the ſozrowes with coꝛne. The knight of 
the Sunne put himſelfe amongſt thoſe monſtrous Gyants 
of the Ozientall Indias,and made lo great laughter amon⸗ 
geſt them, that thoſe which were liunig, although they were 
fierce and rough people did flie betoze him, he put himſelke 
with lo great furie amongſt them, that the ſtout Oriſtedes 
remained behinde him, and could not kollowe, but pet with 
the great deſire that he had to keepe him companie, hee did 
ltrange exploits and of great wonder. Then the knight of 
the Dunne loking backe, and ſeeing him all alone, did tar⸗ 
rie his comming , making a bꝛoade were in cucrie place 
whereas hee went, a which time came foz2th againſt hun a 
rough and gallan, pant, named Otiuberp, and was Low 
ouer the land & Amara, his armour Was edged round as 
bout with golde and precious ſtones of great pꝛice, who 


ſtroke lo ſtrong a do at the knight of the Sunne vppon 
bis helme, that he ſomewhat aſtonied him. But this pꝛeude 
Pagan departed, not aviiancing hunſelke thereof, but was 
rewarded {02 bis boldneſte, With his head clouen aſunder 
to his bꝛcaſt, ſo that he fell downe dead to the gidund, pet 
ther lack ed not another moꝛe hardie than wile,that thought 
to make reuenge ment foꝛ the lame. There was a king cal- 
led A rmelion „Who Zang a great confidence in his fi rength 
and in the excellencie of his armour , whercwith hee was 
armed, and was verie god, went towards him, and ſtroke 
hun a mightie olowe vpon one of his ſhoulders, but he that 
had receiued lo many of that furious Bramarant , receiued 
that of him as nothing, but in patinent of his great follie, 
the ſonne of Lrebatio ſtroke hun ſuch another bppon his 
head, that both helme and ſkull he roke into his bzaines, 
the which being done, he ſtated not, but pꝛoca ded fozwards 
on, not finding anie that did diſturbe him in his wate , and 
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and made Pꝛoclamation that none ſhould remaine bel; ind 
but all to enter into the vattaile. And therewith they mar⸗ 
ched fozwardes with ſo great a noiſe, that the earth ſcemed 
to open therewith. 

Then the Emperour Alvcandro ſeeing that (who was 
in a readineſſc) would not be the laft , but ſtraight wayes 
marched foꝛwardes with all the remainder of the knit ahts, 
and ſure it was a thing of great compaſſion and pitttc fo? 

to beholde, ſo infinite a number of people Naine, when th 
theſe two battqiles iopned together, fo: that the Boꝛſes af 
Darius, Cirus, Alexander, being ioyned all together „Were 
not ſo manp as were there at that pꝛeſent. 

The woꝛthie and renommed Emp: rour Trebatio made 
his encounter with the king Ornlardo,who was a ;t 
Pagan, and was almoſt ſo bigge of his bodie as a Gyant 
but this god Cmperonr made his incounter tn £ 
that hc bꝛoke his gall within his bodie, and ch; uſt 
his hoꝛſe crouper to the ground, Like wiſe all ct! x] 
of fame that were in the companie made v61thic nicouns 
ters, After which being done they put Demdemer na Luft 
ment together round about their g 3 Captaino, ⁊ put th

ſelues 9 killing and ouer tb zowing thoſe Pa⸗ 
gans all that euer . befoꝛe then. — the other part ge⸗ 
eth the — ur Alycandro tcompaſſed about with thoſe 
mightie gpants, and other kings and knights of el matt, 
on, that it was atamentablething fo beholde the great de⸗ 
lirucion that they made amongſt their enimies, 4 ( that

the re was on both parts knights of great vatour * cf ima⸗ 
tion. The b fate was in balance, alt holigh there were of 
the Pagans ihw times fo many as were of the Ch:ilti 

ans. Alle this While we haue foꝛgott en thoſe two ſtout war⸗ 
* urg, the knight of the Sunne and Bramarant, foꝛ to com- 
plie! With other Worthie and valian knights. Wut pon (hat 
under tand that they con! inued alw waies in their cruell bat⸗ 
fat 2, ind dpd! 10 other thing but charge the one the other 
with their terrible blowes out of all oꝛder , and with ſo 
great rte, tha if they had berne two Rockes, they hadde 
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his guts vp to the hard hiltes, and pulling his worde out, 


his guttes followed after. And therwithall the Gpant with 
an inkernail furie ftroke ſuch a terrible blowe with his 
mace on his backe, that hee hadde ouerthꝛowen him to the 
ground if that he had not embꝛaced himſelfe with his hoꝛſe 
necke But lo ſonc as this blowe was gien, the mightie 
Gyant feli downe dead to the earth, and the knight of the 
Dunne doing theſe and many other great meruailes paſſed 
fo: wardeg on, dilcouer ingsthꝛough all the whole battaile, 
beholding the mightie deedes , greate meruailes, and highs 
bnighihed which was done by the famous kinightes on his 
part, vito whome it leemco that they alone were a theeide 
and defence vnto all his people, foz without them they had 
beene alt ouercome and dilpearſed , (oz that in compariſon 
there were a great number mo2e on the pact of the Pagans 
than there was ontheirs Yee lrkewiſe loked about fo: 
Roſiclcerzand ſawe where hee was all alone ſo beraped 
and bathed in bloud, that ſcarce hee could bee knowen fron 
another kwght,but onelie by the incredible deedes which he 
did, and firing hun in that ſoꝛte all alone „ without anie of 
his conſoꝛtes, that could come vnto him fo2 to ſuccour him, 
be fell greatlie in loue with him and his eſtimation, and 
pꝛaied bnto Cod with all his heart to ſaue and defend him 
from all peritl and daunger. 

Likewiſe he ſawe in another place the god Emperour 
his father in the middeſt betwirt the two Spanich knights, 
who went all thꝛe together with equall courage and mags 
nanimitie, and made exceding great laughter amongſt the 
1 2A Ang, ee 

At this time the god knight would not ffaie anie lon⸗ 
ger to beholde them, but thꝛuſt himſelle ints the middeſt of 
the baͤttaule, and went krom one place vnto another, apding 
and heiping there Whereas hee lawe was the greateſt pe⸗ 
rill. | 

At this time the daie was wel ſpent, foꝛ it was paſt none 
and the knight of the Sun ſaling the wether to be hot (as he, 
that had frauailed moze than the relt,fo2 to ref;cſh himſelfe 
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alwaies he had an eie vnfo ſuch as ſeemed vnto him to bee 
the pꝛincipall of his enimies, fo it chanced he diſconered two 
mightie great and defozmed Gpants,that were both toge⸗ 
ther with mightie maſes in their handes , and made great 
{laughter and deſtruction vpon the Greekes,theſe Opantes 
were two bꝛethꝛen, and Loꝛds ouer an Jland in the Indi- 
an ſea, The one was called Zario, and the other Drago, and 
in all the whole hoaſt was not to bee found two pants, 
moꝛe mightier and fuller of pꝛide than they were. But as 
this gallant louer of the ropail Empꝛeſſe Claridiana hadde 
{ene them, without anie conſideration that they wer e two, 
and her all alone, he toke a Speare from a Pagan that was 
next him, and ſet {purres to his god hoꝛſe Cornerino, — 
with ſo great furie, that he ſeemed a whirle winde, he wer 
towards thoſe Gyants, (who were ſene abone all the reſt 
mo2c than two cubites)a ind in fight ok all the people he en- 
countered with one of them in the middeſt of the bꝛeaſt, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt (that although his armour was twelue plates thick 
vet did he thꝛuſt his Speare a god pard through his bodie, 
that the ſharpe point of hie Speare a appeared at his backe, 
and this great Spant fell downe dead to = ground, and 
made ſo great noiſe as though a tower ha d falten d de owne⸗ 
and at ſuch time as khis god k a aht eie ale alongſt in his 
courſe, the other Gpant that did abide his com mit * with 
his pꝛon maſe in his hand al f alofte, hee diſcharg od fy cha 
right downe blowe at him, that if hee had chaunced fo fa 
len the lame, it had not gone well with him, but the great 
foric and (wiktneſſe of his hoꝛſe Cornerino was ach, that 
— her coulde diſcharge the ſame, her was paſſed by with 
his Maiſter, ſo that the blowe fell downe fo the ground, and 
entred into the earth thꝛe ſpang, and as pet hee had not lift 
vp his maſe when that the knight of the Sunne tourned 
about . dare with great lightnelle, and iopning himſelfe 
with the Opant, bx calf a thꝛuſt at him with the point of 
his (word in the middeſt of his bellie, and put ſo great foꝛce 
and ſtrength ther vnto, that without anie ſtaping it paſſed 
thꝛoͤugh his double and thicke armour , and entered wu 
his 
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fo doe foꝛ fo cleere themſelues from them. All this while 
was not idle, but did their partes in ample manner, Bar- 

Yandel and Lyriamandro, and the king Alamades , Flami- 
des,and Fl lorinal {us, and the Pꝛinte Don Siluerio, Rodo- 
marte ⁊ Rodotco, all there together did Wonderful things, 
aiding and helping whereas was met neceſſitie, yet was 
there none that was with Roſicleer, fo2 he was all alone, 
and did verie well cleere the waie Whercas he would goe, 
and dyd ſo much on euerie ſide, that in the ende he came 
whereas the Empcrour his Father was, and ſawe that her 
alone with thoſe two Spaniſh knightes were ein combat 
with the flue Gyants of the king Balardo, and waxed verie 
faint and wearie, but when that he ſawe it, lyke a hungrie 
Lion he went towards them, and when he came whereas 
they were, he ſtroke ſuch a blowe at the firſt vpon his ſhoul⸗ 
der, that he clone hun downe to the bꝛeaſt, and ouerthzew 
him © the earth, and ſtraight waies tourned vnto another, 
whore he flew, with another blowe ffroke off his arme 
Wherewith he held his Word, and as he was turning foz to 
ſtrike auoth er., that did charge much the Emperour, he ſaw 
that the Emperour at once blow oucrth2zewe him to the 

earth, fo; that be ſtroke him ouerthwart the waſt, in ſuch 
ſozt, that his [word entered into his bowels, that he fell 
dOwne dead. and when he lawe the gad ſuccour that he had 
of his ſonne, in the time of lo great extremitie, he was verie 
glad and iopkull. 

Like wiſe at this time the two vaitant bzethzen , Don 
Clarus and Arcalus had ſo wounded the other two Gyants, 
that in the end they overth2ew them to the ground. Then 
Rolicleer ſeeing that the Emperour was meruaflouſlie ac⸗ 
companicd,to2 that the other Pꝛinces were come vnto him, 
ſet ſpurres to his hoꝛſe, and put hunſelfe in the thickeſt as 
mongſt his emmtes, and neuer reſted till he came whereas 
the tout Pagan Brandimardo Was, and ſ&ing the greate 
laughter that he and Meridian made, he went towardes 
them, and at his appꝛoching, between them was dealt migh⸗ 
fie,firong,and terrible blowes, in ſuch ſozt, that Brandi» 
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and to take ſome aire, as alſo to ſ& in what eſtate the bat⸗ 
tatle was) went out of the camp, ⁊ ſfod vnder a little wod 
ſide that was there hard by the Campe, and alighted from 
his hoꝛſe, and pulled off his helme, and dyd from that place 
beholde all that paſſed, and ſawe that on euerie ſide all the 
whole fields was full of people, and by reaſon of the greate 
multitude, he could not knowe thoſe wozthie knightes his 
friendes from the other, but the moſt that he could diſcouer 
Was, that thoſe which were of his part got ground on their 
enimies.

remaine in the battaile, where are ſo many of rencwined, 
woꝛthie, and famons knights, doing and executing ſo great 
Wonders and meruailous dedes, that fo2 totell them perti⸗ 
cularlie, it were needfull of another great Yyſo2te, On the 
other parte goeth the Emperour Alvcandro , accompanied 
with thoſe kings bis vallals, and his dekoꝛmed Gpantes, 
that it is great lamentation and gricke to behold the llaugh⸗ 
ter that they doe. 

Againe, what is to bee lapde of thoſe two val,

On the other ſide goeth that mightie king Balardo, and the

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king T[ hider:o , duerthꝛowing fo the ground all that tom⸗ 
meth bekoꝛe them, but pet fo2 their evuitl were they ſeene, by 
the two P2inces, Claueryndo and Brandizel , being toge— 
ther,fo2 they went againit them, ſo that betwirt them be⸗ 
gan a rigoꝛous and furious batfatle, but pet in the end the 
two Gpants were llaine, and the two Pꝛinces p2oceede fo2- 
Wards, doing great meruailes in the middeſt of the battaile. 
As much as that doth the Tartarian Zoilo, and the king 
Sicridoro, who in ſeeking of Roſicleer doth put themſelues 
in the middeſt of the battatle,making bzode wates whereas 
they went, till ſach time as they wet with two ſtrong and 
ſtout }Þagans, who ſtaied them a while, z they had inough 
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iuſting, and paſſing foꝛwardes on, her ſalve the ſtout king 
Florion, who at that inſtant flew a mightie Opant, and ma⸗ 
king his encounter againſt him, he thꝛuſt both hoꝛlſe 4 man 
to the earth. 

This mightie and furious Pagan ſtaped not in this 
place, but paſſed foꝛwards, and came whereas he found the 
two Princes, Brandizel and Clauerindo, making their com- 
bat with the king Balardo , and his companion, at which 
time they obtained the Victozte with the death of thole two 
Gpantes, he came vpon them vnbewares, and one of them 
he overth;ew with the iuſt of his Speare, in ſuch ſo2t,tha 
his valpant frenath and courage coulde not pꝛofite him a- 
nie thing at all, and the other he iuſtled him with his hozſe, 
Who ranne with fo erceding greate furie, that her overs 
thꝛew him to the ground, and as her p2oceeded foꝛ wardes on 
in the battaple, loking round about him, he ſawe a farre 
off the wozthic Cmperour Trebatio, accompanied with a 
great number of Princes and valpant knightes, who dyd 
great meruaties and wenders vppon their enimies, and ta⸗ 
king the biggeſt lance that hee could find he went towards 
them and ſtroke the god Emperour on the one fide, vnbe⸗ 
warcs, and thꝛuſt him cleane out of his Saddle. The lyke 
bee dpd vnto the two bzetheren Don Clarus and Arculus, 
Then the other P2inces when they ſawe the Empe⸗ 
rot! unho:ſc2,thep came foꝛthwith foꝛ to ſuccour and helpe 
hun, but their comming had lyke to haue coſt them deare, 
loꝛ that at two blowes which hee ſtroke with his worde, he 
aſtonyed and left without remembrance the two Pꝛinces, 
Bargandel and Lyriamaudio, and within a little white af- 
fer he onerth2ew to the ground Don Siluerio and the two 
Pzinces Rodamarte and Rodofco, Flamides and Flor inal- 
dus, and thinking that they were dead, this diuclliſh and 
dutragious Pagan pꝛocaded farther on, till ha came 
whereas Roſicleer and Bre nd1mardo were cembatting toy 
gether, and her laing their battaile ſo intangled, and knows 
ing him fo2 certaintie to bee the ſame which flew the gran 
Campion his Father, being full of moztall courage, 

as 
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mardo thought verilie within Himſclfe that his adrierfarie 
Mould be the knight of the Sunne, with whom he did com⸗ 
rig in the wilderneſlſe of Grecia, fo2 that he ſuppoſed Rof1- 
clecr was not of ſo great ſtrength, although many times her 
heard him greatlie pꝛailed and ſpoken of, which gaue him 
Arat gon will fo pꝛoue hunſelfe with htm, And foꝛ that at 
that pꝛeſent Brandimardo did fſhew the vttermoſt of all his 
—— firenath , it gave Rolicleer to under ſtand that Hee 
was one of che ſtrongeſt knights that cuer he had pzoucd,he 
was lo vaitant and full of derteritie. 
Pou may well belecuc that in all this time was not that 
furious Hagan Bramarant pnoccupied, but with inte natl 
furie he deffropeth and ouerthꝛometh all tl _=_ cemmeth be⸗

he thickeſt of the batfaile , loking round about where her 
aabt for anic knight of valo! rand p2c _ and vppon a 
lod une he law the kit ing Oriſtedes, Who at that pꝛeſent con- 
cluded and ſlew the king of the Partos , with one blowe, 
Py he cloue his head aſunde r in the middelt;,Brama- 
ant ranne againſt him, and made his encounter on the one 
fide, n ſuch ilo2to,fhat he onerthꝛeww him on the other fide 
of his bozſe with his laddle betwirt his legges, and hadde 
With that blowe llaine him, tf that his inchanted armcur 
had not reſiſted bis furte, ſo that he departed from thence, 
and wen. whereas hee found the Tartarian Zoylo, and the 
king Sacridoro, and guerthzew them both to the ground in 
juſuing, 


knew. not whether he nas in heauen o onthe earth; that 
betwart them there began a bꝛaue battaile, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that 
BPramarant did well underſtand that he had inough to dee 
to cle himſelſe from the furicus blowes af olicieer as 
lone. without the help of the tem rauen that he cſſe red wi 
to him, and Meridian and Branduanatuo who Lede aud dyd 
beholde the a, dyd not a little rtioptce, to tt how much that 
alone knight did mate the great courage and pꝛidt of Bra. 
mara, and lvith the great contentmaont that thep tœkc ko 
beholde them in the battatle, thep ſtaid and withdꝛeu thems 
ſelues a winle from fightingg 

At this time all thoſe knights that were onerthꝛolwen 
by that monſter found theniſelnes in agtrat perpleritic, o: 
that much people dyd ouercharge them, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that 
they could not name themſelues againe on hoꝛſebacke, but 
in elpeciall the Emperour Trebatio, and the two bꝛethꝛen 
Don Chuos and Arcalus, who were all aſote together ma⸗ 
king their defence with their [woꝛdes in their handes, kits 
lung z laping ſo manp, that round about them late a great 
number of dead bodies. But the king of Gandaros did fron, 
ble them verie much, with two great il fauoured and de⸗ 
foꝛmed Gyantes, that be had in his companie, with other 
knights, who put them in great per ill. Not farre from that 
place were theic Pances, Vargandel and Lyriamandro, Ro- 
domarte and Rodoteo, Elamides, and Flormaldus, all tege⸗ 
ther, wherasthcy did great wonders, but by reaſon that they 
were a fote , (and charged with much people) they paſſed 
great trouble. 

The like meruailes did thoſe two wozthie P2inces, 
Brandizel and Clauerindo, whe were compaſſed about with 
moze than twentie Spants of the Datentall Jlands, Wut 
he that was in greateſt perplexitie moze than all the reit, 
was the Tropan Oriſtedes, foz that he was all alone and a 
fete, and was cloſed in with thy kings of the Indians, and 
with and infinite number of other people, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that 
by no meanes he could get ont from among them, ercopt 
be ſhould flie into the aire, But yet this god knight in ole 
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us ſparkes of fire ſhould flie out at his eies, he went bits 
him and ſtroke him an overthwart blowe with both his 
hands vpon his helme, which was of f great foꝛce and 
ſtrenath,that the bloud guſhed out at his cares and nole, 
and depꝛiued him of his remembꝛance, ſo that his hozſe car⸗ 
ried him a While about the field, Then the ſtout Brandimar- 
do, who was mo2e vertuous than he, ſaw the great villanie 
the which Bramarant had done, with a wꝛathkull courage he 
wen if againſt him, and ſapd. 

Oh thou vncurteous villaine, come fo the battaile with 
irc that it ſhal coſt thee full deere, this ſhame and diſcur⸗ 
teſie which thou haſt ſhewed vnto me. Aud therewith hee 
ſtroke him ſuch an onerthwart blow vpon the healme, that 
with the ſparkes of fire that flew out thereof, he burned all 

the haire Vpon his bꝛowes and ciclids , — en Bramarant, 
who alwaies did beare him ill will ünce the time that her 
did combat againſt him and Meridian in the wildernelle of 
Grecia, returned a replie againſt him with lo great inrte, 
waxy noiſe of their new begun battell betwirt them was 
card throughout all the Whole une „but th ett combat 
9 Not long 0 fo that Rolic cer came ſtraig 1 iht 40 aine 
Into himſelke, and remembeing — had paſſed „he went 
vnto Brandimardo, and gaue him great thankes (02 that 
Which he had done {02 him, and requeſted him to let him to 
haue the battaile againſt Bramarant, Who vnderſtanding 
what Roſicleer had ſapd, with great pꝛide ſapd: Come both 
of pou together againſt me, foz if there were ten ſuch as 
you are, } would not eſtæme you in ante thing, Well ſaid 
Brandimardo,fo2 that J will not doe the fo much honour, 
7 will leaue the battaile, fo2 that thy ſelfe alone ſhall con⸗ 
clude it with this knight, who J am perſwared is ſuch a 
one that will abaſe and bꝛeake the heart of this thy great 
pride. 

And in ſaping theſe woꝛdes he withdꝛew himſelfe a 
backe, t ſtraight wales began Roliclcer foꝛ to combat with 
Bramarant, and af two blowes that he firoke at him, dou⸗ 
bling one after another, did intreate him in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he 
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be was greatlie amazed, and if dyd not a little moleſt and 
aricue him, foꝛ that ha lawe they were Pagans, and in ſq 
great exeremitie foz to enter into the battayle. But com- 
mitting himlelle vnto almightie Cod deſiring him ik it 
were his plealure to graunt the vicoꝛie vnto the Chꝛiſti⸗ 
ans . And therewithall deſcended from the place whereas 
her Was, and put htmſelfe in the plaine, whereas that mot 
dzcadfull Organte with his people ſhould paſſe,and being 
there with his ſpeare in his hande abiding his comming, he 
ſawe comming towards hima bigge knight and verie well 
made, whoſe pꝛopoꝛtion dyd giue him great contentment, 
hee was mounted vppon a⸗mightie great hoꝛſe, and was 
armed with armour, bꝛodered about with golde and pzcci- 
ous ſtones, ſo freſh and bꝛight, that it ſeemed thereby that it 
ſhould be the firſt time that he was armed with them, and 
being verie much delyghted in his gallant diſpoſition, her 
Was deſirous fo2 to knowe who he was, but he hadde no 
time foꝛ to infoꝛme himſelfe thereof , fo2 that at the ſame 
verie inſtant appꝛoched that dꝛeadfull Organte, who came 
azcod ſpace befoꝛe his people, and was mounted vppon a 
mightie and ſtraunge bealt,not inferiour vnto the bignelle 
of an Elephant, verie ſtrong, and as light and ſwift as anie 
hoꝛſe, and by reaſon that hee was ſo mightie and huge of his 
perſon being on hoꝛſe backe, hie ſeemed lyke vnto a Tow⸗ 
er, his countenaunce and erpcctation was ſo terrible and 
grim, that it was ſufficient fo2 to put feare and dꝛeade in 
anie knight, how heropcall and valyant ſo euer her were. 
But this flower and mirrour of all Knighthod, who neuer 
made anie other account, but vnto that which reaſon and 
honour did binde him, without ame feare and dꝛeade came 
vnto him and ſayd ; Oyant, tell me whether thou doctt gor 
with fo great haſt. Then the Spant verie wꝛathfull and 
angrie at that demand, beholding him with a fierce counte⸗ 
nante, anl wered and ſaid: As thou art one, if thou were one 
undꝛeth, 4 would make the anſ were to be verie vere vnto 
e, but vet whether is it that J ſhaulde goe, but to make 

' Then 
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dale did make manifeſt the neb!e and valiant᷑ ffocke front 
whence her dyd deſcend,fo2 that bee lewa great number, 
and made hts partie god, defending himſelfe till ſuch timg 
as ſuccour did come vnto him, but pet they Þ did beſt clare 
themſelues was the Tartarian Zoylo, and the king Sacri- 
doro, foꝛ that the fiue ſonnes of the mightie 1 orcato and the 
ſtout Rogelio, all together chanced to paſſe that waie whers 
as they were, 1 with the high knighthwd which they vled, 
they mounted againe vppon their hozſes,'and topned with 
the king Oliuerio and his knights, ſo that thep all together 
put themſelues into the thickeſt of the campe, whereas they 
did great wonders, 

Now let vs leaue them in this ſoꝛt in the battaile, do⸗ 
ing of valiant and wozthie dezdes on euerie ſides, and al⸗ 
though the common people and ſouldiours on the part of the 
Pagans were without number, pet thoſe on the part of the 
Chꝛiſtians were karre better and better armed, and dyd 
great ſlaughter vpon their enimies, and let vs tell of that 
dꝛeadfull Organte, who was in an ainbuſhment in a wode 
with his people. 

Uhen the Emperonr Alycandro ſawe that the daye 
palled awaie, and that it was then time to put in execution 
that which he had determined (koz that the battaile was 
at that time in a ballance) he ſent out of hande a meſſenger 
vnto him fo2 to iſſue fozth. So when that Organte had res 
teiued the commandement of his Loꝛd, lpke as ; the hungrie 
Lyon runneth out of the thicke wods fo to ſeke his pꝛaie 
in the platne amongſt the Cattell: cucn lo he with all his 
people went out of the ambuchment, and with as greate 
expedition as might be, thay went to put themlelues into 
the battell, but it ſo fell out befoꝛe they came thether, that 
there happened another thing cleane contrarie vnto that 
— they lohed fo2 Fo if you doc call vnto pour recs 

nembzance the knight of the Sunne, where wee left hum 
— a iyttle banie under the wade ſide, beholding the 
vattaple, as hee caſt his eie aſide towardes that place , hee 
laws thoſe people comming cut of the Fozreſts, whereat 
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he was verie deſirous'td know who he was; che tame thes 
ther in that ſo2f ont of the Citie foꝛ to ſte the eſtate of ati 
the whole campe,bpon that littie mounfaine, whereas the 
knight of the Sunne was, as he had done befoze; whofc ge⸗ 
nerous heart hauing no power ko keepe her ſcifoun ſecrete 
anie longer; being in pꝛeſence of him whan ſhe lo mucho 
lied, and knowing him, receiued great contentment toe 
that woꝛthie encdunter, ſhe went vitto him and ſapd por 
them, vpon them my god feiend, and leaue not ene ol them 
aliue. But when the knight of the Dun knew her, it could 
not ber expꝛeſſed the great toy that he receiued. But by reas 
ſen that the people of Organte d2ow'nich vnto him, he had 
no time to make her ant were actoꝛding vnts his heartes 
deſire, but one lie he ſapd: Py cod Ladie, hauing ls god aid 
and ſuccour as J haue of vou, J haue no reaſon fo? to feare 
all theſe people, although they were many moꝛe than they 
be, Thus they both together went towards the battaile, and 
gathered many people that were ſcattered ab: ode lrom the 
fight. zn the meane time that they were doing this, the pros 
ple of Organte came bnto the place whereas their Captain 
was flaine,and were verie ſtrangelie atnazed fo2 to f& him 
in that caſe, with ſo terrible and moꝛtall a thꝛuſt, and could 
not imagine that ame moꝛtall man could give it. and being 
all of them verie deſirous koꝛ to be reuenged of his death, 
they went towards the campe, and with a great noiſe and 
ſhouting, they put themſelues into the middelt of the bats 
tale, in ſuch loꝛt, hat by reaſon at that pꝛeſent the battaile 
was in ballante, and that to enter in a freſh, was the occaſt⸗ 
on that the Sreekes receiued great damage, and the whole 
battaile like to haue bene loſt, foꝛ that the Emperour and 
the ret of the pꝛintipall knightes were detained and afote 
as pou haue heard. f 5363 0165 2950 
But at this inſtant the knight of the Sunne, and the 
mot excellent and roialt Painceſſe Claridiana, With moꝛe 
than thzee-thouſand knightes, ſuch as were diſpearſed and 
gone abꝛoade „and by them gathered together, pꝛeſſed 
thenielues into tht battallo wich great furie and koꝛtce, ma⸗ 
* Do, king 
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Then the knight of the Sunne fapde :. firſt befoze that 
tou veel attempt that enterpꝛiſe, thou muſt tom bat with 
me, foꝛ 7 doe tell the, that beſoꝛe thou canſt make great ri⸗ 
uers, thou milk firſt make luttle bokcs. Then with great 
furie, thꝛowing out ſnoake from his healme, this dꝛeadfull 
Organte tourneth about his m. Lytle bealt, and ſapd in this 
manner. 

Oh lupi ter how haſt thou giuen vnto one alone knight 
fo great hardinclle , tifat beiig armed in the field he durſt 
challenge and defic the dꝛeadfull Organte, And when he had 

aken of the field lo much as he thought [tiffictent fo2 his 
ER th hrs Sprare in his hand; which ſeemed to be a 
high and mightie Pute tree, be camo/againl{ the knight of 
the Sanne, wh 7 ſo faſt as is Cornerino could runne, aig 
agmultyum,and accozding vato the great furie that opther 
of them bꝛought, it femed that the earth dyd thunder and 
quake;but when they. iopned to make their encounter, the 
Speare of the Epant wasthitucted all to paces vppon the 
inchanted armoeur of the Knight ofthe Sunne, and conſides 
ring the bign ente thereof; and with what lozce and furtc it 
was broken, tt had veenc 11:5 xictent to haue onerthꝛouen a 
Walt, foꝛ that it made fo gi eat a noiſe as though a thunder ⸗ 
bolt had fallen from heauen, and pet to2 all this it made no 
mot mention vpon that god knight, than if it had ben but 
à imall and flendrr Cane rode, but he made his encounter 
our thetfpantmretiie mihemidde of ing bꝛode and fi xs 
Le ſhald in furiplort, that he thinner though and though, 
nat {ering his thicke and fut ſhirt of maile, bat with tho 
fazce thereof he made the peint af his Speare to appeate all 
bloudie at hig backe, wocreunth hoonerthaew ben aud his 
beaſt ti the art und at v hee Hl gra: s d thut lonig Castle 
— bent Sn dre n, ye route, wor Jas 18 end 909 
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members ſhaked of all them that did ſer thele woztall and 
deloꝛmed blowes, in eſpeciall thole N agans that were ther 
nigh at hande, who had compaſſed about the Emperour, and 
the other two Painces,ſo that it was not needfull ot anie 
other occalion fo2 to cauſe them to depart thence,fo2 that thep 
gaue them ſuch entertainment, that they all tledde alvatc, 
and put themlelues into the battaue, and thought not them⸗ 
ſelues in anie ſecuritie whereſocuer they ſhoulde become , 
And although the god"Emperoar Trebatio had time and 
ſpace inough foz to mount vppon his hoale , yet her waa ſo 
wearie, that he had na fojce foz to vor it. Lpkewite the two 
&pantſh knightes were readie fo; to lie dovme with wea⸗ 
rineſle. The which beeing ſeene and perceived by that gut 
Bnight, with a trice de alighted from dis hozfe Cor» 
nerino, and toke the Emperour his Father in his armes, 
and with his owne ſtrength he put him into the ſaddie; and 
gaue vnto the two hꝛetheren other two hozſes, and with his 
owne handes he mounted them. The which beeing done, in 
ſpife of all thoſe that were againit them, ha twke vnto him⸗ 
ſelfe the hozfe of the king of Gandaros, which was both 
frong and\ wilt, and with great ttghtnelſe he leaped into 
the ſaddle, and paſſed foꝛwardes on, leauing the Emperour 
Trebatio no leſſe amazed, than topfull and content, to ſe the 
wonder full da des of his ſonne, who with nem foꝛce and 
ſtrength, the which hee recouercd with that lodaine toy and 
pleaſure, pꝛelled foꝛwardes into the battaile , being in the 
middeſt bet wirt the two Spaniſh Knightes, and dpd ſuch 
wo. bir ads, that it {fxmed he had but as then entered into 
the battalle. Then the kmoht of the Sunne came vnto the 
place (with the Pyincelle, Claridiana)whereas they found on 
fte the punces Bargandel and Lyriamandro, Rodomarte 3 
Rogdotco, Fl nides and Hoimaldus, by Whole comming thep 
were quicklic ſet at libertte and had ſpace foꝛ to mount them 
ſelues on hoꝛſ back, the which being done, he did the like vnto 
the Tartarian Zoto t the king Sacridoro, neuer ſtair til 
he cane whereas Ge ſtout Oniſtecdes was , Which was a 
grange thing to beholde, ta G the great number of dead 
1 Dd, it, bodics 
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king great andmightic langhter, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the told 
was moze filled with bloud, and all thoſe of their parte re⸗ 
couered moꝛe foꝛce and ſtrength, and tothe contrarie parte 
the Pagans ſeeing ſo great laughter and deffrucion of 
their people, beganne fo giue waie- and fo loſe grounde. 
Now at this time might bee ſeene verie well accompliſhed 
the Pꝛopheſie of the olde king of Gedrolia, fox that acco2s 
ding vnto the great deffrucion that the knight of the Sun 
and the ropall Pꝛinceſle made on their enimies, it ſcemed 
that there were not people inough in all the whole campe 
fo2 fo ſatiſfic their furious appetite, and there was not als 
moſt one in all the whole armie that was in perfect lecurt- 
tie, from their furious and bloudie handes. Wlithin a while 
the knight of the Sunne came into the place whereas was 
the god Emperour his Father a fote , and fo weary that 
almoft he could not lyft vp his arme to his head, hee and the 
two Spaniſh knightes, although they had done greate and 
meruailous aas and incredible wonders, pet were they at 
the point to haus been laine;fo2 that they were charged and 
aſſanlted by the king of the Gandaros, and with two migh- 
tie, great, and dekoꝛmed Oyants, with an infinite number 
of other people, who bꝛought them into a meruailous per⸗ 
plexitie. But quicklic they were reſcued, and their entmics 
deceiued of their p2aie,fo2 when the knight of the Sunne 
knew him to bee his Father, with anew fozce (moꝛe than 
of a knight, he ſtroke one oftheſe Gyantes ſuch a blowe 
vnder the go2ge of his healme, that hee cut his head cleans 
from his bodie, The which beeing done, with great lyght- 
nefſe be turned himſelfe about, and with both his handes 
be ſtroke tuch an ouerthwart blowe at the other vpon his 
waſt, that almoſt harde vnto his ſavdle bowe hee parted him 
in two perces, and the ropall Pꝛinceſle ſtroke ſuch another 
blowe vppon the healme of the king of the Gandaros, that 
with the incredible fozce thereof ſhee cloue his head quite 
bowne vnto his tœth, and guerthzew him dead at his 

fete, 
The bloud wared colde within their bodies, and they; 
members 
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foꝛ that euerie one bf theſe woꝛthie Pzinees-miſſed not, 
but ouerthꝛew his aduerſarie fo the earth, either ſtarke 
dead oꝛ ſoꝛe wounded , and although ſome of them of the 
Emperour 1 rebatios part were vnhoꝛſed, yet quicklie und 
with a frice they were mounted againe , And af other 
twelue kings that were mightie and ſtout, and of great vas 
lour, that came in companie with the Emperour Alycan- 
dro, there remained but two of them, but all the reſt were 
ouerth;owen and Caine by Bargandel and Lyriamandro, 
Rodomarte and Rodoteo , Flamides and Florinaldus , the 
ſonnes of the gran Torcato,and the ſtout Rogeho , When 
thiſe Pagan kings were flatne and ouercome (although the 
number of Pagans were infinit) pet they beganne to loſe 
ground, loꝛ that they had no other Captaines foz to gouerne 
them, but onelie that mightie Pagan Bramarant, who was 
detcined in battaile with Roſicleer, and the two wozthie 
knights Meridian and Brandimardo, if there had bene ma⸗ 
ny in the campe lyke vnto them, befoꝛe the Pagans would 
haue perlded ante ground, there had bene greater deſtruc⸗ 
tion and bloud ſhed moꝛe than there was, but by reaſon that 
thep were but two onelie, they were not ſuffictent koz to 
gouerne and rule them, although they did make fo arcafe 
laughter, that thepſamed not to be ante humane crea⸗ 
tures. 

But now was the time come of the god foztune and des 
{inic pꝛomiſed vnto the Emperour 1 rebatio to ſhewe it 
ſcife fauourable,and the Pꝛopheſie befoꝛe ſapde by the olde 
king of Gedrolia fo wozke effec, and accompliſh the truth 
thereof in confirming of the lame, foꝛ that the Pagans be- 
gan to retire, and night dzew on, and it wared darke, they 
recctued great feare, in luch ſoꝛte, that they put themſelues 
vnto flight, and ranne awaie with great ſhame, lo that a 
little befoze the ſhutting of the euening, the Pagans put 
themſelues in ſuch feare and haſt in running, that there 
was no fozce of retitilance in them, but to be all llaine bp 
the Orakes, who followed them at their heeles, And the 
Ewperour Alycandro when that he ſawe himſcite left alone 
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bodies at his fete round about him, but by reaton that her 
was ouerpꝛeſſed with ſo many againſt him ; he was verie 
Wearie, and almoſt out of oꝛeath, which being perceined by 
the knight of the Sunne, with a great god will he did ſuc⸗ 
cour him;flaying and ouerthꝛowing to the graund all thoſe 
that he found againſt him, and of the the kings of the ln 
dis, the royall P2inceſſe ouerthꝛew two of them dead to the 
ground, and the third ranne awate, foꝛ if he had tarried, his 
golden crowne the which he bad on his head, would little 
haue auailed him. 

Then the god Troyam being veris glad of that aduan⸗ 
taged ſuccour,toke vato him a verie god hoꝛſe, and moun⸗ 
ting vpon him, thep all together thꝛuſt themſe lues into the 
battaile, and neuer ſtaied till they came whereas the two 
Painces Brandizel and Claueryndo, who were compalled 
round about with thoſe — knights, but quicklie they 
were deliuered out of their hands, and mounted vpon other 
hogſes. 

At this time were iopned together the Emperour Tre- 
batio, With all the reſt of the wozthie and valtant knights, 
with the knight of the Sunne, and the ropall Pꝛinceſle Cla- 
ridiana, and all was nerdfull, foꝛ that the Cmperour Aiycan- 
dro,Accompanted with thoſe Gyants his gard, and with the 
molt pꝛincipalleſt kings of their hoaſt, came vnto that place 
of the camp. making ſuch deftruuton and ſlaughter,that they 
alone had brene ſufficient to haue got the whole vigozie of 
the field. But being dilcouered by this generous companie, 
they all together moued towardes them, whoſe encounter 
was a thing woꝛthie to haue bene ſeene, fo2 that the knight 
of the Sunne the ropall Pꝛinceſle, with the mightie Empe⸗ 
rour Trebatio, Don Claros, and Arcalus, the two pꝛinces, 
Brandi zel and Claueryndo, the king Florion, and the king 
Sacridoro, with the 2 Tartarian Zoilo. All ten together made 
their encounter againſt the ten Gpants of the Gard of the 
Emperdur, and that which ſeemed not to be belceurd, and 
tmpoſſible to bet executed, amongelt all them that were in 
the whole arante , fell out n?we cleane vnto the Ros 
0. 
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ſide, whereas it was tolde them how that hoe was embar⸗ 
ked into a ſhippe, and departed with the P2inceCe Lynda- 
brides, and the other Ladies and Gentlewomen that ivere 
in her companie.amongſt whome was the faire Pzincelle 
Floralinda, ſpouſe vnto the Pzince Merichan, who When 
that her vnderſtode. of their departure, dyd lraight wayes 
embarke himſelſe in another hippe, and followed alter 

In all this while the Greekes vnderllode in no other 
thing but in killing and ſlaying of Pagans as thep ranns 
awate,and made luch llaughter, as in all the date befoze was 
not the lpke, at which time all the water in the Tureno 
lea, from the Fgeo vnto the Luxino , was redde, and tur⸗ 
ned info the contour of bloud, with the great quantitie that 
were llaine as well on the ſea as on the land, which was a 
thing of great terrour and wonder to beholde . But the 
knight of the Sunne when he ſawe that the battaile was 
diſpearſed, and how that the Pagans fledde before them, he 
made no farther account of them, but went and ſought foz 
the Emperour Alycandro and the Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides, 
fearing that in the mouing and running of the people they 
ſheuld receiue ſome damage oꝛ harme. The which he would 
not that it ſhould ſo fall out ſoꝛ ante thing in all the world, 
foʒ that her conſidered verie well in his minde how much he 
was bound onto them koz the great loue which they bare 
vnto him. 

And when he came vnto the Tents, he went from one 
vnto another, enquiring koꝛ the Emperour, and it was tolde 
him how they were fled and gone, wherewith he gallopped 
his hoꝛſe till heo came vnto the ſea fide , whereas her ſawe 
the Pagans making great haſt foz to embarke themſelues, 
and many of them did {wimme aboꝛd, becauſe they would 
not abide the furte of the Grakes à land. Then the Knight 
of the Sunne came vnto one of thoſe Pagans,and put the 
paint of his {wo2d to his face, and ſapd that hœ would kill 
him, if her dyd not tell him newes of the Emperour Aly- 
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without his ffrong gard, and mightie kings his vaſſals that 
were wont to kepe and beare him companie, and all his 
people)fo run awaie befoꝛe him ouertome, and cleane withs 
out anie hope of victoꝛie, he larged the raines vnto his hoꝛſe, 
and ranne about the field, tomplaining verie much againſt 
the Gods, ( whome he toke to bee his parents and kinſfolke) 
as alſo againſt Foꝛtune, fo2 ſhewing her ſelfe ſo contrarie 
againſt him: but moſt he complained againſt himſelke, fo2 
putting ſo great confidence and truſt in his owne power /in 
that he would not giue ame credit vnto the god and true 
counſailes of the olde king of Gedrolia, and going in this 
ſoꝛt, he came vnto his Tents , and taking tbe faire Y21n- 
ceſſe Lyndabrides,and the reſt of the Ladies and Damicls 
that were with her, with other ſuch things as conuemently 
he could, hee fled downe vnto the ſea fide , whercas was all 
his whole Flete, whercof the Chꝛiſtians had burnt a great 
part of them, ſuch as were at the Sea, ſoꝛ although the ſaide 
ſhips of the Chꝛiſtians were but few in number, pet when 
that they ſawe the great deſtruction that was made on the 
land, thep reconered great courage ſoz to aſſault them that 
were at the Sea, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that they ſet fire on manye 
Mippes that were in the Fleete, in ſpite of them that were 
there, foꝛ that they found mall refitance . Thus as J haue 
{atde bekoze, when the Emperour came bnto the Sea ſide, 
there was ſo great haſt of embarking , that with great tra- 
uaile he embarked himſelſe into a ſhippe with thoſe that 
came with him, and being embarked „pet he thought not 
himſelfe in ame ſecuritie, but in great halt cauled the Sailes 
to bee ſpꝛead abꝛaade, and launched themſelues into the 
Dea, leauing all this troupe and power ouer thꝛowen in 
Grecia. 

Then the Punce Meridian and Brandimardo, when 
that they ſawe how that the people were diſpeacled, and 
that by no meanes poſſible they coulde not ſtate them from 
lying and running aware. Then went they from one place 
vnto another ſeeking of the Emperour Alycandro, but could 
not finde him, till ſuch time as they came vnto the Ses 
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the Emperotir Alycandro had bene ſpoiled and loſt the vic⸗ 
tozie, but rather ſuſpected that the Greekes had loſt the field, 
but verie quicklie her was put out of that doubt,foz that by 
reaſon of the great noiſe which they made in their battaile, 
the Emperour Trebatio and all thole wozthie Pꝛintes that 
F were on his part, came thether whereas they were, fo2 as 
4 then they were all topned together, put themſelues round 


9 about theſe two warriours, with determination foꝛ to part 
5 them from that contenſion: but this valiant and wozthie 
7 pagan when he ſaw them in that loꝛt, and knew them, her 
was greatly amazed, and ſtraight waies ſuſpected that they 


had got the vidozie, who as then with a hoarſe vopce and 
pꝛoude ſemblant, ſapd. Oh foztume,how ts it that thou haſt 
had ſo great power, foꝛ to ſhebo thy ſelſe ſo contrarie againſt 
the pagans ; who is that mightie and valiant pꝛince that 
ö hath had ſo:great fozce foꝛ to ouerthꝛobo the mightie Alican- 

1 dro and the gran Campion my father, who was ſufficient 
1 to ſet fier on all the whole wozide , To whome Roficleer 
5 anſwered and ſaid, if thou wilt know him it is eaſic to bee 
vnderftod,fo2 J doe giue thee to vnderſtand that all which 
5 is here done, commeth alonelp of him, that dyd create and 
5 make all things, and hath power ouer all men, and at his 
3 will is gouerned both nature and fo2tune , And this is Jes 
ſus Chꝛiſt true God and man, in whome all ch2iſtians doe 
beleene and wozthip : and it hath bene his pleaſure to giue 
vs the victozte againſt ſo many thouſands of Pagans, by 
the which thou maiſt vnderſtand, how falſe and deceiuable 
be your Gods, who were not able fo2 to apde and ſuccour 
the Emperour Alicandro , who pzeſumeth to defend from 
the race, and ſtocke. Then this pzoude Pagan replyed and 
ſapde, J neuer belæued in any gods, neither am J now de- 
termined to beleeue in any, foꝛ that both their gods thyne, 
and all the reſt, J holde them foꝛ my enimies, and J will 
ſpoyle them all where ſoeuer J map finde 02 meete with 
them. And in ſaying thele woꝛds he rayſed himielfe in his 
ſtirrups, and with his [wo2d in both his hands he ſtroke ſo 
ſtrong a blow at Rolicleer vppon his inchaunted healme, 
Dd. v. that 
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Then the Pagan who ſawe him depart foꝛ feare of death, 
tolde him how that he was departed from thence in a ſhip, 
with the pꝛinceſle Lyndabrides and all her Ladies and gen⸗ 
tlewomen. Whereat when the knight of the Sunne heard 
dk their departure he was verie ſoꝛrowfull, as well fo: the 
perill in the which they put themſelues, as alſo foꝛ that her 
Would haue done vnto them the honour and ſcraice that 
they deſerued, and fo2 that his valiant courage could not ſuf; 
fer that they ſhould depart in ſuch ſoꝛte, with a ſetled pur⸗ 
poſe and determination full of vertue, he put himſcice into 
a Woate, and cauſed the Parriners to rowe him vnto a god 
hip that was there at hande, whereas he kound certaine 
knights that did reſiſt him at his entrie, whom he ſlew, and 
thꝛeatned the Maiſter and Marriners that he woulde lyke⸗ 
Wiſe kill them if they did not gouerne the ſhip right that 
waie which the Emperour Aly candro was departed and 
gone. 201-79 

Then they who ſawe the greatdeltrucion that her had 
made in ſo ſhoꝛt a time, being greatlie amazed thereat, and 
with great feare did obey all that he commanded,ſo that in 
companie with the other ſhips, they hoiſed laile, and depar⸗ 
ted thꝛough that bloudie ſea, whereas we wil leaue them in 
their iourney, and returne vnto them that were left in the 
field, 

At this time the god Emperour T revatio when he ſaw 
the night come on a pace, and that it waredvarke,betng ve- 
ric wearie he all + hts compante in killing of pagans, began 
to blow and ſound his rich ho2ne , which lytic a god Cap 
faine he carried alwatics about his necke;and he dpd ſound 
it in ſuch ſoꝛt, that in all thoſe bꝛoade and wide fields it was 
heard, at which lound all his people dyd obep his commans 
dement, and gathered themlelues together , But pet in all 
this time the battaile betwirt Roſicleer and Bramarant nes 
ner (calcd, but rather as then was moze furious and kind- 
led in w2ath , and they did no other thing but p2ocarc to 
charge the one the other with their terrible blowes, all that 
euer they could, At which time Bramacant thought not that 


the 
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knight of the Sunne had not mittigated ſamewhat the ex- 
tremitie of their pleaſure, there had neuer bene in Orecia 
the like toye and friumph, ; 014 : 
Let vs now leave them in all their paſtimes,foz that 3 
am ſure this long chapter hath ſomewhat wearied you,and 
let vs retourne to tell you of other thinges wherein you 


fhall recetue pleaſure and delight, 


© How that the Emperour Alicandro ſayling by ſea, 
vas through a tempeſt, by the which he was dri- 
uen vnto the ſtrong Iland, whereas they were ta- 
ken priſoners, he and the princes Lindabrides, 
with all her Ladies, by the Gyant Roboan and hit 
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AIAth great ſozrow and heauineffe of heart dyd the 
VV emperaur Alicandro nauigate the ca, with the 
faire and pꝛecious Pꝛinces Lindabrides, in come 
panie with a (mall number of Knightes that entreb into 
the ſhip with him: who when they conſidered with what 
great pomp and fo2ce they entred into the Empire of Gre- 
cia, with what diſgrace they departed from thence , their 
hearts were readie to bꝛeake with ſoꝛre w, foꝛ that they ſaw 
no other thing, (of ſo great a number of thouſands of peo⸗ 
ple that they b2ought with them out of their countries) but 
oncly the water of the Sea, couered with bloud, and a few 
other ſhippes full of people that had eſcaped from the furie 
of the Greekes,foine one wap, and ſome an other, without 
any oꝛder, but whether ſoeuer the wynde z foztune would 
carcie them. 
The night was very dark, ſo that the ſhip of the Empe⸗ 
ro2 was all alone, t fo tune who would ſhew her (clfe moze 
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that it ſeemed a Thunderbolt to haue fallen from heauen, 

the noyle was fo great, which made him ſomewhat aſtoni⸗ 
ſhed : But when this Pagan ſawe that he was cempalled 
about with ſo much peopic,z that it was night, he thought 
it not god to abide there anie longer, but let ſpurres vnto 
his hozſc, and ruſhed thoꝛeugh the thickeft of them, x ouers 
thꝛew to the ground all them that was in his way, x tyke-a 
whirle winde he runneth through thoſe fields, and neuer 
ſtayed till he came into the wilderneſle of Grecia, wtth ins 
tenſion not to depart from thence till ſuch time as he hadde 
very weil and to his contentment reuenged the death of his 
father. 92 

Roſicleer would verie faine haue followed him, foꝛ that 
he hadde a great deſire foꝛ fo conclude and cine ende vnto 
that baftaile , but the Emperour his father and thoſe that 
were with him dpd diſturbe him. Then when they ſawe 
themſelnes together, and miſſed the knight of the Dunne, 
they were greatly amazed, and ſeperated themſelues ſome 
one way and ſome an other waye,and went into all places 
fo2 to ſecke him: but when that in all the whole field they 
wuld not finde him, they could not immagine where her 
ſhould be, foꝛ the which they were all very fad and ſoꝛrow⸗ 
full, but in eſpeciall the ropall pꝛinces Claridiana, foꝛ that 
ſhe thought every hower a pere till ſhe hadde ſpoken with 
him, and trauailed from one place to an other with great 
tare in his demaund,buf could not finde him, noꝛ haue ame 
newes of him, till in the ende of great enquirie, it was 
tolde her by a ſouldier that he dpd ſee him embarke him⸗ 
ſelfe in a ſhippe, and all that he pꝛocured was foz to knolo 
ſome newes of the Cmperonr Alicandro. 

Wlhen ſhe heard this, ſhe was ſomewhat quieted in 
her ſelfe, and went and infozmed the Cmperour Trebatio, 
thereof, who with ali the reſt of the other pꝛinces recened 
great iope, and began at that inſtant to celebꝛate and res 
toyce the late victoꝛie wonne, and in very nad oꝛder retour⸗ 
ned to the Citie of Conſtantinople, where as they were in 
the armes of thoſe Ladies, with ſuch iope, as the reader

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uozable vnto mer, that when by this toꝛment and ſkoꝛme, 
we chalbe dꝛowned, vou would (dead as I ſhalbe left) car- 
rie me vnto ſome part of Grecia, foꝛ that poſſible the knight 
of the Sunne hearing of my death, will not be fo cruell but 
? that he will gine ſepulture vnto this my vnhappie badie, 
and at times remember meer, and be ſozrowfull fo2 this my 
vntimely and cruell death. And when that this ſhail lacke 
bj in him, pet ſhall my ſoꝛrowfull bones fake comfort, in that 
3 they ſhall remaine in fo glozious and happie a land. 
In vttering of theſe and manie other things of great 
* grieke, did this ſozrowfull pꝛinceſſe nauigate, and with ſo 
9 great trouble of minde, that J doe verelie belcene , if the 
Y knight of the Dunne had heard them, he would haue hadde 
great compaſſion on her,Likewiſe it was of no leſſe ſozow 
& griefe to fre the demeanour of the Emperour Alicandro, 
foz that the day befo2che ſaw himſelfe in the effate to bee 
loꝛd ouer all the whole wWozld, and at this pꝛeſent fo2 to be 
£ à land in his owne countrie, he would haue bene content 
5 to haue had the gouernement, and fo be loꝛde of a poꝛe ca⸗ 
1 ſtell: an eſtate vnloked fo2,x they that doe thirke to ſlerpe 
in great ſeturitie, whome fo2tune hath put in the higheſt 
part of her mouable and inconſtant whele, they map well 
# behold this Emperonr,fo2 that poſſible he map be vnto the 
a greater ſeturitie, and cauſe them to loſe the condicion of 
hope that alwapes they had in her, fo: that alwaies when 
that ſhe dothe once beginne fo frowne and to tourne her 
back vato anp, ſhe is not content to touch them with a lit- 
| tle aduerfitie,but will fo follow them, as their fall ſhalbe 
equal vnto their firſt friumph of exalting, as by experience 
you (hall ſe in this Emperour, who was not content to 
b2ing him into this eſtate of perplexitie, but ſtraight waies 
did oꝛdaine a greater and crueller concluſion greatly to be 
b conſidered of: foz that the next day in the moꝛning at ſuch 
A time as the Sunne didariſe,the furious foꝛce of the windes 
| and ſeas, did carrie their ſhip into the pozt of an pland, with 
© great extrenntie,that it bꝛake all fo peeces,and they with 
great trauaile eſcaped,beingall wet, out of comfozt,and — 
A place 
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contrarie for fo gine him to vndertkande what (malt trug | 
there wat in her, it happened that in the night there aroſe 
a great tempeſt , chat dyd not onclie hinder thein of their 
iournep, but a0 dyd put the ſhippe manp times in great 
daunger to be dꝛowned, ſo that the mar riners and ſuch as 
were in the ſhippe, had enough to doe, foꝛ to voyde and caſt 
out the water, that was foꝛced in by that tempeſt , and the 
faire pꝛinceſle Lindabrides, with all her ladies and gentle⸗ 
women, receiued ſo great feare that they all amaſed remai⸗ 
ned as dead perſons: although vnto this faire p2inceſle, 

he grieke was not ſo much in beholding befoze her epes, 
that great peritl of death in the which they Were — t, 
as to [& her ſelfe in that ſozte fo2 to depart fron Grecta, 
where as remained the knight of the Dunne: and —— 
to conſider how euell her purpoſe and deſire was badunht 
to palle, ſo that ſhe remained without all hope oꝛ remedic, 
And pꝛaped vnto her gods and koꝛtune, not to appeaſe the 
toꝛment, but to be ſo contrarie bats their iournep, that they 
might retourne againe (by the fozce thereof) into Grecia, 
either a liue oꝛ dead: fo2 that ſhe thought in her heart, that it 
there was no death could be moꝛe crueller vato her, then ta 
retourne into her owne countrie whereas ſhe ſhould loſe 
all hope euer fo2 to ſee the knight of the Dunne In thts 
ſozt vttering great and pzofound ſighes , Which p2oceedey 
from the bottome of her heart, the ſapd as followeth. 

Oh my ſoule , depart and leaue this my ſoꝛowfull and 
affiiced bodie, ſeeing that my foꝛtune and cruel deſtinie wil 
that J ſhal leaue the land whereas the knight of the Sunne 
doth remame: Oh you wyndes and ceteſtiall mouinges, 
hat doth carrie the thippes vpon the cas, here and there 
in all places, carrie vs now into ſome parte whereas wee 
may be taken pziſoncrs by ſome Grecian , and carrycd bes 

foze the Emperour 1 revatio , foz that it ſhall be vnto mer 
moꝛe tomfoꝛtable to be p: iſoner and llaue in his pallas, then 
to be Qucene in the gran Scithia 02 Empꝛelſſe in Tartaria, 


Oh pou blouddie waues tolled vp and downe by the farts 
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918 wyndes, and fozced into rivers,thow pour ſelues ſo fa, 
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agalnſt him, which was the occaſion that he dyd great 
harme and robberies at the Dea. And dpd maintained 
his Jland an ill cuſtome, which was, that euerie time 
the wayne of the Mane , he did ſacrifice two damlells, the 
moſt faireſt that could be found, and when that the Mone 
did increaſe be dyd ſacrifice two knights, the which they 
dyd, by the encreaſing of their great ſinnes, whereby his 
aunceſtours did fail into a great and abhominable Jdolas 
trie, to hondur and woꝛſhip the Mone, without knowing 
any other God oz Loꝛd, but onelp her, ſaping, that with her 
bꝛightneſle the dyd illuminate the earth, and cauſe it to en- 
gender Gyants and that ſhe was the octaſton that the earth 
dyd bing foꝛth all maner of fruites and hearbes, foz the 
which occaſion they hadde her fo2 their Goddeſſe and Mos 
D 1 
Allo they ſapd, that when the Bone was in the waine, 
ſhe dyd hide her b2ightnefſe fo2 that ſhe was angrie with 
men: foꝛ which cauſe they did ſacrifice vnto her two dams 


7 fels, becauſe with their bloud as they ſaide, her anger was 
0 appraſed. And at ſuch time as the did beginne fo increaſes 
9 they did lacrifice vnto her two knights, in giuing to vn⸗ 
2 derſtand, that they did acknowledge her fo2 their Goddeſle, 


And fo2 the executing of the ſame 4 they hadds cauſed to be 
made bet wirt the two towers in a verie faire plaine, arich 
and goꝛgeous thꝛone of Alablaſter, nigh vnto a faire cleane 
and clere fountaine, whereas Roboan pꝛoſtrate vppon his 
kne&s,and apparailed with white garments, and a towell 
vpon his ſhoulder, did make this Sacrifice, cutting of the 
heads of thoſe damlels and knights with a b2oade & ſharps 
knife. This oꝛder and cuſtome was maintained and kept in 
that Jland by the aunceſtoꝛs of Roboan, euer ſince the time 
that they fell into that diueliſh Jdolatrie, And this Robo- 
an did keepe and celebꝛate the lame with greater care and 
diligente, then all his aunceſters had done befo2e him, in 
ſuch.ſozt that on a time at the waine of the Pone , hauing 
in his cuſtodie but one damſell foꝛ to Sacriſiee, becauſe hes 
would not lacke the number of two, h& dyd Sacrifice 
fl a daugh- 
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a place vnknowen, and faz that you ſhalbe certified of the 
comfo2t and caſe that they found thers . -You ſhall-vnders 
ſtand that this was called the ſtrong Jlande , the molt fas 
mous in all the Firreno Sea, it is called ſtrong, fo: that it 
is all compaſſed round about with the Sea, on the parts 
towards the ſea, high and mightie Rockes, and hath no en⸗ 
tr ing into it but onelp one part, in the which the Empero⸗ 
ans and his compame were d2tuen by force of that 

rcat tempeſt: at the entrie of the ſame foꝛt, was two great 
high and migbtie towers, and of great ſtrength, and at the 
fote of them into the Fland, a great and large plaine, in 
the which was mante gallant peaceable and freſhe foun- 
taines, that dyd inuite all them that palſed by, to take their 
eaſe and repaſt, and beyond the ſame plaine , there was a 
beautifull mountaine, vppon the which was edified a verie 
faire ca!tclt and ſtrong, tompaſſed round about with a high 
wall, and watch towers,with a-mote very bꝛoade t derpe, 
vpon the which was a dzawen bꝛidge of tumber, and beto2g 
the lame a gallant little plaine in maner of a court The 
higheſt part of the tower was fall of wiadowes and gals 
leries, ſome towards the Sea, and others towards the en⸗ 
trie of the laide Caſtell, ſo that fo2 ſtrength and beautie, 
in all the whole Sea, was not an Jland to be found equal! 
vnto the fame, but onely that of Lindaraza, the which was 
edifted and made by arte of inehantment. 

The 02d of this Jland was a Gyant, called 3 
who by limall diflent doth pꝛocerde from Nemrcoth, he that 
butit the high and ſtatelie tower of Bebel, and frem his 
time to that dape, hath bene maintained and gouerned, by 
that linage, as appeared by olde and ancient Wzitzings Which 
thep | had among chem. | 

This Roboan was verie bigge of vodie,a ind of ſtrength 
moꝛe then ame other Opant, and he hadde foure ſonnes al! 
poung men, the moit ſtouteſt and grymmelt that was to 
be found amongſt all the Jlands of the Sea. So that by the 
fo2ce of them as ali fag the great ſtrength of the Jlande, 
Kalman eared not ali the whole wozld,if ther ould wg 

again 
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p2ifoners, Then the two bꝛethꝛen with as great toy and 
plealure as euer they receined in their fines to fee theme 
ſelues poſſeſſed with ſo rich a pꝛaie of damſels, went vp in⸗ 
to the Caſtle with them, ſauing one damſell of the Jzincef- 
ſes,(fo2 that ſhe would not ſec her lelfe in the power of thoſe 
Gyantcs) woulde put her lyfe in aduenture fo2 fo eſcape 
from them, and ranne and put her lelfe amongſt a compa⸗ 
nie of Rockes , whoſe foꝛtune was ſo fanourable(fo2 that 
there was a great number of them) that ſhe was not ſene, 
ſo that ſhe remained there all alone hidden amongeſt the 
Rockes . 

And heere pou ſhall bnderſtand that this was the 
QRuene lulia,ſhe that foꝛged and made the f wozd that Ro- 
ſicleer wonne in great Britaine of Candramarte, who came 
in companie with the P2tnceffe Lyndavrides out of the gran 
Tartaria, Thus when the Emperour and ail thofe damſels 
were carried into the Caftle, Roboan receined great top and 
pleaſure fo2 the rich pꝛaie, and it ſeemed vnto him that the 
13zinceſſe Lyndabrides was the faireſt creature that euer he 
had ſeene in all his life, and he ſapd that with the bloud ok ſo 
high a Damlell, their Goddes the Pone, ſyoulde recetue 
great tontentment, and cauſe the kruits of their Countrie to 
being foꝛth in greater abundaunce than heeretokoꝛe it hath 
done, and commanded ſtraight waies that they chould be put 
in holde and god aſſurance, their pꝛiſon was oꝛdained in the 
higheſt part of all the Caſtle , whereas were great galle⸗ 
ries and battlements, from whence they might diſcerne all 
the whole Jland,and a great part of the Dea. But when 
that the Emperour Alycandro ſawe himſelfe pꝛiſoner vnto 
ſuch ent!l and vnmercikull people, and well vnder ſtode to 
what end they were p2iſoners, you map well indge the loꝛ⸗ 
row and griefe that he recetued at his heart, who befoꝛe was 
Loꝛde ouer ſo inany Countries, and of power moꝛe than 
unte one in all the whole wozlde, and now to bee pꝛiſoner in 
the cuſtodie and power of them that at his firſt entrie heard 
the ſentence of his death. The Peinceſſe Lyndabrides of 
this impzilonment reteiued no great gricfe, foz that hee 
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daughter of his owne, home he lated vderp moch, the 
Which ertremitie afterwards was the octation that he put 
fach diligence fo («ke out fo! damlells and knights, that 
alwaies after they had 1! great ſozrow , The ionnes of 
this Gant were named, the firſt Langereon, the letond 
Andricardo,the third Rubero, the fourth Achorantezall the 
which were very well ſpoken and of god conditions, and 
had no other fault amongſt them but blinde nelle in that cur⸗ 
ſed law 4 cuſtome, wherein they did fo much eſteme them 
ſelues, that all the wozld beſides they made little accompt 
off, as though they were of [mant vatour, as well in ſtats 
of degree, as in obſeruing their law, with vatrantforceand 
ſtrength. And af ſuch time as they dyd telobꝛate their facrw 
pre vnto the Mwonc, whoine they woꝛſhipped as their God, 

the higher of bloud that thoſe damſels 4 knights were that 
they did ſacrifice, the moꝛe was their ioye and pleaſure, And 
they —— none although ſhe were a Zucene. Two of 
thele his ſonnes were alwaies in the two Towers at the 
Waters ſide at the poꝛt, with diners other knights that dyd 
beare them companie, # when that any by foztune o2 other 
wiſe ariued in their poꝛt, they dpd take 4 appꝛehend them. 
The other two were continually at the Sea, appꝛehending 
and taking pꝛiſoners all that euer they dyd merte, and has 
uing taken any pꝛap, thep returned vnto the Jland. Their 
father Robogn, Was in the caſtle with his wife, who was 
lady S panteſſe, and manp times he would deſcend vnto his 
ſonnes in the two towers, z they likewiſe vuto the caſtell, 
when that it was their pleaſure fo; tomate. This was the 
Jland whereas the Emperour Alicandro with the Pzin⸗ 
ceſſe Lindabrides and ali her Ladies and gentle women arts 
ned, who were ſtarce ont of the water a land, whe that they 
were beſet and appꝛehended by the two gyants, Langetreon 

1 Andlricardo, who Were in the towers with their knights. 
And although ſome that came with the Emperour would 
put chemſelues in deſente, yet dyd it little pꝛofit them, foꝛ 
that the two byetheren Were uch, tl. at thep would not haue 
ket! one of them aline, if they hadde not peelded themſelues 
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fied and ranne awaie towards the ſea coaff, whereas they 
embarked themlelues, ſo that there remained but cerfaine 
kings and nobles, ſuch as were knowen , and were p2iſo- 
ners vnto the Greckes, At which time the Emperour TI re- 
batio with all his nobles, hauing a great god will to celes 

zate with triumph the great and igpkull vidozie which 
God had giuen them, were greatlie difturbed by the abs 
fence of the knight of the Sunne, ſoꝛ without him it ſeemed 
that they could not reiopce,no2 take ante toy oꝛ pleaſure, foʒ 
which occaſion at that inifant departed manp knights from 
the Court, in the demaund and faking of him, amongelt 
whom KRoſiclect was one, who departed al alone from Con- 
ſtantinople, and in ſuch fozte that he was not knowen, nei⸗ 
ther would he carrie ante bodie with hum, fo2 that her had 
great defire foz to mate with Bramarant, ard to conclude 
with him the battaile, be foze that ame knight be pꝛeſent fog 
fo ſeparate oꝛ part them, and comming vnto the lea ſide, 
whereas he could not heare ante newes of him, he kraight 
Waies there embarked himlelke into a ſhip, whereas we wil 
leaue him and all the reſt in Conſtantmople,fo2 to tell you 
of the knight of the Dunne, who being verie deürous foz 
to overtake the Emperour Alycandro and the P2incefſe 
Lyndabrides,hatigating by Sea, was lykewiſe the ſame 
night conſtrained with the tozment (that toke the Cmpe- 
rour) foꝛ to loſe his ware . But whether it was by the will 
of God it ould ſo fall out, foz that the end thereof was 
verie god, oz elſe by the arte of the wiſe Lyrgandeo, o2 
elle by god fozfane that gouerned his ſhippe, in {ach lozte 
the wozthie kmaht of the Dunne was thꝛowen by koꝛce of 
the ſapde ſtoꝛme and tempeſt into the poꝛte of the ſtrong 
Jlande, the which being perceined and knowen bp the 
Mar mers, thep would ſkraight wayes haue departed from 
thcnce,hamng that quiet pozte karre moꝛe perillous than fo 
bee at the Sea, with that great Nozne and temyelt, whoſe 
great feare being manifelt vnto the night of the Sunne, 
he was veric deſireus to knowe the occaſion thereok, and 
they declared the cauſe, verie much erfolling the foꝛce and 
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was not karre parted from the Empire of Grecia, but rd 
comfo2t her ſelke verie much, koꝛ that ſet hoped in ſome 
time foꝛ to ſœ the knight of the Dunne, being in that place, 
and not in the gran [ artaria , whether as her Fat, er dpd 
carrie her. And the ſaid within her leife,that fozaſmuch as 
in that land they dyd commit and vie lo greate crucltie as 
gaintl Ladies and 3 . could not be. but at af 2 i time 
the knight of the — ne, who was of ( fr valiant a a coura 
and generoſitie, that he would not let, but to pꝛeue and fo ce 
himſelfe to take awaie that great crucltie and diſobedience 
againſt Ood, and had ſo great confidence in his math une

Let vs now leaue them in this their ſoꝛrolo and griefe, 
foꝛ that you doe welt vnderſtand hereby the {mall ſecuri⸗ 
tie that is in foztune,how hurtfull a thing it is fo2 to aban⸗ 
don wiſe counſaile, and io leane (0 much vnto her whale, as 
dyd this Emperour in the great and e 70 lermuch conlidence 
that he had in her, foꝛ that the had put im in 0 high eltatc te, 
he did eſteeme the wile counſaile of th . olde n ng of Gedrc 
{1a as nothing, and foz that he woulde not biet 4

was bought into the eſtafe Whereas wer now 1 cite Lim. 
Let vs now tell of ſuch other thinges as happened in the 


meanc time. 


How Roſiclecr departed out of Conſtantinople in the de- 
mand of tt 10 knight of the Sunne, and! you the knight A 
the Sunne in following the Emperour A \lycandro armed 
at the ſtiong lland, and what happened about the ſame, 
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YE next date after the fierce and bloudie 
\ batfaile, Which was the whole expedition of 
YConfta. ntinop le, all luch Pagans as remai⸗ 
8 { ned aline( (which was but the third parte of 
858 thoſe which came from the gran Tartaria)

till that time they had not deſcended vnto their Towers, 
whercas thcy were wont to bu continuallie, which was 
the occaſion that the knight of the Dunne was not aſſayls 
ted,but by their Knightes and fotmen, who remapned be- 
lo we in the Towers fo2 to kepe and defend them, loz that 
all the reſt were gone into the Caſtell with their riche 
pꝛaie. | 
But when the knight of the Sunne ſawe himſelke 
cleere of all thoſe that came fozth againſt him, and that 
there came no mo2e people out of the Towers, hee imagined 
within himſelfe that the Oyantes ſhoulde bee in that highe 
Caſtle, which hee ſawe befoze him ſomewhat a karre ott, 
which cauſed hun to take the wate thetherwardes, and it 
leemed vnto him to ber one of the molt fapzeit and ſtrongeſt 
that euer befoze he had ſane,and as pet her was not come 
vnto the plaine that was beſoze the entrie, which was in 
manner of a Court, when that he lawe come fo2th of the 
Caſtle by a falſe dw2e one of the Gpantes, all armed with 
thicke plates of ſteele, and monnted vppon a mightie, great, 
and ſtrong hoꝛſe, with a great cutting hatchet of Stele in 
his handes , who ſemed vnto the knight of the Sunne to 
bir one of the beſt furniſhed, and well made and p2opoztio- 
ned Gpants that cuer he ſaw in all his lyke. And this was 
Langereon the eldeſt and molt valpanteft of ail the fonre 
bꝛethꝛen, who beeing aduertiled by one of them that ranne 
awate,of the great laughter and deftrucion that that alone 
{night had made amonalt his people, he iſſued cut to ſ&ke 
him,fo2 to take reuengement of the ſame, and at ſuch time 
as the knight of the Sunne came info the plaine around, 
by the Cafell, the Gyant appzoched nigh vnto hun, and 
lfte vp the beaver of his healme. But when her ſawe him 
of lo bigge and gallant p2opoztion , and conſidered the 
newes which his men had declared vnfo hin , hee helde 
him ſtraight wayes in reputation, and thought him to bee 
a knight of a moſt ſingular and valpant courage, but mas 
king no account of hun, he ſaid. - 
By thy vnaduiled artuall and comming hether (Sir 
Ee. iu. knight) 
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rength of Roboan, and of his ſonnes, as alſo of the great 
crueltic that was ved there, with ſuch knights and dam 
ſells as they did take, And although the kmaht of the Sun 
would firſt haue accompliſhed his voyage in following cf 
the Emperour Alycandro,and haue left that enterpꝛite vn⸗ 
fill ſome other time, pet fo2 all that, ſwing that it woulde 
lpttle pꝛofite foz to returne vnto the @ca , by reaſon that 
the waues were greatlie increaſed with the fozce of the 
{fo2me,he determined with himſelfe to go a land, and in the 
meane time till it pleaſed God fo appeaſe the rage of the 
weather, he would put in p2actiſe to ſee if hee could dae anie 
thing againſt thoſe people, foꝛ to cauſe them to b2eake that 
euill and diuelliſh cuſtome, and as he was determined 
within himſelfe, her put it in vie, but che marriners would 
not enter into the Pozt, noꝛ bod their chip aland with a 
god will, but he did fo thꝛeaten them that he made them by 
fo2ce to doc all that he commanded. 

When that her was a land, and had not well mounted 
vpon his hozle,(which was that which hee wonne from the 
king of the Gandaros in the battaile, ) there came fo2th a⸗ 

gainſt him ten knightes on hozſebacke , and es many on 
fote,all armed, with their hatchets of ar mes in their hands, 
and bad him to peld fo them as pꝛiſoner, and ſome of them 
appꝛoched to laie hands on his hoꝛſe bꝛidle. But this god 
knight anſwered not one woꝛde vnto theſe villaticus pecs 
ple, but hauing his Speare in his hande, ſtroke one of them 
ſuch a blowe therewith, that his ſtrong armour dpd not 
pꝛofite him, but he ouerth2ew hun backwardes ſtarke dead 
vnto the ground, and as one that as then was not to learne 
to ſhedde the blond of ſuch vnhappic wꝛetches, in a ſhoꝛt 
time hee made ſuch ſlaughter amongeſt them, that there 
eſcaped no mo2e aliue but the of them, who fledde and 
ranne with all halt poſſible vnto the Caſtle , which wag 
vppon the little mountaine, whereas were the two eldeſt 
bzetheren, Langereon and Audticardo, with R oboan their 
Father, fo: that after that they had carried pꝛiſener vnto 
the Caſtell the Emperour Ah candio, and his co PAN ie, vn⸗ 


till 
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and taken frem one of thoſe knightes which her flew, bo 
thꝛew vnto the ground, and dꝛe w out his word, and we 


towardes Langercon, who was greatlie 12 1 ed at that 
which hee did, io that theſe two the one againſt the other 
charged each his aduer larie with ſuch terrible blowes vpon 
their healmes, that with the great fozce thereof they cauſed 
perſoꝛce their hozfes to lope downe to the ground, and by 
reaſon that the healme of the Gyant was not of fo fine met⸗ 
tall as it {hould haue beene, it was cloucn by the knight of 
the Sunne, in ſuch ſo2te,that hee made a lyttle wounde in 
his ſcull, out of the which pꝛocceded great abundaunce of 
bloud that fell in his eyes, and about his face, the which did 
diſturbe him verie much in this battaile , and this Lange- 
rcon meruailed excedinglie at that terrible blowe which he 
had receiued, which was the mightieſt that euer in all his 
life he had felt, and being verie deſirous ſiraight wayes 
and out of hand to bee reuenged of the ſame, foꝛ that in ton⸗ 
tinuing in battarle, it might fall out vnto him verie peril⸗ 
lous and daungerous: hee flouriſhed with his ſkeelie hatchet 
about his head, and with it in both his handes her fkroke ſg 
ſtrong a blowe at the knight of the Sunne ouerthwart vp⸗ 
pon his coniealcd healme, that he thought verilie a whole 
Tower had fallen vpon him, it ſo amazed and aſtonied him, 
and with a trice her redoubled another blowe with no 
elle fo2ce and ſtreugth, with the which the knight of the 
Sunne had pailed great daunger , ik that he had ſtroke it 
Full and right,but with the foꝛce and irength that her put 
in {triking of the firſt blowe, the bloud of the wound in his 
head burſt out à new, and fell with greate abundaunce 
downe about his eyes , in ſuch ſozte , that whereas her 
thought to have ffroken the wozthie and valpant knight 
of the Sunne, hee was deceiued. and ſtroke his hozſe hard 
by por pp ich of che ſaddle , that without anie ſtaying 
be cut him cleane aſunder in the middeſt, ſo that he par⸗ 
ted bim in two peces, and hee ftraight wayes alt 
downe dead vVnto the grounde, wherebp her was con- 
_—_— to querth;owe his Paiſter ; but this valiant 
Ee, iii. knight 
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knight ) 1 doe vnderſtand that thou knoweff not who is 
Loꝛd of this Jland,neither the vſe and cuſlome that is here 
maintained, foꝛ if thou haddeſt beene aduertiſed thereof, 
then wonldeſt thou not haue come hether to ſerke him whom 
thou haſt fo much grieued and angered in the flaping of 
his knightes . Uith as little feare and gallant ſemblaunce 
as bee ipake,the knight of the Sunne aunlͤ wered him and 
ſapd. 

SOpant. 3 doe verie well know, that this is the ſtcrong ⸗ 
land, and how that Roboan is Lo2d of the ſaine, who ioynt⸗ 
lie with his ſonnes doth maintaine ſo euill and abhomings 
ble a cuſtome, that whatſoencr god knight hee ber, he ought 
fo: to aduenture his lpfe foꝛ to cauſe the ſame to be bꝛoken, 
as well in the great Jdolatrie vſed in the wozſhipping foz 
God his creatures, as alſo in the great crueltie vſed acapntt 
all knightes and damſells, ſo that J am come hether, and 
haue ſo great hope and confidence in the diuinc iuſtice, to 
doe ſo much, that you {hall not perſeuer with this great bio⸗ 
lence, and if that thou art Rovoan oz ame of his fonnes „de⸗ 
termine and put oꝛder to amend thy life 92 elle tome pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlie with me to battaile. 

Then Langereon with great laughter and dil daine, 
ſaid: Of truth Dir Unight) thy great boldneſſe and courage 
is the greateſt that cuer J haue heard oꝛ ſane, that tho! 
haſt ſo valtant a heart foz to appꝛech and giue attempt in 
that which all the whole world is not ſuffittent, but becauſe 
thou ſhalt ſ& and underſtand that thy « attempt is moꝛe of 
follie than of anie val tant courage oꝛ feare , doe now what 
thou canſt againſt me, fo2 that I am one of the tonnes of 
Roboan, whom thou haſt named. And in ſaping theſe wozds 
this wo2thie and valiant pouth did lift vp his great tren⸗ 
cheant and ſtœlie Hatchet, and therewith went towardes 
the knight of the Sunne, with ſo terrible and d2cadfull 
ſemblance, that it was ſufficicnt to put great feare in anie 
god night. But vito hum who had bene accuſtomed vn⸗ 
to ſuch lpke enterpuſes, it was not onelie without feare 
and dꝛeade, but alſo a Speare which her had in his hand, 

and 
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that this might be the myꝛrour of all knights, 02 hia bꝛo⸗ 
ther Roficlecr , 02 ſome of his kriendes, that might doe lo 
much, in this Jland , as fo carrie vs pꝛiſoners into Grecia. 
But when that the knight of the Dunne dyd ſ& that faire 
and rubicond face of the Pꝛinceſſe, he was not ſo greatite 
troubled. with the mightie and terrible blowes which he 
hadde receiued of the Gyant, as he was fo? to ſee her, who 
ſome times was gouerneſſe of his heart, in that place:wher- 
with he trembled and ſhaked , ſtriking himſelfe vpon the 
bꝛeſt, as one that walketh by night in ſecuritie and Unth⸗ 
out feare, diſcouereth vpon a lodaine, ſome viſion oꝛ fantaſie 
befoꝛe him. And being ſomewhat amaſed, he remained a 
god while, beholding her, without mouing of hand o2 fote, 
that he thought all his ſences were diſturbed, with the ſo⸗ 
daine ſight of this faire Painceſſe, whoſe beautie was ſo 
roted within his heart, and the olde ſoꝛe ſo keſtered, that of 
truth it was very hard and euell to be healed, if that the 
wiſevome of Lirgandeo and Artimidoro, with others moꝛe 
auncicnter then they,had not put remedie in the ſame, ſoꝛ 
that the valour of this pꝛecious p2incelſe was ſuch, that the 
knight of the Dunne in her p2elence, could neuer haue his 
fre libertie. And being in this maze Andticardo, the ſecond 
bꝛother came foꝛth out at the caltell gate, all armed with 
very thick armour ok hardened ſterle, and mounted vpon a 
mightie hoꝛſe, who was of no lefſe ſtature and bigneſſe then 
the firſt: but when that the knight of the Sunne did ſc 
him, he ſaide within himſelfe, that neuer in all his life he 
ſaw giants of ſo gallant pꝛopoꝛcion, no2 of fo great force 4 
firenath as Langereon ſæmed to haue. But when that An- 
dricardo app2oched and ſaw his bꝛother lye along vpon the 
earth, thinking that he had bene dead, it could not be im⸗ 
magined the great ſoꝛrow and griefe he receiued, which cats 
ſed him with ſo great furie and lightneſſe , as the arrew 
that is foꝛced out of a bowe , to thꝛow at the knight of the 
Dunne a mightie great boare ſpeare which he bꝛought in 
his hands, that if his armour had not bene that of Meridi- 
anzit had palled his bodie thzough and thzough to the other 
Ce. v. ſide, 
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knight woas not fo ſone fallen, but he aroſe bp againe on 
his fete, and meruailed greatlie at the mightie foꝛce of the 
Spant, and ſeeing himſelfe ſo intreated, he.ſayde within 
himſelke, that it did well appeare, that there was not pꝛe⸗ 
ſent his Ladie and Piſtres the Pꝛinceſte Claridiana, fo; that 
one alone knight had brought him vnto that ertreunmtie. 
And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes he did abide the comming of 
Langareon, Who app2oched with his hatchet aboue his head 
fo2 to ſtrike him another terrible blowe, and at ſuch time 
as he would haue diſcharged the lame, he ſtepped on the one 
ſide with ſo great derter ritte, that the blowe fell downe = 
the ground, and as the Oyant by reaſon of the foꝛce whe 
with it was ſtroke, dyd bowe his bodie and atines after * 2 
ſame, the Knight of the Sunne laide holde on the goꝛget of 
his healme with fo greate ſtrength, that her b:atie the FP 
cings and buckles thereef,and pulled it from his head, and 
ouerthꝛew him krom his hoꝛſe to the ground, and befoze 
that hee could arile, he ſtroke him with his healme v ppo n 
his vnarmed head, that Hee aſtonied him, and lapde him a 
long vpon the rarth, and not willing to doe him ante — 
ther euill, hee lelt him, and twke his hatch cf and mounted 

vpon his hozfe,the which was both bigge and verie (wit, 
And loking towardes the Cackle to [re ik an ber did come 
foꝛth, hee chaunced to calt his eyes vp vnto the battlc- 
ments therok, wyeras he diſcouercd the perſons of the x Em⸗ 
verour Alyc. andro, and the fay2e 1) zinceſſe Lynda abrides, 
and ſome ol her Ladies and Gentlewomen , who were be⸗ 
holding and dyd fre all that paſled in the battaple with the 
pant, and by reafon that all {us armour was beraped and 
imbzued in bloud, and neuer made cicane ſünce the greate 
battayle that was fought in Gr cia, and againe, that he hap 
not his gore Cornerino ) 55 coulde not imagine 02 deutſe 
who he ſhoulde bee, but the Pinceſle Lyndabrides ſapde 
within her ſolke. 

Oh how J would pardon and koꝛgiue foztune all theſe 
fracailes and aduerſittes which the hath atuen onto mer, 
that my an might nowe beer lo god and happie, 

that 
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er of perſon, and bigger of members, and when that he came 
nigh vnto the knight of the Sunne, with a hoarſe x terrible 
voice, he ſapd. 
Bnight, tell me who art thou of ſuch courage and hardi⸗ 
neſle, that hauing llaine my two ſonnes, dareſt abide me in 
the field? J am a knight (ſaid he) that in the name of Jefus 
Chziſt, in whom J doe beleeue and woꝛſhip, doe hope to de⸗ 
ſcroie ther, and all thoſe that are obedient vnto thy lawe, foz 
that the diuine iuſtice being angrie at the great ſinnes 
and euils by thee done in this Jland, is now come to puniſh 
thee accoꝛding vnto thy deſerts, in the deepeſt partes of hell. 
Oh Soddelle, the creato2 of all Gyantes, and the b2inger 
fo2th of all the fruites vppon the earth, (anſ wered Roboan) 
how canſt thou ſuffer that one alone knight ſhall late that he 
will deſtroie thy lawe,and maketh a mecking ffocke theres 
at. In ſaying tbeſe woꝛdes he ſpurred. fo2warves with his 
hoꝛſe, and ſtroke him ſuch a blowe with his ſpeare in the 
middeſt of his bꝛeaſt, that he would haue \ wozne, that the 
paint with halle the ſtaffe weuld haue appeared at his back, 
but it fell not out accoꝛding vnto his thought, foꝛ at the foꝛce 
thercof he made no moꝛe mention noꝛ mouing thereat, than 
if he had {troke againlt a tower, but with his mightie hatch⸗ 
et be repaied him in ſuch ſoꝛt, that a mightie great and thick 
(1d that he had, wherewith he would haue warded that 
blow, he cut in: wo pieces, and the blowe deſcended vppon 
his healme, cutting the ſome, and alſo a ſtœle cap which hee 
had vnder it, and made a cruell wound in his head and as 
they iopned with their bodies verie nigh the one the other, 
the Gyant laide holde with his armes about his necke, thin⸗ 
king by his great foꝛte and ſtrength to hoiſe him out of the 
ſaddie, but he that was indued with no leſſe ſtreugth than 
pe, and with moꝛe dexteritie, lade hold on him by the waſt, 
t held him fo faſt,y by reaſon their hoꝛſes pꝛeſſed fozwards, 
they both tell fo the ground, and let go their holds, z roſe vp 
vpon their feet, Le knight of the Sun dꝛew out his [woꝛd 
4 the gyant a great fauchon, ſo that they began the battaile 
a lt, x made ſo great noiſe, v they were heard throughout 
the 
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Ade, foꝛ that it ſtroke him in the middeſt or his bꝛeaſt with 
fo great ſtrength, that it made him to double his bodie backs 
wards vpon his hoꝛſe crouper, and foꝛ that the ſteelte pointe 
could not enter into his armour, it doubled't recoiled backe 
againe, and the ſheruers flew into the aire, making a greate 
noiſe, but this god knight with great lightnelle did ſettle 
himſelfe againe in his ſaddle, and remembꝛed that the faire 
Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides did behold him, and therewith went 
againſt Andricandro, with his hatchet in both his handes, 
ſtroke him fo mightie a blow v pon his healme, that if if had 
chanced to be a full blow,he had clouen hum do wne vnto the 
Waſt, but it chanced ſomewhat aide, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it cut 
awaie a pcece of the helme with one of his cares, and from 
thence deſcended his fine cutting hatchet. along his bꝛeaſt, 
cutting all that was befoꝛe it, till it came to the ſaddle bow, 
the Which it clone aſunder, and cut his hoꝛſe almoſt in two 
perces, ſo that he fell downe dead to the ground with his ma⸗ 
fter,and caught one of his legges vnder him, in fuch ſozte, 
that what with the wound that he had on his bꝛeaſt, and 
the doubling of his lenge, ha could not by amte meanes a- 
riſe, but was the greateſt amazed man in all the wozlde, to 
ſe that terrible and wonderfull blowe the which he had res 
teiued, and it ſeemed to bee done by a knight of the biggeſt 
foꝛce that was to be found in ante parte of the vniucrſall 
921d, 

Zhen Roboan who was all armed, and af a windowe 
beholding the battaile, when that he ſawe his ſonnes oners 
come and in that perplexitie, it coulde not be expꝛeſſed the 
great ſorow and griefe which he receiued, foꝛ that he thought 
it a thing impoſſible, that ten of the beſt knightes that were 
to be found in all the world, were not able to do that which 
was there done, and thinking in a ſhoꝛt fpace to be reuen⸗ 
ged foz the ſame, he mounted vpon a mightie hoꝛſe, and toke 
a great ſpeare in his hand, and went foꝛth at the Caſtle gate 
with ſo furious and terrible a ſemblance, that the knight ot 
the Sunne did verie well perceiue that he was of no leſle 
foꝛte and Hrength than his two ſonnes, foz that he was high- 

cr of 
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thou wilt ſx and behold with the epes of thy bnderffan- 


ding, and conſider of the law in the which theu docſt liue, 


thou ſhalt clerely ſee and percetue the great errour and de⸗ 


cet wherein thou art w2apped , Tell me I pꝛap thee Ro- 
boan, who ought to be honozed and wozſhipped foz Cad, 
but he alonely that created and made all things both ce c- 
fttall and terreſtriall, and hath power ouer all things,foz to 
puniſh the wicked, and to grat iſie and reward the god and 
tuſt. Well then, if he alone that hath all this power, ought 
to be eſteemed, honoured and wozthipped, foz God , what 
reaſon is there fo; to beleue that the one is thy Goddeſſe. 
Thou (halt vaderſtand fo2 her to ſhine and giue light, hath 
nade of the clerenefſe and bꝛighneſle of the Sunne, with⸗ 
out the which, ok her ſelle (he is verie darke and obſcure, 
and cannot be ſeene. God created the high couloured Nu⸗ 
bies, the greene Emeralds, the blew Saphires, the white 
Pearles, the ſhining beams of the Sunne, that giueth light 
vnto the Pone, the Starres, the grene tres on the earth, 
and her Plants, the quietneſle of the heauens, the round⸗ 
nelle of the woꝛld, and the meruailous courſe of the celeſtial 
mouings, not fo2 that we ſhould occupie our wits and vn⸗ 
derſtandings in theſe things: but by the great beautie and 
ſight of them, our ſpirits may be moued vnto the beautie 
and loue of the creato2 and maker of all them, from whom 
like as from a fountaine, pꝛocedeth all that is faire and de⸗ 
lectable vnto the ſight of man. In the meane time that the 
knight of the Sunne was ſaying theſe wozds, Roboan was 
very attentiue, taking as great pleaſure, at that he ſapde, as 
at his great foꝛce and ſtrength, and loking vpon himſelke, 
he ſawe that he was beraped with bloud and his armeur 
bꝛoken in many places, and his aduerlarie not to haue re⸗ 
ceiued any wound, but rather was moꝛe ſtronger and ligh⸗ 
ter then at the beginning, which was vnto him apparant, 
either to be ſlaine, oz to loſc the vicozie, Likewiſe he well 
vbnderſtod to what ende the knight of the Sunne had ſpo⸗ 
ken thoſe wo2ds, Which did pꝛoterde mozc of bertue t god 
will towards thein , then koz any fears oz dzead he had — 
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T he third part Id 


the whole Jland, and it ſemed that there were in battalle 
together, moꝛe then one hundꝛeth knights. Here was to be 
ſeene the great foꝛtitude and ſtrength of Roboan, who dyd 
combat in ſuch ſoꝛt with the knight of the Sunne, that he 
troubled him very much, and many times his vnmcaſura⸗ 
ble blowes did put him in great per ill, and had bzonght him 
into much moꝛe danger, ik that the great ſtrength and god⸗ 
neſle of his armour, and his great lightneſſe, had not holpen 
him. There was allo an other thing that dyd pꝛofit him ves 
rie much, which was y great furte of his temerous blowes, 
which made the Oyant to beſturre himſelfc from one part 
vnto an other, fo to cleere himſelſe from the furie of them, 
with moe lightneſſe then his bigge and great bodie requt- 
red , So that after halke an houre that the battaile was 
begonne, his vnwildp bodie not being able to indure anie 
longer, wared weake 4 fable, bp reaſon of certaine wounds 
winch he had recetucd , out of the which iMued berice much 
bloud,in lo great aboundance, that all the ground was ſtats 
ned there with. At which time the knight of the Sunne 
conſidering, that if the battaile (hold goe fo2zwards, it wold 
not be well with Roboan : and againe, fo2 that he had him 
and his ſonnes in reſpec of ſtrong and valiant knights , + 
foꝛ ſuch would eſteeme them, if that he might cauſe them 
to leaue this great errour the Which thep had maintained a 
long time, he there with all withdꝛew hunſelfe aback, and 
lifting vp the beauer of his healme he ſaid. Heare mee a lit⸗ 
tie what J will ſap vnto thee Roboan, firſt beſoze that this 
our battaile be finiſhed, thou (ſhalt onderſtand that J doe 
eſteme thee and thy ſonnes verie much, as wel fox the great 
valiantneſſe that is in pou, as allo pou doe ſeeme vnto mee 
to be god and courteous knights: my will and deſire is, 
that this our battaile betwirt vs map ceaſe, and that reme⸗ 
die be put in the curing theſc thy wounds, and the wounds 
of thy ſonnes, in caſe that thou wilt leaue this law Gentili- 
ca; where with thon haſt bene fo much decciued, and from 
this day fo: war des not to obſerue noꝛ maintaine the euell

with this \wozd will J ſeperate thy head and bodie a ſun⸗ 
der,if that thou wilt not amend thy Ipfe,and apart thy ſc lfe 
from the law, wherein thou haſt lined hethcrto , 
The feare of death (ſayd Roboan) ſhall not make me 
fo doe any thing that is againſt my honour , but thy great 
vertue and foꝛce, doth make mer fo beleuc that thy law and 
faith is better then this, the which J haue hetherto main⸗ 
tained, in the which J doe confefſe greatly to haue erred and 
bene deceiued , And here J doe pꝛomile ther th the faith of 
whome J am, and by the high blond from whence J doe 
deſcend, neuer to maintaine any longer this euill cuſtome, 
but will eſteeme and woꝛſhippe fo2 my God all the dapes of 
my life, hun whome thou haſt tolde mer off , who vniuer. 
ſally did create all things. 

Then the knight of the Sunne who was berp glad and 
topfull fo2 to heare him ſo ſay, dyd healp him to ariſe from 
the ground, and embꝛaſing him with great loue,they went 
both together vnto Andricardoand Langereon, whom they 
found both a liue and without perill, but that they were ve⸗ 
rie weake and feeble, with the great quantitie of bloud the 
Which they had ioff : but when the ſonnes had vnderftob 
all that which had paſſed with their Father, God had inſpi⸗ 
red his holy ſpirit within them, in ſuch ſo2t,that they were 
very well content therewith, and pꝛemiſed him that from 
that day fozwards,they would hold him fo2 their Loꝛd and 
verie friend,and requeſted hum to tell them, who he was, x 


how he was called. into whome he ſaide, that they ſhould | 


goe vnto the caſtell and there in the pꝛelence and before his 
pꝛiloners he would giue them to vnderſtand. And therwith 
they went all foure together vnto the taſtel and being with⸗ 
in they mounted vp vnto the battelments whereas the 
Emperour, and faire pꝛinceſſe, with her damſells were. And 
when they came onto them, the knight of the Dunne pulled 
of his healme, and kneeled downe befo2e the Emperoꝛ x the 
pꝛincelle » were together apartedfrom the reſt, x with that 
graue 4 mecric countenace phe was wont to haue, he e ſpake 
theſe woꝛds. Af the erroʒs don by the knight of y Sun could 
8 moue 
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T he third part of 

the concluſion of the baffaile : but by reaſon that he ſaw his 
ſonnes lying a long on the ground in the field, the eyes of 
his vnderſtanding were fo blinded, that he could not ſe the 
great pꝛofit which might come vnto him in leauing of his 
hw and cuſtome. And ſaid vnto the knight of the Sun, 
that he ſhould not ſpeake any thing moꝛe therof vnto him, 
{02 that he was determined to follow and take his fortune, 
Whether it were god oz bad, againſt him, oz with him. And 
therewith thep both retourned againe bnto the baftaile, £ 
fo2 that they had eme what bocathed 4 refted themſelues, 
it was then a thing woꝛthie to be ſcene, the ſtrong and ter⸗ 
rible blowes which the one ſtroke at the other. Foz as 1 
haue laid, Roboan was a ſtout and ſtrong giant, and lufft⸗ 
tient of himſelke to deftrove and kill one hundꝛeth knights 
that ſhould contend againſt him altogether in battatle. 
The knight of the Sunne had great deſire quickly to con⸗ 
clude and make an ende of that contenſion, to ic what the 
Einpereur Alicandro and the Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides dpd 
in the caſtell, who being greatly amazed at his great foꝛce 
and ſtrength, could not immagine who it ſhould be, except 
it were the ſonne of Trebatio, he who had done great mars 
uailes in his pꝛeſence . And he that ſhould at this inſfant 
haue certified the faire pꝛincelle, hobo that it was the knight 
of the Sunne, por may well belecue that he ſhould haue 
cauſed her to receiue greater iope and contentment, then ik 
they had giuen her all the whole wozld fo? a pꝛelent, as the 
who chould not receive ſo great artefe , ik her ſoule ſhould 
depart from her bodie, as ſhe ſhould recciue in departing 
from the countrie whereas doth remaine her knight of the 
Sunne, who dyd fo much againſt Roboan, that tn the ende 
of one houre, that the battacle was begun, he fell downe a 
long at his fæte, ſo feeble and weake, bp reaſonotk the great 
quant itie of blond, that he had loſt, that till fuck time as 
the knight of the Sunne did pull of his healme, and gaue 
him apꝛe, he could not come agane vnto himſelfe. But 
when that he was in his remembꝛaunce, the knight of the 
Dunne Rozifhing with his (worde aboue his head, ſapde, 

With 
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he remembꝛed alſo how that he ſawe him in the flelde a⸗ 
gainſt him with fo great furie and fierceneſſe, that her alone 
did make to quake all his great and mightie ar mie, and 
how that by his rigoꝛous arme the moſt pꝛincipalleſt kings 
and Loꝛdes ok all his hoaſt were deſtroped and hewen to 
pteces, and now like wiſe he ſawe him vppon his knees be⸗ 
{oze his pꝛeſence with fo great humilitie, that moze coulde 
not be done by his ſonne Meridian, if at that pꝛeſent he had 
berne there. In this ſoꝛt was his minde troubled and tolled 
with all theſe thoughts, which was the occaſion, that he ſtwd 
and did beholde him without ſpeaking of anie wozd a god 
ſpace, till ſuch time as comming vnto himſelke, and remem⸗ 
bꝛing that he was the Mpꝛrour of all ꝛinces and knights 
in the wo2ld, and as then thought him fo be equall vnto 
the eternal! Gods,and that his great valcur g eſtate would 
not ſuffer that he ſhould continue in that ſo2t befoze him, he 
determined fo conſent and fo ſuffer with patience, all that 
was oꝛdained by foztune , and to accept and receiue the ly⸗ 
bertie of his impꝛiſonment at the handes of him, who hath 
beene the occaſion of all his euill, but in eſpeciall the necel⸗ 
ſitic in the which he was bzonght , wonide not giue waie 
bnto ante other thing, ſo that he went vnto him, and did ems 
bꝛaſe him, and kiſſed his cheke, and in ſhedding of many 
teares that ranne downe his chakes , her vttered theſe 
Wozdes. | 


. Dythie Prince and welbeloued ſonne, Jam he that al⸗ 
Wonelie have crred,+ molt woꝛthelie doth deſerue the pu⸗ 
niſhment,fo2 the great quantitie of bloud which Thane cau⸗ 
ſed to bee ſhedde of thoſe that were without fault oꝛ blame, 
ko: J may well knowe and bnderftand , that whome the

and god will which alwates J beare vnto pou, then all the 
great and mightie armies, which pou oꝛdained to palle the 
Scas, fo2 that to counteruaile them an other fozte equall 
is ſufficient foꝛ to deſtrop them, but agatnit the god will 
which alwapes J had fo2 fo ſerue you, there is no fozce, noz 
peruerſe foztunc ſufficient fo2 to oppꝛeſſe the ſame: and if 
hetherto my Lozds, { haue ſœmed vnto you to vſe the con⸗ 
trar ie, foꝛ that I made reſiſtance againſt pour in theſe bat⸗ 
tailes paſſed, it was not fo2 to excuſe me to be yours, but 
to withlkand that the Cmpcrour of Grecia were not whol⸗

"Oe N the beginning okthe Chapter path it it Was 
Nes 755 told yon, how Roſicleer was departed from 
Do Conſtantinople,as well to ſceke the knight 
1 ke of the Sun his bꝛother, that was departed 
: vil from the battaile paſt, as alſofoz to mete 
with Bramarant, foꝛ that he had great deſire 
foꝛ to combat with him, foz that he ſeemed to be the mol 
ſtrongeſt and mightieſt Pagan that was to be found in all 
the Paganiſ me Now the Pyltozie ſaith, that after he was 
gone to ſea in a little ſhip that he found in the poꝛt, the 
paſſed ſtoꝛme and tempeſt did carrie them lo farre, that they 
were in ſight of the ſtrong Jland, and being diſcouered, the 
Mariners did declare vnto him whole it was, and the euill 
cuſtome that was there maintained. Which when be heard 
it did giue him a great god will foz to goe thether, & when 
that he came nigh vito he Jland within a bow ſhote, her 
ſawe vpon the tops «Kertaine mightie rockes amongit the 
cliffes,a dam{eil-which-made great haſt in running awaie, 
giuing great ſhakes and cries, and follolwing after her two 
mightie, great, and defoꝛmed Gyants, with grcat deſire fo 
duertake her, the m_ when he ſawe, with great god will 
fo2 to ſuccour her, he cauſed the ſmall ſhip to be carried to 
the ſhoze, Whereas this wozthie knight leaped a land, and 
began a fte to tlimbe vp on thoſe rockes, with all the ſped 
poſſible he could, not reſpecting the manifeſt per ili that was 
ozduned, with them whome hee went to ſeeke, but onclie

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Gall'bd fet at libertie out of this pꝛiſon in the which: Fs 
were committed, therefoze 3 will acknowledge the areats 
ſubiedion and ſubmiſſion Jowe vnto foꝛtune, and giue her 
thankes, that although in the one the hath bene vato mer 
tontrarie, vet herein hath ſhe bene fanourable, in beinging 
you hether into my pꝛeſente in this great nerde and necelli⸗ 
tio Therfoze J will (if you be contented therewith)returne 
with you vnto Conſtantinople, foꝛ to conclude an entire and

Herre did the knight of the Sunne take great pleaſure

that were with him in the high Caſtle of Roboan were 
greatlie amazed, and could not imagine what it ſhould ber. 
After this ſozt their combat endured betwirt them moze 
than a quarter of an houre, in the end whereof, the fine cut⸗ 
ting (wo2d of the Qucene Iulia, being lourtthed by the ku⸗ 
rious arme of Roſicleer, brought the ſtout Acorante into 
that perplexitie, that he was all berayed in bloud with the 
great number of wounds that was giuen hun on all parts, 
that if he had not bene ſo ſtout and couramons, x of ſo great 
foꝛce, he could not haue ſuſtained himſelle vpon his feete, the 
which was to the contrarie in Rolicleer, that although the 
blowes of the Gpant were verie ſtrong and caufed him mas 
ny times to ſtoupe with his hands and knas to the ground, 
and gane him great paine and gricke whereas he dyd fa- 
ſten anic blowe, pet foz all that , his excellent armour dyd 
allure him from wounds, and his great lightneſte did make 
him to ſtrike many of his blowes in vaine . Thus in the 
meane time that Acorante was ſo feeble and faint with the 
loſſe of bloud, and wared wearte, Rubeo the other b2other 
Was come vnto himſcife againe , and rememb2ing what

ned her ſelfe. This damſell was the Qucene Iulia, and dams 
felt vnto the P2zincele Lynaabrides, Who foz to deliuer her 
ſelfe from the p2iſon whether as they carried her miltres, 
did fall into another daunger as ill, whereas all her wiſe- 
dome and cunning could not deliuer her, although ſhe dyd 
denine and pꝛopheſie of the ſame, who when the Gyants did 
ſe her,and that ſhe ſeemed to be verie faire and welt pꝛo⸗ 
poztioned(as of truth ſhe was) they ſtraight waies follow⸗ 
ed after her, and take her pꝛiloner, and carrying her in that 
ſoꝛt as you haue heard, Rolicleer did put himſelf befoꝛe them 
and ſaid. | 
That is the occaſion that you doe carrie this Dam⸗ 
ſell pꝛiſoner in this ſozte 2 Then the 'Gyants who had not 
{cene him befoze he ſpake vnto them, did verie much behold 
bim, and ſeeing hint of ſo gallant a p2opoztion and ſo well 
armed, the elder of the twaine called Rubero went againſt 
him, and ſaid. Thou (halt be pꝛiſorer with her, and when 
the time doth ſerue, thou ſhalt haue fa anſ were of this thy 
bolde demand, with the ſacrifice tha: (gall be done with both 
of pou. And as he would haue taken him in his armes, Lo- 
ficleer ſtroke him with his cloſe fiſt ſuch a blow vppon the 
ſtomacke, that he all to buckled the plates of ſterle wherwith 
he was armed, x without b2eath ouerthzelw him backwards 
to the ground, whoſe fall was ſo great, that his bꝛother A-

Then 
Roſicleer dzew out his i woꝛde, which was the ſame of ſo 
great value, foꝛged by the Qucene Iulia, wpo was pꝛeſent,

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chem warning, that whenſoeuer they were in battaile 
with equall knightes, that none ol them ſhoulde aide oꝛ luc⸗ 
cour — „oz which occaſion they ſtode fill, and were in 
quiet, till ſuch time as they (awe one of their Loꝛdes lie as 
long vpon the ground as though he had bene dead, and the 
other ſo ſoꝛe wounded, that he could not long indure, neither 
could they ame longer refraine themſelues, but all together 
(Who were moꝛe than fikteene) all wel armed, went againſt 
Rolicleer, and began to charge him with verie thicke and 
ſtrong blowes, but Rubero _— he lawe this did put him⸗ 
lelfe vefoꝛe them, and cried ont that they ſhould departe and 
let him alone, but they would — retire, but (til! pꝛeſſed on 
all that euer they coulde,. Zhen he returned againſt them 
with his { wo2d, and did lo much, that againſt their will he 
made them to retire . Then would he haue returned againe 
vnto the battaile, but Roſicleet litt vp the vtzoz of his hei me 
and — 

God forbid that 7 ſhould be onerceme at thy hands moꝛe 
than at on c -ti ne,fo2 this which at this time thou haſt vicd 
with me, bath rendered mee lo much, that J will put mp 
ſcife whole into thy power, fo2 to doe with mee accozding

Pou ſhall vnderſtand, that all the lonnes of Noboan were 
by nature well conditioned, and this Rubero the third ſonne 
was the beſt of them all, who acknowledging the greate 
vantage that Roſicleer had of him (although all the knigbts 
had holpen him) and how that his woꝛdes which her hadde 
ſpoken pꝛoccded of great vertue, hee then vnlaced his 
healme and layd, | 
Let not ny {o2tune permit, that againſt him who hath 
ſo great vauntage on me, as well in vertue as in ſtrength, 
that J mabe awe moꝛe contention 02 farther enmitie, foz 
that in the ende both in the one and in the other, J cannot

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He ſtraight waies called to remembꝛance that which many: 
daies befoze ſhe had p2opheſicd, and beholding the { wazae 
which the knight had, ſhe knew it to bee the ſame wv web the 
had foꝛged with her owne hands, and then ſhe thought all 
her trauatle to be well beſtowed , hauing great hope that 
the knight ſhould haue the vigoꝛ ie againſt thoſe Gpantes, 
foz. that ſhe ſawe him verie nimble and light, and that he 
wounded the Gpants in manp places of their bodies, and 
all the ground was beraicd with the bloud that _ 2 
of their wounds, but by reaſon that they were lo botſtrous 
and (a ſtout, thep ſo doubled their blowes with ſo grea 0 fas 
rie vpon Roſicleer, that it had bene ſufficient to haue hewen 
a rocke in pœtces, ſo that in a ſhoꝛt time they made him ve⸗ 
rie faint and wearie, bꝛuſing his fleſh and bones, although 
their \wo2des could not enter noꝛ cut his inchanted armo2, 
And ok truth, ik that this battaile had endured long, her had 
bane bꝛought into the greateſt perill that euer he law him⸗ 
ſelfe in, in all his life, fo2 that theſe two Cyants were voung 
men, and the molt fronget that were to be founs nmongſt 
all pants. But pet at this inſtant Acorante was ſo weak 
and feeble by the loſſe of much bloud, that he conlde not 
ftandon bis fete, but fell downe to the ground as trough he 
had beene dead , Then he anbinc Ih n alene With Ku- 
bero, the battaile was moꝛe indifferent, the one did charge 
the other verie ſtronglic ſtriking whereas they thought the y 
ſhould dog moſt har me,ea ch to his aduerſarie, but Rubero 
foꝛ the death of his bꝛother was fo full of wꝛath and ire, that 
he inade little ac 3 the blowes that Rolicleer did ſtrike 
him, although his fine cutting (worde had 0 62 + wounded 
hun in many parteg,that his death could not be long dila⸗ 
ted, by reaſon of the great guantitie of bloud that ranne out 
of them. 

Theſe Spantes had certaine knighles which alwapes 
went with them, who at this verie inſtant came vnto the 
ſame place whereas they made their battaile, but pet in 
ante manner of wiſe they durſt not helpe their Lo2des, fo 
that many times beds they had plagued them, and giuen 
them 
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from the pꝛiſon (whether as they carryed her) J ran away 
ſecretly and put my ſelfe amongſt theſe Rocks, but pet in 
the ende J channced to fall into a daunger no leſle perillous 
then that, out of the which J thought to haue eſcaped . At 
which woꝛds Rolicleer was greatlp amazed and ſaide, is it 
poſſible to be true, that the Cmperonr Alicandto and the 
Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides are pꝛiſoners. It is of trueth ſapde 
the QAucene, foꝛ that two Opants did carrie them vnto pon⸗ 
der raſtell. Mell then let vs goe thether out of hand, fayd 
Roſicleer, foꝛ with a verie god will J will aduenture mp 
life foꝛ to let at libertie, ſo high perſonages. It ſhall not be 
nedefull ſaid Rubero, fo; that thoſe two who did carrie the 
be our bꝛetheren, and ſonnes vnto Roboan our Father, 
therefoꝛe let vs go ſtraight wales thether , foꝛ by pour in- 
tercefſion they and all thoſe that be pꝛiſoners in the caſtell 
Cal be ſet at libertie. Roſicleer receiued great contentment 
at that which Rubero had ſapde, and gratifying him, they 
all together went towards the caſkell, and their knights did 
carrie Acorante in their armes, fo2 that he was very ſoze 
wounded. And it fell out in this ſoꝛt, that as thoſe that were 
in the caſtell did heare the great nopſe that was made in 
the battaile , with clittering of their armour Roboan and 
his ſonnes were in their beddes very ſoꝛe hurt, and could 
not aryſe, but the knight of the Sunne being very deſtrous 
to know what it ſhould bee , fo2 that it ſcemed vnto him, to 
be ſome contenſion oꝛ cumbat fought by valiant and woz⸗ 
thic knights,he went foꝛth of the caſtell, and all alone on 
ho2ſcbacke he rode that way, whereas Rolicleer and the gi⸗ 
ants ſhould come. And when that he ſaw them comming a 
farre of, be ſtraight waies vnderſtode that they ſhould be 
the ſonnes of Roboan, that came from the Sea, x bꝛought 
with them ſome pꝛile, but when that he came nigher vnto 
them, he was greatly amazed to ſee thoſe Gyants ſo ſoze 
wounded, x could not immagine who ſhould doe the ſame, 
till luch time as he aſked of one that came foꝛmoſt, with 
whome they had had battaile, but they were all ſo ſad and 
ſo20wfull , that they would not aun{(Wwere him any wozd, 
| Ft, b. but 
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This damlell is thine and thou haſt wonne her, andnowe 
loke what is thy pleaſure to be done with vs, fo2 that all 
ſhall be accompliſhed as yon wil command. Zhen Rolicleer 
did embꝛace him with great loue, and both of them together 
went to helpe vp Acorante, who was fo feeble that he could 
not moue himſelke, but when that they had pulled off his 
healme, and giuen him aire, he began to come better vnto 
himſelfe, and gather ſome ſtrength. Zhen the Qucene lulia 
with a peece of a vaile which ſhe had, bound vp his wounds 
and ſtanched the bloud, by vertue of a ſtone which ſhe had in 
a ring, as one that in all things was a damlell verie wiſe, 
and of great diſcretion. When all this was done, the Qutene 
ſapd vnto Roſicleer. 

Happic and foꝛtunate knight, if you doe well remember 
the condition wherewith pou got this { wozd that you now 
poſleſſe, in great Britaine, it was, that you ſhould combat 
with two pants together fo2 the deltuerie of a Damſell. 
WUehen Roſicleet heard theſe woꝛdes, being greatlie amazed 
how ſhe ſhould come fo the knowledge thercok, he ſald: 3 
doe well remember the ſame. Well then! aid] ſhe) now map 
pou well vnderſtand and ſee, how that the tonditton is well 
actompliſhed, ſoꝛ that you haue had the battaile with theſe 
two Gyants foꝛ to deliuer me that am the Qugne lu: the 
who with her owne handes did koꝛge the (word that pon 
now haue at your girdle , hauing experience befo2e, bow 
much it thould p2ofit pou in this battaile fo2 my deliuerie. 
God Ladie (ſaide Roſicleer) what fo2tune hath bzought ſo 
wiſe and high a Damſell in this (o2te into this Countrie 7 
That to:tune(ſayd the Qucene that could oterth2zowe the 
mightie Alycandrofrom the high thꝛone wherevnto he was 
exalted, and b2ing hun to bee paifoner „ iopntlie with the 
Pamceſſe Lyndabrides his daughter, in the power of two 
Opants, who carryed them peſterdaie vnto the high Caſtle 
that ſtandeth vppon ponder monntatne , This is hee that 
no fo2ce no2 humane wiſedome is able foꝛ to deliuer from 
the ſubiecion of her tumbling and tourning wherle 
And as J came with the Painceſſe, thinking fog to eſcape 

from 
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chat in a ſhoꝛt ſpace the wzath and anger bolh of the one # 
the other was greatly increaſcd, ⁊ as moꝛtall enimies they 
layde the one vpon the other, making lo great a nopſe, that 
it ſeemed al y whole Jland would haue ſunke, where at the 
Emperour Alicandro and the pꝛinteſſe Lindabrides did put 
themlelues at the windowes of the caſtell, and were great- 
le amazed when that they ſawe the battaile betwene the 
two knights, not knowing who he ſhold be of ſo great ſoꝛce 
and ſtrength, that could endure fo long the blowes of the 
knight of the Sunne : a god haife houre in this ſozte they 
endured , charging one the other with their thicke blowes, 
and had no time to bꝛeath themſelues, and ſeemed to be all 
in burning lier, with the great quantitie of ſparkes that 
flewe out of their armour, Cither of them were greatly a- 
mazed at the great foꝛce and ſtrength of his aduerſarie , as 
they who neuer had leene themſclues in ſo terrible and fu⸗ 
rious battaile, foz that, although they dpd combat together 
in the great court of Conſtantinople, at that time they had 
not their foꝛce and ffrength ſo perfect, neither were they lo 
bigge groben in parſonage, 

And now it it were not foꝛ that neither of them would 
ſeine to be the firſt, they wold both haue withdꝛawen them⸗ 
ſelues, fo2 to haue knowen cche others contrarie , befo2e 
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they would haue pꝛoceded in executing their furious bat⸗ 


taile: but this point of honcur was the occaſion that they 
would nat bathdꝛaw themſelues, but pꝛocured to ouerpꝛeſſe 
each his aduerlarie, all that euer he could, with their migh⸗ 
tie and furious blowes, Amongſt a great number that wag 
ſtroke Roſicleert ſelled one blow at the knight of the Sun 
with his \wozd in both his hands onerthwart his healme, 
that it depuued him of all his ſences , that he was as one 
dead, till ſuch time as he redoubled an other blow on him, 
wi;oſe foꝛce was of ſuch ſtrength and might, that it made 
him to come againe vnto hunſelke, ſo amazed, that he knew 
not where he was. 

Then he ſoꝛthwith ſetled himſelf firncly in his Saddel, 
very furious x full of courage, he gaue him his pajment 0 
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buf paſſed foꝛwardes on witheut making anie reckoning of 
him,fo2 the which the knight of the Sunne being ſom what 
ancilc,*ote one of them by the hoꝛſe bꝛidle, and fayde that 
hee ſhould not depai f thence till luch time as he had tolde 
him. Then this Kneaht who was moꝛe pꝛeude than curte⸗ 
ous, without ſpcahing anie wozde dꝛew out his [woꝛd, and 
ſtroke the knight of the Sunne a mightie blewe vypon his 
heline, thinking therewith to haue parted his head in two 
peces,but it had ben much better foꝛ him not to haue begun 
that contention with hum whome he did not know, ard to 
baue an! wered him to his demand, it would haue hindered 
him nothing at all. But the knight of the Sunne being ve⸗ 
rie angrie at his great villanie, ſtroke him ſuch a blowe 
with his armed fiff vpon his armed head, that he buckelen 
his healme to his (cull, that his bꝛaines flew cut, and he fcil 
from his hoꝛſe dead vnto the ground, ſo that it coſt him his 
life, becaule hee woulde not ſpeake,but vie viilanie , And 
the celt which were of his companie when thep lawe their 
ee thus ouerthꝛowen, ſtraight wares beganne to 
make contention with the knight of the Sunne, in dꝛawing 
out their [Woꝛdes, and charging him with their blowes on 
cuerie ſide, but befoꝛe that they could fall in the reckoning of 
the great errour the which they had committed, the wot 
part of them were lame and ouerthꝛowen to the ground, 
und not one of them had remained aline, ik that at this in⸗ 
ſtant had not come Roliciecr, who was behinde all the reit, 
who when he ſawe the great laughter that the Knight of 
the Dunne had done in lo ſhozt a time, hee was arcatlie as 
mazed, and fo2 that hee could not knowe who he was, and 
was verie deſirous to pꝛoue himſelle with him, fo2 to ber 
reuenged fo2 the death of thoſe knighces, he cauſed the other 
fo2 to aparte themſelues, and with his l woꝛde in his hande 
he aſſaulted him, charging him with thoſe ſtrong and hea⸗ 
nie blowes Which he Was wont to v! e and the kiight of the 
Sunne not knowing him , but belcuing within himlclfe 
that he had beue one of the companie of the other! kiughtes 
of the Opantes , dpd receiue him after ſuch manner,

von doe retourne any moꝛe vnto the combat, that either of 
vou doe pul of your healme, foꝛ that J am deſirous to ß 
who you are befo2e yon p2oceede any further. She Had not

ſo ſone ſpoken theſe woꝛds, but theſe knights without any 


longer tarrying did vnlace their healmes, and pulled them 
of, being greatly amazed at that bowne, which ſhe demaun⸗ 
ded, But when their healmes were off, and they knew them 
ſelues to be bꝛetheren, it could not be immagined the great 
and vnloked fo2 iope and pleaſure that they receiued. Foz 
in place of their moꝛtall blowes which they had giuen be⸗ 
foze, they embꝛaſed the one the other, as they which did loue 

the one the other exceedingly. And giuing great thanks vn⸗ 
to the Qucene foz that which ſhe had done, they declared 
the one vnto the other the whole diſcourſe what had hap⸗ 
pened vnto either of them. 

Then the knight of the Sunne ſpake vnto the two bes 
theren Rubero and Acorante, and folde them of all that had 
happened, who were not a little amazed, to heare how that 
their Father and bꝛetheren were ouercome by that alone 
knight, and as a thing impoſlible they would not belerue it: 
then they went all together vnto the caſtell, whereas they 
were well receiued by the Emperour Alicandro, and the 
ÞPzincefſe Lindabrides, when they knew that that was Ro- 
{icleer,b2other vnto the knight of the Sunne, they could not 
{atiſfic their epes in beholding of them, ſeeming that na⸗ 
ture did very much ſtraine her ſelfe in the fozming of theſe 
two bꝛetheren. After a while that they hadde paſſed away 
the time in treating of many things, they ſat downe and 
dvd caſe themſelues, and determined to ſtap there till the 
next day, whereas they were very well ſerued of the wife 
of Roboan, who was Ladie (of the Gyants nation) verie 
hono2able,and neuer twke pleaſure and contentment of the 
euill cuſtome that was maintained in that Jland , by her 
huſband and ſonnes. The Nucene lulia did cure the woſids 
of them that were hurt, as one that was experimented and 
knew moze in that art then ante other. So they llept and 
faite their reſt all that night in the caſtel: but the knight 

of 
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fach loꝛt, that Roſicleer in all his life befoze reteiued nok fo 
mightie and terrible a blow, except it were that the which 
concluded their contencious battaile in Grecia. Mis noſe 
caſhed out with bloud, and he kell fozwards vpon the pomek 
of his ſaddle,and his armes hanging downe as though her 
had bene dead, and his hozſe tourned round about twiſe in 
the field with him, in which time the knight of the Sunne 
would not ſtrike him, till luch tune as he was come againe 
vnto himſelke, Roſicleer called vpon God fo? his aide 4 ſuc⸗ 
cour, as he who found himſelfe in ſo great extremitie, that 
he thought it vnpollible to efcape from death, if he ſhouls 
receiue luch an other blow, equal vnto that he had recetued. 
Ye then ſetled himſelfe againe in his ſaddle , and pꝛepared 
himſelfe, to be reuenged on his aduerlarie, and dyd abyde 
his comming with his \ wo2d in his hande, with terrible 4 
furious ſemblaunt. Jn the meane time whileſt they were 
recouering of moꝛe furie and courage fo2 to charge the one 
the other, it ſo fell out that the Qucene lulia being very de⸗ 
ſirous to know who thoſe knights ſhould be, that ſemed vn⸗ 
to her to be the molt biggelt of pꝛopoꝛcion and moſt vali⸗ 
anteſt that euer ſhe had ſeene in all her lyfe, toke out a li⸗ 
tle quadꝛangel, (the which continually ſhe carried in her bo⸗ 
ſome wherewith ſhe did vſe to make her cuniurations) and 
thereby ſhe found that theſe knights ſhould be both ſonnes 
vnto the Emperour Trebatio, and being certified hercok, 
with a trice ſhe went vato them, and at ſuch time as with 
furious courage they began to ſtrike the one the other, ſhe 
put her ſelfe betwirt them ſaping: 1 doe molt heartelie 
requeſt pou fir knights, that you would ape pour furie a 
little, and to graunt vnto me a bowne the which J will 
craue at pour hands, foꝛ as it will be vnto me great iope and 
pleaſure, ſo will it be vnto you profitable. 

Then they who were indewed with no leſſe vertue the 
koꝛce and valour, withdꝛew themlelues a part, and ſayde, 
that either of them foꝛ their parts, did graunt her requeſt. 
Well then ſapd the Qucne, ſæing that you haue graunted 
me my requelt,here J doe demaund ok pou, that firſt befoꝛe

which he dyd not onely duertome by fo2ce of armes, nip ſelke 
and two of my ſonnes, but alſo by the fo2ce of his ſurmoun⸗ 
fed vertue doth binde vs,from this dap fo2wards fo2 fo ac- 
tept and ſcrue him, as our pꝛoper and naturall Loꝛd, iopnt⸗ 
ly with Roſicleer his bzother , vnto whome hath fallen part 
of this victozic. At ſuch time as J ſaw my ſelſe moztall in 
the battaile, and that by no meanes J could not eſcape, but 
be either flaine oꝛ onercome , J dyd pꝛomiſe at that time, 
that which now J doe a new confirme, and will perfo2me, 
which is, that X and my ſonnes doe here pꝛomiſe and vow 
befo2e pour high perſonages (fo2 that none of vs hereafter 
hall flpe from the ſame) foz to leaue this law Gentilica, in 
the which we haue liued hetherto, blinde and deceined, and 
alſo the euell and crucll cuſtome the which hetherto we 
haue maintained, and of our pꝛoper and free god will, be⸗ 
come chꝛiſtians, and belœue in that true God maker of all 
things, in whome the knight of the Sunne doth belene,in 
the which law J doe pꝛomiſe to belctue, ſo long as mp life 
chall laſt. 

Wihen that Roboan had concluded theſe woꝛds, ſtraight 
wates his ſonnes dyd pꝛomiſe to perfozme the ſame. Then 
the knight of the Hunne and Roſicleer being verie glad 
and iopfull foz the ſame, did gratifie them verie much, and 
dyd pꝛomiſe vnto them that ſo ſone as God dpd ſend them 
into Grecia fo2 to ſend vnto them Pꝛeachers and Miniſters 
foꝛ to inſtruc and teach them in the law, and miniſter vnto 
them the holy Baptilme, the which euerp god Chziſtian 
is bound fo fake. 

Paſſing betwirt them theſe and manie other thinges, 
they all of them toke their leane of Roboan g his ſonncs, 
and of the Ladie Gtanteſſe, who receined no ſmall griefe 
of their departure, and pet afterward it greued her much 
moꝛe, foꝛ that there paſſed not many yeres, there tame vns 
to that Jland a Pagan, a poung man, who all a lone dyd 
put them in great extremitie, in ſuch lozt that they were 
dziuen of necellitie fo2 to ſende vnto the god knight of tte 
Sun, ( who neuer failed to help the diſtreſſed / ta craue of him 
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of the Annne, was not very much in quiet, fo2 that with 
the p2efence of the faire and beautikull pꝛinceſſe Lyndabri« 
des as alſo the remembzance of the ropall pꝛinces Claridi- 
ana, his minde was ſo troubled, that he thought there was 
the greateſt contention that might bee mmagined with in 
his bꝛeaſt. 

And againe, foꝛ fo declare the pꝛofound thoughts with 
their varieties which the faire pꝛinceſle was troubled with, 
it may be equall in numbzing the ſands of the ſea, and fox 
that her remedie dꝛaweth now at hand, the hiſtoz ie conclu⸗ 
deth this Chapter. 


How the Emperour Alicandro & his companie de- 
parted from the ſtrong lande vnto the Grecian 
Empire, and of a ſtrong battaile that the knight of 
the Sunne and Roſicleer had with two knights at 

the Sea, and how they were paited, & after went 
together to Conſtantinople, Chap, 42, 


FD E nerf day after that the Cmperonur A- 
5 hcandro was taken pꝛiloner, they al made 
jb: — them ſclues in a readineſle fo2 to depart 

17 ER towards Grecia, the Which being don, they 
18 ES x all together entred vnto Roboan and his 
ſonnes foz to take their leaue of them, who 
lay in a — quadꝛan, euer p one by himſcife,in verp faire 
beds. Then he, (Who recciued great ſozrow koz that they 
would depart ſo quicklp) requeſted them to heare certaine 
matter that he had fo2 to ſay and tell them,UUho being at⸗ 
tendant, held their peace, and he ſatd. Py Loꝛds, it is noto⸗ 
rious vnto ail people, how long time herr, I, my ſennes, and 
kozefathers, haue lined in this lawe which hetherto J haue 
kept, and the euell cuſtome Which alwaies we haue mains 
tained. It hath now pleaſed God, (and as J belæue foꝛ a 
farther benent bunte vs) that this happie and ſoztungte 
knight of the Sunne cane and arined at this Jiang. In the

fapd one of them, that out of hand you doe deliuet L 

he pꝛiſe that you haue in your ſhip , That ſhall 

haue, no; carrie with vou, ſapd the Knight of the unne, lo; 
that we haue it in great pꝛice and eſtimation. — lozt 
it (hall be full derre vnto pou,aunſ wered one of the other 
knightes, and ſtraight wates without anie moze ſpeaking; 
they began to ſtrike at the two bꝛethꝛen, each of them a blo 
vpon their helmes, that cauſed either of them fo2 to ſton ps 
with their knees to the grou nd, and made thenr verte welt fo 
vnderſtand that they were kmg 

pꝛowelle, but yet thinges did not fall out on their parte ag 
they thought,fo2 that they, as thoſe that in all the who 
wozld were without compariſon, gaue them their and were 
in ſuch loꝛte, that they were fo2ced to ſtep back wardes th2& 
paces, to ſuſtaine themſelues from kalling, and were won⸗ 
derfullie amazed at the great foꝛce and ſtrength of their ad⸗ 
uerſaries, ſo that then betwirt them beganne the battaile 
to bee well fought with charging each other with mightie 
blowes, that it was a verie ſtraunge thing to beholde, and 
with the noiſe of their mightie and timerous blowes, it ſer⸗ 
med that thoſe long and wide ſeas did found of them, much 
lyke vnto the fozced waues, being dziuen by tempeſt into 
the hollow caues of the rockes , And by reaſon that it wag 
befoze the bꝛcake of the date (being at ſuch time as there is 5 
filence with all thinges) the mightie noiſe of their terriß 
blowes ſeemed moze great and timerous , either at thaf 
tune had they nerde of anie Tozches, o2 of the*rfeerencfly 
of Diana fo2 to make their combat,fo2 that the imuineradls 
ſparkes of are the which flew out of their fine armourz 
gaue ſuch creaxding great light and clecrenelle, that if ther | 
had bene ten kntghts,they might haue ſcene to haue anner ; 
by the bzightnelCe thereof,” + | 

All the which battaple and contention: dyd the e Empe 
tour Ah candto nnd the fave Mꝛinceſſe Lindabrides — 
wh all her — Whome was the faire e 
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fauour and helpe. As halbe tould you mo2e at large in the 
ſecond part of this hiſfozie, whereas ſhalbe made manifeſt, 
the immoꝛtall actes and derdes of this knight, 

Uhen they came vnto the Sea ſide, they all imbarkcd 
themlelues in a ſhippe that was there made readie, and has 
uing the winde p2oſperous, they hoiſed out their ſailes and 
began fo nauigate towards Grecia. And here you may wel 
beieeac,that the faire pꝛinceſle Lindabrides did not thinke 
long this nauigatozie, although it had bene moze longer 
then that of the Greeke V lifles:fo2 that ſhe dyd there wholes 
ly recreate her ſelfe in the ſight and Wirte converſation of 
the knight of tho Dunne. Yet fo2 all that ſhe feared verie 
much (at the comming to Conſtantinople) the pꝛeſence of 
the puncelle Claridiana, with the which ſhe Could be clean 
wipte out of the heart of her knight. So nauigating in this 
ſoꝛt, the nerf day in the moꝛning, two houres befoze dape, 
it chaunced that by their ſhip there paſſed an other Chip hard 
aboard, in the which was certaine knights, + one of them, 
who ſeemed to be of a very bigge ſtature and members, and 
being aboue hatches, and the ſhippes toyning very nigh to- 
gether, commaunded to caſt out his grapple into the other 
ſhip,becauſe we ſhould not depart till ſuch time as they had 
demaunded What it ſhould be, and who was there within. 
Then he aſked of a knight that was the Emperour Ali 
candros, if that he could tell him ante newes of the Empe⸗ 
rour Alicandro, and of his daughter the faire pzincefle Lm- 
dabrides,02 of any damſel of hers. Ah ſir, pes ſatd the knight, 
fo: they are in this ſhippe, r certaine Creeke knights doth 
. carrie them vnto Grecia. At which woꝛds this bigge knight 
and an other, made no longer tarrping, but leapt into their 
chip with their words dꝛawen in their handes, 4 ſtraight 
wayes met with the knight of the Sunne and Rolicleer, 
who when they vnderſtod of the grapling of their ſhippes, 
laſed on their heimes, and went fo2th to ſec what it ſhoulde 
bee, and when thep ſaw the great hait that the two knights 
made to enter, with their lwoꝛdes in their handes , they 
ſtraight waies dzew out their lwoꝛdes and put themielues 
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betwirt them, did ſtraight wates withdzalve themſelues, 
and made vnto them great rencte ice. The Emperour 
ſtraight wayes went and embzaced Meridian and Brandi- 
mardo, naming them by their names, the which the knight 
of the Sunne and Roſicleer hearing, they pulled off their 
helmes and with great toy and pleaſure went and embz; 
thoſe two knightes, foꝛ the loue was great that they bare 
vnto him, the one foꝛ that he was bꝛother vnto the Punceſſt 
Lyndabrides, and the other foz that which he did when that 
hee toke the battaile fo2 Roſicleer with Bramatant, and bes 
ſides all this, foꝛ their great valour and bountie they were 
to bee eſtœmed amongſt all in the wozld, But when that 
theſe two vnderſtod with whome they had made their bats 
tatle, it was no (mall top and picaſure that they receiued, 
fo2 that they deſired verie much their frienvſhip,after-ſuch 
time as in the wtlberneſſe of Grecia, thep ſawe the one ta 
kill the Gran Campion, and the other dyd combat foz them 
twaine with Bramarant, but moze was their top when that 
they vnderſtode what they had done in the deliuerie of the 
Emperour out of pꝛiion, with the Ladies and all their dame 
ſelles from the power of _ and his fonnes , they 
knew not how to gratifte that great godnefſe, but offered 
themſclues to be their friends, a — craued pardon of all that 
was palt. And when they viiderſtode that the Emperour 
of its owne god will went unto Grecia, fog to conclude a 
league of friendſhip with the mightie Einperour 1 rebatio, 
thele two vatiant kmghtes were exceeding gladde and iop⸗ 
full, foꝛ that they had a molt earneſt deſire to ber in that 
Court, 

Thus after there had vaed betwirt them many things, 
their top and plealure Wag luch, that it ſermed to make vory 
the remembꝛante of all trouoles and aduerũtties paſt, and ſo 
dyd pꝛoſecute their votage twardes Conltantinople , The 
Paince Meridian was mo2e iopfull than the reſt, and recei⸗ 
ued greater contentu ent; {02 that he had with him bis wrl⸗ 
beloucd — the Buünceſſe Flora undi, and againe, foz 
1 her went towardes Grecia, Whercas was the 
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india, daughter vnto the king ol Macedonia, who were all 
— amazed, and could not imagine who thoſe wozthie 
knights ſhould be, that againſt the knight of the Dunne and 
his bꝛother conld make ſo great refiſkance . Thus after one 
whole honre that the battaile was begunne, thoſe two bers 
thzen,thc ſonnes of I'rcbatio were halte aſhamed that their 
adverſaries ſhould ſo long endure befoze them, which cauſed 
them to ware verie furious and wꝛathfull, and to redouble 
their blowes in luch ſozte , that 3 beleue = was no 
ftrenath no2 fineneſſe of Diamond that was able to reſiſt 
their terrible blowes, and their adnerſaries tiling the fozce 
of them were greatlie amazed, and it ſeemed that their yu 
go2 and ſtrength was increaſed halfe ſo much moe as if 
was at the beginning of the battaile , roz that they neuer 
ffroke blowe , if it chaunced aright , but it made them to 
Toupe both with their handes and knees vnto the ground; 
and gaue them no ſpace fo2 to bzcath themſelues, ſo that they 
were put in the molt greateſt trauaile that euer they were 
in all their liues, but pet theſe knightes were ſuch, that für il 
they would conſent to bee hewed and cut all to pœces, be⸗ 
foze they woulde peeld, and if their aduerſaries had not bene 
the myꝛrour of ali the world, they ſhoulde haue had inough 
fo doe to hauc eſcaped out of their hands, and although they 
{med to bee wearte , pet was it in ſuch ſo2te , that they 
could not iudge oꝛ diſcerne ame point of weakneſſe in them, 
but rather made heartes of their guts, and ſo charged their 
aduerſaries, that many times they were in doubt of the 
victo2ic,and it had ben a battaile verie long and well foughs 
ten, but that at this inſtant the daie dyd bzeake, and as the 
cleꝛreneſſe came on, the Cmperour Alycandro and the Þzints 
ceſſe Lyndabrides and Floralindia did knewe thoſe two 
knights by their armour, who were Meridian and Brandi- 
mardo, the which being knowen, with a trice the» went 
and put themlelues betwirt them, ſaying. Wozthie and vas 
tant knightes, let this your rigoꝛous battatle ceaſe, toʒ that 
there is no reaſon that it ſhould? pꝛocede one fart er.

king of Macedonia fozth vnto the Pzinceſſe, with wham he 
hoped to make friendſhip, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that he might haue 
her to wife, which was the thing that the Pꝛinceſſe mot 
deſired. After this ſoꝛt they did nauigate by lea foure dapes 
with pꝛoſperous windes , in the end whereof they ariued 
at Grecia in the mightie Poꝛte of Conſtantinople, whereas 
raight wayes they gaue to vnderſtand vnto the Empe⸗ 
rour Trebatio of their ariuall. With which newes,ho& and 
all thoſe of his Court were erceding iopfull, fo2 that they 
{acked no other thing entirelie fo; to celebꝛate the triumph 

of that victozie which they had got. 
Then ſtraight waies the Emperour Trebatio being 
accompanied with thoſe mightie kinges and P2inces, and 
wozthie knightes that were with him, went foꝛth of Con- 
ſtantinople foz to receiue them at the poꝛt, and the quantitie 
of people was ſo great that went foꝛth with them, that all 
thoſe wide and bꝛoade ficlds and mountatnes ſermed to ber 
- peopled with them and although the dead bodies by the com 
mandement of the Emperour were burnt, pet fo; all that, 
all thoſe fielves and plaines were ſtained with the bloud 
that was there ſhed, When the Emperour Trebatio with 
all that ropall and wozthie compante came vnto the Pozf, 
ſtraight wayes the Emperour Alycandro and alli thoſe that 
came with him, went a land, whereas their receiuing was 
as onto ſuch perſonages did appertaine, but in eſpecial with 
thoſe two Emperours, fo; in a great ſpace they were em⸗ 
b2aced together, and did not loſe the one from the other, in 
which time there paſſed betwirt them many woꝛ des of fin- 
gular great loue, as though they had bene alwaies befoꝛe 
great friends, and the Emperoꝛ Trebatio did giue him great 
thanks gratifping him foz his comming into Grecia offering 
him great offers by woꝛd of mouth, in ſuch lot, that the Em⸗ 
pecour Alycandro thought himſelfe fullie ſatiſficd, 4 receiued 
moze pleaſure at that returne, than ye did at his fir ſt coming 
into that Cauntrie. Then ſtraight wates the Emperoz re- 
batio reteiued with great turteſie the two Pzinces, Mendi« 
in t Brandunacdo,t did e:nbzace them with as mach loue as 
be 
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pꝛelle and all thoſe Ladies and damſells did ſit downe in 
place by themſelues, and the two Emperours with all th zig 
Wozthie ainces x knights on the other part by thenilclucs,

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In toncluſion, ſceming vnkcheythat Roſicleet had grea⸗ 
teſt reaſon foꝛ to goe and acknowledge the king his graun⸗ 
father, fo2 that he had neuer ſeene hum, they were content 
that he ſhould goe on the mellage, and that the knight of rye 
Sunne ſhoulde rematine in the Court, fo2 that he ſhoulde 
haue time enough to be knowen of the king, and that be 
was | fullie ſatiſ fied of his great beautie. | 

Theſe two knights wer ſuch and of ſo areat obedience, 
that they hadde no other delight but fo giue contentment 
vnto their parents, ſo that Rolicleer pꝛepared himſelfe foꝛ 
the voyage. But firſt he went vnto his verte friend Liria- 
mandro, and told vnto him all that the Emperour his Fa- 
ther had oꝛdained, who receiued great plcaſure thereat, as 
he that had great deſire fo2 fo ſee the king his Father, wher⸗ 
by he might acknowledge his neuewes, and vnderſtand of 
the god and happie fo2tune of the -mp:clle his ſiſter, who 
aboue all the Ladies in the whole woz2ld is moſt eralted, x 
therewith he embꝛaſed Rolicleer very much, and was ves 
rie glad of that which was determined, and ſtraight wates 
thep both together went and dpd fake their leave of the 
* per dur rand of the Empꝛeſle, who dpd recomend them 
vnto Sad, and gaue them great 2 that their retourne 
with the king might be tho2t , foz that till their retourne 
they how'd not receiue any toy o2 tontentment. So hauing 
taken ther ic leave fo2 to depart, ſuch as did lone him, as the 
king Sacridoro, and the valiant I artaro, with Bargandel, 
were ver1: defirous fo2 to beare them companie,as his ver - 
fect and ga) friends, came vnto him and offered their ſer⸗ 
uice. But Rolicleer Whole deſire was foz to goe that tour⸗ 
ney alone, with cou feaus words did gratifie their god wil, 
and deſired them to pardon hun, at that inſtant, for that by 
the helpe cf almightie God, his retourne ſhould be verie 
choꝛtio. And there with theſe two wozthie pꝛinces with al- 
onely two quires , departed out of the mightie Citie of 
Conltant1 10P'C, and hauwing paſſed thzouch all the whole 
Empire of {1<cc1a,that came vnto Danubia, the which del⸗ 
tendeth from Hungaria , (And when they ſhould paſſe the 
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chat was made fo: the Pzince of great Britaine , and alſo 
that he might recreate himſelfe in that top and gloꝛie which 
thonld p;occde of the ſight and acknewtcdgirg of his woꝛ⸗ 
thie newnelle, by the which he ſhould receine great content⸗ 
ment, and and account bimſeife to be the moſt happieſt 7 F lotus 
nate P2ince in all the whole world. And han! ng thi ig in! 
minde, he ſtraight waies went vnto the Emp! te Bri 
fo2 to communicate with her about the ſame, 
the ſame determination and care,as ſhe that de ire d no et

The conten⸗ 
tion was ſo great betwirt theſe two bꝛethꝛen, which of them 
ſhould goe vpon this meſſage , that in the concluſion they 
ſhould goe both of them together, if that the Cmpcroz Tre- 
batio had nof ſtaied them, in ſaping that it did not ſeeme wel 
that in the time of great top and paſtimes, accompanied 
with ſo many ſtrange and woꝛthie knightes in this Court, 
they ſhould both be lacking, oꝛ at leaſt wapes one of them. 
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with the great heate, theſe two knightes determined to put 
themlelues out of the high watc, and to enter into a verte 
faire and freſh Oꝛchard that was there at hand, and there to 
reſt and recrcate themſelues till the fozce of the heate were 
paſt, and loking towards the Citie, they ſawe comming to- 
wards them a damſell mounted vppon a Palfcaie , with fo 
great ſpeede as her palfrate coulde runne, and as one that 
made halt to accompliſh ſome great neceſſitic . And ſ&ing 
her to come with ſo great haſt, they were verte deſtrous to 
knowe the occaſton thereof , which made them fo2 to ſtaie 
bntill her comming thether, and dꝛawing moꝛe maher vn- 
to thom,they fawe that the wept and made great lamenta- 
tion, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that ſhe was all wet with teares.

In this ſoꝛte, 
when thep had heard the whole difconrle of their 22 
ing verie glad and ioyfull thereof, they gaue great thank 
vnto him who had made it manifeſt vato them, and — 
ted from thence, and baning bnderftanding how that the 
king was ina Citie called Viana, Which was vpon Danu- 
bia, thep take thotr ſoufmepaleng the riner vpwardes, to⸗ 
Wards the ſaid C tie, and den ng traua led manp daies the⸗ 
therwards, mt 4 e end they cane within tſh2e miles of the 
mightie Citie, ab ier dame of one of the clocke in the af⸗ 
ter none, at which time the great heate of the Sunne vntfg

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thy to be put in memoꝛie . Likewiſe the faire Poliſcna be-

Vou hall 
vnderſtand fir knights,that in the court of the king Tibe- 
rio of Hungen who is at this inſtant in the cific of Vie 
ana,fye Qutene Auguſta, wife vnto the king T1berio, hath 
in her compan ue manic Ladies and gon LC emen of Treat 
beautie and high eſtate, ok all the pꝛincipalleſt of Germa- 

nia, amongſt whom, there was one, who as well in beautte 

as in riches and eſtate, did paſſe and ſurmount all the relt, 
and is the Datches of Aultria, called the faire Poliſena, fo3 
that her great beautie and faireneſſs (as they lap) rs couall 
vnto that, that was of the daughter of Priamo. When this 
damſell came vnto the age of twelue yeercsher father dy⸗ 
ed, and fo2 that the was ſo young and tender of age, (al⸗ 
though heire vnto that high eſtate) the Qurene Auguſta 
did take her into her companie and it is now full foure 
peeres ſince her firſt comming into the court. Jn which time 
as ſhe increaſed as well in beautie as in pres, manie wozs 
thie knights of high eſtate and renowme that ſaw her, dyd 
pꝛocure by all meanes poſſible, foꝛ to marrte with her, a⸗ 
mongeſt whome there was none that ſhe could fancie oz 
beare any god will, oꝛ perfect loue vnto, but the gailant Lu- 
ſiano, pꝛince of Sucuia who was the gallanteſt t pꝛopoꝛcioned 
and ſtouteſt knight, that at this p2clent is to be found in all 
the pꝛouinces of Germania, At is now moꝛe then this 
percs linc? this d a ince did beg in fo loue and ſerue her, in 
which time, i103 3 er ſakt, he did many valiant deedes wozs 
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the land, that J pꝛomiſe you the king would put them 11 
truſt with all his ritches, he and all people had ſuch confi, 
dente in them. | 
The one is called Rico F and D Duke of Barbar, the 
ther: Anibardo, Loꝛd of the Albios, and the third, Carme⸗ 
ho, Loꝛd of Marehomandia, all thze ſubieds vnto the king 
Tiberio, and noꝛiſhed and bzought vp in his court from the 
time of their tender age. Then Duke Roberto haning theſe 
knights on his part, watched his time, and went befoze the 
king at ſuch time as the Nucene was pꝛeſent, and made a 
great complaint vnto them laping, that of long time he los 
ued with true and perfect lone, the Dutches of Aultria and 
how that by the god will and conſent of them both, they 
were made ſure together, ſo that he was her huſband and 
ſhe his wife . But now ſince the concluſion of this matri⸗ 
monie, the Dutches doth denpe it againe, and hath \wozne 
neuer to marrie with him, not knowing wherekoze ſhe 
ſhould be thus angrie with him, to denie that wbich ſhe bes 
fo:e hath pꝛomiſed, requeſting him as his king and ſoue⸗ 
raigne Loꝛd, to doe him Juſtice therein, and to commannd 
the Datches to perfourme the matrimonie the which ſhe 
pꝛomiſed vnto him, and to deliner her into his power, foz 
that ſhe was his n-farall wite, The king received no con⸗ 
tent, but was very ſozie at this embaſſage of the Duke, foz 
that the king hadde better god will to marrie her vnto the 
gentle Luſiano, then vnto him, but becauſe he loued iuſtice, 
and was a verp god Chꝛiſtian, he ſtraight waies commaũ⸗ 
ded to come befoze him the faire Poliſena, and aſked of her 
if it were true which the Duke had laid. Then the who vn⸗ 
derſtod the diuelich intent of the Duke, was ſo amazed, that 
foꝛ a god ſpace the could not ſpeak à wozd,(Wwheret the king 
and the queene had great ſuſpicion) but when that ſhe came 
vnto her ſelfe, with great anger ſhe ſapde vnto the Duke, 
that he lped in all that he hadde ſapde, and how that there 
neuer paſſed any ſuch thing by wood no2 in thought , At 
which anſ were the Duke was verp angrie 4 faricus, which 
was ws occallon p the king cõmanded the faire i ollena * 
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derſtand, that little moꝛe then halfe a verre paſt, there came 
dnto the court of the king Tiberio, the Duke of Saxonia 
called Robeito the mightie,fo2 that he was ſo bigge of his 
bodice, that he lacked but a little to be as bigge as a gpant, 
and of ſo great foꝛce 4 Urength,that there was not a knight 
fo be found, that man fo2 man durit enter with him in 
battaile, but alonely this gentle Lutliano, who feared not the 
bigneſſe of his badie, neither his great kame. At ſuch time 
as this Duke Roberto came vnto the court, the king gaue 
him cod entertainment, and dyd him great honour, as Well 
foꝛ 5̊ he was ok high eſtate, as foꝛ the great fame the which 
he had. This Puke lo ſone as he had [ene the faire Poli- 
ſena, was ſo farre in loue with her, that ſtraight waics he 
thought to haue her vnto wife, which was the occaſtö that 
ſtraight waics he laboured all that euer he could to bzing 
his determination to effet. But the that nothing dyd moze 
abhozre and hate, (as well fo2 the loue which thee bare vn⸗ 
to Luſiano) as fo; the bopſterous and bzauenclle of his pcrs 
ſon , [o2 that be had a fearce face,and terriblecountenance, 
by no meanes the could not abpde him, but dyd refule his 
offer, and many times ſhe ſayde vnto him in mp pzeſence, 
that he ſhould not come any moze betoze her, foz that his 
pꝛeſence ſhould be greuous vnto her, pet foz all that would 
he not giue ouer his ſute, but ill dyd contende to impoꝛ⸗ 
tune her, in ſuch ſozt , that ſhe was determined koz to giue 
the ing to vnderſtande thercol, if that J had not perlua⸗ 
bed her fo the contrarie. 

Then the Duke Roberto, ſeing that nothing whatſoe⸗ 
uer he dyd pꝛofited any whit toz the obtaining his purpoſe 
and deſire, determined to lecke ſome other meanes, hob and 
which way he might make the Dutches fo2 to doe by fozce 
Fe Which now che would not of her god will, J pꝛomiſe 
vou J know not, neither can JIummagine how aud which 
a the Dill e did deipe him, {02 to cauſe {he knights of 
the court of he king, fo2 to ſuffer themſciues and be periu⸗ 
red, ſuc as Were in bonne of armes. 118 Q :{{o of 80 CLL 98h 
their perſons , haue not their cquilis to be lound in atl 
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ktepe his houſe and not to come abꝛode. Then the king bes 
ing verie deſtrons to knowe whether it were true oz not, 
which the Pꝛince Luſiano had ſaid, commannded that the 
Dutches ſhould be bꝛought befoꝛe him, and al ked her if that 
the D zince Luſiano were her huſband oꝛ not? Then ſhe ſte⸗ 
ing that it was not at that time fo kerpe it in ſilence, ſapde 
that it was true, that he was her ſpouſe and none other. 
hen the king vnderſtode that, he cemmaunded that the 
Dutchelle ſhould bee put pꝛiloner in a trong tower, bela⸗ 
ning verilie that hee had made her ſelfe lure and giuen her 
woꝛd vnto both of them, and the great god will which ſheer 
bare vnto Luſiano, was the occaſion that ſhee did falfifie and 
denie that which ſüer had pꝛomiſed vnto the Duke Ro- 
ber, and foꝛ that hee would cleere this doubt by iuſtice, he 
gaue ſtraight wates ſentence, that the Duke and the thꝛer 
knightes that were his wifneNes ſheuld maintaine and de⸗ 
fend that which they had ſpoken and l woꝛne, and that Lu- 
{ano and the Dutcheſſe ſhould in the ſpace of one moneth 
bꝛing knightes, luch that vpon their tuff quarrell ſheulde 
take and make combat with them, in this lozte, that ifthoſe 
which are of the Dukes partie doe get the victo2ic, that then 
the Dutcheſſe ſhould bee his, and ſtraight waies to bee de⸗ 
liuered vnto him, and fo the confrarie,tf the Pzinee and his 
knightes doe get the victozte , that then the beauttfull and 
faire Poliſena ſhould be his, the which ſenterce being decla⸗ 
red vnto them they were all content there wich, foz that the 
Duke thought that in all the whole world there were not to 
be found foure knights, that againft him and his compani⸗ 
ons were able to wage battaile, And Luſiano hoping in his 
iuſtice as much as in his ſtrength, pꝛeſuppoſed the vigozie 
fo be on his part, but alaſſe Foꝛtune hath fallen ont cleane 
contrarie vato his expedation, fo2 that this is the laſt daie 
of the moneth, and in all this time he could neuer finde anie 
knight that durſt take his part in the battaile, one waie, foꝛ 
that the other foͤure knightes were commended to be fo 
ſtrong and valiant, and feared of all others, and other waies,

woꝛe in the pꝛeſente of the King, that Duke Roberto and 
the faire Poliſena were made ſure together, in ſo ample ma⸗ 
ner, as man and wife ought to be, and how that over and 
aboue all this, they had bene together: and that it was of 
afrueth,fo2 that they were pzeſent thercat,in a garden that 
is nert adiopning vnto the lodging of the Dutches Ah las 
mentable caſe and a thing neuer the lie befoze heard off, 
that ſo great falſehod ſhould be found in the mouthes of 
luch thꝛe knights, whoſc credit is ſo great with tie king, 
that he doth beleeue them moꝛe and better then if all the 
unights in his court had ſpoken and (woꝛne it. And as 9 
thing verified to be moſt true, the Bing commaunded the 
Queene that ſtraight wayes the ſhould deltuer vnfo the 
Duke the faire Poliſena, fo2 that the had choſen him to be 
ber hul band. Now ſir knights J p2ay you iudge what the 
gentle Luſiano might feele in his heart, who found himſelf 
pꝛeſent at all that paſſed , and had moze confidence in the 
loue and lopaltie of the Dutches, then of the credit, of thoſe 
knights, t with great payne did (uffer that repꝛoch fo2 that 
he would not diſcoucr the ſecret betweene them. But when 
that he vnderſtode that which the king had commaunded, 
be as then could not ſuffer it any longer, but put hümſelke 
befoze the king and ſaid.

kill him in battaile,but afterwards had lo much pewer and 
fozce foz fo defend hunſelfe from all the power and fozce of 
the King 1 bento, maintaining battaite a great part of the 
daie with moze than two thouland knightes, til ſuch time 
as night dꝛe w on, and they all thought it bell to leaue him, 
ſo that he went fre awaie, and none of them all able to hurt 
oz doe him ame outrage, who after ward was tolde vs to 
be the knight of the Sunne, and lonne onto the Empe⸗ 
rour Lrebatio and of the Empꝛeſſe Briana, daughter vnto 
my Lo2d the king Tiveno,andif it were not foꝛ the greate 
warres, as is tolde vs, that doth detaine him, and allo fo» 
the great enmitie that the king hath againſt hum, the Dut⸗ 
cheſſe would haue (ent vnto him in commending her whole 
_ in hope that her woulde haue had ſome compaſſion 
on per.

reaſon, foꝛ that it was verified and affirmed by thꝛer knights 
of ſo great credit, ſo that now the Pꝛince ſceing himſclfe a! 
alone, is determined all alone to goe fo2th vnto the battaile 
this daie againſt thoſe foure knights, foꝛ that firſt he wil ſufs 
fer himſelfe to be ſlaine, rather than to ſe the faire Pohſſena 
deliuered into the power of the Duke, lo that this euening 
the battaile ſhall be tried, the which cannot other wile bee,

luſts and deſires . And ** he * learned out this, 

found that there was one (amongeſt them that forucd the 
Dutcheſſe) which had theſe qualities (oꝛ better to ſaie inton⸗ 
ue niences) he did ſecretlie pꝛactiſe to talk with her, the which 
being done, what with requeits,x gifts, and faire pꝛomiſes 
in the end he bꝛought her vnto the bent of his bow, and ha 
uing her at his commandement, x as he would wiſh, vp n 
night, at ſuch time as the Mone did ſhine moſt cleereſt, her 
p2aciico with her, that ſhe ſhould apparell her ſelfe with the 
ſame apparell 4 attire of her head, that the Dutches ber LA 
die did weare the date befo2e,+ being fo attired the ſho 
tome foꝛth into a gallant freſh garden, which was vnder the 
window of the Dutches, whereas many times ſhe would 
recreate her ſelfe with her damſells, and could not bee ſeene 
of anie,by reaſon that the wals were lo high, K being there, 
ſhe ſhould pꝛeſent her ſelfe to be the faire Voliſena, and hee 
would mcete with her in the layd garden, whereas betwirt 
them they would plight their faith 4 troth of matrimonie, 
g hob that he would take her into his armes as though ſhe 
were his ſpouſe and lawfuli wife , When this and all the 
reſt which the Duke requeſted was concluded with that 
damſell, he then began to increaſe the friendſhip which be⸗ 
foze he had begun, with thoſe thꝛee knights, Ricardo, Carme- 
lio, x Anibardo,who were th; a> of the pꝛincipalleſt knights 
x of moſt credit that were in all the Court, vnto whom mas 
ny times befoze(becauſe he would haue their friendſhippes 
moꝛe ſurer) he did impart the ſecret # great tous which hee 
had with the Dutches,+ did not onelie declare vnto them 
the ſharpe anſ weres which ſhe gaue him, but rather ſayd, 
hat he was verie well beloued of her, and how that ſhe had 
pꝛomiſed him many times to recewe him foꝛ her hul band, 
although thee dyd delate the time from one night vnto an 
other.

goe to battaile. They ſtraight waies mounted vpon their 
hoꝛſes, and with all the ſpeede poſſible, came;vnts the place, 
at ſuch time as the Judges did part the Dunne and the ſteld 
vnto the knight, readie to leangthem to their battaile. And 
as they p2clled to enter into the place, all the people dyd 
make them large and bꝛoade wap, foz to paſſe, as well to 
cleere them ſelues from the furie of their great haſt, as alſo 
fo2 that they ſawe them to be armed with ſo pꝛecious and 
rich armour, and of fo gallant pꝛopoꝛciõ, that ſtraight waies 
they thought they came vpon ſome let purpoſe and deter⸗ 
mination. 

When they came vnto the place whereas the knights 
were, without ſpeaking euer a wozd,they plated theſclucs 
the one on the one ſide, and the other on the other ſide of the 
Pꝛince, with their ſpeares in their hands, readie fo2 to ace 
vato the battaile. Then the Damſel who was well knowne 
went vnto the king and ſatde : You ſhall vnderſtand woz⸗ 
thy and unghtie king Twverio, that J this dape going fozth 
of this citie, becauſe J would not ſe the death of the pꝛinte 
Luſiano, by my god (o2tung à met with theſe two knights, 
who whe as they vnder ſtod by mer, the occafto of mp (020w 
and griefe, hauing no other occasion, but as they are bount 
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No that Roficleer and Liriamandro, and the 
| tle Luſiano, had battaile with the Duke Roberto 
and his companions,

ter that the Damſel of the Dutches was 
iss | departed from Roſicleer and Liriamandro, 
sche went ſtraight wales into the place ap- 
eee pointed fo2 the battaile whereas ſhe kept 
S2 N her ſcife verie cloſe, till ſuch time as the 
— ESR Duke and his compantons came forth all 
foure together, and armed with rich and glittering arinoz, 
mounted vpon a great and gallant hoꝛſe, 4 had with them 
ſo gallant ſemblance, that thep ſemed to be knights of great 
valour # woꝛthineſſe, as well in their armour, as in their 
gallant pꝛopozcion. In this ſoꝛt they ridde about the place, 
and when that the king Tiberio and the Zutene Auguſta 
with all the pꝛincipalleſt of the court were ſet in their plas 
ces at the windowes of the mightie pallace , then ſtraight 
wales came farther the gentle Luſiano, all armed in blew 
armour, garniſhed about with golde and rich tones, which 
was confo:mable vnto his eſtate, and was mounted vpon 
a mightie hozſe trapped with blewe veluct and boꝛdered 
with gold, and was in all things of ſo gallant and gentle 
diſpoſit ion, that ther was not one in all the place, but when 
they ſaw him, did receue great ſozrow and griefe, in ſuch 
ſozte, that there was amongſt them a great ſound in ma⸗ 
ner of a lamentation, foꝛ that they made rekoning that he 
was a dead man and there were fewe amongſt them but 
would haue giuen a god part of their gos, vpon conditi⸗ 
on that the gentle Lullano might clœre bimſelfe of that en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe, in eſpetial the king and che Nucenc, who loueb hun 
almoſt as well as though he had bene their owne ſonne, and 
would haue bene verie glad if ß the pꝛince e wouty . 44 
giue duer that demaund, toy that they beleued Þ the Duke 
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fo great fur ie, that it ſeemed a whirle winde, and made their 
encoũters the one againſt the other in this ſoꝛt. The Dunk. 
Roberto and the gentle Luſiano made their encounters to- 
gether all alone, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that by reaſon they Werg both 
fFrong and valianf knights, they bꝛake and ſhenereMhetr 
ſpsares all fo pecces, but iuſtling together with their hoꝛſe 
and bevies they both fell downe vnto the ground, who with 
gr eat lightneſſe aroſe vpon their fete, and as moꝛtall ent- 
mies, made battaile together with their Words. Liriaman- 
dro made his encounter with Ricardo, Who was a gallant 
knight. And now whether it was fo2 that he was in pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of his parents, o2 by his great bountie and woztht- 
neſſe, Liriamandro onerth:ew the ſtout Ricardo, hoꝛſe and 
man to the ground , And although by the fo2ce thereof he 
loſt his ſtirrups, pet lyke a god knight he paſſed fozwards 
and kept his ſaddle: and fo2 that he ſeemed to haue the 
vauntage on bis aduerſarie, he dyd alight from his hoſe, x 
made his battaile on fofe. Then againſt Roſicleer (foꝛ tet 
he ſeemed to be the biggeſt and moſt valtanteſt of them all) 
he was encountered by the two moſt valianteſt and ſtout⸗ 
eſt linicht of the foure, who was Carmelio, Koꝛd of the Ak 
bio, and Anibardo Loꝛd of Marchomandia , And foꝛ that 
neuer at any time bekoꝛe they met with their equalls, they 
thought verelp at that encounter , to lefſen the number of 
their adnerſaries, by one. But it fell out vnto them contra⸗ 
rie, foꝛ that both of them bꝛake their ſpeares vppon Roſi- 
cleere, without mouing him any thing in his ſaddle, but he 
made his encounter vpon the tout Carmelo, in ſuch tozf, 
that thꝛuſting him ont of his ſaddle , he bare him fo the 
ground oner his ho2'e crouper, and he had enough to doe 
alterwards to ariſe againe he was ſo tozmented with the 
fall. 

The king was wonderfully amazed, and all thoſe that 
dyd beholde them, to (ſee thoſe nallant encounters betwirt 
them, and could not beleene that the compamens of Luſlano 
were of ſo great foꝛce and ſlrength, that ſo lightly had ouer⸗ 
thꝛowen their avucrfaries , and from that time fo: wardes 
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by reaſon and Juſtice, are come hether with mer, and will 
defend the cauſe on the part and behalfe of my Ladie the 
Dutches . Therefoze on their parts Jam come vnto your 
highnelle, to requeſt you to graunt the licence fo2 the ſame, 
fo2 ſo much as they be ſtrangers, and would not erre in as 
ny thing that ie vewſifull vnto pour ſervice, | 

The king, who all this time dyd verie well behold the 
two knights, and lpked them meruatloufly well, was ves 
ry glad and toyefull at the woꝛds of the Damſell, and has 
uing ſome hope (moꝛe then befo2e) of the deliuerie of the 
Pꝛince, by the apde of thoſe two knights, aun wered and 
ſavde, that the Duke and his compantons were foure, ſo 
that Luſiano might likewiſe take vnto him other thꝛer com⸗ 
panions, and that there was no reaſon in him fo2 to denie 
them, therekoꝛe the knights might doe what their pleaſure 
was, and that he ſhould be well content therewith, 

The Duke and his companions when that they ſalve 
how that Luſiano had companions, made no rekoning ther⸗ 
off, loꝛ that if they were tenne of them, they hoped beloꝛe 
an houre were ended, they would bing them vnto their 
endes. But the Pꝛince when that he ſawe himſelfe in the 
middeſt betwirt two ſuch knights, recctued no ſmall con⸗ 
tentment, fo2 that they ſeemed to be of high eſtate # great 
renowme, as well in their rich armour, as of _ gallant 
and toute pꝛopoꝛcions. But in * Roſicleer, fo2 that 
there was not a knight in all that place, but he had foure 
fingers vauntage of him in height, ſo that it ſemed onto 
him that in all his life he had not ene a knight of a gallan⸗ 
ter diſpoſition. And hating no time foꝛ fo ſpeak vnto them, 
he bowed downe his head, in token of humilitie, giuing 
them thankes fo2 the great courteſie which they ſhewed vn⸗ 
to him. 

At this time the honre was come, and the trumpots bes 
gan to ſolunde, making a great nople, whereat the Duke z 
his companions, with their ſpeares in their hands, ſet ſpurs 
unto their hoꝛſes, running with al furie pollible. The other 
thꝛer knights lacked no time, to runne and receiue them, 
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woxkhie Rol icleer being in battaile with Anibardo, ſcing 
himſelfe befoze his graundfafher , his courage fo increaſed 
in him, that with the furte of all his foꝛce, he ſtroke fo migh⸗ 
tie ſtrong and kurious a blow vpon his helme, that he had 
clouen him downe onto the waſt,if that his helme had not 
bene the finer, and foꝛged by art magicke, which was the 
occaſton that his fine cutting (wozde could not enter no: 
cut it, but pet by the great fozce of the valiant Anibardo, 
cleane from himſelfe fell from his hoꝛſe to the ground, not 
without great wondering vnto all them that ſaw that ter⸗ 
rible and furious blow : and loking on the one ide, he ſaw 
the P2ince Luſiano, how he was in fight againſt both the 
other knights, who then with a trice leaped from his hoꝛſe, 
and went and put himſcife befoze the Duke, and ſtroke his 
firſt blow at him in ſuch ſoꝛte, that he made him to ſfope 
with both his hands to the ground , Then the Duke, wha 
was of a valiant and tout courage, let Luſiano in battaile 
with Carmelo , and began to charge Roficleer with ſuch 
mightie and ſtrong blowes , that he made him to vnters 
{fand , that he was a valianf and woꝛthie knight. And it 
grteued Rol icleer verie much to thincke that in the Duke 
ſhould remaine ſo great trealõ, he being a knight of lo great 
bountie and valour in armes. And being verie defirous that 
the truth thereof might be knowne, he foꝛced himlelke all 
that cuer he could, foꝛ to onercome the Duke , who foz a 
while did defend himſelfe very valiantlp, being greatly a⸗ 
mazed at the ſtrange bountie and fo2ce of his aducrſarie, 
and conld not immagine who it ould be, except he were 
ſent from heauen foꝛ to puniſh the great treaſon which hee 
had done againſt the Dutches,as one wozthie thereoff, All 
this time the pꝛince Liriamandro ſ&ing himſelfe in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of his father and mother, and deſirous to get Honour 
befoze them, dpd ſo overcharge his aduerſarie, that in a {mal 
time he abated the courage of Ricardo, ; the vauntage was 
on Liriamandros part. Like wiſe p gentle Luſ:ano 4 the ſtout 
Carmelo who were almoſt equall in bountie, with great 
fozce charged the one þ other with ſuch blowes, b they ”_ 
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had a better hope of the vicoze . Then the Dutches who 
was as one halfe dead, being comfozted with thoſe newes, 
with a better god will then befoze, put her ſelfe at the wins 
dow fo2 to behold the battatle, 

Shen the wozthie Rolilccere finiſhing the furie of his 
[ wift courſe, with great lightneſle, he tourned his hoꝛſe a 
bout, 2 retourned vpon Ambardo, who remained on ho2le- 
backe, and ſtroke at him ſuch a blow with his { wo2d , that 
the ſhylde he lift vp foz to ward the furic thereof (although 
it was of fine and hard tele) her cloue it in two peeces,and 
from thence deſcended vpon his helme with lo great furie, 
that it made him to ſfwpe with his head, declpning it to his 
Hoꝛſe necke. And this ſtout Ambardo, when that he felt him 
ſelke ouercharged with that mightie blow, being greatly as 
mazed, he ſaid within himſeife, what is this, mer thinketh J 
fœle all the furie of the woꝛld againſt mer, is this by foꝛtune 
the lonne of Jrebatio, that paſſed this wap when he lewe 
Aridon, oz elſe is that ſtrong Achilles, ſonne vnto Pelco, 
riſen againe from death to life, o that firſt begotten of Pri- 
amus: foꝛ accozding as J doe fœle the great fozce of this 
knight, it is not poſſible, but he muſt n&des be one of the, 
And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes, fo2 that he was a vallant and 
couragious knight, with all the furic of his armes he ſtroke 
ſuch a blow at Roſicleere vpon the head, that he gaue him 
well to vnderſtand that he was a verie valiant and choſen 
knight , 

All this time Liriamandro and Ricardo combatfed tos 
gether , in ſuch ſoꝛt, that the battaile was wozth the behol⸗ 
ding, they were both ſtout and valiant knights, and chars 
ged the one the other with ſo great power 4 ffiength, that 
it made them all to meruatie, But he that was molt opp2els 
fed and had greateſt trauaile in this batfaile was the pꝛince 
Lut 1ano,f02 that being in battaile with the Duke, came al⸗ 
fo againit him the ſtout Carmcho,and although he was of 
great bountie, pet had he enough ts doe foꝛ to cla re himſelle 
from either of them: and he had palled great euell betwirt 
them two, if that at this inſlant had not chaunſed that the 
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he lawe the ofhcr knights in battaile, he and Rosicleer went 
and did part them, and put themſelues betweene thein,aud 
apt. | 

70 knights, let this pour tontentious baftaile teaſe, foʒ 
there is no reaſon wherfoꝛe you ſhould receiue anie harme, 
but J alone who is in the fault and woꝛthie to be blamed, 
At which wozds ſaping, Liriamandro had ouerthꝛowen the 
ffout Ricardo, t Lusiano had bought Carmelio into a great 
perplexitie, ſo that they had not much a doe to part them, the 
which being done, the Duke with an high voice, that the 
king and all that were there about him might heare, detla⸗ 
red all the whole treaſon, how and in what ſoꝛt, in all points 
as he dyd it, and as vou haue heard But when the gentle 
Lusiano ſawe the Honour of his ſponſe fo clere, and the great 
foꝛtune and vicoꝛie that he had in the battalle, whercas bes 
foꝛe both the honour of his Ladie and his lyfe was cleane 
loſt, it cannot be expꝛeſſed the great toy and plea'me that 
entered into his heart, and how thankfullie he gratificd Ro. 
sicleer and Liriamandro, deſiring them to ſhew him fo much 
pleaſure as to tell him who they were, z to take of his trea» 
fore all that was their pleaſure and wills, foꝛ that was to 
little koꝛ them, in conſideration of the great plealure that 
they dyd foꝛ him.. But the toy and contentment which the 
faire Poliſena reteiued, no man is able to expꝛeſſe. Likewiſe 
the Bing and the Nacne were verie iopfull, fo; thep toned 
meruatlous well the Pzince Lusiano and the Durtcheſle, 
and meruailing verie much at the ſtraunge beuntie of the 
km tes, they thought it long till they knew what they 
were, foꝛ that they vnderſt nd they were not of that Couns 
trie The king then commaunded that they ſhoulde come 
tefoze him, who ſkraight wayes with Lusitano went be⸗ 
foze the king, and when that they had done their dutie, and 
beloꝛe that they pulled off their healmes, oꝛ treated of anie 
other matter, they craued of the king that both the Duke 
and the Damſell might bee par doned, and although the kin 
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fo be all on fire , with the great quantitie of ſparkes that 
flew out of their armour , and although fo2 à god white 
there was knowen no aduauntage betwirt them, pet in the 
end the couragious fozce of the Yaince endured longeſt, and 
he did ſo intreate his aducrſarte,that he would haue giuen 
a great part of his eſtate, ſo that he might haue bene tleered 
of that battaile with honour . The which artened nothing 
at all the faire Poliſena, who ſceing her knight lo ſlout and 
light in the battaile, receiurd great ioye and plealure, and 
with ſhedding of many teaces pꝛateo vnto Coo kfoz to deli⸗ 
ver him cleere from that battaiic,as one that made no reck⸗ 
ning to line ame longer than the ſawe hem aliue but yuick- 
lie he was bꝛought out of that care, fo: that the inclite and 
woꝛthie Greeke that dyd combat with the Duke charged 
him ſo falt with his terrible and fartous blowes, thot he 
mode him all aſtonied and amazed, that he krew not whe⸗ 
ther he went, noꝛ where he ſtroke his blowes, and ieeing bim 
in that perplexitie, with his richt hand her tone him kaſt by 
the goꝛiet, and pulled him with lo greate ſtrength, that he 
auerthꝛew him at his fete, and befoꝛe he could ariſe again, 
he put his knee vpon his bꝛeaſt, and pulled his healme from 
his head, and put his { wozde vnto his thzcate, and ſapde 
thus, 

Duke, thou art but dead, if thou doeſt not confelle the 
truth of this treaſon which thou haſt raiſcdagainft the Dut⸗ 
cheſſe ol Auſtria, | | 

„Then the Duke laing himlcife in that extremitie, 
thought of truth that the diuine iuſtice was come vppon 
him, and that he was ſome Angell (cnt from God fo? to des 
ſtroie and kill him, and fearing leaſt both bodie and ſonle 
ſhould bee deſtroped, he determined fo tell the truth of all 
the whole treaſon, ſo that he ſapde vato Roſicleer, that hg 
ſhonld holde his hands and not kill him, not foz that he fea⸗ 
red to die, but to ſaue his ſoule, he would tell hun the truth 
thereof, 

Then Roſicleer did aſcure him his life, and gaue him his 
n dyd helpe him ta ariſe krom the ground, and when 
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knights were. Then Roſicleer and Liriamandro pulled off 
their helmes and kneeling downe befoze the king, Liriaman= 
dro ſapd: Let your Highneſſe know and be acquainted with 
this knight, who is Rolicleer,ſonne vnto the Emperoꝛ Tre- 
batio, and of the Empꝛeſle Briana, whom al the whole woꝛld 
foꝛ his great bountie ought to honoz,4 me foꝛ Liriamandro 
pour ſonne, and of the Qutene Auguſta my Lady 4 mother, 
who with newes of great toy and pleaſure doe come to kiſſe 
pour handes, When the king knew to be in his peelence 
his ſo long deſired ſonne , and the other to be Rolicleer his 
nephew, it cannot be erp2cfſed the great toy,confentment,Fx 
pleaſure he receiucd at his heart, as he that in all the world 
deſired no other thing, and as one from himſelfe with great 
toy he Went d embꝛaced them, ſaping: Oh my lonnes, what 
ioy full and happie newes is this. vnto me, fo2 that in it is 
atcompliched the thing that J molt deſired befoze J ſhoutd 
die, hobo is it that you haue contented lo long time to kepe 
from me this great iop? The king had ſcarce concluded theſe 
Woꝛdes, when that the Nugne with incredible top x great 
halt came onto them,+ th2ew her armes about their necks, 
whereas the remained embꝛacing of them both a areate 
while, and could not ſpate one wo2d fog top , Thus after 
there had palled betwirt them many woꝛdes of great iop in 
this their iopfull mating „ſtraight Wales the ince Lu- 
ſiano came and knæœied downe betoze thein, and would haue 
kiſſed their hands, as well to2 the great curteſie which they 
had done foꝛ him, as alſo fo: 5 Lirtamandro was his unce 
and naturall Loꝛd, but they who had him in great eſtuma⸗ 
tion, did reteiue ond embꝛace him with great loue and top, 
Then after him came vito them the thꝛee valiant knights, 
Ricardo, Carmelio, and Anibardo,and offered great curtelie 
Into the two JIzinces, Who did them great honoz,and made 
them friends with Luſiano, as perſons that were without 
blame in the treaſon coantted. But when theſe newes were 
publiſhed in the court, there came ſo great number of people 
toi Roſicleer 4 Liiamandro, ̊ the pallate wold not holde 
the t al people meruatled at their ſtrange diſpoſitions, but in 
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condition, that the Duke with the Damſeil ſhould out of 
hand depart the Court, and neuer moze in all their liues to 
enter into the ſame, The Duke ſtraight waics gaue great 
thankes vnto the knightes foz that which foz him they had 
done d the ſame date after that they knew who the knights 
were, he departed from the Court with his damlell, and the 
reward which he gaue vnto her ſoz ber labour, was, that the 
ſame night he New her ina Foꝛreſt, being aſhamed of that 
which with her he had done , And this is the reward that 
all (uch ought to loke fo2, foz although there be many that 
would p2ofit themlelues of the treaſon, pet in concluſion (by 
great foztune) there are few traito2s that due elcape their re- 
ward, t ſurelie thep ought not to be (uffered anonglt men, 
fo; that there is no periil oꝛ daunger that may be comparcy 
vato the miſchienous p2zactiſe and pꝛetence of a fraitoz.no 
not the raging waues of the ſea, earthquakes, whirle winds, 
thunder boltes, ſtozmes, warres,no no2 the furte of the clc- 
ments, fo2 the pzofe Whercof J doe referre mæ vnto the 
mightie Alexander, whoſe lying in the aire, and trauailing 
on the ſeas, whoſe conqueſts of the whole world, loitg wars 
and battailes,none of all theſe were ſuſticient toz to bung 
him vnto his end, but onelie a traitoꝛ, one of his owne reu⸗ 
nue, by treaſon vib kill him. If this example be not ſuffici⸗ 
ent, conſider of Darius that was beſoze him, and of Priamus 
the mightie, Achilles, Vinos, Niſus, Agamem non, Romulus, 
Tarquinus, Seruius, and the minor Afflicamis, the mightie 
Bompeus, Iuhus Cælar, and many other Cmpercurs and 
kings, vnto whom no perill was lo dangerous, as treaſon, 
Wained and wzought by their owne ſeruants, ſo that with 
great reaſon the traitoꝛ ought to be abhoꝛred, as wel as they 
that dae iniog the benelfte of treaſon rewarded, as well the 
Damlell as the Puke Roberto, who thought ſhe went fo; 
to be rewarded foꝛ her trauaile, vet the received the iuſt pu⸗ 

niſhaent foz her fault. 4 | 
But now to returns vnto that which did remaine ,-the 
Þyſtozie ſaith, that after the king had pardoned and foꝛgi⸗ 
uen the Dube, he had great deſire toz to knowe w yore 1 
mights 
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vnto the king Oliuerio as alſo of the high eſtate where vnte 
their daughter the Empꝛelle Briana was exalted, ſo that they 
could neuer ſatiſſte themſelues in gining thankes vnto al- 
mightie God fo2 thoſe great benefites ſhewed vnto them. 
Uhen theſe things were paſſed, ſtraight waies came the- 
ther Leonardo and his wife, the fained parents of Roſicleer, 
with whom Roſicleer receiued great pleaſure, as he that had 
great deſire foꝛ to ſœ him, 4 foz that which he was indeb⸗ 
ted vnto them, the which he did merumloullie well gratefie 
in all points their great ſeruite done vnto them, foꝛ he carri⸗ 
ed them with him vnto Grecia, whereas the Empꝛeſſe Bri- 
ana did make them owners of great poſleſſtons, ſo that they 
were verie well content, and thought their trauaile verie 
well emploied the which they had in the bꝛinging vp of Ro- 
{icleer, Likewiſe Roſicleer reiopted verie much with thoſe 
Gentlewomen, with whom he was bzought vp in the Bos 
naſterie of the Kiuer, and the moſt part of them he carried 
into Grecia, whereas he did verie much foꝛ them all , Then 
fo2 that the king dyd beare great god will vnto the P2ince 
Luſiano, and had him in high eſtimation, he ſtraight waies 
commanded that his ſpouſe the Dutchefſe of Auſtria ſhould 
bee deliuered bnfo hum After this ſozt within few daies 
that their nuptialls were celebꝛated with great Honour and 
triumphs, which thoſe knights his friendes dyd o2daine, in 
the which the gentle Luſtano dyd lo much, that he got vnto 
himſelfe honour fo2 euer after . And in the meane time cf 
all theſe ſpoztes and feaſts, Roſicleer and Lyriamandro did 
declare their meſſage bnto the king, defiring him in the 
part and behalfe of the Emperour Trebatio,and of the Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe Briana, , that he woulde thinke well foz to goe with 
them vnto Conſtantinople, foꝛ to rciopie themſelues of the 
victozie and iop, the which the Cmperour and the Empzeſſe 
doe recetue, 
ULikewiſe they gaue great and lawfull excuſes, wherkoze 
the Emperour Trebatio did abſtaine from comming into 5 
Countrie,foz that he had in his court luch mightie Pꝛinces 
and Lozds, that there had ben no reaſon foz him to leaue the, 
Ji. iii. Then 
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in eſpeciall of Rogicleer,foz that they ſapd that in all things 
he did reſemble the knight of the Sunne his bzother,he that 
was ſo famous and feared in that Court, foꝛ that thep part⸗ 
lie vnderſtod and heard of his wonderfull aas and derds, + 
vnto the king it was notoꝛious all the whole Hyſtozie of 
Rosicleer, from the time of his firſt creation 4 bꝛinging vp, 
with his daughter the P ꝛinceſlſe Briana, till ſuch time as bee 
was knowen vnto the Emperour his father and Empꝛelle 
his mother. Of all the which the king was verie topfull x 
pleaſant,and loued the Cmperour I rebatio and his ſons ag 
he did his owne ſonne Liriamandro, and foz that he had not 
vntill that time heard of the ſucteſle of the wars that he had 
againſt the Emperour Alycandro, he was verie ſozrowfull 
and full of care, and thought long till p be had heard ſome 
newes thereof, and if he gaue anie aide 4 ſuccour of knights 
vnts the king Oltuerio, it was not foꝛ anie hatred o2 ill will 
that he bare vnto the Emperour I rcbatio,but foꝛ to accoms 
plich that wherin he was bound vnto the king Oluerio, be⸗ 
cauſe his ſonne Pꝛince Edward was flaine in his ſeruice, 
was kullie perſ waded that all the whole armie of the king 
Olmerio was not of lufficient power foz to doe anie harme 
vnte the Emperour T rebatio,yet after wards when he vn- 
derftod of the mightie power of Pagans that were come 
vpon Grecia, it grieued and repented him of that he had done, 
ſo that ik it had not bene verie much againſt his honoꝛ, ma⸗ 
ny times he was moued in conſcience foz to go and ſuccour 
him in perlon, with all the power that euer he could make, x 
being verie deſirous to know the whole ſucceſle thereof in 
all points, he requeſted the 1B zinceſle fo2 to tell him, who(as 
thoſe that knew the truth thereof ) in the p2eſence of the 
Quene, and all thoſe wozthie Pꝛinces and knightes of the 
Court, did giue him to vnderſtand as well of the ſucceſſe w 
the king Oluero as with the Emperoz Alycandro,p which 
being pabliſhed amongſt them, they al receiucd great iop, in 
as ample maner as though it had touched either of them in 
perticular,but in eſpecial p kin 4 the quene, in Þ thep ſaw 
bow much to their honoz they had accoplithed their pꝛomiſe 
vn. 
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ther and ſonne, and as though they had knowen one another 
long time befoze , And ik befoꝛe the king Iiberio and the 
Nuane Augutta did actount themſelues happie 4 foztunate 
to haue fo high a Punce foꝛ their ſonne in law, vet now they 
did much moꝛe when they ſawe his perſon + pꝛeſence to be 
ſo ſtrange t wonderfull, koꝛ alonelie by his lemblance and 
pꝛopoꝛtion they ket him fo2 kather of the two bꝛethꝛen the 
bright of the Sunne and Rosicleer, abeue all other Peintes 
that came in that wozthte crew, The king and the Empe⸗ 
rour had not pet fülle concluded the loutag wozds of their 
firſt meeting , When that the Qucene Augulta came bnto 
them,and with the ſcite fame lone Wherewith ſhe did em⸗ 
bꝛace her tonne Liciamancrodid embeace the god Em perog.

The king had ſcarce concluded theſe woꝛdes, when that 
the QAuene came to embzace the knight of the Sunne, but

twene the mother and the lonne, at ſuch time as of long tune 
they had not ſcene the one the other, The QNugne Augulta 
reteiued lo greatioy andcontentment to haue him in her pꝛe⸗ 
ſente, that ſhe knew not almoſt where ſhe was , Then ap⸗ 
pꝛoched vnto them the king Oliuerio, with the Cmperour 
Alycandro, and all thoie mightie Pʒinces and Loꝛds, wher⸗ 
as paſſed betwirt them great curteſie, with ſuch dutie as ap⸗ 
pertained vnto ſo high and wozthie eſtates. In this noble 
meeting they ſpent a god while, the which being fineſhed, the

The knight of the Sunne and Roſicleer did carrie betwarne 
them the Queene Augulta (who went with lo great top and 
pleaſure that ſhe knew not were ſhe was) to ler her ſelfe in 
the middeſt betwirt ſo woꝛthie nephewes.

which you Were bound vnto the king of great Britaine, had 
not bene betwirt vs, 3 and the Empꝛeſſe Briana many a 
time long ere this, had come vnto you to haue craued par⸗ 
don foz that Which is paſt, with litence and an

N all the time that the Cmpercur was in 
Conſtantinople, there lacked not the two 
W wiſe men, Artemidoro and Lirgandeo, 
who were of the Cmpcrour 1 rebatio and 
of his ſonncs and of all that were in the 
| */ court, verie mach eſteemed and honoured, 
fo that their great wiſcdome & vmterſtanding did deſerue 
the lame, and they knew that they had in charge to wzite 
and put in memoꝛie all things that ſhould paſſe , And al- 
though fo2 that as then it was not time foꝛ to diſcouer the 
ſecret loues of the knight of the Sunne, they would not in 
this part make them manikeſt, neither of the Pzopheſies 
bcſo2e (aide , 3 the moſt part of them hath come to 
effect: vet in all that euer theſe two wile men dyd wute, 
they neuer wilt any thing of this faire pouth, the Paince 
Claramante, ſonne vnto the Emperour I rcebatio, but enclp 
one chapter, Which was witten by the wife Artewidoro, 
of his wonderful Natuntie, The occaſion hath bene as 3 bes 
ue, the great trouble which they had in penning of luch 
things paſt, as ſcemed ta be mot! neceſlar ie in this part of p 
BY Tonic. And not v fo2 that it ſemed they wer all occupied in 
triumphes x fegltes , theſe wiſe men were at moze leiſure, 
ſo that both of Ye (17 1 did w2ite of the youg prince Claramans 
te, as of a pe 12 whon ic they knew afterwards ſheuld be 
made great actempt of. Zhey ne, th e ſeaſon that the 
Empe Lou Alia! 1QTO retmated ay 15 Panto p! , tan th 
mante was nourticy 4 brought vp! e pallas of the Em⸗ 
perour his kather; and was ol the = 07 three perres, the 
ſcemelict, white and faireſt creature that was to be found 
= in 
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fo fo fee the great knighthod of that Court, fo2 that with 
great difficultie, they might paſſe the wide ſtreetes, the mul⸗ 
titude was lo great, fo that it was a god while befoze they 
could come vbnto the mighte pallas: but when they came 
thether, they all alighfed and entred into thenitobtio bꝛoad 
court, whereas the Einpꝛeſſe Briana dyd receive them, with 
that 1op and pleaſure, as you may immaginc and ti crc paſs 
ſed bet wirt them many loning and wate wozds , as be⸗ 
twirt Fathers and childzen,the which J doe let paſſe, to el⸗ 
chue tediouinclle, And the royal Empꝛeſſe Briana was fo 
galiant + faire, that Her Father did not know her, He was 
ſo chaunged. Pet they well perceiued in her the lope and 
pleaſure the receiued, and the moze to manifeſt her glozie, 
Me did ſhew vnto the king Tibeiio and unte the Zucene 
Auguita her Mother, her third ſonne, who was the faire 
Wince Claramante , and at that pꝛelent was noꝛziched in 
the court with his Mother, with fo great care, as in this nert 
Chapter following ſhalbe declared vnto you, ſoꝛ the which 
this Hiikozie doth le ue of all the ſurplus of this receiting 
and comining of the Ring of Hungarm am the Queene Au-

gulta,fo2 that they remained a long time after in the court, 
whereas they declared at large the one vnto the other, the 
whole circumſtances of all that had paſſed , and from that 
day fo2 wards, the king Oluerio and the king of Hungaria 
were great friends, as well fo the kindꝛed that was bees 
twirt them by the marriage of Rolicleer vato the Dzinceſſe 
Ola , as alſo fo2 h in times of uccellitie, theſe two kings 
did ver te much the one foꝛ the other. But in eſpeclall the 
king of Hlungarm, ſetting apart the great loue that he bare 
vntohis ſonne in law and neuew, he would accompliſh his 
dutie bound vnto the king Oluerno, and apde him with his 
people to goe againſt Grecia, as bath bene told pou in (his 
Viſtozie. 

All this noble ertie remained cer taine daies in the Ci⸗ 
tie of Conſtantinople, in which time they ſpent their time 
in no other thing but in mirth paſtimes x triumphes which 
were made as well by ſtrange knights as by them of Gres

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dies and damſells of the tourt, ſhowing great toye and pc # 
ſtime, there was amongſt them the olde king of Gedroſia, 
fo; that he and other fine kings, vaſſailes vato the Empe⸗ 
rour Alicandro, after the blouddie field was done, were ta⸗ 
ken pꝛiſoners, by reaſon they were ouerth2zowen from their 
ho2ſe, they could not flpe out of the campe as other dyd: # 
as it hath bene toulde ? this Yiſtone befoꝛe, that 
this king was very wiſe. d well ſene in deuinattons, 
and partip knew of things to come, and tolde many things 
Into the Emperoꝛ Alicandro,befo2e he departed out of the 
gran Tartaria, that afterwards came to paſſe, that if they 
bad giuen credit vnto bis good counſell, the Emperour had 
not bene bꝛought vnto that exfremitie in the which he was, 
Not fo2 that thoſe things which are oꝛdained by God may 
be eſchued, but foz that all men hath fre will, to apart them 
ſelues from ſach things as be euill + hurtfnll ;. but if God 
doe firſt determine and pꝛedeſtinate any thing, it is foz that 
he doth know to what ende the free will of man will grow 
onto. 

Being there in that conuerſation with the king of Ge» 
drolia, and ſeeing the great pleaſure and paſtime that wag 
amongſt them, giueing a great ſigh that was heard of them 
all, he ſatde : Dh miſerable wozid , that fo; one pleaſure as 
lone, thou docft give and retourne two thouſande griefes 
and ſoꝛowes , In ſaping theſe woꝛds he hild his peace and 
would ſay no moze, till ſuch time as the Emperou I reba.

Nucne lulia by the hand, and went with her to the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtaline Coch, and going into it, they ſate themſelues downs 
in the two Chaires, then ſtraight waies the Quene made 
the Dꝛagons to mount into the atre,foz to goe fozth wheres 
as they entered The which being ſe&ne of all that noble 
crue, and thinking that it was ſome treaſon pzetended as 
gainſt the Pzinceſſe,in gre?* haſt the knight of ths Sunne 
and the wozthie Pꝛinte Mer. dian her bꝛother, arole vp with 
their (wozds dzawen in their zandes, and went againlt the 
Dꝛagons foz to take the faire Pꝛinceſſe out of the Coch, 
ret were they not able to appꝛoch vnto them, fo2 that the 
Dꝛagons flung their taties about them, in ſuch ſozte,chats 
ging the two kmghtes with ſuch terrible blowes, that they 
made them to recoile backwards with moꝛe ſperd than they 
pꝛeſſed fozwardes, and befoze they could reconer to aſſault 
them a new, thep Were out of the windowe with the Coch, 
and being out, Kraight waies ceaſed all the tempeſt of 
thunderings and lightnings, and the cloude vaniſhed away, 
ſo that the date was as faire and as clore as it was bes 
foe. 

And as theſe wozthte pzinces did put themſelues at the 
windowes fo2 to ſe whether this wonderfull Coch was 
carried,they diſcouered in the middeſt of the mightie Court 
a peeceof Woꝛke, the ſtraungeſt to beholde that euer was 
ſeene, which was a great Tower foure ſquare, and of twen⸗ 
tie paces bꝛoade euer ie wate, cut ont of one ſtone,of ſo great 
cleereneſſe 2 bꝛightnelſe, that it ſomed to be of Diamonds, 
and vppon the toppe of the Tower there was an excœ ding 
faire ſtæple, which ch ined lypke vnto burniſhed Stele in 
the ſhining Sunne, and was of lo L beight, thai the 
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af all ß were there pꝛelent received great feare 5 dzeade,buf 
in eſpeciall the women, who remained as dead perſons. 
Chen the knights ſeeing the great perpleritie and fearefull 
eſtate of the women, would haue dꝛawen their \wozds and 
made contention againſt the dzagons, but the Quane !: « 
lia who came in the Coch,ſaid vnto them: Py Lozds and 
wo thie knights, holde pour hands a while,foz that you are 
in ſecuritie, and you ſhall vnderſtand that J am not come 
foz anie other thing, but fo aſ ke and craue a bound of the 
Pznceſſe my Ladie and Piſtres. At which wozdes they 
were all in quiet. Then the Qucene deſcended downe out 
of the Coch with her Glaſſe violl in her hand, and went vn⸗ 
fo her Ladie the Pzinceſſe (who was in great feare of the 
Dꝛagons) and kneeled downe befoze her and ſapd as fol- 
lowsth. 

Madame, it anie part of my ſeruice doth deſerue anie re⸗ 
ward at your Mighneile hands, let me crave now in recom⸗ 
pence of the ſame, that pour Highneſſe will graunt vnto me 
a bobone, the which J will demand. Then the Pzincefſe bes 
ing greatlie amazed to ſe her in that oꝛder, with great cur⸗ 
teſie and gentle grace, ſaid: doe graunt it vnto you. The 
MNuene then kiſſed her hands fo2 the great curfeſie ſhews 
ed vnto her, and ſhewing vnto her the little Glaſſe violl ſhe 
bad in her hand, ſayd : The bowne which your Yighneſſe 
bath granted vnto me is this, and no other thing, but onlie 
; vou dꝛink vp this water which J bꝛing in this viol, wher⸗ 
by pour Highneſſe ſhal receiue no harine noꝛ inconnenience, 
Df truth(ſayd the Pꝛinceſle)to doe this at thy requeſt is a 
ſmall recompence , to that which thy ſeruice doth deſerue. 
And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes ſhe foke the violl of her, and 
without anie moze circumſtance the dꝛonke vp the water, 
which was not much, ſhe had not ſo ſone dꝛonke it, but 
ffraight waies ſhe foꝛ got her ſelfe, and remembzed nothing 
that euer the had done, the water was of ſo meruatlous vers 
tue, and bꝛought from the Fountaine of foꝛgetfulnelſle, that 
Merlin made in the higheſt pert of the mount Ohmpus, ther 
wgereas neither winds noz weather do!þ trouble a 
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each fide one, and in the middeſt the third, which was as fol, 
loweth, The firlt ſayd, 

This is the diſloiall tower, into the which, let none at- 
tempt the entrie, except his heart be voide of all loue, for if 
he doe, you ſhall vnderſtand that the firſt Porters will de- 
fend the entrie. 

The ſecond ſapd. 

Heere within is the precious Princeſle of the Scitas, v ho 
aboue allother Ladies in her time doth deſerue to bee Ladie 
of this tower, & {hall not goe forth of the fame till ſuch time 
as commeth a knight, who with his great force and ſtrength 
ſhal conquere the entrie, and mount into the tower, and con- 

clude this aduenture. 
And the third ſaid, 

He had neede of great force and ſtrength that is able 
comprehend to ſec the great meruailes of this tower. 

When that theſe wꝛitinges were read, they were all 
greatlie amazed, but the wiſe Lyrgandeo (&ing them in 


that dumpe, ſaid. 


Py Lozdes, here is nothing to be muſed at, but if it bee 
pour pleaſnres that the faire Pꝛinteſſe Lyndabrides ſhall 
come loꝛth of this tower, it is connentent that you pꝛoue this 
aduenture,fo2 it is a thing without remedie and not fo be 
ſpoken off, that ſhe ſhall not come foꝛth hereof till ſuch lime 
as all things bee accompliſhed accozding as theſe wzitings 
haue declared, and harre J doe fate vnto pon, that lo farre as 
J doe (02 can) vnder tand by this aduenture, that long time 
ſhall paſſe befoꝛe anic ſhall come foz to finiſh the ſame, al- 
though on the part of the Pꝛinceſſe there ſhall no time bee 
{oit,ſoz that ſhe (hall goe fozth out of the Tower actoꝛding 
vnto nature, ot the ſame age that ſha is now of, although 
ſh& remaineth there one Hund2cth peres , and in all this 
time (ee hall not want anie thing, but of all iop, pleaſure, 
and pall ime, ſhe ſhall haue vnto her contentment, foꝛ that 
the Queene Iulia, (knowing what ſhould happen and come 
to paſſe hereafter) foz the god will and ſcruice that thre 
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foppe tould ſcarce be diſcerned from the groũd, berie ſtrange 
and the like neuer befoze ſcene , which did declare it fo be a 
thing neuer made by humane creatures, and in all the tows 
er there was no other window no2 lope hole, but onelie the 
dw2e the which was open, wherein they might diſcerne the 
faires, the which was turning, the ſteppes verie bꝛoade 
and of ſhining Chꝛiſtall, and although there were no win⸗ 
dowes foꝛ to giue light vnto the ſtaires, pet was it ſo lyght 
within by reaſon of the b2inhtneſſe of the walls, that it (&- 


med to bee moze bzighter than abꝛoade. There was at the 


entrie of the doꝛe two Images of Balle, as bigge as Gps 
antes, the one on the one fide and the other on the other five, 
and had in their handes each of them a greate Fauchon of 
fine ſteele, and had them abone their heades readie foz to 
fkrike them that ſhoulde giue the attempt fo2 fo enter in 
at the doꝛe, and had ſo furious and fierce ſemblaunce, that 
they cauſed great feare in ail them that did beholde them, 
and abone ouer the do2ze were witten Letters, which ſ&- 
med to be of golde, which afterwardes were read by thoſe 
woꝛthie b ꝛinces, who were meruailouſlie amazed in behol⸗ 
ding that ſtraunge and wonderfull wozke, and loking foz 
the Coch wherein the faire P2incelſe was carried,they ſaw 
if of ſo great height, that it was equall with the Clowdes, 
and within a little while after, in the ſight of them all, the 
two Dꝛagons deſcended downe out of the aire, and lighted 
vppon the Tower, who iopntlie with the Coch conſumed 
into the Tower, and could not anie moze bee ſcene. Where- 
at all that were there pꝛeſent meruailed greatlie, and fo2 
that they knew not what it ſhould meane, they requeſted 
the two wiſe men Lyrgandeo and Artemidoro to teil them, 
who anſwered them to nothing, but laid: Let vs go g reade 
tne wꝛitings that are vpon the gates, and then after wardes 
they wold declare vnto them the whole circumfance of that 
remaineth. Then ſtraight wates the two Emperours with 
thoſe wozthie Pꝛinces and knights,deſcended out of the pal, 
lace into the Court, when they came vnto the gates of the 
tower, they (aw in th; parts wzitten in Greeks letters, on 
each 
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thoſe knights in p attempt of þ tower. The firſt knight that 
tame into that Court, was that valiant and wozthie Prince 
Lyriamandro, bꝛother vnto the Empꝛeſſe nana, who was 
armed with guilt armour ſet full of rich ſtones, and aligh⸗ 
ting from his hozſe, with his [worde dꝛawen in his hand 
he went towardes the gate of the tower, without receiuing 
an ie feare 02 dꝛeade at the furious and fierce countenaunce 
of the two Spantes, but as one whole amoꝛous eſtects fos 
wardes the faire Pzinceſle Roda ſilua dyd make him moe 
tour agicus and bolde. 25ut pet nothing might bee moe con⸗ 
trarie vnto hum, as now it happened, than fo2 to le the (es 
cretes of this faire Tower, ſoꝛ that as he woulde haue put 
his fote bppon the thꝛelhelde, be koꝛe he was within, one of 
theſe {images diſcharged vppon him a lerrible blowe, with 
(ch fozce, that it aſtonied him, and ouerthꝛew him to the 
ground without the gate, that he ized to be dead. Wheres 
at they all meruatled greathe , as well at ihe mightte 
blowe which the Gyant ſtroke, as to le the P2ince in that 
perplexitic, but quicklie their feare that they hadde of the 
eince was quieted, koz that ſo fone as they had pulled off 
his healme and gaue him aire, he came againe viito him⸗ 
ſelle, and was as well as he was bekoze, but hauing no will 
to appzoue the attenigt ante moze, be withdzeto himicite , 
It was not long after when that his god friend Bargan- 
del came foꝛth into the place, who as one that loued with alk 
his heart the faire Pzincefſe Kodalilua, did no moze in that 
attempt than the pzince Liamandto, fo; that at the firſt 
blow of the Image, he was.oucrthzowe to the ground, withs 
out the gate, ſo that it was verie wel vnderitod by them all 
(accoꝛding vnto the letters that was wzitten,) how þ theſe 
two knights were amozous, which was the occaſion that the 
eateris of the Gate was denied vnfo them. The 
uke happned vato the wazthie Tartarian Zoilo, and vato 
the valiant king Sacridoroy and onto other valiant pꝛinces 
and knights that pꝛelumed to be amo2ous . Whercat they 
here greatlie amazed, and had much ſpoꝛt and paſtime to ſer 
how thele knights were oucrthzowen by the two Images. 
Bat tow UE 
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daine this aduenfure,the which will fall out moze fo2 her 
honour and glozie. 

But when the wife man had concluded his wozdes, it 
grieued much the Emperour Alveandro, fe2 that her loued 
the Pꝛincelle verie much, and doubted whether he ih — 
liue ſo long as to ſe the deliuerie of his Daughter . The 
like care receiued the valiant and wozthie P2ince Mer id. 
an her Bꝛother. The like griefe reccined all the reſt of the 
whole crue that were there pꝛeſent, fo2 that they loued her 
verie much ſoz her great valour and deſert, but in efpectail 
it grieued the knight of the Dunne , as of one that to ſoꝛ⸗ 
get her needed the pꝛoceſſe of a long time, pra, and the tra⸗ 
naile vnto the mount Olympus, and it it had not bene 
that there was in his pꝛeſence his welbeloued and ropall 
Pzinceſle Claridiana, hee would haue detraced no time, but 
haue bene the firſt to haue giuen the attempt to pꝛoue 
that aduenfurc of the Tower, but koz that hee woulde not 
giue anie ſulpition of that which he felt in his heart, he bꝛi⸗ 
deled his affection and deſire, till time ſome other knights 
went and armed themſelues, and pꝛoucd the centric of the 
Tower, as (hail be declared onto you in the next Chapter 
following.

Then ffraight waies came into that mightie Court, the 


two valiant and woꝛthie knights, Don Claros and Arcalus, 
being armed with their bꝛight and rich armour, and foꝛ that 
they were two knights of a gallantaftd gentle diſpoſition, 
they gaue great contentment vnto all them that dyd behold 
them But the firſt that gaue the attempt vnto this aduen⸗ 
ture, was Don Claros, who alighting from his hoꝛſe, with 


his ( woꝛd dzawen in his hand, went towards the gates ol 


the tower, and foz that he was voyde of loue, and had not 
bis heart troubled with any amoꝛous paſſions, he centred 


with in the gate, and the mages dyd bow thcmſclues vns 


to him, but when he came vnto the ſtaiers and began to aſs 
cend, he felt himſelfe charged with many x terrible blowes, 
pet foꝛ all that defending himſelfe and laying about him on 
cuery ſide, he aſcended bp the ſtaires, and although the reſis 
ſkance was great, and the blowes encreaſed (at euerie ſtep 
he aſcended) double, pet fo2 that he was young, valiant, and 
of a god ccurage, and in ſpight of them that did defend him, 
he mounted fiftene ſtaires, the which being ſeene of all that 
were in the court, they gaue him great pꝛaiſe, and laide, (as 
they hadde great reaſon) that he was one of the valianteſt 
nights in his time. And as he dpd purſue and ftriue fo2 to 
aſcend higher, he reſiſtance was ſo ſtrong, that ſpight of his 
heart he was {ozccd to delend two ſtaires of that which he 
had got, he pꝛocured all that euer he could to get the againe, 
but it dpd pꝛolit him little, whereby it was conue nient fo2 
to leaue the demaund, and depart ont of the Tower, lea⸗ 
ning his ſhilde at the fiftenth ſtayꝛe, ſo farre as he allended. 
Then ſtraight waies his bzother Arcalus, entred in the de⸗ 
maund, and to conclude, he dyd very well, and with great 
trauaile he aſcended io high as his bꝛother Don Claios did, 
but in the ende he Was onerthzowen dabone the (faires, 
and his ſhielde remained and was hanged next vnto his 

zothers, in the ſame * Not long alter came uo that 
mightie court, two unehts, who by their gallont biipoſttts 
on and rich armour , 1 ere Eno wen to be the two i= zNICES, 
Drandize and Cl: ucrindo, ue came [02 to P20RLC | aduen⸗ 
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The firſt vnfo whom was granted the entrie of the dil⸗ 
{oiall tower, was vnto the font knight Flamides,bnkle vn⸗ 
to the pꝛinceſſe Lindaraza, who being clere of ſuch paſſions, 
and neuer {ubtect vnto loue, went vnto the gate, and entered 
in thereat, without receiuing anie harme of the Gyants(as 
the other did) but the Jmages did rather humble theinſelucs 
in declining their heads, whereat they all meruailed great⸗ 
lie, but although there was no defence made againſthmat 
the entrie of the gate, pet there lacked not them that made 
reliance againſt him foꝛ the going vp the ſtaires, fo2 that 
ſo ſone as he put his fote vppon the fir ſt ſtep of the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtall Taires, verie ſodainlie her felt himſelke charged with 
many thicke and ſtrong blowes, that if ſeemed he had twen⸗ 
tie knighfes vppon him , But by reaſon that he was va⸗ 
liant and of great courage, he dzew out his lwoꝛde, and 
going vp the taires her laide about him on euerie ſide, ſkri⸗ 
king tuch terrible blowes that it was a gallant thing to be⸗ 
holde, and by his mightie pꝛoweſſe he dpd winne parte of 
the ſtaires, although that euerie ſtep he aſcended, it ſeemed 
bato him that the reſiſtance did double, as truth it was, fo2 
as he mounted, ſo much moꝛe did the thicke z ſtrong blowes 
ouercharge him. 

After this ſoꝛt when that he had aſt ended ten ſtatres, not 
being able fo2 fo ſuffer the moꝛtall furie of thoſe vnrcas 
ſonable blowes, waxing faint, and his ſtrenath-failing hum, 
bx came tumbling downe the Taires, and as one dead was 
thꝛowen out at the gate, but his ſherld remained behinde, x 
was hanged vp at the tenth ffaire, which was (o farre as he 
mounted, and vnto that place might all men ſee thꝛough the 
walles all that was within, ſo cleerelie,as though they had 
beene of Chꝛiſtall, and there was nothing to hinder their 
ſight, and lo was all the whole ſtatres afterwardes lo farre 
as anie knight did aſcend, and all that did beholde the ſame, 
recetued great contentment, and were wonderkullie ama⸗ 
zed thereat, fo that it was the rangelt that euer they had 
lene.

clude — an ende of that aduenture a Wut if rol out 
otherwiſe,foz that befoꝛe he came vnto the top of the ſtaires 
by foure ſteppes, the blowes were ſo many wherewith her 
was charged, that he was conſtrained of verie fozce to loſe 
two ſteppes of thoſe which he had gotten, and neuer after 
tould recouer them againe, but in the ende he tombled down 
the ſtaires cleane out of all remembꝛance, and was thzown 
out of the gate, but his ſhielde remained and was hanged 
aboue all the reſt.

dyd ſuppe together in the ropall pallas, hauing anough to 
occupie themſe lues in talke of the ſtrange adventure of the 
Tower, and accoꝛding vnto the condictons of the lame, 
they thought verely that there was very few to whom was 
graunte d the aſcending to the toppe of thoſe ſfaircs,tb} that 
fo woꝛthie knights as there was recetued the ropulle,ſo; the 
which the Emperour Alycandro dyd not lette but receiue 
ſome grieke, foꝛ that of neceſlitie he muſt be conſtrained to 
leaue there his wozthie and Welbeloued daughter Linda- 
brides, yet dyd he comfoꝛt himſelfe verie much, in that ſhe 
was there in great ſecuritie, and allo of the woꝛds which 
the wiſe Lirgandeo had tolde him (not long befoze) of her 
deliuerie. | 
The night being paſt, the nerte daye in the mozning 
came foœꝛth the ſtout and ſtrong king Brandimardo , fo2 to 
pꝛoue the aduenture of the Tower, and dyd ſo much that 
he lacked but two Keppes fo2 to conquere the toppe of the 
ſtapꝛes, and fo2 that he was mightic boned, bigge and ves 
ric fatte and heauie, when that he came theiher he was 
with his great trauaile (fo2 want of exerciſe) ſa wearie 
and tune, that hee could not goe ante whit farther at all 
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we of the Tower. But ſtraight wates as they would haue 
put their deſire in erecucton,it did little p2ofit them all that 
euer they could doe, by reaſon that the one was in lone with 
the Þ 7 Clara and the other with the faire Lin- 
dataza, ſe that with two blowes that was ſfroke at them, 
they were both ouerthꝛowen to the carth without any res 
membzance, and therefoꝛe they retourned into the pallas, 
ſome what abalhed, and vnderitode very well the ſecret of 

the diſlopalltower, Then the lait that came fo2th; that day, 
was the valiant Troyan the ſtout Oriſtedes, who by the 
tudxement of all that were there,f11onl3 by foꝛce of armes 
make a conqueſt of the ſtapꝛes, and aſſend vnto the fopye ; 
fa2 that as this Hiſtoꝛie hath told vou, he was one of the 
beſt knights in all the world, and dyd well apcare in him 
the wozthie ſtocke from whence He dyd p2ocave, who be⸗ 
ing alighted from his ho2ſe, with his [wand in his hande, 
went towards the gate of the Tower. And foꝛ that he nc- 
ner knew what tone ment, the poꝛters dyd let him go in, 
doing their reuerence.And when he was within, he ſtraight 
waies went op the ſtaires with ſo great lightnelle, as 
though there had bene made no reſiſtance againſt him, but 
when that he had aſſendid ſo high and came vnto the place 
whereas the other knights had bene, he was put in great 
trouble and care, fo2 that he thought all the whole wozld 
had bene againſt hum, the blowes were ſo manie and ſtrong 
where with he was charged.

And although they that were without dpd ſe but 
Oriſtedes alone, pet dyd they heare the noyſe of the great 
battatle, whoſe thicke and mightie blowes dpd relound 
thoꝛoughout all that mightie pallas, as though a thouſand 
knights hadde combatted together: in this contempt was 
Ouſtedes, and they were all greatly aniazced how he could
